Foreword 


The Digest of Public General Bills was prepared originally 
for the second session of the Seventy-fourth Congress and 
has been published for all subsequent Congresses. 


The purpose of the digests, to quote from the committee 
report on the appropriation for 1936, is “. . . to furnish in 
the form of a brief synopsis the essential features of the 
introduced public bills and resolutions and a little fuller 
digest of reported measures in order that Members may 
have a weekly file from which they may follow the legisla- 
tion when introduced and from which they may readily 


answer correspondents concerning these measures.” 


Mimeographed digests of public general bills introduced are 
delivered to Members of Congress at frequent intervals. 
Printed cumulations are published from time to time, replac- 
ing the mimeographed issues and containing, in addition, a 
section showing the status of all bills acted upon and another 
listing the public laws and resolutions enacted, with the 


corresponding bill numbers.

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DIGEST OF PUBLIC.GENERAL BILLS 
SENATE BILLS NOS. 1-1730 


S. 1. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Commerce). 

Civil Aeronautics Act of 1944—Creates an independent 
seven-member bipartisan Civil Aeronautics Authority and 
an independent five-member Air Safety Board similar to 
the independent authority and board, respectively, which 
were created under the Aeronautics Act of 1938 and whose 
functions were transferred in 1940, by Executive order, to 
the Department of Commerce. The Civil Aeronautics 
Board and the office of Administrator of Civil Aeronautics 
in the Department of Commerce are abolished. 

A Nation-wide program for the protection of aerial ap- 
prvaches to airports and for the development of airports 
is provided for, this to include cooperation between Fed- 
eral, State, and local governments. 

Provisions for granting certificates of convenience and 
necessity include provisions for temporary experimental 
certificates. Licensing and regulation of air contractors 
are provided for, the term “air contractor” meaning “any 
person who undertakes, otherwise than as an air carrier 
or foreign air carrier, whether directly or indirectly or by 
a lease or any other arrangement, to engage in interstate 
or foreign commerce.” Authorizes participation in pro- 
motion, development, ete., of meteorological service ou an 
international scale. 

The Air Commerce Act of 1926 as amended is repealed, 
but the office of Assistant Secretary of Commerce created 
thereunder is not abolished. Pertinent sections of Reor- 
ganization Plans III and IV are repealed, as is the Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 19388 as amended. A number of acts 
are amended in certain details in the interest of con- 
formity, etc. Action of the President under the First War 
Powers Act in transferring functions relating to the entry 
and clearance of aircraft from the Secretary of Commerce 
to the Commissioner of Customs is not affected. 

S. 2. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Commerce). 

Federal Aid Airport Act—Authorizes $100,000,000 annu- 
ally for 5 successive years, beginning with the first post-war 
fiscal year for aid to the States in developing a Nation- 
wide system of public airports, the program to be admin- 
istered through an Airport Service, which shall also carry 

Sout other functions of the Administrator of Civil Aeronau- 
tics relative to airports and landing areas. All contracts 
involving labor shall establish minimum wage rates; con- 

tracts let for construction projects and all loans and grants 
shall contain provisions to: (1) bar convict labor; (2) 
limit the work-week to 40 hours; (3) give preference first 
to veterans, and second, on grounds of citizenship and 
residence, The national plan for airports must be revised 
annually, and State and urban projects shall include only 
Such airport development as is included in the current 
revision. All proposed developments shall be in accord- 
ance with standards as to site, layout, ete., established by 
the administration. The amount payable by the United 
States on account of any one project shall not exceed 
50 percent of the total estimated construction costs. Gov- 
ernment-owned lands may be utilized. The program con 
sists of two parts, a State program for the development of 
smaller airports, and an urban program for the develop- 
ment of larger airports. In financing, funds for the urban 
program shall be first taken out of each appropriation and 

*the amount left after such deductions are made shall be 
apportioned among the States on the basis of population 
and area. States or public agencies may be reimbursed for 
damage to public airports by the Army or Navy. Author- 

*izes $3,000,000 for preliminary planning and surveys. 
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S. 3. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the Administrator of the Civil Aeronauties 


‘Authority to train civilian and governmental air-traffic 


control-tower operators [amending U. 8. C. 49: 452]. 

S. 4. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Commerce). 
Aviation Salvage Act of 1945—Enacts into public law 

the Aviation Salvage at Sea Convention on saving life 

from aircraft at sea and salvage of aircraft and property 

on board. 

S. 5. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Commerce). 


The Administrator of Civil Aeronautics may detail not 
more than 25 employees for technical and professional 
training in civilian or other institutions, and he may 
conduct schools for employee training in administration of 
aircraft, airmen, and air operation safety standards pro- 
vided by the act [amending U. 8. C. 49: 457]. 

S. 6. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Commerce). 

establishes in the Civil Aeronautics Administration a 
Youth Training Division to sponsor the formation of glider 
clubs in high schools, colleges, ete., to teach boys and girls 
from 12 to 18 how to build and fly gliders and sailplanes 
and to promote interest in aeronautics among American 
youth. Provides for the appointment of a Director of the 
Division, experienced in building gliders and familiar 
with the glider training program. Authorizes the leasing 
or purchase of lands and necessary facilities and also 
authorizes $5,000,000 annually to carry out the provisions 
of the act. 

S. 7. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Administrative Procedure Act—Except where secrecy is 
required in the interest of national defense or diplomacy, 
every Federal agency shall: (a) publish its rules (includ- 
ing a description of its organization), and (b) publish or 
make available to public inspection its rulings and orders, 
and, except where secrecy is so required, it shall publish 
general notice of proposed substantive rule-making, afford 
interested parties an opportunity to participate therein, 
and afford such parties an opportunity to petition for 
issuance, amendment, etc., of a rule. 

In any case where administrative hearing is required, 
notice thereof must be given, and an opportunity must be 
given for settlement of the controversy by consent, ete. 

Functions of investigation and prosecution are separated 
from functions of decision and review. 

Declaratory orders may be issned. 

Every interested person shall have the right to appear 
in person or by counsel or other qualified representative 
to secure information or for negotiation, adjustment, ete., 
of a controversy, and every person appearing or summoned 
shall have the right to be accompanied and advised by 
counsel. Investigatory powers may be exercised only 
within prescribed limits. Subpenas authorized by law 
shall be issued to any party upon request and, as may be 
required by rules of procedure, upon a statement or show- 
ing of general relevance, necessity, or reasonable scope of 
evidence sought. Prompt notice must be given of denial. 
application, or other request of any person. The required 
publication or service of any substantive and effective rule 
or final and affirmative order (with certain exceptions) 
shall precede for not less than 30 days the effective date, 
except as otherwise authorized by law and provided by 
the agency upon good cause. Except as to personal or 
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confidential data, ete., matters of official record shall be 
available to interested persons. 

Hearings shall be presided over by representatives of 
the agency involved, State representatives as authorized by 
statute, or examiners appointed by the agency under civil 
service regulations. Rules of evidence prescribed by the 
statute must be observed. 

No sanction shall be imposed or substantive rule or 
order be issued except within jurisdiction delegated to the 
agency by law and as specifically authorized by statute. 
Limitations are placed on the powers of agencies to with- 
hold licenses and to issue publicity reflecting adversely 
upon any person or enterprise. 

Judicial review of administrative decisions is author- 
ized, and declaratory judgments or writs of injunction or 
habeas corpus are provided for.

Forestry). 


After June 30, 1940, 10 percent of all receipts from na- 
tional forests shall be used for range improvements. 


S. 9. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Establishes a city manager form of government for the 
District of Columbia consisting of a city manager and 9 
elected councilmen. 


S. 10. Mr. O’Mahoney; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Federal Charter Compliance Act of 1945—Every corpora- 
tion and trade association engaged in commerce shall ob- 
tain from the Commission a certificate of 
statutory compliance upon filing a certified copy of its 
charter complying with the requirements of the act. Cor- 
porations are required: (1) to prohibit directors having 
any financial] interest in competing corporations, or in any 
corporation which does business with such corporation ; 
(2) to reasonably compensate directors and to have meet- 
ings at least monthly; (3) to disclose to stockholders all 
transactions between the directors and the corporation; 
(4) to file with the Department of Justice a copy of every 
plan or program with any foreign national or corporation, 
including contracts, agreements, property rights, patents 
and licenses; (5) to make directors trustees for the stock- 
holders, and individually and civilly liable for corporation 
losses through violation of Federal law; (6) to forfeit 
directorships on 6 months failure to-attend meetings; (7) 
to give a vote to each share of stock; and (8) to disclose 
fully to stockholders all voluntary payments and altera- 
tions of stockholders’ rights. 

S. 11. Mr. O’Mahoney; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 

The “Foreign Contracts Act” requires a domestic or a 
foreign company doing business in the’ United States 
to register with the Attorney General a copy of any foreign 
contract in which it or its affiliate participates, when such 
contract (1) restricts production, sale, use, lease or pur- 
chase of any article of commerce, (2) fixes prices, (3) re- 
stricts marketing territory, (4) provides for formation 
or use of a corporation, ete., for joint operations, or (5) 
pertains to the use of domestic or foreign patents or trade- 
marks. Registered contracts are to be open to public 
inspection, except portions which would disclose trade 
secrets. 

Civil and criminal penalties for violations, and manda- 
tory injunction to compel compliance are provided. 

S. 12. Messrs. O’Mahoney and Hatch; January 6, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

The insurance business shall be subject to the laws of the 
several States which relate to the regulation and taxation 
thereof, and no Act of Congress shall, without specified 
provision, be construed to invalidate, impair, or super- 
sede any such State law. Nothing in the Federal Trade 
Commission Act or the Robinson-Patman Antidiscrimi- 
nation Act shall apply to the insurance business, nor 
shall the Sherman Act or the Clayton Act apply thereto 
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until March 1, 1946, but the Sherman Act is not, by the 
foregoing prevision, made inapplicable to any agreement 
or act involving boycott, coercion, or intimidation. On and

S. 13. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (District of 

Columbia). 

The District of Columbia Housing and Redevelopment 
Act of 1945—Creates the District of Columbia Housing and 
Redevelopment Agency composed of three directors, one 
member to be appointed by the President, with the consent 
of the Senate, one member appointed by the D. C. Commis- 
sioners and one member shall be the Chairman of the 
Planning Commission, 

The general purpose shall be to carry out the redevelop- 
ment plans, as drawn up by the Planning Commission and 
approved by the Commissioners, for certain “project areas” 
in the District. 

The Agency shall have power to (1) acquire and as- 
semble real property, (2) transfer, lease, or sell real 
property in the project areas, (8) provide housing for dis-

Authorizes Federal savings and loan 
associations, building associations and building and loan 
associations, operating under D. C. laws, to make loans 
up to $2,000 for home improvements. 


S. 14. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Establishes a National Capital Metropolitan Water Ad- 
ministration to operate a municipal water supply system 
for the National Capital metropolitan area. 

S. 15. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

The mode of capital punishment in the District of 
Columbia shall be by the administration of lethal gas. 

S. 16. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Authorizes the District of Columbia Board of Barber 
Examiners to establish opening and closing hours, and a 
day on which barber shops shall remain closed, after an 
investigation as to the preference of a majority of the 
licensed barbers [amending D. C. C. 2: 2-1114(6) }. 

S. 17. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

No alcoholic beverage license shall be issued or trans- 
ferred to premises (excluding hotels) within 600 feet of 
District of Columbia schools, churches, playgrounds, pub- 
lic libraries, ete. Licensees shall not advertise or dis- 


tribute price lists or display or leave them where they ‘ 


can be seen from the street or carried away by customers.

Requires the Secretaries of War and Navy to certify 
immediately to the Administrator of Veterans Affairs, the 
death of any member of the armed forces, the names of his 
dependents and their allowances, which allowances shall 
be continued for 1 month.

In any taxable year beginning after December 31, 1942 
but not after December 31 of the fifth year following the 
President’s proclamation that the war is ended, a carrier 
subject to the Interstate Commerce Act shall be allowed 
as a reduction from net income, the amount which it 
shall (pursuant to the authority of the I. C. C.) acerue 
in its maintenance reserve account for the cost of mainte- 
nuance and repairs it is unable to undertake or complete in 
any taxable year beginning after December 31, 1942.

Reclamation). 

Drainage, irrigation or reclamation district bonds, notes, 
etc., owned by governmental departments or agencies, shall 
be transferred to the reclamation fund. 

S. 25. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Irrigation and 
Reclamation). 


Wartime Reclamation Act of 1943—authorizes the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to construct, operate and maintain 
irrigation and reclamation storage, distribution and drain- 


fage systems on lands in the 17 westernmost states: to pre- 


pare such land for irrigation purposes and to lease federally 
owned or controlled lands for related uses lands, for periods 
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not exceeding 5 years. Requires a finding by the Secretary 
of the engineering feasibility of the work, the estimated 
cost thereof, and a report by the Food Administrator of the 
additional acreage which may be made productive for 
crops required in connection with the prosecution of the 
war.

upon showing that the failure to continue mining opera- 
tion was due (1) to an inability, for reasons beyond his 
control, to obtain necessary supplies and equipment or (2) 
to a rule, regulation, or order of the United States or an 
agency thereof.

thorized to make loans to honorably discharged veterans 
of the present war and to persons honorably discharged 
for disability incident to service in the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps, in the amount of their indebtedness at the 
time of discharge, but not exceeding $1,000. 

Such loans shall be applied for on forms prescribed by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation within 6 months 
after discharge or within 6 months after enactment of 
this Act, whichever is later, and shall be accompanied by 
evidence of any benefits due from the United States gov- 
ernment and a certified list of creditors. Loans shall be 
made for a maximum period of 3 years; require no se- 
curity, endorsers or comakers; bear 6 percent interest;

S. 30. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for the issuance of medals to members of the 
Civil Air Patrol for outstanding service. 


S. 31. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Survey). 


Livestock grazing fees shall not be changed without the 
consent of the grazing district advisory board [amending 
U. 8. C. 48: 315 (0) (1)]. 


S. 32. Mr. McCarran; January 6, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 


Lands released to the U. S. by railroads (pursuant to 54 
Stat. 954) shall be deemed publie domain and granted to 
the State where located, their proceeds to be used for edu- 
cational purposes; or, if located within a withdrawal or 
reservation, shall be administered by the agency in charge. 
Public lands of equal acreage and value are to be granted 
States in lieu of those for which release has been filed and 
disposed of by the United States prior to date of this Act.

Funds for the urban program 
shall be first taken out of each appropriation (not more 
than 25% of the total) and the remaining amount shall 
be apportioned among the States on the basis of popula 
tion and area. The amount payable by the United States 
on account of any one project shall not exceed 50 percent 
of the total estimated construction costs. Government- 
owned lands may be utilized. Authorizes $3,000,000 for 
preliminary planning and surveys. 

S. 35. Mr. Bailey; January 6, 1945 (Commerce). 

Authorizes the construction, repair, and preservation of 
works for improvement on rivers, harbors, and other 
waterways, plans and proposals for projects hereafter 
instituted to be discussed with the States affected. 

Authorizes allotment of $300,000 annually for removing 
snags, protecting channels, ete., in navigable harbors and 
streams, repealing U. S. C. 33: 603, which imposed a limita- 
tion of $3,000 a year for comparable work, 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to make preliminary 
surveys for river and harbor improvements. 

No improvements or surveys authorized shall be ap 
propriated for or constructed until 6 months after the 
termination of the present war, unless designated a defense 
project. . 

S. 36. Messrs. Bailey and Brewster; January 6, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Provides for drafting manpower for war industries. 

Any selective-service registrant between the ages of 
18 and 45 who leaves a furm, plant, or other activity in 
the type of war work designated by the Director of Selec- 
tive Service, without the determination of his selective- 
service local board (subject to appeal) that it is in the 
best interest of the war effort for him to do so, shall be 
classified as immediately available for induction into the 
armed forces, unless his local board (subject to appeal) 
finds he had a justifiable reason for doing so. 

The Director of War Mobilization and Reconversion 
shall certify to the Director of Selective Service from time 
to time the manpower requirements of war or war indus- 
tries in each industrial area which will not be met by 
stabilization in the above manner and by voluntary re- 
cruiting. Upon receiving such certification for a particu- 
lar area, the Director of Selective Service shall designate 
the categories of deferred registrants which he estimates 
contain sufficient numbers of persons who are: (1) capable 
of performing the work involved, (2) not engaged in 
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services essential to the war effort, and (3) by reason of 
their status can be transferred to other work with the 
least disruption to the civilian economy and to themselves, 
and he shall call upon local boards in that area to request 
their registrants within the categories so designated to 
become employed in essential war work within a specified 
time. A registrant who fails to become so employed 
within such time, without justifiable reason as found, by 
his selective-service local board (subject to appeal) shal? 
be classified into a class immediately available for militar; 
service and shall be liable for immediate induction into 
the armed forces. 

Any such registrant who is inducted may be assigned to 
a regular military unit or to a special service unit. Reg- 
istrants shall not, while serving in special units, be en- 
titled to reemployment benefits under the Selective Service 
Act or the benefits of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief Act 
of 1940, the Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act of 
1942, the National Service Life Insurance Act of 1940 
(all as amended), the Mustering-Out Payment Act of 1944, 
or of any law administered by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion providing benefits for former members of the armed 
forces or their dependents or beneficiaries. Such regis-

Rural Telephone Act of 1944—<Authorizes $50,000,000 
for a Rural Telephone Administration with authority in 
an Administrator, appointed by the President with consent 
of the Senate, to make 35-year self-liquidating, 154% 
loans to persons, corporations, States, Territories, Mu- 
nicipalities, Cooperatives, nonprofit, or limited-dividend 
associations, mutuals, and to the R. EB. A. for the purpose 
of providing or improving rural telephone service. Au- 
thorizes the R. F. €. to loan $50,000,000 annually to the 
Administrator upon the security of the obligations of the 
borrowers. 

Fifty percent of the annual sums made available shall 
be allotted the States in the proportion which the number 
of farms not then receiving te'ephone service bears to the 
total number of such farms in the U. S. (at least 20% 
thereof to companies with less than 1,000 subscribers), 
and the remaining 50 percent shall be allotted in the States 
and Territories at the discretion of the Administrator 
except that not more than 10 percent may be employed in 
any one State, or in all the Territories. 

S. 74. Mr. Hill; January 6, 1945 (Agriculture and For- 
estry). 

National Fertilizer Policy and Program Act—Directs the 
Tennessee Valley Authority to report to Congress, not later 
than 6 months after the enactment of this Act, a national 
fertilizer policy and program. The Authority may acquire 
sufficient phosphate lands in Florida to supply its Mobile 
and Muscle Shoals plants for 50 years. To the extent 
permitted by requirements for the production of phos- 
phorus for war purposes, the Mobile plant shall be operated 
for at Jeast 5 years after its completion at as near full 
capacity as possible for the production of phosphatic fer- 
tilizers and materials for defense and agricultural pur-

Directs the Interstate Commerce Commission to pre- 
pare and publish a uniform classification of property and 
a uniform scale of class rates for railroads throughout 
the continental United States, and to hold hearings on 
modifications, ete., thereof. 

S. 82. Mr. Hill; January 6, 1945 (Interstate Commerce). 


Transportation Act of 1944—Requires that the Acts of 
Congress relating to the regulation of carriers shall be 
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administered and enforced with a view to carrying out a 
declaration of a supplemental national transportation 
policy of the Congress which would: (a) insure to the 
shipper freedom of choice in selecting through routes and 
rates by the use of such agencies and facilities as may be 
needed for economical and efficient service; (b) provide 
for the establishment by rail, water and motor carriers 
of reasonable joint through rates and facilities for the 
transportation of property, with reasonable rates, charges, 
ete., applicable thereto; (c) insure freedom from discrimi- 
natory rates, ete., and (d) prevent restrictions designed 
to limit competition which would have the effect of increas- 
ing the cost of service to the public. 

Establishes as an independent executive agency a bi- 
partisan Federal Transportation Authority of three mem- 
bers appointed by the President, with the consent of the 
Senate, for a six-year term (initial appointments for two, 
four, and six years), at an annual salary of $10,000 each. 
The Authority shall: (1) conduct continuing investigations 
with respect to the transportation system and needs of 
the Nation; (2) submit to the President and the Congress 
an annual report and other desired information; (3) con- 
sult with, and*provide information and make recommenda- 
tions to Governmental agencies concerned with trauspor- 
tation, with a view to coordinating their activities; (4) 
cooperate with the Office of Public Transportation Counsel, 
which the Act creates, and (5) consult with and advise 
carriers and others having a substantial interest in trans- 
portation, with a view to encouraging voluntary measures 
for carrying out the above policies. The Authority may 
make studies and investigations, hold hearings, ete. When 
two or more members of the Authority first appointed have 
taken office, the Board of Investigation and Research es- 
tablished under the Transportation Act of 1940 shall cease 
to exist, and its records, property, personnel and such 
unexpended funds as the President shall determine shall 
be transferred to the Authority. The President may also 
transfer to the Authority, from any Government agency 
concerned with transportation, functions relating chiefly 
to research and investigations. 

The Office of Public Transportation Counsel shall be 
established within the-Department of Justice; it shall be 
headed by a Public Transportation Counsel appointed by 
the Attorney General, without regard to political affilia- 
tions. The Office shall see that the general public and the 
interest of the United States are adequately represented 
in administrative proceedings and judicial proceedings 
involving questions or policies relating to transportation, 
to institute such proceedings when necessary, etc. 

A National Transportation Advisory Committee, com- 
posed of a representative of the Department of Commerce, 
a representative of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and an unspecified number of additional members, ap- 
pointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
from among properly qualified persons in the field of 
transportation, labor, finance, agriculture and industry, 
for a two-year term, shall review the activities. of the 
Authority and the Public Transportation Counsel and 
report thereon to the President and the Congress.

S. 84. Mr. Hill; January 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Establishes a Department of Armed Forces, headed by 
a civilian Secretary of the Armed Forces, who shall tak 
over the duties of the Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy. The Secretary and three civilian Unde 
Secretaries, one for the Army, one for the Navy, and or 
for Air, at $10,000 a year each, and two assistants for each 
Under Secretary at $8,000 a year each, shall be appointed 
by the President with the consent of the Senate.

Authorizes the President, during the present war, to 
exercise control over such material resources, industrial 
organizations, and services, as he considers necessary in 
the war effort. 


S. 88. Messrs. Hill and Mead; January 6, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

The amendments of the Civil Service Retirement Act 
made by the Act of March 7, 1942, shall not preclude any 
office of the executive branch, upon filing proper notice in 
writing, from coming under the Civil Service Retirement 
Act, but no credit shall be allowed for any period of 
service, other than military or naval service, until amounts 
equal to back pay deductions, with interest at 4 percent, 
have been paid into the retirement and disability fund 
[amending U. 8. C. 5: 693 (a)]. 

S. 89. Mr. Lucas; January 6, 1945 (Agriculture and For- 
estry). 

Rural Electrification Planning Act of 1945—Authorizes 
$5,000,000 annually for planning of rural electrification 
projects. For Reconstruction Finance Corporation loans 
to the Rural Electrification Administration for loans to 
the States and Territories, additional sums are authorized 
for four fiscal years; $35,000,000 for 1945; $150,000,000 
for 1946; $200,000,000 each year for 1947 and 1948. Ex- 
penditures for surveys, etc., for a project shall be charged 
te borrowers. 


S. 92. Mr. Lucas; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Attorneys who have been admitted to practice before the 
highest court of any State may practice before any gov- 
ernmental department, agency or body exercising judicial 
or quasi-judicial functions. 


S. 94. Mr. La Follette; January 6, 1945 (Interoceanic 
Canals). 


Civilian employees who served in the construction, main- 
tenance, operation, etc., of the Canal Zone between May 4, 
1904, and April 1, 1914, and subsequently receiving retire- 
ment benefits of the United States classified civil service 
(46 Stat. 408) shall also be entitled to the retirement 
benefits provided for permanent employees of the Panama 
Canal (U. S. C. 48: 1371e). 


S. 95. Mr. La Follette; January 6, 1945 (Interoceanic 
Canals). 


Canal Zone employees who have had at least 30 years 
of service, and who voluntarily retire between the ages 
of 55 and 60, shall receive an immediate annuity equal 
to present worth of a deferred annuity beginning at the age 
of 60 [amending U. 8. C. 48: 1371b]. 


8.97. Mr. Willis; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Permits the United States to be named a party in any 
suit involving personal as well as real property upon which 
the United States has or claims to have a mortgage or 
other lien. The complaint shall describe this mortgage or 
lien with particularity, and only such lien or claim so 
described shall be affected by the judgment or decree 
rendered [amending U. 8, C. 28: 901, 902]. 

S. 98. Mr. Capper; January 6, 1945 (District of Columbia). 

The District of Columbia Redevelopment Act of 1945— 
Creates the National Capital Land Agency, composed of 
4 members (to be appointed by the President), 2 govern- 
ment officials, 2 from nominations made by the D. C. 
Commissioners, and 1 public-spirited citizen. The gen- 
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eral purpose shall be to carry out the redevelopment plans, 
as drawn up by the Planning Commission and approved by 
the Commissioners, for certain “blighted areas” in the Dis- 
trict. The Agency shall have power to (1) acquire and 
assemble real property, (2) transfer, lease, or sell real 
property in the project areas, (3) provide housing for 
displaced families, (4) accept funds or property from pros- 
pective lessees or purchasers, make use-value appraisal 
of property in the project areas, (5) retain certain super- 
vision over leases or conveyances to redevelopment cor- 
porations, and (6) make proper disposition of rents, etc. 
Provides that after 5 years from date of this act the au- 
thority granted by the District of Columbia Alley Dwelling 
Act shall be vested in the National Capital Land Agency. 
S. 99. Mr. Capper; January 6, 1945 (District of Columbia). 
Anthorizes acquisition of certain property in the District 
of Columbia for use by the Children’s Museum of Wash- 
ington, Inc. 


S. 100. Mr. Capper; January 6, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Authorizes the exchange of certain lands in connection 
with the Rocky Mountain National Park. 

S. 101. Mr. Chavez and six others; January 6, 1945 
(Education and Labor). 

Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice (a) by any employer the refusal 
to hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, any 
person because of race, color, creed, religion, national origin 
or ancestry, or the limitation of recruitment on that basis; 
(b) by any labor union the refusal of, or expulsion from 
membership or the discrimination against any employee, 
employer or member on the foregoing grounds, and (c) 
by any employer or union, discrimination, ete., against 
any person because he has opposed practices forbidden by 
this Act. Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Com- 
mission (to supplant the Committee on Fair Employment 
Practice established by Executive Order 9346) which is 
empowered to prohibit persons from engaging in any prac- 
tices declared to be unfair, to hold hearings on complaints 
of such practices, to order persons complained of to cease 
and desist therefrom, and to take appropriate affirmative 
action, including hiring or reinstatement of employees 
with or without back pay, and to petition any circuit court 
of appeals for enforcement of such orders. Permits judi- 
cial review of the Commission’s orders upon petition of ag- 
grieved parties. Confers upon the Commission investi- 
gatory powers. All government contracts and subcon- 
tracts shall stipulate that the contractor or subcontractor 
unless specifically exempt by regulation shall not engage 
in unfair employment practices, and no government con- 
tracts shall be awarded to persons found by the Commis- 
sion to have violated any of the provisions of this act. 


S. 102. Mr. Taft; January 6, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Allows civil-service credit for military service of legisla- 
tive employees who shall have had classified civil-service 
status for a period of 2 years before entering the armed 
forces [amending U. 8. C. 5: 681 (b)]. 

S. 103. Mr. Taft; January 6, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 

After June 30, 1945, dividends shall not be payable on 
stock of the Federal Savings and Loan Insuranee Cor- 
poration; however, dividends accumulated and unpaid 
shall not be affected. Premium rates of the Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Insurance Corporation are reduced from 
one-eighth to one-twelfth of 1 percent. Total assessments 
for additional premium shall not exceed one-twelfth of 1 
percent. Insured institutions charged in excess of one- 
twelfth of 1 percent shall receive credit of this excess 
after July 1, 1945 [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 1725, 1727]. 

S. 104. Mr. Taft January 6, 1945 (Territories and Insular 
Affairs). 

Requires the War Damage Corporation, upon reoccupa- 

tion of the Philippine Islands by the United States, to 
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make a study of the damage to public and private property 
resulting from the Japanese conquest and from reoeccupa- 
tion forces, and to report thereon to Congress. Without 
further action by Congress, and in spite of the fact that 
no contract of insurance was entered into or premiums 
paid, the protection against losses from enemy action that 
is provided by the War Damage Corporation with Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation funds is extended to real 
and personal property situated in the Philippines (other 
than accounts, currency, jewelry, ete.) with exceptions 
based on (1) ultimate ownership by, and citizenship of, 
claimants, on December 6, 1941, and (2) on collaboration 
with the enemy by owners. 

S. 105. Mr. Murray; January 6, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 

rency). 

Extends life of Smaller War Plants’ Corporation from 
July 1, 1945, to December 31, 1947 [amending 56 Stat. 353]. 
S. 106. Messrs. Murray, Hayden, and Scrugham; January 

6, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 

Revises provisions authorizing the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to make loans for mining purposes. 
Hereafter such loans may be made whenever the Corpora- 
tion deems them to be advantageous to, or in furtherance 
of, the national security or the national economy, and 
they may include loans for the maintenance, development, 
rehabilitation, and operation of gold mines, or other mines 
the operation of which has ceased or has been curtailed 
by order of the War Production Board, or by any other 
Government. restriction. Terms, conditions, and maturi 
ties of loans shall be determined by the Corporation, which 
shall receive and process applications currently or prior 
to modification withdrawal of rescission of any restrictive 
order, etc., and shall, immediately upon such withdrawal 
or rescission, make the loan available if there has been no 
substantial change in circumstances or security. The lim- 
itation of $20,000 ($40,000 in certain cases) on loans to 
any one corporation, individual or partnership is removed. 
The maximum sum authorized for loans is increased from

Establishes the National Symphony Orchestra Trust 
Fund Board. 
S. 110. Messrs. Hatch and Ferguson; January 6, 1945 
(Judiciary). 
Incorporates the American Veterans Committee. 
S. 111. Messrs. Hatch and Hayden; January 6, 1945 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 


In lieu of the payments now required to be made to 
States from receipts from conservation lands administered 
by the Department of Agriculture, viz, national forests 
wildlife refuges, and lands held under title II of the Bank- 
head-Jones Farm Tenant Act, there shall be paid: (1) 
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25 percent of the gross receipts from timber sales (but not 
to exceed in any 1 year % of 1 percent of the aggregate 
value of the non-recreational and watershed-protection 
standing timber) ; (2) 25 percent of the gross receipts from 
such lands other than from sales of timber or land; (3) 
a sum which, when added to sums included in (1) and (2), 
is sufficient to make the total sum payable in respect to 
such lands equal to % of 1 percent of their cost.

Extends benefits to every person commissioned or en- 
rolled in the active service. Term “child” is defined as: 
a legitimate or legally adopted child; a stepchild, if a 
member of insured’s household; one to whom insured 
stands in loco parentis; and an illegitimate child if 
acknowledged by father or father is judicially ordered 
to support child. Includes stepfather or stepmother in 
term “parent”. 

Requires that each policy cover total permanent disabil- 
ity without additional premium charge and includes provi- 
sions for other total disability benefits. Eliminates 30 days’ 
active service as a prerequisite to insurance. Permits 
insurance of a person in active service without physical 
examination only if a superior officer certifies that the 
upplicant is performing full military duty. Prohibits the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs from denying the ex- 
istence of good health because of service-incurred or serv- 
ice-aggravated disability that is less than total or because 
of disability or infirmity present and recorded at the date 
of the original application. Increases the amount of auto- 
matic coverage from $5,000 to $10,000, and grants such 
coverage to: (a) any person in active service on or after 
October 8, 1940, who while in such service and before the 
expiration of 120 days after the date of this amendatory 
act or 120 days after his entrance into active service, which 
ever is the later date, dies or becomes totally disabled or 
totally and permanently disabled (not necessarily in line 
of duty) and (b) persons officially stationed in the Phil- 
ippines, Midway, Wake, or Guam Islands, or on duty with 
troops of the allied nations under similar circumstances, on 
the same basis as those who are besieged, ete. Permits 
renewal on the 5-year premium plan of original issue and 
conversion to endowment policies maturing at age 62, or 
20-year endowment or 30-year endowment. Authorizes the 
insured, after discharge from active service or upon con- 
version of the 5-year-level premium term policy to any other 
authorized plan, to designate any person, firm, corporation 
or legal entity as beneficiary, either individually or as 
Also uuthorizes designation of an original bene 
ficiary by will. Provides for reinstatement of insurance 
which has lapsed. Amends manner of payment of bene- 
fits (1) allowing beneficiaries to elect, in lieu of the usual 
method of payment (240 equal installments if under 30 
years of age or 120 installments if over 30); a refund life 
income in monthly installments for a period not less than 
120 months; (2) permanent and total disability payments 
may be in 240 installments «of $5.51 monthly for each

Authorizes modification of contract for purchase of 
Diesel electrie-generating plant of the Christmas Copper 
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Corporation for use in connection with the San Carlos 

irrigation project. 

S. 114. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; January 6, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes payment to San Carlos Apache Indians for 
certain lands ceded by them to the United States, and re- 
opens such lands to mineral entry. 

S. 115. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; January 6, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 

Provides that § 4 of the Permanent Appropriation Repeal 
Act (48 Stat.

Board of Public Welfare to the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia. Creates a Department of Public 
Welfare to carry on the functions of the Board under the 
Direction of the Commissioners. 


S. 122. Mr. Bilbo; January 6, 1945 (District of Columbia). 

Standard weights and measures provisions for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are amended to provide more rigid 
regulations [amending D. C. C. 10: 108, 107, 111, 120, 
130]. 


S. 123. Mr. Bilbe ; January 6, 1915 (District of Columbia). 
Upon the death of an inmate of the District of Columbia 
Training School at Laurel, Md., or the death of any rela- 
tives charged with his maintenance, his or their estate 
shall be liab'e for any unpaid costs of maintenance due 
the District of Columbia [amending D. C. Code 32: 615-6].

Permits the filling of the first vacancy in the office of 
district judge for the eastern district of Pennsylvania and 
the district of New Jersey [amending 54 Stat. 219}. 

S. 143. Mr. Thomas of Utah; January 6, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Commissioned or warrant officer of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, or 
Public Health Service who are placed in Saint Elizabeths 
Hospital, or certain United States Public Health Service 
hospitals, shall be liable to pay such rate per day as may 
be prescribed by the President. Deductions from pay are 
authorized for payments to Saint Elizabeths Hospital 
{amending U. S. C. 34: 595]. 


S. 145. Messrs. Barkley and Scrugham; January 6, 1945 
(Naval Affairs). 

Provides for a Director of Naval Research, Development 
and Patents in the Navy Department. 

S. 147. Mr. Truman; January 6, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Establishes the Russell-Majors-Waddell National Monu- 
ment in Jackson County, Missouri, and Johnson County, 
Kansas. 

S. 178. Mr. Murdock; January 10, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 
Amends the United States Employees’ Compensation 


Act [U. S. C. 5: 790] to include chiropractic practitioners 

within the term “physician” as used in the act. 

S. 179. Mr. Wagner; January 10, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Federal home-loan banks may make advances to mem- 
bers on the security of mortgages (up to 90 percent of the 
unpaid principal) insured under the National Housing 
Act. The amount of debentures that may be issued by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board is limited. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in times of emergency, may pur- 
chase debentures of the Federal home-loan banks and the 
Federal Sayings and Loan Insurance Corporation. Home- 
loan banks shall be examined annually (now semi-an- 
nually) [amending U. S. C. 12: 1480 (a), 1481 (b), 1440]. 
S. 180. Mr. Wagner; January 10, 1945 (Banking and 

Currency). 

Authorizes Federal savings and loan associations estab- 
lished under the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation Act to 
invest their funds in mortgages or other obligations in- 
sured under the National Housing Act [amending U. S. C. 
12: 1464 (c)]. 


S. 181. Messrs. Thomas of Utah and Hill; January 10, 
1945 (Education and Labor). % 


Educational Finance Act of 1945—Authorizes funds for 
aid to the States, Territories, and the possessions of the 
United States in financing their public elementary and 
secondary school systems as follows: (1) $200,000,000 
annually, beginning with the fiscal year 1946, until one 
year after the President by declaration or the Congress 
by joint resolution shall have declared the emergency due 
to the war to have ceased, to meet emergencies, and (2) 
$100,000,000 for the fiscal year 1946 and for each fiscal 
year thereafter to more nearly equalize school opportuni- 
ties among and within the States. 

Provides a method of apportionment based on the fi- 
nancial needs of the States and upon average daily at- 
tendance. Withholding of funds on ground that a State 
has failed to meet the mandates of the Act is appealable 
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to United States district courts. The funds shall be avail- 


able to pay and adjust salaries of teachers and other school 
employees, to keep schools open not less than 160 days, 
to reduce overcrowded classes, and to meet other costs. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 
In no case shall the apportionment be used to reduce State 
expenditures for education. 

S. 183. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; January 10, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Whenever the market value of any interest-bearing 
obligation of the United States which is carried by a bank, 
trust company, savings and loan associations, any other 
institution authorized to receive deposits of money, or in- 
surance company falls below par, it shall be deemed for 
the purposes of any requirement of Federal law or regula- 
tion to have a value equal to par plus accrued interest. 
The Federal Reserve Board shall make regulations to 
carry these provisions into effect. 

S. 184. Mr. George (by request); January 10, 1945 
(Finance). 


Authorizes the Social Security Board to furnish wage 
record information to State unemployment compensation 
agencies. 

S. 185. Messrs. La Follette and Aiken; January 10, 1945 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 

National Food Allotment Act—Directs the War Food 
Administrator to establish and administer the following 
national food allotment plan under the supervision of a 
Deputy Director, and authorizes $500,000,000 therefor. 

Food allotment coupons of various monetary values 
shall be issued to householders (on the basis of size and 
income classification) whose normal food expenditures are 
less than the reasonable cost of a prescribed food allot- 
ment. Discrimination in the issuance and utilization of 
such coupons because of race, religious creed, etc., and the 
expenditure of food allotment funds in lieu of Federal, 
State, or local expenditures customarily made for the 
benefit of households within the same income groups is 
prohibited. Local and private agencies shall be desig- 
nated to receive applications for participation in the plan; 
and food coupons shall be redeemed through cooperation 
of the Treasury Department, Post Office Department, the 
General Accounting Office and banking institutions, 

Review of law and fact by United States district courts 
is provided for persons aggrieved by determinations of the 
Director. 

S. 186. Mr. Moses; January 10, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides for the settlement of claims of the Indians at 
Fort Berthold Reservation, N, Dakota. 

S. 187. Messrs. Millikin, Capper, Reed, and Johnson of 
Colorado; January 10, 1945 (Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion). 

Gives congressional consent to a compact between Colo- 
rado and Kansas for division of the waters of the Arkan- 
sas River. 

S. 188. Mr. Gurney; January 10, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

National Military Training Act of 1945—-Under regula- 
tions prescribed by the President, every male citizen of 
the United States and every male alien residing in the 
United States shall, upon attaining the age of 18 years, or 
within four years thereafter, be inducted into the Army 
or Navy for one year for military or naval training.’ A 
graduate of a preparatory or high school may, after his 
seventeenth birthday, elect with the consent of his parents 
or persons standing in loco parentis to be inducted before 
his eighteenth birthday. 

After the completion of such training, each young man 
shall be enrolled as a reservist for six years, but shall not 
be subject to compulsory military service during that 
period except in an emergency declared by the Congress 
and then only under conditions prescribed by the Con- 
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gress. A man who completes the prescribed training and 
thereafter serves satisfactorily as a volunteer in the Navy, 
the Marine Corps, or the Regular Army, for one year, or 
in the National Guard of the United States or the Naval 
Militia for two years, or in an organized reserve unit 
for three years shall be deemed to have completed the 
six-year period as a reservist, but any such man, while 
in the National Guard of the United States or the Naval 
Militia, may be ordered to active duty therein by act of 
Congress. 

After the prescribed period of reserve enrollment, no 
man shall be subject to compulsory military service ex- 
cept when the Congress shall have declared a national 
emergency requiring it and then only under conditions 
prescribed by the Congress. 

Violation of any provisions of the act or regulations 
made pursuant thereto is punishable by imprisonment for 
not more than one year and/or fine of not more than 
$1,000. 

The act shall become effective six months after (a) the 
date of a Presidential proclamation that the war is 
ended, or (b) the date specified in a concurrent resolution 
of the two Houses of Congress, whichever is the earlier. 


S. 190. Mr. Murray; January 10, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

National Institute of Dental Research Act—Establishes 
in the National Institute of Health of the United States 
Public Health Service a National Institute of Dental Re- 
search, and creates the National Advisory Dental Research 
Council Authorizes $1,000,000 for a building for the 
Institute and $730,000 annually for research work, ete. 


‘S. 191. Messrs. Hill and Burton; January 10, 1945 (Educa- 


tion and Labor). 
Hospital Construction Act—Authorizes grants to the 


States for construction of hospitals, as follows: (a) 


$5,000,000 for surveys and planning, allocated on the 
basis of population, financial needs and other factors 
which the Surgeon General considers relevant; (b) for 
the fiscal year 1946, $100,000,000 for the construction 
of public and non-profit hospitals and $5,000,000 for aid 
to State agencies in meeting their administrative expenses, 
and for each fiscal year thereafter sufficient sums for such 
construction work and administrative expenses, payments 
to be made to the States whose plans for construction work 
have been approved by the Surgeon General and to political 
subdivisions of, and public or other nonprofit agencies in 
such States. Allotments to are to be based on (a) the 
population and (b) financial need, of the respective States, 
and (c) in the case of allotments for construction, the 
relative need therefor, or in the case of allotments for 
administrative expenses, special administrative problems. 
For each fiscal year at the beginning of which all States 
do not have approved plans for construction work, allot- 
ments shall be computed on the basis of $100,000,000 and 
administrative expenses on the basis of $5,000,000, or such 
higher amount, in either case, as the Congress may specify. 
Provisions shall be administered by the Surgeon General, 
who shal] consult with a Federal Advisory Council con- 
sisting of himself as chairman ex-officio and eight members 
appointed by the Federal Security Administrator. 


S. 192. Mr. Bilbo; January 10, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes two additional military academies, one lo- 
cated in the West and one in the South, the sites to be 
selected by a joint committee of three Senators and three 
Representatives. 


S. 1938. Mr. Bilbo; January 10, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes two additional naval academies, one on the 
Pacific Coast and one on the Gulf Coast, the sites to be 
selected by a joint committee of three Senators and three 
Representatives. 
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S. 195. Mr. Maybank; January 10, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Margarine Act of 1945.—Permits oleomargarine or mar- 
garine to be labelled either way and to be made without 
additional coloring matter. Removes the special tax on 
dealers and manufacturers [amending U. 8S. C. 21:321; 
26 : 2300, 2301, 2358). 

S. 197. Mr. Ball; January 10, 1945 (Commerce). 

Authorizes the Minnesota Department of Highways to 
construct and operate a bridge and approaches across the 
Pigeon River in cooperation with the Canadian authorities. 


S. 198. Mr. Ball; January 10, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the National Safety Council. 


S. 199. Mr. Ball; January 10, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys.) 


The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to convey to 
the State of Minnesota certain lands for park, recrea- 
tional, or wildlife refuge. The right of the United States 
to use such lands for military needs, power, and oil and 
gas developments is retained. Grazing privileges in ex- 
istence shall not be interfered with, but shall not extend 
beyond the lifetime of the person now entitled thereto 
and shall not be exercised during. actual use of land for 
military training or maneuvers. 


S. 200. Mr. Russell; January 10, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes $65,000,000 for the fiscal year 1945, and $100,- 
000,000 for subsequent years for the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to apportion among the States (on basis of enrollment 
and need) to purchase and distribute food and milk for 
school children. Locally grown foods shall be used where 
possible. Requires that such funds shall be used for 
lunches only, and not for administrative expenses. 

Appropriates $3,000,000 to the U. S. Office of Education 
to be used to assist States in developing and expanding 
their school lunch programs. 


S. 202. Mr. Russell; January 10, 1945 (Finance). 

Federal contributions under the Social Security Act 
[U. S. C. 42: 303A] for old-age assistance are increased to 
$20 per month (now one-half of payments up to $30 per 
month). 


S. 204. Mr. Russell; January 10, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for a minimum age of 18 years [now 21] for 
appointment in the Regular Army to the rank of second 
lieutenant [amending U. S. C. 10: 484]. 


S. 206. Mr. Russell; January 10, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 


Provides for rural free delivery of mail on holidays by 
substitute carriers. 


S. 208. Mr. Walsh; January 10, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes not exceeding $1,515,623,000 for construction 
and acquisition of naval shore facilities, buildings and 
services as approved by the Secretary of the Navy. 
All acquisitions of land shall be reported by the Secretary 
to Congress not less frequently than every 60 days. 
S. 209. Mr. Walsh; January 10, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
The total personnel of the Naval Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps shall be 24,000, until one year after the war, 
thereafter the limit shall be 14,000 [amending U. 8S. C. 34: 
821]. 
S. 210. Mr. Walsh; January 10, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Repeals act authorizing conveyance of old lighthouse 
keeper’s residence to Otto Oas Post 659, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, Manitowoc, Wis.

Affairs). 


Authorizes grant to the Duke Power Company of a 
perpetual easement across Camp Croft, 8. C. 

S. 223. Messrs. Radcliffe, Tydings and Bilbo; January 10, 
1945 (District of Columbia). 

Provides for a hospital center in the District of Colum- 
bia and incorporates the Washington Hospital Corpora- 
tion. 

S. 224. Messrs. Radcliffe and Tydings; January 10, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Permits Government employees to serve as judges or 
clerks of election [amending 53 Stat. 1147]. 

S. 225. Mr. Radcliffe (for Mr. Tydings); January 10, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Authorizes each regiment of the Army to carry its Civil 
War battle streamers with its regimental colors. 

S. 226. Mr. Tydings; January 10, 1945 (Territories and 
Insular Affairs). 


Amends the Puerto Rican Organic Act to provide for the 
popular election of the Governor, Government Secretary, 
and Attorney General, each of whom shall be (1) a citizen 
of the United States, (2) at least 30 years of age, and (3) 
is native born or has been a resident of Puerto Rico for the 
one year immediately preceding his election.

The legis- 
lature of Puerto Rico shall provide for an elected con- 
stitutional convention to draft a constitution for the 
government of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, which 
shall be submitted to the President of the United States 
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for approval, and thereafter to the people of Puerto Rico 
for ratification or rejection. The constitution formulated 
shall provide for a republican form of government, a bill 
of rights, freedom of religion, speech, assembly. petition, 
freedom from unlawful searches and seizures, and against 
expropriation of property without just compensation. 
Pending complete withdrawal of the sovereignty of the

an adequate public-school system, (7) control of foreign 
affairs by the United States, (8) judicial review of court 
decisions by the Supreme Court of the United States, (9) 
maintenance of military and naval reservations and armed 
forces in Puerto Rico, and (10) property rights of persons 
and corporations. Provides for reciprocal tariff duties 
on goods imported to or from Puerto Rico and the United 
States beginning 1 year after the proclamation of inde- 
pendence at 5 percent and increasing to 100 percent in the 
twentieth year. Citizens residing within Puerto Rico or 
elsewhere may retain American citizenship by filing a 
declaration of intention within a specified time. The 
United States shall pay nonrefunded processing taxes 
collected within Puerto Rico to the new government; shall 
assume the existing public debt of Puerto Rico, and the 
new government in turn shall become indebted therefor to 
the United States. Provides for economic assistance to 
Puerto Rico and its peoples; the application of American 
immigration laws following independence; and the con- 
tinuation of certain statutes in force. Appropriates $10,- 
000 to defray expenses of commissioners to negotiate a 
commercial treaty with the Commonwealth, and $25,000 
for expenses of an economic survey commission.

Natives of India residing in the United States may 
become naturalized without a declaration of intention or a 
certificate of arrival.

by a certificate of examination from a naturalization 
examiner. 


S. 237. Mr. Langer; January 10, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits heads of departments, independent establish- 
ments and agencies, or other persons authorized to make 
appointments to positions in the Federal service from 
appointing a person related by consanguinity or affinity 
within the fourth degree, 

S. 238. Mr. Langer; January 10, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits appointment to the President's Cabinet of any 
person whose State of residence is the same as that of 
another person holding such office. 

S. 239. Mr. Langer; January 10, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Enlisted men of the Fleet Naval Reserve or Fleet Marine 
Corps Reserve recalled to active duty, shall, on resump- 
tion of inactive status, be entitled to one-half base pay in 
the case of 16-year men serving 20 years or to three- 
fourths of base pay in the case of 20-year men serving 30 
years; those who are released from active service because 
of disability incurred in war, or national emergency (in 
lieu of pension or compensation) shall be entitled to re- 
tirement pay of three-fourths of the pay of their highest 
enlisted rank [armending 52 Stat.

Admits Alaska into the Union on equal footing with 
original States. ‘The constitution shall be republican in 
form, securing perfect toleration of religious sentiment ; 
and the State of Alaska shall assume all debts of the 
Territory, retain all public property, except that used by 
the United States, and establish a system of public schools. 
Alaska shall be entitled to one Representative, two Sen- 
ators, four United States judges, one United States attor- 
ney, four marshals, and one United States judicial district. 
S. 242. Mr. Capper; January 11, 1945 (District of Co- 

lumbia). 

Creates a Board of Elections (three member appointed 
by the President for a 4-year term) to supervise the election 
of national committeemen and delegates to represent the 
District of Columbia at the national political conventions.

Appropriates $3,239,207.18 for indemnity for French 
spoliations occurring prior to July 31, 1801, as reported by 
the Court of Claims. 


S. 258. Mr. Walsh; January 11, 1945 (Immigration). 
Persons born in a contiguous country, of alien parents, 

who entered as minors prior to July 1, 1924 (claiming 

citizenship through naturalization of a parent) and were 

registered voters before January 11, 1941, shall be held 

to have been lawfully admitted. 

S. 259. Mr. Walsh; January 11, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes payment of $233,885.82 to Massachusetts for 
certain expenditures for defense during the Civil War. 
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S. 290. Mr. Thomas of Utah; January 15, 1945 (Military 
Afjairs). 

Authorizes grant to the Orange and Rockland Bilectric 
Company of a perpetual easement across the West Point 
Military Reservation. 

S. 291. Messrs. Murray and Wagner; January 15, 1945 
(Finance). 


The authorization to the Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs to extend the disqualification of a veteran for un- 
employment allowance for an additional 8 weeks is re- 
pealed. The provision for adopting the standards of 
unemployment compensation laws of the States in deter- 
mining the suitability of work is deleted and the Adminis- 
tration shall consider: Health risks, safety and morals; 
physical fitness, prior training and experience; earning 
capacity; length of unemployment; and distance from 
work, ete. In addition to his unemployment allowance, a 
dependent’s allowance from $5 to $15 a week is provided 
{amending the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act, 58 Stat. 
284, secs. 700 (a), 800 (a) (1), 900 (a); repealing 800 
(c) (2)]. 


S. 292. Mr. Bailey; January 15, 1945 (Commerce). 

Merchant-Ship Sales Act, 1945—The Maritime Commis 
sion may sell or charter any of its oceangoing vessels of 
2,000 gross tons or more which have been constructed 
within the continental limits of the United States subse- 
quent to January 1, 1941, and prior to one year after the 
war, however, such vessels economically unsuitable for 
general commercial operation may be disposed of under 
applicable law, subject to conditions affecting routes, 
trades and commodities. Vessels owned or controlled by 
other Government departments or agencies may not be 
sold or chartered until declared surplus by such depart- 
ments and agencies and returned to the Commission. 

The Commission shall estimate and publish in the 
Federal Register: (1) pre-war domestic costs on basis of 
average construction costs between January 1, 1937, and 
December 31, 1940, and (2) pre-war foreign costs on the 
basis of an estimate of the cost of similar construction in 
a foreign country under conditions existing prior to Sep- 
tember 3, 1939, this, except in the case of Liberty ships, 
to be not less than 50 percent of pre-war domestic costs, 
However, to facilitate carrying out the act the Commission 
may fix such costs except in the case of Liberty ships at 
50 percent of the pre-war domestic cost. Both pre-war 
domestic cost and pre-war foreign cost shall include costs 
of improvements, etc., required for commercial use, but 
shall not include national-defense features, or the cost of 
restoration for commercial cneration. Depreciation shall 
be computed on the basis of a 20-year life, plus accelerated 
depreciation due to war service, not to exceed 14 percent 
per annum. 


Vessels may be sold or chartered to American citizens 
for any type of operation, without restriction as to trades, 
services, routes or Sailing schedules, for not less than the 
depreciated pre-war domestic cost. Any vessel other than 
a tanker may be sold at the depreciated prewar foreign 
cost for operation primarily on a specified route or routes 
in foreign or domestic commerce, or both, or subject to no 
operating restrictions other than that the vessel shall not 
without the consent of the Commission enter into any 
trade route established by the Commission as an essential 
foreign trade route. Tankers may be sold at the depre- 
ciated pre-war foreign cost for operation in foreign trade, 
without regard to route or service, and for operation, with 
Commission approval, in domestic trade if an adjustment 
between the depreciated pre-war domestic cost and the 
depreciated pre-war foreign cost is made. Tankers may be 
permitted to operate in commerce between foreign coun- 
tries. Payments shall be: 25 percent down, if the vessel 
is purchased on the basis of pre-war foreign costs, 12% 
percent down if it is purchased on the basis of pre-war 
domestic costs; balance within 20 years with interest at 
314 percent. In the case of vessels sold for domestic trade 
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(limited or unlimited), payments may be: 25 percent down ; 
25 percent in 20 annual deferred payments with interest 
at 3% percent, and 50 percent in 20-year debentures. 
Deferred payments and debentures must be secured by a 
preferred mortgage on the vessel and otherwise as the 
Commission may determine. The charter rate, except 
under special conditions and upon approval by four mem- 
bers of the Commission, shall be (1) for operation without 
restriction as to routes and services, 9 percent per year 
of the pre-war domestic cost, plus 3% percent of the depre- 
ciated domestic cost computed annually; (2) for operation 
in specified routes and services in domestic or foreign com- 
merce, or both, 9 percent of the pre-war foreign cost, plus 
3 percent of the depreciated foreign cost computed 
annually. 

Vessels not needed for United States trade or for 
national defense may, after the Secretary of State 
has been consulted, be sold to non-citizens subject to the 
above provisions governing sales to citizens, except as to 
sales for unlimited operation, at prices not less than de- 
preciated pre-war domestic cost. In the case of Liberty 
ships, public offers must first be open for a reasonable 
period to American citizens and sales must be made pur- 
suant to advertisement and competitive bids, at no less 
than the depreciated pre-war foreign cost. Liberty ships 
may be sold by negotiation at not less than the depreci- 
ated pre-war foreign cost. ayments must be made upon 
terms prescribed by the Commission with the approval 
of the President. Facilities of United States lending 
agencies may be utilized. 

Sales made between December 31, 1940, and the date 
of this enactment may be adjusted. 

Exchanges to cover vessels lost or requisitioned during 
the war are authorized. 

Contracts for sale must include provisions for reacquisi- 
tion of vessels by the United States. 

The Commission shall place in a national defense re- 
serve Such vessels as it, after consultation with the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, deems necessary therefor. 

S. 2938. Mr. Wagner (and Mr. Wheeler); January 15, 1945 
(Interstate Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Retirement Acts, the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act, and subchapter B of Chap- 
ter 9 of the Internal Revenue Code (the Carriers’ Taxing 
Act). Retirement privileges are liberalized. An annuity 
is allowed to a permanently and totally disabled employee 
who (a) has a current connection with the railroad in- 
dustry, is unable to engage in his regular occupation, and 
has either completed 20 years of service or reached the 
age of 60, or (b) is unable to engage in regular employ- 
ment and has completed 10 years of service or reached 
the age of 60. The minimum annuity payable to a person 
who has a current connection with the railroad industry 
shall be (before any deductions made because he is under 
65) either: (1) $3 multiplied by the number of years of 
his service, or (2) $50, or (3) his monthly compensation, 
whichever is the least. Benefits to widows and children 
of deceased employees are increased. Provides accident 
and maternity benefits as well as sickness benefits. The 
number of days for which unemployment insurance bene- 
fits may be paid in a single benefit year is increased from 
100 to 130, and the 130-day period applies also to sickness 
benefits. Pay-roll taxes on employers and employees for 
support of the retirement system are increased, the new 
maximum being 6% percent, and taxes on employee repre- 
sentatives are increased by 5 percent. 

S. 294. Mr. George (by request); January 15, 1945 
(Finance). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, upon 
request of the Government of any nation associated with 
the United Sttaes in World War II, to furnish medical 
treatment and other benefits, services, ete., to discharged 
members of the military or naval forces of such nation, 
the services to be paid for by the Government of the nation 
making the request.

S. 295. Mr. Hawkes; January 15, 1945 (Finance). 


Real property acquired since September 8, 1939, by the 
United States for military purposes, shall remain subject 
to taxation for 20 years. 


S. 296. Mr. McKellar; January 15, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Any person who, without permission, divulges to an- 
other any information in the custody of, or in use by, the 
Office of Censorship, which he received while in the service 
of the United States, shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing $5,000 or by imprisonment not exceeding 5 years, or 
both, 


S. 298. Mr. Bankhead; January 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


The Commodity Credit Corporation (1) is continued 
until June 30, 1947; (2) may have outstanding obligations 
in the aggregate amount of five (now three) billion dollars; 
(3) may sell at a loss nonbasic perishable commodities 
under its control which the War Food Administrator 
considers in danger of spoilage. The limitation on cotton 
sales by the Corporation is suspended until the end of 
two years after the first day of January following the 
termination of hostilities. The restriction on subsidy pay- 
ments (§ 2 (e) Stabilization Extension Act of 1944) 
shall not apply to the Corporation’s operations (1) to 
support prices, (2) obtain production of agricultural com- 
modities, or (8) to absorb abnormal costs of transporta- 
tion of agricultural commodities. Appraisals of the Cor- 
poration’s assets and liabilities shall be made June 30 
(now March 31) of each year. The value of the assets 
shall be determined on the basis of costs, or the average 
market price during the last month of the fiscal year, 
whichever is lower [amending 52 Stat. 67, 107, 108; 58 
Stat. 105]. 


S. 299. Mr. Bankhead; January 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Amends Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act to authorize 
the Secretary of Agriculture (1) commencing with the 
fiscal year 1945, to borrow not to exceed $100,000,000 from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to carry out the 
mortgage-insurance and loan provisions of this act, and 
(2) to survey all lands acquired by the United States in 
connection with the war effort, and such lands as are 
found suitable for sale in individual farm units shall be 
sold by the Secretary to persons eligible to obtain loans 
or have mortgages insured under this act. 

Creates a farm-tenant mortgage-insurance fund to in- 
sure purchase price or refinancing mortgages of farm 
tenants, farmer-owners of inadequate acreage and hon- 
orably discharged veterans of the military or naval forces 
who desire to engage in farming as a principal occupation. 
Mortgages to be eligible for insurance shall (1) have been 
made by eligible persons as security for or as a part of 
the purchase price of a farm upon which farming opera- 
tions shall be conducted, (2) involve a principal obliga- 
tion not in excess of the reasonable value of the farm and 
necessary repairs #nd improvements thereon, (3) have a 
maturity date not in excess of 40 years and an interest 
rate not in excess of 3 percent per annum, (4) contain 
complete amortization provisions in amounts within the 
tenant’s ability to pay and to be made to the Secretary 
of Agriculture as collection agent for the mortgagee, 
(5) contain such terms and provisions with respect to 
insurance, repairs, alterations, taxes, etc., as the Secre- 
tary may prescribe, (6) be accompanied by an agreement 
by the mortgagee that he will accept the insurance benefits 
of this act in lieu of any right of foreclosure, and (7) 
contain convenants by the mortgagor not to mortgage, 
lease or transfer the property without the approval of . 
the Secretary of Agriculture and to maintain the farm 
free from repair, waste, or exhaustion. The aggregate 
amount of mortgages insured and outstanding at any one 
time shall not exceed $500,000,000 of which not to exceed 
$100,000,000 shall be insured prior to June 30, 1945. A 
premium charge of one-fourth of 1 percent for the insur- 
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ance of mortgages shall be payable by the mortgagor in 
cash or debentures. Provides for an adjusted premium 
charge on full payment of the mortgage prior to the 
maturity date. Whenever the mortgagor shall be in 
default for not less than 6 months, the mortgagee upon 
assignment of the mortgage and all rights or claims there- 
under to the Secretary shall be entitled to receive the 
insurance benefits in debentures equal to the value of the 
mortgage, bearing—percent interest, maturing in 3 years, 
and guaranteed as to principal and interest by the United 
States. Foreclosure proceedings shall not be instituted 
on assigned mortgages if the mortgagor wishes to retain 
possession and there is a reasonable possibility of his 
making good the default within 5 years or if the mort- 
gagor conveys to the Secretary full title to the mortgaged 
property subject only to the mortgage lien. 

Directs county committees to (1) examine applications 
of persons desiring to finance the acquisition of farms 
by means of insured mortgages, (2) appraise such farms, 
and (3) certify to the Secretary as to the eligibility of 
the applicant, the quality of the farm and its reasonable 
value. No mortgages shall be insured unless such cer- 
tification is made. 

Mortgagors under insured mortgages may obtain loans 
for (1) construction of necessary repairs and improve- 
ments, or (2) to make payments of principal and interest. 

Properties acquired by the Secretary of Agriculture 
under this act shall not be exempt from state or local 
taxation. 


S. 300. Mr. McCarran; January 15, 1945 (Judiciary). 

The compensation of employees of the United States, its 
Territories, or possessions shall be subject to only one 
State tax (including a tax levied by a local taxing au- 
thority), that in the State of domicile. 

S. 304. Mr. Russell; January 15, 1945 (Immigration). 

Redefines the term “ineligible to citizenship” as used 
in the Immigration Act of 1924 to harmonize with pro- 
visions of the Naturalization Act of 1940, as amended, 
and the Selective Service Act of 1940 relating, respectively, 
to: (1) racial limitation on eligibility for naturalization 
and ineligibility of deserters from the armed forces or 
draft evaders, and (2) ineligibility for naturalization of 
neutral aliens who apply for exemption from liability 
for military training and service [amending U. S. C. 8:

Incorporates the National Council of Negro Veterans.

Reestablishes the Rural Electrification Administration 
as an independent executive agency. 

S. 310. Mr. Cordon; January 15, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to establish a 
bee culture laboratory at Corvallis, Oreg. 

S. 313. Mr. Cordon; January 15, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Revested Oregon and California Railroad grant lands, 
and reconveyed Coos Bay Wagon Road grant lands, except 
power sites, shall be open for exploration, location, entry, 
and disposition under the mineral land laws. 

S. 324. Mr. Johnson of California; January 15, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs).

All-American Flag Line Act of 1945—Creates as a pri- 
vate corporation under Federal charter an All-American 
Flag Line to engage as an air carrier in foreign air trans- 
portation. The capital stock of the corporation shali be 
divided into two classes, class A and class B. The total 
amount of class A stock issued shall be $200,000,000 and 
eligible subscribers thereto shall be air carriers holding 
certificates issued by the Civil Aeronautics Authority au- 
thorizing foreign air transportation, or authorizing inter- 
state air transportation other than air transportation 
wholly within Alaska. There is no limitation on the 
amount of class B stock which may be issued, but it shall 
be issued only in payment for assets purchased by the 
Corporation from holders of class A stock.

Water Pollution Act—Establishes a Division of Water 
Pollution Control in the Public Health Service to prepare 
(in cooperation.with the Chief of Engineers of the War 
Department, other Federal agencies, and State agencies) 
a comprehensive plan for prevention of pollution of nay- 
igable waters and tributaries, and to encourage State pol- 
lution-control activities, uniform laws, and interstate 
compacts. Congressional consent is given to compacts for 
abatement of water pollution and establishment of joint 
agencies therefor. Authorizes an annual appropriation of 
$300,000 for maintenance of the Division, $700,000 to be 
allotted to States for necessary investigations, and $50,- 
000,000 for grants-in-aid and/or loans to States, munici- 
palities, or other publie bodies, or to persons, for con- 
struction of sewage treatment works, such loans, ete., to 
be made upon terms and conditions, prescribed by the 
President upon the recommendation of the Federal Se- 
curity Administrator. A board of four commissioned 
engineers of the Public Health Service and the Chief of 
Engineers of the War Department shall classify the 
navigable waters of the United States into sanitary water 
districts. 


S. 331. Mr. Ball; January 18, 1945 (Immigration). 
Authorizes the naturalization and admission into the 

United States of Eastern Hemisphere Indians of India 

and their descendants under the quota computed for India. 


S. 332. Mr. Capper; January 18, 1945 (Library). 


Authorizes the acquisition of Temple Heights, Wash- 
ington, D. C., for a recreation center for Government 
employees during the war and thereafter for erection of 
a Civil War memorial. 

S. 333. Mr. Capper; January 18, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Officers of the Regular Army under 62 years of age who 
were retired between July 1, 1927, and January 1, 1942, 
for other than physical disability shall be restored to 
active duty at the rank and pay held at retirement, or the 
following rank and pay: (1) Officers below colonel with 
17 years’ service, the rank of colonel, (2) with 15 years’ 
service, the rank of lieutenant colonel, (3) with 13 years’ 
service, the rank of major, (4) with 10 years’ service the 
rank of captain, (5) officers cited or decorated for gal- 
lantry, the rank of the next higher grade; (6) officers 
originally retired below the rank of colonel, rank and pay 
of one higher grade. 

Officers of the Regular Army under 55 years of age, now 
receiving 75 percent of active duty pay, who were retired 
between April 26, 1934, and June 1, 1935, by reason of the 
limitation on the number of commissioned officers, shall 
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be restored for purposes of promotion, pay, allowances, 
etc., to active duty with the grade of colonel if they have 
17 or more years’ active service, or to the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel if they have 15 or more years’ active service. 

Officers retired for physical disabilities between April 
26, 1934, and July 1, 1935, now receiving 75 percent of ac- 
tive duty pay, shall be restored to active duty with the 
above rights, privileges, and benefits. 

S. 336. Mr Reed; January 18, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 

The Interstate Commerce Commission after hearing may 
increase rates, fares, or charges upon a percentage or 
other uniform basis and may provide for the pooling or 
division of such increase giving due consideration to ade- 
quate transportation service, efficient operation, and reve- 
nue required for operating expense, taxes, and a fair 
return [amending U. S. C. 49:5 (1) ]. 

S. 337. Mr. Reed; January 18, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 

Authorizes joint action by common carriers by railroad 
or pipe line, or freight forwarders, water or motor carriers 
through bureaus, conferences, associations, etc., in connec- 
tion with regulations and procedures relative to the estab- 
lishment of rates, fares, charges, classifications or routes 
including rules for the regulation of car service and 
compensation therefor. Regulations and procedures must 
be consistent with the general regulations and procedures 
prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
prevent undue restraint on competition, etc., and copies 
and statements thereof must be filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission [amending U. 8. C. 49: 1 (4) ].

The Secretary of Agriculture may provide that the 
acreage of a war crop, in any crop year during the emer- 
gency on an,” farm for which a cotton or wheat allotment 
was established prior to 1942, shall be regarded as planted 
to cotton or wheat.

Grants to the State of Arizona certain lands and inter- 
ests in lands released by railroad companies.

size of the labor force, including the self-employed in 
industry and agriculture: (2) the estimated aggregate 
volume of investment and expenditure by private enter- 
prises, consumers, State and local governments, and the 
Federal Government, required to produce the full em- 
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ployment volume of production, i. e., such volume of the 
gross national] product at the expected level of prices, as 
will be necessary to provide employment opportunities 
for such labor force, and (3) the estimated aggregate 
volume of prospective investment and expenditure, private 
and governmental. 

The extent, if any, by which the estimated aggregate 
volume of prospective investment and expenditure is less 
than the estimate aggregate volume required to assure 
a full employment volume of production shall be regarded 
as a prospective deficiency in the National Budget, and 
when there is such a prospective deficiency, the President 
shall recommend a general program for encouraging such 
increased non-Federal investment and expenditure, par- 
ticularly investment and expenditure which will promote 
employment opportunities by private enterprise, as will 
prevent such deficiency to the greatest possible extent. 
To the extent, if any, that increased non-Federal invest- 
ment and expenditure are deemed insufficient to provide 
a full employment volume of production, the President 
shall transmit a general program for Federal investment 
and expenditure to assure such volume. Any programs 
ealling for the construction of public works by the 
Federal Government shall provide for the performance of 
construction work by private concerns under contracts 
awarded in accordance with applicable laws, except in 
special instances. 

If the estimated aggregate volume of prospective invest- 
ment and expenditure for any period, is more than the 
estimated aggregate volume required to assure a full 
employment volume of production, the President shall 
recommend a general program to prevent inflation, ete. 

The programs recommended by the President shall 
include measures necessary to prevent monopolistic 
practices. 

The President may establish advisory boards or com- 
mittees representing industry, agriculture, labor, and 
State and local governments, and others. 

A Congressional Joint Committee on the National 
Budget shall study the Budget transmitted by the Presi- 
dent and shall report to each House not later than 
March 1 of each year its findings and recommendations 
with respect thereto, together with a joint resolution 
setting forth a general policy for the ensuing year. 


S. 381. Mr. Pepper; January 22, 1945 (Finance). 


Provides for recognition of active duty members of the 
Civil Air Patrol as veterans of World War II. 
S. 382. Mr. Langer; January 22, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Any Federal employee who is dismissed “with prejudice” 
after 5 or more years’ service shall, upon request, be 
granted a hearing before either the House or Senate Civil 
Service Committee. If the dismissal was without due 
regard to law and civil service rules and regulations and 
the separation from the service is found to be erroneous 
the employee shall be immediately reinstated to his former 
position.

Tensas River National Park shall be established in 
Louisiana when sufficient land, not exceeding 25,000 acres, 
is acquired. 


S. 389. Mr. Walsh; January 25, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Liberalizes provisions as to pay of officers and men on 
the honorary retired list of the Naval Reserve, allowing 
to those who have performed a total 20 years’ service 
(whether in a noncommissioned or commissioned status), 
at least 5 years of which have been on active duty (active 
duty performed for training purposes included), and who 
are not otherwise entitled to retired pay or other pay on 
account of service in the armed forces, retirement pay at 
the rate of 2%4 per centum of the active duty pay for the 
rank of the honorary retired list or of the pay in the 
highest rank or rating held on active duty, whichever is 
the higher, multiplied by the number of years of active 
duty performed, not exceeding 75 percent of the active 
duty pay.

A person who has served as an officer or enlisted man 
on an active duty status in both World War I and World 
War II in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Army Reserve, Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, 
Coast Guard Reserve, Naval Reserve Force, Marine Corps 
Reserve Foree, Naval Militia in a Federal status, or 
National Naval Volunteers in a Federal status, may be 
placed on the retired list after 20 years’ service at 50 
per cent, or, after 30 years of service, at 75 per cent of 
active duty rate of pay in the highest rank or rating 
held on active duty.

In the planning and construction of works and in the 
making of contracts for the delivery of water for irriga- 
tion from the Central Valley project, California, prefer- 
ence shall be given to those districts or other water users’ 
organizations which have the greatest proportion of irri- 
gable acreage held in conformity with the excess-land and 
antispeculation provision of the Federal reclamation laws 
and to individual owners of not less than 160 acres of 
irrigable land not within a district. To this end, 50%

Hatchery property near Lawton, Comache County, Okla 
homa, to the City of Lawton. 


S. 397. Mr. Shipstead; January 25, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes medals for members of the United States 
Antarctic Expedition of 1939-41. 
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§. 401. Mr. Tunnell; January 25, 1945 (Claims). 


Authorizes compensation to certain Delaware fruit 
growers for losses sustained as a result of fumigating 
apples with methyl bromide in compliance with the re- 
quirements of the Department of Agriculture. 


§. 402. Mr. Downey; January 25, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Provides for optional retirement of civil service em- 
ployees after 30 years’ service, as of date requested by 
employee.

Service with a State employment agency between 1933 
and 1942 by persons involuntarily transferred to the Social 
Security Board under Executive Order 8990 shall, after 
January 1, 1942, be considered service with the United 
States for purposes of Civil Service Retirement, subject 
to certain limitations [amending U. 8S.

S. 405. Mr. Downey; January 25, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Includes leave granted for service in the armed forces 
in computing length of service for civil service retirement 
purposes [amending U. 8. C. 5: 707]. 

S. 406. Mr. Downey; January 25, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Authorizes Government departments to provide health 
programs for employees. Health services shall be estab- 
lished only upon recommendation vf the Civil Service 
Commission after consultation with the Public Health 
Service and shall be limited to: (1) treatment of minor 
illnesses and dental conditions except in cases of emer- 
gency or of injury or illness sustained in the performance 
of duty; (2) examinations; (3) referral of employees to 
private physicians and dentists; (4) education and pre- 
ventive programs, including the alleviation of health 
hazards in the working environment. The health pro- 
grams now being conducted for Federal employees may be 
continued until June 30, 1945. The term “physician” as 
used in this Act shall include surgeons and osteopathic 
practitioners within the scope of their practice as defined 
by State law. The Act shall not apply to the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. 

S. 412. Mr. Downey; January 25, 1945 (Immigration). 

Permits the admission of alien Chinese wives of Ameri- 
can citizens who were married subsequent to May 26, 
1924 [amending U. 8S. C. 8: 218 (c)]. 

S. 413. Mr. Downey; January 25, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes $6,462,145.33 for the relief of the State of 
California. 


S. 414. Mr. Downey; January 25, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Officers of the Regular Army under 55 years of age 
who retired between April 26, 1934 and June 1, 1935, by 
reason of the limitation on the number of commissioned 
officers, and who are now receiving 75% active duty pay, 
shall be restored for purposes of promotion, pay, allow- 
ances, etc., to active duty with the grade of colonel, if 
their original commissions predated August 16, 1917 and if 
they have not less than 17 years’ active commission duty, 
or to the grade of lieutenant colonel if their commissions 
were subsequent to that date, and one additional grade 
if such officer received a medal, citation, or decoration 
for gallantry in action from the United States, and was 
wounded in action, receiving the Purple Heart Medal. 

S. 415. Mr. Downey; January 25, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to arrange for pil- 
grimages to cemeteries outside of continental U. S. or in 
Alaska by mothers and widows of members of the armed 
forces who died in the service between December 7, 1941, 
and the end of the sixth month after the cessation of 
hostilities, and whose remains are interred in such ceme- 
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teries. The privilege is limited to one pilgrimage and it 
shall not be accorded to mothers or widows who have 
previously visited such cemeteries.

S. 417. Mr. Cordon; January 29, 1945 (Irrigation and

Lands acquired after January 1, 1942, by the United 
States for military purposes lying within the territorial 
area of a drainage district that is a political subdivision 
of Oregon shall be subject to assessment by said district. 


S. 418. Mr. Hill; January 29, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


{stablishes a national cemetery in each State in which 
none exists. - 
S. 419. Mr. Revercomb; January 29, 1945 (Finance). 
Canels one-half of the unforgiven portion of the indi- 
vidual income tax for 1942, and provides for refund or 
credit, if paid. 
S. 420. Mr. Chavez; January 29, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Imposes a five-year residence requirement for appoint- 
ment of various officers and employees of the District of 
Columbia and of judges for various courts in the District. 
Also prescribes practice requirements, etc., for judges. 

S. 421. Mr. Chavez; January 29, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Each officer of the military or naval forces below the 
grade of colonel or corresponding grade and each war- 
rant officer and enlisted man below the grade of master 
sergeant or corresponding grade who was serving in the 
Philippines, Wake, Guam, Java, or other Pacific or Asi- 
atic ocean areas, shall be advanced one grade on Decem- 
ber 8, 1942, and each December 8 thereafter while he is 
a prisoner of war and below the foregoing specified 
grades. He shall also continue to receive any special 
pay by reason of the character of his services, such as 
aviation, submarine, etc., duty, notwithstanding he is not 
now so engaged.

Authorizes Federal aid to drainage districts, other pub- 
lic drainage organizations, or soil-conservation districts 
in the rehabilitation and construction of drainage works 
in humid areas. No project shall be undertaken during 
the war emergency unless it is needed for the production 
of agricultural products essential in the war effort.

Extends for 3 years (to June 30, 1948) Public Law 205, 
78th Congress, allowing Rural Mail Delivery Service car- 
riers an additional 1 cent per scheduled mile per day for 
equipment maintenance. 

S 424. Mr. Walsh of Massachusetts; January 29, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Provides for reimbursement of Lancaster, Massachu- 
setts for loss of taxes on property acquired for military 
purposes. 

S. 425. Messrs. Murray, Hayden and Scrugham; January 
6, 1945 (Mines and Mining). 


Persons holding mining property under a contract (1) 
providing for the purchase or lease of the mining property 
or giving an option therefor and (2) requiring the per- 
formance of certain work, expenditures, and the making 
of periodic payments, rents, or royalties or for similar 
relief with respect to other obligations, may apply to 
courts of competent jurisdiction for suspension of the 
terms of the contract and for other equitable relief upon 
showing that the failure to continue operations was due 
(1) to an inability to obtain necessary labor, power, sup- 
plies, and equipment or (2) to a rule, regulation or order 
of the United States or an agency thereof. Such relief 
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shall not extend beyond 1 year after the termination of 
the present war. 


S. 427. Mr. Cordon; February 1, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 
Removes the time limit (September 1, 1945) on the ap- 
plicability of orders issued under the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act to hops Lrepealing U. 8. C. 7: 608 c—1]}. 


S. 432. Mr. Shipstead; February 1, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 
Increases the period of limitation on actions against rail- 
road carriers for recovery of overcharges from 2 to 4 
years [amending U. S. C. 49: 16 (8) (c)]. 


S. 433. Mr. Shipstead; February 1, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Amends the National Housing Act (U. S. C. 12: 1709 
(d)) to eliminate the requirement that not less than 15 
percent of the principal of insured mortgages upon farm 
property be expended for improvements. 


S. 434. Mr. Shipstead; February 1, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 

Extends from January 1, 1945, to January 1, 1947, the 
time limit on action by States to qualify for Federal aid 
in making toll bridges on Federal-aid highways free 
[amending U. 8S. C. 23: 9a-1]. 


S. 436. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; February 1, 1945 (Fi- 
nance). 

No Federal payment shall be made to any State for old 
age assistance unless the State’s only limitations for eligi- 
bility are (1) an age requirement of not more than 65 
years, (2) United States citizenship, (3) a residence re- 
quirement which conforms to the Federal law, and (4) a 
net income from other sources of $1,200 for man and wife 
or $750 for a single beneficiary and/or capital assets of 
more than $15.000 for man and wife or $10,000 for a single 
beneficiary. Payments within a State shall be equal for 
all persons eligible. Claimants receiving pensions, re- 
tirement pay, eic., shall be entitled only to the difference 
between such other payments and the amount of old age 
assistance claimed.

S. 439. Mr. Walsh (by request); February 1, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 


Graduates of the United States Merchant Marine Aca- 
demy, or any of the five State maritime academies, may be 
appointed to the line of the Regular Navy. 

S. 440. Mr. Murray; February 1, 1945 (Irrigation and 
Reclamation). 

Drainage and Land Clearing Act of 1945—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior may plan, construct, maintain, etc., 
projects for reclaiming lands (including logged or cut- 
over lands) by drainage or by land clearing, to provide 
opportunities for settlement on productive, owner-oper- 
ated farms by returning servicemen, emergency industrial 
workers, and others. No expenditures shall be made on 
any such project until the Secretary has submitted to the 
President and to Congress a report as to its engineering 
feasibility, estimated costs, and estimated benefits. A 
beneficiary of a project must enter into a repayment con- 
tract with the United States before construction is under- 
taken. ‘The Secretary may utilize the services, labor, ma- 
terials, etc., of other Federal agencies, States, political 
subdivisions, etc. Preference shall be given to projects 
(1) presenting the best opportunities for settlement of 
returning veterans on productive farms and (2) presenting 
the most favorable ratio of estimated benefits over esti- 
mated costs. 
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S. 442. Mr. Capper; February 1, 1945 (Pensions). 

Increases pensions to veterans of the Spanish-American 
War, Philippine Insurrection, or China Relief Expedition 
from $30 to $45 per month [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 364a]. 
S. 443. Mr. McFarland; February 1, 1945 (Agriculture and 

Forestry). 

The Secretary of Agriculture may continue administra- 
tion of Casa Grande Valley farm projects, Arizona, pend- 
ing disposal thereof to the present occupants under the 
Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act and to veterans under 
the Surplus Property Act of 1944. 

S. 446. Mr. Brooks; February 5, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

The War Damage Corporation, after the termination of 
the present war, may refund to policyholders the excess 
of premiums, interest, and profits received on policies of 
insurance above losses and expenses incurred. 

S. 447. Mr. Brooks; February 5, 1945 (Finance). 

Limits to 3 percent the interest charge after June 30, 
1945, on loans secured by liens on United States Govern- 
ment life (converted) insurance. 

S. 448. Messrs. Brooks and Johnson of Colorado; Febru- 
ary 5, 1945 (Interstate Commerce). 

Transmission of electric energy in interstate commerce, 
shall, for the purpose of regulating electric utilities com- 
panies engaged in such comimerce, include transmission 
from the State only in connection with sale at wholesale. 
Neither transmission for compensation or sale at wholesale 
shall include cases where the energy passes over the lines 
of one person to those of another (1) pursuant to arrange- 
ments between such persons for emergency service or 
arrangements for exchange of energy, if settlement for 
variation in delivery is to be made on the basis of cost of 
production or cost of purchase, or (2) because of stop-over 
between connection lines or systems [amending U. S. C. 
16: 824]. 

S. 450. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 5, 1945 (Inter- 
state Commerce). 

Authorizes joint action by common carriers by railroad, 
or pipeline, or freight forwarders, water or motor carriers 
through bureaus, conferences, associations, etc., in connec- 
tion with regulations and procedures relative to the estab- 
lishment of rates, fares, charges, classifications or routes, 
including car service. Reguiations must be consistent 
with general regulations prescribed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to prevent undue restraint on 
competition, ete., and copies and statements thereof must 
be filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 49:1 (4)]. 

S. 453. Mr. Capper; February 5, 1945 (Judiciary). 

National Nonsupport Act—Prohibits persons subject to 
a judgment for nonsupport of a minor child from trans- 
ferring residence from a State for the purpose of avoiding 
payment thereof. Provides a fine of $1,000 or 2 years’ 
imprisonment. 


S. 454. Mr. McClellan; February 5, 1945 (Commerce). 
Extends the time for construction of a bridge across 
the Mississippi River at or near Friar Point, Miss., and 
Helena, Ark. 
S. 459. Mr. Taft; February 5, 1945 (Education and Labor). 
Fair Employment Practice Act—Establishes a Fair 
Employment Practice Commission which shall make 
studies, formulate plans, publish and disseminate re- 
ports, furnish technical assistance to employers, labor 
unions, ete., investigate complaints, and make recom: 
mendations for the purpose of eliminating discrimina- 
tion in employment opportunities because of race, creed, 
or color. Confers upon the Commission investigatory 
powers, and directs it to recommend to Congress a spe 
cifie plan to eliminate discrimination in Federal em- 
ployment, 
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S. 460. Mr. Mitchell; February 5, 1945 (Commerce). 

Columbia Valley Authority Act. Creates a Columbia 
Valley Authority, a Columbia Valley Advisory Council and 
a National River Basin Development Board. The Board 
shall review the recommendations of the Authority and 
coordinate them with national programs and with the 
plans, ete., of other authorities and establishments of 
the Government and report annually to Congress. 

Not later than 2 years after this enactment, the Author- 
ity shall recommend to the President and the Congress 
a complete plan for the integrated control and utiliza- 
tion of the waters of the Columbia Valley region. Plans 
and the Advisory Council’s report thereon shall be sent 
to the President and Congress and if rot affirmatively dis- 
approved by joint resolution within four legislative 
months they shail be deemed effective as of that date. 

The exclusive use, possession, and control of the Bonne- 
ville project, the Columbia Basin project, the Hungry 
Horse project, and the Bonneville transmission system, 
together with all real estate, powerhouses, and other 
appurtenances thereto, shall be entrusted to the Author- 
ity, which may, however, operate each project through 
the agency from which it is transferred. The Corpora- 
tion may have other Federal water control projects in the 
region involved transferred to itself. 

The authority shall construct, operate, etc., various types 
of projects, including dams, reservoirs, and transmission 
lines, through or in cooperation with States and local 
political subdivisions or cooperative, educational, scien- 
tific, charitable or non-profit agencies; it may sell and dis- 
pose of surplus electric energy and surplus water, prefer- 
ence and priority to be given, after needs of Federal agen- 
cies have been met, to States and political subdivisions, 
and to cooperatives, etc., and it may contract for the sale 
or disposition thereof (at wholesale in the case of electric 
energy) for resale or direct consumption. 

- Veterans shall have a 90-day preference in the purchase 
of lands on Corporation projects, for 20 years after the 
act becomes effective. 

The Authority may make such surveys, plans, ete., for 
the Columbia Valley region and that portion of the Co- 
lumbia River Basin outside the United States. The re- 
sults shall be considered by the Advisory Council and 
submitted to the National River Basin Development Board. 
Agreements may be made with Canada or with any politi- 
cal subdivision thereof. 

The Authority shall employ necessary personnel, fix 
their compensation, and require bonds. Collective bar- 
gaining is provided for. Employees shall be protected 
to substantially the same extent as employees under the 
civil service laws. Employment and promotion shall be 
on the basis of merit and efficiency. Permanent em- 
Ployees shall come under the civil service retirement act, 
except when a contract with employee representatives pro- 
vides for benefits under the Social Security Act. If a 
contract provides for unemployment compensation bene- 
fits, the Corporation may make nayments to State unem- 
ployment compensation funds. Prevailing rates of wages 
must be paid. 

Net proceeds shall be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury annually. The Comptroller General shall make an 
annual audit and shall make report thereon to the Presi- 
dent, the chairman of the Board, and to Congress, and 
he shall make a special report to the President and to 
Congress of any transaction which conflicts with the statu- 
tory functions of the Corporation. 

The Authority may issue bonds, to mature in not more 
than 50 years, and use the proceeds to acquire electrical 
utilities facilities. 

Consent is given to interstate compacts to further the 
Purposes of the act, but no such compact shall become 
binding until it has been submitted to the Corporation 
and ratified by Congress. 


S. 461. Messrs. Tydings and Bilbo; February 5, 1945 (Dis- 
trict of Columbia). 
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Authorizes acquisition, for the United States, of a lot 
contiguous to Rock Creek Park, D. C. 


S. 462. Mr. Butler; February 5, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Farm mortgages may be insured under the National 
Housing Act irrespective of construction, etc., of buildings 
on the land involved and irrespective of provisions of the 
Act which fix maximum amounts of mortgages on dwell- 
ings, etc., on the basis of percentage of appraisal value 
and which regulates maturity of such mortgages. The 
principal of a farm mortgage shall not exceed $16,000, 
shall not exceed 80 percent of the approved value, and 
maturity date shall be not more than 20 years from the 
date of insurance [amending U. S. C. 12: 1709d]. 


S. 463. Mr. Bilbo; February 5, 1945 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes committal of a defendant in a criminal case 
(or in the juvenile court) in the District of Columbia to 
Gallinger Hospital for 30 days’ observation, and if the 
psychiatric staff of that hospital reports that in their 
opinion he is insane, a jury trial may be had on the question 
of his sanity [amending D. C. Code 24: 301). 
S. 464. Mr. McKellar; February 5, 1945 (Agriculture and

The Tennessee Valley Authority shall follow the general 
Federal procedure for condemnation of land [U. 8. C. 40: 
258a-ej. All receipts of the Authority shall be paid into 
the Treasury of the United States, and an appropriation 
is authorized of such sums necessary to pay expenses and 
provide for an emergency fund of $1,000,000 [amending 
U. 8. C. 16: 831x, y, z]. 

S. 465. Mr. McKellar; February 5, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


An attorney in the Office of Price Administration may 
not institute a suit or court proceeding, directly or indi- 
rectly, unless he has had experience in the trial of cases in 
court while engaged in private practice. The provision 
which permitted the Price Administrator to institute an 
action against the seller within one year in a case where 
the buyer fails to institute such action within thirty days 
is deleted [amending U. S. C. 50 App. 921, 925). 

S. 466. Mr. McKellar; February 5, 1945 (Judiciary). 

The original jurisdiction of the district courts to con- 
troversies in excess of $3,000, between citizens of different 
States, the District of Columbia, Hawaii, Alaska, or of 
any State or Territory is repealed [amending U. S. C. 
28; 41). 

S. 469. Messrs. Byrd and Butler; February 5, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 


Government Corporation Control Act—Corporations 
which are wholly owned by the U. 8. or by any agency 
thereof, shall operate under the budget system. Upon 
recommendation of the Budget Director, and with the 
approval of Congress, any such corporation shall be re- 
garded, for budget and accounting purposes, as an estab- 
lishment other than a Corporation. 

Transactions of wholly owned Government corporations 
and also of mixed ownership Government corporations 
(Central Bank for Cooperatives and the regional banks 
for cooperatives, Federal land banks, and Federal home 
loan banks) shall be audited annually by the General Ac- 
counting Office, and report made to Congress on the audit 

As to corporations of both types (wholly owned and 
mixed ownership) : (1) auditing expenses shall be borne

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est, or both, shall be sold or purchased without the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

No corporation shall be created hereafter by any officer 
or agency of the Federal Government or by any Govern- 
ment corporation, except by congressional authorization. 


S. 472. Mr. Wherry; February 8, 1945 (Finance). 


Circulation expenditures of newspaper or other periodi- 
cal, may be reported in the income tax return as capital 
investments, or deducted as a trade or business expense. 
The cost of perfecting property rights is deductible as a 
business expense [amending U. 8. C. 26: 23]. 

S. 473. Mr. Brewster; February 8, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Prescribes method of fixing pay and allowances of offi- 
cers of the retired list of the Regular Navy or Regular 
Coast Guard employed on active duty in the rank of rear 
admiral, on the basis of pairing with an officer of the 
active list of the same rank. 


S. 485. Mr. Wheeler; February 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Confers jurisdiction on the Court of Claims to hear 
and determine claims of the Arapahoe and Cheyenne 
Tribes of Indians against the United States. 


S. 486. Mr. Wheeler; February 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides for acquisition by the United States of certain 
Indian lands required in connection with the Fort Peck 
project, Montana. 


S. 487. Mr. Wheeler; February 8, 1945 (Finance). 

A child of any person whose death results from service 
in the armed forces shall be eligible for educational bene- 
fits under Part VIII of Veterans Regulation No. 1 (a), 
except that (1) such child must have completed a high 
school course or its equivalent, (2) such course of edu- 
cation or training shall have been commenced before 
age of 21, (3) no benefits shall be granted to any person 
after attaining age of 25, and (4) subsistence allowance 
shall not exceed $50 per month [amending 58 Stat. 288]. 
S. 488. Messrs. Wheeler and Murray; February 8, 1945

Fixes $45,000 as the charge against non-Indian lands 
for construction of the Crow irrigation project in Mon- 
tana, exclusive of the Willow Creek Storage Works.

Grants Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve the 
same disability or death benefits as are granted to the 
Regular Navy and Regular Marine Corps effective as to 
those who have heretofore suffered service-incurred disa- 
bility, ete. 

S. 492. Mr. McCarran; February 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 

The provision punishing larceny in interstate or for- 
eign commerce is extended to include larceny from busses, 
airplanes, and airplane terminals or facilities [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 18: 409-411]. 

S. 493. Mr. McCarran; February 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 

War Internees’ Compensation Act—Provides for the 
adjustment of claims accruing on or after December 7, 
1941, for accident or death benefits for interned workers 
during employment while in the custody of the United 
States. Weekly compensation to any internee shall not 
exceed $10, nor shall weekly wages be regarded as more 
than $15 in computing compensation for death. The total 
aggregate compensation for both injury and death shall 
not exceed $4,000.

Whoever procures the escape of a war prisoner or enemy 
alien of the United States, or one of its allies, or assists 
such a person after his escape, knowing him to be a war 
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prisoner or enemy alien, or attempts or conspires to com- 
mit any such act shall be fined not more than $10,000 
and/or imprisoned for not more than 10 years. 


S. 495. Mr. McCarran (by request); February 8, 1945 
(Judiciary). 
Perjury is extended to cover willful giving of contra- 
dictory testimony in judicial proceedings as to any ma- 
terial matter [amending U. S. C. 18: 231, 558].

Fugitives moving in interstate or foreign commerce to 
avoid custody or confinement after conviction of a felony 
may be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 5 years’ impris- 
onment [amending U. 8. C. 18: 408e]. 


S. 497. Mr. Hatch (by request); February 8, 1945 (Pub- 
lic Lands and Surveys). 

Any employee of the Department of the Interior who is 
stationed in Alaska may purchase or lease one tract of 
public lands there for home or recreation use [amending 
U. 8. C. 48: 682a]. 

S. 499. Mr. Langer; February 8, 1945 (Finance). 

Income up to $1,500 of honorably discharged veterans 
who served in time of war shall be excluded from gross 
income for income-tax purposes [amending U, 8. C. 26: 
22 (b)]. 


S. 500. Mr. Langer; February 8, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Enlisted men of the regular Navy and Marine Corps 
who after 16 or 20 years’ service were transferred to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve or Fleet Marine Corps Reserve and 
who shall have been recalled to active duty, shall, on 
resumption of inactive status, be entitled to one-half base 
pay in the case of 16-year men serving 20 years or to 
three-fourths of base pay in the case of 20-year men 
serving 30 years; those who are released from active 
service because of disability incurred in war, or national 
emergency (in lieu of pension or compensation) shall be 
entitled to retirement pay of three-fourths of the pay of 
their highest enlisted rank [amending 52 Stat.

S. 502. Mr. McFarland; February 8, 1945 (Banking and 

Currency). 

The RFC, during the fiscal year 1946, may pay sub- 
sidies and incur losses not to exceed $450,000,000 in the 
aggregate with respect to strategic metals and minerals 
and petroleum and petroleum products. 

S. 503. Mr. Ellender; February 8, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes $65,000,000 for the fiscal year 1946, from 
funds appropriated for the consumption, ete., of agri-

culture and Forestry). 

Effective 90 days after termination of the war, the base 
period for determining parity prices for agricultural com- 
modities shall be July 1, 1919, to June 30, 1929, and farm 
wages (on the basis of national average including the’ 
wages of hired workers, operators, and members of their 
families engaged in work on the farm computed according

$. 508. Mr. Thomas of Utah; February 12, 1945 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 

Includes postmasters of all classes among the civilian 
employees of the United States entitled to compensation 
for injuries [amending U. 8. C. 5: 790). 

S. 510. Mr. Wagner; February 12, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

A Federal Reserve bank shall maintain reserves in gold 
certificates (now gold certificates or lawful money) of 
not less than 25 percent (now 35 percent) against its de- 
posits and reserves in gold certificates of not less than 
25 percent (now 40 percent) against its Federal reserve 
notes in actual circulation. When the reserve (now gold 
reserve) held against Federal reserve notes falls below 
25 percent (now 40 percent) the Board shall establish a 
graduated tax of not more than 1 percent per annum upon 
such deficiency until the reserve falls to 20 percent (now 
3214 percent), and when said reserve falls below 20 percent

S. 524. Mr. Hill; February 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

The Secretary of War shall establish a national ceme- 
tery in each state in which none now exists, and such addi- 
tional cemeteries as may be needed in states, territories 
or possessions (including the District of Columbia) which 
have a population of 500,000 or more. Preference is 
granted to veterans in the selection of supervisory per- 
sonnel for national cemeteries [amending U. S. C. 24: 275; 
repealing U. 8. C. 24: 271a]. 


8. 526. Mr. Wheeler; February 12, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Any person claiming any interest or rights in property 


February 12, 1945 (District of 
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vested in the Alien Property Custodian by action after 
December 18, 1941, may file a claim. Settlement of the 
claim may be made if sanctioned by the President or an 
agency designated to act for him, provided the claimant 
is not an enemy alien and resident (on or before December 
7, 1941) of enemy-occupied territory or a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of an enemy country, or an indi, 
vidual corporation or other organization listed on the pro- 
claimed list of certain blocked nationals. After filing a 
claim, suit may be brought in equity (against the Alien 
Property Custodian) to establish that the claimant is not 
a foreign country or a national thereof and that he is 
entitled to the rights and interest claimed. Should the 
suit fail, or in cases where the claim has not been filed, 
the claimant still has the right under the fifth amendment 
of the Constitution to prosecute a claim against the United 
States. Proceeds from sale or liquidation of property 
vested in the Custodian after December 18, 1941, may be 
applied to payment on any debt claim against the property. 
A suit in personam may be brought against the debtor. 
Expenses incident to property held by the Custodian and 
expenses of the Justice Department for legal service 
thereto shall be paid by the Custodian’s office; however, 
expenses attributable to specific property luay be charged 
against the former owner. The Custodian may, in his 
discretion, pay taxes on property vested in him. The 
President shall retain the powers conferred on him by the 
First War Powers Act with respect to property which was 
taken prior to, but vested after December 18, 1941. When- 
ever the Custodian may cause securities held by him for 
sale to be registered he shall have the person acting for 
him in connection with registration and sale indemnified. 


S. 529. Mr. Chandler; February 12, 1945 (Finance). 
Excludes from gross income of members of the armed 
forces (for income-tax purposes): (a) all compensation 
received for any month during which more than 15 days 
service is performed outside the United States or in 
Alaska, and (b) so much of such compensation for any 
other month as does not exceed $125, this in lieu of the 
present exemption up to $1,500, Applicable to taxable 
year beginning after December 31, 1941 [amending U. S. C. 
26: 22 (b) (18)]. 
S. 530. Mr. George (by request); February 12, 1945 (Fi- 
nance), 
Grants to Dallas County, Tex., an easement in lands 
of the Veterans’ Administration facility. 
S. 531. Mr. George (by request); February 12, 1945 
(Finance). 
Authorizes transfer to Los Angeles, Calif., of land at 
the Veterans’ Administration facility. 


S. 532. Mr. Wiley; February 15, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 

Provides for 3-cent stamps to commemorate the one 
hundredth anniversary of the founding of the Swiss Colony 
at New Glarus, Wis., and the birth of the swiSs-cheese in- 
dustry in Wisconsin. 

S. 533. Mr. Myers: February 15, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Provides for United States civil service boards of ap- 
peals (composed of one representative of the Civil Service 
Commission, one representative of the union represent- 
ing the employees or one representative appointed by the 
employee, and one representative selected by the two) to 
settle differences between employees of the United States 
and the District of Columbia and their official superiors. 
Complaints shall be submitted in writing by the employee 
or by the employee organization. The Board by a major- 
ity vote may modify or reverse any departmental action 
dismissing or suspending an employee, or any action re- 
ducing his rank or salary. 

S. 535. Mr. Myers; February 15, 1945 (Commerce). 

Water Pollution Control Act—Establishes a National 
Board of Water Pollution Control, consisting of the Secre- 
raries of the Interior, Agriculture, War and Navy, the 
Surgeon Genera] of the Public Health Service, and the 





chairman and the ranking minority member of the Senate 
Commerce Committee and of the House Rivers and Har- 
bors Committee. The Board shall appoint an operating 
commission consisting of two commissioned officers of the 
Public Health Service, two officers of the Corps of Engi- 
neers, and one representative from each of the following: 
Fish and Wildlife Service, Bureau of Mines, Bureau of 
Reclamation, Soil Conservation Service, and Foreign 
Service. 

The Commission shall (in cooperation with States or 
interstate compacts agencies dealing with water pollu- 
tion, and in cooperation with municipalities and indus- 
tries involved) prepare plans for reducing, etc., the pollu- 
tion of navigable waters, and shall classify such waters of 
continental United States into sanitary water districts. 
The Board shall prepare and publish reports, etc., with rec- 
ommendations, furnish such assistance to State agencies 
as may be authorized by law, fix standards of cleanliness 
in each sanitary Water district for the navigable waters 
thereof and establish minimum requirements as to treat- 
ing polluting material. The sum of $250,000 annually is 
authorized for administrative expenses. Loans or grants 
to municipalities and other public bodies, and loans to 
industries, are authorized in the amounts and under the 
conditions prescribed by Congress for other public works. 

Discharge of waste in violation of regulations is de- 
clared to be a public and common nuisance, and action 
to prevent or abate it may be brought by the United 
States, if the State agency or interstate compact agency 
with enforcement authority fails to act. 

Provisions requiring abatement of pollution shall take 
effect 2 years after this enantment, but no pollution from 
new sources shall be permitted after the date of enact- 
ment without approval of the Board. No provisions of 
the act shall apply for the duration of the war when the 
Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy certifies 
that enforcement would hinder the war program. 

S. 537. Mr. Langer; February 15, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

Prohibits Federal aid to any college or university which 
discriminates against any person on account of race, color, 
or creed, or attempts to prevent the freedom of expres- 
sion of views on such discrimination. 


S. 538. Mr. Andrews; February 15, 1945 (Finance). 

Excludes from gross income, for income tax purposes, 
in the case of any person who served in the armed forces 
of the United States during the present war, and who 
has been honorably discharged, etc., an amount equal to 
$50 for each of the 24 calendar months following his dis- 
charge, or the date of this enactment, ‘vhichever is the 
later date. Enacts provisions for abatement, ete., of the 
income tax of a person who, while in active service of the 
armed forces of the United States or of any other of the 
United Nations during the war, suffers permanent and 
total disability comparable to the provisions applicable 
to persons who die in such service, j. e., the tax shall not 
apply with respect to the taxable year in which the disa- 
bility is suffered or any subsequent taxable year which 
begins prior to discharge, and a tax which is unpaid at 
the date of discharge shall not be assessed, or shall be 
abated, credited, or refunded, as the case may be. In the 
case of either death or disablement during such service, 
any income tax paid while in such service for any taxable 
year beginning after December 31, 1939, shall be credited 
or refunded [amending U. S. C. 26: 421]. 

S. 539. Mr. Andrews; February 15, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Penalizes desecration and mutilation of the flags, 
standards, etc., of the United States. 

S. 540. Messrs. Wagner and Tobey; February 15, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 

Bretton Woods Agreements Act—Authorizes the Presi- 
dent to accept membership for the United States in the 
International Monetary Fund and the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development. The President shall 
report to Congress, at least every 6 months, with respect 
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to United States participation in the Bank and the Fund. 
Commitments on behalf of the United States as to (1) 
changes in the quota of the United States, (2) changes 
in the par value of the dollar or certain other par values, 
(3) subscription to additional shares of stock, (4) amend- 
ments of Articles of Agreement, or (5) loans to the Fund 
or the Bank are prohibited unless specifically authorized 
by Congress. Par value of the United States dollar shall 
not be communicated as other than 15%, grains of gola 
nine-tenths fine. Federal Reserve Banks shall act as its 
depository or fiscal agent upon request. The Secretary 
of the Treasury shall use $1,800,000,000 of the stabiliza- 
tion fund provided for in the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 to 
pay part of the United States subscription to the Fund; 
he may pay the balance of $950,000,000 of the subscription 
and the subscription of the United States to the Bank from 
time to time when payments are required, and he may, for 
the purpose of making these payments, use as a publie-debt 
transaction $4,125,000,000 of the proceeds of any securities 
hereafter issued under the Second Liberty Bond Act; and 
he shall, for the purpose of keeping to a minimum the 
cost to the United States of participation in the Fund and 
the Bank, after paying the subscription to the Fund and 
any part of the required subscription to the Bank, issue 
special notes at par and deliver them to the Fund and 
the Bank in exchange for dollars to the extent permitted 
by the Articles of Agreement. The President may require 
the furnishing of data requested by the Fund and data of 
the type which may be required under section 5 (b) of 
the Trading With the Enemy Act. The Johnson Act (pro- 
hibiting financial transactions with foreign governments 
in default) shall not apply to the sale or purchase of bonds, 
securities, ete., while any foreign government is a member 
of the Fund and the Bank. United States district courts 
shall have original jurisdiction of suits involving the 
United States and the Fund and the Bank. 


S. 541. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina (by request); 
February 15, 1945 (Interstate Commerce). 

Civil Aeronautics Act of 19483—Rewrites the Civil Aero- 
nauties Act of 1938 and the Air Commerce Act of 1926, 
and codifies existing civil aeronautics legislation. Estab- 
lishes the Civil Aeronautics Commission as an independent 
agency of the government. 

Redefines the terms air commerce and navigation to 
clarify and extend the jurisdiction of the Commission to 
air commerce between places within a single State, to 
aircraft operation upon airports, and to that part of com- 
merce which moves partly by aircraft and partly by other 
forms of commerce. 

Amends the declaration of policy to include air con- 
tractors as well as air carriers. 

The Commission’s annual report shall include the cur- 
rent annual report of the Administrator and Director of 
Air Safety, and shall be transmitted to Congress. 

The Administrator, with the approval of the Commis- 
sion, may acquire, establish, maintain, and operate air 
navigation facilities and designate and establish civil air- 
ways. 

Makes the Civilian Pilot Training Act permanent, and 
directs the Administrator to promote aeronautical research 
and educution in aviation training. 

Authorizes $650,000,000 annually for 10 successive years, 
following the fiscal year in which the President declares 
hostilities have ceased, for Federal aid to the States in 
developing a Nation-wide system of public airports. Funds 
shall be apportioned among the States on the basis of 
population and area. The amount payable by the United 
States on account of any one project shall not exceed 50 
percent of the total estimated construction costs. Gov- 
ernment-owned lands and property may be utilized. Au- 
thorizes $3,000,000 for preliminary planning and surveys. 

Provides for the formulation and development of an 
air safety program giving consideration to maximum use- 
fulness of airports, standards governing maximum height 
and location of structures and objects of natural growth 
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in the vicinity of airports, and the use by military air- 
craft. Authorizes the Administrator to establish, after 
due notice, air safety areas and to promulgate reasonable 
standards therefor. Provides means for securing con- 
formance With zoning standards by condemnation, at the 
request of airport owners. On failure to conform to such 
standards, the Administrator shall, after notice and op- 
portunity for hearing, prohibit or limit the use of such 
airport. 

Repeals the “grandfather” clause of the Civil Aeronau- 
ties Act. 

Permits issuance of certificates of convenience and 
necessity between areas rather than limited to specific 
points; allows grant of reasonable discounts for quantity 
transportation. Authorizes subsidy payments to air car- 
riers for postwar development, and authorizes the Com- 
mission to provide procedure for arbitration of disputes 
arising between air carriers. 

Provides regulation of contract carriers by air follow- 
ing the pattern of the Motor Carriers Act, and requiring 
licenses, disclosure of particular types of operation pro- 
posed, filing of schedules of minimum tariffs rates, ete. 

Rewrites title VI of the act relating to safety regula- 
tions to permit the Administrator to prescribe loca) traffic 
rules and to authorize parties aggrieved by any ruling of 
the Administrator to secure review of such action by the 
Commission. 

Establishes a single Director of Air Safety, replacing the 
Air Safety Board. He shall act independently of the 
Commission and the Administrator, and shall investigate 
any accident involving aircraft deemed advisable in the 
interest of safety, and report to the Commission as to the 
circumstances and probable causes thereof and any recom- 
mendation to prevent similar accidents. 

Provides for assistance, cooperation, and joint hearings 
with the States on the development of civil aeronautics. 
Regulations shall not be valid unless provided for or con- 
sented to by Congress. Authorizes the Secretary of State 
to consult with the Commission regarding negotiation of 
international agreements affecting air navigation. Em- 
powers the Weather Bureau to expand its meteorological 
services in aid of air commerce and to participate in such 
services on an international scale. Authorizes the Di- 
rector to compromise, remit, or mitigate penalties. 

Provides for declaratory orders of the Commission in 
cases of actual controversies, subject to judicial review. 
The Commission may fix minimum rates of air contractors 
for domestic air commerce. 

Empowers airmen in command of aircraft to prevent 
dangerous or disorderly conduct aboard planes. Subjects 
all employees of an air carrier to the provisions of the 
Railway Labor Act. Provisions of §10 of the Clayton 
Act [U. 8. C. 15: 20] restricting purchases by common 
carriers in case of interlocking directorates, ete., are made 
inapplicable to air carriers and foreign air carriers. The 
Commission shall investigate and report to Congress on 
anticipated post-war developments in air commerce and 
navigation. 


S. 546. Mr. Magnuson; February 15. 1945 (Claims). 

Provides for adjudication of certain claims against the 
United States for losses sustained in connection with the 
taking of lands in the southeast portion of the State of 
Washington. 


S. 548. Mr. Magnuson; February 15, 1945 (Foreign Rela- 
tions). 
Creates the Alaskan International Highway Commis- 
sion. 


8. 549. Mr. Magnuson; February 15, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 

Whenever any State laws, regulations, or practices in- 
volving the size and weights of motor carriers are brought 
in issue and the charge is that such are unreasonable and 
result in burdening interstate commerce the Interstate 
Commerce Commission may refer the matter to a joint 
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board for hearing and recommendation. If it is found 
that such regulations or practices are unreasonable and 
burden interstate commerce the Commission shall pre- 
scribe maximum and minimum sizes and loads [amending 
U. 8. C. 49: 325). 


S. 550. Mr. Magnuson; February 15, 1945 (Judiciary). 


The district courts shall, upon request of an impover- 
ished defendant charged with committing a felony or mis- 
demeanor, appoint counsel (not to exceed two) to assist 
in the defense, at a fee of $25 for each day in court and 
$25 for preparing for trial or plea. 


S. 552. Mr. Magnuson; February 15, 1945 (Commerce). 


Authorizes documentation under United States laws of 
the Canadian-built dredge Ajax and two dump scows used 
by the Puget Sound Towboat Co. 

S. 553. Mr. Magnuson; February 15, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Pay and allowances credited to prisoners of war, in- 
ternees, and persons reported as missing or missing in 
action shall be invested in United States savings bonds, 
by department concerned. 

S. 554. Mr. Magnuson; February 15, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

A new employee in a navy yard, station, arsenal or other 
Government establishment shall be paid for the first 3 
months the minimum rate, for the next 6 months the 
intermediate rate, and thereafter the maximum rate for 
his trade. Seniority shall govern in lay-offs. Transfers 
and reemployments shall be at the same grade and rela- 
tive seniority. 

S. 555. Mr. Murray; February 15, 1945 (Commerce). 

Missouri Valley Authority Act—Creates a Missouri 
Valley Authority (referred to as the Corporation), headed 
by a board of three directors appointed by the President 
with the consent of the Senate, to acquire, construct, and 
operate projects on the Missouri River and its tributaries, 
and in the surrounding region in the interest of flood 
control, navigability, reclamation and irrigation of public 
lands, and development and _ utilization of hydro- 
electric power. The Corporation may also acquire sites 
for defense projects. Each director would serve for a 
9-year term at a salary of $15,000. Prevailing rates of 
wages must be paid to laborers and mechanics. The 
Corporation shall report to the President and to each 
House of Congress while it is in session, not later than 
2 years after this enactment, its recommendations for 
the unified development of the Missouri Valley region, 
the recommendations to remain available for the consid- 
eration of the Congress for not more than 120 calendar 
days, and if not affirmatively disapproved by concurrent 
resolution within that period, to be deemed effective. 
Rights of States in the distribution of water used for 
irrigation are protected. Control] and operation of Fort 
Peck Dam is transferred to the Corporation. Federal 
owned and public-domain lands benefited hereunder shall 
be divided into family-type farm units, the purchasers 
of which shall enter into contracts with the Corpora- 
tion for repayment of construction costs allocated to irri- 
gation purposes. In disposing of electric energy and of 
the water that is stored, preference shall be given to 
States and political subdivisions, to cooperatives, and to 
nonprofit organizations, although sales may be made to 
private agencies and persons. Electric energy may be sold 
directly to farms and in rural communities which are 
inadequately serviced therewith at reasonable rates. 
Five percent of the gross proceeds from the sale of power 
and of water would be paid, during each fiscal year, to 
the States in which operations are carried on, apportion- 
ment to be based on the value of the property held by 
the Corporation within each State. The Corporation shall 
have access to the United States Patent Office for the 
purpose of studying and copying scientific methods, etc. 
Any invention or discovery made by virtue of or inci- 
dental to service to the Corporation by an employee of 
the Government of the United States or of the Corpora- 
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tion, together with any patents granted thereon shall be 
the exclusive property of the Corporation, which may 
grant licenses thereunder and may make payments to the 
inventor from the income from the sale of licenses. 


S. 556. Mr. McFarland; February 15, 1945 (Interstate 
Commerce). 

Establishes a commission to study and report legislative 
recommendations on a coordinated transportation policy 
(including their communications needs) affecting aircraft, 
railroads, busses, and trucks. The commission shall be 
composed of (1) two members of the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce; (2) two members of the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce; (3) the 
Secretary of State or his designated representative; (4) 
the chairman of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Federal Communication Commission, and the Civil 
Aeronautics Board or representatives designated by them ; 
and (5) a representative of the public appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, who shall act 
as Chairman and receive an annual salary of $8,000. 
Authorizes the commission to utilize the services, facili- 
ties, etc., of Government departments and agencies. 

S. 557. Mr. Wherry; February 15, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 

Restores standard time on the last Sunday of the month 
following the one in which this act is enacted. 

S. 558. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; February 15, 1945 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 

Authorizes expenditure of $15,000,000 to encourage pro- 
duction, ete., of war emergency legume seed. Payments 
to producers shall be made on an average basis for the 
harvesting of such seed and a clean-seed basis for seed sold 
into commercial channels. 

S. 559. Mr. Tydings; February 15, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Reimburses naval personnel for personal property lost, 
etec., in such service after October 31, 1941 (now Decem- 
ber 7, 1941) [amending U. S. C. 34: 984]. 

S. 560. Mr. Chandler; February 15, 1945 (Judiciary).

Grants free postage to veterans, soldiers, sailors, or 
marines while receiving hospital treatment, institutional 
or domiciliary care by the Veterans’ Administration 
[amending 56 Stat. 181]. 

S. 563. Mr. Fulbright; February 19, 1945 (Immigration). 


Aliens racially eligible to naturalization, who are now, 
or may be within 1 year after termination of hostilities, 
married to citizens of the United States who have served 
honorably in the armed forces since December 7, 1941, are 
declared citizens from the date of marriage. Not appli- 
eable if marriage was annulled without spouse having 
taken up residence in the United States [amending 
Uv. 8. G 8: 712]. 


S. 564. Mr. Bridges; February 19, 1945 (Finance). 


Provides for automatic renewal of National service 
life insurance policies, for 3 years, at the same premium 
rate and without medical examination [amending U. S. C. 
38: 802 (f)]. 


S. 565. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; February 19, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Extends to justices of the District Courts of Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands and the Canal Zone, the 
retirement, privileges of justices of the supreme court; and 
judges of the district court, of Hawaii [amending U. S. C. 
48: 634b]. 


S. 566. Messrs. LaFollette and Lucas and Mr. Thomas of 
Utah; February 19, 1945 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
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For the purpose of acts of Congress, Executive orders, 
administrative orders and regulations, (a) all fur-bearing 
animals raised in captivity for breeding or other useful 
purposes shall be deemed domestic animals; (b) such ani- 
mals and the products thereof shall be deemed agricultural 
products, and (c) the breeding, raising, producing, or 
marketing of such animals shall be deemed to be an agri- 
cultural pursuit. Functions of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service affecting the production of domestically raised 
fur-bearing animals, or products thereof, are transferred 
from the Secretary of the Interior to the Secretary of 
Agriculture.

S. 575. Mr. Cordon; February 19, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Officers of the Army or Marine Corps below the grade 
of brigadier general and of the Navy or Coast Guard below 
the grade of rear-admiral who served on active duty in 
the Spanish War or World War I shall be advanced one 
grade upon retirement. Such promotion shall not increase 
pay or allowances. 


S. 576. Mr. Downey; February 19, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Eliminates the time limit (now 1 year) within which 
incumbents of positions covered into the classified civil 
service pursuant to 54 Stat. 1211 (extending the classified 
executive civil service) may be recommended for classi- 
fication [amending U. S. C. 5: 631b].

Alien Chinese wives of American citizens shall be ad-

S. 581. Mr. Downey; February 19, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Civilians who served with the Quartermaster General 
during the war with Spain, the Philippine Insurrection, or 
the China Relief Expedition on supply vessels, and who 
were discharged for service disability, shall be entitled 
to hospital and domiciliary care in Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration facilities, to the same extent as veterans of any 
war. 
S. 582. Mr. Downey; February 19, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 


In disposing of defense housing in the District of Co- 
lumbia consideration shall be given to the need for ade- 
quate housing under private ownership (now to full mar- 
ket value, and subsidization, etc. only by Congressional 
authority).

S. 585. Mr. Wherry; February 19, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Authorizes the War Food Administrator to establish a 
pool of farm machinery for release to returning veterans 
and for such other purposes as he shall direct. 

S. 587. Mr. Bilbo; February 19, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 


In the District of Columbia the fee for the recording 
of liens, releases and assignment of liens upon certificates 
of title for motor vehicles, etc., shall be $1 for each lien, 
assignment, or release on each automobile contained in 
the instrument (now 50 cents for recording liens and 
assignments thereof, and no fee for recording release) 
{amending 54 Stat. 739]. 

S. 589. Mr. McCarran (by request); February 19, 1945

Receiving stolen property of the United States (the 
term broadened to include property being manufactured

S. 594. Mr. Magnuson; February 22, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


A new employee in a navy yard, station, arsenal, or 
other Government establishment shall be paid for the first 
3 months the minimum rate, for the next six months the 
intermediate rate, and thereafter the maximum rate for 
his trade. Seniority shall govern in lay-offs. Transfers 
and reemployments shall be at the same grade and relative 
seniority. 


S. 595. Mr. Downey; February 22, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Entitles Federal and District of Columbia employees 
(with certain exceptions) whose base salary is less than 
$3,800 to overtime at 114 times the basic hourly rate of 
compensation and sets up an overtime pay schedule for 
those whose base salary is $3,800 or more tapering from 
$1,140 in the case of $3,800 employees to $654 for em- 
ployees with salaries of $6,500 or more. Authorizes com- 
pensatory time off for irregular or occasional overtime 
work and provides a night pay differential of 10 percent of 
basic compensation.

Increases basic rates of pay prescribed by the 

Classification Act 15 percent. The Act shall not operate 

to bar overtime pay or extra pay for Sunday or holiday 

work in accordance with specified existing laws affecting 

certain inspectional groups. 

S. 599. Mr. Capper; February 22, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 


Penalizes interstate transmission, by mail or otherwise, 
of newspapers, periodicals, news reels, photographic films, 
or records advertising alcoholic beverages or soliciting 
orders therefor. Advertising by radio is also prohibited, 
as well as the sending of circulars, letters, etc., into states 
which bar liquor advertisements. 

S. 600. Mr. Langer; February 22, 1945 (Appropriations). 

No person, corporation, ete., shall pay or offer to pay to 
any Federal officer or employee any money or thing of value 
as a prize or reward for the performance of services as 
such officer or employee, or for the manner of such per- 
formance [amending U. 8.

S. 601. Mr. Langer; February 22, 1945 (Finance). 

Members of the armed forces, in active service on or

Disqualifies Federal employees for jury service in the 
Federal courts or in the District of Columbia [amending

S. 603. Mr. Langer; February 22, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Members of the armed forces shall not be discharged 
for disability until their rights to compensation and other 
benefits shall have been adjudicated by the Veterans’ Aa- 
ministration. 

S. 604. Mr. Langer; February 22, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides medals for the American nurses held as pris- 
oners of the Japanese in the Philippines. 

S. 605. Mr. Langer; February 22, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Persons discharged or released from the armed forces 
shall be entitled to one issue of civilian clothing without 
cost. 

S. 606. Mr. Langer; February 22, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 

Prohibits the use of the mails for carrying on the busi- 
ness of insurance in any State without first complying 
with the insurance laws of the State relating thereto and 
being granted State authority to engage in the business. 
Penalty: fine of $5,000 and/or imprisonment for 5 years. 
S. 607. Mr. Bilbo; February 22, 1945 (District of Colum- 

bia). 

Authorizes transfer for park purposes of lands in the 
District of Columbia formerly used as a site for the Wal- 
ter B. Patterson School. 

S. 609. Mr. McFarland; February 22, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Pay and allowances credited to persons officially re- 
ported as missing, missing in action, interned in a neu- 
tral country or captured by an enemy which remain un- 
paid for 6 months or more shall draw interest at 4 per- 
cent from the date so credited until paid [amending 
U. 8. C. Supp. 50: 1011}. 

Ss. - = Capper; February 22, 1945 (District of Colum- 
ia). 

The District of Columbia Redevelopment Act of 1944— 
Creates the District of Columbia Redevelopment Land 
Agency, to carry out the redevelopment plans, as drawn 
up by the Planning Commission and approved by the 
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Commissioners, for certain “blighted areas” in the Dis- 
trict. The Agency shall make an annual report to the 
District commissioners, for transmission to Congress. A 
$20,000,000 special trust fund shall be available for nec- 
essary expenses for 10 years. 

After 3 years from date of this act authority to acquire 
lands, buildings, etc., granted by the District of Columbia 
Alley Dwelling Act shall be vested in the District of Co- 
lumbia Redevelopment Land Agency.

Authorizes enlistments or reenlistments in the Regular 
Army for the duration of the present war and for six 
months thereafter or for 3 years, whichever is the longer 
period. 

S. 614. Mr. Burton; February 26, 1945 (Printing). 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to complete the col- 
lecting, editing, and publishing of the official papers of the 
Territories of the United States and provides for the 
printing and distribution thereof. ° 
S. 615. Mr. O’Mahoney; February 26, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Extends provisions restricting the acquisition by one 
commercial corporation of the stock of another such cor- 
poration to include the acquisition of the whole or any 
part of the assets of another corporation. Prohibits cor- 
porations from acquiring any part of the stock or other 
share capital, or assets of another where the effect would 
be to substantially lessen competition (a) between corpo- 
rations whose stock was acquired and any other corpora- 
tion, engaged in commerce, owned and controlled by the 
acquiring corporation; or (b) between any two or more 
corporations whose stock or assets are so acquired. Trans- 
actions consummated pursuant to authority given to cer- 
tain designated agencies (Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
ete.) are not covered by the restrictions. Where the con- 
summation of any agreement, etc., by any corporation 
engaged in commerce or in manufacturing or processing 
for distribution in commerce to acquire assets, etc., other 
than inventories of any other corporation likewise engaged 
would involve property to the value of more than ——, 
no agreement by any corporation subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Trade Commission under the Clayton Act 
shall be consummated unless that Commission finds that 
it would be in the public interest, and also finds that it 
will not restrain trade or tend to create a monopoly or 
materially lessen effective competition, that the acquiring 
corporation has not indulged in unlawful methods or other- 
wise violated provisions of the Federal Trade Commission 
Act, and that the acquisition will not be incompatible 
with greater efficiency and economy of production, distri- 
bution or management [amending U. S. C. 15: 18, 21]. 

S. 617. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; February 26, 1945 €In- 
dian Affairs). 


Authorizes payment of claim of Osage Indian Tribe 
under treaty of 1865. 
S. 618. Mr. Revercomb; February 26, 1945 (Finance). 

Permits deduction from gross income, for income tax 
purposes, of expenses of determining Federal income-tax 
liability [amending U. S. C. 26: 23 (a) (2)1. 
S. 619. Mr. George; February 26, 1945 (Education and 

Labor). 

Authorizes $97,500,000 annually for vocational education 

and retraining, including part-time training and work- 
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experience programs for the occupational adjustment and 
readjustment of youth and adults, including persons de- 
mobilized from essential war work or from the armed 
services. States are not required to match Federal funds 
until 2 years after the President shall have declared the 
war emergency to have ceased, or until 1 year after Con- 
gress shall have so declared; thereafter states must match 
Federal funds by 25 percent. 

Allocations based on total population, (state total to 
total United States and territories) are: $24,000,000 for 
area vocational schools, for conducting vocational educa- 
tion of less than college grade, each state to have a pro- 
gram for out-of-school youth and adults; $4,000,000 for 
occupational information and guidance ; $2,000,000 for pub- 
lic service occupations: $7,000,000 for distributive occu- 
pational subjects, limited to part-time and evening schools 
and classes for employed workers and to pre-employment 
schools and classes on a post-high-school level of less than 
college grade; $5,000,000 for office occupational education 
(teachers to be occupationally competent through experi- 
ence and training, and students to spend at least one-half 
of the total schoo] time in vocational classes; each state 
to provide program for out-of-school youth and for 
adults) ; and $5,000,000 for industrial arts. Other sums 
are allocated as follows: $23,000,000 for agricultural in- 
struction, on the basis of farm population ; $16,000,000 for 
home economics on the basis of rural population; $16,- 
000,000 for trades and industries on the basis of nonfarm 
population. A limitation of 10 percent is imposed under 
each allocation for purchase or acquisition of equipment 
after the fiscal year ending June 30, 1950. States shall 
receive a minimum of $90,000 for area vocational schools: 
$80,000 each for agriculture, home economics, trade and 
industrial education ; and $20,000 each for occupational in- 
formation and guidance, distributive occupations, voca- 
tional-business education, and publie services training; 
and $5,000 for industrial arts for any fiscal year. 

S. 623. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 26, 1945 (In- 
terstate Commerce). 

Prohibits advertising of alcoholic beverages by radio. 
Penalty: fine of $1,000, and/or 1 year’s imprisonment, or 
hoth, and revocation of basic radio station permit. 


S. 627. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 26, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Officers and warrant officers (other than Regulars), or- 
dered to active duty for more than 30 days, who have 
service-connected disabilities, determined or incurred on 
or after April 3, 1939 while on active duty as enlisted men 
or warrant officers, and whose active service thereafter 
continued without interruption until service as officers 
or warrant officers began shall receive retirement benefits 
on the basis of the commissioned or warrant grade to 
which they would have been entitled if disability had heen 
incurred as an incident of commissioned or warrant officer 
service [amending U. S. C. 10: 456]. 


S. 628. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 26, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Extends to warrant officers the provisions granting army 
officers retired for physical disability incurred while 
serving under temporary appointments in higher grades 
the retirement pay of the higher grades. Proceedings 
to obtain benefits hereunder shall be instituted within 1 
year from date of retirement, relief from active service, or 
separation from service, whichever is earlier [amending 
57 Stat. 249]. 


S. 632. Mr. Hill; February 26, 1945 (Expenditures in the 
Executive Departments). 


Prohibits subcontractors from paying any fee, or com- 
pensation of any kind (directly or indirectly) to any 
officer, ete.. of a prime contractor or another subcon- 
tractor holding a Government contract on a cost-plus-a- 
fixed-fee or any other cost reimbursable basis, as an in- 
ducement for the award of a subcontract or as an ac- 
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knowledgment of a subcontract. The amount of such pay- 
ments shall not be reimbursed from appropriated moneys 
and shall be recoverable, if paid, by the United States. 
Making or receiving a prohibited payment is punishable 
by a fine not exceeding $10,000 and/or imprisonment 
for not more than 10 years. 


S. 633. Mr. McCarran; February 26, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Any attempt or conspiracy to influence, intimidate, im- 
pede or injure (1) any party, witness, or juror in a United 
States court or (2) a party or witness before a United 
States Commissioner, independent establishment, or in 
connection with a Congressional inquiry is punishable by a 
$5,000 fine, or 5 years’ imprisonment or both [amending 
U.S. C. 18: 241, 241a, 242). 

S. 634. Mr. McCarran; February 26, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Witnesses seeking immunity from prosecution under 
certain Acts must claim their privilege against self-in- 
crimination. 


S. 635. Messrs. McCarran and Chavez; February 26, 1945 
(Post Offices and Post Roads). 


Provides for the appointment of a Superintendent of 
Star Route Service in the Post Office Department. Di- 
vides star routes in class A (on which the mail is car- 
ried by aircraft or by motor vehicles) and class B routes 
(routes not included in class A). The Postmaster Gen- 
eral shall advertise and negotiate contracts for class A 
routes on the expiration of existing contracts. Class B 
carriers shall be given opportunity to continue routes by 
appointment, on expiration of present contracts. Vacan- 
cies shall thereafter be filled by competitive civil-service 
examinations. Class B carriers must be citizens, a resi- 
dent of the county or counties through which the star 
route passes or of an adjoining county, between 21 and 
70 years of age, and shall be paid at the rate of 90 cents 
per hour for scheduled or scheduled lay-over time and 
from 6 to 10 cents per mile (amount depending on type 
of vehicle used) for maintenance of equipment. Class 
B carriers appointed after examination must be between 
21 and 55 years of age. Substitute class B carriers shall 
be designated. 

S. 636. Mr. Fulbright; February 26, 1945 (Foreign Rela- 
tions). 

Repeals Act of April 13, 1934 (48 Stat. 574), prohibiting 


financial transactions with any foreign government in 
default on its obligations to the United States. 


S. 637. Mr. Ellender; February 26, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the release from active duty in the armed 
forces of men who have completed at least 1 year of serv- 
ice and have completed a substantial portion of their 
medical, dental, premedical or predental education, or the 
deferment under the Selective Service Act of men to be 
enrolled in a national medical and dental education 
program, 


S. 638. Mr. Bilbo; February 26, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 
Certificates of service and discharge from the armed 


forces shall be recorded without charge, in the District of 
Columbia [amending D. C. Code 45: 701). 


S. 641. Mr. Capper; February 27, 1945 (Civil Service). 


The provision for payment for accumulated annual 
leave due to a Government employee at the time of his 
death, to his estate, is made applicable in the case of a 
death occurring at any time after September 18, 1939 
{amending 58 Stat. 845). 


’ §. 644. Mr. Thomas of Utah; February 27, 1945 (Com- 


merce). 
Members of the Merchant Marine who have rendered 


. honorable service on active sea duty for not less than 90 


days between September 16, 1940, and the end of the war 
or who have been discharged or released from such service 
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because of service-incurred injury or disability after a 
shorter period of service, and members of the Women’s 
Army Auxiliary Corps who were honorably discharged 
on account of disability, shall be eligible for education and 
training under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 
1944. 


S. 645. Mr. Walsh; February 27, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Repeals the provision of law (U.S. C. 34: 222) prohibit- 
ing employment of naval officers on shore duty except in 
special cases. 


S. 647. Mr. Walsh; February 27, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes conveyance to Rhode Island, for a strip of 
land within the naval depot at North Kingstown. 


S. 648. Mr. Russell; February 27, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes $500,000 to be used by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in cooperation with the States to establish forests, 
windbreaks, etc. on nonforested lands (now $100,000 for aid 
to farm owners in establishing windbreaks ete.) [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 16: 567). 

S. 649. Messrs. McFarland and Scrugham; February 27, 
1945 (Banking and Currency). 

Gold held by the Treasury shall be revalued to $56 per 
fine ounce. The gold content of the dollar shall be cor- 
respondingly adjusted. 

S. 650. Mr. McFarland; February 27, 1945 (Finance). 

Rewrites the National Service Life Insurance law, effec- 
tive from October 8, 1940 [U. S. C. 38 ch. 13]. 

Extends benefits to every person commissioned or en- 
rolled in the active service. Defines term “child” as: a 
legitimate or legally adopted child ; a stepchild, if a mem- 
ber of insured’s household; one to whom insured stands in 
loco parentis; and an illegitimate child if acknowledged 
by father or father is judicially ordered to support child. 
Includes stepfather or stepmother in term “parent.” Re- 
quires that each policy cover total permanent disability 
without additional premium charge and includes provi- 
sions for other total disability benefits. Eliminates 30 
days’ active service as a prerequisite to insurance. Permits 
insurance of a person in active service without physical 
examination only if a superior officer certifies that the 
applicant is performing full military duty. Prohibits the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs from denying the 
existence of good health because of service-incurred or 
service-aggravated disability that is less than total or be- 
cause of disability or infirmity present and recorded at the 
date of the original application. Increases the amount of 
automatic coverage from $5,000 to $10,000, and grants such 
coverage to: (a) any person in active service on or after 
October 8, 1940, who while in such service and before the 
expiration of 120 days after the date of this amendatory 
act or 120 days after his entrance into active service, 
whichever is the later date, dies or becomes totally dis- 
abled or totally and permanently disabled (not necessarily 
in line of duty) and (b) persons officially stationed in the 
Philippines, Midway, Wake, or Guam Islands, or on duty 
with troops of the Allied nations under similar circum- 
stances, on the same basis as those who are besieged, ete. 
Permits renewal on the 5-year premium plan of original 
issue and conversion to endowment policies maturing at 
age 62, or 20-year endowment or 30-year endowment. Au- 
thorizes the insured, after discharge from active service 
or upon conversion of the 5-year-level premium term policy 
to any other authorized plan, to designate any person, firm, 
corporation or legal entity as beneficiary, either individu- 
ally or as trustee. Also authorizes designation of an 
original beneficiary by will. Provides for reinstatement 
of insurance which has lapsed. Amends manner of pay- 
ment of benefits: (1) allowing beneficiaries to elect, in lieu 
of the usual method of payment (240 equal installments 
if under 80 years of age or 120 installments if over 30), a 
refund life income in monthly installments for a period 
not less than 120 months; (2) permanent and total dis- 
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ability payments may be in 240 installments of $5.51 
monthly for each $1,000 of insurance; and (3) to the in- 
sured upon a maturity of an endowment contract. Pro- 
vides for the waiver of premiums during continuous total 
disability of insured. Payment of benefits for total per- 
manent disability shall not be discontinued, except for 
fraud, without proof that insured engaged in substantial 
gainful employment for 12 months with no ill effects upon 
his health. Authorizes the Administrator, under condi- 
tions he shall prescribe to include in a policy, upon appli- 
cation made by the insured subsequent to his discharge 
from service, a total disability clause. Provides for rein- 
statement of insurance which has lapsed and has not been 
surrendered for cash value or for paid-up insurance. 

S. 652. Mr. Maybank; February 28, 1945 (Military Af- 

fairs). 

Provides for the issuance of death certificates in the 
case of persons dying in the military or naval services. 

S. 653. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; February 28, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

Annuities of retired civil service employees shall be 
increased, for the duration of the war or as long as pres- 
ent cost of living shall continue, to at least 15 percent 
where the annuity does not exceed $1,440 per year. 

S. 654. Mr. Morse; February 28, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes the Klamath and Modoc Tribes and Ya- 
hooskin Band of Snake Indians to adopt a fishing, hunt- 
ing, and trapping code for the Klamath Reservation, Oreg. 
S. 655. Mr. Morse; February 28, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Salaries and expenses of officers, delegates, etc., of the 
Klamath Indian Tribe shall be fixed in advance by the 
Klamath General Council, subject to the approval of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs [amending U. S. C. 25: 
563]. 

S. 656. Mr. Butler; February 28, 1945 (Appropriations). 

Extends the period for liquidation of the Public Works 
Administration to June 30, 1947 [amending 58 Stat. 602]. 
S. 659. Mr. Radcliffe; February 28, 1945 (Immigration). 

An alien merchant seaman, regardless of age, who has 
served honorably for at least 3 years on board an Amer- 
ican-owned vessel, between September 1, 1939, and the ces- 
sation of hostilities, may be naturalized upon compliance 
with the naturalization laws except that no certificate of 
arrival, declaration of intention, or period of residence, 
or fulfillment of educational standards is required. The 
petitioner may file his petition in any court having nat- 
uralization jurisdiction, but he must include affidavits 
from two citizens of the United States, as to his charac- 
ter and loyalty, show evidence of maritime service, and 
aver he will continue in such employment as long as the 
United States is at war. Voluntary discontinuance of 
such employment before cessation of hostilities shall be 
deemed fraud and subject naturalization to revocation. 
Petition must be filed within 1 year after cessation of 
hostilities. 


S. 660. Mr. Overton; March 1, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Authorizes transfer of lands in Rapides Parish, La., 
to Louisiana State University and the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, upon consent of directors of the Louisi- 
ana Rural Rehabilitation Corporation. 


S. 664. Mr. Robertson; March 1, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 


Notice of intention to proclaim historic landmarks, etc., 
to be national monuments shall (1) be sent 6 months prior 
to making such proclamation to the Governor, Senators, 
Representatives at Large, of the State or States, and the 
Representatives of the Congressional districts, in which 
the monument is to be located and; (2) be published 4 
consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the county seat of each county in which any part of the 
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monument is to be located. Effective as of December 7, 


1941, no such proclamation shall be made without the 
written approval of a majority of the persons entitled to 
such notice of intention and no monument shall be con- 
sidered to have been lawfully established since that date 
and prior to dates of enactment of this Act [amending 
U. S. C. 16: 431). 


S. 665. Mr. Downey; March 1, 1945 (Printing). 
Reimburses uncompensated leave to Government Print- 

ing Office employees earned during the fiscal year 1982. 

S. 669. Mr. McClellan; March 1, 1945 (Commerce). 


The Narrows Dam on the Little Missouri River shall 
hereafter be known as Whiteside Lam and the reservoir 
or lake created by it shall bear the name Greeson. 


S. 673. Messrs. Chandler and Ferguson; March 2, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

The terms of the President’s cabinet shall expire 30 
days after date of this Act and thereafter the terms of 
cabinet members shall be only for the term of the Presi- 
dent by whom they are appointed, and for 30 days there- 
after, 


S. 674. Mr. Guffey; March 6, 1945 (Mines and Mining). 
Increases the salary of the Director of the Bureau of 
Mines to $10,000 per annum (now $9,000). 


S. 675. Mr. Guffey; March 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Veterans’ Readjustment Pay Act of 1945—Members of 
the armed forces honorably discharged or released from 
active duty after December 7, 1941, and before the cessa- 
tion of hostilities and 6 months thereafter, shall be en- 
title? to have their pay continued for an additional 12 
months or for a period equal to their length of service if 
less than 12 months. No payment shall be made for any 
day for which a readjustment allowance was received 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944. 

S. 676. Mr. McCarran; March 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Extends to justices of the District Courts of Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands and the Canal Zone, the 
retirement privileges of justices of the supreme court, and 
judges of the district court, of Hawaii [amending U. 8. C. 
48: 634b]. 

S. 677. Mr. Kilgore; March 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Federal Corrections Act—A Board of Corrections, com- 
posed of 10 members appointed by the Attorney General, 
and comprising a Division on Adult Corrections, a Youth 
Authority Division, and a Policy Division, is created in 
the Department of Justice. The Policy Division shall lay 
down general treatment and correctional policies to be 
carried out by the Director of the Board and a Chief Pa- 
role Officer, appointed by the Attorney General, shall 
administer the parole system and the supervision of 
youthful offenders on conditional release. 

Whenever a judge determines that a sentence of nfore 
than 1 year should be imposed, the Division on Adult Cor- 
rections shall recommend the term of imprisonment to be 
fixed by the definite sentence. If the judge does not follow 
such recommendation, he shall state his reasons; if the 
court does not file a definite sentence within 2 months, the 
recommendation by the Division shall become the definite 
sentence. 

In the case of youthful offenders, the Youth Authority 
may recommend that they be committed to its jurisdiction, 
and if the court does not act within 2 months, the recom- 
mendation shall be deemed affirmed. Youthful offenders 
so committed shall undergo treatments in training schools, 
hospitals, farms, forestry and other camps or be permitted 
to remain at liberty conditionally under supervision after 
complete study at classification centers. 

The United States Board of Parole is abolished and its 
powers and duties vested in the Board of Corrections; all 
powers and duties of the Attorney General and the United 
States Board of Parole with respect to juvenile delinquents 
and parole under section 4 of the Federal Juvenile Delin- 
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quency Act are transferred to the Youth Authority 
Division. 


S. 679. Mr. La Follette; March 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to furnish grave mark- 
ers for deceased veterans [amending U. 8S. C. 24: 280b]. 


S. 680. Mr. O’Mahoney; March 6, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Preference in the sale of royalty oil under the Mineral 

Lands Leasing Act shall be granted to smaller refineries 


not having their own source of supply [amending U. S. C. 
30: 192.] 


S. 681. Mr. Radcliffe; March 6, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Increases the amount of war-housing-insured mortgages 
allowed under the National Housing Act from $1,700,000,- 
000 to $1,800,000,000 and extends the time within which 
such mortgages may be insured to July 1, 1946. Author- 
izes the Federal Housing Administrator to insure mort- 
gages executed in connection with the sale of property 
acquired under Titles II (nfortgage insurance) and VI 
(war housing insurance) without regard to limitations 
contained therein [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1738, 1743]. 

S. 682. Messrs. Green and Lucas; March 6, 1945 (Privileges 
and Elections). 

Miscellaneous amendments to the Soldier Vote Act (58 
Stat. 186)—Extends provisions to all civilians outside the 
United States who are officially attached to the armed 
forces; Authorizes the United States War Ballot Com- 
mission to function at any time when the nation is at war 


‘(existing authority terminates 6 months after present 


war). Includes warrant officers among those authorized 
to administer oaths in connection with voting. Permits 
the use of a supplementary Federal ballot by a citizen of 


‘a State whose Governor has, prior to May 1 (now July 


15) of the election year, certified that the use of such 
ballot is authorized by the State law, and if such citizen 
states on oath after October 1, of such year that he has 
not received a State absentee ballot. Recommends that 
the States (1) cause to be printed or stamped across the 
face of each ballot envelope, between horizontal red bars, 
the words “Official Election War Balloting Material—Via 
Air Mail” or similar language, etc.; (2) provide for 
minimizing the possibility of physical adhesion of balloting 
material and for including instructions for voting pro- 
cedure in case such provisions are not completely effective ; 
(3) include in balloting material express instructions that 
the voter may use pencil, pen, crayon, or other suitable 
method in marking his ballot, if not in conflict with State 
laws, and that States whose existing laws would be vio- 
lated by compliance with such an instruction cause neces- 
sary changes to be made in their laws; (4) express voting 
instructions in simple terms and supply preaddressed 
envelopes for the return of ballots, and (5) specify a date 
not later than August 1 as the final date for Federal candi- 
dates and Presidential electors to qualify for listing on the 
State absentee ballot. In order to be entitled to free air- 
mail postage, a balloting unit is restricted to weight of one 
ounce and size of 4% inches by 9% inches. 


S. 685. Mr. Bilbo (by request); March 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Permits domestic life insurance companies in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, upon written consent of the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, to invest in community housing 
projects in certain cities. 


S. 686. Mr. McCarran; March 6, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 


The Georgetown University Hospital, District of Co- 
lumbia, may be erected to a height not to exceed 110 feet 
above the finished grade of the land [amending D. C. C. 
5; 405]. 
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S. 690. Mr. Pepper; March 6, 1945 (Finance). 


Business, Employment, and Security Insurance Act— 
Levies a tax of 3 percent on the gross income of all persons 
or companies, with an exemption up to $100 a month in 
personal income, the tax to be computed at the end of each 
calendar month, a return filed before the 20th of the month 
following the month in which the tax accrues, and remit- 
tances to be made on or before the 20th of the second 
month after such accrual. Taxes imposed by this act may 
be deducted in computing net income for income tax pur- 
poses. Exempted are fraternal benefit societies, religious, 
and charitable institutions, ete. The Federal Insurance 
Contributions Act is repealed. There shall be credited 
monthly to a business, employment, and security insur- 
ance account in the Treasury an amount equal to the es- 
timated tax revenues under the act. Every citizen 60 
years of age or over shall, upon application, be entitled 
to a life annuity, payable in monthly installments. Every 
citizen between the ages of 18 and 60 who is disabled 
for a period longer than 6 months, and every mother who 
is a citizen and has the care of one or more children 
under 18 years of age shall, upon application, be entitled 
to an annuity payable in monthly installments during the 
period of incapacity for employment; or while having 
the care of a child or children under 18, as the case may 
be. Annuities must be spent within the limits of the 
United States, its Territories and possessions. Begin- 
ning 6 months after the cessation of hostilities, each in- 
stallment of an annuity must be spent within 30 days of 
its receipt and the proceeds of a sale of any real prop- 
erty acquired through the use of money received as an 
annuity shall be expended within 6 months after receipt. 
An annuitant shall not engage in a gainful occupation 
or support any able-bodied person in idleness except a 
spouse. An annuity may be waived by filing notice with 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Titles I and II of the 
Social Security Act (Old Age Assistance and Federal Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance) are repealed. 


S. 692. Mr. Morse; March 7, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Rewrites certain provisions relating to nonmailability 
of obscene matter, etc., excluding reference to instrument, 
substance, drug, or medicine for the prevention of con- 
ception. Any matter deposited for mailing shall, if the 
postmaster at the place of mailing has reason to believe 
it is obscene, or nonmailable for certain other reasons, 
be seized by that official, who shall send notice of its 
detention to the sender and also, within 10 days, to the 
United States district attorney for the district where it 
was seized. The district attorney shall, within 30 days 
after receipt of a notice, institute proceedings for for- 
feiture and destruction of the objectionable matter. If 
notice of seizure has not been sent, and proceedings in- 
stituted, within the prescribed time, or if the matter 
is adjudged not obscene, the matter shall be delivered, 
or returned to the sender, at his option. The postmaster 
shall keep a public file of seized matter, and in the case 
of written or printed matter, he shall, upon institution of 
proceedings, transmit a description or copy thereof to the 
Library of Congress, where it shall be kept available for 
public inspection. The record of the disposition or ad- 
judication of a case must be kept in a public file in the 
postmaster’s office and a copy thereof placed with the 
matter itself in the Library of Congress. The penalty 
of $5,000 fine or 5 years’ imprisonment, or both, for 
mailing or delivering such nonmailable matter, or taking 
it from the mails to circulate it, now applies to matter 
which, within 5 years prior to its deposit in the mails, 
has been adjudicated obscene [amending U. 8; C. 18: 334]. 
S. 700. Mr. McCarran (by request); March 7, 1945 

(Judiciary). 

The United States Supreme Court may prescribe a uni- 
form rule for admission of attorneys to the courts of the 
United States, excepting the District Court of the United 
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States for the District of Columbia [amending U. S. C. 

28 : 394]. 

S. 701. Mr. Thomas of Utah; March 7, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

During the present wars, and for 6 months thereafter, 
the President may, without the consent of the Senate, 
reduce the temporary grade of any member of the Army 
who, since August 27, 1940, has been appointed, with the 
consent of the Senate, to the temporary grade of major 
general or to any higher grade and whose appointment 
to such grade has been terminated. 

S. 704. Mr. Fulbright; March 7, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall continue to adminis- 
ter and utilize until disposal (not later than 3 years after 
the end of the war) such lands in resettlement and rural 
rehabilitation projects and other like enterprises as he 
considers suitable for ultimate disposition in economic 
farm units, and he shall sell such lands to veterans of 
World War II who are eligible under the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act. Until the functions, ete., of the War 
Food Administrator or the War Food Administration are 
terminated, the authority herein vested in the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall be vested in the War Food Admin- 
istrator, 

S. 705. Mr. Fulbright; March 7, 1945 (Foreign Relations). 

Repeals Act of April 13, 1984 (48 Stat. 574) prohibiting 
financial transactions with any foreign government in de- 
fault on its obligations to the United States and removes 
the ban on loans to any such government by the Export- 
Import Bank of Washington [amending U. 8. C. 15: 713 b]. 
S. 706. Mr. McCarran; March 7, 1945 (Finance). 

Increases allowance for burial of a war veteran from 
$100 to $150 [amending Veterans’ Reg. 9 (a) Par. II and 
IIT}. 

S. 707. Mr. McFarland; March 7, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Applies the Civil Service Retirement Act to officers and 
employees of national farm-loan associations organized 
under the Federal Farm Loan Act, and officers and em- 
ployees of production-credit associations organized under 
the Farm Credit Act [amending U. S. C. 5: 693]. 

S. 708. Mr. Hill; March 7, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Authorizes the State of Alabama to lease or sell and 
convey all or any part of the Salt Springs land granted to 
that State under the admission act of 1819. 

S. 713. Messrs. Murray, Ellender, and Wagner; March 8, 
1945 (Banking and Currency). 

New, rebuilt, retreaded and recapped motor vehicle 
tires, casing and tubes, camelback, etc., shall be sold or 
delivered in the course of trade or business only by or 
through independent tire dealers, except as to contracts 
or agreements in effect or by retail mail order and tire 
businesses in such business prior to June 1, 1942, and farm 
cooperatives. 

S. 714. Mr. Murray; March 8, 1945 (Education and Labor). 

Failure to give notice of injury or file a claim for the 
disability or death of a Government employee within the 
time prescribed shall not bar the claim if the Employees’ 
Compensation Commission finds such failure was beyond 
the control of the claimant or that such failure did not 
materially prejudice the interest of the United States 
[amending U. 8. C. 5: 770]. Deletes the requirement that 
death result (1) from the injury within 6 years (2) within 
1 year after the cessation of disability or (3) within 1 
year of injury where there has been no disability [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 5: 760, 761]. Deletes the 8-year limitation on 
payment of benefits [amending U. S. C. 5: 760 (G) ]. 

Disability or death comfpensation payments to nonciti- 
zens or nonresident employees may be adjusted so as to be 
reasonably in accord with prevailing local payments in 
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similar cases. When it is deemed to be the best interest 
of the United States a lump-sum payment may be made. 
The application of this Act may be waived by the Commis- 
sion should it find (1) that conditions prevent the estab- 
lishment of facilities for processing and adjudicating 
claims of noncitizens or nonresidents, or (2) that such 
persons are alien enemies. Action by the Commission shall 
be conclusive. All of the foregoing provisions shall be 
applicable retrospectively, to varying extents [amending 
U. S. C. 5: 791). 
S. 715. Mr. Walsh; March 8, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Provides for a Dental Division in the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery of the Medical Department of the Navy. 


S. 717. Messrs. Mead and Aiken; March 8, 1945 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


Authorizes $550,000,000 annually for Federal aid to the 
States in financing education, with additional sumts for 
surveys of educational needs. Reserves explicitly to the 
States and their local subdivisions control over education. 
Creates in the Federal Security Agency a National Board 
of Apportionment composed of 5 representative citizens 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate, 
to formulate policies for the allocation of funds and to 
review the operation of programs. The State legislature 
or other State authority shall provide for the administra- 
tion of funds allocated to public schools and the National 
Board shall appoint, from among 3 or more persons named 
by the Governor of a State, a trustee to receive and dis- 
burse funds allocated to nonpublic schools. No funds 
shall be allotted to a State whose appropriation for public 
schools is less than that for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1942. Only 1 percent of the funds received by any State 
may be used for administrative expenses, 

No funds authorized or appropriated under any Act of 
Congress shall be paid to a State or local unit for build- 
ings for educational purposes unless plans are submitted 
to the National Board. 

Of the total amount authorized $300,000,000 shall be 
allocated to the States, on a basis of relative need, to: 
(1) eradicate illiteracy; (2) keep schools open for not 
less than 9 months, or make provisions for the education 
of pupils affected by closed schools; (3) reduce over- 
crowded classes by hiring additional teachers; and (4) 
supplement State appropriations far salaries of public 
school teachers with not less than 75 percent of the funds 
received (none of the funds to be used for payment of 
teachers’ salaries in nonpublic schools); $100,000,000 
shall be available (50 percent on total population basis 
and 50 percent on relative need basis) for current ex- 
penditures for transportation, library facilities, health 
programs, etc., and to promote the health, welfare, and 
safety of schvuol children, and $150,000,000 shall be al- 
lotted on the basis of the total population in each State 
between the ages of 14 and 20 and shall be available to 
(1) persons between 16 and 21 who are regularly at- 
tending an educational institution or training center, and 
(2) parents of needy persons between 14 and 16 who 
are regularly attending such an institution. 


S. 718. Mr. Chavez; March 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Extends until 1955 the agreement between the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and the Middle Rio Grande Con- 
servancy District of New Mexico for the payment of op- 
eration and maintenance charges on certain Pueblo In- 
dian lands [amending 52 Stat. 779]. 

S. 720. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; March 12, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Extends the benefits of the Emergency Officer’s Retire- 
ment Act [U. S. C. 38: 581-582] to commissioned officers 
honorably separated from the Army on January 1, 1923, 
as a result of the limitation placed on the active list 
[49 Stat. 717, 721]. Applications for benefits shall be 
filed with the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs within 
12 months after enactment, 
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Senate Bills 


S. 721. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; March 12, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Grants terminal furloughs with full pay and allow- 
ances to enlisted men upon separation from the service; 
30 days, if the period of active service was one year or 
more or was terminated because of disability, or 15 days if 
the period of active service was less than 1 year and was 
not terminated because of disability. For purposes of 
payment under the Mustering-Out Payment Act of 1944 a 
discharge shall be deemed effective at the end of the 
furlough period. 


S. 723. March 12, 1945; Mr. Cordon (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Extends the authority of the Secretary of the Interior 
with respect to the administration of revested Oregon 
and California railroad-grant lands, to all unpatented 
lands except those specifically placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of another department by an Act of Congress. The 
Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary of the In- 
terior may exchange administrative jurisdiction of re- 
vested lands within a national forest and national forest 
lands of equal value. Revested lands, except power sites, 
shall be open for exploration, location, entry and disposi- 
tion under the mineral land laws. An unpatented mining 
claim on these lands shall be recorded within 180 days 
after this enactment with respect to a prior location, and 
within 60 days respecting a location subsequently made. 


S. 724. Mr. Cordon; March 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Officers of the Army or Marine Corps below the grade of 
brigadier general and of the Navy or Coast Guard below the 
grade of rear admiral who served on active duty in the 
Spanish War or World War I shall be advanced one grade 
upon retirement, Such promotion shall not increase pay 
or allowances. 


S. 726. Mr. Capper; March 13, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides for uniform regulation of marriage and di- 
vorce, Marriage may be validly contracted in any State 
only after issuance of a license, as follows: (1) Before an 
officiating person and two competent witnesses; or (2) 
in accordance with the custonts of any religious society, 
by declaring in the presence of two competent witnesses 
that the parties take each other as husband and wife. 

Application to marry shall be made by one of the parties 
2 weeks before the license shall be issued only in the State 
and county in which the woman resides, but the other party 
must appear, either in county of residence, or county of 
residence of the woman, or county where the marriage is 
to be performed, and be identified, 10 days before the 
issuance of the license. No license to marry shall be issued 
to (a) one who is married at the time, insane, an imbecile, 
a pauper, epileptic, feeble-minded, or afflicted with tuber- 
culosis or venereal disease; (b) persons related to each 
other within the third degree of consanguinity or affinity; 
(c) a male under 18 years of age, or a female under 16 
years; or a male between 18 and 21 years or a female 
between 16 and 18 years, without the consent of his or her 
parents or guardian ; except that if the female is pregnant, 
or other facts satisfactory to the judge are shown, the 
county judge may allow the marriage of such nfinor or 
minors. The county marriage-license clerk shall keep a 
public record and any person believing that the statements 
of an application are false, may file a petition under oath 
with the county probate court, asking the parties making 
the application to show cause why the license should not 
be refused. The license may authorize the marriage cere- 
mony to be performed in any county of any State, but such 
‘county and State shall be specified in the license. A mar- 
iage contracted in one State in conformity with this act 
shall be legal in every other State. 

Provides for the legitimation of children, but no estate 
- already vested shall be divested. 

Divorces may be decreed, upon the application of the 
injured party, in State courts, for the following causes: 
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(1) Adultery, (2) cruel and inhuman treatment, (3) 
abandonment or failure to provide for a period of 1 year, 
(4) ineurable insanity, (5) conviction of an infamous 
crime, (6) habitual drunkenness. In no case shall trial be 
had upon the issue within 60 days of the filing of the suit, 
Upon granting of a divorce, the interlocutory decree con- 
tinues for 1 year and neither party mfay marry another 
until the decree becomes final. The court may decree ali- 
mony and make provisions for guardianship, custody, 
support, and education of minor children. A divorce 
decreed in one State shall have full effect in every other 
State. 


S. 727. Mr. Myers; March 13, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Commissioned officers of the U. S. S. St. Louis during the 
Spanish-American war shall be entitled to all benefits 
conferred upon persons honorably discharged from the 
United States naval or military forces. 

S. 728. Mr. Willis; March 13, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for the erection in the District of Columbia 
of 2 monument to the United States Marine Corps, to be 
based on a photograph showing marines planting the 
United States flag atop Mount Suribachi, Iwo Jima Island, 
and for the issuance of medals to all marines who partici- 
pated in actual landing operations thereon, 


S. 730. Mr. Pepper; March 13, 1945 (Immigration). 


Extends naturalization privileges to Koreans and per- 
sons of Korean descent and to certain persons with mixed 
blood of the various classes eligible for naturalization. 
Declares an immigration quota of 100 per annum for 
Koreans or their descendants (75 percent to those born 
and resident in Korea) until Korea is reestablished as an 
independent country, at which time a permanent quota 
shall be declared. For purposes of admission, Koreans or 
descendants of Koreans shall mean persons who are of 
one-half of a blood indigenous to Korea as of prior to 
August 22, 1910, and Chinese persons shall mean persons 
of one-half Chinese blood, eligibility for naturalization 
being required for either class. 


S. 731. Mr. Pepper; March 13, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for the appointment of licensed female dentists 
in the Medical Departments of the Army and Navy. 


S. 736. Mr. Magnuson; March 14, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Periods of vocational training undertaken by disabled 
veterans of World War I or World War II in preparing 
for Federal employment shall be credited for retirement 
purposes. 


S. 737. Messrs. Russell and Maybank; March 14, 1945 
(Commerce). 


Savannah Valley Authority Act—Creates a Savannah 
Valley Authority (referred to as the Corporation), headed 
by a board of directors of three members, appointed by 
the President for terms of 9 years each at salaries of 
$10,000 a year. The board shall employ necessary em- 
ployees without regard to civil-service laws. No political 
test on qualification shall be permitted for employment or 
promotion. Collective burgaining is provided for. Com- 
pensation for injuries suffered in the performance of duty 
shall be available to employees. Prevailing wages must 
be paid. 

Net proceeds shall be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury annually. Funds shall be provided by appropriations 
in accordance with the procedures of the Budget and Ac- 
counting Act, except as otherwise provided. The Comp- 
troller General shall make an annual audit and shall make 
a report thereon in quadruplicate: one copy for the Presi- 
dent of the United States, one for the chairman of the 
Board, one for public inspection at the principal office of 
the Corporation and one to be retained by him for the 
uses of Congress, and he shall make a special report to the 
President and to the Congress of any transaction which 
conflicts with the statutory functions of the Corporation. 





From time to time the Corporation shall formulate and 


report to the President and the Congress its recommenda- . 


tions providing a complete plan for the unified control 
and utilization of the waters of the Savannah River sys- 
tem, which will reconcile and harmonize requirements for 
flood control, navigation, reclamation, and agricultural 
purposes. The President may transfer to the Corporation 
the use, possession, etc., of any Federal dam or water 
contro] project. 

The Corporation may acquire, construct, operate, etc., 
dams, locks, canals, roads, recreational facilities, and 
other projects; it may contract with States, local gov- 
ernmental units, public-utility corporations, and other 
persons, firms, or corporations for the relocation of rail- 
road tracks, highways, mills, ferries, electric-light plants, 
and other properties and may cooperate in the readjust- 
ment of displaced populations; it may construct or op- 
erate any project through or in conjunction with other 
Federal agencies, or States or local units. 

The board of directors may sell electric energy and 
water giving preference in the purchase thereof to States, 
counties, municipalities, and nonprofit organizations. 
Upon approval of the Secretary of the Treasury the board 
may issue 50-year, 314 percent bonds in the amount of 
$50,000,000 the funds derived therefrom to be paid over 
to the Corporation to (1) construct or acquire dams, 
steam plants, pipe lines, etc.; (2) facilitate the disposi- 
tion of surplus power; (3) give effect to the priority ac- 
corded States, counties, etc., and (4) extend credit to and 
otherwise aid such States, counties, ete, 

The cost or value of each dam, steam plant, or other 
similar improvement (such as navigation, flood control, 
and irrigation) shall be allocated among the various pur- 
poses served by it. The Corporation shall determine the 
periods and rates of amortization of the capital invest- 
ment allocated to a revenue producing purpose. Payments 
in lieu of taxes shall be made to States and local govern- 
ments in which operations are carried on. 

The Corporation shall have access to the Patent Office 
of the United States for the purpose of copying methods, 
formulas, etc. An invention or discovery made by vir- 
tue of or incidental to the service of the Corporation by 
‘an employee of the Governmbtnt or the Corporation, and 
any patents thereon, shall be the exclusive property of 
the Corporation, which may grant licenses and pay to 
the inventor such sum from the sale thereof as it may 
deem proper. 


S. 738. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; 
(Finance). 


Extends period within which veterans may apply for 
loans for the purchase of homes, farms, and business prop- 
erty to 5 (now 2) years after the end of the war or sepa- 
ration from the armed forces, but not later than 7 (now 
5) years after the end of the war. 

Provides for guaranty of any farm or business prop- 
erty loan (other than real estate loans) if the service 
charge does not exceed 1% percent and the maturity is 
not more than 5 years. 

Authorizes approval of (1) the purchase of supplies 
and construction of buildings in connection with farm 
loans, and (2) the purchase of merchandise and the con- 
struction, repair, etc., of property in connection with 
business loans. 

Where an interest, acquired by a veteran through a 
loan for purchase of business property, is represented by 
capita] stock or a partnership share, such stock or part- 
nership share shall be pledged for the loan or credit, 
whether or not the loan or credit has been secured by the 
reservation of rights in tangible property acquired. 

The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may insure loans 
or credits for the purchase of business property but the 
veteran shall not be required to pay insurance premiums 
thereon. No guaranty shall be issued on insured credits, 
and the 50 percent limitation on loans shall not apply 
thereto. In computing the $2000 maximum benefit to 
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which each veteran may be entitled, any insured obli- 


gation shall be included at 15 percent of their principal 
amount. 

The minority of a veteran or the spouse of a veteran 
shall not preclude the guaranty of a loan if he is otherwise 
eligible therefor. 

The Administrator may adjust claims arising under 
guaranties, take necessary action in foreclosures and other 
legal proceedings, etc. [amending 58 Stat. 284]. 

S. 739. Mr. McCarran; March 14, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Extends the law relating to embezzlement, etc., by offi- 
cers of common carriers to officers and employees of car- 
riers in general. Makes interstate transportation of goods 
illegally obtained a separate offense [amending U. 8. C. 
18 : 412]. 

S. 740. Mr. McCarran; March 14, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Attorneys who have been admitted to practice before a 
district court of the United States may practice before any 
other court of the United States (except the Supreme 
Court) and any Government Department, administrative 
body, or office. 

S. 741. Mr. McCarran; March 14, 1945 (Finance). 

Extends the benefits provided under the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944 which relate to loans for the 
purchase and construction of homes, farms, and business 
property, the employment of veterans to persons who 
served: in the merchant marine 90 days or more between 
September 16, 1940, and the termination of the war 
[amending 58 Stat. 284]. 


S. 742. Mr. McCarran; March 14, 1945 (Finance). 


The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, in collaboration 
with the Secretaries of War and Navy, shall determine, 
prior to the discharge of a member of the armed forces, 
(1) the exact amount of pension or compensation to which 
he is entitled under the laws administered by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, and (2) whether he is entitled to 
vocational rehabilitation. Terminal furloughs, with full 
pay and allowances, may be granted to persons awaiting 
the Administrator's determination [amending 58 Stat. 285]. 
S. 743. Mr. Myers; March 15, 1945 (Finance). 


Provides for World War veterans’ adjusted compensa- 
tion for any provisional, probationary, or temporary officer 
under the grade of major or lieutenant comnfander who 
served after April 6, 1917, and who is now honorably 
separated from the services [amending U. S. C. 38: 602b]. 
S. 744. Mr. Robertson; March 15, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits the selling or serving of alcoholic beverages on 
aircraft when operated in the transportation of persons 
for hire between points within the continental United 
States. Penalty: $1,000 fine, and/or imprisonment of one 
year. 

S. 745. Mr. Lucas; March 15, 1945 (Finance). 


Nearest of kin may be designated as beneficiaries under 
the National Service Life Insurance Act [amending 


_U. S. ©. 38: 802 (g)]. 


S. 746. Mr. Lucas; March 15, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

In any court action for a divorce or for annulment of a 
marriage, or for separate maintenance or support of a wife, 
if the husband is an enlisted man, the court may order 
that, temporarily, the wife shall receive only part, or none, 
of her dependent’s allowance. 

S. 747. Mr. Lucas; March 15, 1945 (Post Offices and Post 
Roads). 

Requires the postmaster at Lincoln’s New Salem, IIL, 
to furnish visitors information concerning the life of 
Lincoln, and the history of New Salem. Provides $1,200 
additional compensation for this service. 

S. 749. Mr, Thomas of Oklahoma; March 15, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 

The authority of the Secretary of the Interior as to 

settling estates of deceased restricted Indians of the Five 
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‘ 


Civilized Tribes of Oklahoma not exceeding $2,500 shall 
apply when such estates include restricted lands as well as 
when they include only funds. When the estate comprises 
only funds not exceeding $250, distribution may be made 
to the heirs upon proof of death and heirship satisfactory 
to the superintendent [amending U. S. C. 25: 375 (a)]}. 


8. 752. Mr. Thomas of Utah; March 16, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Provides for the retention as well as the acquisition of 
strategic and critical materials for defense purposes, and 
for the conservation as well as the development of their 
sources, and imposes duties in connection therewith upon 
a Stock Pile Board consisting of the Secretaries of War, 
State, Navy, Interior, and Commerce. Stock piles shall 
consist of materials recommended for stock piling in the 
report submitted to the Congress by the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board, January 2, 1945, and such additional 
materials as the Board deems appropriate [amending 
U. S. C. 50 § 98-98f]. 


8. 753. Mr. Wherry; March 16, 1945 (Finance). 


Provides for voluntary coverage of employees of States, 
or political subdivisions, or instrumentalities thereof 
under old-age and survivors provisions of the Social 
Security Act [amending U. S. C. 42: 401-9]. 


8. 754. Mr. Bailey; March 16, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits (1) payment (except for services rendered 
as an employee) of money or other thing of value by an 
employer to a representative of his employees who are 
engaged in commerce or in the production of goods for 
commerce, and (2) acceptance of such payment by a repre- 
sentative of such employees. Penalty: fine of not more 
than $10,000 and/or imprisonment for not more than 6 
months. 


§.-755. Mr. Cordon; March 16, 1945 (Finance). 


An honorably discharged member of the armed forces 
of the United States who requires hospitalization or 
domiciliary care is entitled to travel allowances to and 
treatment at the Veterans’ Administration facility nearest 
his place of residence which is able to accommodate him. 


8. 756. Mr. Wheeler; March 16, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes sale of certain lands on Blackfeet Indian 
Reservation in Montana to James Brown. 


S. 757. Mr. Wheeler; March 16, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes sale of certain lands in Montana to Alfred 
Murray. 


S. 758. Mr. Hill; March 19, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for one national cemetery in every State and 
Territory and such other national cemeteries as may be 
needed for burial of war veterans, and authorizes the Sec- 
retary of War to acquire land therefor. Superintendents 
and assistant superintendents shall be selected from hon- 
orably discharged servicemen [repealing U. 8S. C. 24: 271a, 
amending U. 8. C. 24: 275]. 


S. 759. Mr. McCarran (by request); March 19, 1945 
(Judiciary). 


Provides for temporary commitment to Saint Bliza- 
beths Hospital of persons of unsound nfind in Federal res- 
ervations in Arlington County, Fairfax County, and 
Alexandria, Va., or in Montgomery County, or Prince 
Georges County, Md. The superintendent of the hospital 
shall report persons found to be mentally unsound to the 
Federal Security Administrator who shall return them to 
their State of residence or to their relatives, if practicable. 


8. 760. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; March 19, 1945 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


No action may be maintained for violation of the mini- 
mum wages or maximum hours provisions of the Fair 
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Labor Standards Act unless commenced within 6 months 

from the date the cause of action accrued [amending U. 8. 

C. 29: 216}. 

S. 763. Mr. Wheeler (by request); March 20, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Authorizes leasing of allotted lands on the Crow Indian 
Reservation for farming or grazing purposes. ‘ 


S. 764. Mr. Wheeler (by request); March 20, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Provides for disposition of inherited interests in the 
estates of deceased Crow Indian allottees. 


S. 765. Mr. Brewster; March 21, 1945 (Commerce). 


Provides for participation by the United States in the 
development of an international basic meteorological re- 
porting network in the Arctic region of the Western Henti- 
sphere. 


S. 766. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; March 21, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Buildings on the Fort Reno Military Reservation in 
Oklahoma, and surrounding land, may be transferred to 
the Veterans’ Administration. Lands on the reservation 
suitable for agricultural purposes shall be sold to veterans 
of World War II. 


S. 778. Mr. Hawkes; March 22, 1945 (Judiciary). 


The violence of three or more persons, attempting to 
prevent the apprehension, trial, or punishment of any 
person which results in his death or maiming, is deemed 
to be a lynching. 

A State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., to 
prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any mem- 
ber of a lynching mob shall be punished by a $5,000 fine 
and/or 5 years’ imprisonment. 

Any governmental subdivision failing through neglect, 
ete., to prevent a lynching, or a seizure and abduction 
followed elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for $2, 
to $10,000 in damages, recoverable in a civil action by the 
claimant or by the United States in his behalf. In such 
civil cases the showing (a) that an officer of the de 
fendant, after notice, failed to provide protection; (b)

of liability. 


S. 780. Mr. Brewster, and others; March 22, 1945 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 
Provides for three forest products laboratories. 
S. 781. Mr. McCarran; March 22, 1945 (Finance). 
Authorizes payment to educational and training in- 
stitutions of the actual cost (not to exceed $500 a school 
year) of furnishing education or training to veterans if 
such institution has no established tuition fee, or if the 
established tuition fee is less than the actual cost of fur- 
nishing such education or training [amending part VIII 
par. 5 of Veterans Regulation No. 1 (a) }. 
S. 782. Mr. Wheeler; March 22, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 
Confers jurisdiction on the Court of Claims to deter- 
mine claims of the Confederated Salish and Kootenai 


Tribes of Indians of the Flathead Reservation in Mon- 
tana against the United States. 


S. 783. Mr. McMahon; March, 23, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes advances of accrued pay owing to members 

of the armed forces hospitalized in the United States 

because of service-connected injuries or illness. 

S. 785. Mr. Bilbo; March 23, 1945 (District of Columbia). 
Removes requirement that coal shall be sold by the 

long ton in the District of Columbia [amending D. ©. ©. 

10; 108]. 
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S. 789. Mr. Bailey; March 26, 1945 (Commerce). 

The manufacture, sale, possession, or display of any 
insignia, decoration, medal, award, etc., pertaining to 
service in the merchant marine is prohibited, except as 
authorized by law [supplementing U. S. C. 50: 751-753 
(e) J. 

S. 790. Mr. Bailey; March 26, 1945 (Finance). 


United States officers and corporations may sell certain 
notes, ete., without recourse to private purchasers if 
offered the full amount invested by the Government, in 
order to promote private enterprise and remove the Gov- 
ernment from business. 


S. 791. Mr. Bailey; March 26, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Whoever obstructs, delays, or affects interstate com- 
merce, or movement of any article or commodity therein, 
or who conspires, attempts, or participates in an attempt 
to obstruct or delay commerce by robbery or extortion 
shall be guilty of a felony [amending U. S. C. 18: 420a-e]. 
During the war, any person who, knowingly and willfully, 
by force or threats, obstructs or retards the transporta- 
tion, movement, or disposition of troops, munitions, war 
supplies, or mail, shall be guilty of a felony and subject 
to a fine of not more than $10,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than 20 years, or both. Authorizes the use of 
armed forces by the President to carry out these pur- 
poses. 


S. 792. Mr. Wagner; March 26, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Provides for the regulation of existing bank holding 
companies and prohibits the creation of such companies 
hereafter. Makes it unlawful for a bank holding company: 
(1) after 1 year to engage in any business other than 
managing or controlling its subsidiary banks (inapplicable 
to exercise of rights in connection with voting shares of 
nonbanking companies lawfully acquired, etc.); (2) to 
becomé the owner of voting shares of any bank if after 
such acquisition it would own 10 percent of the outstand- 
ing voting shares of each of two banks; (3) to acquire 
voting shares of any bank, or, after 2 years (subject to 
extension) to retain any voting shares of any bank which 
it acquired after December 31, 1942 (except when the 
holding company owned 50 percent of the outstanding 
voting shares) ; (4) to acquire voting shares in any non- 
banking company or to continue to own such, after 2 years 
(except under certain conditions, as upon request of super- 
visory Federal or State authority, etc.) ; (5) to have any 
uninsured subsidiary bank; (6) to receive loans or exten- 
sion of credit from, or sell securities or other property to, 
a subsidiary bank; (7) to pay dividends from any other 
source than net income; (8) charge unreasonable service 
fees against its subsidiary banks. Makes it unlawful for 
a subsidiary bank to consolidate or merge with another 
bank or arrange to acquire more than 10 percent of the 
assets of another bank (inapplicable to acquisitions of 
assets in open market for cash and not as part of a plan 
to bring about the liquidation, consolidation or merger of 
the bank from which the assets are being acquired). Per- 
mits a bank holding company, however, to acquire or 
retain the voting shares of any bank, and permits a sub- 
sidiary to consolidate or merge with, or acquire assets of 
another bank, with official approval. 

Requires every bank holding company to use all net 
earnings over 6 percent of the book value of its own shares 
to accumulate a reserve fund consisting of cash and read- 
ily marketable assets in an amount equal to 12 percent of 
the aggregate par value of all bank shares owned by it. 
Also requires every such confpany to register with, and 
make reports to, the Federal Reserve Board, which shall 
have regulatory and investigatory powers. Provides for 
court review of the Board’s orders. 

Regulates loans to bank holding companies and subsid- 
iaries and loans to affiliates of insured banks. Requires 
reports from and provides for examinations of, affiliates 
and prohibits security affiliates.

Provides penalties for violations. Amends pertinent 
sections of the Federal Reserve Act (38 Stat.

S. 793. Mr. Morse; March 26, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides punishment for persons who maliciously kill, 
injure, etc., livestock belonging to the Klamath Tribes on 
the Klamath Indian Reservation. 

S. 794. Mr. Morse; March 26, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Klamath Welfare Act—Provides for the general welfare 
and advancement of the Klamath Indians in Oregon by 
use of capital reserve funds. 

S. 795. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; March 27, 1945 (Finance). 

Loans to veterans for the purchase of homes, farms, and 
business property, guaranteed under Title III of the Serv- 
iceman’s Readjustment Act of 1944, may be made by any 
National bank, or a State bank or trust company located 
in the District of Columbia, without regard to statutory 
restrictions respecting the ratio of such loans to the value 
of the property or the maturity of the loans [amending 
58 Stat. 291]. 

S. 796. Mr. Stewart; March 27, 1945 (Finance). 

Exempts from taxation all amounts received as income 
by a member of the armed forces during the present war. 
Effective with respect to taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1941 [amending U. S. C. 26: 22 (b) (18)]. 

S. 797. Mr. Wheeler; March 28, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 

Requires the Interstate Commerce Commission to deter- 
mine and prescribe terms and conditipns respecting the 
fixing of rates, charges, compensation, or divisions to be 
paid or observed, under which freight forwarders may by 
agreement utilize the services and instrumentalities of 
common carriers by motor vehicle; also, to specify a rea- 
sonable time after which certain existing statutory pro- 
visions relating to joint rates or charges will no longer be 
effective [amending U. 8S. C. 49: 1009]. 

S. 798. Mr. Shipstead; March 28, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 


Increases the period of limitations on actions against 
railroad carriers for recovery of overcharges from 2 to 4 
years and authorizes the making of reparation awards 
against motor carriers [amending U. 8. C. 49: 16 (3) (c), 
$22]. 

S. 800. Mr. Langer; March 28, 1945 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes $20,000,000 for a National Infantile Paralysis 
Clinic at Minneapolis, Minnesota. 


S. 802. Mr. McCarran (by request); March 29, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

In suits for the condemnation of property instituted by 
the United States, or any department, agency, etc., thereof, 
the issue of compensation may, upon demand made by 
either party not later than 10 days before trial, be tried 
before a jury. If there is no such demand the issue shall 
be tried by the court. All other issues shall be tried by 
the court. 


S. 804. Mr. Thomas of Utah; March 30, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Authorizes an increase of 250 officers in the Officers’ 
Corps of the Regular Army in initial grades not above the 
grade of captain. 

S. 805. Mr. Thomas of Utah; March 30, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). ' 

Prohibits the disclosure of information secured through 
official sources, by a Government employee or a membef 
of the armed forces, respecting any code, cipher, or crypto 
graphic or cryptanalytical system of the United States o 
any foreign government. Penalty: fine of $10,000 and/o 
imprisonment for 10 years.

S. 806. Mr. Bilbo; March 30, 1945 (District of Columbia). 

The salary of the executive secretary of the Nurses’ Ex- 
amining Board of the District of Columbia shall be fixed 
in accordance with the Classification Act of 1923 (maxi- 
mum salary now $200 per month [amending 2 D. C. C. 
408}. 


S. 807. Mr. Downey; April 2, 1945 (Civil Service). 


With certain exceptions (elected officials, department 
heads, ete.), all civilian officers and employees of the 
executive branch of the Government, all civilian employ- 
ees of the Library of Congress, the Botanic Garden, or 
the office of the Architect of the Capitol (except as here- 
after noted), and classified employees of the District of 
Columbia whose basic salary is less than $3,800 a year 
shall receive overtime pay at 114 times the basic hourly 
rate of compensation; those whose basic compensation is 
$3,800 a year or more shall be paid for overtime according 
to a schedule tapering from $1,140 for $3,800 employees to 
$654 for employees with salaries of $6,500 or more. A 
night pay differential of 10 percent of basic compensa- 
tion is established. Effective upon termination of the 
war or such earlier time as the Congress or the President 
may designate, pay for holiday work shall be at 1% times 
the basic rate of compensation. 

With certain exceptions (judges, etc.), officers and em- 
ployees in the judicial and legislative branches not pro- 
vided for under the above provisions shall be paid ad- 
ditional compensation at the rate of $350 per annum if 
their earned basic compensation is less than $1,620 a 
year and 21.6 percent if $1,620 a year-or more; part-time 
workers and workers paid on other than a time period 
basis shall receive 21.6 percent of their earned basic com- 
pensation. Per annum elevator operators and subway-car 
operators under the Architect of the Capitol shall be paid 
$350 a year, and part-time per hour employees in that 
office shall receive 21.6 percent of their basic com- 
nensation. In no case shall employees paid under the 
foregoing provisions receive in excess of 25 percent of 
their earned basic compensation. 

Amends the Classification Act of 1923 to (1) authorize 
establishment of minimum and maximum pay rates for 
classes of positions within grades, (2) provides within- 
grade salary advancements after 12 and 18 months (now 
18 and 30 months), beginning the nfonth (now quarter) 
following such advancement, and (3) liberalize provisions 
for superior accomplishment rewards by empowering the 
Civil Service Commission to delegate to department heads 
the authority to approve such rewards without prior ap- 
proval by the Commission.

Business, Employment, and Security Insurance Act— 
Levies a tax of 3 percent on the gross income of all per-

Every citizen between 
the ages of 18 and 60 who is disabled for a period longer 
than 6 months, and every mother who is a citizen and has 
the care of one or more children under 18 years of age 
shall, upon application, be entitled to an annuity payable 
in monthly installments during the period of incapacity for 
employment, or while having the care of a child or children 
under 18, as the case may be. Annuities must be spent 
within the limits of the United States, its Territories and 
possessions. Beginning 6 months after the cessation of 
hostilities, each installment of an annuity must be spent 
within 30 days of its receipt and the proceeds of a sale of 
any real property acquired through the use of money re- 
ceived as an annuity shall be expended within 6 months 
after receipt. An annuitant shall not engage in a gainful 
occupation or support any able-bodied person in idleness 
except a spouse. An annuity may be waived by filing notice 
with the Seeretary of the Treasury. Titles I and II of the 
Social Security Act (Old Age Assistance and Federal Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance) are repealed.

After June 30, 1945, dividends shall not be payable on 
stock of the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corpora- 
tion, and all dividends accumulated and unpaid shall be 
waived by the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation.

S. 825. Mr. Byrd; April 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Establishes a Research Board for National Security. 
Members (not exceeding 40) shall be appointed by the 
President, and shall include Army and Navy officers and 
civilian scientists, engineers, or industrialists. 


S. 826. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request) April 5, 
1945 (Finance). 


Authorizes participation of correspondence schools in 
the program for the education of veterans [amending 
Part VIII of Veterans’ Regulation no. 1 (a) }. 


S. 827. Mr. McFarland; April 5, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Members of the armed forces who are not entitled to 
accumulate leave credit under other laws or regulations 
shall be entitled to do so hereunder at the rate of 24%4 days 
per month for service performed between August 27, 1940, 
and 6 months after termination of the present wars.

National Fertilizer Policy Act of 1945—Establishes a 
fertilizer policy providing for Federal cooperation with 
State and local agencies for the restoration and mainte- 
nance of the Nation’s soil resources. Provides for the 
selection of State advisory committees and a National 
Fertilizer Policy Committee to formulate the policy and 
to obtain the maximum degree of participation of farmers 
in the administration of the program. 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall be responsible for a 
test-demonstration program whereby farmers in bumid 
and irrigated areas shall be provided with sufficient min- 
eral nutrients with which to determine the best nrethods 
to use such materials in the restoration of soil resources, 
ete. State and local administration of the program shall 
be conducted by the land-grant college of each State in 
cooperation with farmers and farmer organizations. The 
Tennessee Valley Autbority shall be responsible for con- 
tinuing and intensifying the existing program of such 
tests, as a pilot region for the national program. 

Additional plant capacity is authorized to be constructed 
by the Government and farmers’ cooperatives. The Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority shall construct a plant at or near 
Mobile, Ala., for the manufacture of phosphatic fertilizers 
and materials, and acquire phosphate lands in Florida to 
supply the Mobile plants as well as the Authority's Muscle 
Shoals plant. Two other plants shall be located so as to 
utilize western potash and phosphate deposits and serve 
the largest geographic area of greatest agricultural need. 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall make loans to farm- 
ers’ cooperatives for financing acquisition of mineral re- 
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serves and for acquisition, construction, etc. of fertilizer 
plants 

The Government reserves the right, in time of war or 
national defense, to require that properties constructed, 
ete., under this act shall be devoted to the manufacture of 
munitions or to other war purposes, 

A policy of holding the renfaining reserves of phosphate 
and potassic mineral in the public domain by the Govern- 
ment as a public trust in perpetuity is declared. 

S. 885. Mr. Chandler; April 17, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 


The fee for domestic money orders issued to members 
of the armed forces serving outside the United States or 
in Alaska shall be reduced to 8 cents each regardless of 
the amount thereof. 

S. 887. Mr. Shipstead; April 17, 1945 (Finance). 

Persons who sell tangible personal property in inter- 
state commerce shall not be liable for payment or collec- 
tion of any tax imposed by a State, political subdivision, 
etc., with respect to the use, enjoyment, or storage of 
such property by the purchaser thereof. 

S. 888. Mr. Thomas of Utah; April 17, 1945 (Military

Divests the Secretary of War of the power to remove 
any officer from the active list of the Regular Army during 
the national emergency, and vests in the President the 
power to appoint the board upon whose recommendations 
removals are made.

S. 953. Mr. Lucas; May 3, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Grants to the State of Illinois all rights, etc., of the 
United States to the land comprising the right-of-way of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal, and to 90 feet of land on 
each side thereof. 

S. 957. Mr. Bridges and Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 3, 
1945 (Military Affairs). 


Creates a Distinguished Service News Medal to be 
awarded to war correspondents who perform exceptionally 
meritorious services. 

S. 958. Mr. McClellan; May 3, 1945 (Expenditures in the 
Executive Departments). 


Creates a Congressional Joint Committee on Adminis- 
trative Practices and Efficiency, with interim powers, 
to investigate and study the practices, procedures, ad- 
ministrative processes, and efficiency of Government 
departments and agencies, and to keep Congress informed 
as to whether or not the laws of the United States are 
being properly and efficiently administered, recommending 
any additional legislation deemed necessary. 


S. 959. Mr. Walsh; May 3, 1945 (Commerce). 


Authorizes the Coast Guard to investigate and employ ° 


new methods of promoting safety at sea and aiding naviga- 
tion. 


S. 960. Mr. Hill; May 3, 1945 (Expenditures in the Execu- 
tive Departments. 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, until 
one year after the end of the war, to pay the travel 
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expenses of new employees of the Veterans’ Administration 
from the place of recruitment to the first post of duty. 


S. 961. Mr. McKellar; May 7, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Amends the Emergency Price Control Act of 1942 (58 
Stat. 632) to provide that a fair and equitable margin be 
allowed for processing agricultural commodities in fixing 
maximum prices. As to livestock, such margin shall 
apply to the processing of each type (species). 

S. 962. Messrs. Russell and Ellender; May 7, 1945 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 


National School Lunch Act—Authorizes $100,000,000 
annually beginning with the fiscal year 1946 (the school- 
lunch fund in the 1946 Agricultural Appropriation to be 
available immediately) to aid in supplying agricultural 
commodities and other foods for school lunch programs 
in public or nonprofit private schools of high schoo! grade 
or under. The Secretary of Agriculture shall apportion 
among the states not less than 75% of the yearly appro- 
priation ($3,000,000 for Alaska, Territory of Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands) on the bases of the 
number of school children between 5 and 17 years in the 
state and the need for assistance as indicated by the rela- 
tion between per capita income of the state and that of the 
United States. The remainder of each year’s funds, less 
4 percent for administrative expenses, may be expended 
directly by the Secretary for foods to be distributed 
among the States and participating schools. Funds ap- 
portioned to a state shall be matched by the state, 
equally for 1946-1950; by one and one-half to one for 
1951-1955 ; and by three to one thereafter. 

‘Authorizes $15,000,000 annually to enable the Commis- 
sioner of Education, under the direction of the Federal 
Security Administrator, to aid the states in their school- 
lunch and nutrition-education programs, training of per- 
sonnel, etc. Apportionment to the states shall be made 
in the same manner as for the food program, except that 
no state shall receive less than $10,000 and the appor- 
tionment to Alaska, Territory of Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands shall not exceed $450,000. 

Benefits of this act shall be available only to states 
and schools whose plans provide for serving lunch, with- 
out cost, to children who are unable to pay and without 
making any physical segregation or other discriminations 
because of such inability and, if the State maintains 
separate schools for the majority and minority races, for 
the equitable distribution of funds granted hereunder for 
the benefit of minority races. 


S. 963. Mr. Kilgore; May 7, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the coinage of 10-cent pieces bearing the 
likeness of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 

S. 964. Mr. Mitchell; May 7, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Authorizes $30,000 for the acquisition and operation of 
the Ovington estate property in Olympic National Park. 
S. 965. Mr. Tydings (by request); May 7, 1945 (Territories 

and Insular Affairs). 

Fixes a maximum sum of $7,000 as the total per diem 
compensation which may be paid to all the members of 


the Alaska Game Commission in any 1 fiscal year [amend- 
ing 57 Stat. 304). 


S. 967. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Authorizes a $1,000 increase in the pay of the chaplain 
at the U. S. Military Academy while serving under reap- 
pointment [amending U. 8. C. 10: 1137]. 

S. 968. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
employ (during the war) on part-time clerks, stenog- 
raphers, typists, and machine operators holding positions 
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in other Federal departments and agencies, compensation 
to be fixed on an hourly basis. 


S. 969. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Finance). 


Amends the National Service Life Insurance Act of 
1940. Includes stepparents and stepchildren among those 
who may be beneficiaries. For the purpose of determin- 
ing benefits to a widow or widower, cohabitation as the 
ostensible spouse of some person shall be deemed the 
equivalent of remarriage. Any person in active service 
on or after October 8, 1940, who has filed a written appli- 
cation for insurance while performing full duty and has 
been denied insurance because of his health, and who 
thereafter continued to perform his duty for 30 days or 
until incurrence of a disability resulting in death shall be 
deemed to have been granted insurance in an amount 
which when added to any other insurance in force under 
the War Risk Insurance Act, the World War Veterans’ 
Act, or this act, will aggregate $5,000. Where life con- 
tingencies are involved in calculating benefits for death 
or injury traceable to the extra hazard of military or 
naval service, such calculation shall be based upon a 
mortality table prescribed by the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs, with 3 percent interest. Beneficiaries to 
whom benefits are first payable may, with the consent of 
contingent beneficiaries (if any) assign their interests 
but such assignment shall be payable only in 240 equal 
monthly installments. Persons having custody of in- 
competent adult Indians or minor Indians may exercise 
the option as to the manner of payment of benefits pro- 
vided under this act. Automatic protection is no longer 
provided for aviation students and flying cadets whose 
deaths result from aviation accidents incurred in line of 
duty [amending U. S. C. 38: 601, 602, 607, 616]. 

S. 970. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Finance). 


Extends the 5-year-level-premium-term national service 
life insurance policies issued prior to January 1, 1946, 
for an additional 3 years [amending U. 8. C. 38: 802 (f)}. 
S. 971. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Finance). 


Grants priorities to the Veterans’ Administration equal 
to the highest granted any department or agency of the 
Government in personnel, service, space, equipment, sup- 
plies, and material. During the war and for 6 months 
thereafter the Administrator may employ additional per- 
sonnel without regard to civil service laws, and procure 
necessary space for administrative and other purposes. 
Personnel so employed shall have the right to qualify by 
competitive examination for civil-service status, and em- 
ployment of those not receiving such status shall termi- 
nate not later than 1 year after the end of the war 
[amending 58 Stat, 284]. 

S. 972, Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Finance). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
accept gifts, devises, and bequests in behalf of the general 
post fund for use of veterans. Property other than 
moneys received hereunder, may be sold or conveyed and 
the proceeds covered into the post fund. 

S. 973. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Finance). 


Repeals all laws administered by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration relating to hospital treatment, medical care, 
domiciliary care, and prosthetic appliances, and enacts 
comprehensive new provisions in lieu thereof. Liberal- 
izes or clarifies existing laws, or enacts new provisions, 
dealing with guide dogs and mechanical electronic equip- 
ment for blind veterans, furnishing of clothing to veterans, 
pensions and other monetary benefits to veterans receiving 
hospital treatment or institutional or domiciliary care 
(including special provisions relating to the insane), 
acquisition of Veterans’ Administration facilities, admin- 
istration of benefits to widows and children, payments to 
citizens or nationals of the United States confined or in- 
terned by an enemy nation, and payment of burial expenses 
of veterans. 
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S. 974. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 7, 1945 (Finance). 


Liberalizes and clarifies vocational rehabilitation and 
education and training laws administered by the Veterans’ 
Administration. Vocational training periods may exceed 
4 years if approved by the Administrator and such train- 
ing may be afforded for 7 (now 6) years after the end of 
the War. While pursuing such training veterans whose 
pension, compensation, etc., is less than the amount pro- 
vided for such training shall be paid an increased pension 
which when added to the other benefits will aggregate the 
following rates: (1) veterans with no wife or child $105; 
(2) wife but no child $115; (3) wife and one child $125, 
with $7 for each additional child; (4) no wife but one 
child $115, with $7 for each additional child; and (5) $15 
additional for each dependent parent. 

A veteran entitled to educational or training benefits 
shall be eligible therefor regardless of whether or not his 
education was impeded, delayed, etc., because of entry into 
service. The period of education to which he is entitled 
shall not exceed the time he was in active service after 
September 16, 1940 (he now gets at least 1 year). Sub- 
sistence allowance when added to pension or retirement 
shall not exceed the amount payable under Veterans’ 
Regulation 1 (a) part VII (vocational rehabilitation). 
A veteran who is eligible for education and training and 
also for vocational rehabilitation may be provided with a 
combination of such courses. An ordinary school year 
shall mean an academic year of 30 to 38 weeks. The 
range of benefits is broadened to include (1) short intense 
postgraduate or vocational training courses which shall 
be paid for at the regularly established rates and which 
shall be deemed to constitute an ordinary school year, and 
(2) correspondence courses without any maintenance al- 
lowance. Payments.to institutions may be readjusted in 
consideration of increased or decreased enrollment and 
available contributions. Books, supplies, ete., may be 
turned in to institutions for credit under certain terms 
[amending Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a) parts VII and 
VIII, and 58 Stat. 290]. 

S. 977. Messrs. Morse and Cordon; May 7, 1945 (Finance). 

Provides aid for housing for veterans who are attending 
educational institutions under title II of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act, and for their families by: (1) author 
izing the United States Housing Authority to make loans 
to public agencies for construction of housing at such 
institutions; (2) amending the Defense Housing Act (54 
Stat. 1125) to permit the Federal Works Administrator 
to construct such housing (reduced rentals for veterans 
provided for under the two foregoing provisions), and 
(3) increasing the subsistence allowance by $15 a month 
for a veteran without dependents and $30 for a veteran 
with dependents if living quarters at reduced rentals are 
not made available. 

S. 978. Mr. Bushfield; May 10, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Repeals the Wheeler-Howard Act (48 Stat. 984) and 
the supplementary Act defining election procedures, etc., 
thereunder (49 Stat. 378). Provides for disposition of 
unexpended balances in the revolving*loan fund. 

S. 981. Mr. Bilbo; May 10, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Increases the number of judicial districts for Mississippi 
from 2 to 8, and fixes terms of court in each district 
{amending U. 8. C. 28: 170]. 

S. 982. Mr. Butler; May 10, 1945 (Finance). 

Permits deduction from gross income for income-tax 
purposes, of farmers’ expenses incurred by farmers in 
leveling farm land [amending U. S. C. 26:23 (a) (1) (A), 
24 (a) (2)). 

S. 984. Mr. Walsh; May 10, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Permits the Secretary of the Navy to waive bonds re- 
quired of Navy mail clerks and assistant mail clerks. 
Unbonded clerks shall not be entitled to the extra compen- 
sation.otherwise authorized to be paid them by law. The 
Navy Department shall reimburse the Post Office Depart- 
ment annually an amount equal to funds embezzled by 
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unbonded clerks and funds expended in payment of claims 
arising from errors, losses, or defalcations by them [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 39: 135]. 

S. 987. Mr. Myers; May 10, 1945 (Civil Service). 


No person shall be discriminated against in the admin- 
istration of the civil service laws and rules because of 
total or partial blindness unless normal eyesight is abso- 
lutely indispensable in the work to be performed by him 
[amending U. S. C. 5: 633]. 

S. 988. Mr. George; May 10, 1945 (Finance). 


Prevents (1) taxation of benefit payments with respect 
to national service life, United States Government (con- 
verted), or war risk (term) insurance, and (2) inclusion 
of the value of any such policy in the measure of an estate 
for death transfer tax purposes. Retroactive to August 
12, 1935, but no refund shall be made except for payment 
of Federal taxes prior to the date of this act. 

S. 989. Mr. Johnson of California; May 10, 1945 (Public 
Lands and Surveys). 

Exempts from cancellation until May 1, 1948, certain 
desert-land entries in Chucawalla Valley, California. Au- 
thorizes further extension of 5 years if the United States is 
still at war with Germany and/or Japan. 

S. 990. Messrs. Murdock and Bankhead; May 10, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 

The secretary-treasurer of a national farm loan asso- 
ciation shall be eligible for membership on the association’s 
loan committee, which may hereafter consist of more than 
three members, and directors of the association may em- 
power the loan committee to elect applicants to member- 
ship in the association and permit two. members of such 
committee to act as the committee. 

When a farm loan is applied for, the loan committee may 
request a report from a land bank appraiser on the value 
of the security offered, and the amount of the loan may 
not exceed 65 percent of the normal value of the farm as 
thus determined. If such a report has been made to a loan 
asscciation, the Federal land bank need not request an 
additional report. The $25,000 limitation on loans in 
Puerto Rico is eliminated, leaving such loans subject to 
the $50,000 limitation applicable to land bank loans gen- 
erally. 

A land bank may agree, at the time a loan is made, or 
thereafter, that the mortgagor may make installment pay- 
ments thereon in advance or pay the entire principal of the 
loan during the first 5 years it is in effect, and it may allow 
loans to liquidate indebtedness incurred at least 2 years 
prior to the date of application (now prior to January 1, 
1937). The maximum rate of interest on defaulted pay- 
ments is reduced from 8 to 6 percent. 

A land bank may borrow jointly with other land banks 
and may permit a borrower to defer payment on the prin- 
cipal of his loan in order to pay indebtedness secured by a 
junior lien on the farm land mortgaged. It may also buy 
mortgages, and contracts for the sale of farms, from the 
Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation, subject to require- 
ments as to security, and membership in a national farm 
loan association. 

The rate on Land Bank Commissioner loans shall be 1 
percent higher than the rate on Federal land bank loans 
except in qualifying loans to veterans. Hereafter borrow- 
ers from the Land Bank Commissioner must agree to apply 
for Federal land bank loans to refinance their Commis- 
sioner loans if and when such credit becomes available to 
them. 

Denominations of farm loan bonds are left entirely to 
the discretion of the Farm Credit Administration, specific 
provisions for those in amount of $40, $100, $500, and 
$1,000 being stricken out. 

The Land Bank Commissioner may make loans on behalf 
of the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation, from Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation funds, until July 1, 146 
(now July 1, 1945), and the Farm Mortgage Corporation 
may sell and assign, without recourse and without war. 
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ranty, its notes and mortgages representing such loans to 
the Federal land bank located in the farm credit district 
in which the mortgaged properties are situated. Repay- 
ment of $50,000,000 of the original capital stock is author- 
ized [amending U. S. C. 12: 672, 712, 745, 751-753, 777, 
781, 857, 861, 874, 880, 1016, 1016¢, 1020 (b), 1020 (d) }. 

Loans made to war veterans for the purchase of farms 
and farm equipment, under the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act of 1944, may be used to purchase stock in a cooperative 
association where such purchase is required by Federal 
statute as an incident to obtaining a loan [amending 58 
Stat. 292]. 

S. 992. Mr. Ball and others; May 14, 1945 (Interstate 
Commerce). 

Directs payments by the United States of any tax levied 
by a State or Territory or by the District of Columbia in 
connection with the operation of any commercial trans- 
portation system taken over by a Government agency. 

S. 993. Messrs. Russell and McFarland; May 14, 1945 
(Naval Affairs). 

Retired pay of Navy and Marine Corps personnel tem- 
porarily appointed or promoted shall be based on the 
highest active duty pay received [amending U. 8. C. 34: 
350 i]. 

S. 1000. Mr. Eastland; May 14, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

A person in the military service shall be deemed to have 
been prejudiced in any judgment rendered against him if 
by reason of such service he was absent at the trial and 
had not selected defense counsel. Legal process on such 
judgment may be stayed and the defendant or his legal 
representative shall be permitted to appear and make any 
defense he may have [amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 520 (4), 
560 (3)]. 

S. 1001. Mr. Hayden (for Mr. McFarland); May 14, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 

Gratuitous expenditures by the United States for the 
benefit of an Indian tribe shall not be offset against any 
claim asserted unless made with the express approval of 
the tribe concerned [amending U, 8. C. 25: 475 a). 

S. 1002. Mr. Tydings (by request); May 15, 1945 (Terri- 
tories and Insular Affairs). 

Provides for a referendum in Puerto Rico on three alter- 
native forms of political status: (1) independence, (2) 
statehood, (3) Dominion of Puerto Rico. 

S. 1003. Mr. Walsh; May 15, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Permits members of the armed forces, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service, and their de- 
pendents, to occupy certain Government housing facilities 
on a rental basis without loss of rental allowances. 

S. 1006. Mr. Langer; May 15, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for the release from military or naval service 
of enlisted men who are over the age of 38 and who show 
that they will regularly engage in work in the national 
interest. 

S. 1008. Mr. Bilbo; May 17, 1945 (District of Columbia). 

Empowers the Commissioners of the District of Columbia 
to isolate, quarantine, and restrict the movements of per- 
sons who are or are believed to be affected by or carriers 
of communicable disease. Authorizes the Health Office to 
cause the removal of and detention in an institution of such 
persons [D. C. C. 6: 118, 119]. 

S. 1009. Mr. Thomas of Utah; May 17, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Extends to June 30, 1946, the authority of the President 
to requisition property for defense purposes, and extends 
to December 31, 1946, his authority to return it to the 
owner [amending 58 Stat. 624 § 1]. 

S. 1010. Mr. Thomas of Utah; May 17, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Extends for 1 year (until June 30, 1946), the authority 

of the President to.requisition military or naval equipment, 
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or munitions, or component parts thereof, or machinery, 
tools, or materials, etc., manufactured or procured for ex- 
port, the export of which has been prohibited [amending 
56 Stat. 467]. 

S. 1011. Mr. Maybank; May 17, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Establishes an honorary retired list for reserve compo- 
nents of the Army. Reservists with not less than 20 years’ 
service who are 64° years of age may have their names 
placed on the list, and if for 5 years of the 20 years’ service 
they have been on active duty, they shall, if not entitled 
to any other military retirement pay, be paid retirement 
pay at the rate of 2% percent of their active duty pay 
multiplied by the number of years of service or by 30, 
whichever is the lesser. 

S. 1012. Mr. Pepper; May 17, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Directs the Secretary of War to determine, upon appli- 
cation made within 1 year, the fair compensation for the 
use of hotels, apartment buildings, and other facilities by 
the War Department, authorizes supplementing of present 
payments, and provides for mutual cancellation rights be- 
tween the lessor and the lessee (United States). 

S. 1013. Messrs. Butler and Wherry; May 17, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Imposes a 1-year limitation on bringing of suits for 
money damages, except in cases where it is otherwise 
specifically provided (2 years for public actions unless 
the United States is not the real party at interest), pro- 
vided that the person or the property liable for the dam- 
ages shall, within the prescribed period be found within 
the United States so that process may be served. 

S. 1019. Mr. Stewart; May 17, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 

Makes individuals who are totally and permanently dis- 
abled for regular employment and who have completed 10 
years’ service, eligible for annuities of not less than $50 
per month under the Railroad Retirement Act [amending 
U.S. C. 45: 228b (3) }]. 

S. 1020. Mr. Stewart; May 17, 1945 (Immigration). 

Prohibits immigration (after the end of the present 
war) during any year when the number of unemployed 
persons in the United States is 100,000 or more, 

S. 1021. Mr. Stewart; May 17, 1945 (Finance). 

_ Provides for voluntary coverage of self-employed indi- 
viduals under the old-age and survivors insurance pro- 
visions of the Social Security Act, so much of the market 
value of the services performed as does not exceed $3,000 
in any one year to be deemed wages. 

S. 1022. Mr. Stewart; May 17, 1945 (Post Offices and Post 
Roads). 


Creates within the Federal Works Agency a Rural Local 
Roads Administration. Authorizes $1,125,000,000 to be- 
come available at the rate of $375,000,000 a year for each 
of the first 3 postwar years (not more than 214 percent for 
administrative expenses), for aid to the States and their 
local political subdivisions in the construction of toll-free 
rural local roads. Funds shall be apportioned among the 
States in accordance with the provisions of the Federal 
Highway Act, and State allotments shall be apportioned 
among the local subdivisions on the basis of: (1) mileage 
of roads used for rural mail delivery, star routes, or 
school bus service, 50 percent; (2) population, 30 percent ;

Any lease on lands added to Naval Petroleum Reserve 
No. 1 by Executive Order No. 9257, as corrected by Execu- 
tive Order 9270, which was outstanding on November 13, 
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1942 (the date of the latter order) shall terminate at the 
end of its current term. 


S. 1030. Messrs. Overton and Andrews; May 21, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Extends admiralty jurisdiction to any case of personal 
injury or property damage caused by a vessel on navigable 
water, notwithstanding the damage or injury was con- 
summated on land. 

S. 1031. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 21, 1945 (Finance). 

Handicapped veterans while receiving vocational train- 
ing shall be entitled to a pension equal to the rate provided 
for total disability. Persons receiving service-connected 
disability compensation under laws administered by the 
Veterans’ Administration are entitled to additional de- 
pendents compensation as follows: (1) if rated totally dis- 
abled, and has (a) wife but no child $25; (b) wife with 
one child $40; (c) wife and two children $52, and $10 for 
each additional child; (d) no wife but one child $15; (e) 
no wife but two children $27, and $10 for each additional 
child; (f) dependent parent or parents, $10 for each in 
addition to the foregoing amounts; (2) if rated partially 
disabled in amounts for dependents having the same ratio 
to the amounts specified in (1) as his degree of disability 
bears to total disability [amending Veterans’ Regulation 
1 (a), pt. VU, par. 3]. 

S. 1032. Messrs. Cordon and Morse; May 21, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Fixes term of United States District Court at Klamath 
Falls, Oregon, on the first Tuesday in June. 

S. 1033. Mr. Langer; May 21, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Designates the birthday of Abraham Lincoln as a legal 
holiday. 

S. 1034. Mr. Langer; May 21, 1945 (Mines and Mining). 

Directs the Secretary of the Interior to make available 
to the States geological and mining data (except confiden- 
tial information furnished by private operating or other 
companies) collected by the Geological Survey, the Bureau 
of Mines, or other Government agencies. 

S. 1036. Mr. Barkley (for Mr. Downey); May 21, 1945 
(Civil Service). F 

Honorably discharged veterans who entered upon active 
service after May 1, 1940, and who, while on terminal leave 
enter or reenter employment of the United States, its 
political subdivisions or corporations, shall be entitled to 
pay for accrued, etc., military or naval leave. Retroactive 
as to persons reentering employment prior to this act. 

S. 1037. Mr. Barkley; May 21, 1945 (Commerce). 

Water Pollution Act—Requires the Sanitary Engineering 
Division of the Public Health Service, in cooperation with 
other Federal agencies, State agencies, and municipalities 
and industries involved, to prepare comprehensive plans 
for postwar water pollution control projects, the program 
to include (1) grants-in-aid and loans to the states for 
engineering reports, plans, and specifications and for con- 
struction of treatment works, and (2) loans to persons for 
treatment works, for which purposes $50,000,000 is author- 
ized annually, expenditures to begin after the national 
emergency. Also authorizes $500,000 annually for admin- 
istrative expenses and $1,500,000 annually for investiga- 
tions, studies, etc., a portion of which may be allocated to 
State health departments to be used as grants-in-aid for 
preparing engineering reports, these two appropriations to 
begin with the fiscal year 1945. The Division shall en- 
courage cooperative activities of the state, enactment of 
uniform state laws, and interstate compacts (for which 
consent of Congress is given), and shall collect and dis- 
seminate information, make available the results of ex- 
periments, etc. Policies and programs are subject to a 
review by a Water Pollution Control Advisory Board, 
which is established in the Service. 


S. 1040. Mr. Pepper; May 21, 1945 (Immigration). 
An alien merchant seaman, regardless of age, who has 
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served honorably for at least 1 year on board an American- 
owned vessel, between September 1, 1939, and the cessation 
of hostilities, may, upon application, be granted a certifi- 
eate of lawful entry which must include affidavits from 
two citizens of the United States, as to his character and 
loyalty, show evidence of maritime service and aver that 
he will continue in such employment as long as the United 
States is at war. The certificate may be issued immedi- 
ately if, prior to application the applicant and witnesses 
shall have appeared in person for examination. Voluntary 
discontinuance of such employment before cessation of 
hostilities shall be deemed fraud and subject the certificate 
of lawful entry to revocation. Petition must be filed 
within 1 year after cessation of hostilities. 

S. 1042. Mr. Bailey; May 24, 1945 (Commerce). 

Requires the Federal Security Administrator to provide 
for the certification of batches of.drugs composed wholly 
or partly of penicillin or any derivative thereof and brings 
such drugs under the law relating to misbranded drugs, 
ete. [amending U. 8S. C. 29: 502). 

S. 1043. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; May 24, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Sets aside certain lands from the Rainy Mountain School 
Reserve in Oklahoma in trust for the Indians of the Kiowa, 
Comanche, and Apache Indian Reservation. 


S. 1044. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; May 24, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the use of certain Seneca Indian School lands 
in Oklahoma to provide for additional storage space in the 
Pensocola Reservoir of the Grand River Dam project, and 
provides for compensating that school for damages in flood 
of 1943. 

S. 1045. Mr. Walsh; May 24, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes discharge, with pay and allowances, and pay- 
ment of transportation in kind and subsistence from place 
of discharge to their home, of personnel of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard (when operating as a 
part of the Navy) who were under age at the time of 
enlistment. Repeals Public Law 398, 78th Congress. 

S. 1046. Mr. Walsh; May 24, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Except as hereinafter provided, (1) no _ battleship, 
cruiser, aircraft carrier, destroyer, or submarine shall be 
disposed of or be declared surplus to Navy needs, and (2)

Plants controlled by the Navy may 
be leased for periods of 5 years if a report of intention to 
lease is made to Congress, and 60 legislative days have 
elapsed within which Congress has not opposed such action 
by concurrent resolution. 


S. 1047. Mr. Morse; May 24, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 
Confers jurisdiction upon the United States Court of 

Claims with respect to suit No. E-344, instituted by the 

Klamath and Modoc Tribes and Yahooskin Band of Snake 

Indians. 

S. 1049. Mr. McClellan; May 24, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Fixes a 2-year term for all officers of the Government who 
are appointed by the President, other than Cabinet mem- 
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_ Senate Bills 


bers, Judges, postmaster, and officers of the armed forces, 
the Public Health Service, and the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. 


S. 1050. Messrs. Wagner and Murray; May 24, 1945 
(Finance). 


Social Security Amendments of 1945—Hxpands and 
liberalizes the Social Security program as follows: (1) 
Authorizes $950,000,000 for a 10-year program of Federal 
grants and loans for construction and expansion of hospi- 
tals, health centers, and related facilities, grants to be 
based upon the per capita income of each State and to be 
for not less than 25 percent nor more than 50 percent of 
the project cost (Hospital and Health Center Construction 
Act) ; supplementary loans to grantees not to exceed 25 per- 
cent of the project cost; (2) grants to States for public 
health services and maternal and child health and welfare 
services shall range from 25 to 75 percent of the total public 
funds expended under approaved State programs ; grants to 
States for assistance to needy persons shall range from 50 
to 75 percent of the total expended ; (3) a permanent United 
States Employment Service is created, to which there shall 
be transferred after the war the present employment serv- 
ice and all related activities of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion; (4) a National social insurance system is established 
(Social Insurance Contributions Act) which shall provide 
primary and dependent’s personal health benefits entitling 
those covered to medical care, ete., and hospital care of 
60 days a year with a possible maximum of 120 days if 
the insurance fund permits ; 3 percent of wages and salaries 
collected, supplemented by allocations from the National 
Social Insurance Trust Fund (created hereunder as a 
depository for all contributions) shall be set aside in a 
special account to meet these costs; technical administra- 
tion shall be under the Surgeon General of the Public 
Health Service; (5) unemployment insurance benefits shall 
be payable for 26 weeks with a possible maximum of 52 
weeks if funds are adequate; weekly benefits shall range 
from $5 to $20 for single persons and $8 to $30 for persons 
having 3 or more dependents ; (6) the old-age and survivor's 
insurance is broadened to include monthly cash benefits 
to totally disabled workers for 6 months or more before 
they reach retirement age ; minimum benefits are increased 
to $20 (now $10) and maximum benefits to $120 (now 
$85); the existing provision which permits an individual 
to earn $15 and still draw insurance benefits is liberalized 
to increase the amount of $25 and in the case of blind per- 
sons to $50; (7) coverage is extended to farm and domestic 
workers, employees of nonprofit institutions, independent 
farmers, professionals, and small businessmen, and to em- 
ployees to States and political subdivisions, if authorized 
by compact; (8) contributions required for insurance pro- 
gram shall be 4 percent each for employer and employee, 
Government contribution authorized when necessary; (9) 
social security protection shall be extended to members 
of the armed forces by granting “wage credits” of $160 
monthly for military service, the cost to be borne by the 
Federal Government; preference in post-graduate educa- 
tion and training in medical, dental, and related fields shall 
be given veterans; (10) a National Advisory Social Security 
Policy Council is set up to formulate policies on legislation 
and administration, and a National Advisory Hospital Con- 
struction Council and a National Advisory Medical Policy 
Council are established [amending U. 8. C. 26: 1400, 1401, 
1410, 1600; 58 Stat. 682). 

S. 1054. Mr. Stewart; May 24, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Authorizes the War Food Administrator to make recom- 


‘mendations to the Price Administrator for the establish- 


ment or adjustment of maximum prices for food or feed 
[amending U. S. C. 50 App.: 903). 


_S. 1056. Mr. Stewart; May 24, 1945 (Immigration). 


Prohibits naturalization of aliens until 6 months after 
the end of the war. 
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S. 1057. Mr. Stewart; May 24, 1945 (Immigration). 


Establishes a Bureau of Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion as an independent agency of the Government. 


S. 1059. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma (by request); May 28, 
1945 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


No grain warehouseman whose receipts are tenderable 
in satisfaction of futures contracts shall deal directly or 
indirectly in grain. Licenses, which must be renewed by 
January 1, 1946, shall not be issued in such cases.

Permits occupancy of alley dwellings in District of 
Columbia until July 1, 1946 (now 1944) [amending D. C. C. 
25: 26, 27a}. 

S. 1067. Mr. Bilbo; May 28, 1945 (District of Columbia). 


Permits appointment of a retired officer of the United 
States Public Health Service as Superintendent of Gall- 
inger Municipal Hospital in the District of Columbia. 
Effective during the war and for 6 months thereafter. 

S. 1068. Mr. Bridges; May 28, 1945 (Finance). 

Substitutes for a provision granting abatement of income 
tax for members of the armed forces of the United States 
or any of the United Nations, upon death, a provision ex- 
empting from such tax the compensation received by any

(13) ]. 

S. 1070. Mr. Wiley; May 31, 1945 (Finance). 


The Veterans’ Administration shall set up a pool of com- 
petent exservicemen of World Wars I and II, trained in 
matters pertaining to veterans’ affairs, so that each Sen- 
ator, upon request, may have a full-time veterans’ aide 
detailed to him to handle the veterans’ problems of his 
office. 
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S. 1073. Mr. Langer; May 31, 1945 (Finance). 

Adjusted Compensation Act of 1945—Honorably dis- 
charged members of the armed forces or of any reserve 
component thereof, and officers of the Public Health Serv- 
ice while detailed with the Army or Navy, shall be paid 
an amount equal to $5.50 for each day of overseas service, 
and $2.75 for each day of home service, but not to 
exeeed $10,000 for any one veteran. This amount 
shall be paid in 10-year bonds at 3 percent interest 
in denominations of $50 having a total face value 
up to the highest multiple of $50 in the amount of 
the veteran’s adjusted-service credit. Provision is made 
for payment in case of death to a designated beneficiary 
or to the veteran’s estate.

Provides for $1,000 payment to each Sioux Indian (or his 
heirs) who suffered death or wounds in the massacre at 
Wounded Knee Creek or December 29, 1890. 

S. 1078. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; May 31, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture and Forestry). 

Prohibits matching of Federal funds for cooperative 
agricultural extension work by funds obtained from sources 
other than public sources [amending U. 8. C. 7: 343; re- 
pealing U. 8. C. 5: 563]. 

S. 1079. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; June 1, 1945 (Finance). 

Establishes in the Veterans’ Administration a Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery which shall include a Med- 
ical Corps, Dental Corps, Nurse Corps, and Administrative 
Corps. Each corps shall include a commissioned Regular 
Corps and a Reserve Corps and necessary noncommissioned 
personnel. Commissioned officers of the Regular Corps 
shall receive the same pay and allowances as officers of 
corresponding grades of the Medical Department of the 
Army, and officers of Reserve Corps shall receive the 
same pay and allowance when on active duty as commis- 
sioned oilicers of the Regular Corps.

Authorizes $7,500 annually for payment of travel and 
other expenses of members of the tribal council, business 
committees, ete., of the Osage Tribe of Indians in 
Oklahoma.

S. 1098. Mr. Hatch (by request); June 4, 1945 (Public 

Lands and Surveys). 

Each tract of land released to the United States by 
railroads [pursuant to U. 8. C. 49: 65 (b) ] shall be deemed 
public domain and shall be administered by that agency 
charged with the administration of the withdrawal or 
reservation in which the released land lies. 

S. 1099. Messrs. Aiken and Pepper; June 4, 1945 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 

Authorizes necessary sums to enable the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Public Health Service to provide grants to aid 
States, political subdivisions, etec., in developing and main- 
taining dental health programs. Creates an advisory 
National Dental Health Council consisting of the Surgeon 
General, the Assistant Surgeon General (Dental) and 6 
other members who shall be dental authorities not other- 
wise employed by the United States. 

S. 1104. Mr. McKellar; June 6, 1945 (Post Offices and Post 
Roads). 

Increases the appropriation for the Inter-American 
Highway from $20,000,000 to $45,000,000, of which 
$17,500,000 may be spent without regard to matching of 
funds by Central American republics. One-half of the 
expenses paid from sums available on a matching basis 
shall be furnished by the cooperating republics. No ex-

At least 10 percent of the players of each major league 
baseball team shall be persons who have lost one or more 
limbs, or an arm or a foot. 

S. 1109. Mr. Tydings (by request); June 6, 1945 (Terri- 
tories and Insular Affairs). 

Restores a certain described tract of Hawaiian home- 
land to its previous status under the control of the 
Territory. 

S. 1112. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma and Mr. Moore; June 
6, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides for nomination of officers of the Osage Tribe 
of Indians in Oklahoma [amending 45 Stat. 1481]. 
8S. 1113. Mr. Hill; June 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Permits admission to the United States Military Acad- 
emy of appointees between the ages of 17 and 24 years 
(regular admission age is between 17 and 22 years) who 
have served honorably for at least 1 year in the United 
States or Allied armed forces during the World War II. 
Entrance examinations as to educational qualifications 
of such appointees may be waived if they are high school 
graduates [amending U. S. C. 10: 1094]. 


S. 1115. Mr. Hill; June 6, 1945 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Amends the Rural Electrification Act to provide for 
rural telephone service, authorizing the R. F. C. to loan 
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$50,000,000 annually to the R. B. A. to be used in making 
35-year self-liquidating, 1% percent loans to persons cor- 
porations, States, Territories, municipalities, cooperatives, 
nonprofit or limited-dividend associations, and mutuals for 
the purpose of providing and improving such service. Au- 
thorizes $25,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 1946. 
Fifty percent of the annual sums made available shall be 
allotted the States in the proportion which the number of 
farms not then receiving telephone service bears to the 
total number of such farms in the United States (at least

scribers), and the remaining 50 percent shall be allotted in 
the States and Territories at the discretion of the Adminis- 
trator except that not more than 10 percent may be em- 
ployed in any one State, or in all the Territories, 


S. 1116. Mr. Ball; June 7, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides additional pay of $10 per month for enlisted 
men of the Army who are awarded the medical badge. 


S. 1117. Mr. Walsh; June 7, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes conveyance of the Casa Dorinda estate, Cali- 
fornia, to Robert Woods Bliss and Mildred B. Bliss. 


S. 1120. Messrs. Overton and McCarran; June 7, 1945 
(Judiciary). 


Reorganization Act of 1945—The President shall investi- 
gate all Government departments and agencies, determine 
necessary organizational changes, and prepare reorganiza- 
tion plans and transmit them to Congress. Any such plan 
shall take effect 60 days after its transmission to Congress 
if within that time both Houses have not passed a con- 
current resolution stating that they do not favor it. - No 
plan shall provide for the abolition or transfer of an 
executive department or of the municipal government of 
the District of Columbia. That part of section 5 of title 1 
of the First War Powers Act, 1941 relating to restoration 
of the functions of executive departments, etc., upon termi- 
nation of Title I (U. 8S. C. 50 App. 601-605) is repealed. 

S. 1123. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; June 8, 1945 (Finance). 

Public Works Act of 1945—Authorizes $1,000,000,000 per 
year for the first 3 fiscal years following enactment to be 
used by the Federal Works Administrator to make loans 
and/or grants to public agencies for public works projects, 
including schools, hospitals, etc. No grant shall exceed 50 
percent of the cost of the project. 


S. 1124, Mr. Guffey; June 8, 1945 (Finance). 

Income tax liability of persons who served in the armed 
forces after September 1, 1940, shall be canceled for (1) the 
last taxable year ending prior to entry upon such service, 
(2) each taxable year ending during such service, and (3) 
the first taxable year beginning after separation from serv- 
ice. Any assessment for the foregoing periods shall be 
abated, and if paid shall be credited or refunded. 

With respect to taxable years between December 31, 
1944, and the sixth January 1 following the date of 
honorable discharge, a veteran of the present war who was 
not above major or lieutenant commander at the time of 
discharge may exclude from gross income an amount equal 
to $200 multiplied by the number of his surtax exemptions.

(Appropriations). 

Increases the salaries of the Vice President and the 
Speaker of the House to $25,000 and of Cabinet Members 
and Members of Congress, Delegates from Territories, and 
Resident Commissioner from Puerto Rico to $20,000 
[amending U. 8. C. 2:31, 3:44; 5:3]. 

S. 1128. Mr. Radcliffe; June 8, 1945 (Commerce). 


Merchant Seamen’s War Service Act—Requires the 
Chairman of the Maritime Commission to issue a Certificate 
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of War Service, upon application within 2% years after 
the termination of hostilities, to any person who: (a) 
Between September 30, 1941, and 6 months after the ter- 
mination of hostilities, served in the Merchant Marine; 
and (b) at the time of filing the application is (1) a citizen 
of the United States, or (2) a bona fide resident of the 
Jnited States, or (3) eligible for citizenship by naturaliza- 
tion, and has rendered not less than 90 days of substantially 
continuous maritime war service, or was separated from 
such service by disability, death, or detention by the enemy, 
or was separated from the service because his continued 
service was not necessary. Certificates issued prior to 6 
months after the termination of hostilities shall bear a 
death, disability, or release indorsement. Benefits payable 
to holders of such Certificates of War Service include: 
(1) hospitalization and medical, surgical, and dental 
treatment, at Public Health Service facilities (medical ad- 
vice and out-patient treatment for dependents in case of 
death or disability of the seamen) ; (2) vocational rehabili- 
tation, under the Vocational Rehabilitation Act; (3) edu- 
eation or training (free tuition and incidental expenses 
up to $500 a year, for 1 year, plus subsistence allowance of 
$50 a month, or $75 a month if there are dependents) ; 
(4) loans for the purchase or construction of homes, farms, 
or business property (up to $2,000, with interest at 4 per- 
cent) ; (5) employment rights, including (a) use of United 
States Employment Service facilities, (b) preference in all 
civilian positions in the United States Maritime Com- 
mission, the War Shipping Administration, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, the Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation, the Army Transport Service, and the Bureau 
of Customs, and (c) reemployment rights (existing 40-day 
limit on application for reemployment extended to 90 days, 
and in the event of a person hospitalized immediately after 
such service, 1 year) ; (6) disability benefits ranging from 
$11.50 to $265 per month, death benefits to dependents 
and burial benefits up to $200. A Board of War-Service 
Seamen’s Appeals shall be established in the Commission 
to handle all questions on claims involving benefits ad- 
ministered under this act. No person who is entitled to 
compensation under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 
1944 or under any other act administered by the Adminis- 
trator of Veterans’ Affairs shall be entitled to benefits under 
this act [amending 57 Stat. 374, 379; Public Law 410, 78th 
Cong. |. 
S. 1130. Mr. Pepper; June 8, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of War to determine, upon appli- 
cation made within 1 year, the,fair compensation for the 
use of hotels and apartment buildings leased by the 
United States to house, feed and service personnel of the 
War Department or the Army, authorizes supplementing 
of present payments to such fair compensation, and pro- 
vides for mutual cancellation rights between the lessor 
and the lessee (United States). 
S. 1136. Mr. McCarran; June 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for the evacuation and repatriation of the 
remains of certain persons, including members of the 
armed forces and government employees, who have died 
since December 7, 1941, and are buried overseus and 
whose remains could not heretofore be returned because 
of wartime shipping restrictions. 

S. 1138. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; 
(Finance). 


Amends and supplements provisions relating to guar- 
anty of loans to veterans of World War II under the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act. Extends from 2 years 
after separation from the service or termination of the 
war to 5 years thereafter (whichever is the later date) 
the time within which a yeteran may apply for a guar- 
anty, and from 5 years to 10 years after the termination 
of the war the final date for such application. Loans 
for farm purposes may be used for purchase of seed, feed, 
and fertilizer. As to nonrealestate business loans: (1) 
the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may reimburse a

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federally or State supervised financial institution for 
losses which it may sustain from loans which would be 
eligible for a guaranty, up to 15 percent of the total 
amount of loans of that type which it makes, except as 
to loans for more than $4,000 or carrying interest at 
more than 4 percent; (b) the guaranty privilege of a 
veteran shall be charged with 50 percent of any such loan 
{amending U. S. C. 38: 694, 694b, 694c]. 

All national banks, and all other banks and trust com- 
panies in the District of Columbia and other Territories 
and possessions of the United States may make loans 
which are guaranteed. 

Federal savings and loan associations may make loans 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act, property im- 
provement loans to veterans of World War II or others 
under title I of the National Housing Act (housing reno- 
vation and modernization), and other secured or un- 
secured loans for property improvement or home equip- 
ment (maximum amount of an unsecured loan, $2,000; 
maximum total of unsecured loans, 15 percent of an 
association’s assets) [amending U. S. 12: 1464]. 

A Federal Home Loan bank may make advances to its 
members upon the security of notes of veterans of World 
War II or others, insured or insurable under title I of 
the National Housing Act or guaranteed under the Serv- 
icemen’s Readjustment Act [amending U. 8. C. 12: 14380a], 

The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may adjust 
claims, etec., arising out of loan guaranties. The minority 
of a veteran, or the spouse of a veteran, shall not pre 
clude the guaranty of a loan. The amount of guaranty 
available shall be measured by the entire value of a 
veteran’s property, including the interest of his or her 
spouse. 


S. 1139. Mr. Walsh; June 12, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Provides relief to residents of Guam through settlement 
of claims up to $5,000 for damage or injury arising in 
Guam as a result of United States military activities, 
Claims in excess of $5,000 may be certified to Congress 
by the Secretary of the Navy. This act is not applicable 
to claims arising out of activities of the Coast Guard 
when operating under the Treasury Department. 

S. 1140. Mr. Magnuson; June 12, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Repeals (1) the Wheeler-Howard Act (48 Stat. 984); 
(2) the supplementary act defining election procedures, 
etc., thereunder (49 Stat. 378); and (3) the act extending 
certain provisions of the Wheeler-Howard Act to the 
Territory of Alaska (49 Stat. 1250). Provides for dis- 
position of unexpended balances in the revolving loan 
fund. 


S. 1141. Mr. Barkley; June 13, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Extends the benefits of the Civil Service Retirement 
Act to officers and employees of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion compensated from private endowments. 


S. 1145. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; June 14, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Provides for refund of taxes illegally paid by Indians 
on lands, rents, royalties or other gains, upon claims 
filed prior to January 29, 1944, notwithstanding any previ- 
ous decision of the Treasury or the courts [amending 
56 Stat. 21 § 2]. 

S. 1146. Mr. Gurney; June 14, 1945 (Finance). 

Permits filing an application for payment of adjusted- 
service benefits after the maturity date of the certificate. 
In cases where settlement under a certificate has been 
made pursuant to the World War Adjusted Compensation 
Act, because application for payment was not seasonably 
made, the additional amount which would have been pay- 
able (including interest on bonds) if the application had 
been seasonably made shall be computed as of the date 
of that settlement and paid by check from the adjusted 
service certificate fund [amending U. S. C. 388: 686b (a) ]. 
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S. 1147. Mr. Magnuson; June 25, 1945 (Finance). 


General Welfare Act amendments to the Social Secu- 
rity Act—Requires State agencies, in determining needs 
of an individual claimant of old-age assistance, to except 
wages, not exceeding $30 per month, and (after June 30, 
1946) ownership or income from insurance policies or 
home. 

Increases the Federal contribution after July 1, 1946, 
from one-half to two-thirds of the sums expended under 
the State plan as exceeds $45, with 3 percent [now 5] 
allocated for administration of the State plan, plus an 
additional 2 percent for funeral expenses of deceased 
recipients, but not exceeding $120 in any one case. 

Appropriates to the Federal Old-age and Survivors In- 
surance Trust Fund, amounts equal to 20 percent of the 
victory tax (imposed by the Revenue Act of 1942), and 
100 percent of the taxes received under the matured 
annuity tax on individuals. 

Deductions in monthly insurance benefits shall be made 
only if the claimant earned wages of more than $30. 

Provides for an additional matured annuity (maximum 
of $85) to claimants 65 years of age who have paid and 
are not in default on any installment of their matured 
annuity tax. Beginning December 31, 1945, there shall be 
levied and collected a matured annuity tax 3 percent on 
income up to $3,000 and if any individuals’ income is in- 
sufficient to impose a tax of at least $83 per quarter, such 
individual may voluntarily pay the difference [amending 
U.S. C. 42: 302-8, 401, 403]. 


S. 1148. Messrs. Magnuson and Mitchell; June 14, 1945 
(Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes service medals for members of the armed 
forces for service in the Aleutians or elsewhere in Alaska 
west of Sitka between December 7, 1941, and the termina- 
tion of hostilities in the present war. 

S. 1151. Messrs. La Follette and Aiken; June 15, 1945 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 

National Food Allotment Act—Directs the Secretary of 
Agriculture (during the existence of the War Food Ad- 
ministration the War Food Administrator) to establish 
and administer the following national food allotment plan. 

Food allotment coupons of various monetary values shall 
be issued to householders (on the basis of size and income 
classification) whose normal food expenditures are less 
than the reasonable cost of a prescribed food allotment. 
Prices for coupons (other than free coupons) shall be so 
fixed that the cost of coupons required to purchase the 
basic food allotment for a household shall not be more 
than 40 percent of their face value, whichever is the 
greater. Unemployed male members of a household ap- 
plying for coupons who are between 16 and 25 yeurs of 
age may be required to show registration at an employ- 
ment office and that employment has not been refused 
within the past 6 weeks. Discrimination in the issuance 
and utilization of such coupons because of race, religious 
creed, etc., is prohibited. 

In order to consume concentrate increased consumption 
upon surplus food or foods which are most needed in 
diets, coupon holders may be required to use one-third 
of the face value of their coupons for specifically desig- 
nated foods or to buy any one of a group of foods, or there 
may be included with coupons that are sold other coupons 
which may be exchanged for specifically designated foods. 
Not more than 10 percent of the aggregate value of coupons 
issued shall be free coupons. The facilities and services 
of the Department of Agriculture may be used, regional 
and local offices established, and agreements made to use 
An Advisory Council on Nu- 
trition shall be set up. Food coupons shall be redeemed 
through cooperation of the Treasury Department, the 
General Accounting Office and banking institutions. 

Review of law and fact by United States district courts 
is provided for persons aggrieved by determinations of the 
Administrator. 
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S. 1152. Mr. McCarran; June 15, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


District of Columbia Servicemen’s Readjustment En- 
abling Act of 1945—Removes disability of minority of a 
resident of the District of Columbia who is otherwise eli- 
gible for guaranty of a loan pursuant to the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944. Permits building associations, 
savings and loan associations, etc., operating under D, C, 
laws to invest funds in (1) property-improvement loans 
insurable under the National Housing Act; (2) loans to 
veterans of World War II when guaranteed by a loan- 
guaranty certificate; and (3) other loans for property 
alteration, repair, etc. No unsecured loan shall exceed 
$2,000 and the total amount invested in unsecured loans 
shall not exteed 15 percent of the associations’ assets. 
Associations may also lend money to World War II vet- 
erans upon the security of a first deed of trust or first 
mortgage upon real estate. 


S. 1153. Mr. McCarran; 
Columbia). 


Grants to teachers, officers and other employees of the 
Board of Education of the District of Columbia salary 
increases as follows: 20 percent on that part of basic salary 
which does not exceed $1,200 per year plus 10 percent on 
that part between $1,200 and $4,600 and 5 percent on that 
part in excess of $4,600. Provides additional compensa- 
tion in sums of $100 or $200 for teachers, etc., in certain 
classes.

Grants to the State of New Mexico certain publie lands 
for the use and benefit of public institutions of that state. 


S. 1159. Messrs. Stewart and Maybank; June 18, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Requires that military personnel who have served 12 
months or more in the European area be returned to the 
United States for a 30-day furlough before being sent to 
the Pacific or Asiatic area. 

S. 1160. Mr. Pepper and others; June 18, 1945 (Com- 
merce). 

National Neuropsychiatric Institute Act—Authorizes: 
(1) $4,500,000 for erection by the Federal Works Admin- 
istration of a National Neuropsychiatric Institute, and 
(2) $10,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1946, and 
necessary sums thereafter for the Administration of the 
Institute, which shall be established in the Public Health 
Service for the purpose of conducting research, etc., relating 
to neuropsychiatric disorders. The Surgeon General of 
the Public Health Service as administrative officer may 
assist, through grants, etc., States, counties, health dis- 
tricts, and other political subdivisions, and nonprofit 
agencies, in measures for the prevention, treatment and 
control of such disorders and may make grants-in-aid to 
universities, hospitals, laboratories, other public and pri- 
vate institutions, and to individuals for research projects. 
A National Advisory Mental Health Council, composed 
of the Surgeon General (ex officio) as chairman and 6 
members appointed by him, with the approval of the Fed- 
eral Security Administrator, from among leading medical 
and scientific authorities, shall review research projects, 
applications for grants-in-aid, etc., and make recommen- 
dations. 


S. 1161. Mr. Eastland; June 18, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 


Authorizes the conveyance of all right, title, and intefest 
of the United States in and to certain space in the Jackson 
(Mississippi) City Hall.

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S. 1162. Mr. O’Mahoney; June 18, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 


Conveys a portion of the National Elk Refuge to the 
State of Wyoming. 

S. 1163. Mr. Downey; June 19, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides for two additional district judges for the 
Northern district of California. 

S. 1164. Mr. Butler; June 19, 1945 (Finance). 

Provides for a statutory award of $10 per month to any 
war veteran who was wounded, gassed, injured, or disabled 
by an instrumentality of war in a zone of hostilities. For 
the purposes of U. S. C. 38: 503-507 (relating to payment 
to widows and children) a veteran entitled to the foregoing 
award shall be deemed 10 percent or more disabled at 
the time of his death. 

S. 1165. Mr. Butler; June 19, 1945 (Finance). 

Increases by $10 the wartime service-connected death 
compensation rates, and by $7 the peacetime service-con- 
nected death compensation rates of World War widows. 
Eliminates provisions placing a maximum on the amount 
payable to a widow, child, or children [amending U. 8S. C. 
38 : 731]. 

S. 1166. Mr. Butler; June 19, 1945 (Finance). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
decentralize authority to review veterans’ claims of service- 
connected disability to field adjudicative agencies with 
power to issue final monetary awards. On appeal from 
denial of claims, a brief on appeal containing a complete 
résumé of the record shall be required by each rating agency 
of the Veterans’ Administration for submission to the 
Board of Veterans’ Appeals, Any honorably discharged 
veteran who is suffering from a service-incurred, or service- 
aggravated disability or who is permanently and totally 
disabled by reason of non-service-connected disability, who 
shall have applied for and been denied compensation, may 
file suit against the Veterans’ Administration in the United 
States district court. 

S. 1167. Mr. Butler; June 19, 1945 (Finance). 

Increases the pension payable to veterans suffering from 
permanent total non-service-connected disabilities from $50 
to $75 per month [amending Veterans Regulation No. 1 
(a), pt. ITI, par. I (f)]. 

S. 1169. Mr. Bridges; June 19, 1945 (Privileges and Elec- 
tions). 

In case of vacancy in the offices of both President and 
Vice President of the United States, the order of succession 
shall be: the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the 
President pro tempore of the Senate, and thereafter Cabinet 
members in the present order of succession. 

S. 1170. Mr. Green; June 20, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 

Silver held or owned by the United States may be sold 
or leased for war purposes until December 31, 1946 (now 
1944) [amending U.S. C.3: 784c]. 

S. 1171. Messrs. Hatch, Burton, and Ball; June 20, 1945 
(Education and Labor). 


Federal Industrial Relations Act—Substitutes for the 
National Labor Relations Board a five-member Federal 
Labor Relations Board which shall have authority over 
the peaceful settlement of labor controversies. Estab- 
lishes a three-member Unfair Labor Practices Tribunal to 
enforce the prohibition of unfair labor practices. 

Requires employers and employees to make every 
reasonable effort to settle controversies by agreement, and 
prohibits any party to a controversy from changing the 
conditions out of which a dispute arose by any one-sided 
action until the procedures for settlement which the act 
provides are exhausted. With this limitation, the right 
to strike is expressly preserved. Settlement procedures 
are, in the order of resort: (1) negotiations between au- 
thofized representatives of the parties to a controversy ; 
(2) mediation by the Federal Labor Relations Board; (3) 
voluntary arbitration; (4) hearing and report by a fact- 
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finding commission. If the fact-finding commission deter- 
mines that compulsory settlement is necessary because 
severe hardship would result from deprivation of essen- 
tial service, and the parties do not agree upon a settlement 
or upon arbitration, it shall file an award which shall have 
the force of an arbitration award and be binding upon 
the parties for 1 year, normally, but for not more than 2 
years. In grievance cases, an adjustment board shall be 
authorized to make a binding award. 

Controversies subject to the act are those arising out 
of employment which directly affects: (1) producing, han- 
dling, ete., of materials for distribution in substantial 
quantities in national or international commerce or their 
distribution in substantial quantities in such commerce, or 
(2) the supplying of public or private utility service in 
substantial quantities in such commerce. Excluded are 
controversies arising out of employment: (1) by Federal, 
State, or local government; (2) by an employer of less 
than 20 employees (unless a substantial interruption of 
commerce is threatened); (3) in agricultural labor by 
farmers; (4) in domestic service; (5) by a labor organiza- 
tion; (6) covered by the Railway Labor Act. Also ex- 
cluded are disputes over which the National War Labor 
Board takes jurisdiction as long as the War Labor Dis- 
putes Act remains in effect. 

Provisions of the National War Labor Act which pro- 
hibit unfair labor practices are expanded. The ban on 
such practices is imposed upon employees as well as upon 
employers. A closed-shop agreement is permitted only if: 
(1) the union represents 75 percent of the employees in- 
volved; (2) the agreement is ratified by 60 percent of the 
employees covered by it; (8) the union admits to member- 
ship any employee or prospective employee on equal 
terms with at least a majority of the existing membership ; 
and (4) no member of the union shall be deprived of his 
membership except on written charge and after a fair 
hearing [amending U. S. C. 29: 152-156, 158, 160-162; 
repealing U. S. C. 29: 159]. 

The Unfair Labor Practices Tribunal shall investigate 
and report to Congress on the desirability of legislation 
to assure democratic control of laber organizations and 
of employer organizations engaged in collective bar- 
gaining. 

S. 1173. Mr. Butler; June 20, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Members of the armed forces who have served in the 
United States are no longer ineligible for mustering-out 
payments for active service performed prior to discharge 
or relief from active service on their own initiative to 
accept employment, or, in the case of persons thus re- 
lieved, for active service prior to discharge while in such 
inactive status. Application for payment must be made 
within 1 year from date of enactment of this act [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 38: 691la]. 

S. 1174. Messrs. Bilbo, Burton, and Mead; June 20, 1945

S. 1176. Mr. Pepper; June 20, 1945 (Finance). 

Amends the educational provisions of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act (title II) by: (1) making the benefits 
available regardless, whether an individual’s education was 
interrupted by his entering the service, and removing the 
distinction as to veterans over 25 when entering the serv- 
ice; (2) removing the requirement that educational courses

S. 1177. Mr. Morse; June 20, 1945 (Finance). 

Exempts War Savings bonds from execution, levy, at- 
tachment, or other legal process, in an amount up to $10,- 
000 [amending U. 8S. C. 81: 757e (d)]. 

S. 1178. Messrs. Pepper and Morse; June 21, 1945 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 

Women’s Equal Pay Act of 1945—Declares it an unfair 
wage practice for any employer engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce or in transactions affecting such com- 
merce to discriminate between the sexes as to payment of 
wages, discharging of personnel, ete. Provides for the 
appointment of industry committees for industries in which 
unfair wage practices may exist. Creates an Equal Puy 
Division within the Women’s Bureau 6f the Department of 
Labor to carry out the purposes of this act. 

S. 1179. Mr. Bushfield; June 21, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Subjects Indian reservations, all persons thereon, and 
all Indians, within any State to the criminal laws of the 
State. 

S. 1181. Mr. Wagner; June 21, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

The Export-Import Bank of Washington: (1) is con- 
tinued in existence until January 22, 1957 (now January 
22, 1947, or such earlier date as may be fixed by the Presi- 
dent); (2) may guarantee (as well as discount) notes, 
drafts, and other instruments of indebtedness) (3) may 
borrow money and rediscount notes, etc., without the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury; (4) shall have a 
capital of $1,000,000,000 which shall be subscribed by the 
United States. The Secretary of the Treasury may pur- 
chase from time to time acceptable obligations of the 
Bank not in excess of two and one-half its paid-in capital;

S. 1182. Mr. McMahon; June 25, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Increases membership of Board of Parole from 38 to 5, 
transfers power to appoint members from the Attorney 
General to the President, provides for a chairman at $12,- 
000 a year, and increases the annual salary of each of 
the other members from $7,500 to $10,000 [amending U. S. C. 
18: 723a]. 

S. 1185. Mr. Wheeler; June 25, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Changes the designation of Custer Battlefield National

Monument.” 


S. 1186. Mr. Stewart; June 25, 1945 (Interoceanic Canals).

S. 1187. Mr. White and Mr. Shipstead; June 25, 1945 
(Finance). 


Authorizes appointment of an advisory committee of 
members of the medical and related professions to advise 
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. 
the President with respect to programs for medical care and 
hospitalization for veterans. 


S. 1188. Mr. Green; June 25, 1945 (Finance). 


Social Security Act Amendments of 1945—Amends pro- 
visions relating to state assistance plans for old age assist- 
ance, aid to dependent children and aid to the blind by 
providing (effective January 1, 1945) (1) for financial 
participation on an equitable State-wide basis and for 
similar treatment of individuals in similar cireumstances, 
(2) that in considering an individuals income only such 
other income as is actually available to the individual shall 
be considered, (8) no State plan shall require the trans- 
fer of an individual’s property to the State (4) the resi- 
dence requirement for old-age assistance shall be simpiy 
one year’s residence immediately preceding the application 
for assistance (five years’ residence out of a period of nine 
years no longer required) (5) Federal assistance shall be 
at the rate of one-half the total sums expended without 
limitation as to amount for each individual case, and (6) 
assistance shall include payments for necessary medical 
services. 

Establishes a system of grants to States for general pub- 
lie assistance to the needy similar to old-age assistance. ° 

Introduces a special Federal aid program which shall be 
based on the per capita income of the States. 

The old-age and survivor's insurance provisions are 
broadened to include disability and hospitalization benefits, 
the former being payable monthly to workers totally dis- 
abled for 6 months or more before retirement age ; benefits 
to women begin at 60 (now 65) ; for the period January 1, 
1946 to June 30, 1947, $400,000 ‘is allowed for surgical, 
institutional, or rehabilitation services to aid individuals 
to return to gainful work, thereafter the amount allowed 
shall be on a percentage basis; coverage is extended to 
agricultural and domestic workers, to State and municipal 
employees, if authorized by compact, to newsboys under 
18 years, and to employees of religious and charitable 
institutions except ministers and members of religious 
orders, ete. The method of computing the primary insur- 
ance benefit and the average monthly income is changed. 

senefits are extended to members of the armed forces by 
granting “wage credits” of $160 monthly for military 
service. 

Hospitalization may be for 30 days (or 60 days if ex- 
tended by the Board) at between $3 to $6 daily benefit. A 
National Advisory Hospital Benefits Council is established. 

The Internal Revenue Code, Chapter 9, Employment 
Tax, is amended to provide for a 2-percent employees and 
employers premium (tax), after December 31, 1945, and 
a premium of 4 percent on the market value of the services 
of self-employed persons, and to change definitions, etc., in 
the interest of conformity. 

Under a system of grants to States for unemployment 
compensation employees and employers shall pay an insur- 
ance premium equal to one-half per centum of wages paid 
or received after December 31, 1945 [amending U. 8.

Labor). 

Hospital projects initiated by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration and Work Projects Administration may be 
completed and equipped by the use of unobligated funds 
appropriated for defense housing not to exceed $200,000. 


S. 1193. Mr. Pepper; June 26, 1945 (Interoceanic Canals). 


Allows citizen employees of the Panama Canal, Panama 
Railroad, and Isthmian Canal Commission, who have 
rendered 30 years of service, including leaves of absence 
during wars, to retire on annuity, regardless of age [amend- 
ing U. 8.

Employment shall not be denied honorably discharged 
veterans because of membership or nonmembership in 
any labor organization. 


S. 1197. Mr. Chavez; June 27, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Authorizes the War Food Administrator or the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to adjust boundary disputes by set- 
tling claims to certain so-called Sebastian Martin Grant 
Lands in New Mexico. 


S. 1198. Mr. Ferguson; June 27, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Authorizes sale to the Michigan State College of Agri- 
culture and Applied Science of the Weather Bureau sta- 
tion on the campus, and acquisition of land in WBast 
Lansing, Mich., for a new station. 


S. 1200. Messrs. Murray, Hayden, and McFarland; June 
27, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 

Revises provisions authorizing the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to make loans for mining purposes. 
Hereafter such loans may be made whenever the Corpo- 
ration deems them to be advantageous to, or in further- 
ance of, the national security or the national economy, 
and they may include loans for the maintenance, develop- 
ment, rehabilitation, and operation of gold mines, or other 
mines the operation of which has ceased or has been 
curtailed: by order of the War Production Board, or by 
any other Government restriction.

Amends provisions of the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act relating to loans to veterans to permit the making 
or guaranteeing of loans, not exceeding $5,000, to vet- 
erans by the Smaller War Plants Corporation, the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, the Department of 
Agriculture, or the Federal Housing Administrator, this 
superseding the provision whereunder application for 
guaranty of a loan not exceeding $2,000 may be made to 
the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs. The period 
within which application may be made is extended from 
2 years after separation from the service or 2 years 
after the termination of the war to 5 years thereafter 
(whichever is the later date). The interest is increased 
from 4 to 4% percent.

Loans made directly 
by one of the foregoing agencies shall be guaranteed by 
the Administrator to the extent of 50 percent; loans made 
by anyone other than the foregoing agencies shall be 
guaranteed to the extent of 90 percent, the liability being 
shared equally by the Administrator and the agency, 
guaranteeing the loan. A guaranty fee of one-half of 
1 percent is allowed. Provisions for the guaranty of a 
second loan by the Administrator are deleted [amending 
U. 8. C. 38: 500-504]. 


S. 1203. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; June 28, 1945 (Finance). 


Repeals all laws administered by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration relating to hospital treatment, medical care, 
domiciliary care, and prosthetic appliamces, and enacts 
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comprehensive new provisions in lieu thereof. Liberalizes 
or clarifies existing laws, or enacts new provisions, dealing 
with guide dogs and mechanical electronic equipment for 
blind veterans, furnishing of clothing to veterans, pensions 
and other monetary benefits to veterans receiving hospital 
treatment or institutional or domiciliary care (including 
special provisions relating to the insane), acquisition of 
Veterans’ Administration facilities, administration of ben- 
efits to widows and children, payments to citizens or na- 
tionals of the United States confined or interned by an 
enemy nation, and payment of burial expenses of veterans. 

Except as to emergency cases, preference in hospital 
care shall be given to those unable to defray the expense 
thereof. Veterans who wish to pay the established rate 
may be admitted to veterans’ hospitals in the discretion 
of the Administrator. A widow entitled to compensation 
or pension living in the ostensible marriage relation shall 
be estopped to deny remarriage. Benefits shall not be paid 
because of a child entitled to benefits based on his own 
service. [xcept in the case of dishonorable discharge, dis- 
charge or release from active service may be waived by 
the Veterans’ Administrator as a requirement for benefits 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944. 

S. 1204. Mr. Brewster; June 28, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Brings sea food within the term agricultural commodi- 
ties in connection with requirement that OPA price sched- 
ules, orders, etc., be approved in writing by the Secretary 
of Agriculture within 90 days [amending U. 8S.

S. 1205. Mr. Myers; June 28, 1945 (Finance).

S. 1206. Mr. Myers; June 28, 1945 (Patents). * 

Reserves exclusive rights to copyright holders to make 
any duplicate or recaptured recording of an acoustic re- 
cording. Any recording thus protected shall be manufac- 
tured in the United States. Deletes from the copyright 
laws the provision that rendition of musical composition 
by coin-operated machines shall not be deemed public per- 
formance for profit unless an admission fee is charged 
{amending U. 8. C. 17:1, (f), 5 (e), 6, 11, 12, and 15]. 
S. 1207. Messrs. McKellar and Stewart; June 28, 1945 

(Agriculture and Forestry). 

Repeals the requirement [U. 8. C. 16: 831 g (a)] that 
the Tennessee Valley Authority maintain its principal 
office in the vicinity of Muscle Shoals. 


S. 1209. Mr. Byrd; June 29, 1945 (Judiciary). 


The special fund established under the Longshoremen’s 
and Harbor Workers’ Compensation Act to compensate for 
inereased disabilities and vocational rehabilitation shall 
also be available to pay benefits where there is default in 
the payment of compensation due to the insolvency of the 
employer or his insurance carrier.

S. 1212. Mr. Bilbo; June 30, 1945 (District of Columbia). 


Fixes a maximum fee of 50 cents for recording an as-., 


signment or release of an automobile lien on certificate of 
title, in the District of Columbia. 
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8. 1213. Mr. Wheeler; June 30, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 


Makes it unlawful for any person to sell a ticket for 
passenger accommodation on a railroad, a motor carrier, 
or an air carrier at a price higher than the amount charged 
by the carrier. 

§. 1214. Mr. Johnston; June 30, 1945 
Elections). 

Repeals the Hatch Act (political activities), as amended 

(U. S. C. 18: 61-61x). 


S. 1216. Mr. Capper; June 30, 1945 (Library). 

Establishes a National Library of Motion Pictures as an 
independent Government establishment and provides for 
a library building in the District of Columbia. 

§. 1217. Mr. George; July 2; 1945 (Finance). 

Provides for free importation of substances used by the 
trustees of the United States Pharmacopoeial Convention, 
or the Council of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, in connection with establishment of standards for 
medicinal products, 

S. 1218. Mr. Bushfield; July 2, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Confirms the rights of the State of South Dakota to its 
public-school lands and the minerals therein. 
§. 1219. Mr. Brooks; July 2, 1945 (Commerce). 

Authorizes the city of Saint Francisville, Ill, to con- 
struct and operate a toll bridge across the Wabash River. 
8. 1222. Mr. Langer; July 3, 1945 (Civil Service). 

The pay of Federal employees whose compensation is 
fixed by wage boards, etc., shall be maintained at rates 
not lower than those in effect on June 1, 1945, plus such 
amounts as will equal the pay for a 48-hour week under 
the schedules in effect on that date, wherever the hours 
are reduced below 48 a week. The 40-hour week shall be 
put into effect for such employees as soon as the require- 
ments of the war effort permit, and reduction in hours 
shall be made to minimize or avoid reductions in personnel 
wherever feasible.

In the case of surplus real property classified as suitable 
for agricultural use, first priority for repurchase shall be 
given to the former owners [amending 58 Stat. 765]. 

S. 1226. Mr. Hatch (by request); July 3, 1945 (Public 
Lands and Surveys). 


Readjusts the boundaries of the Kaibap National Forest, 
the Grand Canyon National Game Preserve, and Arizona 
Grazing District No. 1. 

8. 1227. Mr. Magnuson; July 6, 1945 (Finance). 


General Welfare Act amendments to the Social Security 
Act—Requires State agencies, in determining needs of an 
individual claimant for old-age assistance, to except 
wages, not exceeding $30 per month, and (after June 30, 
1946) ownership or income from insurance policies or a 
home. 

Increases the Federal contribution after July 1, 1946, 
from one-half to two-thirds of the sums expended under 
the State plan as exceeds $45, with 3 percent [now 5] allo- 
cated for administration of the State plan, plus an addi- 
tional 2 percent for funeral expenses of deceased recipients, 
but not exceeding $120 in any one case. 

Appropriates to the Federal Old-age and Survivors 
Insurance Trust Fund, amounts equal to 20 percent of 
the victory tax imposed by the Revenue Act of 1942, and 
100 percent of the tax as received under the matured 
annuity tax on individuals, 


(Privileges and 
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The base amount for figuring the reduction or increase 
of insurance benefits with respect to an individual’s wages 
is raised to $30. 

Provides for an additional matured annuity (maximum 
of $85) to claimants 65 years of age who have paid and 
are not in default on any installment of their matured 
annuity tax. Beginning December 31, 1945, there shall be 
levied and collected, a matured annuity tax of 3 percent 
on income up to $3,000 and if any individual’s income is 
insufficient to impose a tax of at least $3 per quarter, such 
individual may voluntarily pay the difference [amending 
U. 8. C. 42: 802-3, 401, 403]. 

S. 1228. Mr. Downey; July 6, 1945 (Appropriations). 


Removes the restrictions on the holding of certain civil- 
ian positions by retired officers of the Army, Navy, Marine, 
and Coast Guard and on aggregate retirement and civilian 
pay of such officers [amending U. 8S. C. 5:62; repealing 
U. S. C. 5: 58a]. 

S. 1232. Mr. McCarran; July 6, 1945 (Mines and Mining). 

No Federal agency by regulation or rule, shall require a’ 
mining company to reduce its capital value on account of 
depletion of the mine, or set up a sinking fund for the 
redemption of its capital. 

S. 1233. Mr. McCarran; July 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides for an additional district judge for the district 
of Kansas. 

S. 1234. Mr. Stewart; July 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Increases appointments to the United States Military 
and Naval Academies by 100 percent. The additional 
cadets and midshipmen shall upon graduation be eligible 
for appointment as commissioned officers in a reserve 
component and shall be subject to be called to active duty 
for any length of time during the first 2 years that such 
commissions are held. 

S. 1235. Mr. O’Mahoney (by request); July 6, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the use of the funds of any Indian tribe for 
liability insurance premiums [amending U. 8. C. 25: 123a). 
S. 1236. Messrs. O’Mahoney and Hatch; July 6, 1945 

(Public Lands and Surveys). 

Authorizes issuance of leases and prospecting permits to 
promote the development of oil and gas on lands acquired 
under the Appalachian Forest Act. Revises methods of 
leasing oil and gas lands and fixes new basis for payment 
of royalties and rentals thereon. Grants a 5-year renewal 
preference to holders of lands not within a known geologi- 
cal structure of producing fields. All leases shall be condi- 
tioned on an advance rental payment of 25 cents per acre 
annually before discovery of oil, gas, etc., and a royalty 
payment of $1 per acre plus 124% percent of the value of 
the production after discovery. The number of acres which 
may be held by one person in any State (all of which may 
be in the same producing field) is increased to 15,360 (now 
7,680). The provisions of law (U. 8. C. 16: 520) relating to 
regulations as to mineral resources, insofar as inconsistent 
with this act are repealed [amending U. 8. C. 30: 181, 184, 
187, 192, 226]. 

S. 1237. Mr. Wiley; July 6, 1945 (Expenditures in the 
Executive Departments). 

Creates a Department of Peace headed by a Secretary of 
Peace, who shall have cabinet rank and shall specialize on 
the maintenance of world peace, promote a better under- 
standing of the fundamentals of international relations 
and cooperation among nations, and encourage interna- 
tional freedom of the press. 


S. 1238. Mr. Bilbo; July 6, 1945 (Finance). 


The Social Security law is amended so as to include, 
under the old-age and survivors insurance benefits, indi- 
viduals over 55 years of age on December 7, 1941, who were 
employed during the war [amending 42: 409 (f, gz) ]. 
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S. 1239. Mr. Chavez; July 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


An officer or former officer or enlisted man or noncom- 
missioned officer of the National Guard, or any reserve, 
55 years of age or over, who has served 20 years, 5 of which 
have been on active duty, and who served in the armed 
forces during World War I or World War II, shall be 
entitled to retirement pay of 24% percent of his active duty 
pay in the highest rank held, multiplied by the number of 
years of active duty performed, not to exceed 75 percent of 
such active duty pay. 


S. 1240. Mr. Murdock; July 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the Adjutant General of Utah to pay to the 
State Department of the United Spanish War Veterans, 
the unexpended balance of funds received under the act 
of July 8, 1898, to organize and equip a voluntary army in 
the war with Spain, provided, the Department shall pay 
to any member of the National Guard or State Militia 
making application within 5 years, the amount equal to 
that which he would have been entitled to under the afore- 
said act for service prior to being mustered into the armed 
forces of the United States. 


S. 1243. Mr. McCarran (by request); July 9, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Cedes to the state, territory, or dependency wherein is 
situated any place reserved or acquired for the use of the 
United States the jurisdiction necessary or appropriate to 
(a) administration of decedents’ estates, (b) adjudication 
as to mental incompetency, (c) commitment of incompe- 
tent persons for care or treatment, and (d) appointment 
of guardians for incompetent or minor persons, or the 
property of such persons who are present, or whose prop 
erty is located in such place. Provisions relating to insane 
or incompetent persons shall not extend to Alaska. Any 
Veterans’ Administration facility or other institution op- 
erated by the United States wherein care, ete., of incompe- 
tent persons is provided may receive persons committed 
thereto, or transferred thereto from an institution of a 
state, territory, or dependency, pursuant to the laws of 
such state, ete. Provisions do not apply to Indian reserya- 
tions or Indian lands under the supervision of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, or to Federal, penal, or correctional 
institutions under the control of the Department of Justice, 
or to any place under the contro] of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 


S. 1244. Mr. McCarran (by request); July 9, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Provides for the compensation of jury commissioners, 
the manner of drawing prospective jurors, the use of a ques 
tionnaire or personal interview system in determining the 
qualifications of jurors, and special provisions as to duties 
of jury commissioners and drawing of jurors in the District 
of Columbia [amending U. S. C. 28: 412]. 


S. 1245. Mr. McCarran (by request); July 9, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Any United States citizen over 21 years of age is eligible 
for service as a grand or petit juror in his district unless 
disqualified because of (1) a penal conviction involving 
moral turpitude, (2) inability to read, write, speak or 
understand English, (3) physical or mental infirmities, 
or (4) active service while a member of the military or 
naval forces. Persons who have served on a State or Fed- 
eral jury for 5 days within the last year and public officers 
and employees may claim exemption. Service of an ineligi- 
ble person on a grand or petit jury shall not, unless affirma- 
tive prejudice can be shown, be grounds for invalidating 
an indictment, setting aside, vacating or modifying a ver- 
dict or judgment, or granting a new trial. Persons may 
be excused from duty within the discretion of the senior 
district judge. This act shall not apply to the judicia) 
districts of Alaska, Hawaii, the Canal Zone, Puerto Rico. 
and the Virgin Islands. 
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S. 1246. Mr. McCarran (by request); July 9, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Jurors in the United States courts (except district courts 
of the territories and possessions) shall receive per diem 
compensation not exceeding $10 for each day in excess of 
30 required in any single case, and additional travel allow- 
ances or subsistence not to exceed $2 per day when travel 
by common ecarrier-is not practicable [amending U. 8. C. 
28: 600}. 

S. 1247. Mr. Gurney; July 9, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes conveyance to South Dakota of the lands 
constituting the old Canton Insane Asylum. 

S. 1248. Mr. Fulbright; July 9, 1945 (Commerce). 

Creates within the Department of Commerce a Bureau 
of Scientific Research to which are transferred the Na 
tional Inventors Council and the Office of Production Re- 
search and Development of the War Production Board. 
The Bureau shall examine and record all inventions, prod- 
ucts, and scientific processes submitted to it, and shall, in 
certain cases provide for their development. Awards shall 
be made, and pertinent information collected and pub- 
lished. Inventions, scientific processes, etc., submitted 
(all private patent rights automatically waived) shall, if 
found practicable, be patented by the United States, where- 
upon the United States may grant a license for their use. 
The licensee shall pay not more than 4 percent of the gross 
income as royalty, and not less than 50 percent of this 
umount shall be paid the person who submitted the inven- 
tion or scientific process. All applications for patents, and 
all questions of litigation, in which the United States has 
un interest shall be handled by the Department of Justice. 
S. 1250. Mr. Ellender; July 12, 1945 (Claims). 

Provides for payment of claims for damages resulting 
from the Mediterranean fruitfly eradication campaign in 
Florida. 

S. 1253. Mr. Wheeler (by request); July 12, 1945 (Inter- 
state Commerce). 

To promote confidence of investors in railroad securi- 
ties, etc., a carrier subject to part 1 of the Interstate 
Commerce Act, may upon approval of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and with the consent of 75 percent 
of the holders of each class of the obligations affected, 
alter or modify any provisions of any class of its obliga- 
tions, Whether secured or not, issued under any mortgage, 
indenture, deed of trust, ete., pursuant to which any 
class of its obligations has been issued (not to include 
equipment trust certificates, or other evidences of in- 
debtedness the payment of which is secured solely by 
equipment). Applications shall be approved by the Com- 
mission if it is found that such alterations come within 
the scope of this act, will be in the public interest, and in 
the best interest of the holders of the class of obligations 
affected, and will not be adverse to the interests of hold- 
ers of any other class of the carrier’s securities ur to the 
interest of any creditor of the carrier, not affected by the 
alteration. Authority granted shall be exclusive and 
plenary, and shall relieve the carrier and its officers and 
employees from the operation of all restraints, limita- 
tions, and prohibitions of law, Federal, state or municipal, 
insofar as may be necessary to enable them to carry out 
the alterations or modifications approved by the Com- 
mission. 


S. 1257. Mr. Walsh; July 12, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


For the purpose of settling claims arising out of naval 
activities the Secretary of the Navy shall have authority 
to exercise the powers conferred upon the Secretary of 
War under 57 Stat. 8372 as amended by Public Law 67 of 
the 79th Congress [repealing U. S. C. 34: 894]. 

S. 1258. Mr. Walsh; July 12, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to acquire and 
convert to naval use 200,000 tons of auxiliary vessels. 
Vessels acquired from the Maritime Commission without 
reimbursement shall not be disposed of except by return 
thereto. 
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S. 1260. Mr. McFarland and Mr. Hayden; July 12, 1945 
(irrigation and Reclamation). 


In any case relating to reclamation project lands under 
public notice fixing construction charges, the Secretary 
of Interior, may, when such charges increase to a prohibi- 
tive amount, issue a new public notice reducing such 
charges, or, pending further congressional action, rent 
the water for irrigation of such lands at a charge per 
acre-foot to be fixed by him annually and to be collected 
in advance. As to water-right applications theretofore 
filed under the withdrawn public notice, credit may be 
given for al] amounts over the amounts in the new public 
notice. Reduced rates and credits shall not be allowed 
on a single ownership of more than 160 acres of land 
upon which excess-held land the construction charges 
have not been fully paid. 

S. 1261. Mr. Green; July 12, 1945 (Privileges and Elec- 
tions). 

Extends provisions of the Federa: Corrupt Practices 
Act to cover primary elections and political conventions 
or caucuses. The term political committee is broadened 
to include State and local committees whether operating 
in one state or more than one. 

Establishes a Joint Committee on Political Contribu- 
tions and Expenditures, composed of the Secretary of the 
Senate and the Clerk of the House. Statements and 
reports of the various political committees, etc., shall be 
filed with the Joint Committee instead of with the Sec- 
retary of the Senate or the Clerk of the House, and the 
committee shall provide for periodic publication of sum- 
maries of information contained therein, as well as spe- 
cific information as to every contributor of $5,000 or 
more, and shall develop uniform methods and forms for 
making required reports. Statements now required to 
be filed on January 1 shall be filed January 7. Detailed 
financial statements shall be filed for any person who 
spends over $100 (now $500) other than by contribution 
to a political committee to influence a nomination or 
election. Repeals the $5,000 limitation on individual 
contributions, to aid candidates for Federal office or any 
national political party, and the maximum of $3,000,000 
as to contributions or expenditures of political commit- 
tees. (U. S. C. 18:61 m, T [amending U. S. C. 
2 : 241-256]. 

S. 1262. Mr. Langer; July 12, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Authorizes the Red Cross to award meat-and fat-ration 
tokens, shoe coupons, or sugar coupons to blood donors. 


S. 1264. Mr. Stewart; July 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Removes the Surplus Property Board from the Office 
of War Mobilization, and makes it an independent Gov- 
ernment agency and the sole agency for the disposition 
of all surplus property, except that it shall utilize as the 
Maritime Commission as the sole agency for the disposal 
of merchant vessels, and owning agencies may dispose 
of surpluses within prescribed limitations, as under exist- 
ing law. Hereafter policies formulated by the War Food 
Administrator with respect to the disposal of surplus 
agricultural commodities and surplus foods processed 
therefrom wil! be administered by the Board itself, in- 
stead of by a disposal agency which it designates 
[amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 1612, 1614-1616, 1618-1622, 
1624, 1627-1632, 1639; repealing U. 8S. C. 50 App. 1651 
(b) (2)}. 


_S. 1266. Mr. McCarran; July 13, 1945 (Irrigation and 


Reclamation). 


Authorizes the Bureau of Reclamation to make pay- 
ment out of funds appropriated for Federal reclamation 


+ projects to school districts as compensation for education 


of children of Federal employees residing on federally 
owned property. 
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S. 1270. Mr. O’Mahoney and others; July 16, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Authorizes increases in the sums which may be ex- 
pended by the Commodity Credit Corporation under Pub- 
lic Law 30, 79th Congress, for subsidy payments and 
buying commodities for resale at a loss, in maximum 
amounts with respect to: (1) livestock and livestock 
products, $595,000,000; (2) wheat and wheat products, 
$190,000,000; (3) butterfat and butter, $100,000,000. 
Amounts authorized to be expended pursuant to Public 
Law 88, 79th Congress, for subsidy payments pursuant 
to the Reconstruction Finance Corporation Act, on meat, 
butter, and flour (maximums of $595,000,000, $100,000,000, 
and $190,000,000, respectively) shall be reduced corre- 
spondingly. Sugar crops of 1946 and 1947 may be subsi- 
dized by the Commodity Credit Corporation to the extent 
necessary to obtain the maximum necessary production 
and distribution of sugar. 

S. 1271. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina and Mr. Ball; 
July 16, 1945 (Education and Labor). 


Authorizes $5,000,000 annually to the Secretary of La- 
bor for allotment to cooperating State agencies admin- 
istering labor laws. Allotments shall be based on (1) 
population, (2) number of wage earners, (3) special 
safety and health problems, (4) number of workers 
afforded protection by, and the cost of proper and efficient 
administration of the State law, (5) financial needs. 

Establishes an Industrial Safety Commission of three 
members representing the public, employers, and em- 
ployees which shall recommend to the States reasonable 
standards, methods and procedures for establishing safe 
working conditions in industry. Authorizes $250,000 for 
administrative expenses during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1946. 

S. 1272. Mr. Wheeler; July 16, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Tribal funds of the Confederated Salish and Kootenai 
Tribes of Indians of the Flathead Reservation in Montana 
shall be available for purposes designated by the tribal 
council and approved by the Secretary of the Interior. 
S. 1273. Mr. Hatch (by request); July 17, 1945 (Public 

Lands and Surveys). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to acquire by 
exchange any non-Federal property within areas admin- 
istered by the National Park Service. 

S. 1274. Mr. Kilgore and others; July 17, 1945 (Finance). 


During the reconversion period (fifth Monday after 
date of this enactment to June 30, 1947) the Federal 
Government shall supplement the unemployment benefits 
paid under State laws through agreements with the 
States. Such agreements which shall be entered into by 
the Director of War Mobilization and Reconversion on 
behalf of the United States, shall provide a maximum 
weekly benefit of $25 for those entitled to the maximum 
benefit under State laws, 26 weeks’ compensation in any 
one year, and coverage for Federal employees, maritime 
workers, and agricultural processing workers. Compen- 
sation payable to Federal employees and maritime work- 
ers shall be equal to amounts payable under the District 
of Columbia Unemployment Compensation Act to persons 
covered by that act. Agreements may also provide for 
coverage of other groups of workers not now covered by 
State laws and for higher weekly benefits to all covered 
workers up to two-thirds of the individual’s previous 
weekly earnings, not to exceed $25 a week. If a State 
fails to enter into an agreement, or to make the specified 
payments, the Director shall make payments to individ- 
uals substantially equivalent to payments which would 
have been made from Federal funds had the State entered 
into an agreement. 

The United States Employment Service may pay trans- 
portation allowances to civilians who have been employed 
in war work from the place of such employment to any 
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place at which the Service certifies that job opportunities 
are available. 

A veteran who has had 90 days of active military or 
naval service is eligible for readjustment allowances in 
amount equal to 52 times his allowance for a week of 
total unemployment. Weekly unemployment allowances 
for veterans are increased from $20 to $25 a week, plus 
$5 for one or more dependents. 

S. 1275. Mr. Guffey and others; July 17, 1945 (Military 


Affairs). 

Provides for issuance to each honorably discharged 
member of the armed forces of World War II, in grade 
not above that of major or lieutenant commander, of 
wearing-apparel coupons in amount of $150, the coupons 
to be exchangeable at registered mercantile establish- 
ments for wearing apparel of equivalent value at cur- 
rent prices in the establishment of the transferee, and 
redeemable by banking institutions in cooperation with 
the Treasury Department and the General Accounting 
Office. Necessary appropriations are authorized. Rules 
and regulations to carry out the provisions of the act 
shall be issued by the Secretaries of War and Navy. 
Forgery, misuse, etc., of coupons are penalized. Veterans 
to whom the coupons are issued shall have priority in 
the right to purchase wearing apparel from registered 
establishments. 

S. 1276. Mr. Johnson of Colorado and Mr. Capper; July 
17, 1945 (Finance). 

Increases compensation or pension rates for specific 
service-incurred disabilities in excess of total disability. 
S. 1278. Mr. Bilbo; July 18, 1945 (District of Columbia). 


Subjects the rolling stock of all railroads operating in 
the District of Columbia to the District of Columbia per- 
sonal property tax, the tax to be computed on the ratio 
between the mileage traveled by the cars in the District 
to the total mileage traveled. 

S. 1279. Mr. Tydings; July 18, 1945 (Territories and In- 
sular Affairs). 

Amends provisions relating to trade relations between 
the United States and the Philippine Islands. 

Until the date in 1945 when independence of the Philip- 
pines is recognized and proclaimed by the President of 
the United States, a duty equal to 5 percent of the duty 
of the respective countries shall be collected by each 
country on imports from the other. No duty shall be 
imposed on: (a) cigars (exclusive of cigars, cheroots, and 
paper cigars and cigarettes, including wrappers), (b) 
scrapped tobacco and certain stemmed and unstemmed 
filler tobacco; (c) coconut oil; (d) pear! or shell buttons, 
the quota system for those articles being abolished for 
the period involved. Coconut oil is not, however, exempt 
from excise taxes. 

After independence (in 1945), the importation of Philip- 
pine products shall be subject to the laws of the United 
States in the same manner as the products of other coun- 
tries, except that preferential treatment may be given 
to any Philippine article in accordance with an executive 
agreement which the President of the United States is 
authorized to enter into with the President of the Philip- 
pines, providing for preferential treatment by each coun- 
try of imports from the other, effective from the date of 
independence through December 31, 1967, unless termi- 
nated by either party, upon 6 months’ notice, in the event 
of nullifying practices, etc., by the other. Such agreement 
shall provide: (1) for an exclusive preferential duty of 
5 percent of the United States import duty and the 
Philippine import duty, respectively, and for a progressive 
increase in such preferential rates by an additional 5 
percent of the import duty of the respective countries, 
until December 31, 1949, no third country, including Cuba, 
to be entitled to any benefits arising under the agreement ; 
(2) for free entry into the United States (notwithstand- 
ing the foregoing provisions relating to agreement) 
between the date of independence and December 31, 1945, 
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regardless of quantity, and on a quota basis thereafter 
through December 31, 1949, of cigars, scrap tobacco, coco- 
nut oil, and pear! or shell buttons, the duty-free quotas to 
be reduced annually through 1967; (3) for duty-free im- 
ports of Philippine sugars in amount of 850,000 long tons, 
not more than 50,000 long tons of which may be refined 
sugars; and for the allocation of such quotas among 
planters, mills, and refiners on a basis prescribed by the 
act; (4) for the allocation of quotas of all other quota 
articles among manufacturers whose products were 
shipped to the United States in 1940; (5) for transfers of 
allotments; (6) for apportionment of unfulfilled allot- 
ments; (7) that no United States tax on the processing of 
coconut oil shall be imposed from the independence date 
through December 31, 1967, at a rate higher than the rate 
applicable to processing of palm kernel oil or to the tax- 
able processing of palm oil, whichever’ rate is lower; (8) 
for refunds of duties, as draw-backs, when articles manu- 
factured from imported raw materials are exported within 
3 years to whichever country exported the raw material, 
and (9) for continuance of the agreement in effect through 
1967, subject to termination by either party at any time 
after January 1, 1957, on 2 years’ notice [amending 
U. S. C. 48: 1236, 1243, 1247a ; repealing 56 Stat. 852]. 

S. 1280. Mr. Tydings; July 18, 1945 (Territories and In- 

sular Affairs). 

Philippine War Damage Act of 1945—Creates a five- 
member American-Philippine War Damage Commission, 
three members to be appointed by the President of the 
United States and two by the Philippine Government. 
Authorizes $100,000,000 for payment of indemnity for dam- 
ages to property resulting from enemy conquest and occu- 
pation and American liberation of the Philippines, and 
$5,000,000 for the United States’ share of the Commission’s 
expenses. Restricts the powers of the War Damage Cor- 
poration to furnish protection or pay compensation for 
such damages. 

S. 1281. Mr. Tydings; July 18, 1945 (Territories and In- 
sular Affairs). 


The proceeds of the excise taxes on coconut and other 
vegetable oils, and of the import taxes on fish, animal and 
vegetabel oils (special Philippine funds in the United 
States Treasury), and certain moneys appropriated under 
the Sugar Act of 1937 and Public Law 371, 77th Congress, 
shall be immediately paid into the general funds of the 
Treasury of the Philippines. 

S. 1282. Mr. Mead and others; July 18, 1945 (Education 
and Labor). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act. Raises the 40- 
cent minimum hourly wage rate to 65 cents for the first 
year beginning 120 days after the enactment of this act, 
70 cents for the second year, and 75 cents thereafter. Upon 
recommendation of an industry advisory committee, and 
after hearing interested parties, the Administrator of the 
Wage and Hour Division may: (1) establish the 75-cent 
minimum for unskilled job classifications in a particular 
industry prior to the time prescribed by this act, and (2) 
fix minimum rates higher than the 65-75-cent rate for job 
classifications other than unskilled, in order to maintain 
reasonable wage differentials between the minimum for 
unskilled labor and the rates for interrelated job classifica- 
tions within the industry. Overtime pay at time and a half 
will be based on the new wage rates. Coverage is extended 
to include seamen and individuals within the area of pro- 
duction in handling, storing, canning, etc., of agricultural 
products for market or in making dairy products [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 29: 202, 208, 206-208, 213]. 

S. 1285. Mr. Magnuson; July 19, 1945 (Commerce). 

National Research Foundation Act of 1945—Establishes 
as an independent Government agency a National Research 
Foundation to: (a) develop and promote a national policy 
for scientific research and scientific education; (b) initiate 
and support. basic scientific research and development in 
the mathematical, physical. and biological sciences through 
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contracts, grants, or other forms of assistance, (c) initiate 
and support scientific research and development on matters 
relating to the national defense (also through contracts, 
grants, or other forms of assistance), (d) to discover and 
develop scientific talent, particularly in American youth, 
(e) to grant scholarships and fellowships in the mathe- 
mitical, physical, and biological sciences, (f) to foster 
the interchange of scientific information among scientists, 
and (g) to correlate the Foundation’s scientific research 
and scientific programs with those undertaken by public 
and private research groups. To this Foundation shall be 
transferred all functions of the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development, and its constituent committees. 

A nine-member Board shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, to serve without compensation except for expenses. 
The Board shall appoint a Director at $15,000 a year, 

Within the Foundation there shall be five divisions, to 
carry out the programs relating respectively to: (1) Medi- 
cal Research, (2) Physical Sciences, (3) National Defense, 
(4)Scientific Personnel and Education, (5) Publications 
and Scientific Collaboration. The Board may create other 
divisions. Within each Division there shall be a committee 
of at least five members, appointed by the Board after 
receiving recommendations from the National Academy 
of Sciences. On the committee with the Division of Na- 
tional Defense there shall be two additional members, one 
designated by the Secretary of War and the other by the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

The Foundation shall establish a National Science Re- 
serve, consisting of those who receive fellowships in science 
and medicine from the Foundation. Members of such Re- 
serve shall be available for call into Government service for 
scientific and technical work in time of war or other na- 
tional emergency. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The Foundation shall 
not, itself, operate any scientific or technical facilities of 
its own. 

S. 1287. Mr. Wheeler; July 20, 1945 (Indian Affairs). , 

Removes various restrictions on trading with the In- 
dians [repealing U. 8. C. 25: 261-266]. 

S. 1288. Mr. Thomas of Utah; July 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

The Secretary of War may permit, upon designation of 
the President of the United States, not exceeding 20 persons 
at a time from the American Republics (other than the 
United States) to receive instruction at the United States 
Military Academy. 

S. 1289. Mr. Wheeler; July 21, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce). 


Upon the expiration of his term of office a member of 
the Federal Power Commission shall continue to serve 
until his successor is appointed and shall have qualified 
{amending U. S. C. 16: 792]. 


S. 1290. Mr. Wheeler (by request); July 21, 1945 (Inter- 
state Commerce). 


The Transportation of Explosives Act is rewritten and 
broadened to cover any carriers operating on land, water, 
and in the air. The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Shall prescribe rules and regulations, with or without 
hearings, as to the handling, marking, transportation, ete., 
of dangerous articles; it may institute investigations, and 
it may, after public hearing (or without such hearing, in 
an emergency) grant exemptions from the act and from 
its regulations if safety would not thereby be endangered. 
A carrier may not accept, nor may anyone offer for ship- 
ment, any dangerous article unless it is handled, marked, 
ete., in accordance with the prescribed rules. Carriers 
may require that any package be opened when there is 
reason to believe it contains dangerous articles. The Dis- 
trict Attorney, under direction of the Attorney General, 
shall prosecute all necessary enforcement proceedings. 
Penalties range from $500 and/or 1 year in prison for the 
first violation to $10,000 and/or 10 years in prison in case 
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of death or bodily injury resulting from a violation. The 
Commission may utilize the services, records, etc., of the 
Government agencies, and of States or political subdivi- 
sions thereof. No permit shall be issued to any vessel 
authorizing the. presence thereon of any fulminates or 
other detonating compounds in bulk in dry condition or 
explosives that undergo a marked decomposition when 
subjected for 48 hours to a temperature of 167° F., or any 
compositiorw containing an ammonium salt and a chlorate, 
or any like explosive [amending U. S. C. 18: 382, 383, 384, 
385, 386; 46: 391 a; repealing 46: 170]. 

S. 1291. Mr. Wheeler (by request); July 21, 1945 (Inter- 

state Commerce). 

Amends the Interstate Commerce Act. The authority 
of the Commission to regulate the construction and aban- 
donment of railroad lines shall be inapplicable to the 
extension, acquisition or eperation (as well as to the 
construction and abandonment) of spurs, sidetracks, etc., 
located wholly withiu a State or of street, suburban or 
interurban electric railways not operated as part of a 
general steam railroad system of transportation or to the 
construction, abandonment, ete., of street, suburban or 
interurban electric railways engaged in general transpor- 
tation of freight or interchange standard steam railroad 
freight equipment with steam railroads; such authority 
shall, however, extend to extension, etc., of a street, sub- 
urban or interurban electric railway by a standard steam 
railroad. Comparable amendments are made in re the 
requirement of Commission approval for unifications, 
mergers, and acquisition of control and the issuance, etc., 
of securities. 

Brings associations or organizations maintained by the 
various types of carriers under the provisions relating to 
reports, records, and accounts. 

Restrictions placed on officers of a carrier as to benefit- 
ing from the sale, negotiation, etc., of securities to such 
carrier are lifted if an officer is also a member of the 
firm transacting the sale or negotiation and if dealings 
are with the bidder whose bid is most favorable to the 
carrier. Includes a penalty clause for violations if the 
prescribed rules of the Motor Carrier Act by any motor 
carrier, broker, or lesser, or person, or any officer or repre- 
sentative thereof. After July 1, 1945, an officer or person 
holding a controlling interest in a carrier shall not hold, 
own, lease, ete., stock in any freight forwarder unless 
authorized by the Commission upon proof that neither 
public nor private interests will be adversely affected there- 
by. Allows the consolidation or merger of two or more 
freight forwarders [amending U. 8. C. 49:1 (22), 5 (2,10), 
20 (1, 5, Te, 8), 20a (1, 12), 820 (a, d, e), 913 (a, b, h), 
1011 (c), 1012 (a, d, f), 1021 (d)]. 

S. 1292. Mr. McCarran; July 21, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Directs establishment of a national cemetery in each 
State without one and additional cemeteries as may be 
needed in States, territories, etc., which have a population 
of 500,000 or more. Preference is granted to veterans in 
the selection of supervisory personnel for national ceme- 
teries [amending U. S. C. 24:275; repealing U. S. C. 
24: 27l1a}. 

S. 12938. Mr. Byrd; July 23, 1945 (Agriculture and For- 
estry). 

The Secretary of Interior may issue permits, at a fee 
of not more than $5, to allow supplementary feeding of 
waterfow] in order to preserve breeding stock and prevent 
starvation and disease. 

S. 1295. Mr. Downey; July 23, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the National Committee for All War 
Widows. Provides for a War Widows Memoir Day. 

S. 1297. Messrs. Kilgore, Johnson, and Pepper; July 23, 
1945 (Military Affairs). 

National Science Foundation Act of 1945—Bstablishes 
as an independent Government agency a National Science 
Foundation to: (a) encourage scientific research and de- 
velopment activities in fields of public interest, to encour- 
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age able young men and young women to take up science 
as a career, to utilize facilities of, and cooperate with gov- 
ernment agencies, and private organizations, (b) aid gov- 
ernment agencies in achieving maximum effectiveness in 
their research and development activities; (c) compile, 
and make available to the public, information on scientific 
and technical advances in this country and abroad; (d) 
secure to the public rights to inventions, discoveries, and 
patents resulting from federally financed research and de- 
velopment activities and promote the fullest use of ad- 
vanced techniques, etc. 

The foundation shall be administered by a Director 
appointed by the President at $15,000 a year, who shall 
advise with a National Science Board consisting of the 
Director as Chairman, the heads of seven Government 
departments and the Federal Security Agency, and eight 
public members appointed by the President. 

Particular attention shall be given to research and de- 
velopment activities relating to: (1) national defense, 
(2) health and medicine, (3) the basic sciences, (4) natural 
resources, (5) methods and processes beneficial to small 
business, and (6) adaptation to peacetime use of wartime 
research and facilities. Not less than 20 percent of the 
funds appropriated to the Foundation for research and 
development activities shall be expended for such activities 
in the fields of: (1) national defense and security, and 
(2) health and medicine, and not less than 50 percent for 
engaging the facilities of nonprofit educational institutions 
and research institutions. Consideration shall be given 
to the utilization of facilities of Federal, State, and local 
governmental departments and agencies, educational insti- 
tutions, research institutions, private industrial organiza 
tions and individual scientists. 

Within the Foundation there are established a Research 
Committee for National Defense, and a Research Com- 
mittee for Health and the Medical Services, each with 
a chairman appointed by the President at $12,000 a year 
and nine members at large. 

The Foundation may grant scholarships and fellowships 
for one year’s study (renewable up to 5 years) at a non- 
profit institution. 

In the distribution of information, the Foundation shal! 
take such steps as preparation of abstracts, translations, 
and microfilm reproductions of reports and publications, 
and in consultation with the Library of Congress, promote 
the adaptation of existing library facilities to carry out 
the objectives of the act. 

Inventions, etc., resulting from federally financed proj- 
ects shall be the property of the United States, and non- 
exclusive licenses for their use may be granted without 
charge. Restrictions and secrecy may be imposed in the 
interest of national defense. 

Necessary appropriations are authorized. The Founda- 
tion may receive financial grants, accept personal services, 
ete., enter into contracts and make expenditures, but it 
may not itself, through its own employees, operate any 
laboratories, pilot plants, or other scientific or technical 
facilities which it may acquire. 

S. 1298. Mr. Murray; July 23, 1945 (Education and Labor). 

Provides for an Under Secretary of Labor and three 
Assistant Secretaries of Labor, to be appointed by the 
President, at $10,000 a year each. Abolishes the existing 
offices of Assistant Secretary of Labor and Second Assistant 
Secretary of Labor. 

S. 1300. Mr. Smith; July 24, 1945 (Claims). 

Provides for payments to municipalities in lieu of taxes 
on real property which during any period since January 1, 
19388, has (1) been exempt because the Government held 
the title, (2) been in possession of an individual, partner- 
ship, or corporation, and (3) not been used during such 
period by any Government agency. 

S. 1302. Mr. McKellar; July 24, 1945 (Appropriations). 


On and after July 1, 1946, all moneys received by any 
Government agency (except from appropriations), includ- 
ing moneys received on behalf of the United States pur- 
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suant to a treaty or agreement, shall be covered into the 
general fund of the Treasury, unless other disposition is 
specifically provided by statute, and no moneys shall be 
expended by any Government agency (including corpora- 
tions) except out of appropriations made by Congress, 
Proceeds from the disposition of surplus property are to be 
credited to a surplus property fund, which, except as to 
use for reimbursement of particular funds, credits, etc., 
shall be used for retirement of the public debt. Each 
disposal agency shall report to the Surplus Property Board 
all transfers and dispositions of surplus property and such 
information shail be available for public inspection. 

S. 1303. Mr. Tydings; July 24, 1945 (Judiciary). 

All security holders of the same class shall participate 
equally in any reorganization in bankruptcy, irrespective 
of date or method of acquiring securities. 

S. 1304. Mr. Bilbo; July 24, 1945 (District of Columbia). 


Authorizes conveyance to the State of Maryland of cer- 
tain land for a public road through the District of Columbia 
Training School property. 

S. 1305. Mr. Langer; July 24, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Confers jurisdiction on the State of North Dakota over 
offenses by or against Indians on the Devils Lake Reser- 
vation in that State. 

S. 1306. Mr. Buck; July 24, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes conveyance of Pea Patch Island to the State 
of Delaware. 

S. 1307. Mr. Gurney; July 25, 1945 (Public Lands and 
Surveys). 

Confirms the rights of South Dakota to certain lands 
under water and school lands and the minerals therein. 
S. 1308. Mr. Walsh; July 25, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Makes article 6 (relating to court martial trial and death 
penalty for murder) of the Articles for the Government 
of the Navy applicable to all naval personnel regardless of 
whether or not they are attached: to a public vessel. 
Permits trial by court martial and the death penalty for 
murder without the territorial jurisdiction of any particu- 
lar State or the District of Columbia (now without the 
territorial jurisdiction of the United States) [amending 
U.S. C. 34: 1200, Art. 6]. 

S. 1309. Mr. McCarran; July 25, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the National Real Estate Foundation. 

S. 1313. Messrs. Morse and Cordon; July 25, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 

Removes restrictions on property of members of the 
Klamath and Modoc Tribes and Yahooskin Band of Snakes 
having rights on the Klamath Reservation in Oregon. 

S. 1316. Mr. Thomas of Utah; July 26, 1945 (Education 
and Labor). 


High School Science Education Act of 1945—Provides 
Federal aid to States to extend and improve their natural 
science courses in public secondary schools. Authorizes 
$4,000,000 for the fiscal year ending in 1946, $8,000,000 for 
1947, $12,000,000 for 1948, $16,000,000 for 1949, and $20,- 
000,000 for each year thereafter (not more than $2,000,000 
in any year for administrative expenses), amounts to be 
apportioned among States whose plans have been approved 
by the Commissioner of Education, on the basis of the 
number of children aged 15 to 19 in the State. State plans 
shall not discriminate against the minority races. 

S. 1318. Mr. Pepper and others; July 26, 1945 (Education 
and Labor). 


Maternal and Child Welfare Act of 1945—Provides for 
Federal aid to the States for care of mothers and children; 
in sums totaling 100 million dollars for the year ending 
June 30, 1946, and thereafter in amounts sufficient to carry 
on. Authorizations for 1946 are: (1) $50,000,000 for com- 
plete maternity care including prenatal and postnatal serv-~ 
ice, and for preventive, curative, and corrective services 
for children in home, school, and clinic; (2) $25,000,000 for 
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medical care and other services to crippled and otherwise 
handicapped children; (3) $20,000,000 for strengthening 
the public child-welfare services in the States, and for suit- 
able care and protection for children without parental care 
and supervision, designed to curb juvenile delinquency ; 
(4) $5,000,000 for administrative purposes. Allotments 
made to States under each program shall be matched dol- 
lar for dollar by the State, except that under the child- 
welfare services program States whose per capita income 
is less than that of the United States shall contribute not 
less than 25 percent of total expenditures nor greater than 
the percentage which bears a ratio to 50 percent as the per 
capita income of the State bears to the United States. 
Other funds shall be allocated on the basis of local medical 
care costs, special maternal and child health problems, and 
the financial need of the State for help in carrying out its 
program. State plans must provide that there shall be no 
racial or religious discrimination and no residence require- 
ments. 
S. 1320. Mr. Mead; July 27, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 
Establishes within the Federal Reserve System the Small 
Business Finance Corporation, with capital stock of $125,- 
000,000, to provide funds or credit to commercial, indus- 
trial, and mining businesses. Commitments to any one 
business at a given time shall not exceed $250,000. Obliga- 
tions shall mature within 10 years [amending U. §S. C. 12: 


352a]. 


S. 1322. Mr. McCarran (by request); July 27, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

All property and interest in property, except money, 
which is owned by any government, or national thereof, 
with which the United States was at war on January 1, 
1948, and delivered to the Alien Property Custodian or any 
other government agency under the Trading with the 
Enemy Act, shall be sold, and proceeds, together with all 
other money of such governments or nationals which have 
been paid to the custodian of other government agency 
shall be vested in the United States and deposited in the 
general fund in the United States Treasury. No trade 
agreement or peace treaty shall be concluded with any na- 
tion that does not agree to compensate its nationals for 
their property or money, title to which is thus vested in 
the United States, and to release the United States from 
any claims arising therefrom. The United States assumes 
liability as to all claims of its citizens, and of corporations 
and eleemosynary institutions organized under Federal or 
State law as to damages, etc., incurred since January 1, 
1937, and caused by hostile acts of enemy officials or armed 
forces, except claims compensable under other Federal 
laws. Suit on such claims may be filed against the Alien 
Property Custodian at any time before the end of 3 years 
after the cessation of hostilities, ina War Damage Claims 
Commission consisting of five persons designated by the 
Alien Property Custodian. Appeals are subject to review 
by the Custodian and may be taken to the United States 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia on errors 
of law. No claim above $500,000 shall be paid under the 
Trading with the Enemy Act. The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation may make loans to a claimant who has filed 
a suit, up to 75 percent of the claim, any such loan to con- 
stitute a lien on the judgment. 

8. 1324. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; July 27, 1945 
(Finance). 

Makes unemployed veterans eligible for readjustment 
allowances under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act from 
the date of their discharge (now paid only for periods of 
unemployment after September 3, 1944). Extends read- 
justment allowance provisions to nonresidents who are self- 
émployed for profit and are carrying on an independent 
trade, business, etc., within the United States [amending 


U. S. C. 388: 696 (a), 696d (a))].

S. 1325. Mr. Fulbright and Mr. Thomas of Utah; July 28, 
1945 (Education and Labor). 


Brings under the provisions of the Employees’ Compen- 
sation Act all persons rendering personal services to the 
United States or to any department, agency, etc. (including 
Government owned or controlled corporations), without 
compensation or for nominal compensation, in cases where 
use of such services is authorized by Congress. The 
monthly pay of such persons at time of injury or death 
shall be determined by the Employees’ Compensation Com- 
mission upon relevant factors indicating their wage-earn- 
ing capacity. Actions against the United States or any of 
its agencies, departments, etc., are prohibited except by 
special act of Congress. Social Security benefits and bene- 
fits to which the employee has contributed are added to 
the benefits which need not be considered under the pro- 
vision requiring an election of benefits [amending U. 8. C. 
5: 757, 762, 790]. 

S. 1326. Mr. Stewart; July 28, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Transfers to the Secretary of Agriculture control over 
and responsibility for price control and rationing of food. 


S. 1328. Mr. Radcliffe; July 28, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 


Makes $1,800,000 of Lanham Act funds available for im- 
proving and expanding the Columbia Hospital for Women 
in the District of Columbia [amending U. 8S. C. 42: 1531- 
1534]. 


S. 1330. Mr. Walsh; July 28, 1945 (Civil Service). 


W'henever the Civil Service Commission shal] find that 
a preference eligible employee has been discharged, fur- 
loughed without pay, or transferred without justification, 
he shall be restored to his original position and compen- 
sated for any loss of wages [amending U. S. C. 5: 863]. 


S. 1331. Mr. Langer; July 28, 1945. 


Provides for approval of United States-Canadian agree- 
ment for improvement of the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
Basin, and for the disposition of electric power. 


S. 1332. Mr. Langer; July 28, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Provides maternity leave with pay (not more than 60 
days within any 12 consecutive calendar months) for gov- 
ernment employees. 


S. 1333. Mr. Langer; July 28, 1945 (Education and Labor). 


Establishes a Federal Bonding Board composed of the 
Secretary of the Treasury who shall be chairman, and shall 
administer the act, the Budget Director, and the Comp- 
troller General, whose duty it shall be to manage a Federal 
fidelity trust fund which the act creates and for whose 
establishment $500,000 shall be deposited in a special ac- 
count in the Treasury, but this,sum with 3 percent interest 
shall be repaid to the Treasury within 20 years, out of 
earnings and investments. The fund shall constitute the 
basis for issuance of fidelity or subsistence bonds to public 
officers and employees required by law to furnish bond. 
An employee may, at his election, upon contributing to the 
fund the premiums provided for by the Board, be bonded 
by the Board without sureties or he may give bond with 
sureties. Persons who elect to be bonded without sureties 
shall be liable to the Board. The Board shall have power 
to: (1) require that additional persons be bonded in any 
Government agency (with the concurrence of the head of 
the agency) ; (2) fix premium rates; (3) certify losses on 
bonds for payment by the Treasury; and (4) make neces- 
sary rules and regulations. 


S. 1334. Mr. Langer; July 28, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Creates the Bank of the United States, with a Board of 
Control consisting of one member from each State and 
Territory elected in the same manner as Senators. A va- 
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cancy shall be filled by the Governor, until the next State- 
wide primary or general election. 

The Board of Governors may acquire all requisite prop- 
erty and rights. The Board shall elect an executive com- 
mittee of 11 members, who have a wide experience in 
banking and financial matters, to supervise and manage 
the operation of the bank. The Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Comptroller of the Currency shall be ex officio 
members with full powers of the executive committee. 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall furnish the bank 
notes for circulation in the sum of $10,000,000,000 and such 
additional sum as may be necessary to carry out the act. 
Such notes shall be full legal tender at their face value for 
all public and private debts, and shall be the capital and 
revolving fund of the bank. 

All Government funds, except gold coin and bullion, sil- 
ver bullion, and postal-savings funds shall be deposited in 
the bank, which is designated the sole depository and the 
sole fiscal agent of the Government of the United States. 

The bank shall receive deposits from States, Territories, 
political subdivisions, State and National banks, and citi- 
zens or residents of the United States. Such deposits shall 
be fully guaranteed by the United States. All surplus 
funds and excess reserves of national banks and banking 
institutions under the jurisdiction of the United States 
shall be deposited in the bank. 

All demand instruments and items of exchange sent by 
the bank to national banks shall be remitted for at par. 

The bank may deposit funds in State or National banks 
within the United States and its Territories, if secured by 
United States bonds or approved bonds of any State, Ter- 
ritory, or political subdivision. 

The bank may transfer: (1) available funds to the credit 
of the Treasurer of the United States for the general fund, 
if secured by United States bonds, etc., and (2) funds to 
the Veterans’ Administration for use in making rehabilita- 
tion loans to veterans, if secured by paid-up life-insurance 
policies or other acceptable securities. The bank may 
make loans to States, Territories, or political subdivisions 
for public improvements; to State or National banks, if 
secured by United States bonds or State, Territorial, or 
political subdivision approved bonds. 

Loans to States, Territories, or political subdivisions 
shall be given preference whenever unemployment or wage 
scale for common labor is below $1 per hour for a 40-hour 
week. The bank shall also make loans to the Farm Credit 
Administration, Federal land banks, Farmers’ Home Cor- 
poration, and Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, if secured 
by farm-loan or home-loan bonds. 

Loans and transfers shall not be for more than 30 years, 
nor shall they be made to individuals or private corpo- 
rations, etc. 

The bank shall not deal in foreign exchange, money, 
or securities or make loans to foreign governments, banks, 
or corporations. The bank shall call in outstanding United 
States bonds, etc., calling those with the highest interest 
rate first. Such bonds, etc., shall remain outstanding ob- 
ligations of the United States but from the time the bank 
acquires them the interest shall be one-half of 1 percent 
per annum. 

Whenever the bank requires additional notes to carry out 
the act they shall be issued in the amount of retired bonds, 
etc., of the United States, the States, Territories, or politi- 
cal subdivisions delivered by the bank. 

The bank shall control and regulate the money and 
credit of the Nation and may act as a clearinghouse for 
banks making it a reserve depository. The executive com- 
mittee of the bank shall stabilize the dollar at the average 
value thereof between January 1, 1920, and January 1, 1945. 

The Federal Reserve Banking System is abolished. 

After the establishment of the bank, “United States 
money” shall be the only paper money issued and all Fed- 
eral Reserve notes, United States bank notes, Treasury 
notes, ete. (except Lincoln greenbacks), shall be presumed 
retired after 10 years,

S. 1395. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; September 14, 
1945 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the National Association, Rainbow Division 
Veterans, 

S. 1396. Mr. Brewster; September 14, 1945 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Provides for the establishment of marketing quotas for 
Irish potatoes and for a price-supporting program, which 
includes loans from the Commodity Credit Corporation 
{amending U. S. C. 7: 1301, 13861, 1371, 1873-74-75]. 


S. 1397. Messrs. Revercomb and Byrd; September 14, 
1945 (Military Affairs). 


To induce voluntary enlistments in the Regular Army 
and Navy, provides for: (1) enlistments for one year in 
the Army of men over 18 and in the Navy for men over 
17, including persons in active service, (2) mustering-out 
pay at time of discharge if discharge is for purpose of en- 
listment, (3) enlistment allowance based on highest grade 
at time of discharge from last period of service, (4) waiver 
by enlisted men of monetary allowance received in lieu 
of quarters and election to receive a family allowance, (5) 
travel allowance of 5 cents a mile for reenlistment fur- 
loughs, and (6) extension of benefits under the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act relating to education, loans, em- 
ployment, and unemployment adjustment allowances to 
take in consideration the period of enlistment [amending 
U. S. C. 37: 110; 38: 691, 693-]. 

S. 1398. Messrs. McMahon and McFarland; September 
14, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Surplus Airport Act of 1945—Authorizes the Surplus 
Property Board to convey surplus landing and nonland- 
ing facilities to States and political subdivisions without 
charge. Any State or political subdivision accepting con- 
veyance of surplus landing facilities must (1) retain title 
to the land (which may be leased), (2) use facilities for 
the benefit of the public, without unjust discrimination, 
and (3) permit the Federal Government to make exclusive 
use of them (including nonlanding facilities) in national 
emergencies and nonexclusive use at other times without 
charge, but would be liable for damage, etc., and (4) must 
release the Government of all claims. Surplus non-landing 
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facilities ‘may be disposed of in any manner the State or 
political subdivsiion may deem expedient without account- 
ing to the Federal Government if it would not interfere 
with efficient maintenance of the airport. The Federal 
Government shall be obligated to make contributions to 
certain maintenance costs for the first 5 years after con- 
veyance. Upon refusal of the Federal Government to 
make contributions after the 5-year period the State or 
political subdivision may convey the facilities to the Fed- 
eral Government. Landing facilities for which no request 
is made by a State or political subdivision shall be dis- 
posed of as provided in the Surplus Property Act of 1944. 
S. 1399. Mr. Tydings; September 14, 1945 (Territories 
and Insular Affairs). 

Transfers enemy property in the Philippine Islands, held 
by the Alien Property Custodian to the Government of the 
Philippine Commonwealth. 


S. 1401. Mr. Green; September 18, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes the sale of the United States Navy Motor 
Torpedo Boat Squadron Training Center at Melville, R. I. 
S. 1402. Mr. McCarran; September 18, 1945 (Public Lands 

and Surveys). 

Any grazing district or any designated portion of a graz- 
ing district shall be dissolved upon petition of 60 percent 
of the properly qualified users thereof [amending U. S. C. 
43 : 315-3150]. 

S. 1403. Mr. Wheeler (by request); September 18, 1945 
(Public Lands and Surveys). 

Authorizes conveyance of certain lands on the Fort Peck 
Indian Reservation, in Montana, to Norman Nedrud. 

S. 1404. Mr. Walsh; September 18, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Increases the permanent enlisted strength of the Regular 
Navy to 500,000 and that of the Regular Marine Corps to 
20 percent of the Navy’s strength. The number of com 
missioned officers shall equal 8 percent of the enlisted 
strength. The policy of Congress is declared to be that 
there shall be no discrimination against any officers regard- 
less of the source from which they received their appoint- 
ments. The President may appoint to permanent warrant 
grades or (with the consent of the Senate) to permanent 
commissioned grades in the Regular Navy and Marine 
Corps: (1) male officers of the Reserve Corps, (2) regular 
oflicers without permanent appointments, (3) commis- 
sioned warrant officers of the regular establishment with 
temporary appointments in higher grades, and (4) certain 
other persons who served in World War II as officers and 
were honorably separated therefrom. Provisions are made 
for regulating such appointments. Conflicting provisions 
(27 Stat. 730; 28 Stat. 826; 29 Stat. 97, 361; 38 Stat. 403; 
39 Stat. 572, 575, 576, 612; 40 Stat. 84; 41 Stat. 137, 830; 
52 Stat. 944, 952; 56 Stat. 3) are repealed. 

S. 1405. Mr. Walsh; September 18, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to appoint boards 
to recommend retirement of Regular Navy and Marine 
officers below the ranks of rear admiral and major general. 
Navy officers serving in the ranks of rear admiral or com- 
modore and Marine officers in the ranks of major general 
or brigadier general approved for retirement by the Presi- 
dent upon recommendations of the board shall be retired 
at the highest rank held on active duty with retired pay 
equal to 75 percent of the highest pay received on active 
duty. Officers in the rank of captain (Navy) and colonel 
(Marine Corps) or below shall be retired in the highest 
rank held if performance in such rank was satisfactory 
and if otherwise, in the next lower rank and his retired 
pay shall be at the rate of 21% percent of the active duty 
pay of the rank in which retired multiplied by the number 
of years service (not to exceed 75 percent of active duty 
pay). The President may discharge regular officers who 
have less than 7 years of active commissioned service (pro- 
visions respecting retirement of officers ranking lower than 
captain in the Navy and colouel in the Marine Corps and 
the discharge of officers having less than 7 years service 
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terminate on June 30 of the fiscal year following the 
official end of the war). The statutory retirement age in 
both services is lowered from 64 to 62 years for all officers 
below the rank of fleet admirals but retirement of ten such 
officers may be deferred at the discretion of the President. 
Provisions providing for retirement of general officers in 
the Marine Corps to create vacancies (U.S. C. 34: 384) and 
for retirement at 64 in both services (U. S. C. 34: 687) are 
repealed. 

S. 1406. Mr. Walsh; September 18, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Armed Forces Voluntary Recruitment Act of 1945—Until 
June 30, 1947, enlistments in the Regular Army and Navy 
shall be accepted from male persons over 18. The Sec- 
retary of War shall make a quarterly report to Congress 
on enlistments in the Regular Army under this Act. Pro- 
vides for: (1) voluntary retirement after 20 but not more 
than 29 years service (persons so retiring are requiring 
to be examined physically and to serve 2 months active 
duty each 4 years), (2) travel allowance of 5 cents a mile 
for those who are discharged after June 1, 1945, and reenlist 
and have been granted a furlough; (8) payments under 
the Mustering-out Pay Act at time of discharge or release 
for purpose of enlistment in the Regular Army or Navy 
(applicable in cases of enlistments in the Navy after Febru- 
ary 1, 1945, and June 1, 1945, for the Army) ; (4) enlist- 
ment allowances based on the highest grade held at time 
of discharge or release from last period of service; (5) 
election by an enlisted man of the Ist, 2d, or 3d grade 
to receive either a monetary allowance in lieu of quarters 
for dependents or have his dependents receive family allow- 
ance; (6) free postage to members of the armed forces on 
first class letter mail until December 31, 1947, and (7) 
provides for extension of benefits under the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act relating to education, loans, employ- 
ment, and unemployment adjustment allowances to take 
into consideration the period of enlistment. Strikes out 
from the Pay Readjustment Act the provision limiting the 
effectiveness of the act to wartime, as to increased pay 
for sea or foreign duty [amending Public 72, 79th Congress ; 
U. 8. C. 38: 691 (b), (ec), 693; 37: 110, 208]. 

S. 1407. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; September 18, 1945 
(Finance). 

A Federal employee may be extended recognition as an 
accredited representative of a veteran organization, within 
the discretion of the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, in 
presentation, ete., of claims, 

S. 1408. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; September 18, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Enlisted men who apply for discharge or release from the 
active duty in the armed forces, and who have had 2 years’ 
service prior to the date of the application, and who are 
not awaiting trial by a court-martial or contined under 
sentence by a court-martial, shall be discharged or released 
within 6 months after making the application. 

S. 1410. Mr. Shipstead; September 19, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Directs the immediate release of all fathers from the 
armed forces, upon application. 

S. 1412. Mr. McFarland; September 19, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Extends the retired pay provision of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942 to officers who retired prior to enactment 
of said act [amending U. S. C. 37: 115}. 

S. 1413. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; September 19, 1945 
(Privileges and Elections). 

Exempts veterans from the provisions of the Hatch Act 
restricting the political activities of Federal employees 
[amending U. 8S. C. 18: 61h]. 

S. 1414. Mr. McKellar; September 19, 1945 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to requisition 
surplus materials, equipment, etc., suitable for soil and 
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water-conservation works and to distribute the same 
through the Soil Conservation Service, by grant or loan, 
to public bodies organized under State laws to carry out 
soil and water-conservation and related public operations. 


S. 1415. Mr. Downey; September 20, 1945 (Civil Service). 
Provides a 20 percent increase in the basic rates of com- 
pensation of officers and employees of the Federal Govern- 
ment [amending 59 Stat. 295]. 
S. 1417. Mr. Saltonstall; September 20, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

District of Columbia Fair Trade Act—Protects trade- 
mark owners, producers, distributors, and the general 
public in the District of Columbia against injurious and 
uneconomic practices in the distribution of competitive 
commodities bearing a trade-name, brand, ete., by author- 
izing the use of voluntary contracts establishing minimum 
resale prices and providing for refusal to sell unless such 
minimum resale prices are observed. 

S. 1418. Mr. La Follette; September 20, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the payment of certain sums to jobbers in 
counection with their logging of timber for Menominee 
Indians during the logging season 1934—35. 

S. 1419. Messrs. McMahon, Hayden, Thomas of Utah, and 
Tunnell; September 20, 1945 (Education and Labor). 

National Mediation and Arbitration Act of 1945—De- 
clares it to be the intent of Congress that the Department 
of Labor and the United States Board of Arbitration shall 
be the only agencies of the Federal Government for the 
conciliation, mediation, and arbitration of labor contro- 
versies. The National Labor Relations Board may how- 
ever, settle any controversy now pending before it. 

Authorizes the President to appoint special boards of 
inquiry to hold hearings on the facts and issues of a labor 
dispute and to make the factual arguments thereto avail- 
able to the public. 

Creates in the Department of Labor a Conciliation and 
Mediation Division headed by an Administrator, to which 
shall be transferred commissioners, etc., of the present 
United States Conciliation Service and such officers and 
employees of the National War Labor Board as the Ad- 
ministrator deems necessary. The Administrator shall 
encourage eniployees and employers, through lawfully 
designated representatives to make and maintain agree- 
ments as to pay, hours, working conditions, etc., and to 
settle differences in relation thereto, by means of confer- 
ence, Either party to a controversy (or both parties) may 
invoke the services of the Division to any labor controversy 
affecting commerce which is not adjusted by conference in 
the first instance, 

Creates as an independent agency of the Executive 
branch of the Government the United States Board of 
Arbitration, composed of three members, appointed by the 
President. The board shall take over the arbitration 
functions of the Department of Labor. Upon request of 
both parties, the Board shall form an arbitration board 
in accordance with an agreement to arbitrate. The Board 
or the parties may select one or more arbitrators from a 
roster established by the Board. Arbitrators selected by 
the Board shall be paid by the Board ; those selected by the 
parties shall be paid by the parties selecting them. An 
arbitration award (which shall be filed in the District 
Court) shall be conclusive on the parties as to the merits 
and facts of the controversy, and unless a petition to im- 
peach it is filed within 10 days, the court in which it has 
been filed shall enter judgment thereon which shal] be final. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics shall maintain a file 
of all agreements reached as a result of arbitration, awards 
rendered, etc. 

S. 1420. Mr. Walsh; September 20, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Grants district courts original jurisdiction of prizes 
captured during war and brought into a locality in the 
temporary or permanent possession or occupation of the 
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armed forces of the United States. Permits appointment 
of active naval officers as prize commissioners. Authorizes 
the prize courts to adjudicate seized property (taken for 
use of the United States) on the basis of an inventory and 
survey and an appropriate undertaking by the United 
States to respond for the value of such property without 
the necessity for appraisement or a deposit of the value 
of the prize [amending U. S. C. 34: 1137, 1140, 1159]. 


S. 1422. Mr. Green; September 24, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Government employees separated from the service be- 
tween August 14, 1945, and August 14, 1947, after 25 years 
of service, shall be paid an annuity computed under the 
present retirement law. 


S. 1425. Mr. Butler; September 24, 1945 (Commerce). 


Revives the Act of June 8, 1940 (54 Stat. 257) authorizing 
a bridge across the Missouri River near Decatur, Nebr. 


S. 1426. Messrs. McCarran, Burton, and Capper; Septem- 
ber 24, 1945 (District of Columbia). 


The District of Columbia Redevelopment Act of 1945— 
Creates the District of Columbia Redevelopment Land 
Agency, composed of five members, two to be appointed by 
the President, (one may be a Government official) and 
three by the District Commissioners (one may be a Dis- 
trict of Columbia official). All nonofficial appointees shall 
have been residents of the District for 5 years. 

The general purpose shall be to carry out the redevelop- 
ment plans, as drawn up by the Planning Commission and 
approved by the Commissioners, for certain “blighted 
dreas” in the District. 

The Agency shall have power to (1) acquire and assemble 
real property; (2) transfer, lease, or sell real property in 
the project areas; (3) provide housing for displaced fam- 
ilies; (4) accept funds or property from prospective lessees 
or purchasers, make use-value appraisal of property in 
the project areas; (5) retain certain supervision over 
leases or conveyances to redevelopment corporations, and 
(6) make proper disposition of rents, etc. The Agency 
shall make an annual report to the District commissioners, 
for transmission to Congress, or its operations and expen- 
ditures. A $20,000,000 special trust fund shall be available 
for necessary expenses for 10 years after which the balance 
shal! be transferred to miscellaneous receipts of the United 
States, 50 percent of the deficit to be repaid in 10 years 
from District of Columbia revenues. 

Provides that after 3 years from date of this act author- 
ity to acquire lands, buildings, ete. granted by the District 
of Columbia Alley Dwelling Act shall be vested in the 
District of Columbia Redevelopment Land Agency. 

Authorizes Federal savings and loans associations, build- 
ing associations, and building and loan associations, 
operating under the laws of the District of Columbia, to 
make loans (not in excess of $2,000 without security) for 
improvement of housing and other improved real estate. 


S. 1427. Mr. Langer; September 24, 1945 (Finance). 


Grants to World War II veterans without cost an in- 
surance policy issued without medical examination or med- 
ical history statement in multiples of $100 for each month 
of service. After such insurance has been in force for 15 
years the insured may elect to receive payment as an annu- 
ity, monthly payments to be determined by the amount of 
annuity purchasable with the amount of insurance in force 
plus 4 percent annual interest. 


S. 1429. Mr. Langer; September 24, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Bankruptcy Act (U. 8. C. 11: 208 (s) (3)) 
to permit a farmer debtor within 3 years after amending 
his petition or answer by asking to be adjudged a bankrupt, 
to move to dismiss such petition or answer without preju- 
dice to the right of his creditors to have their claims 
against him in a State or Federal court. 


S. 1432. Mr. Morse; September 25, 1945 (Finance). 
Establishes a Bureau of Veterans’ Arts and Crafts, and 
an Advisory Board, to promote the development and expan- 
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sion of the market, etc., for articles of arts and craftsman- 
ship produced by physically handicapped veterans. 
S. 1433. Mr. Gerry; September 26, 1945 (Finance). 

The Federal estate tax shall not apply to a transfer of 
the net estate of any decedent (1) who has died or may 
hereafter die between December 7, 1941, and the end of 
the war while serving in the armed forces, or (2) who dies 
as a result of service-incurred injury or disease within one 
year after the end of the war or the date of separation 
from service, whichever date is earlier. Provides for re- 
funds of taxes that have been paid. 

S. 1435. Mr. Buck; September 26, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Entitles veterans to purchase any surplus property of- 
fered for sale of a market value of $2,500 or léss, at a pur- 
chase price not exceeding its cost to the Government less 
depreciation [amending U. 8. C. 50 App: 1625). 

S. 1437. Mr. Shipstead; September 26, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Directs the immediate release from the armed forces of 
men under 20 years of age who wish to resume their edu- 
cation, 

S. 1438. Mr. Walsh; September 27, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Makes the provisions of U. 8. C. 34: 854b providing for 
the transfer of enlisted men of the Regular Navy or Naval 
Reserve to the Fleet Reserve applicable with respect to 
(1) persons enlisting in the Regular Navy after July 1, 
1925, and prior to 120 days after the date of this Act, or 
(2) persons discharged between those dates who reenlist 
within 3 months after discharge. After transfer their 
pay (except when on active duty) shall be 244 percent of 
their base pay at time of transfer plus all permanent addi- 
tions multiplied by the number of years’ service (not to 
exceed 75 percent of active-duty pay). Enlisted men 
transferred after 16 or 20 years’ service to the Fleet Re- 
serve or retired list of the Regular Navy who performed 
active duty between September 8, 1939, and December 7, 
1941, shall be entitled to compute such service toward 
retainer or retired pay on resumption of inactive status. 
Enlisted men (now only officers) retired by reason of 
physical disability incurred while serving under a tem- 
porary appointment at a higher rank shall be advanced 
on the retired list to such higher rank at 75 percent of the 
active-duty pay thereof. The provision suspending en- 
listment allowances during war or national emergency 
for enlisted men of the Marine Corps, Coast Guard, and 
Navy (U. 8. C. 37: 110) is repealed. Officers and enlisted 
men of the Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve who 
while on active duty were temporarily advanced to a 
higher rank shall revert to their permanent rank upon 
the termination of their temporary status but when placed 
on inactive duty it shall be with the highest rank held on 
active duty [amending U. 8. C. 34:350g (c), 350g(e), 
350i, 854b, 854c ; 37: 110]. 

S. 1439. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; September 27, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 


Provides for refund of taxes illegally paid by Indians 
on lands, rents, royalties or other gains, upon claims filed 
prior to January 29, 1944, with interest at 6 percent from 
date of payment, notwithstanding any previous decision 
of the Treasury or the courts [amending 56 Stat. 21 § 2]. 
S. 1440. Mr. Fulbright; September 27, 1945 (Military 

Affairs). 


Authorizes allocation of credits established through the 
sale of surplus Government property abroad to the foreign 
government to which the property is sold, to finance the 
exchange of students, under regulations to be prescribed 
by the Secretary of State. 

S. 1441. Mr. Hill (for Mr. Pepper); September 28, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 
Authorizes a replica of the Dade Monument at West 


Point, to be presented to Florida for erection in the Dade 
State Memorial Park. 


Digest of Public General Bills 


S. 1445. Mr. Kilgore; September 28, 1945 (Finance). 


Extends the old age and survivors insurance benefit 
provisions of the Social Security Act to officers and em- 
ployees of States, political subdivisions, and instrumen- 
talities thereof [amending U. 8. C. 42: 401-409]. 

S. 1446. Mr. Reed; October 2, 1945 (Finance). 

Provides for the return of employment services to the 
States. The Social Security Board shall certify (within 
30 days after enactment) to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury the amount deemed necessary for the operation of 
offices and activities of the unemployment services for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1946. Such amounts shall 
be transferred to the Board from the War Manpower 
Commission appropriations for 1946. Within 60 days after 
enactment, the Secretary of Labor shall return all records 
and property loaned by the States and transfer all records 
and property used by the United States Employment Serv- 
ice necessary for operation of employment services by the 
States. The United States Employment Service shall, in 
cooperation with the States, continue to perform its fune- 
tions with respect to employment services for veterans. 

S. 1447. Mr. Walsh; October 2, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Naval personnel not entitled under other laws or regu- 
lations to accumulate leave credit shall be entitled to 2% 
days leave credit a month for service between the begin- 
ning of active service or September 6, 1940, whichever is 
the later, and time of discharge or 1 year after termina- 
tion of hostilities in the present war, as proclaimed by the 
President, whichever is the later. Such leave may be 
accumulated up to 120 days and payment shall be made 
in a lump sum (at time of discharge) based on rate of 
longevity pay, and allowances for quarters and subsistence 
at time of separation from the service. 

S. 1449. Mr. Murray; October 2, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

Construction Stabilization Act of 1945—Establishes the 
Construction Policy Board, composed of the Secretaries 
of Agriculture, Labor, and Commerce, which shall advise 
the President and Congress quarterly as to the trend of 
construction work in the country and the need for in- 
creasing or decreasing public construction. The President 
shall appoint a 10-member Public Works Stabilization 
Committee under the chairmanship of the Federal Works 
Administrator, and a 16-member Construction Industry 
Advisory Committee. The Public Works Stabilization 
Committee shall advise the President on the stabilization 
of Federal public works, and shall promote cooperative 
action by the States and local governments in the coordi- 
nation and stabilization of public works construction and 
shall, through the Construction Industry Advisory Com- 
mittee, endeavor to secure the cooperation of private indus- 
try in adjusting and harmonizing public works programs 
and private construction. 

The President shall transmit to Congress specific pro- 
grams for decreasing or increasing Federal expeditures 
for construction, either direct or through loans, grants- 
in-aid, ete., whenever he finds that expeditures for Con- 
struction (both public and private) estimated to be put 
in place during the coming 6-month period will be (1) less 
than required to maintain reasonable employment in 
construction or (2) more than required to maintain a 
high level of employment in construction, and he may take 
other specified measures in the interest of proper timing 
of public construction. 

Provisions for advance planning of construction include 
a requirement that each agency shall prepare a 6-year 
advance building program complete with estimates, and a 
program for prompt commencement and carrying out of 
an expanded construction program at any time, and shall 
keep its 6-year program up to date. 

The War Mobilization and Reconversion Act is 
amended to provide $150,000,000 for an advance plan- 
ning fund, from which loans or advances may be made 
to public agencies, in order to build up and maintain a

non-Federal reserve of planned public works construc- 
tion amounting to approximately $5,000,000,000 at all 
times. Title V of the War Mobilization and Reconver- 
sion Act relating to advanced public works planning is 
extended indefinitely [amending U. S. C. 50 App: 1671]. 
S. 1450. Mr. Butler; October 2, 1945 (Commerce). 

Amends provisions relating to condemnation, etc., of 
bridge between Washington County, Nebr., and Harrison 
County, Iowa, and deletes provisions for continuance of 
tolls for maintenance purposes after costs have been 
amortized. 

S. 1451. Mr. McCarran; October 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Denies to Federal circuit or district judges jurisdic- 
tion to issue a writ of habeas corpus to inquire into the 
validity of the imprisonment of a prisoner held in custody 
pursuant to a conviction of a State court, or to release 
such prisoner in any habeas corpus proceeding if the peti- 
tioner has adequate remedy in the courts of the State. 
Where any prisoner so held, claiming the right to be 
released on the ground that the judgment has been ob- 
tained in violation of the (onstitution or laws of the 
United States, files a petition for writ of habeas corpus 
before a Federal circuit or district judge. the judge shall, 
if he finds reasonable grounds therefor, issue the writ 
and provide for a hearing thereon by a special three- 
member court, whose decision shall be reviewable by 
the Supreme Court on writ of certiorari; if he does not 
find reasonable ground for issuing the writ he shall dis- 
miss the petition, from which action appeal shall be to 
the circuit court of appeals upon filing of a certificate of 
probable cause. 

A prisoner in custody pursuant to a conviction of a Fed- 
eral court, claiming the right to be released on the ground 
that judgment has been obtained in violation of the Con- 
stitution or laws of the United States, or that the court 
was without jurisdiction, or that the sentence was in excess 
of the legal maximum or otherwise open to collateral at- 
tack, may apply by motion to the court in which judgment 
Was rendered to vacate or set aside the judgment, not- 
withstanding the expiration of the term at which judgment 
was rendered. That court shall cause notice of the motion 
to be served on the United States attorney and grant 
prompt hearing thereon, find the facts with respect to the 
issues thereon, and, in accordance with the findings, either 
vacate and set aside the judgment and discharge or re- 
sentence the prisoner, or grant a new trial, or correct the 
sentence, or deny relief. An appeal from an order granting 
or denying the motion shall lie to the circuit court of 
appeals. No Federal circuit or district judge shall enter- 
tain an application for writ of habeas corpus in behalf of 
any person who is authorized to apply for relief by motion 
pursuant to the foregoing provisions, unless it is not prac- 
ticable to determine his rights to discharge from custody 
on such a motion because of his inability to be present at 
the hearing thereon, or for other reasons. When a pris- 
oner has sought relief on such a motion, and the cireuit or 
district judge concludes that it has not been practicable 
to determine his rights thereon, the findings, order, or 
judgment on the motion shall not be asserted as a defense 
to the prisoner’s application for relief on habeas corpus.

Prohibits any circuit or district judge from entertaining 
any application for a writ of habeas corpus to inquire 
into the detention of any person pursuant to a judgment 
of any Federal or State court if it appears that the legality 
of the detention has been determined on a prior application 
for such a writ and the petition presents no new ground. 
Permits the judge who determines an application for a writ

Extends to November 1, 1950, the date of termination of 
jurisdiction of bankruptcy courts in railroad adjustment 
proceedings [amending U. S. C. 11: 1255). 
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S. 1454. Mr. Cordon; October 3, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

Permits completion of any temporary defense housing 
which was under construction on September 2, 1945, if the 
Federal Works Administrator finds it is needed in the 
interest of the orderly demobilization of the war effort or 
for reconversion purposes. 

S. 1455. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; October 3, 1945 
(Finance). 

Effective with respect to taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1940, all amounts received by members of 
the armed forces as compensation for active service in 
such forces during World War II shall be exempt from 
taxation [amending U. 8. C. 26: 22 (b) (13) ]. 

S. 1456. Messrs. Murray, Wagner, and McMahon; Octo- 
ber 3, 1945 (Education and Labor). 


United States Employment Service Act.—Establishes in 
the Department of Labor a United States; Employment 
Service and repeals existing provisions for a United States 
Employment Service and for aid to the States for State- 
controlled public employment offices (U. 8. C. 29: 49-491). 

The Service created by this act shall: (a) establish and 
develop a national system of employment offices and facili- 
ties and services for aiding veterans in securing and 
holding employment; (b) develop and maintain facilities 
ior the placement of workers on farms and the placement 
of youths, (¢) develop facilities to insure the full utiliza- 
tion of the handicapped and cooperate with all rehabilita- 
tion, training, and retraining agencies: (d) establish such 
offices and services, at such times and places, as may be 
necessary; (e€) collect and furnish information on oppor- 
tunity for employment, employment trends, etc.; (f) 
cooperate with employers and employees, governmental 
agencies, or with any private agency or institution in mak- 
ing studies and reports and encouraging job training, 
(g) make available information on needs for a supply 
labor on an area, industrial, and national basis, (h) aid 
in developing methods of selection, referral to training, 
and transference of employees, (i) maintain a national 
clearing system enabling workers in labor surplus areas 
to obtain employment in labor shortage areas, and (j) 
cooperate with the Social Security Board in providing 
employment service facilities and information for the 
administration of unemployment insurance. 

No person shall be referred to a position (a) if the 
vacaney is due directly to a labor dispute; (b) if the wages, 
hours, or other conditions of the work are substantially 
less favorable than those prevailing in the locality; (c) 
if as a condition of employment he would be required to 
join a labor union or resign from or refrain from joining 
any bona fide labor organization; (d) if the prospective 
employer discriminates against employees or applicants 
for employment on the ground of race, creed, color. or 
national origin, or (e) if the position is one which does 
not utilize the person’s highest skill, unless every reason- 
able effort has been made to place him in a position that 
does so. 

The Secretary of Labor shall enter into an agreement 
with a State agency in each State whereby the State agency 
may act as his agent in operating all offices of the United 
States Employment Service in such state, provided the 
State agency submits a plan which conforms to require- 
ments laid down in the act, including provisions for day- 
to-day operating arrangements between public employ- 
ment offices acress State borders and the establishment of 
State and local advisory councils. Payments to States 
which have approved plans shall be made in such sums 
as the Secretary of Labor deems necessary. 

A National Advisory Employment Service Policy Coun- 
cil, consisting of representatives of employers, employees, 
and agriculture in equal numbers, veterans and the pub- 
lie shall be appointed by the Secretary of Labor, selections 
to be made from panels submitted by the Secretary of 
Labor, selections to be made from panels submitted by 
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various agencies and organizations concerned with the 
employment service. 

Necessary appropriations are authorized. 

S. 1458. Messrs. Morse and Mead; October 3, 1945 (Com- 
merce). 

Broadens the definition of officers of vessels of the 
United States to include chief radiotelegraph operators 
and assistant radiotelegraph operators, thus imposing upon 
such operators a citizenship requirement [amending U. §S. 
C. 46: 221]. 

S. 1459. Messrs. Hatch and O’Mahoney; October 3, 1945 
(Public Lands and Surveys). 

Provides for the extension to December 31, 1946, of 
any 5-year oil and gas leases expiring before December 
31, 1946, which are maintained according to statutory re- 
quirements [amending U. 8S. C. 80: 226b]. 

S. 1460. Mr. Hatch (by request); October 3, 1945 (Public 
Lands and Surveys). 

Increases the salary of the Solicitor of the Department 
of Interior to $10,000 per year. 

S. 1461. Mr. Hatch (by request); October 3, 1945 (Pub- 
lic Lands and Surveys). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to lease or 
grant revocable permits to use, for agricultural, indus- 
trial, commercial, or any other purposes, certain public 
lands in Alaska. 

S. 1462. Mr. Barkley; October 3, 1945 (Commerce). 

Water Pollution Act—Requires the Surgeon General 
of the Public Health Service, in cooperation with other 
Federal agencies, State and interstate agencies, and 
municipalities and industries involved, to prepare com 
prehensive programs for postwar water-pollution-control 
projects. Authorizes $100,000,000 annually for (1) 
grants-in-aid and loans to States, municipalities, and other 
public bodies for engineering reports, plans, ete., and for 
construction of treatment works, and (2) loans to indus- 
trial enterprises for engineering reports, etc., and for con- 
struction of treatment works. Grants-in-aid and loans 
shall be made by the Federal Security Administrator but 
must be approved by the State health authority and Sur- 
geon General. Also authorizes $1,500,000 annually be- 
ginning with the fiscal year 1946 to be allotted to State 
health authorities and interstate agencies for investiga- 
tions, studies, etc., in the prevention and control of water 
pollution. The Surgeon General shall encourage cooper- 
ative activities of the State, enactment of uniform State 
laws, and interstate compacts (for which consent of the 
Congress is given), and shall collect and disseminate in- 
formation, make available the results of experiments, etc., 
policies and programs are subject to a review by a Water 
Pollution Control Advisory Board, which is established in 
the Service. 

S. 1463. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; October 3, 1945. 

Atomic Energy Act of 1945—Bstablishes an Atomic 
Energy Commission of nine members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate. Gives the Com 
mission plenary supervision and control, so far as the 
jurisdiction of the United States extends, over all sources 
of atomic energy and over all matters connected with re- 
search on the transmutation of atomic species, the pro- 
duction of nuclear fission, and the release of atomic energy 
and plenary power to set up rules and regulations for the 
handling and transmission of data and equipment con- 
nected with research in the atomic field. Authorizes the 
President to establish necessary advisory boards to assist 
the Commission. Provides for the transfer of certain 
Government property to the Commission and for the acqui- 
sition, etc., of other necessary property by the Commission. 

Contains provisions for disposal of surplus property, 
audits, security regulations, penalties, and general admin 
istrative regulations. 
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S. 1464. Mr. McFarland; October 4, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Makes August 14 of each year a legal holiday to be 
known as World War II Victory Day. 

S. 1465. Mr. Andrews; October 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Temporary members of the U. S. Coast Guard Reserve, 
upon discharge, shall receive a certificate of honorable 
service or honorable discharge. Such reserves, and mem- 
bers of the Auxiliary, who have completed 600 hours of 
active duty or patrol duty shall receive a certificate show- 
ing same, and shall be included under the Veteran’s 
Preference Act, 1944, as if duty had been performed in 
Regular Coast Guard. 

For purposes of pensions, disability or death benefits, 
hospital treatment, etc., physical injury to any temporary 
member of the Reserve or of the Auxiliary shall be deemed 
to have been incurred in line of duty of the Regular Coast 
Guard [amending 58 Stat. 757]. 

S. 1466. Mr. Walsh; October 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes $15,000,000 for construction of facilities for 
economic rehabilitation of Guam. 

S. 1467. Mr. Walsh; October 9, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for adjustment between the proper’ appropria- 
tions of unpaid balances in the pay accounts of naval 
personnel on the last day of each fiscal year. 

S. 1468. Mr. Walsh; October 9, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes temporarily the allowances of leave to officers 
of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard retired sub- 
sequent to September 8, 1939, and retained on active duty, 
to the same extent as if such officers had not been retired. 
S. 1470. Mr. Magnuson; October 9, 1945 (Public Lands 

and Surveys). 

Grants for an indefinite period the right to locate and 
patent mining claims within certain enlarged areas of the 
Olympic National Park [amending U. S. C. 16: 252]. 

S. 1471. Mr. O’Daniel; October 9, 1945 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes the transfer of certain land and personal 
property comprising the Mexia Colony project of the 
Farm and Security Administration in Limestone County, 
Tex., to the State of Texas for use for the benefit and 
rehabilitation of convalescent or handicapped residents 
of the States. 

S. 1472. Mr. Cordon; October 9, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Requests the President to proclaim as National Flag 
Raising Day of each year the day on which the public 
schools open for the beginning of a new school year. 

S. 1473. Mr. Knowland; October 11, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Military Training Act of 1945—Every male citizen and 
every male resident of the United States who is be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 22 on the date of this enactment, 
or who thereafter attains the age of 18 shall register; 
those who are between the ages of 21 and 22 on the 
date of this enactment or who thereafter reach the age 
of 21 shall be liable for training and service in the armed 
forces, and if they are physically and mentally fit shall be 
inducted into the armed forces unless they volunteer 
before the time fixed for their induction or unless they 
are deferred. Men who are between the ages of 21 and 22 
on the date of this act shall be inducted within 1 year 
after such date; those who reach the age of 21 after 
such date shall be inducted within 1 year after attaining 
that age. 

The training and service period shall be 12 months, 
subject to deduction of the amount of time spent in active 


service prior to the beginning thereof, and subject also to. 


extension when the national interest is imperiled. 

Hach man, after the completion of his period of train- 
ing and service, shall be transferred to a reserve com- 
ponent, of which he shall be a member (1) until the age 
of 45, or (2) for 10 years after transfer, or (3) until he 
is discharged, whichever occurs first.

Senate Bills 


Inducted men shall be allowed the same pay, allow- 
ances, pensions, and other benefits as other enlisted men 
of like grades and length of service of the component to 
which they are assigned. 

A citizen or a subject of a neutral country may, upon ap- 
plication, be relieved from liability for training and serv- 
ice in accordance with regulations prescribed by the 
President, but no person who makes such application shall 
thereafter become a citizen of the United States. Citizens 
or subjects of alien enemy countries shall not be inducted 
unless they are acceptable to the armed forces. 

Relief from liability from training and service, on a 
point system, is provided for those with service in the 
National Guard, Naval Reserve, Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
etc. Ministers of religion and theological students shall 
be deferred. Students taking full-time work at schools or 
colleges may be deferred until the age of 25. The Presi- 
dent may also provide for the deferment of: (1) men 
whose employment in industry, agriculture, etc., or whose 
activity in other endeavors is necessary to the national 
health, safety, and interest, (2) men in a status with 
respect to dependents which renders their deferment ad- 
visable, and (3) men found to be physically, mentally, 
or morally deficient or defective. 

Conscientious objectors shall not be subject to com- 
batant training and service. 

No bounty shall be paid for enlistment or induction. 
No person liable for service shall be allowed to furnish 
a substitute. 

Provision is made for replacing in their former posi- 
tions men who have completed their training and service 
periods 

The act shall be administered by the Selective Service 
System. 

S. 1474. Mr. Langer; October 11, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Increases the maximum penalties for violation of the 
Sherman Anti-trust Act from a fine of $5,000 and/or 1 
year imprisonment to a fine of $100,000,000 and/or 50 
years imprisonment [amending U. S. C. 15:1, 2, 3]. 

S. 1475. Mr. Bailey; October 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


The Surplus Property Act shall not be deemed to au- 
thorize (1) the commercial operation by any Government 
agency of any plant declared to be surplus property, or 
(2) the disposal of any such plant upon terms which 
obligate the United States or any Government agency to 
pay losses resulting from or otherwise to subsidize the 
commercial operation of such plant [amending U. S. C. 
5O App. 1624]. 

S. 1476. Mr. Robertson; October 11, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Extends the provisions of the Mustering-Out Payment 
Act to any person who was relieved from active service 
in the armed forces on his own initiative to accept em- 
ployment. The full amount due to an individual under 
the act shall be paid at time of relief or discharge. Retro- 
active to Febrnary 3, 1944 [amending U. S. C. 38: 691a (b), 
693b (b) 1}. 

S. 1477. Mr. Lucas; October 11, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Permits the President to authorize Government agencies 
to enter into contracts or modifications thereof for sup- 
plies and services furnished to the United States between 
December 7, 1941, and August 14, 1945, where necessary to 
prevent injustices. : 

S. 1481. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; October 15, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Strategic Materials Stock Piling Act—Rewrites the law 

relating to the acquisition, etc., of strategic raw materials. 


‘Requires the President to establish, within such agency 


of the Government as he shall designate, a Strategic 
Mater’al Stock Piling Board, consisting of a chairman 
appointed by the head of the designated agency with 


‘the approval of the President, and the Secretaries of 


State, Treasury, War, Navy, Interior, Agriculture, and 
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Commerce. With the advice and assistance of the Board, 
the President shall determine from time to time: (1) 
which materials are strategic, (2) the qualities and quan- 
tities of such materials, and (3) the date by which such 
quantities should be acquired. Under the present law 
comparable duties are performed by the Secretaries of 
War, Navy, and Interior acting jointly through the Army 
and Navy Munitions Board, in cooperation with the Sec- 
retaries of State, Treasury, and Commerce. 

The new Board shall direct the purchase of strategic 
materials; it shall provide for storage, security and main- 
tenance, for refining or reprocessing, and for rotation to 
prevent deterioration; it shall dispose of surpluses, upon 
public notice, and it shall submit annual reports to Con- 
gress, which shall, however, not contain any information 
the disclosure of which would be inimical to national 
security, and quarterly reports to the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board. Surplus strategic materials owned 
by any Government agency shall be transferred.to the 
stock piles without charge except for expenses, and ex- 
cept that upon any transfer from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation or any corporation orgat ized under 
the Reconstruction Finance Act notes of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation shall be cancelled in amount 
equal to the fair value of the material transferred. Nec- 
essary appropriations are authorized. For the purposes 
of this act, the term “strategic materials” shall not in- 
clude petroleum or petroleum products [amending U. 8. C. 
50: 98-98f, 50 App. 1623 (b); repealing U. 8S. C. 50 App. 
1631}. 

S. 1482. Mr. Johnson of Colorado and Mr. Kilgore; Octo- 
ber 15, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Department of Military Security Act—Establishes a De- 
partment of Military Security and transfers thereto the 
War and Navy Departments which shall cease to exist as 
separate departments. The new Department shall be 
headed by a Secretary at $20,000 a year; and shall have 
six divisions, Scientific Research and Development, Aero- 
nauties, Army, Navy, Procurement, and Military Intelli- 
gence, each headed by an Under Secretary at $15,000 a 
year. The Secretary and the Under Secretaries shall be 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
The President may perfect the organization by consolidat- 
ing, eliminating, or redistributing the functions of offices, 
bureaus, agencies, etc., or creating new ones and fixing 
the functions of their executive heads. 

S. 1483. Mr. Carville; October 15, 1945 (Mines and Min- 
ing). 

Extends for 1 year the suspension of annual assessment 
work on mining claims in the United States and Alaska 
famending U. S. C. 80: 28a note], 

S. 1484. Mr. Langer; October 15, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Prevents the placing of liens upon lands of Indian re- 
cipients of old-age assistance benefits. 

S. 1485. Mr. Langer; October 15, 1945 (Territories and 
Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes statehood for Puerto Rico and provides for 
forming a constitution and a state government. 

S. 1486. Mr. McCarran; October 15, 1945 (Finance). 

In connection with: the coinage of silver, the United 
States shall pay the monetary value for silver purchased 
less the cost of brassage, coinage, and other mint charges 
(now there is a seigniorage of 45 percent to cover service) 
[amending U. 8. C. 31:316e (b))]. Repeals certain sec- 
tions of the Silver Purchasing Act (U. 8S. C. 26: 1805; 
31:316a, b) relating to (1) power of the Secretary of 
Treasury to regulate importation, exportation, and trans- 
portation of silver; (2) the nationalization of silver; and 
(3) imposition of a tax of 50 percent on profits arising 
from private transactions in silver bullion. 
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S. 1487. Mr. Wiley; October 18, 1945 (Privileges and 
Elections). 

Prohibits political expenditures by national banks, Fed- 
erally chartered corporations, and labor unions in connec- 
tion with any national election [amending U. 8. C. 2: 251}. 
S. 1488. Mr. Tydings; October 18, 1945 (Territories and 

Insular Affairs). 

Philippine Rehabilitation Act of 1945—Establishes a 
Philippine War Damage Commission with a representa- 
tive of the Department of State as Chairman thereof and 
authorizes it to expend $100,000,000 to compensate for the 
loss of or damage to property in the Philippines occurring 
between December 7, 1941, and October 1, 1945, as a result 
of (1) enemy attack; (2) action taken by enemy repre- 
sentatives or by representatives of any government co- 
operating with the enemy; (3) action by armed forces 
of the United States or other forces cooperating therewith 
in expelling the enemy from the Philippines; or (4) loot- 
ing, pillaging, etc., accompanying the collapse of civil 
authority or incidental to enemy eontrol. 

Amends provisions relating to trade relations between 
the United States and the Philippine Islands. 

Until the date in 1945 when independence of the Philip- 
pines is recognized and proclaimed by the President of the 
United States, a duty equal to 5 percent of the duty of 
the respective countries shall be collected by each country 
on imports from the other. No duty shall be imposed on: 
(a) cigars (exclusive of cigars, cheroots, and paper cigars 
and cigarettes, including wrappers), (b) scrapped tobacco 
and certain’ stemmed and unstemmed filler tobacco; (c) 
coconut oil; (d) pear) or shel! buttons, the quota system 
for those articles being abolished for the period involved. 
Coconut oil is not, however, exempt from excise taxes. 

After independence (in 1945), the importation of Philip- 
pine products shall be subject to the laws of the United 
States in the same manner as the products of other coun- 
tries, except that preferential treatment may be given to 
any Philippine article in accordance with an executive 
agreement which the President of the United States is 
authorized to enter into with the President of the Philip- 
pines providing for preferential treatment by each coun- 
try of imports from the other, effective from the date of 
independence through December 31, 1967, unless termi- 
nated by either party, upon 6 months’ notice, in the event 
of nullifying practices, etc., by the other. Such agree- 
ment shall provide: (1) for an exclusive preferential duty 
of 5 percent of the United States import duty and the 
Philippine import duty, respectively, and for a progres- 
sive increase in such preferential rates by an additional 
5 percent of the import duty of the respective countries, 
until December 31, 1949, no third country, including 
Cuba, to be entitled to any benefits arising under the 
agreement; (2) for free entry into the United States (not- 
withstanding the foregoing provisions relating to agree- 
ment) between the date of independence and December 
31, 1945, regardless of quantity, and on a quota basis 
thereafter through December 31, 1949, of cigars, scrap to- 
bacco, coconut oil, and pearl or shell buttons, the duty-free 
quotas to be reduced annually through 1967; (3) for duty- 
free imports of Philippine sugars in amoun: 850,000 long 
tons, not more than 50,000 long tons of which may be 
refined sugars, and for the allocation of such quotas among 
planters, mills, and refiners on a basis prescribed by the 
act; (4) for the allocation of quotas of all other quota 
articles among manufacturers whose products were 
shipped to the United States in 1940; (5) for transfers 
of allotments; (6) for apportionment of unfulfilled allot- 
ments; (7) that no United States tax on the processing 
of coconut oil shall be imposed from the independence 
date through December 31, 1967, at a rate higher than 
the rate applicable to processing of palm kernel oil or to 
the taxable processing of palm oil, whichever rate is lower ; 
(8) for refunds of duties, as draw-backs, when articles 
manufactured from imported raw materials are exported 
within 3 years to whichever country exported the raw 
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material, and (9) for continuance of the agreement in 
effect through 1967, subject to termination by either party 
at any time after January 1, 1957, on 2 years’ notice 
[amending U. S. C. 48: 1236, 1243, 1287a; repealing 56 
Stat. 852]. 

Creates a Commission for the Disposal of Surplus Prop- 
erty in the Philippines to provide for the most effective use 
and disposition of such surplus property. Provides for 
the transfer of enemy property in the Philippine Common- 
wealth, 

Authorizes the Coast and Geodetic Survey to cdntinue 
until 5 years after January 1, 1946, the survey work which 
was being conducted in the Philippine Islands prior to 
December 7, 1941. The Coast and Geodetic Survey is also 
authorized to train 10 qualified Filipinos a year, to con- 
finue such survey after expiration of the 5 years. 

The Chairman of the United States Maritime Commis- 
sion and the Commissioner of the Fish and Wildlife Service 
are authorized to instruct 25 Filipinos a year, for 5 years, 
in their respective fields. 

S. 1489. Mr. Johnson of Colorado and Mr. Thomas of 
Utah; October 18, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes payment for accumulated and accrued annual 
leave to persons whose civilian appointments were termi- 
nated pursuant to the act of December 22, 1942 (56 Stat.

Administration to formulate a veterans’ job and inte- 
grated national program for assuring maximum work 
opportunities and careers for veterans through the con- 
certed efforts of industry, agriculture, labor, foreign trade, 
private agencies, State and local governments, and the 
Federal Government. The Administration is authorized 
to exercise all the powers conferred upon it by the War 
Mobilization and Reconversion Act of 1944, and its au- 
thority to supervise activities of Government agencies re- 
lating to retraining, reemployment, etc., of veterans is 
extended to cover such activities of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration [amending U. 8S. C. 50 App. 1662]. 

S. 1580. Mr. Connally; November 8, 1945 (Foreign Rela- 
tions). 

United Nations Participation Act of 1945—Authorizes 
the President to appoint, subject to Senate confirmation, 
a representative of the United States at the seat of the 
United Nations with the rank of Ambassador and annual 
salary of $20,000, and a deputy representative with the 
rank of Minister and annual salary of $12,000. The rep- 
resentative shal] represent the United States in the Se- 
curity Council and perform such other functions in connec- 
tion with- participation of the United States in the United 
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Nations as the President may direct; the deputy repre- 
sentative shall represent the United States in the Security 
Council in the absence or disability of the representative. 
The President may also appoint from time to time: (a) not 
more than five representatives to attend designated ses- 
sions of the General Assembly of the United Nations, 
and (b) representatives to other agencies of the United 
Nations with annual salaries not to exceed $12,000, Such 
representatives shall at all times act in accordance with 
the instructions of the President. The President shall 
report to Congress at least once a year on activities of 
the United Nations, and shall make special current report 
on decisions of the Security Council to take enforcement 
measures under the Charter. The President may, when 
ealled upon by the Security Council, pursuant to Article 
41 of the Charter regulate or forbid economic relations 
or communications between any foreign country and any 
person in the United States. 

The President is authorized to negotiate an agreement 
with other members of the Security. Council as to what 
armed forces, ete., the United States will allocate for 
the maintenance of peace in accordance with Article 48 
of the Charter. 

Such agreement shall be subject to congressional #p- 
proval. The President is not required to secure the au- 
thorization of Congress to make available to the Security 
Council on its eall, in order to take action under Article 42 
of the Charter and pursuant to such special agreements, 
the armed forces, etc., provided for therein.

Authorizes conveyance of certain lands within

14, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 

General Housing Act of 1945—Title I: Establishes a per- 
manent National Housing Agency, headed by a _ policy- 
making Administrator appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate, at an annual salary of $12,000, 
Within the Agency there shall be a Federal Home Loan 
Bank Administration, a Federal Housing Administration, 
and a Federal Public Housing Authority, each headed by a 
commissioner appointed by the President, with the consent 
of the Senate. Subject to the over-all responsibilities of 
the Administrator, there are transferred to, and vested: 
(a) in the Federal Home Loan Bank Commissioner, the 
functions of the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, the 
board of trustees of the Federal Savings and Loan Insur- 
ance Corporation, and the Board of directors of the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation, all of which boards are abol- 
ished; (b) in the Federal] Housing Commissioner the func- 
tions of the Federal Housing Administrator (which office 
is abolished), and the functions of the Federal Loan Ad- 
ministrator with respect to the Federal National Mortgage 
Association; (c) in the Federal Public Housing Commis- 
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sioner, the functions of the Administrator of the United 
States Housing Authority (which office is abolished), 
functions relating to war and defense housing (except 
that located on military or naval reservations, posts or 
bases) other than the policy-making functions which are 
vested in the National Housing Administrator, the func- 
tions of various agencies relative to temporary shelter, 
together with the functions of the Federal Loan Admin- 
istrator with the respect to the Defense Homes Corpora- 
tion (which shall be administered by the Commissioner) 
and of the Farm Security Administration with respect to 
housing projects for other than farm families. 

Title Il: To enable private enterprises and localities 
to meet more of the need for housing and related com- 
munity development through their own efforts, the 
National Housing Administrator shall: (a) make studies 
and publish reports relating to (1) building materials 
and methods of production, residential design and con- 
struction, zoning laws, etc., to develop standards of safety 
durability, livability, and health in housing and related 
community development and to reduce housing costs, and 
(2) improvement of employment and investment oppor- 
tunities in house building, better methods of home financ- 
ing, ete., such studies to draw upon or be undertaken 
cooperatively with other Federal, State, or local agencies 
where feasible, and (b) give financial aid to localities, on 
a matching basis (50-50) to make studies of their own 
housing needs and markets and surveys for related com- 
munity development. The sums of $12,500,000 and $25,- 
000,000 are authorized over an initial period of five years 
for the studies and surveys provided for under the fore- 
going provisions (a) and (b) respectively. Studies and 
plans in preparation of land assembly projects or low-rent 
housing projects for which Federal aid is provided by 
title VI of this act (see below) or by the United States 
Housing Act may be financed by loans from the admin- 
istering agency. 

. Title I1l: Amends existing aids to privately financed 
housing in the interest of moderate income groups and 
returning veterans. Expands the lending powers of Fed- 
eral home loan banks and of federally chartered savings 
and loan associations. Improves the insurance protec- 
tion provided by the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation and reduces its cost. Authorizes improve- 
ments in the Federal Housing Administration operations 
with respect to home modernization and improvement 
loans, home mortgage loans, and rental housing mortgage 
loans lamending U. 8S. C. 12: 1464 (c), 1480 (a), (b), 
1431, 1440, and various sections of the National Housing 
Act (U. 8S. C. 12: 1701-1748) }. 

Title IV: Supplements existing systems of mortgage 
insurance under the National Housing Act with special 
systems of mortgage insurance for families of lower 
incomes who require more favorable terms than exist- 
ing systems offer. Offers two supplemental programs, 
one for small home ownership with Federal Hous- 
ing Administration insurance, and one for Federal 
Housing Administration or private fiancing for mutual 
home ownership or rental projects. The first plan, 
which is limited to houses where the principal loan is not 
more than $5,000 raises the amount of a mortgage eligible 
for insurance from 80 or 90 percent of the cost of the 
housing to 95 percent, thus reducing the down payment 
required on an individual family home to 5 percent, ex- 
tends the period of amortization from 20 or 25 years to 
82 years, reduces the maximum interest rate allowable 
from 5 to 4 percent, provides additional insurance pro- 
tection, and authorizes firm commitments to builders in 
amounts up fo 85 percent of the cost of the house. The 
second plan, which provides for Federal Housing Admin- 
istration insurance of private financing for mutual home 
ownership or rental projects, authorizes an insured mort- 
gage as high as 95 percent in the case of mutuals or 
public instrumentalities and 90 percent in other cases, 
provides for a 40-year amortization period (subject to 
extension), for a maximum interest rate of 34% percent, 
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for lapsing, when necessary, of principal and interest pay- 
ments and for additional insurance benefits, and author- 
izes the Federal National Mortgage Association to make 
loans and deal in and underwrite mortgage lending under 
the plan [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 1709 (b), 1710 (a), 1713, 
and adding 1713 q]. 

Title V: Adds to the National Housing Act title VII, 
which sets up a “yield insurance system” for direct invest- 
ment by individuals, companies, corporations, ete., in 
rental housing for families of moderate means, the sys- 
tem to be administered by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. The insurance provided for would guarantee 
to those who assume the obligation to invest in housing 
projects on a 50-year basis at an annual return ranging 
from 3% to 4 percent on outstanding investment a mini- 
mum annual return of (1) 2 percent of the original invest- 
ment and (2) 2% percent of that portion which remains 
unamortized as of the particular year involved until such 
time as only 10 percent of the original capital investment 
remains unamortized. An annual premium charge of not 
more than \% of 1 percent of the investment outstanding 
for the year for which such charge is payable, and reason- 
able fees (not in excess of 1% of 1 percent of the estimated 
capital investment) for Federal Housing Administration 
examination and inspection of the project during con- 
struction, are authorized. A housing investment insurance 
fund is set up as a revolving fund to carry out the fore- 
going provisions and for administrative expenses, 

Title VI: Provides for Federal aid to localities for the 
acquisition and preparation of land for redevelopment in 
part by private enterprise. Authorizes: (1) $500,000,000 
in 5-year loans to finance the undertaking of projects prior 
to definitive financing thereof, (2) $50,000,000 a year, for 
5 years for loans which must be repaid within 45 years, 
and (3) $4,000,000 a year for 5 years for subsidies, which 
must be matched (at least 50-50) by the localities. 

Title VII: Authorizes Federal contributions for low-rent 
housing, in sum of $22,000,000 annually for 4 years, to 
localities which assume community responsibility and 
initiative in estimating their own needs and demonstrating 
that their needs cannot fully be met by private enterprise 
and without Federal aid, with preference to servicemen 
and veterans in administration of the program. Federal 
aid shall be given only where there is a gap of at least 
20 percent between the upper rental limits for admission 
to the proposed Jow-rent housing and the lowest rents at 
which private enterprise is providing a substantial supply 
of decent, Safe, and sanitary housing. Also authorizes 
Federal aid for the rehabilitation of existing dwellings 
[amending various sections of United States Housing Act 
of 1937 (U.S. C. 12: 1401-1430) ]. 

Title VIII: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing 
on farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary 
of Agriculture: (a) to owners of farms to provide decent 
dwellings for themselves, their tenants, sharecroppers, or 
laborers, in cases where such owners cannot elsewhere 
receive the necessary credit on terms comparable to those 
provided in the bill, i. e., repayment within 40 years, in- 
terest at 3 percent on unpaid balances, and repayment in 
installments in accordance with amortization schedules 
provided by the Secretary, and (b) to farm owners, or 
groups of farm owners to provide adequate housing for 
seasonal agricultural workers, upon terms similar to the 
foregoing terms, except that the loans raust be capable of 
being repaid within the useful life of the housing. Au- 
thorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to borrow from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation to finance such loans, 
upon the security of obligations of borrowers. Authorizes 
annual contributions of $5,000,000, which limit is to be 
increased by further amounts of $5,000,000 at the begin- 
ning of each of the second, third, fourth, and fifth years, 
after the date of enactment, for a program to be under- 
taken’ by the Federal Public Housing Authority, in co- 
operation with the Department of Agriculture (or the 
Department of the Interior in the case of farms included 
in reclamation projects of that Department) to aid local 
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public agencies in providing housing including nonfarm 
housing in rural areas for families of low income, with 
preference to servicemen and veterans, and to facilitate 
home ownership by such families. Aid may also be given 
in the form of loans running for not more than 45 years, 
with interest at the applicable going Federal rate. 

Title IX. Provides for the sale of permanent war hous- 
ing and other federally owned housing to a local public 
agency, for low-rent housing purposes, whenever the local 
governing body finds that it would be in the best interests 
of the community or of the families of servicemen or 
veterans (to whom a preference is given) to make such 
housing available to families of low income. 

Title X. Requires that the National Housing Authority 
shall, at least once a year, make a complete inventory of 
housing needs and programs and shall, at least once a 
year, transmit a report thereon to the Congress. 

S. 1593. Messrs. Young and Kilgore; November 14, 1945 
(Finance). 

Provides for voluntary coverage of employees of States, 
or political subdivisions, or instrumentalities thereof under 
old-age and survivors provisions of the Social Security Act 
[amending U. 8. C. 43: 401-9]. 

S. 1596. Messrs. Barkley, Taylor and Murray; November 
14, 1945 (Banking and Currency). 

Repeals the provisions of the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 
(U. S. C. 31: 442, 443) regulating the acquisition and use 
of gold and providing penalties for violation thereof. 

Grants the President power to fix the weight of gold and 
silver dollars and to provide for the unlimited coinage of 
gold and silver at a fixed ratio (similar provisions for such 
power in the President expired June 30, 1943). The rate 
established by the President shall not be less than $35 per 
ounce. Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to provide 
for coinage of gold coins in the values of $10, $20, and $50 
for the purposes of paying for gold purchased and redeem- 
ing gold certificates, and authorizes him to issue gold 
_certificates in lieu of standard gold coins at the option of 
the tenderer of gold [amending U. S. C. 31: 315b, 408a, 
821 (b) (2)]. 

S. 1598. Mr. Wagner; November 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Permits any Federal Reserve bank to enter into a con- 
tract for the erection of a branch bank building and to 
authorize the erection of such building even though the cost 
of the building proper exceeds $250,000 [repealing U. 8. C. 
12: 522]. 

S. 1599. Mr. Wagner; November 15, 1945 (Finance). 

Broadens the provisions .for furnishing seeing-eye dogs 
and electronic equipment to blind veterans so as to include 
blind veterans who served after December 6, 1941, and who 
are certified by the Surgeon General of the Army or Navy 
to have incurred blindness as a result of such service 
[amending U. S. C. 38: 251]. 

S. 1601. Mr. Wheeler; November 16, 1945 (Commerce). 

Revives the Act of August 5, 1939 (52 Stat. 1206) au- 
thorizing a bridge across the Missouri River near Frazer, 
Mont. , 

S. 1602. Mr. Downey; November 16, 1945 (Public Lands 
and Surveys). 

Confirms title of Summit Lime Company to certain 
railroads—grant lands in Kern County, Calif. 

S. 1603. Mr. Andrews; November 16, 1945 (Public Build- 
ings and Grounds). 

Authorizes $10,300,000 for construction of a building 
for the United States Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia and the District Court of the United States 
for the District of Columbia. 

S. 1606. Mr. Wagner; November 19, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

National Health Act of 1945—Provides for Federal- 

State programs in medical care of needy persons, pub- 
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lie health services (amending U. S. C. 42: 246), and 
maternal and child health and welfare services under 
plans submitted by the States which include provisions 
for extension of services to ali political subdivisions of 
the State. The federal government shall contribute from 
50 to 75 percent of the total public funds expended, on 
the basis of the State’s per capita income. Authorizes the 
appropriation of sufficient funds. Services for crippled 
children are extended to children who are otherwise 
physically handicapped. State plans for medical care of 
needy persons may not require citizenship or any term 
of residence, nor exclude persons receiving other forms 
of public aid from eligibility. 

Provides prepaid personal health service benefits in- 
cluding general and special dental and medical benefits, 
home-nursing, laboratory and hospitalization benefits, to 
persons insured under the Social Security Act, their de- 
pendents, and persons entitled to monthly benefits from 
such insurance. The Surgeon General of the Public 
Health Service shall administer these provisions, under 
the direction of the Federal Security Administrator, and 
after consultation with National Advisory Medical Policy 
Council consisting of the Surgeon General and 16 mem- 
bers of the medical professions and of the public, selected 
from panels of names submitted by professional organi- 
zations. The Advisory Council shall advise on matters of 
general policy and administration including professional 
standards, designation of specialists and consultants, in- 
centives for attainment of high standards, standards for 
participating hospitals, method of payment, adequacy of 
personal health services, and grants in aid for profes- 
sional, education and research projects. 

Individuals insured under this act may select their 
physician from a list of qualifying practitioners; pay- 
ment may be made on a fee for service, a per capita, or 
a salary (whole or part time) basis or by a combination 
of these methods as the majority of practitioners in each 
local area shall elect or as the Surgeon General may pra- 
vide for those who do not elect the method of the ma- 
jority. Hearings and review are provided in regard to 
decisions against hospitals seeking participation, com- 
plaints from insured persons, and from practitioners 
under the act. Matters relating to professional practice 
and conduct shall be heard by a board consisting of such 
professional persons. Workmen’s compensation cases are 
not covered by the act. Benefits may be limited or fees 
for certain services may be fixed for a period of time 
when necessary to prevent abuses of entitlement to any 
benefit. Maximum period of hospitalization shall be 60 
days in any calendar year, subject to an increase to 120 
days when the moneys in the account are adequate. 

Creates in the Treasury a separate “Personal Health 
services account” to which shall be credited the equivalent 
to 3 percent of the wages paid for employment after June 
30, 1946, with other amounts as provided. Coverage is 
extended to farm and domestic workers, and self-em- 
ployed persons, but not to employees of goverhmental 
bodies or agencies, and certain other employments. 

Authorizes grants-in-aid for medical education research 
and prevention of diseases and disability. For 5 years 
after January 1, 1946, preference in post-graduate educa- 
tion and training in medical, dental, and related fields 
shall be given veterans, 


S. 1610. Mr. Tydings; November 19, 1945 (Territories and 
Insular Affairs). 

Philippine Rehabilitation Act of 1945—Establishes a 
Philippine War Damage Commission, consisting of three 
members appointed by the President, one of whom shall 
be a Filipino, and authorizes it to spend $330,000,000 to 


compensate for the loss or damage to property in the’ 


Philippines occurring between December 7, 1941, and Oc- 
tober 1, 1945, as a result of (1) enemy attack; (2) action 
taken by enemy representatives or by representatives of 


any government cooperating with the enemy; (3) action’ 


by armed forces of the United States or other forces co- 
operating therewith in expelling the enemy from the 
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Philippines; or (4) looting, pillaging, etc., accompanying 
the collapse of civil authority or incidental to enemy con- 
trol. Any sums received from the Japanese Government 
or people as reparations shall first be applied to cover 
to the United States Treasury the sums appropriated by 
this act as compensation for war damage in the Philip- 
pines; one-half of any further sums received as rep- 
arations shall be paid the Philippine Government until 
the total amount of war damage in the Philippines is 
compensated for. 

The Department of State, acting through the Foreign 
Liquidation Commissioner, is authorized to transfer sur- 
plus property located in the Philippines worth $30,000,000 
to the Philippine Government; other surplus property lo- 
cated there may be disposed of on such terms and condi- 
tions as the Commissioner determines to be best suited for 
achieving the rehabilitation of the Philippines. 

Authorizes $120,000,000 to be allocated by the President 
of the United States for the restoration and improvement 
of public roads, public property, pet and harbor facilities, 
and of the fishing industry, for the development of public 
health services and facilities, the improvement of inter- 
island commerce and air navigation, and of meteorological 
facilities and for coastal and geodetic surveys. The pro- 
gram shall include training of Filipinos in connection with 
the foregoing activities. Until June 30, 1950, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce may continue survey work conducted 
prior to December 7, 1941. The program shall include 
training of Filipinos as engineers, as publie health admin- 
istrators, in the United States Merchant Marine Cadet 
Corps and Academy, in air na@Vvigation and air traffic, in 
meteorology, in the development of fishery, and in the 
conduct of coastal and geodetic surveys. 

S. 1611. Mr. O’Mahoney; November 20, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Authorizes erection of a monument to Sacajawea, the 
Indian woman who accompanied Lewis and Clark as a 
guide and interpreter in their expedition to the Northwest. 
S. 1612. Mr. Mitchell and others; November 20, 1945 

(Banking and Currency). 

Directs the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to pur- 
chase 1% billion pounds of primary aluminum for stock- 
piling purposes [amending U. 8S. C. 15: 606 b]. 

S. 1613. Mr. Tydings; November 20, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Entitles temporary members of the Coast Guard Reserve 
who served actively for 600 hours without pay to wear (1) 
the World War II Victory Medal and (2) the honorable 
service lapel button. 

S. 1614. Mr. Butler; November 23, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Members and former members of the Army Air Forces 
Enlisted Reserve Corps who have participated for 60 days 


or more in the Civil Aeronautics Administration war- 


training-service program shall be granted upon discharge 

such grade as their records warrant and such training 

shall be considered as time spent on active duty with the 

armed forces, for the purposes of all rights and privileges 

appertaining thereunto. 

S. 1615. Mr. Vandenberg; November 23, 1945 (Agriculture 
and Forestry).

Liberalizes the loan 
provisions of the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act by in-

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S. 1617. Messrs. O’Mahoney and Robertson; November

S. 1618. Mr. Walsh; November 23, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Permits the Navy Department to employ noncitizens.

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Coast Guard on change of station where for military rea- 
sons dependents are not permitted to join them (retro- 
active to December 7, 1941) ; and (4) dependents of per- 
sonnel of the Army under certain conditions and of civilian 
personnel assigned to foreign service (effective on various 
dates according to the provisions of the act of June 5, 1942, 
amended hereby) {amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 763, 764, 831, 
833a, 1012] 

S. 1633. Mr. Langer; November 27, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for hospitalization and treatment of members 
of the armed forces suffering from transverse myelitis, 
at one hospital located in an area in which climactic con- 
ditions are favorable. 

S. 1634. Mr. McCarran; November 29, 1945 (Public Lands 
and Surveys). 

Natural Resources Act of 1945—Establishes a Natural 
Resources Council to be composed of the Secretaries of 
Interior and Agriculture (ex officio) and three members 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
Directs the Council to (1) encourage development and 
utilization of natural resources; (2) keep a natural re- 
sources inventory: (8) acquire and hold a natural re- 
sources stock pile which shall include critical and strategic 
materials; (4) make studies and estimates with respect to 
all phases of natural resources and all foreign patents re- 
lating thereto which are held by the Alien Property Cus- 
todian; (5) stimulate research by private enterprise and 
State and local governments on new or improved technolo- 
gies; and (6) utilize the facilities of any Government 
agency to carry out the purposes of this act. The Secre- 
tary of the Interior shall conduct a continuing program of 
exploration and development of domestic mineral deposits 
and the Secretary of Agriculture shall accelerate the sur- 
veys for making a comprehensive appraisal of the agricul- 
tural and forest resources, 

S. 1636. Mr. Fulbright; November 30, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Designates the Department of State as the disposal 
agency for surplus property outside the United States. 
Authorizes allocation of credits established through the 
sale of surplus Government property abroad to the foreign 
government to which the property is sold, to finance the 
exchange of students [amending 50 App. U. S. C. §§ 1619, 
1641}. 

S. 1639. Mr. Mitchell; December 3, 1945 (Interstate Com- 
merce), 

Establishes a nine-member National Air Policy Board 
appointed by the President, with the consent of the 
Senate, which shali investigate air transportation and 
its relation to the national defense and a national trans- 
portation system by water, highway, rail, and air ade- 
quate to meet the commercial needs of the United States, 
and report to Congress within 3 months after this enact- 
ment. Authorizes $15,000 for fiscal year 1946. Effective 
for 1 year after enactment. 

S. 1640. Mr. McCarran; December 3, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Directs the acquisition by the United States of certain 
real property in the District of Columbia near Bolling 
Field. 

S. 1641. Mr. Moore; December 3, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

Amends the National Labor Relations Act. Requires 
that the collective bargaining unit shall be as small as 
practicable, and not larger than the employee group of 
one plant or shop. Findings of fact by the National Labor 
Relations Board must be supported by the weight of the 
evidence if they are to be conclusive. When violations 
of contracts relating to wages, hours or other working 
conditions, or jurisdictional strikes, are threatened, the 
rights under the act of the labor organization or persons 
involved shall be suspended by the Board. For actual 
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violations of such contracts or for jurisdictional strikes, 
the Board shall suspend such rights for 1 year after such 
violations or strikes cease. A provision specifically pre-

Labor organizations and their officers, representatives, 
and members are subject to the antitrust provisions of the 
Clayton Act [amending 15 U. 8. C. 17]. 

S. 1647. Mr. Moore; December 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Repeals U. S. C. 29: 101-115 (“Yellow Dog Contracts 
Act”) limiting jurisdiction of U, 8. courts to issue restrain- 
ing orders or injunctions in cases involving labor disputes. 
S. 1648. Mr. Moore; December 3, 1945 (Privileges and 

Elections). 

Prohibits political expenditures by national banks, fed- 
erally chartered corporations, labor unions, and any 
committee or other organization organized by or affiliated 
with a labor union [amending U. S.C, 2: 251]. 

S. 1649. Mr. McKellar; December 3, 1945 (Public Build- 
ings and Grounds). 

Authorizes the construction of a new Federal office 
building at Nashville, Tenn. 

S. 1650. Mr. Willis; December 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the National Woman's Relief Corps, Auxil- 
iary to the Grand Army of the Republic. 

S. 1651. Messrs. Willis and Capehart; December 3, 1945 
(Finance). 


Authorizes the establishment of an additional coinage 


mint in the central section of the United States. 

S. 1652. Mr. Barkley; December 3, 1945 (Library). 
Authorizes the Smithsonian Institution to continue, inde- 

pendently or in cooperation with States, educational insti- 

tutions, etc., anthropological research among the American 
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Indians and the natives of lands under the jurisdiction or 
protection of the United States [amending U. 8. C. 20: 69]. 
Also authorizes appropriations for maintenance’ of the 
Astrophysical Observatory, for repairs to Smithsonian 
Institution buildings and grounds, and for preparation 
of manuscripts, etc., for publications. 

S. 1653. Mr. Fulbright; December 4, 1945 (Finance). 

Provides for the computation of Federal aid to states 
for old-age assistance on the basis of the financial resources 
of the states. To each state whose per capita income is 
equal to or greater than the per capita income of the 
continental United States, the Federal contribution shall 
be 50 percent; to a state whose per capita income is less 
than the per capita income of the continental United 
States, the non-Federal proportion shall be that percentage 
which bears the same ratio to 50 percent as the per capita 
income of such state bears to the per capita income of the 
continentak United States [amending U, S. C. 42: 303]. 
S. 1654. Mr. Russell; December 4, 1945 (Immigration). 

Waives the present restrictions barring physically and 
mentally defective aliens entering the U. S. (U. 8. C. 
8: 136), and other documentary requirements, etc., in the 
case of alien spouses or alien children of citizens serving 
in or discharged from the armed forces during the Second 
World War. Such persons may be admitted as nonquota 
immigrants if they are otherwise admissible under the 
immigration laws.

Permits bona fide settlers under the preemption, home- 
stead, or other settlement law to transfer any portion of

S. 1656. Mr. O’Daniel; December 4, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

Prohibits labor organizations or their officers, repre- 
sentatives, or members from making contracts or engag- 
ing in combinations or conspiracies in restraint of com- 
merce. Penalty: $5,000 and/or 1 year’s imprisonment. 

Insures an employer's right to express his opinion and 
preferences, concerning any labor organization seeking 
to secure the right to represent his employees and any 
other matter affecting his relationship with his employees, 
provided he does not use threats or coercion against his 
employees. 

The rights under the National Labor Relations Act of 
a labor organization or of an employee shall be suspended 
for 1 year, when the National Labor Relations Board 
finds that the organization has encouraged, or the em- 
ployee has used force or violence in connection with a 
labor dispute, 

A labor organization which encourages a strike in viola- 
tion of its agreement with an employer shall be civilly 
liable for damages sustained by the employer as a result 
of the strike. 

S. 1657. Mr. Thomas of Utah; December 4, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


References to the Office of Defense Transportation are 
omitted from acts which authorize Government-operated 
transportation in certain instances (Government per- 
sonnel, ete., use of Veterans’ Administration automotive 
equipment, ete.) during the present war [amending U. 8.

S. 1658. Mr. Walsh; December 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes transportation, at Government expense, of a 
person separated from the naval forces under conditions 
other than honorable, to his home or place of entry into 
active service. 

Payment for land travel at the rate of 4 cents a mile 
for dependents over 12 years of age and of 2 cents a mile 


for dependents from 5 to 12 years of age may be provided, 
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in lieu of transportation, for dependents of Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard personnel. 


S. 1659. Mr. Langer; December 4, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 


No appointment to a position in the field service of the 
Post Office Department shall be considered as a war- 
service’ appointment within the meaning of the civil- 
service regulations if it was made from an eligibility 
register established as a result of an examination taken 
prior to October 23, 1943, the date field service positions 
were placed under war-service regulations.

“Labor Fact-Finding Boards Act”’—The Secretary of 
Labor shall certify to the President any labor dispute 
where the Government’s attempts to mediate or to induce 
the parties to submit to arbitration have failed and where 
a stoppage of work seriously affecting the national public 
interest or interstate, or foreign commerce, has resulted or 
threatens to result. 

Within 5 days after such certification the President 
may appoint a fact-finding board of 3 or more persons 
none of whom has any private interest in the parties to 
the dispute, to investigate all relevant facts, giving the 
parties a full and fair hearing.

During this pe- 
riod it shall be unlawful for any person to coerce, instigate, 
induce, conspire with, or encourage any person to inter- 
fere with the continuation of work and operations by lock- 
out, strike, or otherwise, or to aid any such lock-out or 
strike by giving direction or guidance, by providing funds 
for the conduct or direction thereof, or for the payment 
of strike or other benefits to those participating therein.

Authorizes the sale of certain lands in Montana to 
Richard K. O’Connor. 

S. 1671. Mr. Myers; December 7, 1945 (Finance). 

Gives widows of veterans of the World War and Spanish 
War (including the Philippine Insurrection and Boxer 
Rebellion) entitled to service-connected death compensa- 
tion, credit for each child regardless of number removing 
the present maximum of $100 monthly [amending U. §S. C. 
38 : 731}. 

S. 1672. Mr. O’Mahoney; December 7, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes transfer to the Bureau of Reclamation of 
lands, equipment, and improvements acquired by the War 
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Relocation Authority during the war and which have been 
declared as surplus by the Director of such Authority. 
The lands shall be opened to public entry with preference 
to World War II veterans. Property not utilized for 
reclamation projects shall be disposed of in accordance 
with the Surplus Property Act.

Grants disability pensions to veterans of the Spanish 
War, the Philippine Insurrection, or the China Relief Ex- 
pedition who served less than 70 days.

S. 1676. Mr. O’Daniel; December 10, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Repeals the Emergency Price Control Act (U. 8S. C. 50 
App. 901-946) . 

S. 1677. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; December 11, 1945 
(Finance). 

Amends the National Service Life Insurance Act.  In- 
cludes among those who may be beneficiaries under a 
policy any dependent parent who last bore that relation- 
ship. Permits conversion to endowment policies. Pro- 
vides that all level premium term policies shall cease and 
terminate at the expiration of the term period. A bene- 
ficiary may be any person so designated by the insured. 
All policies shall provide optional modes of settlement: (1) 
in one sum; (2) in equal monthly installments of from 
36 to 240, in multiples of 12, (3) in equal monthly install- 
ments for 120 months certain with such payments con- 
tinuing for the life of the first beneficiary; (4) as a re- 
fund life income in monthly installments payable for such 
period certain as may be required in order that the sum 
of such installments certain shall equal the face value of 
the contract, with such payments continuing for life of the 
first beneficiary. In case of an incompetent or minor 
beneficiary such an option as to a mode of settlement 
may be exercised by his fiduciary, or a person recognized 
by the administrator as having custody of the person or 
estate of such beneficiary. Directs the administrator, 
upon application, to include in any policy certain provisions 
for total disability benefits. Policies or contracts shall 
be incontestable except for fraud, nonpayment of premium, 
or on the ground that applicant was not a member of the 
armed forces. An assignment of an assignor’s interest may 
be made by a designated beneficiary to a widow, widower, 
child, parent, or grandparent, brother or sister of the in- 
sured when the designated contingent beneficiary, if any, 
joints as assignor, and if the assignment is delivered to the 
Veterans’ Administration before any payments have been 
made to the assignor.

Fixes $45,000 as the charge against non-Indian lands for 
construction of the Crow irrigation project in Montana, 
exclusive of the Willow Creek storage works, and author- 
izes the Secretary of the Interior to eliminate from the 
project some 500 acres described in the district engineer’s 
report of November 29, 1945.

Payment of postage for official mail in connection with 
the administration of the unemployment compensation 
laws of States receiving payments under title III of the 
Social Security Act shall be made out of appropriations

[amending U. 8. C. 42: 501]. 

S. 1687. Mr. George; December 14, 1945 (Finance). 

Extends title V. of the Social Security Act (grants to 
States for maternal and child welfare) to the Virgin 
Islands [amending U. 8. C. 42: 701, 711, 721, 1101]. 

S. 1688. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; December 14, 
1945 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Reduces the Gila Federal reclamation project to 75,000 
irrigable acres of land, reauthorizes the project, and gives 
veterans a 180-day preferred right of purchase to lands 
thereon for 20 years. 

S. 1693. Mr. Pepper; December 15, 1945 (Military Affairs).

Requires the Director of the Bureau of Census to (1), 
take and publish every fifth year beginning 1947 the cen- 
suses of manufactures, of mineral industries, and of busi- 
ness or distribution; and (2) collect and publish at ap- 
propriate intervals statistics and reports relating to mar- 
riages, annulments, and divorces, classified according to 
white persons, persons of African descent, persons of Mon- 
golian descent, and persons of all other races.

The Director of the Census shall, every fifth year, com-

S. 1710. Mr. Walsh; December 19, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes conveyance of certain equipment and a per- 
petual easement in certain land of the Norfolk Navy Yard 
to the Virginia Electric & Power Co. 

S. 1714. Mr. McCarran; December 20, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits soliciting or accepting fees for referring per- 
sons for employment in the United States Government. 
S. 1715. Mr. Mead; December 20, 1945 (Post Offices and 

Post Roads). 

Provides additional compensation for postmasters, offi- 
cers, and employees in the postal service at the rate of 
$300 a year for regular employees. Employees paid on 
an hourly or part-time basis shall be paid an additional 
15 cents an hour; postmasters at post offices of the fourth 
class shall receive an increase of 15 percent of their basic 
annual salary. Effective until terminated on date pre- 
scribed by Congress by joint resolution.

Columbia Valley Authority Act—Creates a Columbia 
Valley Authority to be headed by a board of directors 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
Each director shall maintain his residence in the Co- 
lumbia Valley region. 

Not later than 2 years after this enactment, the Au- 
thority shall recommend to the President and the Congress 
a complete plan for the integrated control and utilization 
of the waters of the Columbia Valley region. Plans shall 
be sent to the President and Congress and if not affirma- 
tively disapproved by joint resolution within 120 calendar 
days they shall be deemed effective as of that date. 

The exclusive use, possession, and control of the Bonne- 
Ville project, the Columbia Basin project, the Hungry 
Horse project, the Umatilla project, and the Bonneville 
transmission system, together with all real estate, power- 
houses, and other appurtenances thereto, shall be entrusted 
to the Authority, which may, however, operate each proj- 
ect through the agency from which it is transferred. The 
Corporation may have other Federal water-control projects 
in the region involved transferred to itself. 

The Authority shall construct, operate, etc., various 
types of projects, including dams, reservoirs, and transmis- 
sion lines, through or in cooperation with States and local 
political subdivisions or cooperative, educational, scien- 
tific, charitable or nonprofit agencies; it may sell and dis- 
pose of surplus electric energy and surplus water, pref- 
erence and priority to be given, after needs of Federal 
agencies have been met, to States and political subdivi- 
sions, and to cooperatives, etc., and it may contract for 
the sale or disposition thereof (at wholesale in the case 
of electric energy) for resale or direct consumption. 

Veterans shall have a 90-day preference in the purchase 
of lands on Corporation projects, for 20 years after the act 
becomes effective. 

The Authority shall employ necessary personnel, fix their 
compensation, and require bonds.’ Collective bargaining 
is provided for. Employees shall be protected to sub- 
stantially the same extent as employees under the civil 
service laws. Employment and promotion shall be on 
the basis of merit and efficiency. Permanent employees 
shall come under the civil service retirement act. If a 
contract provides for unemployment compensation bene- 
fits, the Corporation may make payments to State unem- 
ployment compensation funds. Prevailing rates of wages 
The Social Security Act and the Internal 
Revenue Code are amended so a& to include certain em- 
ployees of the Authority for social-security purposes. 

Net proceeds shall be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury annually, The Comptroller General shall make an 
annual audit and shall make report in quadruplicate, one 
for the President, one for public inspection, one for the 
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Chairman of the Board, and one for Congress, and he shall 
make a special report to the President and to Congress 
of any transaction which conflicts with the statutory func- 
tions of the Corporation. 

The Authority may issue bonds, to mature in not more 
than 50 years, and use the proceeds to acquire electrical 
utilities facilities. 

Consent is given to interstate compacts to further the 
purposes of the act, but no such compact shall become 
binding until it has been submitted to the Corporation 
and ratified by Congress. 


S. 1717. Mr. McMahon; December 20, 1945 (Special Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy). 


Atomic Energy Act of 1946—Establishes an Atomic 
Energy Commission of five members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, to serve at the 
pleasure of the Presideut. The Commission is authorized 
to conduct through its own facilities or to make con- 
tracts, grants-in-aid, and loans for research and develop- 
mental activities relating to nuclear processes, the theory 
and production of atomic energy, the utilization of fis- 
sionable and radioactive materials for medical, industrial, 
or other purposes, the protection of health during re- 
search and production activities, and for studies of the, 
social, political and economic effects of the availability 
and utilization of atomic energy. 

The Commission shall be the exclusive* producer of 
fissionable materials, except such materials produced as 
incidental to research or developmental activities; it 
shall allocate fissionable materials for research or de- 
velopmental activities and the by-products of their pro- 
duction; and it shall license all transfers of source 
materiais. . 

Experiments in the military application of atomic 
power shall be conducted by the Commission unless con- 
trary to an international agreement of the United States. 
The Commission shall have custody of all atomic bombs, 
bomb parts, or other atomic military weapons. 

Any person desiring to operate equipment or devices 
utilizing fissionable materials must secure a license from 
the Commission, to be issued on a non-exclusive basis to 
any applicant equipped to observe prescribed safety 
standards, upon agreement to make available to the Com- 
mission such technical data concerning the operation of 
the device as is necessary to encourage the use of such 
devices by as many licensees as possible. A Board of 
Atomic Information shall be created by the Commission 
to provide for the dissemination of related technical in- 
formation with the utmost liberality as freely as may be 
consistent with the foreign and domestic policies of the 
United States, and to perform other duties. 

’atents relating to fissionable materials shall be issued 
in the name of the Commission, but the Patent Royalty 
Board shall provide just compensation to the person in- 
venting the device or method for the production, refining, 
or other processing of fissionable material. 

Contains provisions for the transfer of certain Govern- 
ment property to the Commission, for the organization 
and authority, the enforcement of the act, and for quar- 
terly reports by the Commission to the President and 
Congress. 

S. 1718. Mr. McCarran; December 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Provides for the transfer of federally owned surplus 
aircraft worth $20,000 to any State aviation authority 
upon request, without compensation therefor. 


S. 1719. Mr. Morse; December 20, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 


Educational Facilities Act of 1945—Authorizes, for aid 
to the States for public educational plant facilities, (1) 
$5,000,000 for surveys of needs, to be earmarked as follows: 
(a) one-fourth of 1 percent for each State, (b) 25 percent 
en basis of gross area; (c) 58 percent on basis of popula- 
tion, ages 5 through 24, and (d) 10 percent for the Office 
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of Education for personnel, travel, printing, etc., and to 
be available until the fiscal year ending June 30, 1948; 
(2) $40,000,000 for preparation by the States of drawings 
and specifications, 99 percent on the basis of population, 
ages 5 through 25, and 1 percent for the Office of Education 
for personnel, etc., Federal funds to be matched by the 
States and local units, and to remain available until the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1950; (3) $1,500,000,000 for ac- 
quisition, construction or improvement of plant facilities, 
one-tenth of 1 percent for the Office of Education for per- 
sonnel, etc., and 9975 percent on the basis of an index ar- 
rived at by a computation involving (a) per capita net 
income (the States to be classified into five apportionment 
groups, and the percentage to range from 40ercent for the 
highest income group to 60 percent for the lowest income 
group) and (b) population, ages 5 through 24, funds to 
remain available until the fiscal year ending June 30, 1952. 


S. 1720. Mr. Kilgore; December 21, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


National Science Foundation Act of 1945—Establishes 
as an independent Government agency a National Science 
Foundation to provide support for scientific research and 
scientific development, to enable young men and women 
of ability to receive scientific training, to promote the 
conservation and use of the natural resources of the 
Nation, to correlate the scientific research and develop- 
ment programs of the several government agencies, to 
achieve a full dissemination of scientific inférmation to 
the public, and to foster the interchange of scientific 
information in this country and abroad. 

Collaboration with the Library of Congress and other 
Government agencies in the dissemination of research 
findings is provided for. 

The Foundation shall be administered by an Adminis- 
trator appointed by the President at $15,000 a year, and 
in his absence by a Deputy Administrator. There shall 
be within the Foundation, Divisions of Mathematical and 
Physical Sciences, a Division of Biological Sciences, a 
Division of Social Science, a Division of Health and 
Medical Sciences, a Division of National Defense, a Divi- 
sion of Engineering and Technology, a Division of Scien- 
tific Personnel and Education, a Division of Publication 
and Information, and such additional divisions, not ex- 
ceeding three, as the Administrator may from time to 
time establish. Each division shall be headed by a 
director, and shall have a scientific committee of from 
5 to 15 members appointed by the Administrator, except 
that the Division of National Defense shall have a scien- 
tific committee with not more than 40 members, one-half 
of whom shall be civilians, appointed by the Administra- 
tor, the other half military personnel. There shall be a 
nine-man executive committee in the Division of National 
Defense. 

The Administrator shall advise with a National Science 
Board consisting of nine members appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and of the chairmen of each of the divisional scien- 
tific committees. 

The Administrator may enter into contracts to finance 
or support research and developmental activities to be 
carried on by other government agencies or by other 
organizations. Of the funds expended for research and 
development, 15 percent must be spent in the fields of na- 
tional defense and health and the medical sciences, 25 
percent must be apportioned among the States for re- 
search in tax-supported colleges, and 25 percent must be 
used for research in nonprofit organizations. The Admin- 
istrator may award scholarships and fellowships for sci- 
entific study or work at various institutions. He shall 
maintain a register of scientific and technical personnel ; 
he shall provide for recording and disseminating data on 
all inventions and other findings produced in the course 
of federally financed research and development activities. 

Inventions, etc., made in the course of federally financed 
research or development shall be freely dedicated to the 
public unless secrecy is necessary in the interest of na- 
tional security. By agreement, the inventor or contractor 
may provide for retention of certain patent rights in a 
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field which the contractor has substantially developed 
prior to Federal aid, or in a case where the contractor 
is currently contributing substantially to the cost of the 
particular research and development project. 

The Administrator, with the approval of the Depart- 
ment of State, may conclude agreements with foreign 
governments relating to the exchange of scientific and 
technical information, and may cooperate in international 
research or development activities; he may defray the 
expenses of representatives to accredited international 
scientific meetings. 

An Interdepartmental Committee on Science, consisting 
of the Administrator as chairman, and representatives of 
Government agencies concerned with the support of sci- 
entific activity to a substantial degree, shall meet at least 
once a month to study the programs of the Foundation 
and other Government agencies, and shall make such 
recommendations as will effectuate this act. 

Necessary appropriations are authorized. The Adminis- 
trator shall not, through the Foundation or its employees, 
operate any laboratories, pilot plants, or other scientific or 
technical facilities which he may acquire. 

S. 1724. Mr. Knowland; December 21, 1945 (Post Offices 
and Post Roads). 

Provides 26 days’ annual leave for employees in the field 
service of the Post Office Department. Substitute postal 
employees shall have the same rights with respect to an- 
nual leave as regular employees in proportion to the time 
actually employed [amending U. 8S. C., 5: 301}. 

S. 1728. Mr. McCarran; December 21, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

In connection with the coinage of silver, the United 
States shall pay the monetary value for silver purchased 
less the cost of brassage, coinage, and other mint charges 
(now there is a seigniorage of 45 percent to cover service) 
{amending U. 8, C. 31: 316¢ (b)]. Repeals certain sections 
of the Silver Purchasing Act (U. 8. C. 26: 1805 ; 31: 316a, b)- 
relating to (1) power of the Secretary of Treasury to regu- 
late importation, exportation, and transportation of silver ; 
(2) the nationalization of silver; and (3) imposition of a 
tax of 50 percent on profits arising from private trans- 
actions in silver bullion. 

Silver may be seld by the Secretary of the Treasury for 
manufacturing uses at not less than the legal monetary 
value per fine troy ounce; provided that the Treasury 
shall at all times retain an amount of silver of a monetary 
value equal to the face value of its outstanding silver 
certificates. 

S. 1729. Mr. Mitchell; December 21, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The National Housing Agency is authorized, in areas 
where an acute shortage of housing exists, to assist local 
agencies (nonprofit organizations, educational institutions, 
farm or housing cooperatives, or State or local public 
bodiés) in providing housing for veterans. Such housing 
shall, to the largest extent feasible, involve the use of 
new types.of materials or components for hqme construc- 
tion. For this purpose, the Agency may aid manufacturers 
of such new materials (1) by technical assistance and re- 
search, (2) by securing sufficient, numbers of applications 
to enable the manufacturers to undertake and schedule 
production in an economical manner; and (3) by making 
loans to local agencies to assist them in the purchase of 
such housing. The Surplus Property Administration in 
disposing of Government-owned plants, shall grant a 
priority, second only to the priority of federal agencies, 
to those who desire to acquire plants for the production 
of such houses. The cost limit (exclusive of land, public 
utilities, or administration) is fixed at $5,000 per house. 
For the purposes of this act, the National Housing Agency 
may issue obligations, not to exceed $500,000,000 outstand- 
ing at any time. Authority of the Housing Agency to con- 
tract with local agencies under this Act shall terminate 
December 31, 1948, or upon a date specified in a Congres- 
sional concurrent resolution.

Constitutional amendment—The President shall have 
power to disapprove any item or items of any general 
appropriation bill in the same manner as he may now 
disapprove the entire bill. 

S. J. Res. 6. Mr. Lucas; January 6, 1945 (Education and 
Labor). 

Urges an Americans All-Immigrants All national pro- 
gram to foster a spirit of unity among the various nation- 
alities in the United States. 

S. J. Res. 7. Mr. Lucas; January 6, 1945 (Library). 

Establishes a commission, composed of three members 
of each House of Congress and six persons appointed by 
the President, to select a site and design for a memorial 
to be located in the District of Columbia, commemorating 
the contribution of all religious faiths to American mili- 
tary and naval history. 

S. J. Res. 8 Mr. Radcliffe (for Mr. Tydings); January 10, 
1945 (Appropriations). 

Constitutional Amendment—The President shall sub-

Provides for 
the election of the President and Vice President by direct 
vote of the qualified voters at a general election held at 
the same time in all States (on the first Wednesday after 
the first Monday in November). Within 30 days after such 
election, the Governor of each State shall certify and trans- 
mit the results thereof to the President of the Senate of 
the United States who shall, in the presence of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives on January 6th or 7th 
next, open the certificates and count the yotes. The per- 
sons having the greatest aggregate popular vote shall be 
declared President and Vice President, respectively. In 
ease of a tie, the House of Representatives shall immedi- 
ately choose the President, voting by State with each 
State having one vote, and the Senate shall choose the 
Vice President, with a majority in each case necessary 
for election.

The program consists of two parts, a 
State program for the development of class 3 and smaller 
airports, and an urban program for the development of 
class 4 and larger airports. Funds for the urban program 
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shall be first taken out of each appropriation (not more 
than 25% of the total) and the remaining amount shall 
be apportioned among the States on the basis of popula- 
tion and area. The amount payable by the United States 
on account of any one project shall not exceed 50 percent 
of the total estimated construction costs. Government- 
owned lands may be utilized. 

Authorizes $3,000,000 for preliminary planning and 
surveys. 
H. R. 5. Mr. Hobbs; January 3, 1945 (Public Buildings and 

Grounds). 


Community Recreation Services Act—Establishes in thé 
office of the Federal Security Administrator an Office of 
Community Recreation Service, headed by a Director, 
which shall make available to States, areas, counties, and 
communities, upon request, the services of specialists in 
recreation organization, facilities, finance, and activities, 
to assist in the planning and execution of community 
recreation, the function of the Office to be limited to 
technical service and advice, and the Office not to be 
considered an operating agency of recreational programs. 
Authorizes $450,000 annually, beginning with the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1946, to make such specialized 
recreation service available. 

The Federal Works Administrator may transfer, with- 
out cost, or on such terms as he shall prescribe, any 
Federally owned recreation facility which was acquired 
by the Federal Works Agency under the Lanham Act and 
which has served the need for which it was originally 
provided, to any local or county government, or any legal 
arm thereof, which gives evidence of ability to operate it 
with other than Federal funds, on a continuing basis, for 
recreational and related purposes. Such evidence may 
include a contract arrangement with any veterans’ organi- 
zation, private agency, or combination of private agencies, 
for operation on the aforesaid basis. If a local or*county 
government does not care to so exercise its primary 
right of acquisition, the Federal Works Administrator 
may dispose of surplus federally owned recreational 
facilities in other ways in the publie interest. 

Federal loans may be made to a local or county govern- 
ment or a legal arm thereof, to aid in the acquisition of 
title to, or use of, any recreational facility which has been 
leased, renovated, and equipped for wartime recreational 
facilities under the Lanham Act, but to which the Federal 
Government does not hold title, upon submission of evi- 
dence of ability to operate the facility for recreational pur- 
poses with other than Federal] funds. 

In cases where war-created recreation problems persist 
beyond the emergency declared by the President, the Fed- 
eral Works Administrator may, pursuant to the original 
authority granted by the Lanham Act, make contributions 
commensurate with the need, and in terms of the financial 
inability of the community involved, to meet continuing 
needs.

Transportation expenses of members of the armed 
forces, on furlough from service overseas shall be paid by 
the United States (1) from point of commencement of his 
furlough to his residence, if over 200 miles, and (2) from 
his residence to the place where he reports for reassign- 
ment to duty, if over 200 miles.

Extends life of Smaller War Plants Corporation from 
July 1, 1945, to December 31, 1947 [amending U. S. C. 50: 
1104]. 


H. R. 9. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Rivers 
and Harbors). 


Provides for the improvement of the intracoastal water- 
way from Jacksonville to Key West, Florida. 


H. R. 10. Mr. Weiss; January 3, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 


Authorizes overtime work in emergency cases by certain 
employees of the Postal Service including special clerks, 
clerks and laborers in first- and second-class post offices, 
employees of motor vehicle and pneumatic-tube service car- 
riers in city and village delivery services, railway postal 
clerks and laborers in the Railway Mail Service and others. 
Extends the authorization for overtime pay to postal em- 
ployees to include a number of classes of workers in ad- 
dition to the clerks and laborers in first- and second-class 
offices and carriers in City Delivery Service who are cov- 
ered by existing law. Allows time and a half instead of 
straight time for overtime, compensation to be figured 
on the basis of a year of 253 working days instead of a year 
of 306 days. Substitutes may also be required to work 
more than 8 hours a day, for which they will be paid time 
and a half, on an hourly basis.

deceased seamen of the U. S. merchant marine service 
[amending U. S. C. 46: 628, 706].

Repeals act authorizing conveyance of old lighthouse 
keeper’s residence to Otto Oas Post 659 Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Manitowoc, Wis. [Repealing 52 Stat. 756]. 


H. R. 30. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1945 (Claims). 


Directs payment of $75,000 to Prince William County 
and $65,000 to York County, Va., as compensation for the 
seizure of certain streets and highways for use by a 
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permanent Marine Corps post at Quantico and a Navy 
mine depot at or near Yorktown, respectively. 


H. R. 31. Mr. Hobbs; January 3, 1945 (Flood Control),

The farm marketing excess for wheat, beginning with 
the 1941 crop shall be reduced by the amount of the 
crop fed to the producer’s livestock or poultry [amending 
U. S. C. 7: 1330, 1340]. 


H. R. 50. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Roads). 


Authorizes the Transcontinental Streamlined Highway 
Corporation of the United States of America to prepare 
plans for a transcontinental highway system and gives it 
a franchise to construct and operate six transcontinental 
superhighways, each with a 450-foot right-of-way and each 
to contain parking strips, truck lanes, and gasoline and 
restaurant facilities. Plans and specifications must be pre- 
pared under the supervision of the War Department.

Allows reimbursement to municipalities and other gov- 
ernmental units for burial expenses of individuals insured 
under Federal old-age and survivors’ insurance [amending 
U. S.-C. 42: 402 (g)]. 

H. R. 80. Mr. Lane; January 3, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

All veterans’ rights, privileges, or benefits are conferred 
upon members of the U. S. Merchant Marine. 

H. R. 81. Mr. Mason; January 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Grants longevity pay to postal employees (assistant post- 
masters, supervisory employees, clerks, carriers, laborers, 
watchmen, messengers in first- and second-class post 
offices ; and employees of railway mail, motor vehicle, city, 
Village, and rural delivery, custodial stamped envelope, 
and sea post services; and clerks at division headquarters) 
as follows: $100 in addition to base pay after 10 years’ 
service, and $100 additional for each 5 years’ service there- 
after up to the thirtieth year of service—counting service 
already completed and substitute service.

Veterans of the military or naval service who incurred 
a service-connected disability shall be entitled, upon attain- 
ing 65 years of age, to a pension of not less than $60 per 
month. 


H. R. 89. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; January 3, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads) 


Positions in the Postal Service as regular or substitute 
driver mechanics shall be filled from the ranks of the 
regular and substitute garagemen-drivers respectively. 
Postmasters may employ substitute driver-mechanics as 
substitute garagemen-drivers when necessary. 


H. R. 90. Mr. Patman; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Provides for the issuance solely to Federal Reserve 
banks, of nonnegotiable United States 40-year bonds 
which shall not bear interest or be issued on a discount 
basis.

(Military Affairs). 

Permits the continuance of retirement pay at the 
monthly rate paid on March 19, 1933, to emergency officers 
of World War I with fifteen years service in the Regular 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps who were discharged for 
service-connected disability. 

H. R. 93. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Coinage, Weights, and Measures). 

Authorizes coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration 

of the memory of Will Rogers. 


H. R. 94. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Surplus Government-owned war plants and facilities 
shall be sold only in cases where effective competition 
exists in the industry in which they are to be used, and 
any sale shall be subject to veto by the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation to protect small-scale enterprise. 
Where monopolistic conditions exist, the plants, etc., may 
be sold only if such conditions are alleviated by the sale, 
otherwise they shall be leased for operation by private 
industry. A lease may be canceled if operation of a 
plant falls below 75 percent of capacity or if monopolistic 
price policies are applied to products.

any article of commerce, (2) fixed prices, (38) restricts 
marketing territory, (4) provides for formation or use 
of a corporation, ete., for joint operations, or (5) per- 
tains to the use of domestic or foreign patents or trade- 
marks, Registered contracts are to be open to public 
inspection, except portions which would disclose trade 
secrets. Civil and criminal penalties for violations, and 
mandatory injunction to compel compliance are provided.

No deductions shall be made in the pension or compen- 
sation of disabled war veterans on account of earnings 
from employment during the present war.

Farmer Committee Act—aAuthorizes the election of 
local and county committees of farmers to supersede and 
replace all existing local facilities of Federal agencies 
engaged in agricultural and soil-conservation work, the 
Secretary of Agriculture to designate such superseded 
agencies. Employees, including committeemen, of county 
agricultural associations shall not be considered Federal 
employees and their hours and pay shall conform to local 
standards.

H. R. 113. Mr. Clason; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


A State shall be deemed to have denied the equal pro- 
tection of the laws and due process of law whenever it or 
any of its subdivisions shall have failed to employ the law- 
ful means at its disposal for the protection of persons 
against lynching.

The interstate transportation of persons ab- 
ducted with a view to lynching is made subject to the 
penalties provided in the Lindbergh Kidnaping Law (i. e., 
death or imprisonment).

H. R. 123. Mr. Holmes of Massachusetts; January 3, 1945

Amends the Federal Trade Commission Act to prevent 
the advertisement or sale of watches, clocks, or chronom- 
eters with foreign works, unless the wording on the face 
thereof and the advertisement reveals the name of the 
country where the works were manufactured.

Authorizes the President to issue an appropriate medal 
and ribbon to specified members of the armed forces of 
World War I who acted as voluntary subjects for trench- 
fever experiments. 


H. R. 126. Mr. Lesinski; January 3, 1945 (Invalid Pen- 
sions). 

Increases to $50 per month the pension payable to a 

widow or remarried widow of a Civil War veteran who 


married such veteran prior to June 25, 1905, and who is 70 
years old [amending U. S. C. 38: 291b]. 


H. R. 127. Mr. Lesinski; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Veterans’ Adjusted-Service Pay Act of 1945—Honorably 
discharged members of the armed forces or of any reserve 
component thereof shall receive an adjusted-service pay of 
$3 daily for home service and $4 daily for overseas service, 
with an extra credit of $500 for those wounded, and with a 
minimum of $100 and a maximum of $3,500 for home 
service, and $500 to $4,500 for overseas service.

H. R. 131. Mr. Manasco; January 3, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 


Prohibits subcontractors paying any fee, or compensa- 
tion of any kind, directly or indirectly, to any officer, etc., 
of a prime contractor or another subcontractor holding a 
Government contract on a cost-plus-a-fixed-fee basis, as 
an inducement for the award of a subcontract or as an 
acknowledgment thereof. The amount of such payments 
shall not be reimbursed from appropriated moneys and 
shall be recoverable, if paid, by the United States. 

H. R. 132. Mr. Patman; January 3, 1945 (Ways and

Imposes on persons operating 10 or more retail stores 
under the same general management a gradual excise tax

H. R. 133. Mr. Patman; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


National banks shall pay to the United States Treasury 
all unclaimed deposits which have been inactive for 10 
years. They shall send notice by registered mail to each 
person known to have a claim, direct or indirect, and shall 
publish a notice for 3 successive weeks in at least one news- 
paper serving the territory in which the bank is located, 
the cost of notices by mail and publication to be paid by 
the Treasurer from the funds deposited. The Treasurer 
shall keep a list of unclaimed deposits which shall be open 
to the public.

Redemption shall be at the rate of 4 cents 
per pound on lint cotton, but where certificates have been 
transferred to a certificate poo] the producer shall receive 
the difference between amounts heretofore received and 
an amount ascertained by multiplying 4 cents by the num.

H. R. 135. Mr. Patman; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Empowers the Federal Trade Commission to control sell- 
ing at retail, where the effect of such sale will lessen com- 
petition between the manufacturer and his retail dealers, 
or create a monopoly in any line of commerce. 


H. R. 136. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 


Benefits under title II of the Social Security Act are 
extended to members of the armed forces serving after 
October 1, 1940, who shall be deemed to have been paid 
wages during such service of either $100 a month or the 
monthly average (not exceeding $250) during the four 
calendar quarters preceding such service. 

H. R. 137. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes payment of compensation to veterans for a 
10-percent or more service-connected disability plus a per- 
centage of the amount payable for permanent total non- 
service-connected disability.

H. R. 139. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

The service-connected pension payable to any veteran 
shall be increased by 20 percent when he reaches the age 
of 40 years of age, and by 20 percent of the basic pension 
each 5 years thereafter. Where the degree of disability 
changes the veteran shall receive the amount payable for 
the attained age, but not in excess of the amount payable 
for total disability. 

H. R. 140. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Under the Social Security Act each State shall have the 
exclusive right to adopt its own interpretation of needy 
individuals for the purposes of old-age assistance. 


H. R. 141. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Under the Social Security Act each State shall have the 
exclusive right to adopt its own interpretation of “needy 
individuals who are blind” and “blind individuals who 
are needy.” 


H. R. 142. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 

Provides for United States ownership of the Federal 
Reserve banks. 

H. R. 143. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to issue Sol- 
diers, Sailors, and Marine Savings Bonds which may be 
purchased by any enlisted man of the armed forces by 
authorized deductions, not excedeing 33% percent from his 
pay, to be matched in equal amounts by U. S. funds. Such 
bonds may be assignable to a designated beneficiary, and 
become due and payable upon discharge of the enlisted 
man or termination of the war. 


H. R. 144. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Library). 


Authorizes memorial to Marine Corps defenders of Wake 
Island. 

H. R. 145. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Foreign Affairs). 

Good Neighbor Act—Authorizes the Secretaries of War 
and Navy to select students of each American republic to 
attend service schools and training centers. Creates a 
board and provides for exchange of students and teachers 
in the interest of continental solidarity and defense. The 
scholarships shall be awarded under competitive con- 
ditions. 


H. R. 146. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 


Small business concerns claiming unfair discrimination 
in the letting of Government procurement contracts may 
obtain public hearings before the Smaller War Plants Cor- 
poration. A Small Business Unit shall be established in 
the Department of Justice to assist small business in pre- 
paring complaints [amending Public Law 603, 77th Cong.]. 


H. R. 147. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 


Directs the Treasury to issue and the Federal Reserve 
System to purchase non-interest-bearing certificates equal 
to the difference between the disbursements of the U. S. 
and the sum of tax revenues plus proceeds of War Bond 
Sales. This debt shall be liquidated out of surpluses 
Which may arise in the future. Interest-bearing obliga- 
tions of the United States shall be sold to financial institu- 
tions for cash only. 
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H. R. 148. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Repeals all laws authorizing the Government to employ 
persons at $1 per annum, requires persons holding govern- 
mental offices to be paid reasonable rates of compensation ; 
and prohibits them from receiving compensation from any 
private employers, but allows employment without any 
compensation if provided by an Act of Congress. 


H. R. 149. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

Appropriations to encourage expor.ation and domestic 
consumption of agricultural products shall be used by the 
Secretary of Agriculture to divert agricultural commodities 
from the normal channels of trade and commerce by pay- 
ment of benefits, by increasing the utilization of such prod- 
ucts through donations to lower income groups and by 
providing distribution in school-lunch and child-feeding 
programs [amending U. S. C. 7: 612C}]. 


H. R. 150. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
decentralize authority to review veterans’ claims of service- 
connected disability to field adjudicative agencies with 
power to issue final monetary awards. On appeal from 
denial of claims, a brief on appeal containing a complete 
résumé of the record shall be required by each rating 
agency of the Veterans’ Administration for submission to 
the Board of Veterans’ Appeals. Any honorably dis- 
charged veteran who is suffering from a service-incurred 
or service-aggravated disability or who is permanently 
and totally disabled by reason of non-service-connected 
disability, who shall have applied for and been denied 
compensation, may appeal from the decision of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration to the U. S. district court. 


H. R. 151. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945

eonsidered as causing or aggravating the disabilities on 
which the claim is based, service connection shall be 
established. 

H. R. 152. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
decentralize authority to review veterans’ claims of service- 
eonnected disability to field adjudicative agencies with 
power to issue final monetary awards. On appeal from 
denial of claims, a brief on appeal containing a complete 
résumé of the record shall be required by each rating 
agency of the Veterans’ Administration for submission to 
the Board of Veterans’ Appeals.

Monetary Control Act of 1942—Directs the Secretary 
of the Treasury to purchase the Federal Reserve banks at 
the book value of their stock. Creates the Monetary Au- 
thority of the United States as the sole agent of Congress 
to (1) issue money and control the value thereof, (2) regu- 
late the exchange value of all foreign currency, (3) pur- 
chase and sell, in the open market, gold, silver, and foreign 
exchange. Banks which permit depositors to withdraw 
by checks are declared to be commercial banks engaged 
in interstate commerce. Within 1 year their demand de- 
posits shall be considered trust funds required to be kept 
in cash, except funds invested, as of date of enactment, in 
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securities issued or guaranteed by the United States. 
Makes such securities discountable by the Federal Reserve 
banks, except that for 1 year banks without sufficient cash 
or approved securities to comply with the act may hypothe- 
cate so much of their assets as are necessary, whereupon 
the Monetary Authority shall issue to their accounts, an 
equal amount of United States currency. Authorizes 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation to insure all 
banks subject to the jurisdiction of the Monetary Authority 
under this Act and to examine all insured banks without 
charge. Directs the Monetary Authority to regulate both 
inflation and deflation; to sell as a temporary expedient 
short-term obligations; to develop indexes on (1) the buy- 
ing power of the dollar, (2) the level of employment, (3) 
production, ete; and to stabilize the value of the dollar as 
of the time full employment and the maximum use of 
resources and productive capacity. 

H. R. 154. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 

(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Makes the education and training provided for by the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 available without 
regard to age [amending 58 Stat. 287]. 

H. R. 155. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 3, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Declares that any person transporting, concealing, or in 
any way dealing in interstate commerce with a stolen 
licensed dog shall be punished by a fine or imprisonment. 
H. R. 156. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 3, 1945 

(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes $50,000 for a fish hatchery on the Anna River 
in Michigan. 

H. R. 159. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 3, 1945 
(Rivers and Harbors). 

Authorizes construction of a hydroelectric power plant 
on the Saint Marys River in Michigan to replace the Sault 
Sainte Marie plant. Electric energy from the new plant 
may be sold and surplus water may be leased. 

H. R. 160. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 3, 1945 
(Printing). 

Provides gratuitous distribution of the Congressional 
Record to former Members of Congress, upon application. 
H. R. 161. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 3, 1945 

(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes $50,000 for a fish hatchery at or near St. 
Ignace, Mich. 

H. R. 162. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Amends the National Firearms Act so as to exempt guns 
with two attached barrels 15 inches or more in length from 
which only a single discharge can be made of not to exceed 
a .22-caliber rifle bullet from one barrel, and a .410 shell 
from the other barrel, without manual reloading. 

H. R. 163. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 3, 1945 
(District of Columbia). 

Penalizes the injuring, destroying, or illegally harboring 
of any dog in the District of Columbia. 

H. R. 164. Mr. Bulwinkle; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the Chief of the Weather Bureau to investi- 
gate the causes and characteristics of thunderstorms, with 
a view to providing safety in aviation. 

H. R. 165. Mr. Bulwinkle; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). . 


Authorizes $10,000,000 to be allotted by the President 
for developing and improving aircraft propulsion devices. 
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H. R. 166. Mr. Bulwinkle; January 3, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Prohibits the consolidation, merger, or unified control of 
properties (including the purchase, lease, or contract to 
operate such properties) of any air carrier and any con- 
tract or common carrier or person interested in aeronautics, 
or of any foreign air carrier and a citizen of the United 
States who is a common or contract carrier or person in- 
terested in aeronautics, without the approval of the Civil 
Aeronautics Commission. Approval shall be given except 
in the case of any relationship which would result in a 
monopoly, or where it is found that a merger or consoli- 
dation would be inconsistent with the public interest and 
welfare. Public hearings shall be held if requested 
{amending U. S. C. 49: 488]. 

H. R. 167. Mr. Bulwinkle; January 3, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes joint action by common carriers by railroad 
or pipeline, or freight forwarders, water or motor carriers 
through bureaus, conferences, associations, ete., in con- 
nection with regulations and procedures relative to the 
establishment of rates, fares, charges, classifications or 
routes including rules for the regulation of car service and 
compensation therefor. Regulations and procedures must 
be consistent with the general regulations and procedures 
prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
prevent undue restraint on competition, ete., and copies 
and statements thereof must be filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission [amending U. S. C. 49: 1 (4)]. 


H. R. 168. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Restores the benefits of pension laws, medical and hos- 

pital treatment, domiciliary care, disability allowances, 
ete., for veterans as of March 19, 1933. 


H. R. 169..Mr. Cannon of Missouri; January 3, 1945 
(Roads). 

Extends to January 1, 1947, the time within which a 
State may remove toll charges from certain Federal-aid 
highway bridges and be eligible for payment, by the 
Federal Works Administrator, of 50 percent of the cur- 
rent reasonable value of such bridges [amending U. S. C. 
23 : 9a—1]. 

H. R. 170. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; January 3, 1945 
(Public Lands). 

Mississippi River Parkway Act of 1944—Authorizes a 
national Mississippi River Parkway from Itasca Park in 
Minnesota to the Gulf of Mexico, the availability of the 
benefits of the act to the respective States bordering the 
Mississippi River to be conditioned upon adequate enabling 
legislation by the State in which the designated route is 
located. Costs of acquiring land, etc., shall be appor- 
tioned among the States and United States as Congress 
may provide. 


H. R. 171. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 


Merchant seamen who shall have served aboard 4 
vessel of the U. S. Merchant Marine after December 7, 
1941, shall receive mustering-out pay at the rate of #2 
for each day’s service aboard a vessel during the wat 
period. The amount of mustering-out pay shall not be 
less than $100 or more than $500; $100 to be paid upon 
termination of service, and the balance in monthly install 
ments of $100. In case of death, payments shall be paid 
to the widow, minor children, or parents. 


H. R. 172. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Corporations, all of the stock of which is owned by the 
United States. shall be exempt from the payment of cost 
and fees to Federal courts and district attorneys [amené 
ing U. S. C. 28: 548, 548, 555, 557, 578, 578a]. 
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House Bills 


H. R. 173. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


Authorizes naturalization of Eastern Hemisphere In- 
dians of India and their descendants and provides for 
allocation, under the quota system, of those admitted 
{amending U. S. C. 8: 7038]. 

H. R. 174. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Increases the annual compensation of the President of 
the United States to $100,000, of the Vice President, 
Speaker of the House, and cabinet members to $20,000, 
and Members of Congress, Delegates from Territories, 
and Resident Commissioner from Puerto Rico to $15,000 
{amending 43 Stat. 1301]. 

H. R. 175. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Extends the life of the Smaller War Plants Corporation 
until July 1, 1947 [amending 56 Stat. 353). 

H. R. 176. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Increases the salary of Members of Congress, Delegates 
from the Territories and Resident Commissioners from 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines to $12,500 a year, effec- 
tive at the beginning of the 79th Congress. 

H. R. 177. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Coinage, Weights 
and Measures). 

Repeals the Act [53 Stat. 998] to extend the time 
within which the President may exercise the powers 
relating to the stabilization fund and alteration of the 
weight of the dollar [amending U. S. C. 31: 822a]. 

H. R. 178. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Repeals the Silver Purchase Act of 1934 (48 Stat. 1178). 


H. R. 179. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Provides $10,000 compensation, in addition to any pay- 
ment accruing under the Federal Employees’ Compensa- 
tion Act, for dependents of a director, inspector, or special 
agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation dying of 
persona] injuries sustained in the performance of duties. 


H. R. 180. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Repeals the “War Labor Disputes Act,” (57 Stat. 163). 


H. R. 181. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Federal Tort Claims Act—Title I defines “employee of 
the Government” as including officers or employees of any 
Federal agency, members of the military or naval forces, 
and persons acting temporarily or permanently, with or 
without compensation, on behalf of a Federal agency but 
excluding persons engaged in civilian defense activities. 
“Acting within scope of his office or employment” includes 
acting in line of duty in the military or naval forces. 
Title II confers authority upon the head of each Federal 
agency, or his designee for the purpose, to ascertain, 
determine, and settle claims against the United States for 
damages not exceeding $1,000 on account of loss of prop- 
erty or personal injury or death caused by negligence of 
a Federal employee. Subject to provisions of title III 
any awards shall be final and conclusive on Government 
officers. ‘Title III confers jurisdiction upon U. S. district 
courts to hear and determine judgment against the U. 8. 
for sums not exceeding $10,000. A claimant may upon 
15 days’ notice withdraw the claim from consideration 
of a Federal agency to a district court. Gives the U. 8. 
Court of Claims appellate jurisdiction from the district 
courts. The Attorney General may arbitrate, compro- 
mise, or settle any claim. Title IV bars claims for negli- 
gence within 1 year after accrual. This act does not 
apply to claims arising out of loss of letters, claims under 
the Trading With the Enemy Act, etc. Any attorney 
who charges more than 10 percent of a $500 award or 
more than 20 percent of an award under title III shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, subject to a fine of $2,000 and/or 
imprisonment for not more than 1 year. Repeals all 
provisions of law which now authorize Federal agencies 
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to ascertain and determine claims cognizable under title 
II of this act. 


H. R. 182. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Repeals the Hatch Political Activities Act as amended. 

H. R. 183. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Extends provisions of the Selective Training and Service 


Act to unemployed women between the ages of 20 and 35 
who are unmarried and without children. 


H. R. 184. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Administrative Procedure Act of 1941—Establishes an 
Office of Administrative Procedure, headed by a Director. 
Each administrative establishment which is designated by 
the Director as an agency shall name an adviser to the 
Office, and from such representatives the Director shall 
constitute advisory committees, adding to them, in his 
discretion, additional officers of the government or mem- 
bers of the public. 

The Director shall conduct inquiries into the proce- 
dures of agencies, make recommendations as to uni- 
formity, publicity, ete. 

Each agency shall: (1) publish a statement of its in- 
ternal organization; (2) publish its policies, interpreta- 
tion, and rules, and (3) designate committees = or 
employees, etc., to receive suggestions and expedite rule- 
making. Regulations shall become effective 45 days after 
publication in the Federal Register. Any interested party 
may file a request for promulgation or amendment of a 
rule. Each agency shall transmit to Congress annually 
rules promulgated during the preceding 12 months. 

Hearing commissioners shall be appointed in all agen- 
cies which decide cases. Prehearing conferences may be 
held with a view to informal settlement of controversies, 
etc. Appeals lie from the decision of a hearing commis- 
sioner to an agency tribunal, and thence to United States 
courts. 

Agency tribunals may issue declaratory rulings, which 
shall be subject to judicial review. 


H. R. 185. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


Amends the Alien Registration Act to permit aliens now 
in the United States on visitors’ permits, who are unable 
to return to their countries of origin because of an exist- 


ing state of war, to remain as immigrants for permanent 
residence. 


H. R. 186. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Hach district court shall appoint one or more public 
defenders for each place where its terms are held, to 
represent any person charged with an offense punishable 
by death or imprisonment for a term of over 1 year who 
is unable to employ counsel. United States marshals shall 
serve all subpenas for such defendants, without charge, 
at the request of the public defender. Public defenders 
shall be compensated, upon order of the Court, on the 
basis of a scale of fees to be fixed by the Attorney General. 


H. R. 187. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


A State shall be deemed to have denied the equal pro- 
tection of the laws and due process of law whenever it or 
any of its subdivisions shall have failed to employ the 
lawful means at its disposal for the protection of persons 
against lynching. The violence of three or more persons, 
attempting to prevent the apprehension, trial, or punish- 
ment of any person and resulting in his death or serious 
bodily injury, is deemed to be a lynching. But the act does 
not apply to violence occurring between gangsters or dur- 
ing the course of labor disputes. 

A State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., to 
prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any 
member of a lynching mob, is punishable by a $5,000 fine 
and/or 5 years’ imprisonment. 

Any governmental subdivision failing through neglect, 
etc., to prevent a lynching, or a seizure and abduction 
followed elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for $2,000 
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to $10,000 in damages, recoverable in a civil action by the 
claimant or by the United States in his behalf. 

The interstate transportation of persons abducted with 
a view to lynching is made subject to the penalties 
provided in the Lindbergh Kidnaping Law (i. e., death or 
imprisonment). 


H. R. 188. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Imposes a penalty of 5 years ineligibility for Govern- 
ment contracts if a contractor discriminates against 
applicants for employment because of race, color, creed, 
or religion. 
H. R. 189. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Provides a $300 annual increase in the base pay (pay- 
able $25 per month) of Postal Service employees. Effec- 
tive from July 1, 1942, to 6 months after the end of the 
war. 


H, R. 190. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Amends various sections of the Injury Compensation 
Act of 1916 so as to provide, in cases where disability 
occurs in the performance of hazardous law-enforcement 
work: (1) Additional monthly compensation equal to 
one-half that to which the employee would otherwise be 
entitled; (2) additional monthly compensation in case of 
death to widows, widowers, or children equal to one-half 
that which would otherwise be payable; and (3) in cases 
where disability has been discharged by lump-sum pay- 
ments to employees or beneficiaries additional compensa- 
tion equal to one-half that portion of the lump sum 
already paid which is not attributable to any period 
elapsing prior to the date of this act. Defines “law- 
enforcement activity” as activity directed against crimi- 
nals, the safeguarding of prisoners, or the protection of 
Federal property [U. 8. C. 5: 756, 760, 764 and 790}. 

H. R. 191. Mr. Clason; January 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

The basic rates of compensation of postmasters and of 
the postal-service employees subject to the Act of February 
28, 1925, as amended, and other postal employees covered 
by Public Law 25, 78th Congress, which provided for tem- 
porary salary increases, are increased by $400 per year, 
except that the basic rates of compensation of officers and 
employees paid on an hourly, fee, part-time, or per diem 
basis, and of fourth-class postmasters and special-delivery 
messengers, are increased by 23 per centum and the allow- 
ance to third-class postmasters for clerk hire is increased 
by 23 per centum. Public Law 25, Seventy-eighth Con- 
gress, is repealed. 


H. R. 192. Mr. Clason; January 3, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Government employees who are entitled to overtime com- 
pensation shall be paid for work performed on New Year’s 
Day, Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, 
Thanksgiving, and Christmas, one and one-half times the 
regular daily rate. 


H. R. 193. Mr. Clason; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, munici- 
pality, or other governmental subdivision to require pay- 
ment of a poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal 
election. 


H. R. 194. Mr. Clason; January 3, 1945 (Labor). 


Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice by any employer the refusal to hire, 
the discharge of, or the discrimination against, any person 
because of race, color, creed, religion, national origin, or 
ancestry, and by any labor union the refusal of or expul- 
sion from membership or the discrimination against any 
employee, employer, or member for the foregoing reasons, 
and by any employer or union, discrimination, etc., against 
ned — because he has opposed practices forbidden by 

s Act. 

Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission (to 
supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Practice

established by Executive Order 9346) which is empowered 
to prohibit persons from engaging in any practices declared 
to be unfair, to hold hearings on complaints of unfair em- 
ployment practices, to order such persons to cease and 
desist therefrom, and to take appropriate affirmative ac- 
tion, including hiring or reinstatement of employees with 
or without back pay, and to petition any circuit court of 
appeals for enforcement of such orders, Judicial review 
of the Commission’s orders may be instituted by aggrieved 
parties. Confers upon the Commission investigatory pow- 
ers. All government contracts and subcontracts shall stip- 
ulate that the contractor or subcontractor shall not engage 
in unfair employment practices, and no government con- 
tracts shall be awarded to persons found by the Commis- 
sion to have violated any of the provisions of this act. 


H. R. 195. Mr. Cole of New York; January 3, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
furnish a firing squad, color guard, and bugler to partici- 
pate in the final rites for any veteran. 


H. R. 196. Mr. Cole of New York; January 3, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Confers commission status on persons recommended for 
commissions by the War Department during World War I, 
who were actually engaged in overseas activities with the 
Y. M. C. A., the Red Cross, or the Salvation Army for more 
than 90 days but did not receive a commission because of 
the Armistice.

H. R. 274. Mr. Hartley; January 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Grants longevity pay to postal employees (supervisory 
employees, special clerks, clerks, carriers, laborers, watch- 
men, messengers in first- and second-class post offices, 
employees of Railway Mail Service and the motor vehicle 
service, letter carriers in the City Delivery Service and 
Village Delivery Service, rural letter carriers, and clerks 
at division headquarters of post-office inspectors) as fol- 
lows : $100 in addition to base pay after 10 years’ service, 
and $100 additional for each 5 years’ service thereafter 
up to the thirtieth year of service—counting service 
already completed.

portunity to participate therein, and accord such parties 
the right to petition for issuance, amendment, etc., of a 
rule. 

In any case where an administrative hearing is re- 
quired, notice thereof must be given, and prior to adjudi- 
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cation, an opportunity must be given for informal 
settlement. 

Declaratory orders may be issued. Every person sub- 
ject to administrative authority, and every party or inter. 
venor in an administrative proceeding or in connection 
with any administrative authority shall have the right to 
appear in person or by counsel and shall be given every 
reasonable opportunity and facility for negotiation, infor- 
mation, ete. Every person personnally appearing or sum- 
moned shall have the right to be accompanied and advised 
by counsel. Investigative powers may be exercised only 
within prescribed limits. Subpenas authorized by law 
shall be issued to private parties upon request. Prompt 
notice must be given of the denial of any application, peti- 
tion, ete., of any private party. No rule or order shall be 
retroactive or effective prior to its publication or service, 
except upon express legal authorization and for good cause, 
and publication or service shall precede for a reasonable 
time the effective date. Except as to personal or confi- 
dential data, etc., matters of official record shall be made 
available to all interested persons upon request. ; 

No agency shall impose requirements for admission of 
attorneys to practice before it. Attorneys in good stand- 
ing admitted to practice in the highest court of any State, 
etc., or in any Federal court shall, upon their oral or 
written representation to that effect, forthwith be ad- 
mitted to practice, and shall not be debarred or suspended 
by the agency except for violation of law, and such action 
shall be subject to judicial review de novo upon the law 
and the facts. 

Hearings shall be before Commissioners or Deputy Com- 
missioners, except where statutes authorize action by 
representatives of parties or organizations of parties. 
Rules of evidence prescribed by the statute must be 
observed. 

Limitations are placed upon powers of agencies to im- 
pose or grant sanctions or relief, withhold administrative 
licenses, etc., and issue publicity reflecting adversely upon 
any person, product, commodity, security, private activity, 
or enterprise. 

Judicial review of issues of law is authorized, and de- 
claratory judgments, or writs of injunction or habeas 
corpus are provided for. Interim relief may be granted 
by reviewing courts. The judgment of a court of review 
shall be appealable in accordance with existing law, and, 
in any case where there is no appeal thereto as of right 
and probable ground appears that any person has been 
denied the full benefit of this act, reviewable by the 
Supreme Court by certiorari. 

Functions of investigation and prosecution are separated 
from functions of investigation and review.

Members of the armed forces who have served for 2 
years outside the continental limits of the United States 
or in Alaska may be returned to the United States and 
then granted a leave of absence or furlough of not less than 
30 days. 


Mr. Stigler (by request); January 3, 1945 (In- 
dian Affairs). 


Recognizes the Keetoowah Indians of the Cherokee Na- 
tion of Oklahoma as a band of Indians residing in 
Oklahoma, with right to organize, etc. 


H. R. 342. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Repeals provisions of the Renegotiation ‘Act and the 
Contract Settlement Act of 1944 relating to the prosecu- 
tion of claims against the United States by employees or 
former employees cf the Government [amending 58 Stat. 
90, 668].

House Bills 


H. R. 343. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 
Limits to 31% percent the interest on all loans secured 
by liens on United States Government Life (converted) 
insurance. 


H. R. 344. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 
Limits to 4 percent the interest on all loans secured by 


liens on United States Government Life (converted) 
insurance. 


H. R. 345. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

The Secretary of War may dispose of surplus Army ma- 
terials in the following manner and order: (a) By sale or 
lease (1) to farmers, (2) to tax supported organizations, 
(3) in the domestic markets, (4) to foreign governments, 
or (5) in foreign markets or (b) by donation to tax- 
supported or eleemosynary institutions, 


H. R. 346. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Agriculture). 
The Secretary of Agriculture shall determine after pub- 
lic hearings the average cost of production of each agri- 
cultural product enumerated in the act which has a farm 
value of over $20,000,000 for the preceding marketing 
year, considering in the cost of production of all taxes, 
wages of farm and family labor, a return of 4 percent on 
farm property equity, compensation to the farmer averag- 
ing the weekly wages of industrial workers, the average 
yield and production during the preceding 5 years and 
differentials as to marketing areas. The average-cost-of- 
production price announced by the Secretary shall consti- 
tute the domestic minimum price for that agricultural 
commodity during that year. Thereafter all dealers, 
manufacturers, processors, etc., shall pay to the producer 
thereof not less than the average cost of production, sub- 
ject to differentials. Dealers, manufacturers, processors, 
packers, or other agencies handling agricultural products 
in interstate or foreign commerce shall procure a license 
from the Secretary of Agriculture. Poultry and livestock 
shipping for working, breeding, or conditioning for market 
purposes, and producers disposing of their own products 
are exempted. The Secretary of Agriculture shall dis- 
pose of all surplus agricultural products, which the 
producers thereof have been unable to sell at the minimum 
price, to the best advantage, in the world markets unless 
there is no longer an exportable surplus and such prod- 
ucts or byproducts are needed for domestic consumption. 
Penalties are imposed for violation of provisions, including 
willful payment of less than the average cost or 
production price. 
H. R. 347. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Agriculture). 
Creates a Veterans’ farm mortgage insurance fund of 
$500,000,000 to insuré until 5 years after the termination 
of the present war, purchase price or refinancing farm 
mortgages of mortgagors who have served with the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United States during any war. 
Mortgages to be eligible for insurance (1) shall not bear 
an interest rate in excess of 3 percent per annum; (2) 
shall not exceed 90 percent of the reasonable value of the 
farm and improvements thereon; (3) shall not require 
complete amortization in less than 80 years; (4) shall 
designate the Secretary as collection agent; and (5) shall 
require the mortgagee to accept debentures on default. 
The aggregate amount of such mortgages outstanding at 
any one time shall not exceed $1,000,000,000. The Secre- 
tary shall not foreclose on these assigned mortgages if the 
mortgagor wishes to retain possession and there is a 
reasonable possibility of his making good the default 
within 5 years or if the mortgagor is willing to transfer 
his interest to the Secretary. 
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H. R. 348. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to refund market- 
ing penalties in excess of 15 cents a bushel on wheat 
marketed in 1941. 

H. R. 349. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Provides for lump sum payment, without further ap- 
plication, of monthly family allowances under the Service- 
men’s Dependents Allowance Act of 1942, for the period 
between the date dependents first became entitled thereto 
and the date of application [amending 56 Stat. 383] 


H. R. 350. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


oxtends the time during which applications for service- 
men’s monthly family allowance may be filed, from 6 to 
12 months [amending U. 8S. C. 37: 207 (b)). 


H. R. 351. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 
The determination of permanent total disability for 


World War veterans is predicated on the individual 
rather than on the average person. 


H. R. 352. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 


Authorizes refund of excess wheat marketing penalties 
for 1941 [amending U. S. C. 7: 1840 (2) ]. 


H. R. 353. Mr. Woodruff of Michigan; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Increases from $40 to $60 the maximum monthly 
payment by States to individuals for old-age assistance 
one-half of which will be matched by the Federal 
Government. 


H. R. 354. Mr. Woodruff; January 3, 1945 (Labor). 
Prohibits aliens from voting in labor organizations or 
acting as their officers or agents, under penalty of fine 
up to $1,000 and/or imprisonment up to 6 months, and 
prohibits a labor organization from permitting its mem- 
bers to so vote or act, upon penalty of a fine not to 
exceed $5,000. 
H. R. 355. Mr. Auchincloss; January 3, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 


Authorizes $16,451,500 for the improvement of the In- 
tercoastal Waterway from Cape May Harbor to Delaware 
Bay and from Manasquan Inlet to the South Shrewsbury 
River. 


H. R. 356. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Enlisted personnel of the military and naval forces, 
including members of the Army and Navy Nurse Corps, 
during the period of the war and 1 year thereafter, shall 
be entitled to annual leave at the rate of 2% days per 
month, which may be accumulated. At the end of the 
period of service, a lump sum payment shall be made 
to cover accumulated leave. 


H. R. 357. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Persons serving in the armed forces during the present 
war shall, for 1 year following honorable discharge or 
release from active duty, continue to be paid the equiva- 
lent of their monthly base pay plus family allowance 
or allowances for quarters. 


H. R. 358. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1945 (Census). 


Exempts from payment of fees for census data: 
(1) active, retired, or honorably discharged members of 
the armed forces, and (2) persons requiring the data as 
proof of age for purposes of old-age assistance or old-age 
and survivors’ insurance benefits [amending U. S. C. 
13 : 218]. 
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H. R. 359. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


A veteran of World War II is entitled, on discharge, 
to receive a medical certificate stating the degree of his 
disability, if any, and te receive, for 4 months, emergency 
disability compensation in the same amount as is now 
provided for similar disability incurred in any war. 


H. R. 360. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


A veteran with 90 days service during World War I shall 
be entitled to receive a monthly pension (1) if suffering 
from a permanent non-service-connected disability rang- 
ing from $20 for one-tenth disability to $60 for total 
disability; (2) if 62 years of age, $30; (3) if 65 years 
of age, $60; or (4) if on account of age, blindness, etc., 
requiring personal aid or attendance, $100. A veteran 
with 70 days service during World War I shall be en- 
titled to receive a monthly pension (1) if suffering from 
a permanent non-service-connected disability ranging from 
$12 for one-tenth disability to $30 for total disability; (2) 
if 62 years of age, $12; (3) if 68 years of age, $18; (4) if 
72 years of age, $24; (5) if 75 years of age, $30; or (6) if 
on account of age, blindness, etc., requiring personal aid 
or attendance, $50. The widow of any World War vet- 
eran shall be entitled to receive, if she married the 
veteran prior to July 8, 1941, without proof that his 
death was the result of his military or naval service, a 
monthly pension of $30, with $6 additional for each 
child under 16 years of age, or if no widow, the minor 
child or children shall be entitled to $380 per month. 


H. R. 361. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1945 (World War 
(Veterans’ Legislation). 

Grants a monthly pension equivalent to a 20-percent 
disability benefit, to veterans of World War I and II 
unable to obtain employment because of inability to meet 
physical requirements. 


H. R. 362. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Amends the Canal Zone Code—Deposits by employees 
into the Canal Zone retirement and disability fund for 
credit for past service shall be made under rules pre- 
scribed by the Civil Service Commission (now the Admin- 
istrator of Veterans’ Affairs), and the amount payable in 
connection with services rendered on and after July 1, 
1931, shall be 5 percent (now 3% percent) of the basic 
compensation. Failure to make a required deposit for 
past service shall not cause forfeiture of service credit, 
but shall reduce the annuity, unless the employee elects 
to eliminate such service from credit. A minor change in 
phraseology is made in provisions relating to service of 
summons by publication.

H. R. 363. Mrs. Bolton; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes additional pay of $10 per month for enlisted 
men of the Army who are awarded the Medical Corps 
valor badge. 


H. R. 364. Mr. Buckley; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the award of the Silver Star Medal to Michael 
J. Quinn. 


H. R. 365. Mr. Buffett; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Exempts from the income tax, the declared-value excess 
profits tax, and the tax on adjusted excess profits net 
income, for taxable year beginning within 80 months after 
its organization, any small corporate enterprise (domestic) 
which is organized and which actually embarks upon the 
active conduct of a trade or business at any time between 
the approval of this act and the end of the 18-month period 
beginning with the month following the month when hostili- 
ties in the present war are terminated, and to which the 
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following limitations apply for the taxable year: (1) In- 
vested capital does not exceed $100,000; (2) 90 percent or 
more of gross income consists of income other than: divi- 
dends, interest, rents, royalties, gains from the sale or 
exchange of capital assets, or income which constitutes 
personal holding company income; (3) dividends do not 
exceed 6 percent of invested capital; (4) interest paid to 
shareholders is no more than 6 percent; (5) not less than 
80 percent of the voting stock and not less than 80 percent 
of the stock of all other classes is owned by individuals 
(or by estates or trusts by reason of death of former share- 
holders) ; (6) salaries paid do not exceed those allowable 
as deductions from gross income; (7) the enterprise has 
not acquired substantially all of the assets of another 
corporation or of a partnership or trust or substantially 
all of the assets of a trade or business carried on by an 
individual (limitation inoperative against a new enter- 
prise acquiring the assets of a business discontinued as a 
direct result of the war); (8) the enterprise has not paid 
to any other person, pursuant to a lease, contract, etc., an 
amount determined with reference to profits, income, or 
receipts which constitutes gross income in the hands of 
the other person; and (9) the taxable year ends on Decem- 
ber 31. Any such new enterprises shall also be exempt 
from: (a) the capital stock tax, with respect to a year 
ending on any June 30 if it is exempt from income taxes 
for its income-taxable year ending on December 31 of the 
calendar year in which such June 30 occurs; (b) from the 
employers’ tax under the Federal Insurance Contributions 
Act and the Federal unemployment tax for any calendar 
year for which it is exempt from the income tax. 

H. R. 366. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Judi- 

ciary). 

Any child under the age of 16, or of such age as may be 
fixed for dependent children under the Social Security 
Act, who, without consent of parents, etc., leaves home 
and goes into another State and there is found delinquent, 
shall be defined as dependent, and shall be entitled to be 
cared for and returned to his home through the use of 
Social Security funds. Finding by a State or Federal 
court that a child comes under the provisions of this act 
is sufficient authority to require the administering agency 
to grant aid. 

H. R. 367. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Provides for refund of social-security taxes to an em- 
ployer when refund is made to an employee because of 
employment by two or more employers during a calendar 
year [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 1401, 1601]. 

H. R. 368. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 

In the event of a posthumous award for distinguished 
services in the armed forces, a duplicate award or medal 
may be provided to the parents of the deceased serviceman 
if he is survived by another nearest of kin. 

H. R. 369. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 

Increases annuities under the Railroad Retirement Act 
by 25 percent, but not to exceed $120 a month [amending 
U. 8. C. 45: 228c]. 

H. R. 370. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (For- 
eign Affairs). 

Authorizes not to exceed $10,000,000 for the establish- 
ment of a Pan American center at Miami, Fla., for the 
coordination of commercial and cultural relations between 
the American republics. 

H. R. 371. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Claims). 


Confers jurisdiction upon the district court for the 
Southern District of Florida to adjudicate claims for 
losses resulting from the development of the Intracoastal 
Waterway, Miami to Jacksonville. 
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House Bills 


H. R. 372. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Extends the veterans’ rehabilitation provisions to any 
person who served in the active armed forces, subject to 
the provisions, regulations, and limitation of Veterans’ 
Regulation No. 1 (a), Part VII. Veterans shall be rated 
as totally disabled and shall receive compensation during 
a course of training which shall not exceed 4 years. 
Creates a $500,000 revolving fund for the purpose of 
making advancements (not to exceed $100) tq trainees. 
Provides for injuries received during training. 

H. R. 373. Mr. Case; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Excepts from certain retailers’ excise taxes articles fab- 
ricated and sold by domiciliary members of Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration facilities, 

H. R. 374. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 3, 1945 
(Coinage, Weights, and Measures). 

Authorizes the President in the name of Congress to 
present a Congressional Medal of Sacrifice to the mother 
of any person who, while serving in the armed forces or 
in American Merchant Marine in hostile waters loses his 
life in line of duty in time of war. 


H. R. 375. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

State old-age assistance plans under the Social Security 
Act [53 Stat. 1360] shall not require repayment of any 
amount from a recipient or his estate, and in the event 
of a voluntary reimbursement a proportionate share 
thereof shall be promptly paid to the United States. 


H. R. 376. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 3, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 


oxtends the Renegotiation Act to December 31, 1945 
and authorizes the President to make an additional exten- 
sion of 6 months. 


H. R. 377. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 3, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

The Secretary of War, during any war in which the 
United States may be engaged, shall establish, as a 
component part of the Army, qa National Service Corps 
of 100,000 men to facilitate production of urgently needed 
war materials. The Director of Selective Service shall 
establish State quotas to supply personnel for the Corps, 
the members of which shall receive wages, injury, unem- 
ployment, and retirement benefits accorded civil-service 
employees and reemployment rights accorded members of 
the armed forces. 


H. R. 378. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 3, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes funds for payment to certain Sioux Indians 
for personal property losses. 
H. R. 379. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 3, 1945 

(Agriculture). 

The Secretary of Agriculture may, upon application by 
a State or local unit as a public sponsor, prosecute work 
for the repair, etc., of dams constructed wholly or partly 
through the use of Federal relief funds when such works 
will result primarily in benefit to agriculture or to rural 
community use. Projects shall be prosecuted as soon as 
the existing shortage of critical materials, equipment and 
manpower is ended, but not later than immediately after 
the cessation of hostilities in the present war. Work may 
be undertaken in the war period in the interest of essen- 
tial agricultural production or protection of life and 
property. The public sponsor shall make such contribu- 
tions as the Secretary deems, adequate, and may be re- 
quired to (1) enter into agreements for the maintenance 
of such works; (2) provide lands without cost to the 
United States, and (3) fulfill other necessary conditions, 
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H. R. 380. Mr. Cochran; January 3, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Discontinues certain reports of the Departments of 
Agriculture, Commerce, Interior, Labor, Navy, War, State, 
the Federal Security Agency, the Federal Works Agency, 
and the quarterly reports of the heads of executive 
departments. 


H. R. 381. Mr. Cravens; January 3, 1945 (Public Lands). 

All real estate owned by the United States or any cor- 
poration or agency thereof shall be subject to taxation by 
the respective States, counties, municipalities, etc., to the 
same extent as if privately owned. Exempts United 
States courthouses, post offices, mints, penitentiaries, 
jails, cemeteries, etc. Continues contributions by the 
United States to local units of the proceeeds from the sale 
of timber in national forests. 


H. R. 382. Mr. Cravens; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

For each quarter beginning with the quarter com- 
mencing July 1, 1940, the Federal contribution for old-age 
assistance shall be (1) $60 for each individual 60 years 
of age gnd not an inmate of a public institution and (2) 
5 percent of such amount for the costs of administration 
[amending U. S. C. 42: 303]. 

H. R. 383. Mr. Cravens; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


National Bituminous Coal Act—Effective until 3 years 
after the termination of hostilities, establishes a five- 
member National Bituminous Coal Commission as an in- 
dependent agency, and reestablishes the Office of Bitu- 
minous Coal Consumers’ Counsel. Like the Guffey Act, 
the new law provides for 23 district boards and minimum 
price areas, and includes a bituminous coal code. The 
basic exercise tax on bituminous coal remains at 1 percent 
per 2,000-pound ton. The additional 19% percent tax 
shall hereafter be based on the minimum price for the 
coal. 


H. R. 384. Mr. D’Alesandro; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Grants repatriation to native-born American women 
who have lost their citizenship by marriage to aliens if 
they have resided continuously in the United States since 
such marriage [amending U. 8. C. 8: 717 (b) (1)]. 


H. R. 385. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Permits the Commissioner of Immigration and Naturali- 
zation to waive the requirement for a 30-day waiting 
period between the filing of a petition for naturalization 
and the final hearing or granting of a certificate of 
naturalization, and removes the prohibition against final 
hearing or granting of certificate within 60 days preceding 
a general election. 


H. R. 386. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Powers of employees of the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service to arrest aliens without warrant are 
extended to authorize arrest (1) of any person who in 
the presence or view of any such employee is entering or 
attempting to enter the United States in violation of laws 
or regulations on the exclusion or expulsion (as well as 
admission) of aliens; (2) of any alien who is in the 
United States unlawfully and is likely to escape before 
a warrant can be obtained; and (3) for a felony which has 
been committed and which is cognizable under any law 
regulating the admission, exclusion, or expulsion of aliens, 
if the person making the arrest believes that the person 
arrested is guilty and is likely to escape before a warrant 
ean be obtained [amending U. 8. C. 8: 110). 
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H. R. 387. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Extends from January 13, 1941, to January 13, 1947, 
the time within which an American citizen, who has 
acquired foreign nationality through the naturalization 
of his parent or parents and who is abroad and has not 
voluntarily expatriated himself, may return to the United 
States, take up permanent residence therein, and there- 
after be deemed to have elected to be a citizen thereof 
{amending U. 8S. C. 8: 801 (a)]. 


H. R. 388. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Amends the provisions granting citizenship to a child, 
born outside the United States and its possessions, of one 
alien parent and one citizen parent, by requiring that 
the citizen parent shall have resided in the United States 
for 5 years subsequent to his twelfth birthday (now 10 
years, of which 5 were subsequent to his sixteenth birth- 
day) [amending U.S. C. 8: 601 (g)]. 


H. R. 389. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


During war or time of national emergency the time 
allowed to answer pleadings or petition to cancel naturali- 
zation orders shall be 30 instead of 60 days [amending 
U.S. C. 8: 738 (b)]. 


H. R. 390. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Redefines the term “ineligible to citizenship” as used 
in the Immigration Act of 1924 to harmonize with pro- 
visions of the Naturalization Act of 1940, as amended, 
and the Selective Service Act of 1940 relating, respec- 
tively, to (1) racial limitation on eligibility for naturali- 
zation and ineligibility of deserters from the armed forces 
or draft evaders, and (2) ineligibility for naturalization 
of neutral aliens who apply for exemption from liability 
for military training and service [amending U. S. C. 
8: 224c]. 


H. R. 391. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Exempts persons who were members of the armed 
forces of the United States during the Spanish-American 
War, the Philippine Insurrection, World War I or World 
War II, or who served as members of the Regular Army 
or the National Guard on the Mexican border between 
June 1916 and April 1917 from payment of fee for an 
application for a declaration of intention or for a cer- 
tificate of naturalization, etc., to replace one that has 
been lost [amending U. 8. C. 8: 742]. 


H. R. 392. Mr. Dickstein; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


The nonprofit photographic studio in a building occu- 
pied by the Immigration and Naturalization Service shall 
be solely for the benefit of “persons seeking to comply 
with requirements under the immigration and nationality 
laws” (instead of “aliens seeking naturalization’) 
[amending U. S: C. 8: 727 (h)]. 


H. R. 393. Mr. Dingell; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

National Bituminous Coal Act—This act, effective until 
3 years after the termination of hostilities, takes the 
place of the Guffey Coal Act which expired August 24, 
1943. A new Bituminous Coal Administration, headed by 
a Bituminous Coal Administrator, is established within 
the Department of Interior. The administrator shall be 
appointed by the President, with the consent of the Sen- 
ate, at an annual salary of $10,000. The Office of Bi- 
tuminous Coal Consumer's Counsel is reestablished. Like 
the Guffey Act, the new law provides for 23 district 
boards and minimum-price areas, and includes a bitumi- 
nous-coal code. The basic excise tax on bituminous coal 
remains at 1 percent 2,000-pound ton. The additional 
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19% percent tax shall hereafter be based on the minimum 
price for the coal. 


H. R. 394. Mr. Dingell; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Second World War Adjusted Compensation Act—Vet- 
erans of the United States land and naval forces (includ- 
ing the Coast Guard, WACS, WAVES, Marine Corps 
Women’s Reserve, Women’s Reserve of the Coast Guard 
Reserve, and members of the Public Health Service de- 
tailed foe service with the land or naval forces) when 
honorably separated from the service or released from 
active duty, upon certification by the Secretary of War or 
Secretary of the Navy, shall be paid an amount equal to 
$1.66 for each day of overseas service, and $1.33 for each 
day of home service. Payment shall be made in cash if 
not over $50; in cash, or United States bonds, at the 
option of the veteran, if over $50. Provision is made for 
payment to heirs of those veterans dying in service. 


H. R, 395. Mr. Dingell; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Social Security Amendments Act of 1945—Establishes 
a unified national system of social insurance consisting of 
the following amendments to the Social Security Act (1) 
provides a national system of public employment offices 
to promote employment in private enterprise, assist war 
workers and veterans to obtain civilian employment, ete. 
(employment activities of the War Manpower Commission 
to be transferred, 6 months after the termination of 
hostilities, to the United States Employment Service, 
which shall be under the Social Security Board); (2) 
provides for permanent disability insurance with monthly 
cash benefits or lump-sum death benefits to the worker, 
widow, or dependents; hospitalization and rehabilitation 
for disabilities, and reduces the eligibility age for old-age 
insurance to 60 [now 65]; (8) increases the maximum 
old-age benefits to $120 per month [now $85] and the 
minimum to $30 [now $10] for worker with dependent 
wife, otherwise $20; (4) extends coverage under the Fed- 
eral old-age, survivors, and permanent disability insur- 
ance to domestic and agricultural workers, employees of 
nonprofit institutions, and others, but continues exemption 
of State and local employees except those not covered by 
State plans; (5) increases old-age insurance benefits by 
changing the method for calculating the average wage; 
(6) extends the benefit of the entire old-age survivors 
and insurance benefits to self-employed farmers, profes- 
sional, and small business men; (7) extends social security 
protection to.men and women in the armed forces by 
granting “wage credits” for such military service, the 
cost to be borne by the Federal Government; (8) estab- 
lishes a new Federal unemployment insurance system with 
coverage of 26 weeks, weekly benefits to be payable at 
50 percent of the first $12 of average weekly wage, plus 
25 percent of the wage between $12 and $56, with a maxi- 
mum of $30, with a 1-week waiting period; insured work- 
ers temporarily disabled are eligible for the same benefits: 
(9) grants an unemployment allowance on termination of 
military service; (10) sets up a Federal system of medical 
care and hospitalization for all persons covered and their 
dependents which will entitle them to physicians’ service, 
laboratory facilities, etc., establishing a National Ad- 
visory Medical and Hospital Council; 3 percent of wages 
and salaries collected shall be set aside in a special account 
to meet these costs; technical administration shall be 
under the Surgeon General of the Public Health Service; 
(11) provides for a 6-percent employee and employer (of 
more than one person) contribution on all wages and 
salaries (up to $3,000) beginning in 1944, a 7-percent levy 
from self-employed persons, and 3%4-percent assessment 
against both public employees and employers of States and 
localities; creates a Federal social-insurance trust fund 
to which are transferred existing funds credited to the 
Federal old-age and survivors insurance system; (12) 
establishes a Federal Social Security Advisory Council to 
formulate policies on legislation and administration; pro- 
vides that benefits payable hereunder shall be reduced by 
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any noncontributory Government benefit (such as work- 
men’s compensation) or any other Government or State 
plan supported by wage or salary contributions; (13) 
provides variable Federal grants-in-aid to the States, 
ranging from 50 to 75 percent of the total, depending on 
the average per capita income of that State for aged 
persons, dependent children, blind, or other needy persons 
from general revenues; replaces present provisions for 
assistance to the aged, the blind, and dependent children. 
H. R. 396. Mr. Dingell; January 3, 1945 (Rules). 
Provides for presentation of a medal to persons who 
were members of the President’s Cabinet during the war- 
time 78th Congress, and to Members of that Congress. 


H. R. 397. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Salaries and mileage of Members of Congress shall be 
at such rates as shall be appropriated by the Congress, 
not less than those prevailing on the date of this enactment, 
and not greater than those determined by a Commission 
on Congressional Salaries, composed of 18 members, ap- 
pointed as follows: 3 by the Speaker of the House, 
3 by the President of the Senate, 6 by the President of 
the United States (1 of whom designated by him, shall be 
Chairman), and 6 by the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, each appointing officer to select his appointees in 
equal number from outstanding leaders in each of three 
groups; viz, labor, business, and professional. There 
shall be 6 advisory members who shall be or shall have 
been members of the 78th or the 79th Congress, 3 appointed 
from the House group by the Speaker of the House, and 3 
from the Senate group by the Speaker of the Senate. 


H. R. 398. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


The Federal Home Loan Bank Board is recreated as an 
independent establishment, and the offices of the members 
of said Board vacated by Executive Order 9070 which 
created the National Housing Agency are recreated, the 
former members having 30 days after the enactment of 
this act to return to their duties. Vacancies shall be filled 
as is provided in the Federal Home Loan Bank Act, with 
appointments made so that at least two members shall be 
persons with at least 3 years of practical experience in the 
conduct of the business of one of the members of a Federal 
home loan bank. All functions, powers, and duties of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank Board and of its members 
of the Home Owners Loan Corporation and its Board of 
Directors and the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation and its Board of Trustees, as they existed 
prior to Executive Order 9070, are hereby transferred to 
the Federal Home Loan Bank Board as it is hereby re- 
created and shall be performed as provided by law prior 
to said order. All assets, contracts, and property, and 
personnel, and all orders, rules, regulations, and permits 
or other privileges are transferred and shall continue in 
effect to the same extent as if the original transfer had not 
been made. 


H. R. 399. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Accounts). 


Establishes a Joint Legislative Staff Service under the 
direction of two Directors, one of whom shall be appointed 
by the President pro tempore of the Senate and one by the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, without refer- 
ence to political affiliations and solely on the ground of 
fitness to perform the duties of the office. The Directors 
shall not be removable except for good cause shown, and 
shall each receive an annual salary of $10,000. The Di- 
rectors and all employees of the Service shall be entitled 
to the benefits of the civil-service retirement law. Em- 
ployees shall be appointed by Directors without regard to 
the civil-service laws or the Classification Act. The Serv- 
ice shall, upon request (1) advise and assist the com- 
mittees of both Houses of Congress in the analysis, ap- 
praisal, and evaluation of recommendations submitted to 
the Congress by the President or any executive agency; 
(2) aid legislative and conference committees of Congress 
in analyzing proposed legislation before them; and (3) 
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assist congressional committees in the furnishing of a 
basis for a proper determination of measures affecting 
publie policy. The facilities of the Legislative Reference 
Service of the Library of Congress shall be available to 
the Joint Legislative Staff Service, which shall also have 
franking privileges. 

H. R. 400. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Expenditures in 

the Executive Departments). 

The Comptroller shall establish within the General 
Accounting Office a department designated as the Execu- 
tive Efficiency Service to promote more economical opera- 
tion of government, to serve as a liaison between Congress 
and the executive departments, to cooperate with the 
Bureau of the Budget as to proposals and recommenda- 
tions for budget reductions, and to make studies, reports, 
etc., on Government operation, personnel, and expenditures. 


H. R. 401. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Labor). 


Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an.unfair 
employment practice (a) by any employer the refusal to 
hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, any 
person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin, or ancestry; (b) by any labor union the refusal of 
or explusion from membership ‘or the discrimination 
against any employee, employer, or member for the fore- 
going reasons; and (c) by any employer or union, dis- 
crimination, ete., against any person because he has op- 
posed practices forbidden by this act. Establishes a Fair 
Employment Practice Commission (to supplant the Com- 
mittee on Fair Employment Practices established by Exe- 
cutive Order 9346) which is empowered to prohibit persons 
from engaging in any practices declared to be unfair, to 
hold hearings on complaints of unfair unemployment prac- 
tices, to order such persons to cease and desist therefrom, 
and to take appropriate affirmative action, including hiring 
or reinstatement of employees with or without back pay, 
and to petition any circuit court of appeals for enforcement 
of such orders. Judicial review of the Commission’s 
orders may be instituted by aggrieved parties. Confers 
upon the Commission investigatory powers. All Govern- 
ment contracts and subcontracts shall stipulate that the 
contractor or subcontractor shall not engage in unfair em- 
ployment practices, and no Government contracts shall be 
awarded to persons found by the Commission to have vio- 
lated any of the provisions of this act. 


H. R. 402. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Establishes the Office of Power Administration under an 
Administrator and transfers to it all functions, personnel, 
and property of (1) the Bonneville Power Administration, 
(2) the Rural Electrification Administration, (3) the Fed- 
eral Power Commission (except functions of rate regula- 
tion, adjudication, and investigation), and (4) the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

Functions of (1) the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and the Defense Plant Corporation relating to loans 
for power production, (2) the Securities and Exchange 
Commission relating to regulation of electric utility com- 
panies, (3) the Federal Works Agency relating to con- 
struction and operation of power projects, and (4) the 
Bureau of Reclamation relating to the production and 
marketing of electric power are transferred to the 
Administrator. 

Establishes a Federal Power Advisory Committee com- 
pused of the Chief of Engineers—Army, the Commissioner 
of Reclamation, the Administrator of Rural Electrification, 
the Chairman of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
the Administrator of the Federal Works Agency, the Chair- 
man of the Federal Power Commission, the Chairman of 
the Securities and Exchange Commission, and the Chair- 
man of the Tennessee Vailey Authority. Other agencies 
of the Government dealing incidentally with power shall 
consult with the committee. 

Abolishes the National Power Policy Committee and the 
Division of Power in the Department of the Interior and

transfers their functions to the Federal Power Advisory 
Committee. 


H. R. 403. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury, until 6 months 
after the cessation of hostilities as proclaimed by the 
Pvesident, to spend during each fiscal year, beginning June 
30, 1945, between $12,500,000 and $15,000,000 for adver- 
tising the sale of United States war bonds in newspapers. 
Directs the Secretary to cooperate with recognized exist- 
ing national publishers’ associations in preparing and 
allocating such advertisements. The amount available 
shall be equitably expended for space in daily, weekly, 
semiweekly, and triweekly newspapers published in cities, 
etc., of 25,000 population or less; weekly, semiweekly, and 
triweekly newspapers in cities of 25,000 population or more 
shall enjoy all the rights of those in cities of 25,000 popu- 
lation or less. Prohibits interference with the independ- 
ence or freedom of any newspaper. 


H. R. 404. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Authorizes agents selected to continue or wind up re- 
ceiverships of national banks to act through any court of 
record (including the United States district court) where 
the business was located (amending U. 8S. C. 12: 197). 


H. R. 405. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


A State shall be deemed to have denied the equal 
protection of the laws and due process of law whenever it 
or any of its subdivisions shall have failed to employ the 
lawful means at its disposal for the protection of persons 
against lynching. The violence of three or more persons, 
attempting to prevent the apprehension, trial, or punish- 
ment of any person and resulting in his death or serious 
bodily injury, is deemed to be a lynching. But the act 
does not apply to violence occurring between gangsters or 
during the course of labor disputes. 

A State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., to 
prevent a lynching, to to apprehend or prosecute any 
member of a lynching mob, is punishable by a $5,000 fine 
and/or 5 years’ imprisonment. 

Any governmental subdivision failing through neglect, 
etc., to prevent a lynching, or a seizure and abduction 
followed elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for 
$2,000 to $10,000 in damages, recoverable in a civil 
action by the claimant or by the United States in his 
behalf. 

The interstate transportation of persons abducted with 
a view to lynching is made subject to the penalties pro- 
vided in the Lindbergh Kidnaping Law (i. e., death or 
imprisonment). 


H. R. 406. Mr. Dirksen; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits requirement of the payment of a poll tax as a 
prerequisite for voting in a Federal election. 


H. R. 407. Mr. Dondero; January 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

A copy of the Constitution of the United States and the 
Declaration of Independence shall be placed in each post 
office in the United States and its territories and posses- 
sions, 

H. R. 408. Mr. Ervin; January 3, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Foreign Service Academy Act of 1945—Establishes a 
Foreign Service Academy under the supervision of the 
State Department. A Board of Visitors, consisting of five 
members of the Foreign Affairs Committee of the Senate 
and seven members of the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the House shall be appointed each year. An advisory 
committee of five persons of distinction in the field of 
education may be appointed by the Secretary of State, 
who may also employ professors qgnd instructors and pre- 
scribe their compensation, reporting thereon to Congress 
each year. The number of students in each freshman 
class may be determined from time to time by the Secre- 
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tary of State, and appointments shall be made by the 
President as follows: (a) 10 percent of each freshman 
class from the District of Columbia and the United States 
at large upon recommendation of the Secretary of State, 
and (b) other appointments (two for each State at large, 
one for each congressional district, one for each Terri- 
tory, and one for Puerto Rico) upon recommendation of 
the Senators, Representatives, and Delegates of the areas 
of the appointees’ residence. Appointees must be at least 
18 years old, and they shall be examined before admit- 
tance under regulations framed by the Secretary of State. 
Each student shall sign articles by which he will engage, 
if needed, to serve 4 years in the Foreign Service of the 
United States after graduation. The course of instruc- 
tion, which shall be determined by the Secretary of State, 
shall be 4 years, but credits may be allowed for studies 
at other institutions of learning or for professional or 
business attainments. Degrees may be conferred after 
the Academy is accredited by the Association of American 
Universities. Except in case of emergency, Foreign Serv- 
ice officers of the United States must be selected from 
graduates of the academy, after 4 years from its opening. 
The Foreign Service Training School of the Department 
of State is transferred to the Foreign Service Academy. 


H. R. 409. Mr. Fernandez; January 3, 1945 (Public Lands). 


No proclamation of the President establishing a na- 
tional monument shall become effective until approved 
by Act of Congress, if the lands embraced exceed 10,000 
acres in area [amending U. S. C. 16: 431]. 


H. R. 410. Mr. Fernandez; January 3, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Authorizes the War Food Administrator or the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to adjust boundary disputes by 
settling claims to certain so-called Sebastian Martin 
Grant Lands in New Mexico. 


H. R. 411. Mr. Forand; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Members of the armed forces, during the period of the 
war and for 1 year after the termination of hostilities, 
shall be entitled to annual leave at the rate of 21%4 days 
per month, which may be accumulated. At the end of 
the period of service a lump sum payment shall be made 
to cover accumulated leave. 


H. R, 412. Mr. Forand; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to permit 
credit unions to make payments in connection with the 
redemption of United States savings bonds [amending 
U.S. C. 31: 757 (h)]. 


H. R. 413. Mr. Gossett; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 


Foreign Commerce). 


Directs the Interstate Commerce Commission to pre- 
pare and publish a uniform classification of property 
and a uniform scale of class rates for railroads through- 
out the continental United States, and to hold hearings 
on modifications, ete., thereof. The foregoing provision 
shall not affect the application of the long- and short-haul 
provisions of the Interstate Commerce Act, nor commodity 
rates, exceptions to the classification, nor special export 
and import, nor port differential rates, nor rail-water 
rates, where the Commission considers such rates lawful 
and proper. 


H. R. 414. Mr. Gossett; January 3, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


For 10 years, beginning July 1, 1941, the immigration 
quotas proclaimed under the 1924 Act shall be reduced 
one-half but not below 100. 


H, R., 415. Mr. Hagen; January 3, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


Persons claiming derivative citizenship through the 
naturalization or citizenship of a husband, or who are 
citizens by certain other provisions of the law, may 
apply to the Commissioner for a _ certificate. Those 
claiming citizenship through naturalization of a parent 
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may apply to the clerk of the naturalization court which 
admitted such parent to citizenship or to the Commis- 
sioner. In order to revoke certificates of citizenship, 
etc., on the ground that such document was illegally or 
fraudulently obtained, the Commissioner must file a 
petition for cancelation in a _ naturalization court. 
Clerks of naturalization courts are vested with authority 
(now held only by the Commissioner and Deputy Com- 
missioner) to issue certain documents, etc., and to charge, 
collect, and account for certain fees [amending U. S. C. 
8: 730, 739, 740, 741, 742]. 
H. R. 416. Mr. Hagen; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 
Agricultural Surplus Exchange Act—Establishes a sys- 
tem of exchanging surplus agricultural commodities 
produced in the United States for manufactured articles 
produced in foreign countries. A Surplus Exchange 
Board, which the Act creates, shall establish, prior to 
January 1 of each year, a national compensatory import 
quota for the year (subject to change during the year), 
which shall be allocated among foreign nations on the 
basis of need and of ability to utilize surplus agricultural 
commodities produced in the United States. The Board 
may permit, during any year, the importation into the 
United States, under special tariff concessions, of manu- 
factured articles having a value (computed on the basis 
of import price) not exceeding the national compensatory 
import quota of the exporting country for the year, on 
condition that the amount paid for the manufactured 
articles will be used solely for paying for agricultural 
exports from the United States. Total imports of manu- 
factured goods of any kind in any one year shall be 
regulated with a view toward preventing dislocations 
in the domestic market. The import quota for each kind 
of manufactured article shall be based on the proportion 
which the annual value of similar or competing articles 
produced in the United States bears to the total annual 
value of all articles manufactured in the United States 
(3-year average annual value, on basis of American sell- 
ing price). The total value (on import price basis) of 
imports of any one kind shall not exceed the import quota 
for articles of such kind (a) during any one year by more 
than 15 percent, and (b) over any 3-year period by an 
average of more than 5 percent. The duty on articles 
so imported shall be fixed by the Surplus Exchange 
Board; it shall not exceed the amount, and be not less 
than 50 percent of the amount, of the duty and internal- 
revenue tax which would be payable if the articles were 
imported other than in accordance with the foregoing 
provisions, and it shall be in lieu of all other duties, 
etc., on such articles. Duties shall be covered into an 
agricultura) export compensation fund, from which (sup- 
plemented by neccessary appropriations) payments sha)) 
be made to exporters of agricultural products at a rate 
representing the amount by which the parity price or 
the domestic market price of the commodity, whichever 
is lower, exceeeds the world market price, except that 
(1) where the domestic market price reaches parity and 
discontinuance of payments would result in its falling be- 
low parity, payments may be continued at a rate rep- 
resenting the excess of the parity price over the world 
market price, and (2) where excessive production of any 
agricultural commodity in the United States is abnor- 
mally depressing the world price thereof, the rate of 
payments with respect to such commodity may be reduced 
in order to encourage diversion to the production of 
other agricultura] commodities. The act shall take effect 
and the program become operative within 90 days after 
the cessation of hostilities. 


H. R. 417. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 3, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Certain retired officers of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard, who served between April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, and were recalled to active duty 
shall upon retirement receive pay based on the highest 
temporary grade attained. 
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H. R. 418. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 3, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Authorizes an identification button for persons rejected 
for military or naval service because of physical condition 
or essential work in a defense industry. 


H. R. 419. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 3, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 


Strategic or critical minerals or metals held by the 
Government shall not be disposed of, except for Govern- 
ment use by transfer to the Metals Reserve Company, 
which shall purchase the production of such minerals and 
metals from each small or marginal mine, at prices es- 
tablished during the war, until the original investment 
intended to augment war production is recovered, but not 
longer than 3 years after the termination of the war. 


H. R. 420. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 3, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 


Extends, as of July 1, 1945, the benefits of the Federal 
old-age and survivors insurance to employees of a State or 
its political subdivisions if the State consents to the tax 
on employers [amending U. S. C. 26: 1426 (b) (7); 42: 
409 (b) (7)]. 


H. R. 421. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 3, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


A special form of discharge certificate shall be issued 
to conscientious objectors when they are honorably dis- 
charged from service with the armed forces in noncom- 
batant units in class I-A-O. 


H. R. 422. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 3, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Removes the ban on political contributions by labor or- 
ganizations [amending 57 Stat. 167]. 


H. R. 423. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 3, 1945 (Irri- 
gation and Reclamation). 


The maximum amounts of payments due and payable 
in any year for construction charges under reclamation 
project repayment contracts shall be from 150 to 200 per- 
cent of the amounts of the installments for the year under 
the obligations of the organization with which the contract 
was made. Existing repayment contracts may be amended 
to conform to the foregoing provisions. Repayment con- 
tracts executed by the Secretary of the Interior after 
approval by an act of Congress may be amended by mutual 
agreement, unless the amendments provide for repayment 
over a longer period of years than authorized by statute. 
Authority: to modify existing repayment contracts shall 
continue through December 31, 1950, or December 31 of the 
fifth full calendar year after the cessation of hostilities. 
The Secretary, under certain conditions, may defer the 
payment of any installments of construction on charges 
under any repayment contract or other form of obligation 
(exclusive of contracts entered into under the reclamation 
project act) and adjust the installments to amounts within 
the probable ability of the water users to repay [amending 
53 Stat. 1187). Net power revenues from the Salt River 
reclamation project, Arizona, shall, after the retirement of 
all debt owed by the project to the United States and all 
bonded debt, be covered into the reclamation fund.

Provides for Federal payment of one-half of the admin- 
istrative costs of State old-age assistance plans. 


H. R. 428. Mr. Hoffman; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Makes it unlawful for any person, labor organization, or 
group by force, coercion, intimidation, or threat to force 
any person to become or remain a member of any labor 
organization; to refrain from employment or to interfere 
with an employee while going to or from employment or 
seeking employment. Penalties shall be a fine of $1,000 
and imprisonment not exceeding 1 year, and the person 
deprived of employment shall be entitled to double 
damages.

Makes it unlawful for any individual, association, cor-

Pertinent sections of Reorganization 
Plans III and IV are repealed, as is the Civil Aeronautics 
Act of 1938, as amended.

ment on that basis; (b) by any labor union the refusal 
of or expulsion from membership or the discrimination 
against any employee, employer or member for the fore- 
going reasons; and (c) by any employer or union, dis- 
crimination, etc., against any person because he has 
opposed practices forbidden by this act. 

Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission 
(to supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Prac- 
tices established by Executive Order 9346) which is em- 
powered to prohibit persons from engaging in any prac- 
tices declared to be unfair, to hold hearings on com- 
plaints of unfair employment practices, to order such 
persons to cease and desist therefrom, and to take ap- 
propriate affirmative action, including hiring or rein- 
statement of employees with or without back pay, and 
to petition any circuit court of appeals for enforcement 
of such orders. Permits judicial review of the Com- 
mission’s orders to be instituted by aggrieved parties. 
Confers upon the Commission investigatory powers. All 
Government contracts and subcontracts shall stipulate 
that the contractor or subcontractor unless specifically 
exempt by regulation, shall not engage in unfair em- 
ployment practices, and no Government contracts shall 
be awarded to persons found by the Commission to have 
violated any of the provisions of this act.

National Pension Act—Levies a tax of 2 percent on all 
business transactions consummated for profit (including 
wages, salaries, or commissions). Citizens who are 60 
years of age and over shall receive a pension of not less 
than $60 nor more than $75 per month. Pensions shall 
not be paid to persons (1) confined in penal or public 
institutions, (2) receiving other governmental pensions, 
or (3) engaged in employment bringing them under the 
provisions of the Social Security Act.

It shall be unlawful for any person to travel from one 
State to another to aid or abet, or to send by telephone, 
telegraph, radio, or through the mails, any message urging 
or inviting any person to so aid or abet a lynching. Viola- 
tions are punishable by not less than 5 years’ imprison- 
ment.

H. R. 501. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; January 3, 
1945 (Military Affairs).

H. R. 502. Mr. Maloney; January 3, 1945 (Civil Service).

National Military Training Act of 1945—Under regula- 
tions prescribed by the President, every male citizen of 
the United States and every male alien residing in the 
United States shall, upon attaining the age of 18 years, 
or within 4 years thereafter, be inducted into the Army 
or Navy for 1 year for military or naval training. A 
graduate of a preparatory or high school may, after his 
seventeenth birthday, elect with the consent of his 
parents or persons standing in loco parentis to be in- 
ducted before his eighteenth birthday. 

After the completion of such training, each young man 
shall be enrolled as a reservist for 6 years, but shall not 
be subject to compulsory military service during that 
period except in an emergency declared by the Congress 
and then only under conditions prescribed by the Con- 
gress. A man who completes the prescribed training and 
thereafter serves satisfactorily as a volunteer in the 
Navy, the Marine Corps, or the Regular Army, for 1 
year, or in the National Guard of the United States or 
the Naval Militia for 2 years, or in an organized re- 
serve unit for 3 years shall be deemed to have completed 
the 6-year period as a reservist, but any such man, while 
in the National Guard of the United States or the Naval 
Militia, may be ordered to active duty therein by act 
of Congress. 

After the prescribed period of reserve enrollment, no 
man shall be subject to compulsory military service 
except when the Congress shall have declared a national 
emergency requiring it and then only under conditions 
prescribed by the Congress. 

Violation of any provisions of the act or regulations 
made pursuant thereto is punishable by imprisonment 
for not more than 1 year and/or fine of not more than 
$1,000. 

The act shall become effective 6 months after (a) the 
date of a Presidential proclamation that the war is 
ended, or (b) the date specified in a concurrent resolu- 
tion of the two Houses of Congress, whichever is the 
earlier. 


H. R. 516. Mr. Merrow; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for one national cemetery in every State 
and Territory and such other national cemeteries in the 
States, Territories, and possessions as may be needed 
for burial of war veterans, and authorizes the Secretary 
of War to acquire land therefor, by purchase or other- 
wise.

All dams and similar works for navigation and flood 
control shall be constructed under direction of the Sec- 
retary of War, and he shall make available to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior such facilities not actually needed 
to operate such dams, ete., for reclamation projects and 
the development of electric energy. The Secretary of the 
Interior shall have direction of all irrigation projects and 
the development of and dispensing of hydroelectric 
energy. He is further authorized to dispose of any real 
or personal property no longer required and may execute 
such agreements, conveyances, etc., necessary to carry 
out this act. 


H. R. 519. Mr. Mundt; 
Harbors). 


Water Pollution Control Act—Hstablishes a National 
Board of Water Pollution Control, consisting of the Sec- 
retaries of the Interior, Agriculture, War, and Navy, 
the Surgeon General of the Public Health Service, and 
the chairman and the ranking minority member of the 
Senate Commerce Committee and of the House Rivers 
and Harbors Committee. The Board shall appoint an 
operating commission consisting of two commissioned 
officers of the Public Health Service, two officers of the 
Corps of Engineers, and one representative from each 
of the following: Fish and Wildlife Service, Bureau of 
Mines, Bureau of Reclamation, Soil Conservation Service, 
and Foreign Service. 

The Commission shall (in cooperation with States or 
interstate compacts agencies dealing with water pollu- 
tion, and in cooperation with municipalities and in- 
dustries involved) prepare plans for reducing, ete., the 
pollution of navigable waters, and shall classify such 
waters of continental United States into sanitary water 
districts. The Board shall prepare and publish reports, 
etc., with recommendations, furnish such assistance to 
State agencies as may be authorized by law, fix stand- 
ards of cleanliness in each sanitary water district for 
the navigable waters thereof and shall establish minimum 
requirements as to treating polluting material. The sum 
of $250,000 annually is authorized for administrative 
expenses. Loans or grants to municipalities and other 
public bodies, and loans to industries, are authorized in 
the amounts and under the conditions prescribed by 
Congress for other public works. 

Discharge of waste in violation of regulations is de- 
clared to be a public and common nuisance, and action 
to prevent or abate it may be brought by the United 
States, if the State agency or interstate compact agency 
with enforcement authority fails to act. 

Provisions requiring abatement of pollution shall take 
effect 2 years after this enactment, but no pollution 
from new sources shall be permitted after the date of 
enactment without approval of the Board. No provi- 
sions of the act shall apply for the duration of the war 
when the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the 
Navy certifies that enforcement would hinder the war 
program. 


H. R. 520. Mr. Murdock; January 3, 1945 (Irrigation and 
Reclamation). 


Reclamation Soldier Settlement Act of 1945—Grants to 
veterans, for 20 years, a 90-day preferred right of pur- 
chase of irrigation farming lands in Reclamation Bureau 
projects. The Secretary of Interior shal] determine the 
qualifications of the applicants and the sufficiency of their 
operating capital. Veterans’ agencies shall inform vet- 
erans of settlement opportunities, aid in obtaining, finan-

The class of a post office, and the compensation or 
allowances of postmasters or of postal employees who 
are paid on a basis of receipts shal] be determined by 
gross receipts [repealing 47 Stat. 285, retroactive to 
July 1,:1944]. 

H. R. 523. Mrs. Norton; January 3, 1945 (Labor). 

Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice: (a) by any employer the refusal 
to hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, 
any person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin or ancestry (b) by any labor union the refusal of, 
or expulsion from membership, or the discimination 
against any employee, employer or member on the fore- 
going grounds, and (c) by any employer or Union, dis- 
crimination, etc., against any person because he has 
opposed practices forbidden by this act. Establishes a 
Fair Employment Practice Commission (to supplant the 
Committee on Fair Employment Practice established by 
Executive Order 9346) which is empowered to prohibit 
persons from engaging in any practices declared to be 
unfair, to hold hearings on complaints of such practices, to 
order persons complained of to cease and desist therefrom, 
and to take appropriate affirmative action, including 
hiring or reinstatement of employees with or without 
back pay, and to petition any circuit court of appeals for 
enforcement of such orders. Permits judicial review of 
the Commission’s orders upon petition of aggrieved 
parties. Confers upon the Commission investigatory 
powers. All government contracts and subcontracts shal] 
stipulate that the contractor or subcontractor shall not 
engage in unfair employment practices, and no govern- 
ment contracts shall be awarded to persons found by the 
Commission to have violated any of the provisions of 
this act. 


H. R. 524. Mrs. Norton; January 3, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Civil Service Retirement Extension Act of 1944—Ex- 
tends the Civil Service Retirement Act to all elective and 
appointive officers of the United States who express a 


desire to be covered within 6 months of taking office 
[amending U. 8. C. 5: 693, 736]. 


H. R. 525. Mrs. Norton; January 3, 1945 (Labor). 


Authorizes $5,000,000 annually to the Secretary of Labor 
for use by cooperating State agencies administering 
labor laws. Allotments shall be based on (1) population 
(2) number of wage earners (3) special safety and 
health problems (4) number of workers afforded protec- 
tion by, and the cost of proper and efficient administration 
of the State law (5) financial needs.

Grants options to repurchase to sellers of lands or 
buildings or interests therein, sold to the United States, 
when no longer needed for public use, at the same price 
paid by the Government plus the value of improvements 
thereon, determined by a board of appraisers. 


H. R. 528. Mr. O’Connor; January 3, 1945 (Irrigation and 
Reclamation). 


The maximum amounts of payments due and payable 
in any year for construction charges under reclamation 
project repayment contracts shall be from 150 to 200 
nercent of the amounts of the installments for the year 
under the obligations of the organization with which the 
contract was made. Existing repayment contracts may 
be amended to conform to the foregoing provisions. Re- 
xayment contracts executed by the Secretary of the In- 
Soria after approval by an Act of Congress may be 
amended by mutual agreement, unless the amendments 
provide for repayment over a longer period of years than 
authorized by statute.

Permits declaratory judgments of rights or other legal 
relations in connection with the administration of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act [amending U. 8. C. 28: 400]. 


H. R. 531. Mr. O’Hara; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Provides compensation for disability or death of air- 
carrier employees, making applicable to them the provision 
of the Longshoremen’s and Harbor Worker's Compensation 
Act, except certain provisions relating to coverage. Anu- 
thorizes $75 and $12 a week as the maximum and mini- 
mum limits, respectively, of compensation for pilots and 
executives [amending U. S. C. 49: 4011. 


H. R. 532. Mr. O'Hara; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Imposes upon air carriers or foreign air carriers liability 
for (1) bodily injury or death to passengers in air trans- 
portation, if such injuries or death occurred within the 
United States, its Territories, possessions, or on or over 
the high seas: (2) loss of or damage to goods or baggage 
or personal effects of passengers where such loss occurred 
in air transportation, and loss caused by unreasonable 
delay in delivery of baggage or goods carried in air trans- 
portation, and (3) bodily injury or death to persons and 
damage to property on the surface of the earth caused by 
movement of aircraft or parts thereof operated by a car: 
rier or by the falling or dropping of any object therefrom, 
other than parachutes, if such injuries, death, or damage 
occurred within the United States or on the high seas. 

Liability imposed by this act shall be exclusive and shall 
abrogate common law and other statutory actions against 
the carrier. In a case of injury or death caused to persons, 
or loss of or damage to property occurring during air 
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transportation, liability rests upon the carrier unless the 
carrier proves affirmatively that such injury, etc., did not 
proximately result from failure to use the highest degree 
of care on the part of itself or any of its servants acting 
within the scope of their employment; it does not rest 
upon the carrier in cases of contributory negligence. In a 
case of injury, damage, etc., to persons or property on the 
surface of the earth, the carrier (1) shall be absolutely lia- 
ble (for injury, etc., caused within the area of an airport 
liable only upon proof of negligence); (2) shall not be 
liable in the case of contributory negligence or (in the 
absence of negligence on the part of the carrier) negligence 
of a third person not an agent or servant of, nor acting in 
concert with, the carrier, and (3) shall have the burden 
of proving contributory negligence or negligence of third 
persons. 

The maximum liability for personal injury in air trans- 
portation is $50,000; for death, $10,000, unless a passenger 
and a carrier contract for higher liability. Recovery for 
loss of or damage to baggage or personal effects shall not 
exceed $50 per passenger and recovery for loss of or dam- 
age to goods shipped shall not exceed $50 for any shipment 
of 100 pounds or less or 50 cents per pound for any ship- 
ments of more than 100 pounds, unless the passenger or 
shipper has declared a higher value. Tariff limits and 
additional charges may be established as to higher valua- 
tions. Recovery for loss caused by unreasonable delay in 
delivery of baggage or goods shall be in the amount of 
actual loss for such loss as might reasonably have been 
contemplated by the parties at the time the contract of 
carriage was made; special damages for loss from such de- 
lay may be recovered under certain conditions. Where 
baggage or goods are shipped over connecting carriers over 
a through bill of lading or baggage check, the liability of 
such carriers shall be joint and several; where they are 
shipped through a carrier indirectly engaged in air trans- 
portation that carrier alone shall be liable. In cases of 
bodily injury to persons on the ground, the maximum re- 
covery shall be $50,000; in cases of death, $10,000; in cases 
of damage to property the amount of the actual loss; the 
total recovery for injury to or death of any number of 
persons arising out of any one accident shall not exceed 
$7 for each pound of the standard weight of the aircraft, 
and the same maximum applies for all damage to property 
arising out of any one accident. 

In the case of injury of or death to persons occurring 
during air transportation, a carrier shall comply with 
reasonable regulations of the Civil Aeronautics Board 
governing the filing and approval of insurance policies, 
surety bonds, or qualifications as a self-insurer, in such 
reasonable amount as the Board may require. The same 
provisions apply in connection with injury to or death of 
persons or damage to property on the ground. 


H. R. 533. Mr. O’Hara; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 


Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the Minnesota Department of Highways to 
construct and operate a free highway bridge across the 
Mississippi River at or near Hastings. 

H. R. 534. Mr. O’Hara; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

The compensation of an employee of the United States, 
its Territories, or possessions shall be subject to State tax 
only (including a tax levied by a local taxing authority), 
in the State of domicile. 


H. R. 535. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

The use of an eye shall be considered lost for the pur- 
poses of granting pensions if visual acuity is 5/200 or less. 
H. R. 536. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 3, 1945 

(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


The compensation, pension, or emergency officers’ re- 
tirement pay of a World War veteran shall not be reduced 
during hospitalization or institutional or domicilary care. 
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H. R. 537. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Amends veterans’ regulation numbered 2 (a), part I, 
paragraph V, to permit the adjudication of pending claims 
upon evidence on file at the time of death. 

H. R. 538. Mr. Poage; January 3, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to requisition 
materials and equipment, which constitutes surplus prop- 
erty under the Surplus Property Act of 1944, and. which 
are suitable for erosion control and soil and water con- 
servation. Provides for the distribution of such material 
through the Soi} Conservation Service by grant or loan 
to soil conservation, drainage, irrigation, grazing, ete., 
districts. 

H. R. 539. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

No Government construction contract shall be awarded 
to an alien or to a corporation or business association, 
any officer of which is an alien. 

H. R. 540. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Directs the Secretary of Commerce, acting through the 
Administrator of Civil Aeronautics, to make a survey of 
the need for a system of airports and landing fields, and 
highway flight strips throughout the United States, and 
to report to Congress thereon. 

H. R. 541. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the District of Columbia Commissioners to 
construct two four-lane bridges to replace the existing 
Fourteenth Street bridge across the Potomac River. 

H. R. 542. Mr. Randolph (by request); January 3, 1945 
(Immigration and Naturalization). 

Native Filipinos who were lawfully admitted prior to 
May 1, 1934, for permanent residence in the United States 
may become citizens upon compliance with the naturaliza- 
tion laws, except that no certificate of arrival shall be 
required. 

H. R. 543. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Expenditures 
in Executive Departments). 


Permits the Surplus Property Board to give surplus 
war dogs to the veterans who trained them, or to other 
veterans [amending 58 Stat. 778). 


H. R. 544. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits aliens from voting in any organization engaged 
in interstate commerce, or in any labor organization or 
acting as their officers or agents. Violations shall be 
punishable by fines up to $1,000 and/or imprisonment up 
to 6 months. Also prohibits any such organization from 
permitting an individual to violate the foregoing pro- 
visions, upon penalty of a fine not to exceed $5,000. 

H. R. 545. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Excludes all quota immigration until 5 years after the 
termination of hostilities. 


H. H. 546. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Provides for the deportation of aliens who do not make 
their declarations to become citizens within 6 months, or 
do not make and file their petition for naturalization 
within 1 year after they become eligible or 1 year after 
the date of enactment of this act, whichever is the later, 
or who fail to be admitted to citizenship by lack of diligent 
action on their part after filing a petition for naturaliza- 
tion. 


H. R. 547. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes payments in lieu of taxes to local govern- 
mental units in which manufacturing plants acquired by 
the United States since December 7, 1941, are located. 
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H. R. 548. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Education). 
Appropriates $75,000 for the fiseal year 1945 and there- 
after such sums as may be necessary for the establishment 
of a Division of Aviation Education within the Office 
of Education of the Federal Security Agency, to conduct 
research in, furnish information about, cooperate with 
public institutions with respect to, aviation education, etc. 
H. R. 549. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 


Air Defense Reorganization Act—Establishes a Depart- 
ment of Air Defense, the secretary of which shall be a 
member of the Council of National Defense. The Air 
Corps of the Army is transferred to the Department of 
Maintenance as a separate branch of the armed forces. 
H. R. 550. Mr. Randolph; January 3, 1945 (Expenditures 

in the Executive Departments). 

National Defense Reorganization Act—Establishes a 
Department of Defense to which are transferred the 
War and Navy Departments, and creates new offices of 
Secretary of Defense, and Under Secretaries of the Navy, 
War, and Air Force. Establishes the Air Force as a 
separate branch. 

H. R. 551. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


During vocational training, a disabled veteran of 
World War II who is entitled to a pension in amount 
less than the amount payable in accordance with the 
rate provided for total disability in paragraph 2, part I, 
of Veterans Regulation No. 1 (a), shall be paid an in- 
crease pension to make the amount equal to such rate 
[amending 57 Stat. 43]. 

H. R. 552. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Provides for minimum ratings for disabled World War 
veterans as follows:(1) Permanent partial 10 per centum 
for wounds incurred in line of duty in active service dur- 
ing such war, and (2) permanent partial 1 per centum 
for any injury, etc., incurred in line of duty, any such 
disability to be considered as one which would be com- 
pensable if 10 per centum or more in degree. 

H. R. 553. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

U. S. Government life-insurance policies, including re- 
instated converted policies, shall be incontestable 1 year 
after the date of issuance, reinstatement or conversion 
except for nonpayment of premiums, or because ap- 
plicant was not a member of the armed forces. Any 
policy issued, reinstated, or converted more than 1 year 
prior to date of enactment may be contested for fraud 
or mistake within 1 year. Provides for refunding the 
premiums on any policy canceled [amending U. 8. C. 
38: 518]. 

H. R. 554. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

A veteran who was (1) permanently and totally dis- 
abled and (2) has paid 240 installments or more on 
yearly renewable term, automatic or United States Gov- 
ernment life (converted) insurance, shall be conclu- 
sively presumed to be disabled for life. 

H. R. 555. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes payment of compensation to veterans for a 
10 percent or more service-connected disability plus a 
computed percentage of his permanent total nonservice- 
connected disability. 

H. R. 556. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Amends Veterans’ Regulation No. 10, paragraph VII 
so as to include foster mother and father, and persons 
who have stood in loco parentis within the term “parent.” 
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H. R. 557. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Extends eligibility for pensions to dependent mothers 
and fathers of World War Veterans with service-incurred 
disabilities at time of death, proof of which may be filed 
at any time after this Act or date of death. 


H. R. 558. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
€World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Repeals the income limitation as to payment of death 
compensation benefits payable under U. S. C. 38: 508, 
to dependents of deceased veterans of World War I who 
had service-connected disability. 


H. R. 559. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Restores the World War service connections granted 
for pension purposes by special review boards [amending 
Vet. Reg. 2 (a), part III, par. VIIT]. 

H. R. 560. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

A disability, injury, or disease will be held to have re- 
sulted from misconduct only when it is due to felonious 


misconduct [amending par. IX, Veterans’ Regulation 
No. 10]. 


H. R. 561. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Repeals all limitations as to the amount of compensa- 
tion or pension payable to the widow and children of a 
deceased veteran [amending U. 8S. C. 88: 503]. 

H. R. 562. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Entitles all persons who served in the armed forces 
to vocational rehabilitation, subject to Veterans’ Regula- 
tion No. 1 (a), part VII. 

Extends vocational rehabilitation, not to exceed 4 years 
and to be prescribed by the Veterans’ Administration to 
all persons honorably discharged from active military 
or naval service, and now having disabilities incurred 
in or aggravated by such service for which compensa- 
tion or pension is payable [amending § 2, part VII, 1 of 
Public Law 16, 78th Cong.] 

To remove prejudice against employment of honorably 
discharged veterans having 10 per centum or more serv- 
ice-connected disability, provides for reimbursement 
where death or injury of such veterans results in pay- 
ments by the employer or under State employees com- 
pensation laws [amending 57 Stat. 43]. 


H. R. 563. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Entitles a veteran of any recognized war, campaign, 

or expendition, honorably discharged after 90 days or 


more service, to a pension of $50 a month while unable to 

secure employment. 

H. R. 564. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Notwithstanding a prior denial, the Administrator of 
Veterans’ Affairs is directed to pay a claim timely filed, 
when right thereto is clearly demonstrated. 

H. R. 565. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

United States Government life-insurance policies, in- 
cluding reinstated converted policies, shall be incontest- 
able 2 years after the date of issuance, reinstatement or 
conversion except for nonpayment of premiums, or because 
applicant was not a member of the armed forces, Any 
policy issued, reinstated, or converted more than 1 year 
prior to date of enactment may be contested for fraud 
or mistake within 1 year. Provides for refunding the 
premiums on any policy canceled [amending U. S. C. 
38: 518]. 
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H. R. 566. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


A veteran who was (1) permanently and totally dis- 
abled and (2) has paid 240 installments or more on 
yearly renewable term, automatic or United States Gov- 
ernment life (converted) insurance, shall be conclusively 
presumed to be disabled for life. 


H. R. 567. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Widows and children of World War veterans who were 
entitled to disability benefits as a result of injuries caused 
by examination, hospitalization, or medical treatment [as 
provided in U. 8. C. 38: 501 (a)] shall be entitled to 
benefits under U. 8. C. 88: 503 to 507. 


H. R. 568. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Service-connected money benefits to World War I or 


World War II veterans and their dependents shall be en- 
titled “compensation” and not “pension”. 


H. R. 569. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Widows and children of veterans of World War I or 
World War II who were entitled to disability benefits as 
a result of injuries caused by examination, hospitaliza- 
tion, or medical treatment [as provided in U. 8. C. 38: 
501 (a)] shall be entitled to benefits under U. 8S. C. 
88: 503 to 507. 


H. R. 570. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Permits members of the military and naval forces to 
carry a combined maximum of $20,000 (now $10,000) in 
National Service Life Insurance and United States 
Government life insurance [amending U. S. C. 38: 803]. 


H. R. 571. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 
Increases allowance for a burial of a war veteran from 
$1006 to $150. 


H. R. 572. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
readjust the Schedule of Disability Ratings, 1925, and 
provides that veterans of World War II are to have their 
service-connected disability rated under the Schedule of 
Disability Ratings 1925 and 1933 and be paid compensa- 
tion based upon the higher rating. 


H. R. 573. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


When rating of any World War veteran to whom dis- 
ability compensation is allowed under the Act of March 
20, 1933, as amended and supplemented [U. S. C. 38: ch 12] 
has been in effect for 10 years, such rating shall become 
permanent, except in cases of fraud, ete. 

H. R. 574. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Rewrites the National Service Life Insurance law, ef- 
fective from October 8, 1940 [U. 8. C. 38 ch. 13]. Extends 
benefits to every person commissioned or enrolled in the 
active service. Term “child” is defined as a legitimate or 
legally adopted child; a stepchild, if a member of insured’s 
household; one to whom insured stands in loco parentis; 
and an illegitimate child if acknowledged by father or 
father is judicially ordered to support child. Includes 
stepfather or stepmother in term “parent.” Requires that 
each policy cover total permanent disability without addi- 
tional premium charge and includes provisions for other 
total disability benefits. Eliminates 30 days’ active serv- 
ice as a prerequisite to insurance. Permits insurance of 
a person in active service without physical examination 
only if a superior officer certifies that the applicant is 
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performing full military duty. Prohibits the Administra- 
tor of Veterans’ Affairs from denying the existence of 
good health because of service-incurred or service-aggra- 
vated disability that is less than total or because of dis- 
ability or infirmity present and recorded at the date of 
the original application. Increases the amount of auto- 
matic coverage from $5,000 to $10,000 and grants such 
coverage to: (a) any person in active service on or after 
October 8, 1940, who while in such service and before 
the expiration of 120 days after the date of this amenda- 
tory act or 120 days after his entrance into active service, 
whichever is the later date, dies or becomes totally 
disabled or totally and permanently disabled (not neces- 
sarily in line of duty) and (b) persons officially stationed 
in the Philippines, Midway, Wake, or Guam Islands, or 
on duty with troops of the allied nations under similar 
circumstances, on the same basis as those who are be- 
sieged, etc. Permits renewal on the 5-year premium 
plan of original issue and conversion to endowment poli- 
cies maturing at age 62, or 20-year endowment or 30-year 
endowment. Authorizes the insured, after discharge from 
active service or upon conversion of the 5-year-level 
premium term policy to any other authorized plan, to 
designate any person, firm, corporation or legal entity 
as beneficiary, either individually or as trustee. Also 
authorizes designation of an original beneficiary by will. 
Provides for reinstatement of insurance which has lapsed. 
Amends manner of payment of benefits (1) allowing 
beneficiaries to that, in lieu of the usual method of pay- 
ment (240 equal installments if under 30 years of age 
or 120 installments if over 30); a refund life income in 
monthly installments for a period not less than 120 
months; (2) permanent and total disability payments may 
be in 240 installments of $5.51 monthly for each $1,000 
of insurance; and (3) to the insured upon a maturity 
of an endowment contract. Payment of benefits for total 
permanent disability shall not be discontinued, except for 
fraud, without proof that insured engaged in substantial 
gainful employment for 12 months with no ill effects 
upon his health. Other changes relate to waivers of 
premiums, payments in case of failure of beneficiaries, 
ete. 


H. R. 575. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides for 100 percent (rather than 75 percent) com- 
pensation for veterans of the World War whose disabilities 
were reestablished as service connected under the Act of 
March 28, 1934 [amending U. S. C. 38: 722}. 


H. R. 576. Mr. Rankin; January 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Seventy-day [now 90] veterans of the Spanish-American 
War, Boxer Rebellion, Philippine Insurrection, or the 
World War are entitled to benefits for nonservice-connected 
disabilities [amending Veterans’ Regulation No. la, part 
III.] 


H. R. 577. Mr. Rees of “Kansas; January 3, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 


Annuity payments under the Civil Service Retirement 
Act are exempt from all taxes [amending U. S. C. 5: 729]. 


H. R. 578. Mr. Rees of Kansas; January 3, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 

Authorizes the naturalization of certain honorably dis- 
charged alien veterans of the World War, serving between 
April 5, 1917 and November 12, 1918, the Spanish-American 
War serving between April 20, 1898, and July 5, 1902, or 
veterans of the Mexican border war between June 1916 
and April 1917. Lowers the residence requirements, and 
provides other exceptions to the naturalization laws. 


H. R. 579. Mr. Rivers; January 3, 1945 (Agriculture). 
Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine, effective the 
day after enactment, and repeals the occupational tax on 
manufacturers, wholesalers, and retailers of oleomargarine 
effective July 1, 1945. Between the day after approval of 
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this Act and July 1, 1945, the occupational tax on whole- 
ale dealers who vend only oleomargarine which is not 
yellow in color shall pay a tax of $200 and similarly, retail- 
ers shall pay a tax of $6 [repealing U. S. C. 26: 2301 (a), 
3200]. 


H. R. 580. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 1945 


(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans Affairs to 
readjust the 1925 Schedule of Disability Ratings. 


H. R. 581. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Increases to $60 a month the amount of compensation 
to be paid a widow of a veteran whose death was caused 
by his service-connected disabilities. 


H. R. 582. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 1945 


(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


The term “child” for the purposes of benefits under the 
veterans’ laws is defined as an unmarried child under 18, 
including an adopted, step, and acknowledged illegitimate 
child. Benefits may be continued for education and train- 
ing until child is 21, and for purposes of support of mental 
or physical defectives until child is cured or married. 

H. R. 583. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 1945 
(Civil Service). 

Creates a United States Civil Service Board of Appeals 
(one representative of the Civil Service Commission, one 
civil service employee, one selected from the head of one 
of the departments to be appointed by the President for 
5-year staggered terms) to settle differences between em- 
ployees of the United States and the District of Columbia 
and their official superiors. Complaints shall be submit- 
ted in writing by the employee or by the employee organi- 
zation to which he belongs. The Board by a majority vote 
may modify or reverse any departmental action dismissing 
or suspending an employee, or any action reducing his 
rank or salary. 


H. R. 584. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


=x-service men who have active pulmonary tuberculosis 
of compensable degree shall be deemed to be totally disabled 
for purposes of compensation when hospitalized. 


H. R. 585. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 3, 1945 (Agri- 
culture). 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall conduct investiga- 
tions and maintain pilot plants at the Forest Products 
Laboratory or elsewhere, in order to develop new and 
improved uses of forest products, foster new forest indus- 
tries, encourage better forest practices, etc. Necessary spe- 
cial equipment and materials may be contracted for, and 
materials processed at pilot plants may be disposed of. 


H. R. 587. Mrs. Smith of Maine;*January 6, 1945 (Rivers 
and Harbors). 

Water Pollution Act—Establishes a Division of Water 
Pollution Control in Public Health Service to prepare (in 
cooperation with the Chief of Engineers of the War De- 
partment, other Federal agencies, and State agencies) a 
comprehensive plan for prevention of pollution of navi- 
gable waters and tributaries, and to encourage State 
pollution-control activities, uniform laws, interstate com- 
pacts. Congressional consent is given for compacts for 
abatement of water pollution and/or establishment of joint 
agencies therefor. Authorizes an annual appropriation of 
$300,000 for maintenance of the Division, $700,000 to be 
allotted to States for necessary investigations, and $50,- 
000,000 for grants-in-aid and/or loans to States, munici- 
palities or other public bodies, or to persons for construc- 
tion of sewage treatment works, such loans, etc., to be 
made upon terms and conditions prescribed by the Presi- 
dent upon the recommendation of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. A board of four commissioned engineers of the

Public Health and the Chief of Engineers of the War De. 
partment Service shall classify the navigable waters of 
the United States into sanitary water districts. 


H. R. 588. Mr. Smith of Virginia; January 3, 1945 (Rules). 


Legislative Organization Act of 1945—Creates a Joint 
Legislative Staff Service and three joint congressional 
committees: a Joint Committee on Appropriations, a Joint 
Committee on Executive Agencies and Procedures, and a 
Joint Committee on the Organization of Congress. 

The Joint Legislative Staff shall be under the direction 
of two Directors, one of whom shall be appointed by the 
President pro tempore of the Senate and one by the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, without reference to po- 
litical affiliations and solely on the ground of fitness to 
perform the duties of the oflice. The Directors shall not 
be removable except for good cause shown, and shall each 
receive an annual salary of $10,000, The Legislative Staff 
Service shall, upon request (1) advise and assist the com- 
mittees of both Houses of Congress in the analysis, ap- 
praisal and evaluation of recommendations submitted to 
the Congress by the President or any executive agency; 
(2) aid legislative and conference committees of Congress 
in analyzing proposed legislation before them; and (8) 
assist congressional committees in the furnishing of a 
basis for a proper determination of measures affecting 
publie policy. The facilities of the Legislative Reference 
Service of the Library of Congress shall be available to 
the Joint Legislative Staff Service, which shall also have 
franking privileges. 

The Joint Committee on Appropriations shall consist of 
10 members, including 5 members of the Committee on 
Appropriations of the Senate and 5 members of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations of the House of Representatives, 
to be chosen by those committees, respectively, 3 members 
from the majority party and 2 from the minority party 
in each instance. Employees of the committee, upon writ- 
ten authority of the chairman or the vice chairman, shall 
have the right to examine the records of any department, 
agency, or establishment of the Federal Government. The 
committee shall (1) investigate the expenditures of the 
various departments, agencies, and corporations of the 
Federal Government and their operation to the extent 
necessary to bring about economical and efficient admin- 
istration; (2) investigate and analyze requests for, and 
annual appropriations to, such departments, etc. ; (3) make 
other investigations that are necessary to carrying out 
the purposes of the act; (4) publish from time to time, for 
publie examination and analysis, proposed measures and 
methods designed to effect economical and efficient ad- 
ministration of the Federal Government; and (5) report, 
from time to time, to the Committees on Appropriations, 
and, in its discretion, to the Senate or the House of Rep- 
resentatives, or both, the results of its investigations, 
with recommendations. 

The Joint Committee on Executive Agencies and Pro- 
cedures shall consist of 10 members, 5 from each House, 
3 from the majority and 2 from the minority party in each 
instance, chosen by the 2 Houses in the manner in which 
members are selected to fill vacancies on standing com- 
mittees of the respective houses. The committee may 
investigate the administrative processes of any depart- 
ment, independent agency, or corporation of the Federal 
Government, and shall ascertain if any administrative 
action, rule, procedure, etc. (1) is beyond the scope of the 
authority granted by Congress or by Executive Order; or 
(2) invades the constitutional rights, privileges, or im- 
munities of citizens of the United States. The committee 
shall report annually on or before January 15, and as 
often as it deems advisable, to the Congress, the results 
of such investigations and may make recommendations 
with respect to administrative personnel and recommend 
legislation. 

Employees of the Joint Legislative Staff Service shall 
be appointed and their salaries fixed by the Directors 
thereof, and employees of the two joint Congressional 
committees shall be appointed and their salaries fixed, 
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by the respective joint committees, without regard to the 
civil-service laws or the Classification Act. Employees of 
the Joint Legislative Service Stuff shall be appointed with- 
out reference to political affiliations. All employees are 
entitled to the benefits of the civil-service retirement laws. 

Nothing in the act shall be construed as changing the 
powers and duties of the Office of Legislative Counsel, 
the Joint Committee on Internal Revenue Taxation, or the 
Joint Committee to Investigate Federal Expenditures, but 
a close liaison among the staffs thereof and the staffs of 
the Joint Legislative Staff Service, the Joint Committee 
on Appropriations and the Joint Committee on Adminis- 
trative Agencies and Procedures shall be maintained. 

Necessary appropriations are authorized, one-half to 
be disbursed by the Secretary of the Senate and one-half 
by the Clerk of the House of Representatives. 


H. R. 589. Mr. Snyder; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for a Director of Military Research and De- 
velopment in the War Department. 


H. R. 590. Mr. Somers of New York; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes $1,500,000 for a veterans’ hospital in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. 


H. R. 591. Mr. Spence; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Federal Reserve Banks may guarantee financing insti- 
tutions against losses on loans to business enterprises and 
make commitments to purchase such loans, but they may 
no longer make such industrial loans directly. In the 
fund that is set up to cover losses that may be incurred 
there shall be included sums paid by Federal Reserve 
Banks for stock in the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration, all of which stock is transferred to the United 
States [amending U. S. C. 12: 352a]. 

H. R. 592. Mr. Spence; January 3, 1945 (Rivers and Har- 
bors). 

Water Pollution Act—Requires the Sanitary Engineer- 
ing Division of the Public Health Service, in cooperation 
with other Federal agencies, State agencies, and munici- 
palities and industries involved, to prepare comprehensive 
plans for post-war water pollution control projects, the pro- 
gram to include (1) grants-in-aid and loans to the states for 
engineering reports, plans, and specifications and for con- 
struction of treatment works, and (2) loans to persons 
for treatment works, for which purposes $50,000,000 is 
authorized annually, expenditures to begin after the na- 
tional emergency. Also authorizes $500,000 annually for 
administrative expenses and $1,500,000 annually for inves- 
tigations, studies, etc., a portion of which may be allocated 
to State health departments to be used as grants-in-aid 
for preparinggengineering reports, these two appropriations 
to begin with the fiscal year 1945. The Division shall 
encourage cooperative activities of the state, enactment 
of uniform state laws, and interstate compacts (for which 
consent of the Congress is given), and shall collect and 
disseminate information, make available the results of ex- 
periments, ete. Policies and programs are subject to a 
review by a Water Pollution Control Advisory Board, 
which is established in the Service. 


H. R. 593. Mr. Spence; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


After June 30, 1943, dividends shall not be payable on 
stock of the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corpora- 
tion, and all dividends accumulated and unpaid shall be 
waived by the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation. Premium 
rates of the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corpora- 
tion are reduced from one-eighth to one-twelfth of 1 per- 
cent. Total assessments for additional premium shall not 
exceed one-twelfth of 1 percent. Insured institutions 
charged in excess of one-twelfth of 1 percent shall receive 
credit of this excess after July 1, 1943 [amending U. 8. C. 
12: 1725, 1727]. 
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H. R. 594. Mr. Spence; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Authorizes Federal savings and loan associations estab- 
lished under the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation Act to 
invest their funds in mortgages or other obligations in- 
sured under the National Housing Act [amending U. §. C. 
12: 1464 (c)]. 

H. R. 595. Mr. Spence; January 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Federal home-loan banks are authorized to make ad- 
vances (but not in excess of 90 percent of the unpaid prin- 
cipal) to members on the security of mortgages insured 
under the National Housing Act. Limits the amount of 
debentures that may be issued by the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board. Permits the Secretary of the Treasury in 
times of emergency to purchase debentures of the Federal 
home-loan banks and the Federal Savings an Loan In- 
surance Corporation. Home-loan banks shall be examined 
annually (now semiannually) [amending U. S. C. 12: 14380 
(a), 1481 (b), 1440). 

H. R. 596. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Receipts shall be given for purchases of motor vehicle 
and motorboat use tax stamps, stickers, or tags, for use 
in obtaining duplicates in case of loss [amending U. S. C. 
26: 3450 (4) (e)]. 

H. R. 597. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

The pension or compensation for children of veterans, 
who at the time of death were suffering from wartime 
service-connected disabilities are increased as follows: 
Widow with one child $80 (now $65) with $20 (now $13) 
additional for each child; one child, $42 (now $25); two 
children $62 (now $38), with $20 (now $10) for each ad- 
ditional child [amending 57 Stat. 559]. 
H. R. 598. Mr. Springer; January 3, 

Affairs). 

Specifically extends to members of the families of per- 
sons who have died while serving in the armed forces in 
the present war the provisions authorizing display of serv- 
ice flags and wearing of service buttons [amending U. 8. C. 
86: 179). 

H. R. 599. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

No veteran who applies for domiciliary care and hospital 
treatment in Veterans’ Administration facilities shall be 
required to state (1) the value of his real and personal 
property, or (2) whether or not he is financially able to 
pay [amending U. 8S. C. 28: 706]. 


H. R. 600. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Cigarettes, cigars, tobacco, and other luxuries delivered 
by uny person or organization to supply veterans’ homes 
and veterans’ hospitals and to be used solely for the benefit 
of veterans therein shall be admitted tax-free [amending 
U. S. C. 26: 2000 e]. 

H. R. 601. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Citizen Identification Act, 1943—Requires every citizen 
over 16 to apply for identification and fingerprinting and 
to carry an identification card containing his general de- 
scription, his fingerprints, and whether he is native-born 
or naturalized. Provides penalties for the reproduction of 
these cards, for failure to comply, and for making false 
statements. 

H. R. 602. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Persons who publicly mutilate, deface, etc., the flags, 
standards, ete., of the United States or publish any dis- 
loyal or abusive language about the flag of the United 
States shall be fined $500 or imprisoned for 6 months or 
both. 
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H. R. 603. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Permits the United States to be named a party in any 
suit involving personal as well as real property upon which 
the United States has or claims to have a mortgage or 
other lien. The complaint shall describe this mortgage or 
other lien, with particplarity, and only such lien or claim 
so described shall be affected by the judgment or decree 
rendered [amending U. 8S. C. 28: 901, 902]. 


H. R. 604. Mr. Springer; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Mothers of World War Number Two. 


H. R. 605. Mr. Stewart; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

No Federal payment shall be made to any State for old 
age assistance unless the State’s only requirements for 
eligibility are: age of 65 years or more, United States 
citizenship, and a residence requirement which conforms 
to the Federal law. Payments within a State shall be 
equal for all persons eligible, and must be made by check 
to be received by every eligible person on the first day of 
each month. State plans must provide for payment of 
from $100 to $150 for burial and funeral expenses. 


H. R. 606. Mr. Stockman; January 3, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 


Provides for the acquisition and toll-free operation by 
the United States of the interstate bridges across the 
Columbia River at Cascade Locks and Hood River, Oreg. 


H. R. 607. Mr. Stockman; January 3, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 


Authorizes completion of alterations to a bridge across 
the Columbia River at Hood River, Oreg., and reimburse- 
ment of the owner of the bridge for such alterations. 


H. R. 608. Mr. Stockman; January 3, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Certain lands in Deschutes County, Oreg., are excluded 
from the provisions of 30 U. 8S. C. 21-42, relating to the 
promotion of the development of mining resources of the 
United States. 


H. R. 609. Mr. Taylor; January 3, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes establishment of the Saratoga National 
Cemetery in the Saratoga National Historical Park. 


H. R. 610. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Amends the United States Employees’ Compensation 
Act [U. S. C. 5: 790] to include chiropractic practitioners 
within the term “physician” as used in the act. 


H. R. 611. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Education). 


Provides for the vocational rehabilitation of disabled 
persons by authorizing an annual appropriation of $3,- 
100,000 (beginning in 1941) to be allotted, on the basis of 
population, to States with plans approved by the United 
States Commissioner of Education. 


H. R. 612. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Title X of the Social Security Act [U. 8. C. 42: 1201- 
1206] which provides assistance to the needy blind is ex- 
tended to needy persons physically disabled to such a degree 
that they are not capable of self-support. 


H. R. 613. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Labor). 


Employment Agency Act of 1943—Regulates practices of 
employment agencies in inducing laborers and others to 
migrate in interstate and foreign commerce seeking em- 
ployment. Requires registration of such agencies with the 
Secretary of Labor who shall prescribe and enforce all 
rules necessary to effectuate the purposes of the act, ex- 
empting from the term “employment agency” newspapers 
and similar publications; public employment agencies; 
labor, charitable, and religious organizations; and em- 
ployer who procures employees to work for himself alone; 
persons engaged in procuring employment in any profes- 
sional, semiprofessional, administrative or managerial, 
clerical, or sales capacity. Prohibits false or misleading 
employment practices, acceptance of fees other than for 
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employment obtained through the agency, sharing of fees 
with employer, inducing employees to quit their employ- 
ment, sending out employees for work without obtaining 
bona fide requests for their services, sending out females 
or minors to places of bad repute, assisting in placing per- 
sons in employment prohibited by law, sending persons to 
places where strikes exist without giving them written 
notice of such labor controversies. Makes it unlawful for 
such agency to maintain a financial interest in any busi- 
ness pursuit serving people seeking employment, or to re- 
quire subscriptions or contributions to any services except 
as provided in the act. Also authorizes the Secretary, 
after hearings, to set fees from which appeal may be taken 
to the courts. 


H. R. 614. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Credit may be given for the purposes of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act for service performed by a United States 
citizen as an employee of the city of Manila prior to No- 
vember 15, 1935, if such person was transferred to the 
classified service of the United States and is not eligible 
for a pension or annuity from the Philippine Government 
for the service and has made or will make the lawful con- 
tributions to the retirement fund. 


H. R. 615. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs), 

Authorizes uniform recognition of service in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard in the computation 
of retirement and longevity pay. 


H. R. 616. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Invalid Pensions). 


The widow and dependent child or children of a retired 
and deceased officer or enlisted man of the military and 
naval forces shall receive a monthly pension, as follows: 
widow (under 50), $88; (over 50), $45; widow with one 
child, $10 for child to 10 years of age, increased to $15 from 
age 10 (with $8 for each additional child up to 10 years 
of age, increased to $13 from age 10); no widow but one 
child, $20; two children, $33 (equally divided); three 
children $46 (equally divided), with $8 for each additional 
child. Maximum payments shall not exceed $83. 

Defines “child” to include foster children, step-children, 
and certain illegitimate children. Pensions payable under 
this act shall continue until such child becomes 18 years 
of age, or until completion of a 4-year course of education 
and training entered into before the child becomes 21 years 
of age. 


H. R. 617. Mr. Tolan; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes $10,000,000 for a naval academy in the San 
Francisco Bay area. 


H. R. 618. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes conveyance to the Oahu Railway & Land 
Co, of an easement over a strip of land at Pearl Harbor 
Navy Yard. « 

H. R. 619. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Grants to the city of Canton, Ohio, for highway purposes 
only, a strip of land within the United States Naval Ord- 
nance Plant at Canton. 


H. R. 620. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Increases the annual compensation of the President of 
the United States to $100,000, of the Vice President, 
Speaker of the House, and Cabinet members to $20,000, and 
Members of Congress, Delegates from Territories, and Res- 
ident Commissioner from Puerto Rico to $15,000 [amending 
43 Stat. 1301). 


H. R. 621. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Changes limitation of the total personnel of the Naval 

Reserve Officers’ Training Corps from 7,200 to 24,000 dur- 

ing the present war; thereafter not to exceed 14,000 

{amending U. 8S. C. 34: 821]. 

H. R. 622. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Permanently establishes the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
Joint Secretariat. 
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H. R. 623. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes lease of certain lands of the Marine Corps 
training area and the Marine Corps rifle range in San 
Diego County, Calif., to the Southern California Telephone 
Co. for the construction and operation of repeater station 
facilities. 


H. R. 624. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; January 3, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 


Authorizes furlough of any officer on the active list of 
the Marine Corps, and any officer of the Coast Guard while 
the Coast Guard is operating as part of the Navy. In- 
applicable to reserve officers [amending U. 8S. C. 34: 228]. 


H. R. 625. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Establishes the grade of general in the Marine Corps 
and authorizes the President, with the consent of the 
Senate, to appoint an officer holding the rank of Com- 
mandant to that grade and rank without examination. 
The appointee shall receive the same pay and allowances 
eas a rear admiral of the upper half, plus an annual per- 
sonal money allowance of $2,200 and shall be entitled to 
retired pay equal to 75 percent of his active-duty pay. 
Effective until 6 months after the end of the present wars 
or such earlier date as the Congress may fix. 


H. R. 626. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes not exceeding $1,515,623,000 for naval shore 
facilities, buildings, and services. The Secretary of the 
Navy shall report all such prospective acquisitions of land 
therefor to Senate and House Naval Affairs Committees. 


H. R. 627. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


All the right, title, and interest of the United States in 
and to the United States ship Wolverine (ex-Michigan) 
is vested in the Foundation for the Original United States 
Ship Michigan, Incorporated. 

H. R. 628. Mr. Voorhis; January 3, 1945 (Rules). 

Designates the Legislative Reference Service in the 
Library of Congress the Joint Legislative Staff Service of 
the Congress, creates a Joint Committee on Appropriations, 
and provides for review of action of executive agencies by 
standing committees of the House of Representatives and 
the Senate. 

The Director of the Joint Legislative Staff Service shall 
be appointed by the Librarian of Congress, without regard 
to politicial affiliations, solely on the ground of fitness to 
perform the duties of his office, and shall receive an annual 
salary of $10,000. He shall not be removable except for 
good cause shown. The Librarian, upon recommendation 
of the Director, shall appoint, subject to the Classification 
Act, necessary assistants, including an Assistant Director 
at a salary of $8,500, a chief of a Federal law division at 
the grade of P-7, and specialists at the grade of P-7 
primarily for service to committees in designated fields. 

The Staff Service shall (a) upon request, advise and 
assist any committee of either House or any joint com- 
mittee in the analysis, appraisal, and evaluation of recom- 
mendations submitted to Congress by the President or any 
executive agency, or of legislative proposals pending before 
it; (b) upon request of committees or Members of Congress, 
or upon its own initiative in anticipation of such inquiries, 
gather, classify, and make available, in translations, in- 
dexes, digests, compilations, bulletins and otherwise, data 
for or bearing upon legislation; (c) prepare and publish 
for the use of Members of Congress brief synopses of the 
essential features of public bills and resolutions; (d) 
assist congressional committees in the furnishing of a basis 
for proper determination of measures affecting public pol- 
icy ;} (e) perform for the Librarian his statutory duties 
relating to the indexing of State laws. An annual appro- 
priation of $500,000 is authorized, not more than $20,000 
to be used for the Digest of General Public Bills, not more 
than $37,500 for the index to State legislation, and not 
more than $30,000 for special and temporary services. 
The Joint Committee on Appropriations shall consist of 
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10 members, including 5 members of the Committee on 
Appropriations of each House, to be chosen by those com- 
mittees respectively, 3 members from the majority party 
and 2 from the minority party in each instance. Members 
so chosen may not serve on any subcommittee of the 
Appropriations Committee. Employees of the committee 
who shall be chosen by the committee without regard to 
civil-service laws or the Classification Act; they shall be 
entitled to benefits, ete., under civil-service retirement 
laws, and they shall have the ‘right, upon the written eu- 
thority of the chairman or vice chairman, to examine the 
records of any department, agency, or establishment of 
the Federal Government. The committee shall (1) investi- 
gate the expenditures of the various departments, agencies, 
and corporations of the Federal Government and their 
operation to the extent necessary to bring about economical 
and efficient administration; (2) investigate and analyze 
requests for, and annual appropriations to, such depart- 
ments, ete.; (3) make other investigations that are neces- 
sary to carrying out the purposes of the act; (4) publish 
from time to time, for public examination and analysis, 
proposed measures and methods designed to effect eco- 
nomical and efficient administration of the Federal Gov- 
ernment; and (5) report, from time to time, to the 
Committee on Appropriations, and, in its discretion, to the 
Senate or the House of Representatives, or both, the re- 
sults of its investigations, with recommendations. 

Any standing committee of the House or Senate which 
shall have reported to its respective body legislation 
which has resulted in the creation of an executive agency 
or which customarily has referred to it the work any 
particular executive department or agency is designated 
as the agent of the House or Senate, as the case may be, 
to carry on a continuing review of the work of such 
department or agency to determine if such work is being 
carried on in accordance with the intent of Congress, ete. 
Such standing committees may investigate administrative 
processes of any department, independent agency, or corpo- 
ration of the Federal Government, and shall ascertain if 
any administrative action, rule, procedure, ete., (1) is 
beyond the scope of the authority granted by Congress or 
by Executive order, or (2) invades the constitutional 
rights, privileges, or immunities of citizens of the United 
States. In the case of agencies set up by Executive order 
and in the case of other departments or agencies as to 
which there is doubt concerning what standing committee 
should perform the foregoing functions, the Speaker of the 
House or the Vice President, as the case may be, shall 
designate the most appropriate committee. Standing com- 
mittees shall report annually on or before January 15, 
and as often as they deem advisable to the Congress, the 
results of such investigations and shall recommend legis- 
lation. 

H. R. 629. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


World War veterans permanently disabled shall receive 
a pension of $60 per month. 


H. R. 630. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 


The Congressional declaration that the lending and 
purchasing operations of the Department of Agriculture 
shall be used to bring the price of nonbasic commodities 
(not covered by a public announcement to encourage pro- 
duction) to a fair parity relationship with other com- 
modities is broadened by deletion of the provision that 
such operations shall be limited to funds available [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 15: 713a-8]. 

H. R. 631. Mr. Welch; January 3, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). ; 

Allows citizen employees of the Panama Canal and the 
Panama Railroad Company on the Isthmus of Panama, 
who have rendered thirty years of service to retire on an- 


nuity, regardless of age [amending U. S. C. Supp. II 48: 
1371a]. 
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H. R. 632. Mr. Welch; January 3, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 


Canal Zone employees who are 55 years of age, and 
who have rendered 25 years of service (15 years in the 
Isthmus), may voluntarily retire on an immediate an- 
nuity equal to present worth of a deferred annuity be- 
ginning at the age of 60 [amending U. 8. C. 48: 1371b]. 
H. R. 633. Mr. Welch; January 3, 1945 (World War 

Veterans’ Legislation). 

Civilians serving under the jurisdiction of the Quarter- 
master General during the war with Spain, the Philippine 
Insurrection, or the China Relief Expedition on supply 
vessels, who were discharged for service disability, shall be 
entitled to hospital and domiciliary care in Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration facilities, to the same extent as veterans of 
any war. 

H. R. 624. Mr. Welch; January 3, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Provides reemployment rights to persons leaving pri- 
vate or governmental employment (subsequent to May 1, 
1942 and continuing during the emergency) to enter the 
service of the Merchant Marine. 

H. R. 635. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Number of cadets at Military Academy is increased 
(after June 30, 1945) to allow four cadets for each Repre- 
sentative in Congress, 

H. R. 636. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 
Affairs). 

Increases the number of midshipmen at the United 
States Naval Academy (after June 30, 1945) from five to 
six for each Representative in Congress. 

H. R. 637. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


During the existing emergency deductions shall not be 
made from benefits payable to any person entitled to old 
age and survivors insurance under the Social Security Act 
because of services rendered for wages. 

H. R. 638. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

The manufacturer’s excise and import tax of 10 percent 
on sale price of musical instruments is not to apply on mu- 
sical instruments sold for the use of religious, charitable, 
or fraternal organizations [amending U. S. C. 26: 3404]. 
H. R. 639. Mr. Wickersham; January 6, 1945 (Agricul- 

ture). 


The penalty on farm marketing excess of wheat shall 
not apply to that portion of excess used as food for the 
farm household or as feed or seed.

Affairs). 


The number of cadets and midshipmen at the Military 
and Naval Academies is increased at each Academy by 40 
at large, such additional appointments to be made by the 
President from among the sons of officers, soldiers, sailors, 
and marines of the United States Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps, who have been awarded the Congressional Medal 
~3 Honor, the Distinguished Service Cross, or the Navy

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H. R. 642. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to arrange for pil- 
grimages to cemeteries outside of continental United States 
or in Alaska by mothers, fathers, and widows of members 
of the armed forces of the United States who died in the 
service between December 7, 1941, and the end of the sixth 
month after the cessation of hostilities and whose remains 
are interred in such cemeteries. The privilege is limited to 
one pilgrimage, and it shall not be accorded to mothers, 
fathers, or widows who have previously visited such ceme- 
teries, except as to visits to graves of additional service 
men who lost their lives.

Attorneys who have been admitted to practice before 
the highest court of any State or a district court of the 
United States may practice before any other court of the 
United States (except the Supreme Court and United 
States Patent Office) and any governmental department, 
agency or body exercising judicial or quasijudicial func4 
tions. 

H. R. 644. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Invalid Pen- 
sions). 

Widows of Civil War veterans shall be paid in a lump 
sum the pension due them from the time they become eli- 
gible to date such pension actually commenced. 

H. R. 645. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

For income tax purposes, up to $1,000 or 10 percent of 
a taxpayer’s net income (whichever is the lesser) may be 
deducted from his gross income for life insurance premi- 
ums paid by him on policies upon his life, the life of his 
spouse or the life of a dependent. 

H. R. 646. Mr. Wickersham; January 3, 1945 (Public 
Buildings and Grounds). 

All evidences of title held by any Government agency 
shall be transferred free of charges to the grantee of any 
real property conveyed by the United States.

Authorizes the Secretary of War to furnish headstones 
to mark in private or city cemeteries the honorary burial 
place of members of the armed forces who are buried at 
sea, in foreign lands, or at unknown places. 


H. R. 648. Mr. Wolfenden of Pennsylvania; January 3, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 

Exempts members of the armed forces from taxes on 
telephone or telegraph communications [amending U. 8. C. 
26: 3466). 

H. R. 649. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 3, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Veterans’ Administration to grant burial 
allowances to honorably discharged veterans who served 
in a recognized campaign, expedition or occupation. 


H. R. 650. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 3, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Provides same hospitalization and domiciliary care for 
veterans of any recognized campaign or expedition as are 
now granted World War veterans. 


H. R. 651. Mr. Allen of Louisiana (by request); January 
8, 1945 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to insert 
in the rating schedule of the Veterans’ Administration a 
minimum rating of permanent partial 1 per centum for 
any service-connected disability incurred during the World 
War. Further, directs the Administrator to insert in the 
rating schedule a minimum rating of permanent partial 
10 percent for wounded incurred in line of duty in active 
service during the World War. 
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H. R. 652. Mr. Anderson of New Mexico; January 3, 1945 
CIndian Affairs). 

Authorizes sale of certain New Mexico lands the pro- 
ceeds of which shall be available for improvements to 
the Albuquerque Indian School Reserve. 

H. R. 653. Mr. Auchincloss; January 3, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to pay to the 
State and political subdivision wherein real property ac- 
quired by the United States since December 7, 1941, for 
military purposes is located, proportionate sums for a 
period of 15 years after acquisition, in lieu of taxes. 

H. R. 655. Mr. Bartlett; January 3, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides for granting certificates of citizenship to Met- 
lakahtla Indians of Alaska who were made citizens by 
Public Law 210, 73d Congress. 

H. R. 656. Mr. Bartlett; January 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Any officer, agent, or employee of the United States 
Government shall be eligible to appointment as postmaster 
of a fourth-class post office in Alaska. 


H. R. 657. Mr. Bender; January 3, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, municipal- 
ity, or other governmental subdivision to require payment 
of a poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal 
election. 


H. R. 658. Mr. Brown of Georgia; January 3, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Deposits by or in the name of each separate custodian 
of federal or state public funds shall constitute separate 
and distinct accounts and not be added in determining the 
amounts of insured deposits of public funds [amending 
U. S.C. 12: 264 (ce) (18)]. 

H. R. 659. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 

Authorizes Civil Air Patrol Medal. 


H. R, 660. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Rivers 
and Harbors). 


Provides for a survey of channel and harbor at Ever- 
glades, Fla. 


H. R. 661. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Rivers 
and Harbors). 
Authorizes improvement of Miami Harbor, Fla. 
H. R. 662. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 3, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 
Authorizes the payment of Federal Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance benefits to certain individuals who be- 


come permanently and totally disabled before attaining 
the age of 65 [amending U. S. C. 42: 402, 409]. 


H. R. 663. Mr. Cole of New York; January 3, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 


Persons in the classified civil service who retired 30 
days prior to August 4, 1939, shall be entitled to the bene- 
fits provided by the act of that date which authorized 
extension of the retirement system by Executive order, 
and certain legislative and judicial employees. 


H. R. 664. Mr. Colmer; January 3, 1945 (Agriculture). 


In lieu of the payments now required to be made to 
State from receipts from conservation lands administered 
by the Department of Agriculture, viz., national forests, 
wildlife refuges, and lands held under Title III of the 
Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act, there shall be paid (1) 
25 percent of the gross receipts from timber sales—but 
hot to exceed in any 1 year \%4 of 1 percent of the aggregate 
value of the nonrecreational and watershed-protection 
standing timber; (2) 25 percent of the gross receipts from 
such lands other than from sales of timber or land; (3)

a sum which, when added to sums included in (1) and (2), 
is sufficient to make the total sum to be apportioned to each 
county from the payments equal to 1% percent of the value 
of the acquired conservation lands in such county. If the 
total sum payable to any county from (1), (2), and (3) 
above for any years is less than 3 percent of such value, 
an additional payment equal to the difference shall be 
made. Adjustment deductions shall be made for ‘such 
counties in subsequent years when payments would exceed 
3 percent. 


H. R. 665. Mr. Colmer; January 3, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


The Federal contribution for old-age assistance under 
the Social Security Act shall be four-fifths up to $25 
instead of the present one-half up to $40 [amending U. S. C. 
42: 303]. 

H. R. 666. Mr. Colmer; January 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Makes it unlawful to require any member of the armed 
forces, upon termination of his services, to join or main- 
tain membership in a labor organization as a condition of 
employment [amending 54 Stat. 1178]. 


H. R. 667. Mr. Colmer; January 3, 1945 (Agriculture). 
In disposing of lands acquired through foreclosures, 
Federal Land Banks, the Land Bank Commissioner, or 
the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation shall not reserve 
mineral rights or make any charge for such rights which 
when added to the appraised value of such land, exclusive 
of such rights, will exceed the total advances and expendi- 
tures made in connection with the land plus interest. 


H. R. 668. Mr. Gathings; January 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Reclassifies postmasters and adjusts their compensa- 
tion. The four classes, based on annual salaries shall be: 
First class, salaries of $4,000 or over; second class, $3,000 
to $4,000; third class, $1,700 to $3,200 [sic.] ; fourth class, 
less than $1,700. 


H. R. 669. Mr. Gearhart; January 3, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Permits naturalization proceedings and presentation of 
petition at places other than the office of the clerk or in 
open court in the case of individuals who are permanently 
sick or physically disabled, or whose sickness is of a nature 
so as to prevent them from appearing at the office of the 
Clerk of the Court or in open court for at least a year 
[amending U. S. C. 8: 731 and 734 (a—b), 735]. 


H. R. 670. Mr. Edwin Arthur Hall; January 3, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). ; 


Permits the Secretary of War to issue furlough cer- 
tificates to members of the armed forces which shall en- 
title them to a transportation ticket home, the carriers 
being reimbursed from the United States Treasury. 


H. R. 671. Mr. Pittenger; January 4, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 


Provides for an improved waterway through the Great 
Lakes, the St. Lawrence River, and connecting waters 
reaching to the Atlantic Ocean, and for the generating of 
electric energy. 


H. R. 672. Mr. Boren; January 4, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Regulations of transmission of electric energy in inter- 
state commerce shall include transmission for sale at 
wholesale only, but shall not include cases where the 
energy passes over tbe lines of one person to those of 
another (1) pursuant to arrangements between such per- 
sons for emergency service or arrangements for exchange 
of energy, if settlement for variation in delivery is to be 
made on the basis of cost of production or cost of pur- 
chase, or (2) because of slop-over between connecting 
lines or systems [amending U. S. C. 16: 824]. 
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H. R. 673. Mr. Brown of Ohio; January 4, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Transmission of electric energy in interstate commerce 
shall, for the purpose of regulating electric utilities com- 
panies engaged in such commerce, include transmission 
from the state only in connection with sale at wholesale. 
Neither transmission for compensation nor sale at whole- 
sale shall include cases where the energy passes over the 
lines of one person to those of another (1) pursuant to 
arrangements between such persons for emergency service 
or arrangements for exchange of energy, if settlement for 
variation in delivery is to be made on the basis of cost of 
production or cost of purchase, or (2) because of slop-over 
between connecting lines or systems [amending U. 8. C. 
16: 824]. 


H. R. 674. Mr. Lea; January 4, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Civil Aeronautics Act of 1943—Rewrites the Civil Aero- 
nautics Act of 1938 and the Air Commerce Act of 1926, and 
codifies existing civil aeronautics legislation. WHstablishes 
the Civil Aeronautics Commission as an independent 
agency of the government, with an Administrator who 
shall act independently as to certain functions. 

Redefines the terms air commerce and navigation to 
clarify and extend the jurisdiction of the Commission to 
air commerce between places within a single State, to air- 
craft operation upon airports, and to that part of com- 
merce which moves partly by aircraft and partly by other 
forms of commerce. 

Declares the exclusive national sovereignty in the air 
space above the United States, including all waters or 
territories under its jurisdiction or control. Amends the 
declaration of policy to recognize the relationship between 
civil air transportation and the needs of the armed forces 
in times of emergency, and to include air contractors as 
well as air carriers. 

The Commission’s annual report shall include the cur- 
rent annual report of the Administrator and Director of 
Air Safety, and shall be transmitted to Congress. 

Authorizes the Administrator, with the approval of the 
Commission, to acquire, establish, maintain, and operate 
air navigation facilities and to designate and establish 
such civil airways as the public interest may require. 

Incorporates into permanent law the provisions of the 
present Civilian Pilot Training Act, and directs the Ad- 
ministrator to promote aeronautical research and educa- 
tion in aviation training. 

Authorizes $650,000,000 for a 10-year period following 
the fiscal year in which the President declares hostilities 
in Europe have ceased, for aid to the States in developing 
a Nation-wide system of public airports, the program shall 
also carry out other tunctions of the Administrator of Civil 
Aeronautics relative to airports and landing areas. Funds 
shall be apportioned among the States on the basis of 
population and area. The amount payable by the United 
States on account of any one project shall not exceed 50 
percent of the total estimated construction costs. Govern- 
ment-owned lands and property may be utilized. Author- 
izes $3,000,000 for preliminary planning and surveys. 

Provides for the formulation and development of an air 
safety program giving consideration to (1) achieving the 
maximum usefulness of airports, (2) the need of appro- 
priate standards governing maximum height and location 
of structures and objects of natural growth in the vicinity 
of airports, (3) the desirability of uniform standards, (4) 
the necessity for freedom in the use of military aircraft 
at any time and place, and (5) the economic effect on 
property owners in regulating the height and location of 
structures and objects. Authorizes the Administrator to 
establish, after due notice, air safety areas necessary or 
appropriate to carry out such zoning program, and to pro- 
mulgate reasonable standards therefor. Provides means 
for securing conformance with zoning standards by con- 
demnation, at the request of airport owners. On failure 
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to conform to such standards, the Administrator shall, 
after notice and opportunity for hearing, prohibit or limit 
the use of such airport. 

Repeals the “grandfather” clause of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Act. 

Permits the Civil Aeronautics Commission to issue cer- 
tificates of convenience and necessity between areas rather 
than limited to specific points ; allows air carriers to grant 
reasonable discounts for quantity transportation. Author- 
izes subsidy payments to air carriers which will promote 
the public interest in postwar development of air trans- 
portation. The Commission is also authorized to provide 
and administer procedure for arbitration of voluntary 
disputes arising between air carriers. 

Adds a new title to the act providing economic regula- 
tion of contract carriers by air following the pattern of 
the Motor Carriers Act, and requiring licenses, disclosure 
of particular types of operation proposed, filing of sched- 
ules of minimum tariff rates, etc. 

Rewrites title VI of the act relating to safety regula- 
tions to permit the Administrator to prescribe local traffic 
rules and to authorize parties aggrieved by any ruling of 
the Administrator to secure review of such action by the 
Commission. 

Establishes a single Director of Air Safety, replacing 
the Air Safety Board. He shall act independently of the 
Commission and the Administrator, and is required to in- 
vestigate any accident involving aircraft deemed advisable 
in the interest of safety, and report to the Commission as 
to the circumstances and probable causes thereof and any 
recommendation to prevent similar accidents. 

Provides for assistance, cooperation and joint hearings 
with the States on the development of civil aeronautics. 
Regulations shall not be valid unless provided for or con- 
sented to by Congress. Authorizes the Secretary of State 
to consult with the Commission regarding negotiation of 
international agreements affecting air navigation, Em- 
powers the Weather Bureau to expand its meteorological 
services in aid of air commerce and to participate in such 
services on an international scale. Authorizes the Direc- 
tor to compromise, remit, or mitigate penalties. 

Provides for declaratory orders of the Commission in 
eases of actual controversies, subject to judicial review. 
The Commission may fix minimum rates of air contractors 
for domestic air commerce. 

Airmen in command of aircraft are given power to pre- 
vent dangerous or disorderly conduct in order that safety 
aboard planes may be assured. Subjects all employees of 
an air carrier to the provisions of the Railway Labor Act. 
Provisions of section 10 of the Clayton Act [U. S. C. 15: 
20] restricting purchases by common carriers in case of 
interlocking directorates, ete., are made inapplicable to 
air carriers and foreign air carriers. The Commission 
shall investigate and report to Congress on anticipated 
post-war developments in air commerce and navigation. 


H. R. 675. Mr. Celler; January 4, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

The Price Administrator may establish maximum prices 
of cattle on the hoof [amending U. 8S. C. 50: 963). 

H. R. 676. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 4, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

All money received by persons in the armed forces as 
salary or incident to military service shall be exempt from 
United States taxes. 

H. R. 677. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 4, 1945 (Immi- 
gration and Naturalization). 

Prohibits immigration (beginning with the end of hos- 
tilities of the present war) during any year when the 
total of unemployed is 1,000,000 or more. 

H. R. 678. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 4, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Exempts personal and real property, not subject to exe 
cution on a judgment, from distraint and sale for collec- 
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tion of Federal taxes [amending U. 8. C. 26: 3991 (a); 

8700]. 

H. R. 679. Mr. Baldwin of New York; January 4, 1945 
(Labor). 

Fair Employment Practice Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice: (a) by any employer the refusal 
to hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against 
any person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin or ancestry, or the limitation of recruitment on 
that basis; (b) by any labor union the refusal of or ex- 
pulsion from membership or the discrimination against 
any employee, employer or member for the above reasons, 
and (c) the discrimination, etc., by any employer or labor 
union against any person because he has opposed practices 
forbidden by this Act. 

Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission (to 
supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Practice 
established by Executive Order 9346) which is empowered 
to prohibit persons from engaging in any practices declared 
to be unfair, to hold hearings on complaints of unfair 
employment practices, to order such persons to cease and 
desist therefrom, and to take appropriate affirmative ac- 
tion, including hiring or reinstatement of employees with 
or without back pay, and to petition any circuit court of 
appeals for enforcement of such orders. Permits judicial 
review of the Commission's orders to be instituted by ag- 
grieved parties. Confers upon the Commission investi- 
gatory powers. All Government contracts and subcon- 
tracts shall stipulate that the contractor or subcontractor 
unless specifically exempt by regulation, shall not engage 
in unfair employment practices, and no Government con- 
tracts shall be awarded to persons found by the Commis- 
sion to have violated any of the provisions of this act. 

H. R. 680. Mr. Beckworth; January 4, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Adds to Social Security Act title XII providing grants 
to States submitting satisfactory plans for assistance to 
physically handicaped persons (i. e., persons of any age 
who are permanently incapable of self-support by reason 
of physical or mental disability or defect). Federal con- 
tribution to be one-half of monthly contribution but not in 
excess of $15. Administration by State authorities under 
supervision of Social Security Board—similar to present 
set-up. 

H. R. 681. Mr. Beckworth; January 4, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Extends, as of July 1, 1945, the benefits of Federal old- 
age and survivors insurance to self-employed individuals. 
Requires such individuals to contribute 7 percent of the 
market value of their services up to $3,000 annually. No 
income tax deduction shall be allowed for such contribu- 
tions [adding U. S. C. 42: 410; and amending U. S. C. 26: 
1402). 

H. R. 682. Mr. Beckworth; January 4, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Amends the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 to increase 
the subsistence and rental allowance of officers below the 
grade of brigadier general or its equivalent and the quar- 
ters allowance of enlisted men with dependents [amending 
U. S. C. 37: 105, 106]. 

H. R. 683. Mr. Beckworth; January 4, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

The Federal contribution for old-age assistance under 
the Social Security Act [53 Stat. 1361] shall be four-fifths 
up to $40 instead of the present one-half up to $40. 

H. R. 684. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Makes June 14, Flag Day, a legal public holiday. 


H. R. 685. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of State, with the concurrence 
of the Foreign Service Buildings Commission, to sell build- 
ings and grounds acquired for the use of diplomatic and 


consular establishments in foreign countries and apply the 

proceeds towards the purchase and construction and pres- 

ervation of other properties. . 

H. R. 686. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

A drug which contains boric acid or which is poisonous 


when used internally and looks like another drug for 
internal use must be labeled as poisonous. 


H. R. 687. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes compensation to certain officers and em- 
ployees of the Foreign Service for losses of personal prop- 
erty. 

H. R. 688. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 

Membership dues in the Inter-American Statistical In- 
stitute shall not be paid by the United States for any fiscal 
year unless during the preceding fiscal year, eight other 
American Nations shall have been in good standing as ad- 
hering members and shall have paid dues aggregating 
$10,000 [amending 56 Stat. 20]. 


H. R. 689. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Substitutes for a classification of clerks in the United 
States Foreign Service a classification for administrative, 
fiscal, and clerical personnel which allows payment of 
higher salaries in the administrative offices, the initial 
salaries in the highest grade ranging from $3,500 to $4,600. 
Administrative promotions shall be made in administra- 
tive groups in accordance with laws prescribing promotion 
of civil-service personnel, and for senior and junior clerks 
under rules and regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
State. 

The Secretary of State may grant, at all posts, irrespec- 
tive of living cost, allowances for living quarters, heat, 
light, fuel, gas, and electricity; he may, at posts where 
living costs are unusually high, grant post allowances 
(formerly additional compensation) to clerks who are as- 
signed there and also to other employees of the Foreign 
Service who are American citizens, all such allowances 
to be accounted for to him in accordance with rules pre- 
scribed by the President. Ambassadors, ministers, dip- 
lomatic, consular, and Foreign Service officers, also, may 
hereafter be granted allowances for living quarters, heat, 
light, fuel, gas, and electricity in addition to post allow- 
ances, which are now provided. 

The number of Foreign Service officers in each classi- 
fication is no longer determined on a percentage basis. 
The Secretary of State may assign for special duty as offi- 
cers of the Foreign Service for nonconsecutive periods of 
not more than 4 years employees of the Department of 
State and, at the Secretary’s request, qualified employees 
of any other department or agency who have been in the 
Government service at least 5 years. 

The requirement for bonding, which now applies to sec- 
retaries, consul generals, consuls, vice consuls, and Foreign 
Service officers may be extended to cover other officers of 
the Foreign Service or of the Department of State. 

A Foreign Service officer who has completed a 4-year 
assignment to duty with the State Department or any 
agency of the Government, followed by reassignment to 
the field, shall not again be assigned to departmental duty 
until after at least 3 years of field duty. 

Ambassadorship is brought within the career service, 
recommendations for promotions to that grade to be made 
by the Board of Foreign Service Personnel. Added to 
the membership of the Board of Foreign Service Personnel 
are an officer of the Department of Commerce and an 
officer of the Department of Agriculture, both of whom 
must be acceptable to the Secretary of State, each to sit as 
a member of the board only when action is taken on ap- 
pointments, etc., of interest to his own department. Pro- 
visions which prohibit consular officers from transacting 
business as merchants, traders, etc., in the places where 
they are stationed are repealed. Statutory restrictions 
on transaction of business by diplomatic officers are made 
applicable to all officers and employees of the Foreign 
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Service except consular agents [amending 46 Stat. 1207; 
53 Stat. 583; repealing R. 8S. 1699-1701). 


H. R. 690. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Repeals Act of April 13, 1934 (48 Stat. 574) prohibiting 
financial transactions with any foreign government in de- 
fault on its obligations to the United States. 


H. R. 691. Mr. Bloom; January 4, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 
Provides an annuity equivalent to one-half of the maxi- 
mum which could have been established (to be paid out 
of the Foreign Service retirement and disability fund) to 
the widow of any retired Foreign Service officer who died 
prior to July 1, 1939, providing the husband had been 
eligible under the act of April 24, 1939, and its amend- 
ments. Provides that if any contribution had been re- 
funded to the widow, the annuity will be proportionately 
reduced. In case of death in active service prior to July 
1, 1989, the annuity will be the same as if death had oc- 
curred subsequent to the effective date of the act of April 
24,1939. Any lump-sum appropriation made to the widow 
by the Government would result in a proportionate reduc- 
tion of the annuity. 
H. R. 693. Mr. Boren; January 4, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Clarifies and limits the application of the term “ex- 
empted securities” in the Securities Exchange Act of 1934. 
H. R. 694. Mr. Boren; January 4, 1945 (Interstate and 

Foreign Commerce). 

Army and Navy personnel and property are no longer 
excepted from the requirement that the Government pay 
full transportation rates on common carriers [amending 
54 Stat. 954, §321 (a)]. The I. C. C., in prescribing rea- 
sonable rates, shall give due consideration to resulting 
increases in revenues. 


H. R. 695. Mr. Bryson; January 4, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 
Extends time for appealing veterans’ claims from one 


year [Veterans Regulation 2 (a) III] to 2 years after 
denial. 


H. R. 696. Mr. Bryson; January 4, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Confers jurisdiction on district courts to terminate 
yearly renewable term or government life (converted) in- 
surance payments previously ordered by a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction where it is shown that the insured has 
recovered from the total and permanent disability. On 
judgment or decree in favor of the insured, no further 
action by any governmental department or agency shall be 
instituted. Reasonable attorney’s fees shall be allowed 
from funds of the Veterans’ Administration. 

H. R. 697. Mr. Burch; January 4, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Authorizes the Postmaster General to detail postal em- 
ployees to postal units at military and naval camps, posts 
or stations, without change of official station. 

H. R. 698. Mr. Burch; January 4, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Postmasters in Alaska may perform all the functions 
of a notary public whenever an oath, acknowledgment or 
certificate is authorized or required by act of Congress or 
of the Alaska Legislature (now only by act of Congress) 
[amending 53 Stat. 1219]. 

H. R. 699. Mr. Cravens; January 4, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Permits use of lands within the fourth congressional 
district, Arkansas, in the Ozark National Forest, as game 
refuges [amending U. 8S. C. 16: 682]. 


H. R. 700. Mr. Dawson; January 4, 1945 (Labor). 


Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice (a) by any employer the refusal to 
hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, any 
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person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin or ancestry or limitation or recruitment on that 
basis; (by) by any labor union the refusal of or expulsion 
from membership or the discrimination against any em- 
ployee, employer or member for the foregoing reasons and 
(c) the discrimination, ete., by any employer or labor 
union against any person because he has opposed practices 
forbidden by this Act. 

Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission 
(to supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Practice 
established by Executive Order 9346) which is empowered 
to prohibit persons from engaging in any practices declared 
to be unfair, to hold hearings on complaints of unfair em- 
ployment practices, to order such persons to cease and 
desist therefrom, and to take appropriate affirmative ac- 
tion, including hiring or reinstatement of employees with 
or without back pay, and to petition any circuit court of 
appeals for enforcement of such orders. Judicial review 
of the Commission’s orders may be instituted by aggrieved 
parties. Confers upon the Commission investigatory pow- 
ers. All Government contracts and subcontracts, unless 
specifically exempt by regulation, shall stipulate that the 
contractor or subcontractor shall not engage in unfair em- 
ployment practices, and no Government cuntracts shall be 
awarded to persons found by the Commission to have vio- 
lated any of the provisions of this act. 
H. R. 701. Mr. Cunningham; January 4, 1945 (Military 

Affairs). 


Upon discharge, members of the Army Air Forces En- 
listed Reserve Corps who have spent 60 days or more in 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration war-training-service 
program shall be granted such grade as their records war- 
rant and shall be deemed to be discharged members of the 
armed forces, with credit as active duty for time so spent, 
and entitled to all rights and privileges of such members. 
H. R. 702. Mr. Cunningham; January 4, 1945 (Ways and 

Means). 

State agencies, during the war, in granting old-age as- 
sistance and aid to the blind, shall, in determining need 
of individual claimants, disregard personal service income 
not to exceed $240 per year. 

H. R. 703. Mr. Cunningham; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Hereafter veterans may apply to the Administrator of 
Veterans’ Affairs for loan guarantees within 6 years (now 
2 years) after separation from armed forces, or 6 years 
(now 2 years) after the termination of the war, whichever 
is the later date, but no later than 12 (now 5) years after 
the termination of the war [amending 58 Stat. 293]. 

H. R. 704. Mr. Cunningham; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Provides that the following disabilities of veterans shall 
constitute a total permanent disability for insurance pur- 
poses: The permanent loss of the use of both feet; both 
hands; both eyes; both ears or organic loss of speech ; one 
foot and one hand; one foot and one eye; one hand and 
one eye; becoming permanently helpless or permanently 
bedridden [amending U. 8. C. 38: 312). 


H. R. 705. Mr. Cunningham; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Amends section 500 of the World War Veterans’ Act 
[U. S. C. 38: 551], which permits payments to agents or 
attorneys for preparation of papers in applications to the 
Veterans’ Administration, by providing that the court, as 
a part of its judgment, shall determine and allow the 
successful party reasonable court costs. Such costs shall 
be paid from insurance appropriation or converted insur- 
ance fund. 


H. R. 706. Mr. Cunningham; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation) 


Extends the time in which applications for review on 
appeal to the Administrator of Veterans Affairs may be 
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filed from 6 months to 2 years after date of notice of the 
results of the initial hearing. 


H. R. 707. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Aliens 50 years of age who have resided continuously 
in the United States since July 1, 1924, may be naturalized 
without being required to speak English, sign petitions in 
their own writing, ete. if they have valid outstanding 
declarations of intention or make such declaration within 
2years. Advantage must be taken of this provision within 
4 years. Aliens residing uninterruptedly for 5 years pre- 
ceding July 1, 1925 (was July 1, 1920) and erroneously 
exercising citizen rights may petition for naturalization 
without a declaration of intention. When United States 
is at war or during the time of a national emergency, per- 
sons having nationalization order revocated shall have 30 
days’ notice (now 60) to answer the charge. Children of 
alien parents, entering before July 1, 1924, who have ex- 
ercised rights of citizenship by voting, shall, upon evidence 
of naturalization of parent, be declared legally admitted. 
Persons claiming citizenship through naturalization of 
parent or spouse, or, if born outside the United States, 
through citizenship of parent, shall, upon satisfactory 
proof and subscribing to the oath of allegiance, be fur- 
nished a certificate of citizenship. 

H. R. 708. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Brings business accommodations in defense-rental areas 
under the rent control provisions of the Bmergency Price 
Control Act of 1942 [amending 56 Stat. 28, 36, 37; 58 Stat. 
632-637, 640]. 

H. R. 709. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Subjects of a neutral country (during the continuance 
of its neutrality) shall not be liable for training and service 
in the armed forces, if prior to induction proper applica- 
tion to be relieved is made. Such persons shull thereafter 
be barred from becoming American citizens, except upon 
subsequent honorable service in the military or naval 
forces during the present war [amending U. S. C. 50: App. 
303 (a) J. 

H. R. 710. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits the altering or attempt to alter the inner sur- 
face of the hand to prevent identification by fingerprints. 
Imposes a fine of not more than $5,000 or imprisonment 
for not more than 5 years, or both, for violation. 

H. R. 711. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

Children born outside of the United States but claiming 
derivative citizenship from the citizenship or naturalization 
of their parents, or those claiming citizenship from the 
petition of their citizen or foster parent, in order to retain 
their citizenship shall be required to take an oath of al- 
legianece to the United States after their eighteenth and 
before their twenty-first birthday. The clerk of the court 
shall furnish a certified copy of the oath to the person 
taking and to the commissioner of immigration or the 
court before which the child was naturalized. Failure to 
take the required oath shall be grounds for suit instituted 
by the United States District Attorney for the revocation, 
setting aside or cancelation of the citizenship [amending 
the Nationality Act of 1940]. 


H. R. 712. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Provides citizenship for all natives of the Virgin Islands 
residing in the United States or any Territory or possession 
thereof. Natives residing in a foreign country shall be con- 
sidered nonquota immigrants [reviving 47 Stat. 336 Sec, 1}. 
Natives. admitted as nonquota immigrants, who are not 
subjects of a foreign country and who are not otherwise 
ineligible may upon petition be naturalized without making 
a declaration of intention [amending 44 Stat. 1234]. 
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Registry may be made of any alien not ineligible to 
citizenship in whose case there is no record of admission 
for permanent residence, if such alien shall show that he 
entered the Virgin Islands prior to July 1, 1938 and has re- 
sided there since that time [amending U. S. C. 8: 728 (b)]. 
The fee of $18 for record of registry shall not be charged 
such persons [amending U. 8. C. 8: 742 (b) (1)]. 

H. R. 713. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Creates a medical training school in each corps area 
which shall enroll 295 students designated by Representa- 
tives and Senators. Candidates shall be (1) from 20 to 25 
years of age, (2) citizens, (3) college graduates or pos- 
sessing qualifications for entrance into a medical school, 
(4) commissioned after graduation in the Army, Navy, or 
Public Health Service where they must serve 10 years 
unless their services are not needed. 


H. R. 714. Mr. Dickstein; January 4, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Authorizes the issuance of a nonquota visa to the wife, 
husband, or child of a citizen who has served honorably 
in the armed services on or after December 7, 1941. The 
marriage of husband or wife must have occurred on or 
after December 7, 1941. 


H. R. 715. Mr. Ellsworth; January 4, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the exchange of Rosebury Rifle Range, Oreg., 
for land in the vicinity. 

H. R. 716. Mr. Ellsworth; January 4, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Divests the Secretary of War of the power to remove 
any officer from the active list of the Regular Army dur- 
ing the national emergency, and vests in the President 
the power to appoint the board upon whose recommen- 
dations removals are made. No recommendation for re- 
moval shall be made except upon grounds of unsatisfactory 
performance of, or neglect of, duty, or of misconduct, ete. 
No charge based upon the opinion of another shall be 
deemed sufficient cause for removal. An officer shall be 
given reasonable time to reply to any statement of fact, 
contained in any charge, which is considered unfavorable 
to him, and he shall be allowed to appear before the board 
in person or by counsel. If a board of review, which the 
President is authorized to appoint, finds that a person 
would not have been removed if the foregoing provisions 
had been in effect at the time of his removal, the Presi- 
dent is requested (1) in the case of any such person 
who is on the retired list, to restore him to the active list, 
and (2) in the case of a person who has been honorably 
discharged, to appoint him, with the consent of the Senate, 
as an officer in the Regular Army, in each case with the 
rank the person would have attained and the rights, ete., 
to which he would be entitled, if he had not been removed 
from the active list [amending U. 8S. C. 10: 571 note]. 


H. R. 717. Mr. Elston; January 4, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Amends the Social Security Act to provide insurance 
benefits for husbands and widowers who are not entitled 
to receive primary insurance benefits, ete., as follows: 
(1) Husbands 65 years of age—one-half of the wife’s pri- 
mary insurance benefit; (2) widowers 65 years of age— 
three-fourths of the deceased wife’s benefit; and (3) wid- 
owers with a child entitled to benefits—three-fourths of 
the deceased wife’s benefit [amending U. 8. C. 42: 402]. 


H. R. 718. Mr. Elston; January 4, 1945 (Patents). 


Owners (or licensees) of patents who since December , 
7, 1941, were unable to manutacture such invention be- 
cause of shortage of materials, manpower, or transporta- 
tion facilities due to the war emergency shall upon ap- 
proval of the Commissioner of Patents be issued a certifi- 
cate granting an extension of the term of the patent cor- 
responding to the period of inability to manufacture. 
Provides for the judicial review of adverse rulings of 
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the Commissioners by the District Court for the District 

of Columbia. 

H. R. 719. Mr. Flannagan; January 4, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

National Bituminous Coal Act—Effective until 3 years 
after the termination of hostilities, establishes a five- 
member National Bituminous Coa) Commission as an in- 
dependent agency, and establishes the Office of Bitumi- 
nous Coal Consumers’ Counsel. Like the Guffey Act, 
the new law provides for 23 districts boards and minimum 
price areas, and includes a bituminous-coal code. The 
basic excise tax on bituminous coal remains at 1 percent 
per 2,000-pound ton. The additiona! 19\%4-percent tax shall 
hereafter be based on the minimum price for the coal. 

H. R. 720. Mr. Gerlach; January 4, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Prohibits use of Federal funds for any subsidy, absorp- 
tion of loss, or other payment, on any short staple cotton 
or product thereof, in order to divert it from the normal 
channels of trade or to develop new uses for it. Financial 
assistance may be given, however, for the research and 
development of new uses of such cotton or other agricul- 
tural raw material, which shall not be entered into com- 
petition with existing industry. 


H. R. 721. Mr. Gibson; January 4, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


The most severe functional nervous diseases or psy- 
choneurotic states shall be rated total disability. 


H. R. 722. Mr. Gibson; January 4, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans Legislation). 


Confers jurisdiction on district courts to terminate 
yearly renewable term or’ Government life (converted) 
insurance payments previously ordered by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction where it is shown that the insured has 
recovered from the total and permanent disability. On 
judgment or decree in favor of the insured, no further ac- 
tion by any governmental department or agency shall be 
instituted. Reasonable attorney's fees shall be allowed 
from funds of the Veterans Administration. 


H. R. 723. Mr. Goodwin; January 4, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 
Repeals the motor vehicle use tax as of June 30, 1945. 


H. R. 724. Mr. Goodwin; January 4, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


For income tax purposes, up to $1,000 or 10 percent of a 
taxpayer’s net income (whichever is the lesser) may be 
deducted from his gross income for life insurance premi- 
ums paid by him on policies in force on December 8, 1941, 
on his life, the life of his spouse, the life of a dependent. 

H. R. 725. Mr. Hagen; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Former enlisted men who have held warrants or com- 
missions in World War I or II, shall upon retirement for 
disability after 20 years’ service, or after 30 years’ service, 
be promoted to the rank of a Chief Warrant Officer, and 


retired with 75 percent of the base and longevity pay of 
such an officer. 


H. R. 726. Mr. Hays; January 4, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Revises provisions relating to establishment of new 
branches by national banking associations. Hereafter such 
branches may, with the approval of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, be established and operated on the same terms 
and conditions as are applicable to branches of State banks 
* in the State where the national banking association is lo- 

cated [amending U. S. C. 12: 36 (c)]. 


H. R. 727. Mr. Hays; January 4, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Provides for rural free delivery of mail on holidays by 
substitute carriers, 
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H. R. 728. Mr. Johnson of California; January 4, 1945 
(Immigration and Naturalization). 
A naturalization court may cause a national to lose 


‘ his nationality unless he positively affirms in writing on 


a Government form in answer to questions, in time of war, 
unqualified allegiance to the United States of America 
and forswears any form of allegiance to a foreign gov- 
ernment, power, or organization [amending U. S. C. 8: 
801]. 
H. R. 729. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 
Increases by 20 percent the pension, compensation, or 


retired pay of veterans who served on foreign soil or in 
foreign waters in any war or expedition. 


H. R. 730. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Secretaries of War and Navy prior to the 
discharge or release of members of the armed forces to 
notify the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs who shall 
inform such veteran of all his rights, benefits and privi- 
leges and give such veteran a medical examination. Pro- 
hibits the discharge of a veteran until the amount of 
pension or compensation, or vocational, medical, physical, 
or psychological rehabilitation to which he is entitled shall 
be determined. Permits a veteran to appeal from such a 
determination. Grants terminal furloughs with full pay 
and allowances pending discharge determination. Pro- 
vides discharge centers within regional offices or facilities 
of the Veterans Administration. 


H. R. 731. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Members of the armed forces discharged or relieved 
from active service on their own initiative, in order to 
accept employment, are entitled to mustering-out pay- 
ments. Formerly payments were allowed in such cases 
only when active service was outside the United States 
or in Alaska [amending 58 Stat. 8]. 


H. R. 732. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 
Civilian defense volunteers may, on cessation of civilian 
defense activities retain equipment issued to them for 
their personal use by the United States. 


H. R. 733. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Provides for 100 percent (rather than 75 percent) com- 
pensation for veterans of the World War whose disabilities 
were reestablished as service connected under the act of 
March 28, 1934 [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 722]. 


H.R. 734. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (Invalid Pensions). 


Disabled unemployable veterans who served in any war 
or campaign beyond the continental limits of the United 
States and were honorably discharged shall be entitled to 
total disability ratings for pension purposes. 


H. R. 735. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides monthly unemployment compensation allow- 
ances to discharged members of the armed forces. Pay- 
ments shall not exceed the monthly base pay on separation 
from service, or $100, whichever sum is the lesser, and shall 
continue for 12 months or until such veteran obtains per- 
manent employment or a source of income. 


H. R. 736. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Certificates issued by the Secretaries of War, Navy, or 
the Treasury, giving the date and the place of birth (as 
shown on the service records) of former members of the 
armed forces, shall be accepted by Federal agencies in lieu 
of birth certificates. 


H. R. 737. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


\ Enlistees serving in the military and naval forces prior 
to October 8, 1940, who were advanced to a temporary 
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commissioned status thereafter shall be entitled upon re- 
turn to enlisted status (1) to promotion of not less than 
one grade for each year of commissioned service (2) to 
retirement (upon becoming eligible therefor) with the 
grade, pay, and allowances of warrant officers. 


H.R. 738. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Requires the Secretaries of War and Navy to certify 
immediately to the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, 
the death of any member of the armed forces, the names 
of his dependents and their allowances, which allowances 
shall be continued for 1 month. The Administrator shall 
inform the dependents as to their rights and privileges, and 
shall determine whether any of the dependents are entitled 
to receive compensation or a pension, the amounts to be 
paid, etc. [amending U. S. C. Supp. II 37: 201]. 

H. R. 739. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

A veteran who has been determined to be no longer per- 
manently and totally disabled shall be entitled to have 
payments of United States Government life insurance re- 
sumed when he is later determined to be permanently 
and totally disabled, provided 240 installments or more 
have been paid him [adding new section to U. S. C. 38, 
ch. 10, subchapter IIT]. 

H. R. 740. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

The Attorney General may compromise suits on certain 
contracts of United States Government life insurance (con- 
verted) as well as on yearly renewable term insurance 
[amending U. S. C. 38: 445b]. 

H. R. 741. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Where a war veteran’s service-connected disability has 
caused a severe industrial inadaptability (proved by 
sound medical evidence), the veteran shall be considered 
as permanently and totally disabled for pension and other 
benefits. 


H. R. 742. Mr. Kearney; January 4, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

United States Government life insurance policies, includ- 
ing reinstated and converted policies, shall be incontest- 
able 2 years after the date of issuance, reinstatement, or 
conversion except for nonpayment of premiums, or because 
applicant was not a member of the armed forces. Any 
policy issued, reinstated, or converted more than 1 year 
prior to date of enactment may be contested for fraud or 
mistake within 1 year. Provides for refunding the pre- 
miums on any policy canceled [amending U. S. C. 388 : 518]. 


H. R. 743. Mr. Martin of Iowa; January 4, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 

In applying limitations on payments under the Soil 
Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act, payments to 
cooperatives or associations shall be excluded, where mem- 
bers have equal interests, if 50 percent of the participating 
members are actually engaged in farming operations 
{amending U. 8S. C. 16: 590 h (e)]. 


H. R. 744. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; January 4, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 

Authorizes the Postmaster General to pay a cash reward 
for any invention or suggestion by an employee which 
will effect a material economy or increase efficiency in 
the service. The total amount in 1 fiscal year shal] not 
exceed $25,000, and the amount paid for one suggestion 
Shall not exceed $1,000. 


H. R. 745. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; January 4, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 


In the adjustment of compensation for substitute village- 
delivery carriers, their pay shall not be reduced [amending 
&8 Stat. 121]. 
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H. R. 746. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; January 4, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 

Reclassifies and adjusts salaries of assistant postmasters 
in second-class post offices, of assistant postmasters and of 
superintendents of mail, etc., in first-class offices. In de- 
termining salaries of superintendents of classified stations 
the number of money orders, postal savings, and bond 
transactions shall be considered. Salaries of supervisors 
in the Motor Vehicle Service shall be based on the number 
of Motor Vehicle Service employees at each office (not 
including City Delivery Service carriers), plus the number 
of trucks assigned for local use. 

H. R. 747. Mr. Pace; January 4, 1945 (Agriculture). 

In the allocation of funds among commodities under 
the program for aid to the States in soil conservation the 
number of persons living upon the farms on which the 
commodity is produced shall be taken into consideration 
[amending U. S. C. 16: 5900]. 


H. R. 748. Mr. Pace; January 4, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


Prohibits immigration during any year when the total 
of unemployed is 1,000,000 or more. 


H. R. 749. Mr. Pace; January 4, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Increases from 30 to 90 percent the proportion of customs 
receipts appropriated for encouraging exportation and 
domestie consumption of agricultural products [amending 
U. S. C. 7: 612c]. 

H. R. 750. Mr. Pace; January 4, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 to provide 
annuities for totally disabled persons who have completed 
20 years’ service. 

H. R. 751. Mr. Pace; January 4, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Acreage allotted to individual farms, which will not be 


planted to tobacco, may be apportioned among other farms 
in the same county. 
H. R. 752. Mr. Pace; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Prohibits the sale of alcoholic liquors on military or naval 
reservations or within a reasonable distance therefrom. 
Also prohibits prostitution or the keeping of bawdy houses 
within a reasonable distance from such reservations. Vio- 
lations are punishable by fines of $100 to $1,000 and/or im- 
prisonment from 30 days to 12 months. 


H. R. 753. Mr. Pace; January 4, 1945 (Ways and Means). 
For each quarter beginning with the quarter commenc- 
ing January 1, 1943, the Federal contribution for old-age 
assistance shall be equal to $30 per month for each individ- 
ual 60 years of age and not an inmate of a public institu- 
tion, less 5 percent to be used for administrative costs.

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to use funds, 
appropriated to encourage exportation and domestic con- 
sumption of agricultural products, during the fiscal year 
1946, to provide a food-for-children program in schools and 
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child-care centers, through the purchase and distribution of 
agricultural commodities ; or by making direct payments to 
such schools therefor. Funds shall be apportioned in the 
States in accordance with school enrollment.

railroad carriers for recovery of overcharges from 2 to 4 
years [amending U. S. C. 49: 16 (3) (c)]. 


H. R. 762. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; January 4, 1945 (Agri- 
culture). 

Authorizes Federal aid to drainage districts, other pub- 
lic drainage organizations, or soil-conservation districts 
in the rehabilitation and construction of drainage works 
in humid areas. No project shall be undertaken during 
the war emergency unless it is needed for the production 
of agricultural products essential in the war effort. 

H. R. 763. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; January 4, 1945 (In- 
valid Pensions). 

Grants pensions of $50 per month to peace time veterans 
of the Regular Establishment suffering from arrested 
tuberculosis contracted while in the service in line of duty. 
H. R. 764. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; January 4, 1945 (Public 

Lands). 

Establishes a national land policy under which the Sec- 
retary of the Interior shall purchase farm mortgages and 
farm lands held by mortgagees under foreclosure con- 
cluded after January 1, 1920, at not exceeding the amount 
of indebtedness thereon or for which foreclosed. Land so 
acquired which is suitable for farm purposes shall be 
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divided into tracts and made available (at the valuation 
price put upon the land when acquired) as homesteads to 
citizens who own no farm lands and have not heretofore 
been granted a homestead. Preference shall be given farm 
families and mortgagors living on encumbered lands. 
Homesteads shall be paid for in 40 annual installments. 


Deeds shall contain specific stipulations prohibiting sale- 


or encumbrance and the cutitng or removal of timber and 

other natural resources. Exchange under rules promul- 

gated by Secretary is allowed. 

H.R. 765. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; January 4, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 

Establishes a national land policy under which the Sec- 
retary of the Interior shall purchase farm mortgages and 
farm lands held by mortgagees under forclosure concluded 
after January 1, 1920, at not exceeding the amount of in- 
debtedness thereon or for which foreclosed. Land so 
acquired which is suitable for farm purposes shall be di- 
vided into tracts and made available as homesteads to 
citizens who own no farm lands and have not heretofore 
been granted a homestead with preference to farm famil- 
ies and mortgagors living on encumbered lands. Home- 
steads shall be free, except a $10 registration fee. Deeds 
shall contain specific stipulations prohibiting sale or en- 
cumbrance. Exchange under rules promulgated by Secre- 
tary is allowed. 

H. R. 766. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; January 4, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 
Grants to postmasters who personally own or rent post- 


office fixtures and equipment 50 percent of the box rents 
collected. 


H. R. 767. Mr. Price of Florida; January 4, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 
Increases the maximum travel allowance for substitute, 


acting, and regular railway postal clerks from $3 to $4 
per day [amending U. S. C. 39: 615 and 633]. 


H. R. 768. Mr. Sheppard; January 4, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

A native-born Filipino who is a permanent resident, or 
any Filipino who served honorably in our armed forces 
between April 5, 1917, and November 12, 1918, may be 
naturalized, without a declaration of intention or certifi- 
eate of arrival. 


H. R. 769. Mr. Sheppard; January 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Provides for a Director of Naval Research and Develop- 
ment in the Navy Department. 


H. R. 770. Mr. Sheppard; January 4, 1945 (Public Build- 
ings and Grounds). 


Establishes the National War Memorial Auditorium 
Commission, for the purpose of securing a site and con- 
structing thereon a permanent National War Memorial 
Auditorium in Washington, D. C. 


H. R. 771. Mr. Vinson; January 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Liberalizes provisions as to pay of officers and men on 
the honorary retired list of the Naval Reserve, allowing to 
those who have performed a total of 20 years’ service 
(whether in a noncommissioned or commissioned status), 
at least 5 years of which have been on active duty (active 
duty performed for training purposes included), and who 
are not otherwise entitled to retired pay or other pay on 
account of service in the armed forces, retirement pay 
at the rate of 24% per centum of the active duty pay for 
the rank on the honorary retired list or of the pay in the 
highest rank or rating held on active duty, whichever is 
the higher, multiplied by the number of years of active 
duty performed, not exceeding 75 percent of the active 
duty pay. Benefits shall apply only to those whose rights

H. R. 772. Mr. Weiss; January 4, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Real property of the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion which is subject to State and local taxes includes all 
property in any State which by the laws of that State is 
considered as real property for tax purposes. 


H. R. 773. Mr. Weiss; January 4, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Subjects all land, improvements, appurtenances thereto, 
and all machinery, disposed of by the United States to 
State and local taxes. 


H. R. 774. Mr. Weiss; January 4, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Makes permanent the present rate of postage on first- 
class mailable matter. 


H. R. 775. Mr. Weiss; January 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Allows members of the armed forces a 50 percent in- 
crease in pay for combat service [amending U. S. C. 37: 
118]. 


H. R. 776. Mr. McGehee; January 4, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Authorizes the naturalization of Filipinos irrespective 
of service in the armed forces of the United States. 
Waives the requirement for certificates of arrival and dec- 
laration of intention in the case of citizens of the Philip- 
pines who entered the United States prior to May 1, 1934, 
and have continuously resided therein [amending U. S. C.

Provides for the settlement of claims of the Indians at 
Fort Berthold Reservation, N. Dak. 


H. R. 1096. Mr. Phillips; January 6, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Agriculture, unless otherwise defined, shall include farm- 
ing in all its branches, salvaging of timber, clearing land 
of brush and other debris, and operation or maintenance 
of ditches, canals, reservoirs, or waterways, used exclu-

year’s imprisonment. The same penalty applies when 
anyone, under color of any law, ordinance, etc., by the use 
of armed force or intimidation, willfully deprives an in- 
habitant of any State, Territory or District of any rights 
or immunities under the election laws of such State, etc., 
or of the United States [amending U. S. C. 18: 61]. 


H. R. 1102. Mr. Jennings; January 6, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Railroad Retirement Acts, the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act, end subchapter B of Chap- 
ver 9 of the Internal Revenue Code (the Carriers’ Taxing 
Act). Retirement privileges are liberalized. An annuity 
is allowed to a permanently and totally disabled employee 
who (a) has a current connection with the railroad in- 
dustry, is unable to engage in his regular occupation, and 
has either completed 20 years of service or reached the 
age of 60, or (b) is unable to engage in regular employment 
and has completed 10 years of service or reached the age 
of 60. The minimum annuity payable to a person who has 
a current connection with the railroad industry shall be 
(before any deductions made because he is under 65) 
either: (1) $8 multiplied by the number of years of his 
service, or (2) $50, or (3) his monthly compensation, 
whichever is the least. Benefits to widows and children 
of deceased employees are increased. Provides accident 
and maternity benefits as well as sickness benefits. The 
number of days for which unemployment insurance bene- 
fits may be paid in a single benefit year is increased from 
100 to 130, and the 130-day period applies also to sickness 
benefits. Pay-roll taxes on employers and employees for 
support of the retirement system are increased, the new 
maximum being 614 percent, and taxes on employee repre- 
sentatives are increased by 5 percent. 


H. R. 1103. Mrs. Norton; January 6, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Amends the Civil Service Classification Act to include 
registered nurses and dietitians, in the professional and 
scientific service. 


H. R. 1104. Mr. Ramspeck; January 6, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 
The salary of the Commissioner of Immigration and 


Naturalization shall be $10,000 per annum [amending 
U. 8. C. 8: 102]. 


H. R. 1105. Mr. Smith of Wisconsin; January 6, 1945 
(Library). 


Authorizes the Thirty-Second Division Memorial Asso- 
ciation, United States Army, to erect a memorial on 
ground owned by the United States in the District of 
Columbia. 


H. R. 1106. Mr. Smith of Wisconsin; January 6, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Provisions for pay and allowance increases for per- 
sonnel of the armed forces, including Army and Navy 
nurses under the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 and the 
Act of December 22, 1942, are made retroactive to De- 
cember 7, 1941. 


H. R. 1107. Mr. Abernethy; January 6, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Payments under veterans’ laws and regulations shall not 

be made to a widow without child or to a child, when 


either has an annual income in excess of $1,800 [now 
$1,000] [amending Public Law 144, 78th Cong.]. 


H. R. 1108. Mr. Abernethy; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Directs Federal agencies to accept as proof of age, place 
of birth or death, any certified copy of original documents 
showing such fact and complying with the laws of the 
State wherein the birth or death occurred,

H. R. 1109. Mr. Holmes of Massachusetts; January 6, 1945 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Separates the Federal Communications Commission into 
two divisions, the Division of Public Communications and 
the Division of Private Communications which are to have 
jurisdiction to hear and determine all cases. The chair- 
man of the Commission is to be the executive officer and 
official spokesman. The Commission may authorize con- 
struction and operation of radio apparatus on written ap 
plication only, except in furtherance of the war effort au- 
thority may be granted without formal application. In 
cases of rejection by the Commission public hearings shall 
be granted. The Commission is not given any supervisory 
control of the programs, of business management, or of 
policy, and neither the station nor the Commission shall 
have censorship powers. Permits appeals (within 30 days) 
{now 20] from the orders of the Commission to United 
States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia. The 
filing of a petition for rehearing shall not ordinarily be a 
condition precedent to judicial review. Requires the Com- 
mission to prepare a report setting out all the facts as well 
as conclusions of law and facts and makes its mandatory 
for the Commission to hear oral argument. Penalties, 
denials, ete., other than expressly authorized by statute 
shall not be exacted, enforced, or demanded by the Com- 
mission in the exercise of its licensing function and no sanc- 
tions not authorized by statute shall be imposed. 

H. R. 1110. Mr. O’Connor; January 6, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Tribal funds of the Blackfeet Tribe of Indians shall be 
available for purposes designated by the tribal council 
and approved by the Secretary of the Interior. 

H. R. 1111. Mr. O’Connor; January 6, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides for acquisition by the United States of certain 
Indian lands required for the construction and operation 
of electric transmission lines, ete., in connection with the 
Fort Peck project, Mont. 

H. R. 1112. Mr. O’Connor; January 6, 1945 (Public Lands). 

Repeals the Act of June 8, 1906, for the Preservation 
of American Antiquities (national monuments) [U. S. C. 
16: 431-433]. 

H. R. 1113. Mr. Smith of Wisconsin; January 6, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Insurance payments issued by any governmental or pri- 
vate agency, payments under the World War Adjusted 
Compensation Act as amended, or the Adjusted Compensa- 
tion Payment Act of 1936 as amended, shall not be con- 
sidered as annual income in the payment of compensation 
to the widows of veterans [amending U. S. C. 88: 503 (ce); 
ch. 12, note, pt. III, § IT}. 
H. R. 1114. Mr. Cole of Missouri; January 6, 1945 (Ways 

and Means). 

Redefines the term “dependent child” as used in the 
provisions of the Social Security Act dealing with aid to 
needy children so as to include cases where either one or 
both parents are dead or incapacitated (now only one 
parent), and where the child is living with his father or 
mother “or any other individual” (not necessarily a rela- 
tice). 

H. R. 1115. Mr. Cole of Missouri; January 6, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 

Extends for 3 years (to June 30, 1948) Public Law 205, 
78th Congress, allowing Rural Mail Delivery Service car- 
riers an additional 1 cent per scheduled mile per day for 
equipment maintenance. 


H. R. 1116. Mr. Cole of Missouri; January 6, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 
Postal employees shall be paid weekly, on Friday. 
H. R. 1117. Mr. Cravens; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Administrative Procedure Act—Except where secrecy is 
required in the interest of national defense or diplomacy, 
every Federal agency shall (a) publish its rules (includ- 
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House Bills 


ing a description of its organization), and file them for 
publication in the Federal Register, (b) publish or make 
available to public inspection its rulings and orders, and 
(c) file with the Division of the Federal Register all other 
releases intended for general public information or of 
general application or effect, and, except where secrecy 
is so required, it shall publish general notice of proposed 
substantive rule-making, afford interested parties an oppor- 
tunity to participate therein, and accord such parties the 
right to petition for issuance, amendment, etc., of a rule. 

In any case where an administrative hearing is required, 
notice thereof must be given, and prior to adjudication, 
an opportunity must be given for informal settlement. 

Declaratory orders may be issued. Every person sub- 
ject to administrative authority, and every party or inter- 
yenor in an administrative proceeding or in connection 
with any administrative authority shall have the right 
to appear in person or by counsel and shall be given every 
reasonable opportunity and facility for negotiation, in- 
formation, ete. Every person personally appearing or 
summoned shall have the right to be accompanied and ad- 
vise by counsel. Investigative powers may be exercised 
only within prescribed limits. Subpoenas authorized by 
law shall be issued to private parties upon request. Prompt 
notice must be given of the denial of any application, 
petition, etc., of any private party. No rule or order shall 
be retroactive or effective prior to its publication or serv- 
ice, except upon express legal authorization and for good 
cause, and publication or service shall precede for a rea- 
sonable time the effective date. Except as to personal or 
confidential data, ete., matters of official record shall be 
made available to all interested persons upon request. 

No agency shall impose requirements for admission of 
attorneys to practice before it. Attorneys in good stand 
ing admitted to practice in the highest court of any State, 
ete., or in any Federal court shall, upon their oral or writ- 
ten representation to that effect, forthwith be admitted 
to practice, and shall not be debarred or suspended by the 
agency except for violation of law, and such action shall 
be subject to judicial review de novo upon the law and 
the facts. 

Hearings shall be before Commissioners or Deputy Com- 
missioners, except where statutes authorize action by 
representatives of parties or organizations of parties. 
Rules of evidence prescribed by the statute must be ob- 
served. 

Limitations are placed upon powers of agencies to im- 
pose or grant sanctions or relief, withhold administrative 
licenses, ete., and issue publicity reflecting adversely upon 
any person, products, commodity, security, private ac- 
tivity or enterprise. 

Judicial review of issues of law is authorized, and 
declaratory judgments, or writs of injunction or habeas 
corpus are provided for. Interim relief may be granted 
by reviewing courts. The judgment of a court of review 
shall be appealable in accordance with existing law, and, 
in any case where there is no appeal thereto as of right 
and probable ground appears that any person has been 
denied the full benefit of this act, reviewable by the Su- 
preme Court by certiorari. 

Functions of investigation and prosecution are sepa- 
rated from functions of investigation and review 


H. R. 1118. Mr. Gibson; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 


In case of a person violating the Hatch Act, if the Civil 
Service Commission finds that the violation does not war- 
rant removal from office a lesser penalty may be imposed 
by its direction [amending U. S. C. 18: 61h (b)]. , 


H. R. 1119. Mr. May; January 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for drafting manpower for war industries. 

Any selective service registrant between the ages of 18 
and 45 who leaves a farm, plant, or other activity in the 
type of war work designated by the Director of Selective 
Service, without the determination of his selective service 
local board (subject to appeal) that it is in the best in- 
terest of the war effort for him to do so, shall be classified 
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as immediately available for induction into the armed 
forces, unless his local board (subject to appeal) finds he 
had a justifiable reason for doing so. 

The Director of War Mobilization and Reconversion 
shall certify to the Director of Selective Service from time 
to time the manpower requirements of war or war in- 
dustries in each industrial area which will not be met by 
stabilization in the above manner and by voluntary re- 
cruiting. Upon receiving such certification for a particular 
area, the Director of Selective Service shall designate the 
categories of deferred registrants which he estimates con- 
tain sufficient numbers of persons who are (1) capable of 
performing the work involved, (2) not engaged in services 
essential to the war effort, and (3) by reason of their 
status can be transferred to other work with the least 
disruption to the civilian economy and to themselves, and 
he shall call upon local boards in that area to request 
their registrants within the categories so designated to 
become employed in essential war work within a specified 
time. A registrant who fails to become so employed within 
such time, without justifiable reason as found by his selec- 
tive service local board (subject to appeal) shall be classi- 
fied into a class immediately available for military service 
— shall be liable for immediate induction into the armed 

orees. 

Any such registrant who is inducted may be assigned 
to a regular military unit or to a special service unit. 
Registrants shall not, while serving in special units, 
be entitled to reemployment benefits under the Selective 
Service Act or the benefits of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Relief Act of 1940, the Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance 
Act of 1942, the National Service Life Insurance Act of 
1940 (all as amended), the Mustering-Out Payment Act 
of 1944, or of any law administered by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration providing benefits for former members of the 
armed forces or their dependents or beneficiaries. Such

For pension purposes, a person who served under con- 
tract as acting assistant or contract surgeon of the Army 
between April 21, 1898, and February 2, 1901, shall be 
considered to have been in active military service for the 
period of such contract service between those dates. 


H. R. 1121. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; January 6, 1945 
(Post Office and Post Roads). 

Requires weekly, as well as daily, newspapers enjoying 
mailing privileges to file sworn statements regarding their 
circulation [amending U. 8. C. 39: 233]. 

H. R. 1122. Mr. Rivers; January 6, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Temporarily raises from 21 years to 23 years the age 
limit for candidates for admission to the United States 
Naval Academy [amending U. S. C. 34: 1045]. 

H. R. 1123. Mr. Rivers; January 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Temporarily raises from 22 years to 24 years the age 
limit for appointees to the United States Military Academy 
{amending U. 8S. C. 10: 1094]. 

H. R. 1124. Mr. Carlson of Kansas; January 6, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Extends the time within which applications for benefits 
under the World War Adjusted Compensation Act may 
be filed to January 2, 1950 [amending U. S. C. 38: 612]. 

H. R. 1125. Mr. King; January 6, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Federal Aid Airport Act—Authorizes $100,000,000 annu- 
ally for 5 years, beginning with the first post-war fiscal 
year which ends June 30 following date proclaimed by the 
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President, or by resolution of Congress as the termination 
of the existing emergency, for aid to the States in devel- 
oping a Nation-wide system of public airports, the pro- 
gram to be administered through an Airport Service, which 
shall also carry out other functions of the Administrator of 
Civil Aeronautics relative to airports and landing areas. 
The program consists of two parts, a State program for 
the development of class 2 and smaller airports, and an 
urban program for the development of class 3 and larger 
airports. Funds for the urban program shall be first taken 
out of each appropriation (not more than 50 percent of 
the total) and the remaining amount shall be apportioned 
among all the States on the basis of population and area. 
The amount payable by the United States on account of 
any one project shall not exceed 50 percent of the total 
estimated construction costs. All contracts involving labor 
shall establish minimum wage rates; contracts let for 
construction projects and all loans and grants shall contain 
provisions to (1) bar convict labor; (2) limit the work 
week to 40 hours; (3) give preference first to veterans, and 
second to citizens or declarants who are (a) residents of 
the political subdivisions or county where the work is to 
be performed, or (b) residents of the State. States or 
public agencies may be reimbursed for damage to public 
airports by the Army or Navy. Government-owned lands 
may be utilized. Authorizes $3,000,000 for preliminary 
planning and surveys. 


H. R. 1126. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; January 6, 1945 
(Rivers and Harbors). 


Authorizes improvement of St. Marys River, Mich., 
South Canal. 


H. R. 1127. Mr. Domengeaux; January 6, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


The war tax rate of 20 percent on furs is made inappli- 
eable to furs selling at retail for less than $300. 


H. R. 1128. Mr. Sparkman; January 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Regular Veterans Association. 


H. R. 1129. Mr. Stockman; January 6, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 


Authorizes the construction of the Umatilla Dam in 
the Columbia River, Oreg. and Wash. 


H. R. 1130. Mr. Lesinski; January 6, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 


Repeals the War Labor Disputes Act, Public Law No. 89, 
78th Congress. 


H. R. 1159. Mr. Colmer; January 8, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Creates, as a third branch of the national defense forces, 
under the Selective Service System, the Supply Forces of 
the United States. Deferred registrants shall be inducted 
into the Supply Forces and become members thereof on in- 
active duty until called by the President to active duty 
whenever manpower requirements in war-supporting in- 
dustries are not met by volunteer recruiting. While on ac- 
tive duty, members of the Supply Forces would receive 
Army pay and allowances, would be entitled to the same 
disability and other benefits as are payable to civilian 
employees of the United States who are injured in the 
performance of duty, and would be subject to the Articles 
of War. To the extent that they are able to meet physical 
standards prescribed by the Director of Selective Service, 
members shall be called into active duty in the following 
order: (1) Those who engage in strikes after the date 
of this enactment; (2) men in nonessential activities; (3) 
men in essential activities who have a record of unjustified 
absenteeism; (4) other persons. Interference with mem- 
bers on active duty is punishable by a fine of not more 
than $5,000, or imprisonment for not more than 2 years, 
or both. Every war contractor shall pay to the Secretary 
of the Treasury all net profits from war contracts above 
6 percent of the cost, except as to contracts under $10,000.

H. R. 1160. Mr. Beckworth; January 8, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Each member of the armed forces who is not entitled 
under other laws and regulations to accumulate leave 
credit shall be entitled to such credit at the rate of 2% days 
per month for the period of military or naval service per- 
formed between August 27, 1940, and 6 months after the 
present wars. Upon separation, etc., from the service a 
lump sum payment may be made for accumulated leave 
credit not exceeding 120 days. 

H. R. 1161. Mr. Carlson; January 8, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Provisional, temporary or probationary commissioned 
or warrant officers, or commissioned officers under acting 
appointment in the armed forces within the ranks not ex- 
pressly excluded in § 202 (a) of the World War Adjusted 
Compensation Act, are entitled to adjusted-service credit. 
The delimiting date of the Act is extended to January 2, 
1945 [amending U. 8S.

Means). 


Provides for the duplication of adjusted-service certifi- 
cates which have been lost, destroyed, etc. 


H. R. 1163. Mr. Clevenger; January 8, 1945 (Public Lands), 


Authorizes $30,000 to the Secretary of the Interior in 
order that the National Park Service may make a survey 
of the route followed by General Anthony Wayne during 
his campaign against the Indians in 1794 with a view to 
constructing The General Anthony Wayne Memorial Park- 
way along such route, 


H. R. 1164. Mr. Flannagan; January 8, 1945 (Agriculture), 


Agriculture, unless otherwise defined, shall include farm- 
ing in all its branches, salvaging of timber, clearing land 
of brush and other debris, and operation or maintenance 
of ditches, canals, reservoirs, or waterways, used exclu- 
sively for supplying and storing water for farm purposes, 
and any practices (including forestry or lumbering opera- 
tions) performed by a farmer or on a farm as an incident 
to, or in conjunction with, such farming operations, includ- 
ing raising of livestock, bees, poultry, fur-bearing animals, 
and wildlife; the producing or harvesting of maple sugar 
or maple syrup, mushrooms, the ginning of cotton; the 
handling, planting, drying, packing, packaging, processing, 
freezing, grading, storing, or delivering to market, or to a 
earrier for transportation to market, of any agricultural 
or horticultural commodity, but only if such service is 
performed as an incident to ordinary farming operations, 
or in case of fruits and vegetables as an incident to their 
preparation for market. 


H. R. 1165. Mr. Heffernan; January 8, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Government-owned laundry and dry-cleaning services, 
wherever available, shall be furnished free to active mem- 
bers of the military or naval services while on active duty. 
H. R. 1166. Mr. Heffernan; January 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Confers upon United States district courts original juris- 
diction of proceedings between citizens of different States 
involving parental duties to children under 17 [amending 
U. S. C. 28: 41]. 

H. R. 1167. Mr. Heffernan; January 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Confers upon United States district courts jurisdiction 
of all proceedings, except matrimonial actions, involving 
parental support for children under 17 [amending U. S. C. 
28: 41]. 

H. R. 1168. Mr. Heffernan; January 8, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Abolishes the War Damage Corporation and provides 
that during the 6-month interval between enactment and 
the effective date of this act the corporation shall exercise 
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only such of its powers which are necessary for the liqui- 

dation of its affairs. 

H. R. 1169. Mr. Holifield; January 8, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Veterans honorably discharged shall be granted prefer- 
ential rights to purchase one surplus jeep and one surplus 
tactical or administrative vehicle. Such cars shall be sold 
for costs less 25 percent depreciation per year for the first 
8 years of use by the Government, less 10 percent more if 
war bonds are the purchasing medium. 

H. R. 1170. Mr. Holifield; January 8, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Extends for five years after the end of the war, the ex- 
clusion of $1,500 service income of military and naval per- 
sonnel from gross income, for income-tax purposes [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 26: 22 (b) (13) ]. 

H. R. 1171. Mr. Holifield; January 8, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Directs the Postmaster General to issue air mail postal 
cards which may be transmitted through the mails at the 
postal rate of 4 cents each. 

H. R. 1172. Mr. Holifield; January 8, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Endorsement of minimum wage of 65 cents an hour. 

H. R. 1173. Mr. Holifield; January 8, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


On all air mail, except the first class, the rate of postage 
for each pound or fraction thereof, shall be 44 cents when 
the direct distance from the mailing point to the delivery 
point is not more than 600 miles; 48 cents for 600 to 1,000 
miles ; 54 cents for 1,000 to 1,400 miles; 60 cents for 1,400 
to 1,800 miles; 66 cents for 1,800 to 2,200 miles; 72 cents 
for 2,200 to 2,600 miles; and 78 cents for all over 2,600 
miles [amending U. S. C. 39: 463, 469}. 


H. R. 1174. Mr. Holifield; January 8, 1945 (Post Office 
and Post Roads). 


Authorizes the Postmaster General to grant leave with 
pay, not exceeding 5 days, to postal employees on account 
of death in their immediate families or for other urgent 
cause. 


H. R. 1175. Mr. Holifield; January 8, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Authorizes the granting of 30 days’ annual and 30 days’ 
sick leave annually to postal employees. 


H. R. 1176. Mr. Izac; January 8, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Veterans’ Adjusted-Service Pay Act of 1945—Honorably 
discharged members of the armed forces or of any reserve 
component thereof shall receive an adjusted-service pay 
of $3 daily for home service and $4 daily for overseas 
service, with an extra credit of $500 for those wounded, 
and with a minimum of $100 and a maximum of $3,500 
for home service, and $500 to $4,500 for overseas service. 
Adjusted-service pay over $300 shall be in nonnegotiable, 
tax-free 10-year Government coupon bonds, in multiples 
of $50, bearing simple interest at 3 percent for the first 5 
years and compound interest at 3 percent the second 5 
years.

Mr. Lane; January 8, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

All rights, privileges, or benefits of members of the armed 
forces are conferred upon members of the United States 
Merchant Marine serving between September 27, 1941, 
and the termination of the war. 

H. R. 1178. Mr. Lanham (by request); January 8, 1945 
(Patents). 

Strikes out a provision whereunder foreign patenting 

occurring more than 12 months (6 months in case of de- 
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signs) before application for United States patent consti- 
tutes a bar to United States patent [amending U. S. C. 
35: 82). 


H. R. 1179. Mr. Lanham (by request); January 8, 1945 
(Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to acquire ad- 
ditional land along the Mount Vernon Memorial Highway 
in exchange for certain dredging priviieges. 


H. R. 1180. Mr. Lanham; January 8, 1945 (Public Build- 
ings and Grounds). 

Vacant accommodations in national defense housing 
projects that are no longer needed for defense workers 
may be leased to (1) former defense workers who are 
wives of members of the armed forces, and (2) war vet- 
erans who are living with their wives and children. 


H. R. 1181. Mr. Lanham; January 8, 1945 (Patents). 

Subsisting copyrights on commercial prints and labels, 
whether registered originally in the Patent Office or in the 
Copyright Office, may be renewed in accordance with the 
provisions governing renewal of other copyrights, including 
payment of the same renewal fee. 


H. R. 1182. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; January 8, 
1945 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Permits widows and children of certain World War 


veterans to receive pensions irrespective of their present 
incomes. 


H. R. 1183. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; January 8, 
1945 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Excludes any payments of insurance or contributory 
Social Security benefits in considering the annual income 
of the widow or child of World War I veterans [amending 
57 Stat. 556). 


H. R. 1184. Mr. May; January 8, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 


The Slater Branch Bridge and Road Club may construct 
and operate a free suspension bridge across the Tug Fork 
of Big Sandy River. 


H. R. 1185. Mr. Mott; January 8, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Naval combatant vessels, bases, stations, or establish- 
ments, may be disposed of only upon specific authorization 
by Congress. 


H. R. 1188. Mr. Mott; January 8, 1945 (Census). 


Federal Birth Recording Act, 1943—Authorizes the Di- 
rector of the Census to issue a “Certified birth record” 
covering the birth of any person who has furnished proof 
of his birth within a State or the District of Columbia, 
upon proper application accompanied by the applicant’s 
fingerprint record. 


H. R. 1189. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; January 8, 1945 
(Post Office and Post Roads). 


Reclassifies and adjusts salaries of assistant postmasters 
in second-class post offices, of assistant postmasters and of 
superintendents of mail, etc., in first-class offices. In de 
termining salaries of superintendents of classified stations 
the number of money orders, postal savings, and bond 
transactions shall be considered. Salaries of supervisors 
in the Motor Vehicle Service shall be based on the number 
of Motor Vehicle Service employees at each office (not 
including City Delivery Service carriers), plus the number 
of trucks assigned for local use. Salaries of supervisors 
in the Custodial Service are fixed on the basis of the num- 
ber of subordinates. 


H. R. 1190. Mr. O’Hara; January 8, 1945 (Patents). 
Authorizes extension of the term of patents, in the case 
of persons who serve in the armed forces during the 


present war, upon filing of application and payment of 
$20 fee. 
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H. R. 1191. Mr. O’Hara; January 8, 1945 (Patents). 


Servicemen who during the war were the discoverers of 
an invention which because of their service became the 
property of the United States, shall, upon application 
within 6 months after the war, be entitled to the assign- 
ment of patent rights. 


H. R. 1192. Mr. Phillips; January 8, 1945 (War Claims). 


Grants travel and lodging expenses to certain soldiers 
honorably discharged in the war with Spain and the Phil- 
ippine Insurrection, who embarked at Manila for the 
United States within one year of such discharge. 


H. R. 1193. Mr. Randolph (by request); January 8, 1945 
(Civil Service). 
Pay for night work of Federal and District of Columbia 
employees shall be 15 percent more than the day rate. 


H. R. 1194. Mr. Russell; January 8, 1945 (Labor). 


Overtime pay for employees of the Government and in- 
dustry is limited to work in excess of 48 hours and shall 
be at one and one-half times the regular rate. Existing 
hiring contracts are not affected. Suspends for the dura- 
tion and 6 months all provisions of law limiting hours of 
employment or requiring stipulations limiting hours. 


H. R. 1195. Mr. Shafer; January 8, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


An officer of the Army Reserve Corps, below grade of 
colonel, who was called up between September 15, 1940, 
and the termination of hostilities, shall be promoted one 
grade (1) for each 18-month pericd of active service (if 
called up after September 16, 1940, promotion to higher 
temporary grade shall constitute a permanent appoint- 
ment), (2) if retired for disability after 90 days’ service 
(with no increase in pay), (3) if discharged for disability 
or upon his own request after 90 days’ service, and (4) if 
relieved from duty for disability, overage or upon his own 
request after 12 months’ service, and was not promoted 
during active duty. Officers below grade of colonel on 
inactive status at the date of this Act who have not been 
called for extended active duty shall be promoted one 
grade.

Permits the filling of vacancies in the office of district 
judge for the eastern and western districts of Missouri 
[amending U. 8. C. 28: 1 note]. 


H. R. 1197. Mr. Stigler; January 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Validates title to certain lands conveyed by Indians of 
the Five Civilized Tribes since April 26, 1931. 


H. R. 1198. Mr. Stigler; January 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Establishes, for a 10-year period, an independent Indian 
Claims Commission to hear and determine all claims 
against the United States or Alaska which are presented 
within 5 years after the date of the Act. Suits pending 
in the Court of Claims shall be transferred to the new 
agency. 

H. R. 1199. Mr. Stigler; January 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Restrictions applicable to the conveyance of lands of 
the Indians of the Five Civilized Tribes shall not apply 
to any interest in land of a full blood Indian heir which 
was not restricted in the person from whom he inherited 
it, or for the reason the conveyance was not approved in 
open court according to law. Interest in land acquired 
with restricted funds shall not be restricted unless so 
stated in the conveyance. 


H. R. 1200. Mr. Stigler; January 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Validates State court judgments in Oklahoma and 
judgments of the United States district courts of Okla- 
homa (involving lands of the Five Civilized Tribes of 
Indians) which were rendered subsequent to the Act of 
Congress of June 14, 1918, and prior to the effective date 
of this act, without the United States being a party to the 


proceedings.

H. R. 1201. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 8, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 


Requires the Chief Justice, whenever the House of Rep- 
resentatives notifies him that in its opinion the conduct 
of a Federal judge (excepting a judge of the Supreme 
Court of the United States) has been other than “good 
behavior,” to designate three judges of the circuit court 
of appeals before whom the Attorney General shall insti- 
tute civil proceedings to determine the right of said judge 
to remain in office. If the court finds that the judge’s 
behavior is other than “good,” it shall adjudge that he is 
“thereupon removed from office.” Either side may appeal 
within 30 days to the Supreme Court. 


H. R. 1202. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 8, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

All laws which resulted from bills and joint resolutions 
which prior to the beginning of the Seventy-sixth Congress, 
were presented to the President less than 10 calendar 
days (Sundays excepted) prior to an adjournment (other 
than a final adjournment at the end of a Congress) of the 
House of Congress in which the same originated, and were 
pocket vetoed by him, are hereby repealed as of the date 
of their enactment. 


H. R. 1203. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 8, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 


Administrative Procedure Act—Except where secrecy is 
required in the interest of national defense or diplomacy, 
every Federal agency shall (a) publish its rules (includ- 
ing a description of its organization), and (b) publish or 
make available to public inspection its rulings and orders, 
and, except where secrecy is so required, it shall publish 
general notice of proposed substantive rule-making, afford 
interested parties an opportunity to participate therein, 
and afford such parties an opportunity to petition for issu- 
ance, amendment, etce., of a rule. 

In any case where administrative hearing is required, 
notice thereof must be given, and an opportunity must be 
given for settlement of the controversy by consent, ete. 

Functions of investigation and prosecution are separated 
from functions of decision and review. 

Declaratory orders may be issued. 

Every interested person shall have the right to appear 
in person or by counsel or other qualified representative to 
secure information or for negotiation, adjustment, etc. 
of a controversy, and every person appearing or summoned 
shall have the right to be accompanied and advised by coun- 
sel. Investigatory powers may be exercised only within 
prescribed limits. Subpenas authorized by law shall be 
issued to any party upon request and, as may be required 
by rules of procedure, upon a statement or showing of 
general relevance, necessity, or reasonable scope of evi- 
dence sought. Prompt notice must be given of denial, ap- 
plication, or other request of any person. The required 
publication or service of any substantive and effective 
rule or final and affirmative order (with certain excep- 
tions) shall precede for not less than 30 days the effective 
date, except as otherwise authorized by law and provided 
by the agency upon good cause. Except as to personal or 
confidential data, ete., matters of official record shall be 
available to interested persons, 

Hearings shall be presided over by representatives of 
the agency involved, State representatives as authorized by 
statute, or examiners appointed by the agency under civil 
service regulations. Rules of evidence prescribed by the 
Statute must be observed. 

No sanction shall be imposed or substantive rule or or- 
der be issued except within jurisdiction delegated to the 
agency by law and as specifically authorized by statute. 
Limitations are placed on the powers of agencies to with- 
hold licenses and to issue publicity reflecting adversely 
upon any person or enterprise. 

Judicial review of administrative decisions is author- 
ized, and declaratory judgments or writs of injunction or 
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habeas corpus are provided for. 
granted by a reviewing court. 


H. R. 1204. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 8, 1945 (Elec- 
tion of President, Vice President, and Representatives 
in Congress). 


Changes the date of appointment of Presidential electors 
and election of Senators and Representatives in Congress 
from the Tuesday next after the first Monday in November 
to the Tuesday next after the first Monday in October. 


H. R. 1205. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 8, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Whenever the constitutionality or construction of an act 
of Congress or of a State affecting the jurisdiction of the 
United States and the States is drawn in question in any 
court, the court shall permit the State to intervene and 
become a party thereto. 


H. R. 1206. Mr. Walter; January 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Adininistrative Procedure Act—Creates an independent 
Office of Federal Administrative Procedure, headed by 4 
Director. 

Adininistrative agencies may delegate or decentralize 
authority, but any general delegation or decentralization 
shall, except as to matters of internal management and 
routine, be reflected in published rules. 

Any interested person may appear before any agency in 
person or by duly authorized representatives, and shall be 
afforded facilities for negotiatiton, etc., and every person 
appearing or summoned individually may be accompanied 
und advised by counsel. 

An agency may, upon hearing and finding of good cause, 
preclude any person from practicing before it, subject to 
judicial review as to the reasonableness, in law or upon 
the facts, of such suspension or debarment upon any avail- 
able statutory procedure, or, in the absence thereof, upon 
application for an injunction. Requirements for admis- 
sion to practice, and maintenance of formal registers 
of attorneys or agents, shall be omitted whenever prac- 
ticable. The Office of Administrative Procedure may es- 
tablish a central method for registration or admission, and 
where admissions are deemed necessary, attorneys in good 
standing admitted to practice in the highest of any State 
or territory, or in any Federal court, shall, upon their 
written representation to that effect, be admitted to prac- 
tice before the agency. The Patent Office may require 
evidence of technical proficiency. Former employees may 
practice before an agency after a lapse of two years from 
the termination of their employment, and prior to that 
time upon conditions, etc., prescribed by the agency; other 
persons may be admitted under reasonable regulations pre- 
scribed by the agency. 

Investigations must be so conducted as to disturb per- 
sonal privacy or private enterprise in the least degree 
compatible with adequate law enforcement, and may be 
exercised only within prescribed limits. Subpenas au- 
thorized by statute may be issued only upon request and 
upon a reasonable showing of grounds, etc. Except as to 
personal or confidential data, etc., matters of record shall 
be available to all interested persons. Special informa- 
tion may be made available upon request at cost or with- 
out charge. 

Each agency shall, upon request of the Office of Ad- 
ministrative Procedure, name a liaison officer with the 
Office, and the Office shall name advisory committees from 
the public service, the bar, and the public. 

The President may suspend pafticular applications of 
the act by Executive order, such suspension to be in effect 
until 30 days after the end of the next session of Con- 
gress, unless before that time the order is rescinded or 
Congress acts. 

Policy and requirements as to formulation and promul- 
gation of rules are prescribed. Certain exceptions may 
be made in the interest of national defense or diplomacy. 
The internal organization of an agency must be stated 
in the form of rules.

General notice of proposed rule-making must be pub- 
lished wherever practicable; procedures for public rule- 
making are prescribed, and hearings provided for. 

Any interested person may request any agency to issue, 
amend, or rescind rules. 

Any rule may be judicially reviewed (except as other- 
wise required or precluded by law) upon contest of its 
application to particular persons or subjects, or upon ap- 
plication for declaratory judgment. 

Each agency must transmit annually to Congress all 
rules which promulgated during the preceding year. 

In making formal adjudications, prosecuting functions 
must be separated from hearing and deciding functions. 
Hearing commissioners shall be appointed for each agency. 
Prehearing conferences may be held in the interest of in- 
formal settlement, ete. Rules of evidence prescribéd by 
the statute must be observed. The decision of a presiding 
officer may be reviewed by the agency. Decisions which 
have become final may be subject to rehearing, reopening, 
or reconsideration by a presiding officer. Penalties, re- 
coveries, etc., and sanctions are subject to statutory limi- 
tations ; rights, privileges, benefits, and licenses authorized 
by law shall not be denied or withheld where adequate 
entitlement thereto is shown. 

Judicial review shall be in accordance with applicable 
statutory provisions, or in the absence thereof, by applica- 
tion in equity or for writ of mandamus, and decisions 
shall be subject to appeal, or review upon writ of certiorari 
by the Supreme Court. 


H. R. 1207. Mr. Walter; January 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides that the Sherman and Clayton Acts shall not 
be construed to apply to the business of insurance or to 
impair its regulation by the States. 


H. R. 1208. Mr. Walter; January 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Incorporates the National Camp, Patriotic Order Sons 
of America. 


H. R. 1209. Mr. Walter; January 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Directs Federal agencies to accept as proof of age, place 
of birth or death, any certified copy of original documents 
showing such fact and complying with the laws of the 
State wherein the birth or death occurred. 


H. R. 1210. Mr. Walter; January 8, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes $1,500,000 for a Veterans’ Administration 
medical and surgical hospital and domiciliary facility in 
eastern Pennsylvania. 


H. R. 1211. Mr. Weaver; January 8, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes revision of the tribal roll of the Eastern 
Branch of Cherokee Indians, North Carolina. No person 
of less than one-sixteenth degree of Eastern Cherokee In- 
dian blood born after June 4, 1924, shall be entitled to 
tribal rights. 


H. R. 1212. Mr. West; January 8, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Consents to construction and operation by the state of 
Texas a free highway bridge across the Rio Grande River 
at or near Laredo and authorizes the state to negotiate 
and enter into any necessary agreement with the Republic 
of Mexico. 


H. R. 1213. Mr. Tolan; January 8, 1945 (Civil Service). 
Provides that credit may be given for the purposes of 
the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8S. C. 5: 707] for 
service performed by United States citizens under the 
Government of the Philippine Islands between October 16, 
1916, and November 15, 1935, if the person performing the 
service was transferred to the classified service of the 
United States and is not eligible for a pension or annuity 
from the Philippine Government for such service, provided 
there has been paid into the retirement fund an amount 
equal to that which would have ordinarily been withheld 
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H. R. 1214. Mr. Weaver (by request); January 8, 1945 
(Judiciary). 


Confers on the Supreme Court jurisdiction, under the 
act of May 22, 1939 (53 Stat. 752), of all cases decided 
by the Court of Claims since January 1, 1930. 


H. R. 1215. Mr. Lemke; January 8, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Veterans’ Rehabilitation Act—the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs is authorized to issue to each honorably dis- 
charged veteran who has served in the military or naval 
forces at any time after October 16, 1940, a paid-up or- 
dinary life-insurance policy, the amount of whieh shall be 
determined at the rate of $100 per month for service prior 
to December 7, 1941; $300 per month for overseas service 
(anywhere outside the continental United States, South 
America, Puerto Rico, or island possessions in the At- 
lantic) thereafter, and $150 per month for home service 
(all service not overseas service). The maximum amount 
of any policy shall be $10,000. Excludes from the benefits 
of this act, members of the armed forces whose total pay 
exceeds $5,000 at the time of discharge; members dishon- 
orably discharged; or aliens discharged on account of 
alienage. The insurance policy or any sum payable there- 
under shall be nonnegotiable or assignable and shall not 
be subject to attachment, etc., for any debt, nor subject to 
State or Federal taxation. 

Veterans desiring to engage in any professional, busi- 
ness or agricultural undertaking, or to pay indebtedness, 
taxes, etc., or to obtain an education, may make a loan 
through the Veterans’ Administration on his insurance 
policy, equal to 75 percent of the face value thereof, pay- 
able in 20 annual equal installments with interest at 2 
percent per annum. The income from such productive 
enterprises shall be exempt, in an amount equal to the 
loan, from State and Federal taxes for a period of 5 
years. In making application, the veteran shall submit 
a plam of the enterprise, together with the estimated cost. 

Funds for the loans shall be provided through veterans’ 
rehabilitation bonds (maturing in 30 years; interest at 2 
percent) sold through various veterans’ organizations, 
ete., the proceeds of which shall be deposited in a specific 
account in the Treasury to the credit of the Administrator 
of Veterans’ Affairs. All unexpended lend-lease funds, all 
proceeds received from lend-lease loans er property, all un- 
expended funds in any civilian war agency,.and all funds 
received from surplus war materials shall be transferred 
to this account, plus, if necessary, five percent of the net 
of all revenues received by the government through taxa- 
tion, fines, or other sources after the termination of the 
war. 

Penalizes charging or collecting any fee in excess of 
$15 for assisting veterans to obtain the above benefits. 


H. R. 1216. Mr. Phillips; January 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 

United States commissioners may try misdemeanors 
committed on Federal reservations. The probation laws 
shall be applicable to persons so tried. A person against 
whom a charge is made may elect to be tried in the dis- 
trict court. 


H. R. 1271. Mr. Bartlett; January 9, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Authorization for the organization of an Alaskan Ter- 
ritorial Guard (or continuance thereof) is extended to 
cover times when the governor determines that the organi- 
zation and maintenance of the Alaskan National Guard in 


sparsely settled communities is not feasible [amending 
U. S. C. 48: 479]. 


H. R. 1272. Mr. Bryson; January 9, 1945 (Interstate and 


Foreign Commerce). 


Directs the Interstate Commerce Commission to estab- 
lish a classification of freight and a scale of class rates 
for railroads, which will not discriminate among regions 
or territories in the United States.

H. R. 1273. Mr. Kilday; January 9, 1945 (Military Affairs), 


Establishes a national cemetery in each State in which 
none exists. 


H. R. 1274. Mr. Kilday; January 9, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Extends veteran-preference benefits in Federal employ- 
ment to persons who served in the First and Second Cav- 
alry Brigades, Texas National Guard, from September 20, 
1918, to December 8, 1918. 


H. R. 1275. Mr. Lanham (by request); January 9, 1945 
(Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Authorizes construction on Government-owned land in 
or near the District of Columbia of a building for servicing 
and storing films for the Library of Congress, the Na- 
tional Archives and all other Government agencies, the 
total limit of cost to be $2,800,000. 


H. R. 1276. Mr. Lareade; January 9, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Establishes an Army Agricultural Corps in the Army of 
the United States not exceeding one million and consist- 
ing of (1) enlisted personnel of the armed forces within 
the continental United States (excluding Alaska) who have 
substantially 1 year’s experience in an agricultural occu- 
pation and (2) women between the ages of 18 and 45. All 
laws applicable to enlisted and former enlisted men of the 
Army, their dependents and beneficiaries shall be appli- 
cable to the Corps unless otherwise expressly provided. 
Directs the Secretary of War to prescribe and furnish uni- 
forms, insignia, accessories, and equipment. 

H. R. 1277. Mr. Mundt; January 9, 1945 (World War Vet- 
ans’ Legislation). 


The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs shall notify in- 
sured persons and beneficiaries under the National Service 
Life Insurance Act of their right to elect a refund life 
income mode of payment in lieu of the equal monthly in- 
stallment plan [amending 58 Stat. 763]. 


H. R. 1278. Mr. Patrick; January 9, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Rural Telephone Act of 1944—Authorizes $50,000,000 for 
a Rural Telephone Administration with authority in an 
administrator, appointed by the President with consent of 
the Senate, to make 35-year self-liquidating, 134 percent 
loans to persons, corporations, States, Territories, munici- 
palities, cooperatives, nonprofit, or limited-dividend asso- 
ciations, mutuals, and to the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration, for the purpose of providing or improving rural 
telephone service. Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to loan $50,000,000 annually to the administra- 
tor upon the security of the obligations of the borrowers. 
Fifty percent of the annual sums made available shall be 
allotted the States in the proportion which the number 
of farms not then receiving telephone service bears to the 
total number of such farms in the United States (at least 
20 percent thereof to companies with less than 1,000 sub- 
seribers) and the remaining 50 percent shall be allotted in 
the States and Territories at the discretion of the admin- 
istrator, except that not more than 10 percent may be 
employed in any one State or in all the Territories. 


H. R. 1279. Mr. Sheppard; January 9, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Nationals of the United States may be expatriated for 
knowingly and intentionally expressing loyalty to a foreign 
state. 


H. R. 1280. Mr. Rees of Kansas; January 9, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Men found (under the Selective Training and Service 
Act) physically, mentally, or morally unqualified for com- 
batant training and service shall be reexamined for non- 
combatant or limited duty, and if found qualified for such 
service shall be classified for immediate induction upon 
failure to be regularly employed in essential war activities, 
and shall be used as replacements in the noncombatant 
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duties of men qualified for combat duty. Men so inducted 
shall be entitled to all the benefits granted other inductees. 
All 4—F’s on the date of approval of this act shall be re- 
examined hereunder and there shall be no further induc- 
tion except under these provisions, until the Director of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion certifies that such 
induction and replacement program does not supply needed 
men. 

H. R. 1281. Mr. Stigler; January 9, 1945; (Coinage, 

Weights and Measures). 

Authorizes the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemora- 
tion of the memory of Will Rogers. 

H. R. 1282. Mr. Bradley of Pennsylvania; January 9, 1945 
(Civil Service). 

Grant civil service preferences to veterans, their wives, 
and widows. ; 

H. R. 1283. Mr. Bradley of Pennsylvania; January 9, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Patients in Military hospitals who request transfer to 
other such hospitals shall not be required to pay trans- 
portation cost. 

H. R. 1284. Mr. May; January 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Registered female nurses between 18 and 44 years of age 
are subject to registration and induction, under the Se- 
lective Training and Service Act of 1940, for medieal duty. 
H. R. 1285. Mr. May; January 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes grant to the Duke Power Co, of a perpetual 
ensement across Camp Croft, 8. C. 

H. R. 1286. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(Pensions). 

Honorably discharged 70-day veterans (or contract fe- 
male nurses), of the Spanish-American War, Philippine 
Insurrection, or Boxer Rebellion shall, at the age of 65, 
be entitled to a pension of $50 per month. 

H. R. 1287. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

The compensation, pension, or emergency officers’ re- 
tirement pay of a World War veteran shall not be reduced 
during hospitalization or institutional or domiciliary care. 
H. R. 1288. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 

(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

For income tax purposes, retirement annuities paid to 
employees of the Panama Canal and the Panama Railroad 
Co. are excluded from gross income. 

H. R. 1289. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides that retired officers and enlisted men of the 
military and naval forces without war service shall be 
entitled to hospitalization and domiciliary care to the same 
extent that veterans of any war are furnished such serv- 
ices by the Veterans’ Administration [amending U. S. C. 
38: 706b]. 

H. R. 1290. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Exempts from the transportation tax amounts paid for 
transportation of agricultural commodities, milk and live- 
stock to a packing or processing plant [amending 58 
Stat. 65]. 

H. R. 1291. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Inereases or decreases the pension payments for veter- 
ans by 10 percent for every 10 percent increase or decrease 
in the cost of living, using as a base the first 6 months of 
1940. 


H. R. 1292. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(Public Lands). 


rovides for opening of rights-of-way including stock 
driveways, over Federal lands within the exterior bound- 
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ary of the Jackson Hole National Monument, for renewal 
of leases, grazing permits, ete., on such lands, and for 
payments to the State by the United States to compen- 
sate for tax losses. 


H. R. 1293. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Suit on automatic, yearly renewable term, or Govern- 
ment life (converted) insurance may be brought at any 
time. No State or other statute of limitations shall be 
applicable to suits filed, and suits thus barred may be 
reinstated. 

H. R. 1294. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(Pensions). 

Prohibits reduction of the compensation, pension, or 
retirement pay of a veteran of the war with Spain during 
his hospital treatment or institutional or domiciliary care 
by the United States or any political subdivision. 


H. R. 1295. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 9, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 


Authorizes payment of mileage for intraurban travel of 
employees of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


H. R. 1296. Mr. Ramspeck; January 9, 1945 (Education). 


Educational Finance Act of 1945—Authorizes funds for 
aid to the States, Territories, and the possessions of the 
United States in financing their public elementary and 
secondary school systems as follows: (1) $200,000,000 
annually, beginning with the fiscal year 1946, until one 
year after the President by declaration or the Congress by 
joint resolution shall have declared the emergency due to 
the war to have ceased, to meet emergencies, and (2) 
$100,000,000 for the fiscal year 1946 and for each fiscal year 
thereafter to more nearly equalize school opportunities 
among and within the States. 

Provides a method of apportionment based on the finan- 
cial needs of the States and upon average daily attendance. 
Withholding of funds on grounds that a State has failed to 
meet the mandates of the act is appealable to United 
States district courts. The funds shall be available to 
pay and adjust salaries of teachers and other school em- 
ployees, to keep schools open not less than 160 days, to 
reduce overcrowded classes, and to meet other costs. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 
In no ease shall the apportionment be used to reduce 
State expenditures for education. 


H. R. 1297. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 9, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, upon 
request of the Government of any nation associated with 
the United States in World War II, to furnish medical 
treatment and other benefits, services, etc., to discharged 
members of the military or naval forces of such nation, the 
services to be paid for by the Government of the nation 
making the request. 


H. R. 1334. Mr. Celler; January 10, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Rewrites certain provisions relating to nonmailability 
of obscene matter, etc., excluding reference to instrument, 
substance, drug, or medicine for the prevention of con- 
ception. Any matter deposited for mailing shall, if the 
postmaster at the place of mailing has reason to believe it 
is obscene, or nonmailable for certain other reasons, be 
seized by that official, who shall send notice of its deten- 
tion to the sender and also, within 10 days, to the United 
States district attorney for the district where it was seized. 
The district attorney shall, within 30 days after receipt 
of a notice, institute proceedings for forfeiture and de- 
struction of the objectionable matter. A jury trial may 
be had on demand of any party. Judgment of the district 
court shall be final, subject to review in the same manner 
as other judgment of district courts. If notice of seizure 
has not been sent, and proceedings instituted, within the 
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prescribed time, or if the matter is adjudged not obscene, 
the matter shall be delivered, or returned to the sender, 
at his option. The postmaster shall keep a public file of 
seized matter, and in the case of written or printed mat- 
ter, he shall, upon institution of proceedings, transmit a 
description or copy thereof to the Library of Congress, 
where it shall be kept available for public inspection. The 
record of the disposition or adjudication of a case must 
be kept in a public file in the postmaster’s office and a copy 
thereof placed with the matter itself in the Library of 
Congress. The penalty of $5,000 fine or 5 years’ imprison- 
ment, or both, for mailing or delivering such nonmuiluble 
matter, or taking it from the mails to circulate it, now ap- 
plies to matter which, within 5 years prior to its deposit 
in the mails, has been adjudicated obsence [amending 
U. 8. C. 18: 334]. 


H. R. 1335. Mr. Dirksen (by request); January 10, 1945 
(District of Columbia). 


Creates a Board of Elections (three members appointed 
by the President for a 4-year term) to supervise the elec- 
tion of national committeemen and delegates to represent 
the District of Columbia at the national political conven- 
tions. Nominations shall be made by certification of 50 
members of a candidate’s party. The elections shal! be 
held the first Monday in May; and all residents of the 
District of Columbia without a voting privilege elsewhere 
who have registered (stating their political affiliation) 
shall be eligible to vote. The bill contains provisions for 
absentee voting and penalties for corrupt practices in 
the election. 


H. R. 1336. Mr. Hartley; January 10, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 
In computing compensation for railway postal clerks a 
work year of 253 days shall be used [amending U. S&S. C. 
39: 629}. 


H. R. 1337. Mr. Hoffman; January 10, 1945 (Labor). 


Makes it unlawful for any individual, association, or 
group, or any governmeiiial department, agency, officer, or 
employee to require directly or indirectly as a condition 
precedent to employment that any person become or re- 
main a member of any labor, fraternal, or religious organi- 
zation, or pay any sum of money for the benefit of any 
such organization. Makes it also unlawful for any govern- 
mental department, ageiicy, officer, or employee to puy or 
approve the payment of any part of any appropriation of 
Congress to any individual, firm, corporation, or associa- 
tion which requires as : condition precedent to employ- 
ment, the joining or remaining a member of any labor, 
fraternal, or religious organization. 

Makes it unlawful for any person, labor organization, or 
group by force, coercion, intimidation, or threat to force 
any person to become or remain a member of any labor 
organization; to refrain from employment or to interfere 
with an employee while going to or from employment or 
seeking employment. Penalties imposed shall be a fine 
of $1,000 and imprisonment not exceeding 1 year, plus 
double the damages suffered by the person deprived of 
employment. 

Any rule, order, or regulation issued by any govern- 
mental department or agency violating any of the above 
provisions is declared null and void, and any officer or em- 
ployee violating this act shall forfeit his right to hold 
office. 


H. R. 1338. Mr. Hoffman; January 10, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Provides that if a strike or slow-down occurs in any 
factory engaged in war work, those directly or indirectly 
participating shall within 10 days return to war work or 
be inducted immediately into the armed services [amend- 
ing Public Law 360, T7th Cong. ]}. 

Makes it unlawful for any individual, association, cor- 
poration, group, governmeiital department, agency, or em- 
ployee to demand and require as a condition precedent to 
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employment that an individual seeking, obtaining or de- 
siring to continue in employment become, be, or remain a 
member of any labor, fraternal or religious organization, 
or pay any sum of money for the benefit of such labor, 
fraternal or religious organization. 

It shall be unlawful for any executive department, 
agency or officer of the Government to pay any sum here- 
tofore xppropriated to any individual, firm, corporation, 
association, etc., which requires as a condition precedent 
to employment, the joining, remaining a member, or the 
payment of any sum to any labor, fraternal or religious 
organization, and any law, rule, order or directive so 
requiring is declared void. 

Penalties for violation of this act shall be a fine of not 
more than $1,000 or imprisonment for 1 year or both. 
A violation by an official of the Federal Government shall 
work a forfeiture of his right to office. 

H. R. 1339. Mr. Hoffman; January 10, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). . 


Industrial plants, mines, ete., may be seized by the 
United States under the War Labor Disputes Act only 
when more than 50 percent of the materials produced or 
handled goes directly to a Federal agency or a contractor 
or subcontractor thereof for war purposes, 

H. R. 1340. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; January 10, 
1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Establishes hourly wage differential for leadingmen and 
quartermasters at naval establishments—33'% per centum 
and 662, per centum, respectively, in excess of the miaxi- 
mum hourly rate for the trade or occupation supervised. 
H. R. 1341. Mr. Robertson of North Dakota; January 10, 

1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Establishes, for a 10-year period, an independent Indian 
Claims Commission to hear and determine all claims 
against the United States or Alaska which are presented 
within 5 years after the date of the act. Suits pending 
in the Court of Claims shall be transferred to the new 
agency. 

H. R. 1342. Mr. Sparkman; January 10, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes a badge for enlisted men in the Army Medi- 
cal Department who perform their duties under enemy 
fire, and provides for additional compensation of $10 a 
month, during the present war and for 6 months there- 
after, to those who are entitled to wear it. Noncombatant 
status shall not be affected by the foregoing provisions. 


H. R. 1343. Mr. Sparkman; January 10, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Funds accruing to the United States Treasury from the 
services of conscientious objectors shall be credited to the 
Selective Service system and shall be used to pay allow- 
ances to needy dependents of conscientious objectors who 
are assigned to work of national importance. 


H. R. 1362. Mr. Crosser; January 11, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce).

Pay-roll taxes on 
employers and employees for support of the retirement 
system are increased, the new maximum being 6% per- 
cent, and taxes on employee representatives are increased 
by 5 percent.

war, however, such vessels economically unsuitable for 
general commercial operation may be disposed of under 
applicable law, subject to conditions affecting routes, 
trades and commodities. Vessels owned or controlled by 
other Government departments or agencies may not be 
sold or chartered until declared surplus by such depart- 
ments and agencies and returned to the commission. 

The Commission shall estimate and publish in the Fed- 
eral Register (1) pre-war domestic costs on basis of aver- 
age construction costs between January 1, 1987, and De- 
cember 31, 1940, and (2) pre-war foreign costs on the 
basis of an estimate of the cost of similar construction in 
a foreign country under conditions existing prior to Sep- 
tember 3, 1939, this, except in the case of Liberty ships, 
to be not less than 50 percent of pre-war domestic costs. 
However, to facilitate carrying out the act the Commis- 
sion may fix such costs except in the case of Liberty ships 
at 50 percent of the pre-war domestic cost. Both pre-war 
domestic cost and pre-war foreign cost shall include costs 
of improvements, etc., required for commercial use, but 
shall not include national-defense features, or the cost of 
restoration for commercial operation. Depreciation shall 
be computed on the basis of a 20-year life, plus accelerated 
depreciation due to war service, not to exceed 21% per- 
cent per annum, 
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Vessels may be sold or chartered to American citizens 
for any type of operation, without restriction as to trades, 
services, routes or sailing schedules, for not less than the 
depreciated pre-war domestic cust. Any vessel other than 
a tanker may be sold at the depreciated pre-war foreign 
cost for operation primarily on a specified route or routes 
in foreign or domestic commerce, or both, or subject to no 
operating restrictions other than that the vessel shall not 
without the consent of the Commission enter into any 
trade route established by the Commission as an essential 
foreign trade route. Tankers may be sold at the depre- 
ciated pre-war foreign cost for operation in foreign trade, 
without regard to route or service, and for operation, with 
Commission approval, in domestic trade if an adjustment 
between the depreciated pre-war domestic cost and the de- 
preciated pre-war foreign cost is made. Tankers may be 
permitted to operate in commerce between foreign coun- 
tries. Payments shall be: 25 percent down, if the vessel 
is purchased on the basis of pre-war foreign costs, 12% 
percent down if it is purchased on the basis of pre-war 
domestic costs; balance within 20 years with interest at 
3% percent. In the case of vessels sold for domestic trade 
(limited or unlimited), payments may be 25 percent down; 
25 percent in 20 annual deferred payments with interest at 
3% percent, and 50 percent in 20-year debentures. De- 
ferred payments and debentures must be secured by a pre- 
ferred mortgage on the vessel and otherwise as the Com- 
mission may determine. The charter rate, except under 
special conditions and upon approval by four members of 
the Commission, shall be (1) for operation without restric- 
tion as to routes and services, 9 percent per year of the 
pre-war domestic cost, plus 3% percent of the depreciated 
domestic cost computed annually; (2) for operation in 
specified routes and services in domestic or foreign com- 
merce, or both, 9 percent of the pre-war foreign cost, plus 
83 percent of the depreciated foreign cost computed 
annually. 

Vessels not needed for United States trade or for na- 
tional defense may, after the Secretary of the State has 
been consulted, be sold to noncitizens subject to the above 
provisions governing sales to citizens, except as to sales 
for unlimited operation, at prices not less than depreciated 
pre-war domestic cost. In the case of Liberty ships, pub- 
lic offers must first be open for a reasonable period to 
American citizens and sales must be made pursuant to 
advertisement and competitive bids, at no less than the 
depreciated pre-war foreign cost. Liberty ships may be 
sold by negotiation at not less than the depreciated pre- 
war foreign cost. Payments must be made upon terms 
prescribed by the Commission with the approval of the 
President. Facilities of United States lending agencies 
may be utilized. 

Sales made between December 31, 1940, and the date of 
this enactment may be adjusted. 

Exchanges to cover vessels Jost or requisitioned during 
the war are authorized. 

Contracts for sale must include provisions for reacquisi- 
tion of vessels by the United States. 

The Commission shall place in a national defense reserve 
such vessels as it, after consultation with the Secretary 
of the Navy, deemes necessary therefor.

H. R. 1432. Mr. Havenner; January 15, 1945 (Naval Af- 
fairs). 

Authorizes the establishment of a junior division of the 
Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

H. R. 1433. Mr. Hobbs; January 15, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits the employment in any capacity by the United 
States Government of a person who has (1) engaged in 
activity subversive of or (2) been a member of or asso- 
ciated with any organization, any part of the aims or pur- 
poses of which is or has been subversive of, the United 
States Government. 

H. R. 1434. Mr. Johnson of Indiana; January 15, 1945 
(Flood Control). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to allot not to exceed 
$10,000,000 for repair, improvement, and extension of flood 
control levees on the Wabash River and its tributaries. 
H. R. 1435. Mr. Johnson of Indiana; January 15, 1945 (In- 

valid Pensions). 

Restores pensions to disabled persons of the Regular 
Establishment, whese disabilities were incurred in line 
of duty and who were upon pension rolls not less than 
five years prior to March 20, 1933, at the rate then in 
effect; such pension shall not again be reduced or sus- 
pended during pensioner’s lifetime. 

H. R. 1436. Mr. King; January 15, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


All distilled spirits found in any unstamped cask or 
package (now any unstamped cask or package containing 
5 gallons or more) and any bottled distilled spirits found 
in any unstamped case, shall be forfeited to the United 
States. A basic permit to engage in the business of im- 
porting alcoholic beverages or in selling or transporting 
them in interstate commerce shall (1) be conditioned upon 
conduct of the operations conforming with the laws of the 
State in which they are conducted; (2) be liable to revo- 
cation (now suspension only) for a first violation of its 
conditions ; and (3) be issued for 1 year only (now effec- 
tive until suspended, revoked, or annulled).

Permits Government officers and employees to accumu- 
late 120 days annual vacation leave (now 90 days) and 
authorizes cash payment for forfeited leave beyond the 
authorized accumulation [amending 56 Stat. 1052]. 

H. R. 1438. Mr. Lane; January 15, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Authorizes cash payment to Federal and District of 
Columbia employees for forfeited leave beyond the au- 
thorized accumulation. 

H. R. 1439. Mr. Lanham; January 15, 1945 (Patents). 

In Federal Court and Patent Office proceedings appli- 
cants for patents, or patentees, shall be prohibited from 
establishing invention dates by reference to use or knowl- 
edge thereof in foreign countries. 

H. R. 1440. Mr. Larcade; January 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation and Export- 
Import Bank may not make loans to be used in a foreign 
country for the production of any article or commodity of 
which there is an exportable surplus in the United States 
[amending U. 8. C. 15: 605]. 

H. R. 1441. Mr. Lemke; January 15, 1945 (Public Lands). 

Establishes Theodore Roosevelt National Park in North 
Dakota. 

H. R. 1442. Mr. Miller; January 15, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Broadens title V of the Social Security Act to include 
medical, surgical, and hospital care, the Federal Govern- 
ment to match State funds. 

H. R. 1443. Mr. Mills; January 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation and Export- 
Import Bank are prohibited from making any loans to be 
used in a foreign country for the production of any article 
or commodity, of which there is an exportable surplus in 
the United States [amending U. S. C. 15: 605}. 

H. R. 1444. Mr. Mott; January 15, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 

Subjects Japanese enemy aliens to deportation imme- 
diately after the war and prohibits their release from in- 
ternment except upon deportation warrants. Exempts 
persons or the parents, grandparents, brothers, or sisters 
of persons who served ii the armed forces of the United 
States during the war between the United States and 
Japan. 

H. R. 1445. Mr. Mundt; January 15, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Government employees with 25 years of service may 
voluntarily retire at the age of 55, with an annuity equal 
in value to the present worth of a deferred annuity at 
age of 62 [amending U. S. C., Supp. III 5: 691 (3) 1]. 

H. R. 1446. Mr. O’Hara; January 15, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Terminates daylight saving time March 1, 1945 [amend- 
ing 56 Stat. 9]. 

H. R. 1447. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 15, 1945 (Pub- 
lic Lands). 

Authorizes any employee of the Department of the In- 
terior who is stationed in Alaska to purchase or lease one 
tract of public lands there for home or recreation use 
[amending U. 8S. C. 43: 682a]. 


H. R. 1448. Mr. Powers; January 15, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 
Authorizes long-distance telephone calls at Government 


expense by military personnel returning from overseas 
service on account of service-incurred wounds or illness. 
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H. R. 1449. Mr. Ramey; January 15, 1945 (Education). 


Provides for Federal payments to States or political sub- 
divisions to cover cost of educational facilities for children 
of temporary residents engaged in war work. 

H. R. 1450. Mr. Spence; January 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The Commodity Credit Corporation (1) is continued 
until June 30, 1947; (2) may have outstanding obligations 
in the aggregate amount of five (now three) billion dol- 
lars; (3) may sell at a loss nonbasie perishable commod- 
ities under its control which the War Food Administrator 
considers in danger of spoilage. The limitation on cotton 
sales by the Corporation is suspended until the end of two 
years after the first day of January following the termina- 
tion of hostilities. The restriction on subsidy payments 
(§ 2 (e) Stabilization Extension Act of 1944) shall not 
apply to the Corporation's operations (1) to support prices, 
(2) obtain production of agricultural commodities, or (3) 
to absorb abnormal! costs of transportation of agricultural 
commodities.

Increases the pension payable to war veterans suffer- 
ing from permanent total non-service-connected disabilities 
from $50 to $60 per month [amending Vet. Reg. No. 1 (a), 
pt. ILI, par. I (f)]. 

H. R. 1495. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 16, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to insert 
in the rating schedule of the Veterans’ Administration a 
minimum rating of permanent partial 1 per centum for 
any injury, disease, ailment, or disability incurred in 
active service in time of war. 

H. R. 1496. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 16 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Repeals the income limitation as to payment of death 
compensation benefits payable under U. 8S. C. 38: 508, to 
dependents of deceased veterans of World War I or IJ 
who had service-connected disability. 

H. R. 1497. Mr. Bartlett; January 16, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Employees of the United States Government, including 
employees of the Alaska Railroad, who reside in munici- 
palities on the line of the railroad, may engage in politi- 
cal activities involving the municipality in which they re- 
side [amending U. S. C. 18: 61h]. 

H. R. 1498. Mrs. Bolton; January 16, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Crews of the revenue cutters Algonquin and Onondaga 
who enlisted in 1898 for the duration of the War shall be 
considered to have been in the United States Navy for 
the purpose of granting them benefits conferred upon 
Spanish-American War Veterans. 

H. R. 1499. Mrs. Bolton; January 16, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Applications for natitonal service life insurance, made 
within 120 days after induction, by persons entering active 
service on or after October 8, 1940, shall be deemed effec- 
tive (1) if deductions of premiums from active service pay 
were authorized or if payment of required premiums was 
made, and (2) if the applicant died prior to effective date 
of such application: Total benefits, including gratuitous 
awards heretofore made, shall not exceed $5,000, 


H. R. 1500. Mr. Edwin A. Hall; January 16, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes necessary appropriations for pilgrimages, 
after the present war, of gold-star mothers and fathers 
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(or if they be dead, the next of kin) to the graves of 

their sons and daughters who died in the service of the 

armed forces of the United States and who are buried in 

foreign lands. 

H. R. 1501. Mr. Kilday; January 16, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Deletes the requirement that parents must be dependent 
to be considered beneficiaries under the National Service 
Life Insurance Act of 1940 [amending U. S. C. 38: 802]. 
H. R. 1502. Mr. Lane; January 16, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Provides for lump payment of compensation for accu- 
mulated annual leave and current accrued annual leave to 
officers and employees who were involuntarily separated 
from the service of the United States as a result of the 
expiration of the Bituminous Coal Act of 1937. 

H. R. 1503. Mr. McConnell; January 16, 1945 (Foreign 
Affairs). 

Foreign Service Academy Act—Directs the Secretary of 
State to establish, in the District of Columbia, a United 
States Foreign Service Academy, under the supervision of 
the State Department. The degree of bachelor of arts shall 
be conferred upon completion of the course of instruction, 
which shall be prescribed by the Secretary of State. A 
Board of Visitors, consisting of five members of the For- 
eign Relations Committee of the Senate and five members 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee of the House, shall be 
appointed each year. The maximum number of students 
shall be 400, not more than one from any State or Terri- 
tory or from Puerto Rico or the District of Columbia, and 
eight from the United States at large, in each class. Ad- 
mission shall be by competitive examination. Students 
shall be entitled to quarters and subsistence. After the 
graduation of the first class, preference in making original 
appointments of permanent officers in the Foreign Service 
shall be given to graduates of the Foreign Service 
Academy. 

H. R. 1504. Mr. Mills; January 16, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

When Federal equipment or supplies used for the edu- 
cation or training of defense workers are no longer needed 
for such purpose, title thereto shall be transferred to the 
school, etc., in which they are located. 

H. R. 1505. Mr. Carnahan; January 16, 1945 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Reestablishes the Rural Electrification Administration 
as an independent executive agency. (Created as an in- 
dependent establishment by the Rural Electrification Act 
of 1936, this agency was transterred to the Department 
of Agriculture by the President’s Reorganization Plan No. 
II, May 8, 1939.) 

H. R. 1506. Mr. Chenoweth; January 16, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Eighteen- and nineteen-year-old students shall be de- 
ferred from service under the Selective Training and Serv- 
ice Act during the last half of one of their academic years, 
or at any time during their senior year, regardless of its 
termination date, or until they cease to pursue such course 
of instruction, whichever is earlier [amending U. S. C. 
50: App. 305 (f) and 56 Stat. 1019]. 

H. R. 1507. Mr. Chenoweth; January 16, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 


Repeals section 2 of the act entitled “An act for the 
preservation of American Antiquities” approved June 8, 
1906, which gives the President authority to declare, by 
proclamation, certain land owned by the United States 
to be preserved for scientific or historical purposes. 


H. R. 1508. Mr. Chenoweth; January 16, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 


The provision for payment of War Risk Insurance (not- 
withstanding there was no policy in force) to dependent 
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parents of persons in active service who died in line of 

duty between October 8, 1940 and April 20, 1942, is ex- 

tended to allow payment to parents not dependent [amend- 

ing U. S. C. 38: 802 (d)]. 

H. R. 1509. Mr. Clason; January 16, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Members of the armed forces who have served in the 
United States are no longer ineligible for mustering-out 
payments for active service performed prior to discharge 
or relief from active service on their own initiative to ac- 
cept employment, or, in the case of persons thus relieved, 
for active service prior to discharge while in such inactive 
status [58 Stat. 8]. 

H. R. 1510. Mr. Eberharter; January 16, 1945 (Civil

Establishes in the classified civil service a Mechanical 
Service, to which are transferred, from the craft pro- 
tective custodial classification, all classes of positions 
within a recognized trade or craft, the duties of which are 
to maintain or repair Government buildings or to install, 
maintain or operate equipment in such buildings or on such 
property.

H. R. 1512. Mr. Kilday; January 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for the computation of doubie time credits 
awarded between 1898 and 1912 in determining retired pay 
of enlisted men with 30 years’ service [amending U. 8. C. 
37: 1091. 

H. R. 1513. Mr. Kilday; January 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides dispensary treatment and hospitalization in 
Army and Navy hospitals without charge for retired en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
and members of the fieet reserve. 

H. R. 1514. Mr. Kilday; January 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Emergency officers retirement benefits are extended to 
persons who entered active service between April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, and served as officers prior to 
July 2, 1921 [amending U. S. C. 38: 582a]. 

H. R. 1515. Mr. Kilday; January 16, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Individuals owning a majority of the voting stock of a 
foreign corporation from which dividends are received 
shall be allowed the foreign tax credit provided by § 131 
of the Internal Revenue Code. 

H. R. 1516. Mr. Kilday; January 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Extends the period to 60 days from date of enactment 
hereunder, for which overtime rates of compensation shall 
be paid certain employees of the War and Navy depart- 
ments, the Coast Guard, and the Panama Canal [amend- 
ing 55 Stat. 241-242, as amended]. 

H. R. 1517. Mr. Kilday; January 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

All retired warrant officers, who were wounded in battle 
during World War I, shall be promoted to chief warrant 
officer on the retired list, and receive the pay and allow- 
ances of chief warrant officer.

Exempts officers and employees of the War Department 
serving without compensation or on a when-actually-em-

Research and Development, actually employed less than 
90 days on a per diem basis or without compensation, from 
the provisions of the Criminal Code prohibiting officers 
and employees of the Government, ete., from receiving 
compensation or being interested in claims against the 
United States, provided that this exemption shall not 
apply to such officers or employees who acted on behalf 
of the United States in connection with contracts, or claims 
arising therefrom with their employers. 

Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 16, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Whoever procures the escape of a war prisoner or enemy 
alien of the United States, or one of its allies, or aids, 
shelters, or otherwise assists such a person after his 
escape, knowing him to be a war prisoner or enemy alien, 
or attempts or conspires to commit any of these acts shall 
be fined not more than $10,000 or imprisoned for not more 
than 10 years or both. 


H. R. 1526. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 16, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Cedes to the state, territory, or dependency wherein is 
situated any place reserved or acquired for the use of the 
United States the jurisdiction necessary or appropriate to 
(a) administration of decedents’ estates, (b) adjudication 
as to mental incompetency, (c) commitment of incom- 
petent persons for care or treatment, and (d) appointment 
of guardians for incompetent or minor persons, or the 
property of such persons who are present, or whose prop- 
erty is located, in such place.

Exempts members of the Advisory Board appointed un- 
der the War Mobilization and Reconversion Act of 1944 
from the provisions of the Criminal Code and 58 Stat.

H. R. 1528. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 16, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Includes among the Federal officers protected from as- 
sault, all military and naval personnel of the armed serv- 
ices [amending U. 8. C. 18: 253].

Where a federal court finds that a person convicted 
of a federal offense and under suspended sentence has 
fully complied with the terms and conditions of probation, 


the judgment of convictiton shall automatically be set 

aside. 

H. R. 1530. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 16, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Any person claiming any interest or rights in property 
vested in the Alien Property Custodian by action after De- 
cember 18, 1941, may file a claim. Settlement of the claim 
may be made if sanctioned by the President or an agency 
designated to act for him, provided the claimant is not an 
enemy alien and a resident (on or before December 7, 
1941) of enemy or enemy-occupied territory or a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of an enemy country, or an 
individual corporation or other organization listed on the 
proclaimed list of certain blocked nationals. After filing a 
claim, suit may be brought in equity (against the Alien 
Property Custodian) to establish that the claimant is not 
a foreign country or a national thereof and that he is en- 
titled to the rights and interest claimed.

Expenses incident to property held by the Custodian and 
expenses of the Justice Department for legal service thereto 
shall be paid by the Custodian’s office; however, expenses 
attributable to specific property may be charged against 
the former owner. The Custodian may, in his discretion, 
pay taxes on property vested in him. ‘The President shall 
retain the powers, rights, and privileges conferred on him 
by the First War Powers Act with respect to property 
which was taken prior to, but vested after, December 18, 
1941. Whenever the Custodian may cause securities held 
by him for sale to be registered he shall have the person 
acting for him in connection with registration and sale 
indemnified.

Affairs). 


Registration under a State law shall not be a prescribed 
qualification for appointment to the Army Nurse Corps. 


H. R. 1572. Mr. Dickstein ; January 17, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Registration under a State law shall not be a prescribed 
qualification for appointment to the Navy Nurse Corps. 


H. R. 1575. Mr. Dirksen; January 17, 1945 (Labor). 

Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice (a) by any employer the refusal to 
hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, any 
person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin or ancestry, or the limitation of recruitment on 
that basis; (b) by any labor union the refusal of, or ex- 
pulsion from membership, or the discrimination against 
any employee, employer, or member on the foregoing 
grounds, and (c) by any employer or union, discrimination, 
etc., against any person because he has opposed practices 
forbidden by this act. Establishes a Fair Employment 
Practice Commission (to supplant the Committee on Fair 
Employment Practice established by Executive Order 
9346) which is empowered to prohibit persons from en- 
gaging in any practices declared to be unfair, to hold 
hearings on complaints of such practices, to order persons 
complained of to cease and desist therefrom, and to take 
appropriate affirmative action, including hiring or rein- 
statement of employees with or without back pay, and to 
petition any circuit court of appeals for enforcement of 
such orders. Permits judicial review of the Commission’s 
orders upon petition of aggrieved parties. Confers upon 
the Commission investigatory powers. All Government 
contracts and subcontracts shall stipulate that the con- 
tractor or subcontractor, unless specifically exempt by 
regulation, shall not engage in unfair employment prac- 
tices, and no Government contracts shall be awarded to 
persons found by the Commission to have violated any 
of the provisions of this act. 


H. R. 1576. Mr. Izac; January 17, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Credit shall be given, for longevity pay purposes, for 
all periods of service as cadets, midshipmen, and aviation 
eadets, effective as of June 1, 1942 [amending U. S. C. 
37: 108a]. 
H. R. 1577. Mr. Mansfield of Texas; January 17, 1945 
(Rivers and Harbors). 
Authorize the construction, repair, and preservation of 
257 works for improvement on rivers, harbors, and other 
waterways, plans and proposals for projects hereafter in- 
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stituted to be discussed with the states affected. Au- 
thorizes allotment of $300,000 annually for removing snags, 
protecting channels, etc., in navigable harbors and streas, 
repealing U. 8S. C. 33: 603, which imposed a limitation of 
$3,000 a year for comparable work. Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of War to make 285 preliminary surveys for river and 
barbor improvements. No improvements or surveys au- 
thorized shall be appropriated for or constructed until 6 
months after the termination of the present war, unless 
designated a defense project. 


H. R. 1578. Mr. Randolph (by request); January 17, 1945 
(Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Classification Act by making it 
unlawful for a department head or supervisory official to 
change the duties of an employee or description thereof 
when an appeal for reallocation is pending. Provides for 
prompt consideration of reallocation appeals and gives an 
employee unrestricted opportunity to discuss his position 
with « representative of the Civil Service Commission. 


H. R. 1579. Mr. Rankin; January 17, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 
Permanent disability ratings shall not be reduced by 
the Veterans’ Administration in the absence of fraud or 
unmistakable error. 


H. R. 1580. Mr. Rankin; January 17, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

National Service Life Insurance shall provide against 
permanent total disability without additional charge. 
Such disability benefit payments shall not be discontinued 
(except for fraud) without proof of substantial gainful 


unemployment for a 12-month period with no ill effect to 
the insured. 


H. R. 1581. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 17, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
furnish certain medical, surgical, and dental services and 
orthopedic or prosthetic appliances (dental appliances, 
wheel chairs, artificial limbs, etc.) to veterans discharged 
under conditions other than dishonorable [amending Vet- 
erans’ Regulation 7 (a), U. 8. C. 38: 724). 


H. R. 1582. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 17, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Veterans’ service-connected disability pension shall be 
increased by 20 percent upon reaching 40 years of age, and 
20 percent each 5 years thereafter. Where the degree of 
disability changes the veterans shall receive the amount 
payable for the attained age, but not in excess of the 
amount payable for total disability. 


H. R. 1583. Mr. Wadsworth; January 17, 1945 (Judiciary). 


In claims against the Government for use of inventions, 
the court (1) shall require the Government to plead all 
defenses, to admit the truth of material facts shown by 
department records and equipment, and to waive the de- 
fense of shop right unless, without duress, the inventor 
gave consent to use without pay; and (2) may require 
department to assist claimant in getting evidence from 
departmental records, including papers and information 
furnished the Attorney General. Threats of prosecution 
or intimidation to influence a witness of a claimant shall 
be punishable as contempt of court. Department heads 
may refuse to answer interrogatories, etc., upon support- 
ing affidavits of two experts, when deemed detrimental to 
the public interest and safety. Pleadings and judgments 
shall be governed by the new Rules of Civil Procedure for 
the District courts, except, that the general issue may not 
be pleaded [amending U. 8, C. 35: 69]. Fraudulent claims 
or suits against the United States by inventors shall work 
a complete forfeiture of such claims. 

Reasonable royalties may be granted ; judgment may be 
rendered against the Government for withholding material 
evidence; no case may be dismissed for lack of prosecu- 
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tion because material evidence has been withheld and all 
cases so dismissed since January 1, 1938, are restored 
to the calendar; and inventors may assign all rights. 
Where an infringement or use ef a patent or reduction in 
royalties is required of a contractor operating under a 
contract with the government, the sole liability therefor 
shall rest on the government and the injured party may 
recover by suit in the Court of Claims. A list of inventors, 
whose inventions have been placed under secrecy orders, 
together with the titles of their inventions shall be pub- 
lished from time to time by the Commissioner of Patents. 
Persons examining patent applications or receiving in- 
formation from the Patent Office must certify that the in- 
formation so received will not be divulged except as be- 
comes necessary in the prosecution of the war. The Court 
of Claims may reopen patent cases on newly discovered 
evidence. Extends the jurisdiction of the District Courts 
in suits for compensation for patent use, heretofore vested 
in the Court of Claims, with appeals allowed to the circuit 
courts of appeal [amending U. 8. C. 28:41 (20)]. 


H. R. 1584. Mrs. Luce; January 17, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Authorizes the naturalization and admission into the 
United States of Eastern Hemisphere Indians and their 
descendants under the quota computed for India. 


H. R. 1585. Mr. O’Toole; January 17, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 


Transfers jurisdiction over Fort Hamilton, N. Y¥., to the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs for establishment of a 
Veterans’ Administration facility. 


H. R. 1586. Mr. Farrington; January 17, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

Extends naturalization privileges to Koreans and persons 
of Korean descent and to certain persons with mixed blood 
of the various classes eligible for naturalization. Declares 
an immigration quota of 100 per annum for Koreans or 
their descendants (75 percent to those born and resident 
in Korea) unti! Korea is reestablished as an independent 
country, at which time a permanent quota shall be de- 
clared. For purposes of admission, Koreans or descend- 
ants of Koreans shall mean persons who are of one-half 
of a blood indigenous to Korea as of prior to August 22, 
1910, and Chinese persons shall mean persons of one-half 
Chinese blood, eligibility for naturalization being required 
for either class [amending U. 8S. C. 8: 703]. 


H. R. 1587. Mr. Fulmer; January 17, 1945 (Agriculture). 

United States Cotton Classing Act of 1945.—The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture shall make promptly available to the 
producer the classification, according to official cotton 
standards of the United States, of a sample representing 
each bale of cotton ginned in the United States for ship- 
ment in commerce. Each cotton ginner shall make it a 
condition of acceptance of cotton for ginning that the 
owner authorizes a sample to be taken from each bale for 
submission to the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture for classification, and shall transmit such sample to 
an Office of the Department designated for the purpose. 


H. R. 1588. Mr. Hinshaw; January 17, 1945 (Education). 


Prohibits the conducting of foreign-language schools 
(defined as those conducted in a current language other 
than English or other than a language commonly used by 
the native inhabitants of a State, Territory, or possession } 
or any school conducted for foreign propaganda purposes. 
Conducting, contributing to, or holding any proprietary in- 
terest in a foreign language school is deemed a felony 
punishable by a fine of $5,000 and/or 5 years’ imprison- 
ment. Enrollment of minor children or wards in such 
schools is deemed a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
$5,000 and/or 1 year imprisonment. Nothing herein shall 
prohibit the conducting of schools in which foreign lan- 
guages are taught. 
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H. R. 1589. Mr. Hinshaw; January 17, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). , i 


Excludes real estate salesmen from Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax provisions [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 1607 (ce) 
(14) ]. sail 


H. R. 1590. Mr. Walter; January 17, 1945 (Judiciary). 

The insurance business shall be subject to the laws of 
the several States which relate to the regulation and taxa- 
tion thereof, and no Act of Congress shall, without specific 
provision, be construed to invalidate, impair, or supersede 
any such State law. Nothing in the Federal Trade Com- 
mission Act or the Robinson-Patman Antidiscrimination 
Act shall apply to the insurance business, nor shall the 
Sherman Act apply thereto until June 1, 1947, or the Clay- 
ton Act until January 1, 1948, but the Sherman Act is not, 
by the foregoing provisions, made inapplicable to any act 
of boycott, coercion, or intimidation, nor may this act be 
so construed as to affect the application of the National 
Labor Relations Act or the Fair Labor Standards Act to 
the business of insurance. 


H. R. 1591. Mr. Hinshaw; January 17, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

The number of cadets and midshipmen at the Military 
and Naval Academies is increased at each Academy by such 
number as may be appointed by the President from among 
the sons of officers, soldiers, sailors, and marines of the 
United States Army, Navy and Marine Corps, who have 
been awarded a Medal of Honor in the name of Congress. 


H. R. 1592. Mr. Hinshaw; January 17, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Whenever the currency value of a foreign state shall 
have declined more than 5 percent from its value on De- 
cember 31, 1934, an exchange dumping tax shall be col- 
lected upon the imports from that state. The tax shall 
be proportioned to the value of the article, as the amount 
of difference in value of the currency between December 31, 
1934, and date of release of the article from custom cus- 
tody, is to the value of the currency on date of release.

H. R. 1619. Mr. Dworshak; January 18, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Relocation centers maintained by the War Relocation 

Authority, except those operated exclusively for Japanese 


whose loyalty to the United States is in doubt, shall be 
closed by June 30, 1945. 


H. R. 1620. Mr. Cole of New York; January 18, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 


Title to and possession of all naval vessels shall remain 
in the United States. Disposal of any such vessel is pro- 
hibited. 


H. R. 1621. Mr. Pittenger; January 18, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes payment of increased pension on account of 
dependents, in the case of veterans receiving hospital or 
domiciliary care, for any period not more than 1 year (now 
6 months) prior to receipt of evidence showing the ex- 
istence of such dependents [amending Veterans’ Regula- 
tion No. 6 (a) ]. 
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H. R. 1622. Mr. Whitten; January 18, 1945 (Public Lands). 


The Secretary of the Treasury shall pay to each State 
or loca] unit which has issued bonds secured by real prop- 
erty or payable from real property taxes a sum which 
bears the same ratio to the total value of the bonds of the 
taxing unit outstanding on the date when title to the lands 
vested in the United States as the value of the Federal 
lands bears to the total value of the real property in the 
taxing unit. Payments shall be used solely to pay off 
outstanding bonds and shall be made within 18 months 
after the date of the act except that as to lands acquired 
for military or related purposes they shall be made within 
81% years after the termination of hostilities. The act 
does not apply to lands exempt from State or local taxes. 


H. R. 1623. Mr. Bland; January 18, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 


Amends the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 with relation 
to treatment, for income tax purposes, of certain gains 
which have been deposited in construction reserve funds 
and have not been expended. Hereafter the requirement 
that if any such deposited gain is included in gross income 
for the taxable year there shall be collected, in lieu of 
any adjustment with respect to the declared value excess- 
profits tax, an amount equal to 1.1 percent of the gain 
so included is specifically limited to cases where the de- 
posited gain is subject to declared value excess-profits tax 
under the law applicable to the taxable year in which the 
gain was realized.

Natives of India who entered the United States prior to 
July 1, 1924, and resided here since, may become natu- 
ralized without a declaration of intention, a certificate of 
arrival, or any additional residence. Petitions hereunder 
shall be filed within 1 vear of this enactment and shall be 
accompanied by a certificate of examination from a natu- 
ralization examiner. 


H. R. 1625. Mr. Randolph (by request); January 18, 1945 
(District of Columbia). 


Abolishes the office of coroner and establishes the Office 
of Medical Examiner for the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 1626. Mr. Reece; January 18, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


A securities registration statement to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission shall include any underwriter’s 
agreement to maintain the public offering price for any 
period of time which shall not exceed 30 days from the 
date of the initial public offering. Prohibits brokers or 
dealers from using the mails or interstate commerce to 
effect the purchase or sale of securities (other than ex- 
empted securities) in order to peg, fix, or stabilize prices 
in contravention of regulations prescribed by the Com- 
mission for the protection of investors [amending U. S. C. 
15: 77aa (16), 780 (c)]. 


H. R. 1627. Mr. Sabath; January 18, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


For taxable years beginning after December 31, 1944, 
Members of Congress may deduct as business expenses, 
travel and living expenses while away from home (State 
residence) up to $2,500 [amending U. S. ©. 26: 23 (a) 
(1) (A)]. 


H. R. 1643. Mr. Andrews of Alabama; January 22, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Retired officers of the Regular Army (and the National 
Guard when called out by the President), below the grade 
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of colonel, who between April 5, 1917, and November 12, 
1918, or since August 27, 1940, have performed active sery- 
ice shall be promoted one grade on the retired list as fol- 
lows: (1) Second and first lieutenants, captains, majors, 
and lieutenant colonels (on the promotion list) with 3, 
10, 13, 17, and 26 years’ service respectively; (2) first lieu- 
tenants, captains, majors, and lieutenant colonels (on the 
nonpromotion list) with 3, 12, 20, and 26 years’ service re- 
spectively ; (3) second and first lieutenants of the Medical 
Administrative Corps with 5 and 10 years’ service respec- 
tively. Officers cited for gallantry who have received the 
Purple Heart medal, if now on the inactive list shall be 
promoted one grade, or if now on active duty shall be 
promoted one grade upon return to inactive status or duty. 


H. R. 1644. Mr. Bennett of Missouri; January 22, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Any officer or enlisted man of the Regular Establish- 
ment who remains in active service after termination of 
the present war shall be given a permanent appointment 
in the highest rank or grade held during the war, and 
shall be advanced one grade just prior to retirement from 
active service. Double credit shall be given for service in 
the present war in computing the length of service for 
retirement purposes. 

H. R. 1645. Mr. Bennet of New York; January 22, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Preserves reemployment preference of veterans who 
were employed in nonessential industries prior to indue- 
tion but who become employed in essential activities 
within 90 days after being relieved from training and 
service or hospitalization and continue therein until the 
provisions of the Selective Service Act relating to the pe- 
riod of liability for training and service become inoperative 
or until his selective service local board determines that 
it is no longer necessary for him to be so employed. 


H. R. 1646. Mr. Bland; January 22, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Establishes the grade of admiral in the Coast Guard and 
authorizes the President, with the consent of the Senate, 
to appoint an officer holding the rank of Commandant to 
that grade and rank without examination. The ap- 
pointee shall receive the same pay and allowances as a 
rear admiral of the upper half, plus an annual personal 
money allowance of $2,200 and shall be entitled to retired 
pay equal to 75 percent of his active-duty pay. Effective 
until 6 months after the end of the present wars or such 
earlier date as the Congress may fix.

Affairs). 


Authorizes conveyance to the Captain William Edmiston 
Chapter of the D. A. R. of certain property in Mont- 
gomery County, Tenn. 


H. R. 1648. Mr. Dondero; January 22, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Prohibits interference with broadcasting of noncommer- 
cial educational or cultural programs prepared by academ- 
ically accredited and tax-exempt educational institutions, 
if no valuable consideration is paid to the broadcasting 
company, the producers, or the participants. 


H. R. 1649. Mr. Hale (by request); January 22, 1945 (Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries). 


Services of civilian employees of the Lighthouse Service 
commissioned as officers in the Coast Guard under 53 Stat. 
1216 shall be included in computation for longevity pay 
[amending U. 8. C. 14: 10f]. 


H. R. 1650. Mr. Harless of Arizona; January 22, 1945 


(Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Disabled veterans shall have the same preference in 
Government housing facilities as war workers or other 
civilians. 
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H. R. 1651. Mr. Hébert; January 22, 1945 (Interstate and 


Foreign Commerce). 
Consents to construction and operation by the State of 
Louisiana of a toll bridge across the Mississippi River 

at or near New Orleans. 


H. R. 1652. Mr. Hébert; January 22, 1945 (Interstate and 


Foreign Commerce). 
Consents to construction and operation by the State of 
Louisiana of a free highway bridge across the Mississippi 
River at or near New Orleans. 


H. R. 1653. Mr. Hendricks; January 22, 1945 (Invalid 
Pensions). 

Extends compensation and hospitalization benefits con- 
ferred upon World War I veterans to honorably discharged 
veterans who served on the Mexican border as members 
of the Regular Army or National Guard from June 1916 
to April 1917, inclusive and to the unremarried widows of 
such veterans. 


H. R. 1654. Mr. Lanham; January 22, 1945 (Patents). 


General revision of the trade-mark laws—Provides for 
a principal register for the registration of trade-marks 
upon terms similar to the present requirements, except 
that substantially exclusive use in commerce for 5 years 
prior to the application may be accepted as prima facie 
evidence of distinctiveness. In addition service marks 
(used to distinguish user’s services from similar services 
of others), certification marks (used to certify goods as 
to origin, material, quality, ete.), and collective marks 
may be registered upon a separate register although the 
owners may have no industrial or commercial establish- 
ment. Marks of corporations, etc., may be used by sub- 
sidiary or related companies. 

A certificate of registration shall be effective for 20 
years; however, at the end of 6 years it shall be canceled 
unless an affidavit is filed stating that it is still in use. 
Certificates shall be continued where non-use was due to 
special circumstances and not to intention to abandon such 
mark. Certificates may be renewed for like periods of 20 
years if the mark is still in use. Marks may be assigned 
with or without good will but such assignments shall be 
void as against a subsequent purchaser for value without 
notice unless recorded in the Patent Office within 3 months 
of the date thereof or prior to such subsequent purchase. 
Provides a 5-year period in which persons damaged by the 
registration of a mark may apply for its cancelation. Ap- 
plication may be made at any time for the cancelation 
of abandoned marks or marks fraudulently obtained. 
After the period of cancelation has expired the right of 
the registrant to use his mark in commerce shall be 
uncontestable. 

Provides for examination of applications and the filing 
of notices of opposition by persons likely to be damaged by 
the registration of marks. Sets up an interference divi- 
sion, in general similar to interference in patent claims 
with appeals therefrom to the Commisioner and the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals as in patent 
eases. In all inter partes proceedings the doctrine of 
laches and acquiescence, where applicable, shall be con- 
sidered and applied. In the case of an honest concurrent 
use in commerce, more than one registration of a mark 
may be granted. 

Requires the keeping of a supplemental register (a con- 
tinuation of the present register for marks under the 
Buenos Aires Convention of 1910) in which marks not 
registerable upon the principal register may be registered 
if in lawful use for 1 year. Such marks shall not be sub- 
ject to opposition but shall be published on registration. 
Importation of goods bearing infringing marks or names 
is prohibited. A person who affixes a false description 
of origin or false description of an article and causes goods 
so designated, etc., to enter into commerce shall be liable 
to a civil action by any person doing business in the lo- 
cality falsely indicated as that of origin, or by any person 
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who believes he may be damaged. Goods so marked shall 

not be imported into the United States. 

H. R. 1655. Mr. McConnell; January 22, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

For taxable years beginning after December 31, 1944, 
contributions to volunteer fire companies may be deducted 
as charitable contributions [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 23 (0) 
(1) and (q) (1)]. 

H. R. 1656. Mr. Murdock; January 22, 1945 (Irrigation and 
Reclamation). 

Authorizes modification of contract for purchase of 
Diesel electric-generating plant of the Christmas Copper 
Corporation for use in connection with the San Carlos 
irrigation project. 

H. R. 1657. Mr. Philbin; January 22, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

A duplicate flag shall be issued, upon written request 
therefor, to the mother or father of a deceased veteran of 
World War II if the flag used to drape the veteran’s 
casket has been given to his widow or child. 

H. R. 1658. Mr. Philbin; January 22, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Persons discharged from the armed forces for disability 
shall be furnished medical statements without a request 
therefor in writing [amending U. S. C. 50: 308, 403]. 

H. R. 1659. Mr. Pittenger; January 22, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). . 


Authorizes the Department of Highways of Minnesota 
to construct and operate a bridge across the Pigeon River 
in cooperation with the proper Canadian authorities. 

H. R. 1660. Mrs. Rogers; January 22, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Classification Act to include 
registered nurses and dietitians, in the professional and 
scientific service. 

H. R. 1661. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 22, 
1945 (World War Veterans’. Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
establish a Veterans’ Medical and Hospital Corps, mem- 
bers of which shall be a component part of the military 
forces and entitled to pay, allowances, and benefits iden- 
tical to those of the corresponding rank in the Army, sub- 
ject to certain provisions relating to annuities, ete. The 
Corps shall include a Medical Corps, a Nurse Corps, and 
various other Corps, and shall be medical and hospital 
administrative in its functions. Personnel of the Corps 
may be detailed for medical service with armed forces 
and similar personnel of the armed forces may be detailed 
to the Corps. 

Authorizes the Administrator to (1) establish a Reserve 
Corps, (2) establish an advisory council, (3) grant 30 
days’ leave of absence with pay yeariy to personnel of the 
Corps, (4). allow 30 days’ sick leave per annum, and (5) 
employ additional medical and dental personnel on a full- 
time, part-time, or fee basis upon the recommendations of 
the Surgeon General. In time of war the personnel shall 
be entitled to limited military benefits and those attached 
to the armed services shall be entitled to full military 
benefits. Should the Corps be made a part of the Army 
and Navy during wartime it shall be entitled to full mili- 
tary benefits. Members of the Corps shall be exempt from 
selection or draft for any other component part of the 
armed forces, and personnel needs of the Corps may, sub- 
ject to certain limitations, be filled by assignment of se- 
lected or drafted persons. 

H. R. 1662. Mr. Sparkman; January 22, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Army officers of the line who have been or may be 
specially commended for performance of duty in combat 
shall, when retired, be advanced to the next higher grade 
with three-fourths of the active-duty pay of the rank in 
which they were serving at retirement. 
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H. R. 1663. Mr. Vinson; January 22, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Grants to the Hawaiian Electric Co., Ltd., the right to 
construct certain ditches, tunnels, and oil pipe lines in 
Pearl Harbor. 


H. R. 1664. Mr. Gregory; January 22, 1945 (Library). 

The flag which is flown at half mast over the Capitol in 
honor of a deceased Member of Congress shall be given 
to his widow or oldest living child. 


H. R. 1665. Mr. Poage; January 22, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes Rural Electrification Administration loans 
to the States and Territories to provide for rural tele- 
phone service, 50 percent of the annual sums made avail- 
able to be allotted in the proportion of nonserviced farms 
in a state to nonserviced farms in the United States (at 
least 20 percent thereof to telephone companies with less 
than 1,000 subscribers). 

H. R. 1666. Mrs. Rogers; January 22, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Female graduate nurses between the ages of 20 and 45 
must register and shall be liabie to induction into the 
armed forces. Persons inducted shall be commissioned 
in the Army at a grade not iuwer than that of second 
lieutenant or in the United States Naval Reserve (or ap- 
pointed to a relative rank in the Navy Nurse Corps) at 
a grade not lower than that of ensign. Classes of persons 
deferred or exempted, etc., are listed. Bounties, substi- 
tutes, and purchises for release are prohibited. Provisions 
shall be administered by the President through the Selec- 
tive Service System. The penalty for evasion, interfer- 
ence, etc. shall be imprisonment for not more than 5 years 
or a fine of not more than $10,000 or both. 


H. R. 1679. Mr. Auchincloss; January 23, 1945 (Appropria- 
tions). 

Provides $20,000,000 to be expended by the Secretary of 
War for the repair and construction of certain public 
works and property in areas damaged by the recent hurri- 
cane in New Jersey. 

H. R. 1680. Mr. Crawford; January 23, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The permission which is now granted to a State bank 
which is converted into or consolidated with a national 
bank, and to consolidated national banks, to operate any 
branch banks in lawful operation on February 25, 1927, 
is extended to national banks which acquire the assets 
of a State bank or a national bank, by purchase or other- 
wise, and made applicable to any branches in lawful opera- 
tion on the date of conversion, consolidation, or purchase. 
Hereafter, branches of national banks may, with the ap- 
proval of the Comptroller of the Currency, be established 
and operated on the same terms and conditions as branches 
of State banks in the State where the national banking 
association is located [amending U. 8. C. 12: 36 (b), (c), 
(d)]. 


H. R. 1682. Mr. Davis; January 23, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Establishes a National Board of Shorthand Reporting to 
hold examinations of applicants for certification as “Fed- 
eral certified shorthand reporter.” Certificates are to be 
granted only to citizens over 21, of good moral character, 
with high schoo! or equivalent education, who pass the 
examination, except that during the first year this last 
condition may be waived in favor of persons otherwise 
qualified who have been engaged in reporting for more 
than 5 years. Only certificate holders shall be employed 
in the executive or judicial branch, or independent agency, 
for shorthand reporting of “any oral testimony, proceed- 
ing, hearing, or trial, etc.”

The Postmaster General is directed to issue a special 
postage stamp commemorative of the one hundred and 
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fiftieth anniversary (June 1, 1946) of Tennessee as a 

State. 

H. R. 1684. Mr. Davis; January 23, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Requires the War Damage Corporation, after the ter- 
mination of the war, to refund to policyholders, upon re- 
quest, the excess of premiums, interest, and profits re- 
ceived on policies of insurance after the payment of losses 
and expenses incurred. 

H. R. 1685. Mr. Davis; January 23, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to furnish headstones 
or other devices of suitable design to the next of kin of sery- 
icemen or servicewomen killed under such corditions that 


‘ their bodies cannot be recovered for burial. 


H. R. 1686. Mr. Davis; January 23, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Any person prohibiting the placing in any cemetery of a 

grave marker furnished by the United States for the grave 

shall be punished by a fine of not more than $1,000 o- 

imprisonment for not more than 1 year, or both. 

H. R. 1687. Mr. Davis; January 23, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the National Safety Council. 

H. R. 1688. Mr. Davis; January 23, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the appointment of regularly registered X-ray 
technicians as commissioned officers in the Medical Corps 
of the Army and of the Navy. 

H. R. 1689. Mr. Dworshak; January 23, 1945 (Irrigation 
and Reclamation). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to purchase 
improvements or pay damages for removal of improvements 
located on publie lands in the Anderson Ranch Reservoir 
site, Boise reclamation project, Idaho. 

H. R. 1699. Mr. Flannagan; January 23, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes additional appropriations for cooperative 
agricultural extension work as follows: $4,500,000 for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1946, and each subsequent fiscal 
year; an additional $4,000,000 for the fiscal year 1947 and 
and each fiscal year thereafter, and an additional $4,000,- 
000 for the fiscal year 1948 and each fiscal year thereafter, 
not more than 2 percent in any year for expenses of the 
Extension Service in the Department of Agriculture, $500,- 
000 each year for allotment to the States and to Hawaii 
on the basis of special problems, the remainder each year 
to be paid to the States and to Hawaii on the basis of farm 
population. Funds need not be matched by the States 
or by Hawaii. 

H. R. 1691. Mr. Jenkins; January 23, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Subjects all property of American origin exported from 
the United States since September 1, 1939, to the same 
restrictions as materials provided for in the Surplus 
Property Act. 

H. R. 1692. Mr. Kunkel; January 23, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


For the duration, members of the military or naval 
forces are exempt from federal taxes on long distance 
telephone communications [amending U. S. C. 26: 3465]. 
H. R. 1693. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 23, 1945 

(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Suits on automatic, yearly renewable term, or United 
States Government life (converted) insurance, under the 
World War Veterans’ Act of 1924, as amended, are no 
longer subject to the Statute of Limitations [amending 
U. 8. C. 38: 445]. 


H. R. 1694. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 23, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Grants permanent total disability rating to veterans un- 
able to follow a substantially gainful occupation because 
of service-connected disability. 
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H. R. 1695. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 23, 1945 
(Irrigation and Reclamation). 


Extends to veterans of World War II the preference 
granted to veterans of other wars as to entry on Boulder 
Canyon Project lands [amending U. S. C. 43: 617b]. 


H. R. 1696. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 23, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Army officers retiring subsequent to April 6, 1917, be- 
cause of physical disabilities incurred in line of duty while 
serving under a temporary appointment in a higher grade 
shall have the rank and receive the retirement pay com- 
puted for the higher grade. Proceedings to obtain this 
pay shall be initiated within 6 months after the termina- 
tion of the temporary appointment, retirement, or after 
the date of approval of this act. 


H. R. 1697. Mr. Philbin; January 23, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

A member of the military or naval forces, who has had 
(since December 7, 1941) two or more members of his im- 
mediate family killed or missing in action while serving 
in the military and naval forces or the United States 
Merchant Marine, shall be forthwith assigned to non- 
hazardous duty in the Continental United States (exclu- 
sive of Alaska) for the duration. 


H. R. 1698. Mr. Powers; January 23, 1945 (Judiciary). 


The violence of three or more persons, attempting to 
prevent the apprehension, trial, or punishment of any per- 
son which results in his death or maiming, is deemed to be 
a lynching. 

A State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., to 
prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any mem- 
ber of a lynching mob is punishable by a $5,000 fine and/or 
5 years’ imprisonment. 


Any governmental subdivision failing through neglect, 
etc., to prevent a lynching, or a seizure and abduction fol- 
lowed elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for $2,000 
to $10,000 in damages, recoverable in a civil action by the

the person lynched, shall be prima facie evidence of 
liability. 


H. R. 1699. Mr. Short; January 23, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Establishes an Optometry Corps in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army. 


H. R. 1700. Mr. Snyder; January 23, 1945 (Roads). 


Authorizes $16,000,000 and directs the Department of 
the Interior (in cooperation with the Bureau of Public 
Roads, Army Engineers, and State highway departments) 
to survey and build (a) three transcontinental highways 
(North Maine to Salem, Newark to San Francisco, Savan- 
nah to Los Angeles) ; (b) six north-south highways (Can- 
ada to Miami, Buffalo to Pensacola, Canada to Baton 
Rouge, Canada to San Antonio, Canada to El Paso, Seattle 
to San Diego) ; (c) a system of airports, each to be 2 miles 
Square tangent to the intersections of said highways. 
Each highway shall be 100 feet in width (1,400 foot right- 
of-way), of durable materials, lighted at night, and shall 
hot pass through any city or town unless there is no other 
place for the road. 

Bids for such highway construction shall be let to lowest 
bidders for not less than 10-mile units; each contractor 
Shall give employment preference first, to ex-servicemen ;

between the ages of 52 and 64. Wages shall be set by 
Government authorities, and the work shall be supervised 
by Government engineers. Plans shall be completed as 


soon as possible after enactment, and construction begun 
at the close of the war.

All benefits granted certain enlisted men of the Regular 
Army and Philippine Scouts under Public Law 140, 77th 
Congress (55 Stat. 394) are extended to those who were 
honorably discharged for disability incurred in line of duty 
after service of 20 years or more. 

H. R. 1702. Mr. Sparkman; January 23, 1945 (Military

H. R. 1704. Mr. Sparkman; January 23, 1945 (Military

Provides for the appointment of licensed female dentists 
in the Medical Departments of the Army and Navy. 


H. R. 1705. Mr. Thomason; January 23, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 


A United States commissioner shall be appointed for 
Big Bend National Park. 


H. R. 1706. Mr. Crawford; January 23, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Reestablishes the Federal Loan Agency as an independ- 
ent executive agency, headed by an Administrator ap- 
pointed by the President with the consent of the Senate, 
at an annual salary .of $12,000, and transfers to that 
Agency all functions, powers, and duties which were trans- 
ferred to the Department of Commerce under Executive 
Order 9071 of February 24, 1942 (functions of R. F. C. 
and other lending agencies), and all functions, powers, 
and duties of the Department of Commerce or the Sec- 
retary of Commerce with respect to all other corporations 
created or organized by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation under section 5d of the Reconstruction Finance 
Act (national defense program), or any other subsidiaries 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, together with 
property, personnel, etc., of the agencies to which such 
functions, ete., relate. 


H. R. 1733. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 24, 1945

A stay of action, proceeding, attachment or execution 
order under the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act may 
continue for 1 year (now 3 months) after termination of 
military service [amending U. S.C, 50 App.: 524}. 

H. R. 1734. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 24, 1945 
(Immigration and Naturalization). 

Provides for the cancelation of citizenship and deporta- 
tion of any naturalized citizen of the United States if since 
his admittance he advocates or joins or affiliates with any 


group or organization advocating the substitution of a 
totalitarian form of government for the United States. 


H. R. 1735. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 24, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


The protection granted by the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Civil Relief Act against sale, foreclosure, or seizure of 
property for nonpayment shall continue for 1 year (now 3 
months) after termination of military service [amending 
U. S. C. 50 App. : 532 (3) ]. 
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H. R. 1736. Mr. Farrington; January 24, 1945 (Naval Af- 
fairs). 

Grants to the Hawaiian Electric Co., Ltd., the right to 
construct certain ditches, tunnels, and oil pipe lines in 
Pear] Harbor. 

H. R. 1737. Mr. Harris; January 24, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Death benefits with respect to employees or annuitants 
under the Railroad Retirement Act shall be: (1) To a 
surviving widow at 55,'an annuity equal to two-thirds of 
the deceased’s annuity or if he was not entitled to an an- 
nuity, then two-thirds of an annuity he would have been 
entitled to receive had he been 65 and retired at the date 
of his death. Minimum monthly benefits shall be $20 with 
a minimum service of 10 years. (2) The same benefits 
shall be available to a surviving widow (regardless of her 
age or martial status) where there is a child under 18 
until the child reaches 18, at which time benefits shall be 
suspended until the wife reaches 55. (3) To the person 
having custody of a surviving child under 18 where there is 
no surviving widow, two-thirds of the annuity shall be 
paid. (4) If there is no surviving widow or child there 
shall be paid to his beneficiary, or if there is no designated 
beneficiary, to his parents, an amount equal to the excess 
of 6 percent of the aggregate compensation above the 
annuity payments actually made plus the total of annuity 
payments due but unpaid. (5) Joint and survivors an- 
nuity may be revoked, and straight life annuity provided 
instead. The foregoing benefits are extended to persons 
on pensions or gratuity rolls. A widow, to come within 
the provisions of the law, must have been married to the 
deceased employee, pensioner, or annuitant 5 years or more 
prior to his death. VPay-roll taxes on employers and em- 
ployees for support of the retirement system are increased, 
the new maximum being 5%4 percent, and taxes on employee 
representatives are increased by 3% percent [amending 
U. 8S. C. 45: 228e, 26: 1500, 1510, 1520].

Grants preference to veterans in the selection of all 
personnel for national cemeteries [amending U. S. C. 24: 
275]. 

H. R. 1739. Mr. 
Affairs). 


Retired Regular Army officers, who served between April 
6, 1917, and November 12, 1918, recalled to active duty 
shall be retired at the highest temporary grade attained. 
H. R. 1740. Mr. Mundt; January 24, 1945 (Foreign 

Affairs). 


Authorizes $3,000,000 for each year (beginning with the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1946) to provide (1) scholar- 
ships of $1,500 each for 1,000 students from the United 
States to attend teachers colleges in other Pan American 
Union republics and (2) 1,000 similar scholarships to stu- 
dents from those republics to attend teachers colleges in 
this country. 


H. R. 1741. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 24, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
accept reasonable evidence of the relationship of bene- 
ficiary to insured in lieu of the birth certificate now re- 
quired to support such relationship in applications for 
national service life insurance. 


H. R. 1742. Mr. Poage; January 24, 1945 (Interstate and 


Foreign Commerce). 

Rural Electrification Planning Act of 1945—Authorizes 
$5,000,000 annually for planning of rural electrification 
projects. For Reconstruction Finance Corporation loans 
to the Rural Electrification Administration for loans to 
the States and Territories, additional sums are authorized 
for four fiscal years: $35,000,006 for 1945; $150,000,000 for

H. R. 1743. Mr. Powell; January 24, 1945 (Labor). 


Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an un- 
fair employment practice (a) by any employer the re 
fusal to hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination 
against, any person because of race, color, creed, religion, 
national origin or ancestry, or the limitation of recruit- 
ment on that basis; (b) by any labor union the refusal of 
or expulsion from membership or the discrimination 
against any employee, employer or member for the forego- 
ing reasons, and (c) by any employer or union, discrim- 
ination, etc., against any person because he has opposed 
practices forbidden by this act. 

Mstablishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission (to 
supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Practice 
established by Executive Order 9346) which is empowered 
to prohibit persons from engaging in any practices declared 
to be unfair, to hold hearings on complaints of unfair em- 
ployment practices, to order such persons to cease and de- 
sist therefrom, and to take appropriate affirmative action, 
including hiring or reinstatement of employees with or 
without back pay, and to petition any circuit court of ap- 
peals for enforcement of such orders. Judicial review of 
the Commission’s orders may be instituted by aggrieved 
parties. Confers upon the Commission investigatory pow- 
ers. All Government contracts and subcontracts, unless 
specifically exempt by regulation, shall stipulate that the 
contractor or subcontractor shall not engage in unfair 
employment practices, and no Government contracts shall 
be awarded to persons found by the Commission to have 
violated any of the provisions of this act. 


H. R. 1744. Mr. Powell; January 24, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


A native-born Filipino who is a permanent resident, or 
any Filipino who served honorably in our armed forces 
between April 5, 1917 and November 12, 1918, may be 
naturalized, without a declaration of intention or cer- 
tificate of arrival. 


H. R. 1745. Mr. Powell; January 24, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Provides citizenship for all natives of the Virgin Islands 
residing in the United States or any Territory or posses- 
sion thereof. Natives residing in a foreign country shall 
be considered nonquota immigrants [reviving 47 Stat. 336 
Sec. 1]. Natives admitted as nonquota immigrants, who 
are not subjects of a foreign country and who are not 
otherwise ineligible, may upon petition be naturalized 
without making a declaration of intention [amending 44 
Stat. 1234]. 

Registry may be made of any alien not ineligible to 
citizenship in whose case there is no record of admission 
for permanent residence, if such alien shall show that he 
entered the Virgin Islands prior to July 1, 1938, and has 
resided there since that time [amending U. S. C. 8: 728 
(b)]. The fee of $18 for record of registry shall not be 
charged such persons [amending U. 8S. C. 8: 742 (b) (1)]. 


H. R. 1746. Mr. Powell; January 24, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


Natives of India residing in the United States may 
become naturalized without a declaration of intention, a 
certificate of arrival, or any additional residence. Peti- 
tions hereunder shall be filed within 1 year of this enact- 
ment and shall be accompanied by a certificate of examina- 
tion from a naturalization examiner. 


H. R. 1747. Mr. Powell; January 24, 1945 (Judiciary). 


A State shall be deemed to have denied the equal pro- 
tection of the laws and due process of law whenever it 
or any of its subdivisions shall have failed to employ the 
lawful means at its disposal for the protection of persons 
against lynching. The violence of three or more persons 
attempting to prevent the apprehension, trial, or punish- 
ment of any person and resulting in his death or serious 
bodily injury, is deemed to be a lynching. But the act 
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does not apply to violence occurring between gangsters or 
during the course of labor disputes. 

A State or local officer failing through neglect, ete., to 
prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any mem- 
ber of a lynching mob, is punishable by a $5,000 fine and/or 
5 years’ imprisonment. 

Any governmental subdivision failing through neglect, 
etc., to prevent a lynching, or a seizure an‘ abduction 
followed elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for $2,000 
to $10,000 in damages, recoverable in a civil action by the 
claimant or by the United States in his behalf. 

The interstate transportation of persons abducted with 
a view to lynching is made subject to the penalties provided 
in the Lindbergh kidnaping law (i. e., death or imprison- 
ment). 

H. R. 1748. Mr. Randolph; January 24, 1945 (Education). 

Establishes a National University of Government, and 
provides for a Board of Supervisors therefor consisting 
of the President, members of his Cabinet, the President 
of the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and the 
president of the American Bar Association. Tuition shall 
be $100 a year for American students and $750 a year for 
foreign students. 


H. R. 1749. Mr. Robertson; January 24, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 

Removes $1,000 limit on certain farm loan debts which 
may be compromised, adjusted, or canceled by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture [amending Public Law. 518, 78th 
Cong. ]. 


H. R. 1750. Mr. Rogers of Florida; January 24, 1945 
(Rivers and Harbors). 
Authorizes improvement of Hollywood Harbor (Port 
Everglades), Fla. 
H. R. 1751. Mr. Keogh; January 24, 1945 (Merchant Ma- 
rine and Fisheries). 


The Chairman of the Maritime Commission may permit, 
upon designation by the President of the United States, 
not exceeding 20 persons at a time from the American re- 
publics to receive instruction in the United States Merchant 
Marine Cadet Corps and at the United Merchant Marine 
Academy at Kings Point, N. Y. 

H. R. 1752. Mr. May; January 24, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Any selective service registrant between the ages of 
18 and 45 who is not on active duty in the armed forces, 
or exempted or deferred, shall be liable to perform work 
in a war-production activity, or in support of the national 
health, safety, or interest, or in an agricultural occupation 
or endeavor essential to the war effort. Designation of 
essential activities, ete., shall be made by the Director of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion and certified by him 
to the Director of Selective Service. 

Registrants employed in an activity designated as essen- 
tial may not voluntarily discontinue such employment 
unless their local selective service boards find that it is in 
the interest of the war effort for them to do so. If, after 
consultation with representatives of management, labor, 
agriculture, and Government, the Director of War Mobili- 
zation and Reconversion certifies that, in any area, the 
manpower requirements in a designated activity have not 
been met by such “freezing” and by voluntary recruitment 
by labor, industry, management, and Government, regis- 
trants so liable to work (to be drawn from categories pre- 
pared by the Director of Selective Service) may be re- 
quested by their local selective service boards to engage in 
a designated occupation, ete. The Director of Selective 
Service may exclude from any category those types of vet- 
erans whose exclusion he deems fair and equitable. If 
within a specified time manpower requirements are not 
met by action taken pursuant to requests, registrants may 
be ordered by their local boards to apply for employment 
in an essential activity and to enter upon such employment 
when accepted. Registrants must be given a reasonable 
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choice of employers for whom to work. Conscientious 
objectors may be excused from war work and directed 
into employment in the national interest. A person 
“frozen” in a job may apply for transfer to other employ- 
ment, and one who is ordered to take a job may apply for 
a revocation or modification of the order, with right of 
appeal from denial of such application. 

Registrants who become employed as the result of a re- 
quest or an order, as provided for above, are entitled to 
the reemployment benefits of section 8 (b), (c), (e), and 
(g) of the Selective Training and Service Act, to the bene- 
fits of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act, and to 
allowances for travel, and subsistence during travel, to 
the new place of occupation, and, at the conclusion of 
employment, back to places of original departure (or to 
homes if not farther distant). 

Willful violation of either the duty to stay on a job in 
which he is “frozen” or of the duty to obey an order to take 
a new job is punishable by the same fine and imprisonment 
provided for violation of an induction order. Certain de- 
fenses are allowed, including the defense that denial of an 
application to transfer was not based on fair consideration 
thereof, ete. ( 

Provisions whereunder persons may be “frozen” in, 
or ordered to, employment, shall cease to apply on the 
date of the termination of hostilities as proclaimed ‘by the 
President or Congress, or on such earlier date as may be 
specified by concurrent resolution of both Houses [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 50 War, App. : 305]. 

H. R. 1760. Mr. Andresen; January 25, 1945 (Roads). 

Extends to January 1, 1947, the time within which a 
State may remove toll charges from certain Federal-aid 
highway bridges and be eligible for payment, by the Fed- 
erul Works Administrator, of 50 percent of the current 
reasonable value of such bridges [amending U. 8S.

Mr. Cunningham; January 25, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 


Donates to the State of Iowa certain premises on the 
campus of the Iowa State College of Agriculture and 
Mechanic Arts. 


H. R. 1766. Mr. Cunningham; January 25, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Reserve personnel called for active duty in the armed 
forces during the present war, if otherwise entitled to 
retired pay as commissioned officers, shall be retired in 
the highest rank held during the present war. 


H. R. 1767. Mr. Dworshak; January 25, 1945 (Irrigation 
and Reclamation). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to construct, 
operate, etc., the initial unit of the Mountain Home project 
in Idaho. Of the project cost $815,000 shall be used for 
flood control, $12,880,000 shail be allocated to be repaid 
by water users on the basis of the total irrigable acreage, 
the balance shall be allocated to be repaid from power 
revenues. 


H. R. 1768. Mr. Engle of California; January 25, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 


The amount available to the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation for loans for mineral development is in- 
creased from $10,000,000 to $25,000,000. Hereafter such 
loans are to be made in furtherance of national security 
or national economy upon such security as the Corporation 
may determine to applicants desiring to examine and make 
accessible mine workings, and to mine, mill, or smelt ores.

H. R. 1773. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 25, 1945

Grants old age insurance benefits under § 202 (d) of the 
Social Security Act to any widow of a person who died 
before January 1, 1940, and whose estate was entitled to 
benefits under § 203 of that act. 


H. R. 1774. Mr. Sheppard; January 25, 1945 (Roads). 


Authorizes $12,000,000,000 and directs the Department 
of the Interior (in cooperation with the Bureau of Public 
Roads, Army Engineers, and State highway departments) 
to survey and build (a) four transcontinental highways 
(Boston to Salem, Newark to San Francisco, Savannah to 
Los Angeles, Chicago-Los Angeles); (b) six north-south 
highways (Canada to Miami, Buffalo to Pensacola, Canada 
to Baton Rouge, Canada to San Antonio, Canada to Hl 
Paso, Seattle to San Diego) ; (c) a system of airports, each 
to be 2 miles square tangent to the intersections of said 
highways.

Authorizes the Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy to organize joint pilgrimages to the graves of 
service men and women of this war buried abroad, par- 
ents, wives, and husbands to be furnished free transpor- 
tation on Government owned vessels from a port in the 
United States to the port nearest the grave. 


H. R. 1779. Mr. Voorhis; January 25, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Regulates civilian employment to aid in the prosecution 
of the war, vesting administrative powers in a War Man- 
power Commission composed of representatives of desig- 
nated Government departments and agencies and a chair- 
man appointed by the President. The chairman shall ap- 
point a National Management-Labor Policy Committee to 
be selected from the fields of labor, agriculture, and in- 
dustrial management, and shall provide for the appoint- 
ment of regional and State or area management-labor 
committees.

tions below State or Federal Standards; or (5) warranted 
wage adjustment has not been made; or (6) failure of 
the employer to comply with this Act or with any regula- 
tion or order thereunder. A referral system is prescribed. 
The right of an employer to release an employee is re- 
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stricted. Reemployment rights.in a former position after 
employment in an essential industry are protected. Fair 
employment ceilings shall be established. Solicitation for 
the purpose of hiring is restricted. Hearings before im- 
partial tribunals are provided for. The Act does not ap- 
ply to: (1) agricultural employment; (2) any Territory 
or possession of the United States, except Alaska or 
Hawaii; (3) public employment other than employment by 
the United States (except where the governmental unit 
indicates its willingness to comply with the act); (4) em- 
ployment in the legislative or judicial branches of the 
Federal Government; or (5) persons in active service in 
the armed forces. ° 


H. R. 1780. Mr. Engle of California; January 25, 1945 
(Mines and Mining). 

Persons holding mining property under a contract (1) 
providing for the purchase or lease of the mining property 
or giving an option therefor; and (2) requiring the per- 
formance of certain work, expenditures, and the making 
of periodic payments, rents, or royalties or for similar 
relief with respect to other obligations, may apply to 
courts of competent jurisdiction for suspension of the 
terms of the contract and for other equitable relief upon 
showing that the failure to continue operations was due 
(1) to an inability to obtain necessary labor, power, sup- 
plies, and equipment; or (2) to a rule, regulation, or order 
of the United States or an agency thereof. Such relief 
shall not extend beyond 1 year after the termination of 
the war. 


H. R. 1803. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; January 29, 1945

Provides for an investigation of civilian manpower, in 
order to effectuate, on a voluntary basis, its most effective 
use in support of the war effort. 

The Director of Selective Service shall (a) provide for 
the registration and occupational classification by local 
boards, in conjunction with the War Manpower Commis- 
sion, of all persons liable for training under the Selective 
Service and Training Act, except those who are exempted

Procurement by Federal agencies of services and sup- 
plies outside the continental United States or in Alaska 
may be done without advertising if total amount involved 
does not exceed $300. 

H. R. 1806. Mrs. Douglas of California; January 29, 1945 
(Labor).

Grants to the Hawaiian Electric Co., Ltd., the right to 
construct certain ditches, tunnels, and oil pipe lines in 
Pearl Harbor. 


H. R. 1809. Mr. Hartley; January 29, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

An alien parent of a citizen who has served honorably 
in the armed forces during the present war may be natu- 
ralized without filing a declaration of intention, and with- 
out being barred because he is an enemy alien. 


H. R. 1810. Mr. Hartley; January 29, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 


An alien parent of a citizen who has served honorably in 
the armed forces during the present war may be natural- 
ized without filing a declaration of intention, without meet- 
ing the educational requirements, and without being 
barred because he is an enemy alien. 


H. R. 1811. Mr. May (by request); January 29, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

An original permanent appointment as chief warrant 
officer shall be from among warrant officers with 6 (now 
10) years’ active service as warrant officers or from among 
master and chief engineers of the Army Mine Planter 
Service [amending U. 8. C. 10: 591]. 
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H. R. 1812. Mr. Andrews of New York; January 29, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the award of a Selective Service medal for 

uncompensated personnel of the Selective Service System. 


H. R. 1813. Mr. Bell; January 29, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Postmasters of the first, second, and third classes shall 
receive 1 mill per dollar on postal money orders issued, 
their maximum total compensation not to exceed $12, 
per year. 


H. R. 1814. Mr. Bulwinkle; January 29, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Chief of the Weather Bureau, under the 
direction of the Secretary of Commerce, to participate in 
the promotion, development, etc., of meteorological science 
on an international scale [amending U. 8. C. 49: 603]. 


H. R. 1815. Mr. Clason; January 29, 1945 (Labor). 


Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair

State, and the Federal Security Agency and the Federal 
Works Agency. 

H. R. 1818. Mr. Coffee; January 29, 1945 (Public Lands). 

Authorizes $20,000 for purchase by the United States of 
certain land owned by the Northern Pacific Railway Co. 
within Mount Rainier National Park. 


H. R. 1819. Mr. Coffee; January 29, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes the payment of attorneys fees for services 
rendered on behalf of the Quinaielt Indian allotments. 
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House Bills 


H. R. 1820. Mr. Coffee; January 29, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Amends the Social Security Act to provide grants to 
States for medical care of recipients of old-age assistance, 
aid to the blind or aid to dependent children (including 
needy members of the household). 

Commencing July 1, 1944, States with approved plans 
shall be paid during each of the quarters beginning July 1, 
October 1, and January 1, an amount not to exceed one- 
half of $5 multiplied by the average number of persons 
receiving public assistance eligible for medical care. For 
the quarter commencing April 1, the amount paid, when 
added to total amounts previously paid to States for 
medical care, shall not exceed one-half of $20 multiplied 
by the average number of recipients of medical care. Pro- 
vides for payment of one-half of the cost of efficient admin- 
istration of the State plan. 

Prior to the beginning of each quarter the Board shall

The Board shall then certify to the Treasury 
the amount estimated reduced or increased by underpay- 
ments or overpayments in the estimates of the previous 
quarter. 

Provides for termination of payments to States when- 
ever the Board finds that (1) the plan has been changed 
to impose prohibited age, residence, or citizenship require- 
ments, and (2) there is failure to comply with the general 
requirements of (a) state-wide administration, (b) finan- 
cial participation by the State, (c) administratien by a 
single State agency, (d) a hearing for claimants, (e) 
proper and efficient administration, (f) making periodic 
reports, (g) consideration of income and resources of 
claimants, (h) safeguards against disclosure of informa- 
tion concerning applicants and recipients. 

Authorizes $18,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1944, and $75,000 for administrative expenses of the Board. 


H. R. 1821. Mr. Cravens; January 29, 1945 (Flood Control). 


The Narrows Dam on the Little Missouri River shall 
hereafter be known as Whiteside Dam and the reservoir 
or lake created by it shall bear the name Greeson. 


H. R. 1822. Mr. Gearhart; January 29, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the Federal incorporation of the National 
Woman’s Relief Corps, Auxiliary to the Grand Army of 
the Republic, at present incorporated under Illinois law. 


H. R. 1823. Mr Lemke; January 29, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Requires registration, labeling, and inspection of ferti- 
lizer materials shipped in interstate commerce, regulates 
manufacture thereof, and requires licensing of persons 
and firms making shipments. 


H. R. 1824. Mr. Rankin; January 29, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 


Conservation Authorities Act of 1945—Creates eight con- 
servation authorities, in addition to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority (Atlantic Seaboard, Great Lakes-Ohio Valley, 
Missouri Valley, Arkansas Valley, Southwestern, Colum- 
bia Valley, California, and Colorado Valley) to develop 
projects for: promotion of navigation, prevention of floods, 
reclamation of lands, generation, sale, etc., electric energy, 
protection of commerce, strengthening of national defense, 
conservation of resources, stabilization of employment, and 
promotion of the general welfare. 

For purpose of coordinating regional activities, etc., the 
authorities are subject to the supervision of the President, 
to whom plans for projects must be submitted and who shall 
refer approved plans to Congress. 

Cooperation between the authorities and state and public 
agencies is provided for, and consent is given to neces- 
sary interstate compacts.

Locks and lifts constructed in connection with dams 
shall be operated and maintained under the direction of 
the Secretary of War and the supervision of the Chief of 
Army Engineers. 

Contracts for distribution of electric energy and water 
shall not exceed a 20-year term and shall provide for rate 
adjustments and for cancellation upon two years’ written 
notice. 

Prevailing wage rate must be paid. 

H. R. 1825. Mr. Rees of Kansas; January 29, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

Veterans needing prosthetic (artificial) appliances shall 
be entitled to qualify for appointment to any position under 
the classified civil service. 

H. R. 1826. Mr. Rees of Kansas; January 29, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Members of the armed forces may elect to pay income 
tax in 20 equal quarterly installments, the first of which 
becomes due not more than 6 months after termination of 
military service. Five years and six months beginning 
with the day following the period of military service is 
added to running of statute of limitations against collection 
for persons who select this method of payment [amending 
U. S. C. 50, Appendix 573]. 

H. R. 1827. Mr. Elliott; January 29, 1945 (Public Buildin 
and Grounds). : 

In disposing of defense housing in the District of Colum- 
bia consideration shall be given to the need for adequate 
housing under private ownership (now to full market 
value, and subsidization, ete. only by Congressional au- 
thority). City councils or other governing boards of local 
communities shall be consulted as to housing needs for 
the orderly demobilization of the war effort [amending 
U. S. C. 42: 1553, 1561 (d)]. 

H. R. 1828. Mr. Kilday; January 29, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Honorably discharged veterans (who entered upon ac- 
tive service after May 1, 1940) who while on terminal leave 
enter or reenter employment of the United States, its 
political subdivisions or corporations, shall be entitled to 
pay for accrued, etc., military or naval leave. 


H. R. 1829. Mr. Rees of Kansas; January 29, 1945 (Im- 
migration and Naturalization). 


Alien members of the military or naval forces of the 
United States between April 5, 1917, and November 12, 
1918, or April 20, 1898, and July 5, 1902, or on Mexican 
border in the Regular Army or National Guard between 
June 1916 and April 1917, who are not ineligible to citizen- 
ship and who were not discharged under other than hon- 
orable conditions, who were not conscientious objectors, 
who were not discharged on account of alienage, shall, if 
they have lived continuously for at least two years in the 
United States pursuant to legal admission, be entitled to 
naturalization without making a declaration of intention, 
without having a certificate of arrival (unless admission 
was subsequent to March 3, 1924), and without residing 
within jurisdiction of court. 


H. R. 1830. Mr. Rees of Kansas; January 29, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to furnish headstones 


or markers for graves of all honorably discharged war 
veterans. 


H. R. 1831. Mr. Stewart; January 29, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


No Federal payment shall be made to any State for 
old-age assistance under the States’ only limitations for 
eligibility are (1) an age requirement of not more than 
65 years, (2) United States citizenship, (3) a residence 
requirement which conforms to the Federal law, and (4) 
a net income from other sources of $1,200 for man and 
wife or $750 for a single beneficiary and/or capital assets 
of: more’ than $15,000 for man and wife or $10,000 for a 
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single beneficiary. Payments within a State shall be equal 
for all persons eligible. Claimants receiving pensions, 
retirement pay, ete., shall be entitled only to the differ- 
ence between such other payments and the amount of 
old-age assistance claimed. Burial expenses of $100 to 
$150 are allowed for each individual who dies while receiv- 
ing old-age assistance [amending U. 8S.

H. R. 1832. Mr. Kilburn; January 29, 1945 (World War 

Veterans’ Legislation). 

A veteran with a non-service-connected disability who 
is receiving hospital or domiciliary care and who has 
neither wife, child, nor dependent parent is entitled to 
pension, compensation, or retirement pay not in excess 
of $20 per month [umending Veterans Regulation No. 6 
(a)]. 

H. R. 1833.: Mr. Tolan; January 29, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for the burial in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, Va., of the remains of an unknown American 
who lost life while serving overseas in the armed forces 
of the United States during World War II. 

H. R. 1834. Mr. Hook; January 29, 1945 (Rules). 

Prescribes procedures of legislative investigating com- 
mittees and regulates publication of reports in the interest 
of protecting the rights of parties under investigation. 
No member of such a committee, its counsel, employees, 
or agents shall, for compensation, speak, lecture, or write 
about the committee, its purposes, etc., during its existence. 
H. R. 1859. Mr. Angell; January 30, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the retirement to the next higher grade of 
officers not above the grade of colonel who served in the 
War with Spain between April 21, 1898 and April 11, 1899. 
H. R. 1861. Mr. Grant of Indiana; January 30, 1945 (Mili- 

tary Affairs). 

In the event of a posthumous award for distinguished 
services in the armed forces, a duplicate award or medical 
may be provided for the mother, or if she is not living to 
the father and to the father in all cases where original 
award or medal is to surviving widow or children. 

H. R. 1862. Mr. Vinson; January 30, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

On and after March 1, 1945, chiefs of bureaus in the 
Navy, including the Judge Advocate General, shall be 
vice admirals and their assistants shall be rear admirals. 
After three or more years service as chief of a bureau 
an officer may, without regard to total length of service, 
upon his own application, and in the discretion of the 
President, be retired with rank and retired pay of a vice 
admiral, A chief of bureau who does not retire during 
or at the expiration of his term shall have the permanent 
rank of rear admiral, if of lower permanent rank, with pay 


and allowances of upper half, and shall be senior to rear 


admiral appointed during his term. ; 

H. R.°1863. Mr. Vinson; January 30, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
A naval officer who has served 1 year or more as com- 

mander of battleships or a battle force, may be retired 


with rank of vice admiral but shall receive no additional 
pay because of such rank. 


H. R. 1864. Mr. Abernethy; January 30, 1945 (Agriculture). 


The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to assist 
(under certain conditions) in the repair, rehabilitation and 
improvement of drainage works maintained and operated 
by a drainage district, other than public drainage organ- 
izations or soil conservation districts. Projects must be 
shown to be needed for the production of agricultural 
commodities essential to the war effort. Necessary ap- 
propriations are authorized. 


H. R. 1865. Mr. Crawford; January 30, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The permission which is now granted to a State bank 
which is converted into or consolidated with a national 
bank, and to consolidated national banks, to operate any 
branch banks in lawful operation on February 25, 1927,

a State bank or a national bank by purchase or otherwise, 
and made applicable to any branches in lawful operation 
on the date of conversion, consolidation, or purchase, 
Hereafter, branches of national banks may, with the ap- 
proval of the Comptroller of the Currency, be established 
and operated on the same terms and conditions as branches 
of State banks in the State where the national banking 
association is located [amending U. 8. C. 12: 36 (b), (c), 
(d)]}. 


H. R. 1866. Mr. Ellis; January 30, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Cancels one-half of the unforgiven portion of the indi- 
vidual income tax for 1942, and provides for refund or 
credit, if paid, 


H. R. 1867. Mr. Ellsworth; January 30, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Revested Oregon and California Railroad grant lands, 
and reconveyed Coos Bay Wagon Road grant lands, except 
power sites, shall be open for exploration, location, entry, 
and disposition under the mineral land laws. 

H. R. 1868. Mr. Gamble; January 30, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Authorizes appointments to the United States Military 
Academy and the United States Naval Academy of sons 
of members of the armed forces who were killed in action 
or have died of injuries received, or disease contracted in 
active service during the present war [amending U. S. C., 
Supp. III, 10: 1091a]. 

H. R. 1869. Mr. Larcade; January 30, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Extends until July 1, 1948, the time for filing applica- 
tions for insurance payments under the National Service 
Life Insurance Act of 1940 for death or disability occurring 
prior to April 20, 1942 [amending U. S. C. 38: 802 (d) (5)]. 


H. R. 1870. Mr. Mills; January 30, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Repeals the use tax on motor vehicles and boats as of 
June 30, 1945 [amending § 3540, I. R. C.]. 

H. R. 1871. Mr. Mills; January 30, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Hereafter veterans may apply to the Administrator of 
Veterans’ Affairs for loan guarantees within 5 years (now 
2 years) after separation from armed forces, or 5 years 
(now 2 years) after the termination of the war, which- 
ever is the later date, but no later than 10 (now 5 years) 
after the termination of the war. The aggregate amount 
guaranteed shall not exceed $2,500 (now $2,000) [amend- 
ing 58 Stat. 291 § 500 (a)]. 


H. R. 1872. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 30, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Handicapped veterans while receiving vocational train- 
ing shall be entitled to receive a pension equal to the rate 
provided for total disability. Persons receiving service 
connected disability compensation under laws administered 
by the Veterans’ Administration are entitled to additional 
dependents compensation as follows: (1) if rated totally

bears to total disability [amending Veterans’ Regulation 
1 (a), pt. VII, par. 3]. 


H. R. 1873. Mr. Wickersham; January 30, 1945 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 


In the disposal of real property acquired by the United 
States by condemnation during the present war for mili- 
tary or naval purposes, the former owner shall be entitled 
to reconveyance at any time within 3 years after the end 
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of the war, upon the filing of an appropriate application 
and payment of the amount received by him under the 
concemnation award, increased or decreased by the amount 
of increase or decrease in market value by reason of 
changes made, during Federal ownership. Any such prop- 
erty not thus disposed of within the 3-year period shall 
be disposed of within 1 year thereafter under existing stat- 
utory provisions governing the disposition of real prop- 
erty. Former owners of mineral lands shall have certain 
prospecting privileges during Federal ownership. 


H. R. 1874. Mr. Wickersham; January 30, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Increases the number of cadets at the United States 

Military Academy to allow five for each Representative 
in Congress. 


H. R. 1875. Mr. Wigglesworth; January 30, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 


Veterans’ preferences for employment in the services of 
the United States, its Territories and possessions, shall 
be granted veterans of our allies, if they were citizens 
of the United States immediately prior to such service, 
were not dishonorably discharged and do not intend to re- 
linquish their United States citizenship. 


H. R. 1893. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 31, 1945 
(Civil Service). 


Periods of vocational training undertaken by disabled 
veterans in preparing for Federal employment shall be 
credited for retirement purposes [amending U. S. C. 5: 
707). 


H. R. 1894. Mr. Doyle; January 31, 1945 (Labor). 


Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice (a) by any employer the refusal 
to hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, 
any person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin or ancestry, or the limitation of recruitment on 
that basis; (b) by any labor union the refusal of or ex- 
pulsion from membership or the discrimination against 
any employee, employer or member for the foregoing rea- 
sons, and (c) by any employer or union, discrimination, 
ete., against any person because he has opposed practices 
forbidden by this act. 

Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission 
(to supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Prac- 
tices established by Executive Order 9346) which is em- 
powered to prohibit persons from engaging in any prac- 
tices declared to be unfair, to hold hearings on complaints 
of unfair employment practices, to order such persons to 
cease and desist therefrom, and to take appropriate af- 
firmative action, including hiring or reinstatement of 
employees with or without back pay, and to petition any 
circuit court of appeals for enforcement of such orders. 
Permits judicial review of the Commission’s orders to be 
instituted by aggrieved parties. Confers upon the, Com- 
mission investigatory powers. All Government contracts 
and subcontracts shall stipulate that the contractor or sub- 
contractor, unless specifically exempt by regulation, shall 
not engage in unfair employment practices, and no Govern- 
ment contracts shal! be awarded to persons found by the 
Commission to have violated any of the provisions of 
this act. 


H. R. 1895. Mr. Flannagan; January 31, 1945 (Agriculture). 


For any crop year during the emergency, any farm for 
which a cotton, wheat, corn, tobacco, or peanut allotment 
was established for the 1942 crop, shall be regarded as a 
farm on which any such crop was planted, if production of 
the commodity was not normal because the owner or 
operator was serving in the armed forces, or, in the case 
of cotton or wheat, because of the production of war crops. 
Past acreage of peanuts may be adjusted upward. Rice 
allotments are similarly protected if the grower is serving 
in the armed forces. 
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H. R. 1896. Mr. Green; January 31, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to proclaim the termination of 
hostilities in the present war as a day of victory to be 
observed by prayer and thanksgiving. 


H. R. 1897. Mr. Hagen; January 31, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Waives the charge for migratory-bird hunting stamps 
sold to members of the armed forces until the close of the 
calendar year first beginning after termination of the 
present war. 


H. R. 1898. Mr. Holmes of Washington; January 31, 1945 
(Claims). 

Provides for adjudication of certain claims against the 
United States for losses sustained in connection with the 
taking of lands in the southeast portion of the State of 
Washington. 


H. R. 1899. Mr. Jackson; January 31, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Maritime Unemployment Insurance Act—Establishes a 
system of unemployment insurance in the maritime indus- 
try to be administered by the Social Security Board, whose 
decisions as to claims shall be subject to review by United 
States district courts. Benefits for each day of unem- 
ployment in excess of one for each registration period, for 
a maximum 120 days a year, shall be paid at the daily 
rate of $2 if the employee has no dependents, $2.75 if he 
has one dependent, and $3.25 if he has two or more de- 
pendents. An employee shall be qualified to receive bene- 
fits if he was employed at least 90 days during the base 
year, and if at least 14 days have elapsed since he first 
registered. 

Contributions of an employer shall be 3 percent of the 
compensation payable by him to employees with respect 
to employment after December 31, 1944, and 6 percent 
of the compensation so payable by him between July 1, 
1944, and January 1, 1945. Until the termination of the 
provisions of the First War Powers Act, 1941, relating to 
coordination of executive bureaus, etc., the United States, 
through the War Shipping Administration, shall be in- 
cluded as an employer (as to employees on commercial ves- 
sels) and the War Shipping Administration shall pay the 
required employers’ contributions. ‘The Secretary of the 
Treasury shall maintain in the unemployment trust fund 
established pursuant to the Social Security Act a maritime 
unemployment insurance account, into which employers’ 
contributions shall be paid, together with certain other 
moneys. To this account there is appropriated, as a per- 
manent annual appropriation, 3 percent of the amount of 
compensation payable to employees of the United States 
other than through the War Shipping Administration, for 
employment after December 31, 1944, and also 6 percent of 
the amount of compensation so payable between July 1, 
1944, and January 1, 1945. 

The Social Security Board may make agreements with 
agencies charged with the administration of State, Terri- 
torial, Federal, or foreign unemployment compensation 
laws or employment offices, with respect to investigations, 
use of free employment facilities, ete. 

Not later than 3 years after the date of this act, the 
Social Security Board, in a special report to the President 
to be submitted to Congress, shall make specific recom- 
mendations relating to changes in the unemployment in- 
surance system established by the act. 

The definition of the term “employment” in the pro- 
visions of the Internal Revenue Code relating to the tax 
on employers (U. 8S. C. 26: 1607) is amended and con- 
struction of the term “person” as used therein (§ 1606) 
is limited. , 

There shall be maintained in the Unemployment Trust 
Fund an inland waterways account to which are appro- 
priated for each fiscal year amounts equivalent to the 
taxes received under the Federal Unemployment Tax Act 
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and covered into the Treasury, which are measured by 
wages paid with respect to maritime service (with certain 
exceptions governed by State law). 

When a State passes a law, effective not later than.60 
days from the adjournment of the first regular session of 
its Legislature after this enactment, providing for the 
payment of contributions and of unemployment compensa- 
tion to persons engaged in maritime service to the same 
extent as are payable under such State law with respect 
to individuals engaged in other services, and the law is 
approved by the Social Security Board, certain moneys 
shall be transferred from the inland waterways account to 
the State’s account in the Unemployment Trust Fund. 

The District of Columbia Unemployment Compensation 
Act (57 Stat. 103) is amended to exclude from coverage 
employment as defined in this act. 


H. R. 1900. Mr. Lesinski; January 31, 1945 (Invalid Pen- 
sions). 

Veterans with service-connected disabilities who have 
served in the United States armed forces during peace- 
time or in any wars in which the United States has been 
engaged, other than the Spanish War, Philippine Insurrec- 
tion, Boxer Rebellion, and World War, shall receive addi- 
tional compensation for dependents as follows, if totally 
disabled—a wife, $50; a wife and one child, $80, and $20 
for each additional child; a child and no wife, $42, and $20 
for each additional child; a dependent parent, $50; two 
dependent parents, $68. For partial disability the addi- 
tional compensation shall be in an amount having the same 
ratio to the foregoing amounts as the degree of disability 
bears to total disability. 

During vocational training veterans who are entitled to 
a pension in an amount less than the amount payable in 
accordance with the rate provided for total disability in 
paragraph 2, part I, of Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a) shall 
be paid an increased pension to make the amount equal to 
such rate [amending Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a) ]. 


H. R. 1901. Mr. Powell; January 31, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

Authorizes the naturalization and the admission into the 
United States, under a quota, of Koreans and descendants 
of Koreans. Treats the geographical area known as Korea 
(Chosen) as a separate country in computing quota 
[amending U. S. C. 8: 211, 703]. 


H. R. 1902. Mr. Whitten; January 31, 1945 (Flood Control.) 
Proceedings involving determination of just compensa- 

tion for property taken by the United States in connection 

with flood-control projects shall conform as near as pos- 

sible to condemnation proceedings in the courts of the 

State in which the property is situated. 

H. R. 1903. Mr. Harris; January 31, 1945 (Interstate and 

Foreign Commerce). 


Consents to construction of a bridge across Ouachita 
River near Camden, Ark., by the Missouri Pacific Ruilroad. 
H. R. 1904. Mr. Crawford; January 31, 1945 (Ways and 

Means). 

Authorizes United States officers and corporations to 
sell certain notes, etc., to private purchasers if offered the 
full amount invested by the Government, in order to pro- 
mote private enterprise and remove the Government from 
business, where its continued participation is not necessary. 
H. R. 1905. Mr. Dirksen; January 31, 1945 (Ways and 

Means). 

Authorizes United States officers and corporations to 
sell certain notes, etc., to private purchasers if offered the 
full amount invested by the Government, in order to pro- 
mote private enterprise and remove the Government from 
business, where its continued participation is not necessary. 
H. R. 1906. Mr. Jarman; January 31, 1945 (Printing). 


Authorizes the Secretary of State to complete the com- 
pilation, etc., of the official papers of the Territories of the 
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United States and provides for the printing and distribu- 
tion thereof. 


H. R. 1907. Mr. Reed of New York; January 31, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 


Authorizes United States officers and corporations to 
sell certain notes, etc., to private purchasers if offered the 
full amount invested by the Government, in order to pro- 
mote private enterprise and remove the Government from 
business, where its continued participation is_ not 
necessary. 


H. R. 1908. Mr. Hoffman; January 31, 1945 (Labor). 


Prohibits discrimination in employment because of race, 
creed, sex, color, lack of color, national origin, or ancestry 
and grants any injured party the right of recovery in 
damages. Applicable to employees of 10 or more persons. 


H. R. 1920. Mr. Gerlach; February 1, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Authorizes applications (within 1 year from enactment) 
for adjusted compensation by provisional, probationary, or 
temporary officers of the military or naval forces under the 
grade of major or lieutenant commander who are now hon- 
orably separated from service [amending U. 8. C. 38: 602 
(b) }. 


H. R. 1921. Mr. Hoffman; February 1, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Provides for the honorable discharge of men inducted 
into the armed service without having been given consid- 
eration under the Tydings amendment to the Selective 
Service Act (agricultural deferment). Failure of the staff 
of the Selective Service System to give full and fair con- 
sideration to the Tydings anfendment shall be punished by 
a fine up to $5,000 or imprisonment up to 1 year. 


H. R. 1922. Mr. Lea; February 1, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Removes the time limit (September 1, 1945) on the 
applicability of orders issued under the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act to hops [repealing U. S. C. 7: 608 c-1]. 
H. R. 1923. Mr. Morrison; February 1, 1945 (World War 

Veterans’ Legislation). 

No veteran who applies for domiciliary care and hospital 
treatment in Veterans’ Administration facilities shall be 
required to make any statement as to the value of his real 
or personal property [amending U. 8. C 38: 706]. 


H. R. 1924. Mr. Morrison; February 1, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the Railroad Retirement Board to award an- 
nuities to individuals who have completed 30 years service 
(now “who are 65 years of age’); or to those over 50 
years of age (now 60) who either are totally and perma- 
nently disabled or who have completed 20 years service 
(now 30), but the annuity shall be reduced one one-hun- 
dred-and-eightieth for each month they are under the age 
of 65; or who, regardless of age, are totally and perma- 
nently disabled and shall have 20 years service (now 30) 
{amending U. 8S. C. 45: 228b (a) ]. 

H. R. 1925. Mr. Powell; February 1, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Prohibits the segregation of passengers on confmon car- 
riers in interstate commerce on account of race or color 
[amending U. 8. C. 49: 3 (1)1. 

H. R. 1926. Mr. Rogers of Florida; February 1, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Repeals the motor vehicle use tax as of June 30, 1945. 


H. R. 1927. Mr. Rowan; February 1, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes payment of $75 for a grave and $75 for a 
grave marker, for an honorably discharged war veteran. 
Increases the allowance for burial and funeral, when death 
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occurs in a Veterans’ Administration facility, from $100 to 
$250 [amending U. 8. C. 38: 724, Veterans’ Regulation No. 
9a}. 


H. R. 1928. Mr. Rowan; February 1, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Equal Rights Act of the District of Columbia—Prohibits 
any distinction, discrimination, or restriction in the accom- 
modation or service of any person on account of race, color, 
or creed. 

H. R. 1929. Mr. Rowan; February 1, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Authorizes regulations whereunder the monthly family 


allowances paid to class A dependents of an enlisted man 
may be terminated at his request. 


H. R. 1930. Mr. Johnson of Oklahoma; February 1, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

Authorizes the R. F. C. to loan to Secretary of Agricul- 
ture or War Food Administrator not to exceed $40,000,000 
for the purpose of making loans under title III of the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 and authorizes 
$2,500,000 for the fiscal year 1945 for necessary expenses 
connected therewith. 


H. R. 1931. Mr. Randolph; February 1, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Circulation expenditures of a newspaper or other peri- 
odical may be reported in the income tax return as capital 
investments, or deducted as a trade or business expense.

Provides for recognition of active duty members of the 
Civil Air Patrol as veterans of World War II. 

H. R. 1942. Mr. Herter; February 1, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

All sums received from the liquidation of Government 
property shall be applied to the reduction of the public 
debt. 

H. R. 1943. Mr. Herter; February 1, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

The Secretary of War may establish a national cemetery 
in Massachusetts. 

H. R. 1944. Mr. Rankin (by request); February 1, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Increases by 15 percent the special awards and allow- 
ances fixed by law for service-connected disabilities to 
World War I and II veterans [amending 58 Stat. 229]. 

H. R. 1945. Mr. Rankin (by request); February 1, 1945 
(Invalid Pensions). 
Recognizes service in the land and naval forces between 


September 8, 1939, and December 7, 1941, as active,service 
in the present war. 


H. R. 1946. Mr. Rivers; February 1, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Permits Members of Congress to enter into contracts 
with Government agencies for housing facilities within a 
12-mile radius of the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 1947. Mr. Sparkman; February 1, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes a $1,000 increase in the pay of the chaplain 
at the U. S. Military Academy while serving under reap- 
pointmfent [amending U. 8. C. 10: 1137]. 
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H. R. 1962. Mr. Andrews of New York; February 2, 1945 
(Judiciary). 
Incorporates the American Veterans of World War II. 


H. R. 1964. Mr. Brumbaugh; February 2, 1945 (Judiciary), 

Incorporates the American Veterans of World War IT. 

H. R. 1965. Mr. Cannon of Florida; February 2, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Authorizes the use of Federal funds by the personnel of 
existing State and Federal welfare agencies to aid in the 
return of runaway children from one state to another. 
Any child under the age of 16 or of such age as may be 
fixed for dependent children under the Social Security Act 
who without consent of parents, etc., leaves home and goes 
into another State and there is found delinquent, shall be 
defined as dependent, and shall be entitled to be cared for 
and returned to his home through the use of funds under 
the Social Security Act. Finding by a State or Federal 
court that a child comes under the provisions of this act 
is sufficient authority to require the administering agency 
to grant aid. Participation by any State shall be on a 
voluntary basis.

The provision for payment for accumulated annual 
leave due to a Government employee at the time of his 
deatn, to his estate, is made applicable in the case of 
a death occurring at any time after September 18, 1939 
[amending Public Law 525, 78th Congress]. 

H. R. 1969. Mr. Rees of Kansas; February 2, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

Makes employees who are voluntarily separated from 
Civil Service after 5 years service eligible for deferred 
annuity payments and refunds now payable only to those

involuntarily separated [amending U. 8. C. 5: 733 (a) ]. 
H. R. 1970. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; February 2, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 

Servicemen’s Social Security Act of 1945—Amends the 
Social Security Act to give insurance credits to veterans 
for military service after September 16, 1940, under the 
Old-age and Survivors Insurance provisions. 

Insurance credit shall be at the rate of $160 a month as 
wages for employment within the meaning of the act, 
except where credit has been given under Civil Service 
or the Railroad Retirement law, or when total wages ex- 
ceed $3,000 per year. Members of the armed forces who 
die before passage of this act shall be entitled to its 
benefits. , 

Where a benefit under the Social Security Act and a 
Federal noncontributory benefit is payable for the same 
month to an individual or his wife, child, widow, or par- 
ent, by'reason of retirement, disability, old-age, or death, 
an adjustment shall be made as follows: If the benefit 
under the Social Security Act is the greater, then it shall 
be reduced by an amount equal to one-half the Federal 
noncontributory benefit; if it is equal to, or less than the 
Federal noncontributory benefit, then it shall be reduced 
by one-half.

The insurance business shall be subject to the laws of 
the several States which relate to the regulation and taxa- 
tion thereof, and no Act of Congress shall, without specific 
provision, be construed to invalidate, impair, or super- 
sede any such State law. Nothing in the Federal Trade 
Commission Act or the Robinson-Patman Antidiscrim-

Federal Communications Commission, Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation, Federal Power Commission, Federal 
Trade Commission, Federal Works Agency, Foreign- 
Service pay adjustment, General Accounting Office, Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, National Advisory Commit- 
tee for Aeronautics, National Archives, National Capital 
Housing Authority, National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, National Housing Agency, Securities and 
Exchange Commission, Smithsonian Institution, Tariff 
Commission, Tax Court of the United States, Tennessee 
Valley Authority, United States Maritime Commission, 
and Veterans’ Administration.

Brings dogs and other carnivorous animals, whether 
domestic or wild, under the provisions of several laws 
relating to control of communicable diseases among ani- 
mals, and extends provisions for State cooperation in 
suppressing such diseases to the District of Columbia. 
Rules and regulations prepared by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture shall cover control of diseases of live poultry 
{amending U. S. C. 7: 391, 21: 112-130]. 


H. R. 1990. Mr. Sikes; February 5, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 
Authorizes dredging of the boat basin at the mouth 
of the Apalachicola River, Fla. 
H. R. 1992. Mr. Bartlett; February 5, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes the sale of two parcels of public lands in the 
Tongass National Forest to the Catholic bishop of Alaska 
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for use as a shrine and for religious and recreational 
purposes. Coal and other mineral deposits are reserved 
to the United States. 


H. R. 1993. Mr. Crawford; February 5, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 
Exempts pianos, organs, and pipe organs used in regu- 
lar religious services from the 10 percent manufacturers’ 
excise tax [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 3404]. 


H. R. 1994. Mr. Crawford; February 5, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Restores the Federal Loan Agency as an independent 
Government establishment, and transfers to that agency 
all functions, powers, and duties which were transferred 
to the Department of Commerce under Executive Order 
9071 of February 24, 1942 (functions of RFC and other 
Jeading agencies), and all functions, powers and duties of 
the Department of Commerce or the Secretary of Com- 
merce with respect to all other corporations created or 
organized by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation un- 
der section 5d of the Reconstruction Finance Act (national 
defense program) or any other subsidiaries of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, together with property,

Applications for the payment of World War adjusted 
certificates may be filed at any time within 1 year after 
ate of maturity.

{amending U. S. C. 88: 686b, ¢]. 


H. R. 1996. Mr. Elliott; February 5, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Prohibits the unauthorized importation into, or the 
depositing in the territorial waters of, the United States 
of garbage derived from products originating outside the 
United States. 


H. R. 1997. Mr. Hébert; February 5, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Re-writes the law regulating the practice of optonfetry 
in the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 1998. Mr. Hoch; February 5, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Establishes in the Medical Department of the Army a 
Chiropody (Podiatry) Corps consisting of 25 commissioned 
officers of the same grade and proportionately distributed 
among such grades as provided for the Dental Corps, in- 
cluding the right to retirement. Appointees shall be be- 
tween the ages of 23 and 32 years, be graduates of a recog- 
nized chiropody and/or podiatry college, and shall have 
been engaged in practice for at least 2 years; they shall 
hold the rank of first lieutenant with automatic promotion 
to captain after 3 years’ service, to major after 12 years’ 
service, and to lieutenant colonel after 20 years’ service.

H. R. 2014. Mr. Carlson; February 6, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Interest derived on or after January 1, 1945, from bonds 
of a public utility owned and operated by or for the benefit 
of a State, Territory, or any political subdivision thereof, 
where there is a pledge of revenues or of a rate or other 
covenant enforceable by private bondholders, shall not be 
exempt from income taxation [amending U. S. C. 26:22 
(b) (4)]. 


H. R. 2015. Mr. Mills; February 6, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Establishes a presumption of service-connected disability 
in the case of disease or injury existing within five years 
after discharge from service in the arnfed forces during 
the present war. 


H. R. 2016. Mr. McDonough; February 6, 1945 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 

Authorizes the Surplus Property Board to issue to each 
veteran, upon his application therefor written 1 year after 
the end of the war, a $1,000 certificate of credit which may 
be used in payment for surplus property purchased solely 
for the veterans’ own use, The disposition of surplus 
property to be paid for with a certificate of credit shall be 
given priority over other dispositions thereof [amending

H. R. 2017. Mr. McDonough; February 6, 1945 (Military

Amends the Mustering-Out Payment Act of 1944 to pro- 
vide for the issuance to each veteran, upon his application 
therefor within 1 year after the end of the war, of a $1,000 
certificate of credit which may be used in payment for 
surplus property purchased solely for the veteran’s own 
use.

(Ways and Means). 

A State plan for aid to the blind under the Social 
Security Act must (1) exclude from consideration as 
income $20 per month plus 50 percent of a blind person’s 
income and any maintenance, support, or gift of $20 per 
month, (2) make due allowance for the special needs, costs, 
and expenses of the blind, and (3) contain no provision 
fixing or enforcing liability on the relatives of a blind 
recipient of aid.

Clerks at third-class post offices shall be appointed in 
accordance with civil-service laws and regulations. Clerks 
regularly employed for 40 hours per week are designated 
regular clerks; those employed less than 40 hours, as 
substitute clerks. Regular clerks are divided into three 
grades, at annual salaries of $1,500, $1,600, and $1,700.

H. R. 2031. Mr. Farrington; February 7, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 
Native-born Filipinos may be naturalized, irrespective of 
service in the armed forces of the United States [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 8: 703]. 


H. R. 2032. Mr, Peterson of Georgia; February 7, 1945 
(Rivers and Harbors). 

Authorizes the Chief of Engineers, through the Beach 
Erosion Board to investigate shore-lines at Federal ex- 
pense with a view to protecting, restoring, and developing 
beaches along the shores of the United States. Laws re 
lating to river and harbor surveys and improvements are 
to apply to beach protection projects except that such 
projects are to be committed to the Beach Erosion Board 
for recommendations. The act of June 26, 1936 (49 Stat

H. R. 2033. Mr. Peterson of Georgia (by request); Febru- 
ary 7, 1945 (Rivers and Harbors). 

Authorizes Federal assistance (not to exceed one-third 
of the total cost) in constructing erosion control projects 
to improve and protect shores of the United States owned 
by States or local political subdivisions. 


H. R. 2034. Mr. Whitten; February 7, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Owners of property acquired by the United States by 
condemnation (compensation therefor being determined 
by evaluation of commissioners) shall be entitled to a trial 
by jury on the issue of compensation in States having pro 
vision for trial by jury in cases of condemnation by the 
State.

Repeals executive orders relating to the award of the 
Military Order of the Purple Heart, limits.the award t 
members of the armed forces, prescribes circumstance 
under which it may be awarded,-and provides for a differ 
ent award for civilians serving with the armed forces wh 
are wounded by enemy action. 
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H. R. 2037. Mr. Brooks; February 7, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 
Permits award of Army of Occupation of Germany medal 


for each person who served on a United States Navy vessel 
in a port of Germany or Austria-Hungary. 


H. R. 2038. Mr. De Lacy; February 7, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes $15,000,000 to establish the Pacific Coast 
United States Naval Academy in the Puget Sound area of 
the State of Washington. 


H. R. 2039. Mr. Lane; February 7, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Uxtends time for filing applications for payment of 
World War adjusted-service certificates to January 1, 1946, 
and the maturity date of bonds issued in payment of the 
certificates to June 15, 1946 [amending U. S. C. 38: 686b, c]. 


H. R. 2040. Mr. Larcade; February 7, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Members of the armed forces who have served in the 
United States are no longer ineligible for mustering-out 
payments for active service performed prior to discharge 
or relief from active service on their own initiative to 
accept employment, or, in the case of persons thus relieved, 
for active service prior to discharge while in such inactive 
status. Application for payment must be made within 1 
year from date of enactment of this act [amending 58 
Stat. 8]. 


H. R. 2041. Mr. Luther A. Johnson; February 7, 1945 (In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Directs the Interstate Commerce Commission to prepare 
and publish a uniform classification of property and a 
uniform scale of class rates for railroads throughout the 
continental United States, and to hold hearings on modi- 
fications, etc., thereof. The foregoing provision shall not 
affect the application of the long and short haul provisions 
of the Interstate Commerce Act, nor commodity rates, 
exceptions to the classification, nor special export and 
import, nor port differential rates, nor rail-water rates, 
where the Commission considers such rates lawful and 
proper.

As- 
signments of post-office foremen shall be reorganized once 
a year. An Assistant Chief Clerk and Personnel Officer 
(new position) shall have jurisdiction of the welfare of 
the Negro personnel. 


H. R. 2043. Mr. Rowan; February 7, 1945 (Patents). 


Authorizes 17-year extension valuable patent rights 
Which lapse because of war, national emergency, etc., 
without the owners obtaining a reasonable remunera- 
tion therefor. 


H. R. 2044. Mr. Weiss; February 7, 1945 (Education). 


United States Physical Fitness Act+-Establishes a 
United States Commission on Physical Fitness, consist- 
ing of two members of each House of Congress, appointed 
by the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, respectively, and five persons 
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appointed by the President. The Commission shall ap- 
point a United States Commissioner on Physical Fitness, 
who shall serve at its pleasure, at an annual salary of 
$10,000.

H. R. 2045. Mr. Hartley; February 7, 1945 (Education). 

United States Physical Fitness Act—Establishes a 
United States Commission on Physical Fitness, consist- 
ing of two members of each House of Congress, appointed 
by the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, respectively, and five persons 
appointed by the President.

Includes among the Postal Service employees entitled 
to compensatory time or overtime for Saturday or over- 
time work (a) postmasters of the first, second and third 
classes, (b) post office inspectors, (c) employees of the 
Air Mail Service, and (d) field employees of the Division 
of Equipment and Supplies. Authorizes the payment of 
overtime for all Saturday work in lieu of compensatory 
time. In computing compensation for overtime, a work 
day of 8 hours and a work year of 306 days shall be used. 
Requires postmasters of the first, second, and third classes 
to work a 48-hour week and provides pay for the additional 
8 hours on the basis of peacetime salaries as follows: 
$5,000-$7,999, 5 percent ; $4,000-$5,000, 10 percent ; $2,000— 
$4,000, 15 percent ; $2,000 or under, 20 percent; $8,000 or 
over, no additional compensation [amending U. S. C. 39: 
832]. 


H. R. 2047. Mr. Hagen; February 7, 1945 (Invalid Pen- 
sions). 


Widows, children, and dependent parents of deceased 
veterans of any war, campaign, or expedition who were 
suffering with permanent total combat-incurred disabilities 
shall, regardless of the cause of death, be entitled to the 
rates of pension which would be payable to them if the 
veteran had been killed in action in such service. 


H. R. 2048. Mr. Murdock; February 7, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes conveyance of certain lands on the Gila 
reclamation project to the University of Arizona for use 
as an agricultural experimental farm. 
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H. R. 2049. Mr. Murdock; February 7, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Prohibits cancelation or reduction of old-age assistance 
allowances or unemployment insurance otherwise payable 
to persons receiving an allotment or allowance under the 
Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act of 1942. 


H. R. 2050. Mrs. Norton; February 7, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 


Provides for blanket bonding of Government officers and 
employees. 


H. R. 2051. Mr. Case of South Dakota; February 7, 1945 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

Government Corporation Control Act — Corporations 
which are wholly owned by the United States Government 
or by any agency thereof, including Government corpora- 
tions, shall operate under the budget system, their esti- 
mates to be submitted by the President to the Congress 
in the annual budget, and their programs considered, etc., 
in the same manner (as nearly as practicable) as appro- 
priations are considered. Upon recommendation of the 
Budget Director, and with the approval of Congress, any 
such corporation shall be regarded, for budget and ac- 
counting purposes, as an establishment other than a 
Corporation. 

Transactions of wholly owned Government corporations 
and also of mixed ownership Government corporations 
(Central Bank for Cooperatives and the regional banks for 
cooperatives, Federal land banks, and Federal home loan 
banks) shall be audited annually by the General Account- 
ing Office, and the Comptroller General shall report to 
Congress on the audit. 

As to corporations of both types (wholly owned and 
mixed ownership), the following provisions apply: (1) 
Auditing expenses shall be borne out of General Account- 
ing Office appropriations; (2) banking or checking ac- 
counts shall be kept with the Treasurer of the United 
States, or, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, with a Federal Reserve Bank or with a desig- 
nated depositary o1 fiscal agent of the United States; (3) 
forms, denonfinations, terms, interest, etc., of notes and 
other obligations issued must be approved by the Secretary 
of the Treasury; (4) no direct obligation of the United 
States and no obligation guaranteed by the United States 
as to principal or interest, or both, shall be sold or pur- 
chased without the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

No corporation shall be created hereafter by any officer 
or agency of the Federal Government or by any Government 
corporation, except by direct congressional action or pursu- 
ant to an act of Congress specifically authorizing the 
creation. 


H. R. 2052. Mr. Hagen; February 7, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Grants pensions and other benefits to persons suffering 
injury or disease or aggravation of an existing injury or 
disease in line of duty prior to final enrollment in the 
military and naval forces [amending Public Law 300, 78th 
Cong.]. 

H. R. 2066. Mr. De Lacy; February 8, 1945 (Territories). 

Authorizes $2,500,000 for a hospital near Seattle, Wash., 
for Alaskan insane. 

H. R. 2067. Mr. Marcantonio; February 8, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 

Native Filipinos who are permanent residents of the 
United States may become citizens upon compliance with 
the naturalization laws. 

H. R. 2068. Mr. McGehee; February 8, 1945 (Claims). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to settle claims against 
the United States, arising between December 7, 1939, and 
6 months after the termination of the wars, for damage to 
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or loss, etc., of personal property, of military personnel and 
civilian employees of the War Department or of the Arnty, 


H. R. 2069. Mr. O’Konski; February 8, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Upon discharge, members of the Army Air Forces En- 
listed Reserve Corps who have spent 60 days or more in 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration war-training-service 
program, or former members of the War Training Service 
who are now in active service, shall be granted such grade 
as their records warrant and shall be deemed to be dis- 
charged members of the armed forces, with credit as active 
duty for time so spent, and entitled to all rights and 
privileges of such members. 


H. R. 2070. Mr. O’Konski: February 8, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Members of the War Training Service who were assigned 
to cadet or glider schools and who are awaiting training 
or who did not qualify for flying service because of phys- 
ical defects, ete., shall be granted the same rights of dis- 
charge from the Army as were granted to other trainees 
at the time of discontinuance of the war-training-service 
program. Former trainees who take this discharge shall 
revert to the control of their local draft boards. Time 
spent in War Training Service by a member taking dis- 
charge shall be counted as active service with the United 
States Army.

H. R. 2072. Mr. Harless of Arizona; February 8, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the RFC, during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1946, to pay subsidies and incur losses not to exceed 
$450,000,000 in the aggregate with respect to strategie 
metals and minerals and petroleum and petroleum 
products. 


H. R. 2073. Mr. Ludlow; February 8, 1945 (Invalid Pen- 
sions). 

Extends to veterans of the Mexican border service who 
served 90 days or more between May 9, 1916, and April 
6, 1917, and to their widows, all the rights and benefits 
of veterans of the Spanish-American War. 


H. R. 2074. Mr. Merrow; February 8, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Veterans of World War I who engaged in a campaign 
or expedition for which a campaign medal was given prior 
to December 7, 1941, and who have reached the age of 0 
are entitled to a pension of not less than $50 per month. 


H. R. 2075. Mr. Reece of Tennessee; February 8, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Any ex-service person shown to have had a tuberculous 
disease of a compensable degree, and who has drawn 
disability compensation therefor, and who is now drawing 
not permanent and total rating of compensation but the 
statutory award or rating of disability compensation for 
his disease, shall receive not less than $62.50 per month, 
which rating shall be in addition to any other to which 
he is entitled on any other service-conriected disability. 


H. R. 2076. Mr. Engle of California; February 8, 194 
(Military Affairs). 

Members of the armed forces who have served in the 
United States are no longer ineligible for mustering-out 
payments for active service performed prior to discharge 
or relief from active service on their own initiative to 
accept employment, or, in the case of persons thus relieved, 
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for active service prior to discharge while in such inactive 
status.

Benefits of the Emergency Officers’ Retirement Act of 
May 24, 1928, are extended to provisional, probationary, or 
temporary officers of the military and naval forces and the 
Coast Guard who served subsequent to April 6, 1917, and 
are now in a status of honorable separation from the 
service. Application for benefits must be filed within 12 
months. 


H. R. 2079. Mr. Murdock; February 8, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Authorizes the RFC, during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1946, to pay subsidies and incur losses not to exceed 
$450,000,000 in the aggregate with respect to strategfe 
metals and minerals and petroleum and petroleum 
products. 


H. R. 2080. Mr. Pace; February 8, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Reestablishes the Rural Blectrification Administration 
as an independent executive agency and requires that the 
Administrator shall be a person with (1) not less than 10 
years experience in business management, (2) not less 
than 5 years experience in the operation of a cooperative 
association or financial operations similar to the REA pro- 
gram, and (3) some experience in electric power construc- 
tion and operation. 


H. R. 2081. Mr. Simpson of Illinois; February 8, 1945 
(Agriculture), 
Authorizes use of live decoys in taking ducks. 


H. R. 2082. Mr. Bryson; February 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 


For the duration of the war, to reduce absenteeism, etc., 
in essential war industries the importation, exportation, 
nfanufacture, sale, or transportation of beverages contain- 
ing more than one-half of 1 percent of alcohol, other than 
those required for industrial or medical use, is prohibited 
and made a misdemeanor, punishable by fine, imprison- 
ment, or both. 


H. R. 2094. Mr. Curley; February 9, 1945 (Public Build- 
ings and Grounds). 

Makes veterans of the present war eligible to occupy 
certain national defense housing [amending 54 Stat. 1125 
c. 862]. 

H. R. 2095. Mr. Walter; February 9, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Directs the Director of Selective Service to promulgate 
regulations under which conscientious objectors shall be 
subject to military discipline and required to engage in 
hard manual labor for the duration of the war. 


H. R. 2096. Mr. Lanham; February 9, 1945 (Patents). 


Trade-mark registration may be renewed pursuant to a 
request made within 8 months after expiry, subject to pay- 
ment of penalty of $5. The Commissioner of Patents may 
accept, within 5 years after expiry, a request for renewal 
accompanied by fee of $25, where necessary action for 
renewal was prevented by war or other enmfergency. The 
request must be published in the Official Gazette and is 
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subject to opposition within 30 days and shall not be 
granted where legal damages would result to an opposer. 
The request of a foreign applicant may be refused in the 
absence of reciprocal rights. 


H. R. 2097. Mr. Randolph; February 9, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Establishes a boundary line between the District of 
Columbia and the State of Virginia. Jurisdig¢tion over the 
Washington National Airport is in the United States, with 
certain taxing power and power to serve criminal and civil 
process on the airport reserved in the Commonwealth of 
Virginia. 

Arlington is substituted fur Alexandria as one of the 
counties comprising the eastern district of Virginia 
[amending 28 U. 8S. C. § 192]. 


H. R. 2098. Mr. Voorhis of California; February 9, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

National Credit for Defense Act—In time of war: (1) 
There shall be issued currency notes which may be de- 
posited to national defense credit accounts, with the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks and/or member banks, and (2) it is 
declared to be the intent of the Congress to avoid both 
inflation and deflation by levying such wartime surtaxes 
as will cause an increase in gross revenues as nearly as 
possible equal to the rate of consumption of war supplies, 
so that replacements of war supplies consumed may be 
paid for by tax revenues. Military and naval appropri- 
ations not met by such increases in revenue (i. e., funds 
to meet increase in total of supplies involving a rising 
production curve) shall be met by the issuance of cur- 
rency notes and the use of funds deposited in the national 
defense credit accounts. Upon the conclusion of peace, pro 
rata shares of the unexpended balance in the national de- 
fense credit accounts shall be paid in 12 monthly install- 
ments to all citizens 21 years of age or over, the monthly 
payments to be known as the citizens’ victory bonus. 


H. R. 2099. Mr. Walter; February 9, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the election of a Delegate to Congress from 
the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 2100. Mr. Walter; February 9, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Extends to justices of the District Courts of Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and the Canal Zone, the 
retirement privileges which have been granted to the 
justices of the supreme court, and judges of the district 
court, of Hawaii [amending U. S. C. 48: 684b]. 


H. R. 2109. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; February 12, 1945 
(Public Lands). 


Abolishes the Jackson Hole National Monument. 


H. R. 2110. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; February 12, 1945 
(Public Lands). 


Repeals § 2 of the act entitled, an act for the preserva- 
tion of American antiquities, approved June 8, 1906, which 
gives the President authority to declare, by proclama- 
tion, certain lands owned by the United States to be na- 
tional monuments. 


H. R. 2111. Mr. Boykin; February 12, 1945 (Patents). 


Patent Priorities Extension Act of 1944—The Com- 
missioner of Patents may extend, for citizens or subjects of 
countries providing substantially reciprocal privileges to 
our citizens, the period of priority on patents previously 
patented abroad (without the payment of fees or penal- 
ties) for 6 months from the date of the condition grow- 
ing out of the present war which prevented the filing or 
for 6 months after approval of this act, whichever is later, 
but in no case beyond 12 months after the termination 
of this war. 

A patent shall not be refused or held invalid by reason 
of having been described in any printed publication or 
used in public prior to the filing of the application, un- 
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less such action was prior to the filing of the foreign ap- 
plication. 

An application for a patent on an invention communi- 
cated to or articles supplies to the United States pursuant 
to mutual agreement between the United States and a 
foreign government for the supply or mutual exchange 
of information or articles shall not be refused or held 
invalid because the invention had been in public use or 
sale, etc., provided: (a) an application is filed within 1 
year from date of communication or 6 months of date of 
this act, whichever is the later, and (b) substantially 
equivalent provisions are nfade under the Jaws of the for- 
eign country. Any court of the United States for any 
district or territory may call upon any department or 
agency to produce information concerning such communi- 
cations or articles. 

No patent granted or validated by reason of any exten- 
sien of time shall abridge or affect the right of any citizen 
of the United States to continue any manufacture, use, or 
sale bona fide commenced before the passage of this act. 

Any applicant for a patent who is or was unable, because 

of conditions growing out of the present war to execute 
and file an application for a patent or to prosecute any 
application, or to pay any fee, may do so through his 
agent. . 
* An applicant for a patent shall not be permitted to es- 
tablish a date of invention or discovery by reference to 
knowledge or use thereof in a foreign country, other than 
bythe filing in a foreign country of an application for a 
patent for the same invention or discovery. 

No claim shall be made or action brought in respect of 
any manufacture, use, or sale during the period of and 12 
months after the termination of the present war by the 
Government of the United States, or of governments allied 
with the United States in the present war under any 
patent rights owned since September 8, 1939, by a national 
of an enenfy country, or the sale, offering for sale, or use 
at any time of any products whatsoever manufactured 
during such period. 


H. R. 2112. Mr. Farrington; February 12, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 


Permits naturalization of native-born Filipinos irre- 
spective of service in the armed forces of the United States 
[amending U. 8. C. 8: 703]. 


H. R. 2113. Mr. Flannagan; February 12, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 

The secretary-treasurer of a national farm loan associa- 
tion shall be eligible for membership on the association’s 
loan committee, which may hereafter consist of more than 
three members, and directors of the association may em- 
power the loan committee to elect applicants to member- 
ship in the association and permit two members of such 
committee to act as the committee. 

When a farm loan is applied for, the loan committee may 
request a report from a land bank appraiser on the value 
of the land offered as security, and the amount of the loan 
may not exceed 65 percent of the normal value of the farm 
as thus determined. If such a report has been made to a 
loan association, the Federal land bank need not request 
an additional report. 

A land bank nfay agree, at the time a loan is made, or 
thereafter, that the mortgagor may make installment pay- 
ments thereon in advance or pay the entire principal of the 
loan during the first 5 years it is in effect, and it may allow 
loans to liquidate indebtedness incurred at least 2 years 
prior to the date of application for the loan (now prior to 
January 1, 1937). The maximum rate of interest on 
defaulted payments is reduced from 8 percent to 6 percent. 

A land bank may borrow money jointly with other land 
banks; it may establish and maintain a paid-in surplus 
revolving fund to be created from subscriptions thereto by 
the Secretary of the Treasury in behalf of the United 
States, and it may permit a borrower to defer payment on 
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the principal of his loan in order to pay indebtedness 
secured by a junior lien on the farm land mortgaged. 

Denominations of farm loan bonds are left entirely to 
the discretion of the Farm Credit Administration, specific 
provisions for those in amount of $40, $100, $500, and 
$1,000 being stricken out. 

The Land Bank Commissioner may make loans on behalf 
of the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation, from Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation funds, until July 1, 1947 
(now July 1, 1945) and the Farm Mortgage Corporation 
may sell and assign, without recourse and without war- 
ranty, its notes and mortgages representing such loans to 
the Federal land bank located in the farm credit district 
in which the mortgaged properties are situated [amending 
U. S. C. 12: 712, 745, 751-753, 777, 781, 857, 861, 874, 880, 
1016, 1020 (d)]. 

Loans made to war veterans for the purchase of farms 
and farm equipment, under the Servicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Act of 1944, may be used to purchase stock in a 
cooperative association where such purchase is required by 
Federal] statute as an incident to obtaining a loan [amend- 
ing 58 Stat. 292]. 


H. R. 2114. Mr. Forand; February 12, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 
The Secretary of War shall establish a national ceme- 
fery in each State in which none now exists. 


H. R. 2115. Mr. Granger; February 12, 1945 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 

For the purpose of acts of Congress, Executive orders, 
administrative orders and regulations, (a) all fur-bearing 
animals raised in captivity for breeding or other useful 
purposes shall be deemed domestic animals; (b) such ani- 
mals and the products thereof shall be deemed agricultural 
products, and (c) the breeding, raising, producing, or 
marketing of such animals shall be deemed to be an 
agricultural pursuit. Functions of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service affecting the production of domestically raised fur- 
bearing animals, or products thereof, are transferred from 
the Secretary of the Interior to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 


H. R. 2116. Mr. Hare; February 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

When an enlisted man’s wife’s conviction of adultery 
or fornication becomes final the dependents’ allowance for 
the family will be determined as if she were not the wife 
of the enlisted man [amending 56 Stat.

A maximum of 52 
weeks’ readjustment allowance is allowed, in the case of 
World War II veterans, to cover unemployment which 
occurs within 2 years after discharge or 6 months after 
termination of the war. Further benefits, applicable to 
veterans of either war, include guaranty of loans up to 
$2,000 for the purchase or construction of homes, farms, 
and business property, hospital and medical, surgical and 
dental treatment, and preference in employment where 
Federal funds are dispersed (including all positions under 
$3,000 in the classified or unclassified civil service).

The extent, if any, by which the estimated aggregate 
volume of prospective investment and expenditure is less 
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than the estimated aggregate volume required to assure a 
full employment volume of production shall be regarded as 
a prospective deficiency in the National Budget, and when 
there is a prospective deficiency, the President shall rec- 
ommend a general program for encouraging such increased 
non-Federal investment and expenditure, particularly in- 
vestment and expenditure which will promote employment 
opportunities by private enterprise, as will prevent such 
deficiency to the greatest possible extent. To the extent, 
if any, that increased non-Federal investment and expendi- 
ture are deemed insufficient to provide a full employnfent 
volume of production, the President shall transmit a gen- 
eral program for Federal investment and expenditure to 
assure such volume. Any programs calling for the con- 
struction of public works by the Federal Government shall 
provide for the performance of construction work by 
private concerns under contracts awarded in accordance 
with applicable laws, except in special instances. 

If the estimated aggregate volume of prospective invest- 
ment and expenditure for any period is more than the 
estimated aggregate volume required to assure a full 
employment volume of production, the President shall 
recommend a general program to prevent inflation, ete. 

The programs recommended by the President shall in- 
clude measures necessary to prevent monopolistic prac- 
tices. 

The President may establish advisory boards or com- 
mittees representing industry, agriculture, labor, and State 
and local governments, and others. 

A Congressional Joint Committee on the National Budget 
shall study the Budget transmitted by the President and 
shall report to each House not later than March 1 of each 
year its findings and recommendations with respect thereto, 
together with a joint resolution setting forth a general 
policy for the ensuing year.

Missouri Valley Authority Act—Creates a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority (referred to as the Corporation), headed 
by a board of three directors appointed by the President 
with the consent of the Senate, to acquire, construct and 
operate projects on the Missouri River and its tributaries, 
and in the surrounding region in the interest of flood 
control, navigability, reclamation and irrigation of public 
lands, and development and utilization of hydroelectric 
power.

Each director shal! serve for a 9-year 
term (initial appointments for 3, 6, and 9 years) at a 
salary of $15,000. Prevailing rates of wages must be paid 
to laborers and mechanics. The Corporation shall report 
to the President and to each House of Congress while it is 
in session, not later than 2 years after this enactment, 
its recommendations for the unified development of the 
Missouri Valley region, the recommendations to remain 
available for the consideration of the Congress for not 
more than 120 calendar days, and if not affirmatively dis- 
approved by concurrent resolution within that period, 
to be deemed effective. Rights of States in the distribu- 
tion of water used for irrigation are protected. Control 
and operation of Fort Peck Dam is transferred to the 
Corporation. Federal owned and public-domain lands 
benefited hereunder shall be divided into family-type farm 
units, the purchasers of which shall enter into contracts 
with the Corporation for repayment of construction costs 
allocated to irrigation purposes. In disposing of electric 
energy and of the water that is stored, preference shall be 
given to States and political subdivisions, to cooperatives, 
and to nonprofit organizations, although sales may be 
made to private agencies and persons. Blectric energy 
may be sold directly to farms and in rural communities 
which are inadequately serviced therewith at reasonable 
rates. Five percent of the gross proceeds from the sale 
of power and of water would be paid, during each fiscal 
year, to the States in’ which operations are carried on, 
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apportionment to be based on the value of the property 
held by the Corporation within each State. The Corpora- 
tion shall have access to the United States Patent Office 
for the purpose of studying and copying scientific meth- 
ods, ete. Any invention or discovery made by virtue of or 
incidental to service to the Corporation by an employee 
of the Government of the United States or of the Corpo- 
ration, together with any patents granted thereon shall 
be the exclusive property of the Corporation, which may 
grant licenses thereunder and may make payments to the 
inventor from the income from the sale of licenses.

H. R. 2206. Mr. Harris; February 15, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Establishes a presumption of service-connected disability 
in the ease of disease or injury existing within 5 years 
after discharge from service in the armed forces during 
the present war. 


H. R. 2207. Mr. Sparkman; February 15, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

The base pay of enlisted men, warrant officers, and 
nurses (female) shall be increased by an additional 5 
percent for each year after the first year of sea or foreign 
duty [amending U. 8. C. 87: 102]. 


H. R. 2208. Mr. Hagen; February 15, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Until the termination of hostilities, Federal payments 
to States having approved plans for old-age assistance 
shall be increased 20 percent and shall be calculated on 
expenditures in excess of $48 (now $40) per person, and 
Federal old-age and survivors insurance benefits shall 
be increased by 20 percent [amending U. 8S. C. 42: 308, 
402}. 

H. R. 2209. Mr. Huber; February 15, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Makes honorably discharged veterans eligible for civil- 
service employment notwithstanding commission of a 
misdemeanor prior to the date of discharge. 


H. R. 2210. Mr. Izac; February 15, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 

Authorizes the acquisition of Temple Heights, Wash- 
ington, D, C., for a recreation center for Government em- 
ployees during the war and for erection of a Civil War 
memorial thereafter. 


H. R. 2211. Mr. Spence; February 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Bretton Woods Agreements Act—Authorizes the Presi- 
dent to accept membership for the United States in the 
International Monetary Fund and the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development. A governor, alter- 
nate governor and an executive director of the Bank and 
similar officers of the Fund shall be appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate and shall serve 
without salary. The President shall report to Congress, 
at least every 6 months, with respect to United States par- 
ticipation in the Bank and the Fund. Commitments on 
behalf of the United States as to (1) changes in the quota 
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of the United States, (2) changes in the par value of the 
dollar or certain other par values, (8) subscription to ad- 
ditional shares of stock, (4) amendments of Articles of 

greement, or (5) loans to the Fund or the Bank are 
prohibited unless specifically authorized by Congress. 
Par value of the United Sta es dollar shall not be com- 
municated as other than 1554, grains of gold nine-tenths 
fine. Upon request of the Fund or the Bank any Federal 
Reserve Bank shall act as its depository or fiscal agent. 
The Secretary of the Treasury shall use $1,800,000,000 
of the stabilization fund provided for in the Gold Re- 
serve Act of 1934 to pay part of the United States sub- 
scription to the Fund; he may pay the balance of $950,- 
000,000 of the subscription and the subscription of the 
United States to the Bank from time to time when pay- 
ments are required, and he may, for the purpose of mak- 
ing these payments, use as a public-debt transaction 
$4,125,000,000 of the proceeds of any securities hereafter 
issued under the Second Liberty Bond Act; and he shall, 
for the purpose of keeping to a minimum the cost to the 
United States of participation in the Fund and the Bank, 
after paying the subscription to the Fund and any part 
of the required subscription to the Bank, issue special 
notes at par and deliver them to the Fund and the Bank 
in exchange for dollars to the extent permitted by the Ar- 
ticles of Agreement. The President may require the fur- 
nishing of data requested by the Fund and data of the 
type which may be required under section 5 (b) of the 
Trading With the Enemy Act. The Johnson Act (prohib- 
iting financial transactions with foreign governments in 
default) shall not apply to the sale or purchase of bonds, 
securities, etc., while any foreign government is a mem- 
ber of the Fund and the Bank. United States district 
courts shall have original jurisdiction of suits involving 
the United States and the Fund and the Bank. 


H. R. 2212. Mr. De Lacy; February 15, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 

In navy yards and stations, arsenals and other Govern- 
ment establishments the prescribed minimum rate of pay 
for each trade shall be used as the probationary rate for 
new enfployees for 3 months, after which those retained 
shall be advanced to the intermediate rate for 6 months, 
and then to the maximum rate as long as they continue 
in the service.

Each veteran, while pursuing vocational training and for 
2 months after his enfployability is determined, if entitled

seded agencies. Boundaries of agricultural communities 
shall be determined by the Secretary after appropriate 
investigations. Employees, including committeenfen, of 
county agricultural associations, shall not be considered 
Federal employees and their hours and pay shall conform 
to lceal standards. Funds for expenses of cooperating with 
work shall be made available to county agricultural 
associations.

(Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to accept title 
to tracts of land in Bennett County, S. Dak., as a part of 
La Creek National Wildlife Refuge. 

H. R. 2229, Mr. Cannon of Florida; February 16, 1945 
(Ways and Means).

Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice: (a) by an employer the refusal to 
hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, any 
person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin or ancestry, or limitation of recruitment on that 
basis; (b) by any labor union the refusal of or expulsion 
from membership or the discrimination against any em- 
ployee, employer or member for the forégoing reasons: 
and (c) the discrimination, etc., by any employer or labor 
union against any person because he has opposed practices 
forbidden by this act. 

Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission 
(to supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Practice 
established by Executive Order $346) which is empowered 
to prohibit persons from engaging in any practices de- 
clared to be unfair, to hold hearings on complaints of 
unfair employment practices, to order such persons to 
cease and desist therefrom, and to take appropriate aftirm- 
ative action, including hiring or reinstatment of employees 
with or without back pay. Orders of the Commission 
shall be subject to judicial enforcement and review in the 
same manner as orders of the National Labor Relations 
Board, except orders directed to Government agencies, 
which are subject only to action by the President. Judi- 
cial review of the Commission's orders may be instituted 
by aggrieved parties. Confers upon the Commission in- 
vestigatory powers. Al! Government contracts and sub- 
contracts, unless specifically exempt by regulation, shall 
stipulate that the contractor or subcontractor shall not 
engage in unfair employment practices, and no Govern- 
ment contracts shall be awarded to persons found by the 
a to have violated any of the provisions of this 
act. 


H. R. 2233. Mr. Ervin; February 16, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Prohibits the prosecution of any claim against the 
United States or against any Government corporation: 
(1) by any person employed therein or by any commis- 
sioned officer assigned to duty therein, or (2) by any such 
person, or by any person formerly so employed or formerly 
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assigned as a commissioned officer to such duty, (a) 
within two years after such employment or assignment 
has ceased, if the claim relates to a matter which was 
pending in the agency or corporation involved during his 
employment or assignment, or (b) at any time after 
employment, ete, has ‘ceased if the claim involves a 
subject matter with which he was directly connected while 
so employed’ or assigned. Penalty: fine of not more than 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment for not more than 1 year 
or both. 


H. R. 2234. Mr. Traynor; February 16, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


National Dental Health Act—Establishes a National 
Dental Health Council consisting of the Surgeon General 
and the Dental Director of the Public Health Service, 
and eight other members, who shall be dentists, not in 
the employ of the United States. The Council shall ad- 
vise and consult with the Surgeon General and with dental 
health directors of the States. Authorizes $7,000,000 an-

H. R. 2236. Mr. Green; February 16, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

In determining the service connection of a veteran's dis- 
ability any lay or other evidence of service incurrence 
or service aggravation shall be accepted as proof. The 
provision for rebutal evidence is deleted [amending 55 
Stat. 847]. 


H. R. 2237. Mr. Judd; February 16, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Adds screenings, scalpings, chaff, or scourings of certain 
grains to the list of products which, if used for livestock 
and poultry feed, were exempt from import duties be- 
tween December 22, 1948 and June 20, 1944, and pro- 
vides for refunds of duties collected [amending 58 Stat. 
131]. 


H. R. 2238. Mr. Peterson of Florida; February 16, 1945 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


In computing years of service toward payment of 
annuities under the Railroad Retirement Act, credit 
shall be granted persons who were not employed on the 
enactment date but who rendered service in at least six 
months subsequent thereto. Credit shall also be given 
for service in the armed forces [amending U. S. C. 45: 
228e (b) (1)]. 


H. R. 2239. Mr. Cooley; February 16, 1945 (Agriculture) 


Farmers’ Home Corporation Act of 1945—Abolishes the 
Farm Security Administration and regional agricultural 
credit corporations and transfers their functions and as- 
sets, together with the functions of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration relating to emergency crop production, feed, 
seed, drought, and rehabilitation loans and the functions 
of the Secretary of Agriculture as trustee under the trans- 
fer agreements with State Rural Rehabilitation Corpora- 
tions to the Farmer’s Home Corporation in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, thus centralizing in that hitherto 
unactivated Corporation various credit services to farmers. 

Loans agregating $125,000,000 a year may be made to 
farmers and stockmen who are citizens of the United 
States for the purchase of livestock, farm equipment an¢ 
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supplies, and other farm needs, the refinancing of in- 
debtedness, and family subsistence, with a limitation 
to $2,500 a year for an initial loan and a total of $3,500 
in outstanding loans to any one borrower. Loans shall 
run for not more than 5 years, with interest at 5 percent. 

The Corporation may also make loans for water and soil- 
conservation projects, and shall exercise the functions of 
the Secretary of Agriculture relating to such projects and 
the development of farm units on public lands under 
Federal reclamation projects. 

Under an expanded program of tenant purchase loans 
and mortgage insurance, $50,000,000 a year is authorized 
for loans to farm tenants, farm laborers, sharecroppers, 
etc., for the purchase of family size farms, with a prefer- 
ence to war veterans. The aggregate amount of the prin- 
cipal obligations on all nfortgages insured, etc. shall not 
exceed $100,000,000 in any one fiscal year. Loans and 
mortgage instruments may run for not more than 40 years. 
Interest rates are 4 percent on loans and 8 percent (base 
rate) on mortgages. The principal of a mortgage (and 
fees and charges) shall not exceed 90 percent of the 
reasonable value of the farm and necessary improvements. 

Resettlement and rural rehabilitation projects for re- 
settlement purposes must be liquidated as expeditiously as 
possible, and the lands comprising them which are suitable 
for farming must be sold under the tenant purchase-loan 
program. Public facilities on such projects may be granted 
to public or semi-public institutions or public or private 
organizations, to be made available for the use of the 
public at large, if the facilities or lands cannot be sold at 
reasonable prices or if sinfilar facilities or lands are not 
available to the inhabitants of the area on reasonable 
terms. Property not so granted and not suitable for sale 
as farms shall be disposed of as surplus property. 

Authority vested in the Department of Agriculture by 
this act shall be exercised by the War Food Administrator 
for the duration of the war and for 6 months thereafter, 
unless the functions of the War Food Administrator or 
the War Food Administration are terminated at an earlier 
date [repealing U. 8S. C. 7: 1007-1009; 12: 1020i-10200, 
1148-1149d; amending U. S. C. 7: 24, 1000-1009, 1014— 
1029; D. C. C. 35: 535). 


H. R. 2240. Mr. Jackson; February 16, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 
Credit shall be given, for longevity or other pay pur- 
poses, for service in the National Guard or in the Organ- 
ized Militia by persons before age 18. 


H. R. 2252. Mr. Ludlow; February 19, 1945 (Appropria- 
tions). 
Treasury and Post Office Departments Appropriation 
Act, 1946—Carries the 1946 fiscal year appropriations for 
Treasury and Post Office Departments. 


H. R. 2253. Mr. Priest; February 19, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Establishes in the Veterans’ Administration the Veter- 
ans’ Administration Medical Service to render service now 
performed by civilian professional personnel. In the 
Service there shall be a Commissioned Regular Corps and 
a Commissioned Reserve Corps. A Medical Director of the 
Service, who shall have the same rank as the Surgeon Gen- 
era! of the Army, shall be appointed by the President with 
the vonsent of the Senate for a 4-year ternt. The Medical 
Director shall assign as Deputy Medical Director a com- 
missioned officer above the full grade (major) from the 
Regular Corps to act as Medical Director during his ab- 
sence, etc., with the grade, while so assigned, corresponding 
with the grade of brigadier general.

In time of war the President may 
declare the Commissioned Corps of the Service to be a 
military service.

The pay and allowances of the personnel of the armed 


forces shall be paid in United States currency, or at a fair 
rate of exchange if in the money of any other nation. 


H. R. 2258. Mr. Hobbs; February 19, 1945 (Judiciary). 

The willful damaging, destruction, concealment, etc., or 
the defective manufacture or repair, or the sale, convey- 
ance, or transfer in a defective condition, to the United 
States or any associated nation, in time of war, of any 
property, real or personal, used, adopted for, or intended 
for use in carrying on the war, with reason for belief that 
the act will impede the war effort, or the attempt or 
conspiracy to commit any of the foregoing acts, shall be 
punished by imprisonment for not more than 30 years, or 
a fine of not more than $10,000 or both. 


H. R. 2259. Mr. Springer; February 19, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates The Mothers of World War Number Two. 


H. R. 2260. Mr. Wood; February 19, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Members of the armed forces whose application for 
national service \ife insurance was rejected for physical 
reasons and who thereafter, during the present war, die. 
in a combat area shall be deemed to have been granted 
such insurance [amending U. S. C. 38: 802 (d)]. 


H. R. 2261. Mr. Wadsworth; February 19, 1945 (Judici- 


ary). 
Provides for the transfer of patent cases to the court 
of unother district when required by the latter addition or 
withdrawal of parties [amending U. 8S. C. 35: 68]. 
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H. R. 2262. Mr. Bartlett; February 19, 1945 (Territories). 

Court commissioners and clerks for Alaska shall be 
appointed by the respective district judges. Commis- 
sioners shall retain all fees up to $5,000 a year, plus 
office expenses; if in any quarter the fees average less 
than $200 a month, additional compensation to bring 
the amount up to $200 shall be paid by the United States. 
The district judges may also appoint a chief commis- 
sioner whose duty it shall be to inspect periodically the 
offices of the district commissioners and report thereon 
to the district judges and the Director of the Admin- 
istrative Office of the United States Courts. Salaries 
and expenses of the chief commissioner shall be paid by 
the Director of the Administrative Office of the United 
States Courts [Amending U. S. C. 48: 104, 108].

Railroad shall be subject to any tax [amending U, 8. C 
5: 7450]. 


H. R. 2264. Mr. Edwin Arthur Hall; February 19, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the American Battle Monuments Commis- 
sion to arrange for bringing back for burial in the United 
States the remains of persons who died in the service of 
the armed forces and who are buried in foreign lands.

Nurses’ Selective Service Act of 1945—Every unmarried 
woman between 20 and 45 years of age who is (1) a reg- 
istered nurse, or (2) a graduate nurse, or eligible to apply 
for examination as a registered nurse, is subject to regis- 
tration and induction in accordance with procedures under 
the Selective Training and Service Act. No person regis- 
tered with a selective-service local board under this act 
shall be ordered to report for induction until after all 
qualified graduates of the United States Cadet Nurse Corps 
registered with such board, who are not deferred, have been 
ordered to report for induction. A graduate of the United 
States Cadet Nurse Corps may be deferred from service in 
the armed forces under this act only on grounds of depend- 
ency or physical defects, etc. Except as to graduates of 
the United States Cadet Nurse Corps, no person shall be 
classified as available for induction if she has been de- 
clared by the Procurement and Assignment Service to be 
engaged in essential services and not available for induc- 
tion, and no nurse in a Veterans’ Administration hospital 
facility shall be so classified unless she is released by the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs. Persons who have 
eonsecrated their lives to religious service are exempt. 
Provisions cover male as well as female nurses. 
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H. R. 2278. Mr. Randolph; February 20, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


In the District of Columbia the fee for the recording of 
liens, releases, and assignnfent of liens upon certificates 
ot title for motor vehicles, ete., shall be $1 for each lien, 
assignment, or release on each automobile contained in the 
instrument (now 50 cents for recording liens and assign- 
ments theretof, and no fee for recording release) [amend- 
ing 54 Stat. 739]. 


H. R. 2279. Mr. Rankin (by request); February 20, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Veterans entitled to domiciliary or hospital care who are 
eligible for increased compensation, etc., because of de- 
pendents may receive such additional compensation, ete., 
for 1 year (now 6 months) prior to submission of satis- 
factory proof of such dependency [amending Veterans’ 
Regulation No. 6 (a) ]. 


H. R. 2280. Mr. Sumners of Texas; February 20, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Receiving stolen property of the United States (the 
term broadened to include property being manufactured 
for the War or Navy Departments, or ordnance, arms, 
ammunition, ete.) is punishable by a maximum of $10,000 
fine or 10 years imprisonment if the value of such prop- 
erty exceeds $50 and $1,000 fine and 1 year imprisonment 
if the value is $50 or Jess (now fine of not more than 
$5,000 and/or imprisonment for 5 years, irrespective of 
value (amending U. S. C. 18: 101]. 


H. R. 2281. Mr. Sumners of Texas; February 20, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

The provision punishing larceny in interstate or foreign 
commerce is extended to include larceny from busses, 
airplanes, and airplane terminals or facilities [amending

H. R. 2283. Mr. Weiss; February 20, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Excludes from gross income, for income tax purposes, 
$2,000 of all annuities, pensions, ete. received annually 
by a retired employee of the United States or of any 
State, Territory, political subdivision, or of any Govern- 
ment corporation, or of any corporation that is exempt 
from income tax [amending U. S. C. 26: 22 (b) (2)]. 


H. R. 2284. Mr. Manasco; February 20, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Prohibits subcontractors paying any fee, or compensa- 
tion of any kind (directly or indirectly) to any officer, 
etc., of a prime contractor or another subcontractor hold- 
ing a government contract on a cost-plus-a-fixed-fee or 
any other cost reimbursable basis, as an inducement for 
the award of a subcontract or as an acknowledgment of 
a subcontract. The amount of such payments shall not 
be reimbursed from appropriated moneys and shall be 
recoverable, if paid, by the United States. Making or 
receiving a prohibited payment is punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $10,000 and/or imprisonment for not more 
than 10 years.

Authorizes conveyance of certain United States land to 
Springfield Township, Montgomery County, Pa., for high- 
way and ornamental-park purposes. 
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H. R. 2292. Mr. Bell; February 21, 1945 (Agriculture). 

F-1 loans made after January 23, 1913, by any regional 
agricultural credit corporation shall inipose the same per- 
sonal liability on the borrower as those imposed upon 
borrowers under F-2 loans. 


H. R. 2293. Mr. Kopplemann; February 21, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 

Liberalizes provisions as to pay of officers and men on 
the honorary retired list of the Naval Reserve, allowing to 
those who have performed a total of 20 years’ service 
(whether in a noncommissioned or commissioned status), 
at least 5 years of which have been on active duty (active 
duty perfornfed for training purposes included), and who 
are not otherwise entitled to military retirement or other 
military pay, military retirement pay at the rate of 244 
per centum of the active duty pay for the rank on the 
honorary retired list or of the pay in the highest rank or 
rating held on active duty, whichever is the higher, mul- 
tiplied by the number of years of active duty performed, 
not exceeding 75 percent of the active duty pay. Benefits 
shall apply only to those whose rights to retirement pay 
have accrued prior to the date of approval of this act and

Indian Descent Code—Enacts a uniform code of descent 
of trust or restricted Indian estates. 


H. R. 2295. Mr. Randolph; February 21, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Members of the armed forces discharged or relieved from 
active service on their own initiative, in order to accept 
employment, are entitled to mustering-out paynrents. 
Formerly payments were allowed in such cases only when 
active service was outside the United States or in Alaska 
{amending Public Law 225, 78th Cong.]}. 

H. R. 2296. Mr. Stockman; February 21, 1945 (indian 
Affairs). 

Salaries and expenses of officers, delegates, etc., of the 
Klamath Indian ‘Tribe shall be fixed in advance by the 
Klamath General Council, subject to the approval of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs [amending U. 8. C, 25: 
563 }. 

H. R. 2297. Mr. Stockman; February 21, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 

Authorizes the Klamath and Modoc Tribes and Yahoo- 
skin Band of Snake Indians to adopt a fishing, hunting, and 
trapping code for the conservation of fish and wildlife on 
the Klamath Reservation, Oreg. 


H. R. 2298. Mr. Howell; February 21, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the State of Illinois to abandon the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal, and grants to Illinois all rights, etc.. 
of the United States to the land comprising the right-of- 
way thereof. 

H. R. 2299. Mr. Sadowski; February 21, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 

Aliens racially eligible to naturalization, who are now, 
or may be within one year after termination of hostilities, 
married to citizens of the United States who have served 
honorably in the arnfed forces since December 7, 1941, are 
declared citizens from the date of marriage. Not appli- 
cable if marriage was annulled without spouse baving 
taken up residence in the United States [amending U. S. C. 
8: 712). 

H. R. 2312. Mr. Bradley of Pennsylvania; February 22, 
1945 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Veterans of World War II may apply for guaranty of 
loans for homes, farms, and business property no later 
than 7 (now 5) years after the end of the war [amending 
58 Stat. 291}. 
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H. R. 2313. Mr. Jenkins; February 22, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


In the case of an elective public official who maintains 
a home in the State of his residence, expenses up to $1,800 
incurred during the taxable year for lodging outside such 
State may be deducted from gross income for income 
tax purposes [amending U. 8. C. 26: 28 (a)]. 


H. R. 2314. Mr. White; February 22, 1945 (Library). 


Authorizes erection of a memorial to Brig. Gen. William 
L. Mitchell, within the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 2322. Mr. Andrews of New York; February 23, 
1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes issuance of the Mexican Border Service 
Medal to officers of the Medical Reserve Corps and other 
reserves not now eligible who were called to active duty on 
the Mexican border between January 1, 1916, and April 
6, 1917. 

H. R. 2323. Mr. Bartlett; February 23, 1945 (Roads). 


Extends to Alaska the benefits of the Federal-aid high- 
way acts. 


H. R. 2324. Mrs. Douglas of California; February 23, 1945 
(Judiciary). 


Forbids the local requirement of the payment of a poll 
tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal election. 
H. R. 2325. Mr. Johnson of California; February 23, 1945 

(Military Affairs). 

Extends the benefits of the Emergency Officer’s Retire- 
ment Act [U. 8S. C. 38: 581-582) to commissioned officers 
honorably separated from the Army on January 1, 1923, 
as a result of the limitation placed on the active list 
[49 Stat. 717, 721}. Applications for benefits shall be 
filed with the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs within 
12 months after enactment. 


H. R. 2326. Mr. Vinson; February 23, 1945 (Naval Af- 
fairs). 
Repeals the provision of law [U. S. C. 84: 222] prohib- 


iting employment of naval officers on shore duty except in 
special cases. 


H. R. 2327. Mr. Sparkman; February 23, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 
In any court action for a divorce or for annulment of 
a marriage, or for separate maintenance or support of a 
wife, if the husband is an enlisted man, the court may 
order that, temporarily, the wife shall receive only part, 
or none, of her dependents’ allowance. 


H. R. 2328. Mr. Lynch; February 23, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Declares nonmailable all pamphlets, books, pictures, 
and writings of any kind containing defamatory and 
false statements which tend to expose any residents of 
the United States designated, identified, or characterized 
therein by race or religion to hatred, contempt, ete., or 
tend to cause such persons to be shunned or avoided or 
iajured in their business. Penalty: $5,000 fine and/or 5 
years’ imprisonment. In injunction suits, the court shall 
determine whether the matter involved was defamatory 
and false, ete. 


H. R. 2329. Mr. Vinson; February 23, 1945 (Naval Af- 
fairs). 

Authorizes conveyance to Rhode Island, for highway 
purposes only, of a strip of land within the naval ad- 
vance base depot at North Kingstown. 

H. R. 2330. Mr. Weiss; February 23, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Excludes from gross income, for income tax purposes, 

$2,000 of all annuities, pensions, etc., received annually 
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by a retired employee of the United States or of any 

State, Territory, political subdivision, or of any Gov- 

ernment corporation, or of any corporation that is ex- 

empt from income tax, for past services as such employee 

[amending U. S. C. 26: 22 (b) (2)]. 

H. R. 2340. Mr. Beckworth; February 26, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Broadens definition of term “dependent” for income-tax 
purposes to include (1) an individual with respect to whom 
the taxpayer stands in loco parentis, and (2) an individ- 
ual who stands in loco parentis with respect to the taxpayer 
[amending 58 Stat. 239}. 


H. R. 2341. Mr. Dondero; February 26, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Enlisted men of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps, 
retired after 30 years service (active and/or fleet reserve), 
who served honorably as commissioned officers during 
World War I (April 6, 1917 to November 11, 1918) and 
in World War II, shall, when returned to inactive status, 
be entitled to the pay of retired warrant officers [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 10: 981]. 


H. R. 2342. Mr. Ellis; February 26, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 
Permits deduction from gross income, for income-tax 
purposes, of expenses of determining Federal income-tax 
liability [amending U.S. C. 26: 23 (a) (2)]. 


H. R. 2343. Mr. Engle of California; February 26, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 


Gold held by the Treasury shall be revalued to $56 per 
fine ounce. The gold content of the dollar shall be corre- 
spondingly adjusted. 


H. R. 2344. Mr. Engle of California; February 26, 1945 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Exempts from the operations of the Securities Act of 
1933 any security issued by a person engaged primarily in 
mining or production of minerals, including petroleum and 
natural gas [amending U. 8S. C. 15: 77c]. 


H. R. 2345. Mr. Hoffman; February 26, 1945 (Civil Serv- 
ice). 
Prohibits the Federal Government from employing an 
alien when a qualified veteran is available. 


H. R. 2346. Mr. Peterson of Florida; February 26, 1945 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Merchant Seamen’s War Service Act—Requires the 
Chairman of the Maritime Commission to issue a Certifi- 
cate of War Service, upon application within 2% years 
after the termination of hostilities, to any person who: (a) 
Between September 30, 1941, and 6 months after the 
termination of hostilities, served in the Merchant Marine; 
and (b) at the time of filing the application is (1) a citizen

Benefits 
payable to holders of such Certificates of War Service in- 
clude: (1) hospitalization and medical, surgical, and 
dental treatment, at Public Health Service facilities 
(ntedical advice and out-patient treatment for dependents 
in case of death or disability of the seamen); (2) voca- 
tional rehabilitation, under the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act; (3) education or training (free tuition and incidental 
expenses up to $500 a year, for 1 year, plus subsistence al- 
lowance of $50 a month, or $75 a month if there are depend- 
ents) ; (4) loans for the purchase or construction of homes, 
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farms, or business property (up to $2,000, with interest at 
4 percent); (5) employment rights, including (a) use of 
United States Employment Service facilities, (b) prefer- 
ence in all civilian positions in the United States Maritime 
Commission, the War Shipping Administration, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, the Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation, the Army Transport Service, and the Bureau of 
Customs, and (c) reemployment rights (existing 40-day 
limit on application for reenfployment extended to 90 days, 
and in the event of a person hospitalized immediately after 
such service, 1 year) ; (6) disability benefits ranging from 
$11.50 to $265 per month, death benefits to dependents, and 
burial benefits up to $200. A Board of War-Service Sea- 
men’s Appeals shall be established in the Commission to 
handle all questions on claims involving benefits adminis- 
tered under this Act. No person who is entitled to compen- 
sation under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 
or under any other Act administered by the Administrator 
of Veterans’ Affairs shall be entitled to benefits under this 
Act [amending 57 Stat. 374, 379; Public Law 410, 78th 
Congress]. 


H. R. 2347. Mr. Poage; February 26, 1945 (Agriculture). 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall support by loan, 
purchase, or other operation a fair price to growers and 
processors of guayule shrub based upon a price of 28 cents 
per pound at the mill for processed, crude guayule rubber 
for shrub harvested before June 30, 1956. In any 1 year 
the price support benefits shall be limited (a) as to any 
one grower, to the shrub harvested from not more than 40 
acres, and (b) as to total support to all growers, to the 
shrub harvested from a total of not more than 400,000 
acres.

H. R. 2352. Mr. Sikes;

Defers persons holding office under the United States 
or any State, Territory, or the District of Columbia, whose 
service is necessary to the public health, safety, or inter- 
est, from training and service under the Selective Training 
and Service Act [amending U. S. C. 50 App.: 305c]. 
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H. R. 2353. Mr. Vinson; February 26, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Increases the annual compensation of the President of 
the United States to $100,000, of the Vice President, 
Speaker of the House, and cabinet members to $20,000, 
and Members of Congress, Delegates from Territories, 
and Resident Commissioner from Puerto Rico to $15,000 
{amending 43 Stat. 1301). 


H. R. 2354. Mr. Davis; February 26, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 


Officers of the Regular Army under 55 years of age who 
were retired between April 26, 1934, and June 1, 1935, by 
reason of the limitation on the number of commissioned 
officers, and who are now receiving 75 percent active-duty 
pay, shall be restored for purposes of promotion, pay, 
allowances, etc., to active duty with the grade of colonel, 
if their original commissions predated August 16, 1917, and 
if they have not less than 17 years’ active commission 
duty, or to the grade of lieutenant colonel if their com- 
missions were subsequent to that date, and one additional 
grade if such officer received a medal, citation, or decora- 
tion for gallantry in action from the United States, and 
was wounded in action, receiving the Purple Heart Medal. 


H. R. 2355. Mr. De Lacy; February 26, 1945 (Civil Serv- 
ice). 


Periods of vocational training undertaken by disabled 
veterans of World War I or World War II in preparing for 
Federal employment shall be credited for retirement pur- 
poses.

Extends provisions restricting the acquisition by one 
commercial corporation of the stock of another such cor- 
poration to include the acquisition of the whole or any 
part of the assets of another corporation.

terest, and also finds that it will not restrain trade or 
tend to create a monopoly or materially lessen effective 
competition, the acquiring corporation has not indulged 
in unlawful methods or otherwise violated provisions of 
the Federal Trade Commission Act; and that the acqui- 
sition will not be incompatible with greater efficiency and 
economy of production, distribution or management 
{amending U. 8. C. 15: 18, 21[. 


H. R. 2358. Mr. Robertson; February 26, 1945 (Library). 


The white flowering American dogwood (Cornus Flor- 
ida) shall be the national flower of the United States. 
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H. R. 2374, Mr. Cannon of Missouri; February 27, 1945 
(Appropriations). 


First Deficiency Appropriation Act, 1945—Carries de 
ficiency appropriations, (1) for the House of Representa- 
tives, Executive Office of the President, Independent Ex- 
ecutive Agencies, Executive Departments, Judiciary, and 
(2) to cover judgments and authorized claims. 


H. R. 2375. Mr. Ellsworth; February 27, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Veterans of World War II may apply for guaranty 
of loans for homes, farms and business property within 
10 years after separation from the armed forces [amend- 
ing 58 Stat. 291]. 


H. R. 2376. Mr. Boren; February 27, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes $2,000,000 for a hospital for Negro veterans 
at Boley, Okla. 


H. R. 2377. Mr. LeCompte; February 27, 1945 (Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures). 


Authorizes the coinage of 50-cent pieces in comnmfemora- 
tion of the one-hundredth anniversary of the admission of 
Iowa into the Union. 


H. R. 2378. Mr. McGehee; February 27, 1945 (Claims). 


Notwithstanding prohibitory provisions in appropria- 
tion acts, services rendered the Federal Government by 
noncitizen officers and employees shall be paid for [amend- 
ing 56 Stat. 266]. 


H. R. 2379. Mr. Rankin; February 27, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Rewrites the national service life insurance law, effec- 
tive from October 8, 1940 [U. 8. C. 38 ch. 13]. 

Extends benefits to every person commissioned or en- 
rolled in the active service. Dcfines the term “child” as: a 
legitimate or legally adopted child; a stepchild, if a mem- 
ber of insured’s household; one to whom insured stands in 
loco parentis; and an illegitimate child if acknowledged 
by father or father is judicially ordered to support child. 
Includes stepfather or stepmother in term “parent”. Re- 
quires that each policy cover total permanent disability 
without additional premium charge and includes provi- 
sions for other total disability benefits. Eliminates 30 
days’ active service as a prerequisite to insurance. Per- 
nfits insurance of a person in active service without physi- 
cal examination only if a superior officer certifies that the 
applicant is performing full military duty. Prohibits the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs from denying the ex- 
istence of good health because of service-incurred or serv- 
ice-aggravated disability that is less than total or because 
of disability or infirmity present and recorded at the date 
of the original application. Increases the amount of auto- 
matic coverage from $5,000 to $10,000, and grants such 
coverage to: (a) any person in active service on or after 
October 8, 1940, who while in such service and before the 
expiration of 120 days after the date of this amendatory 
act or 120 days after his entrance into active service, which-

on the same basis as those who are besieged, ete. Permits 
renewal on the 5-year premium plan of original issue and 
conversion to endownfent policies maturing at age 62, or 
20-year endowment or 30-year endowment. Authorizes the 
insured, after discharge from active service or upon con- 
version of the 5-year-level premium term policy to any 
other authorized plan, to designate any person, firm, cor- 
poration or legal entity as beneficiary, either individually 
or as trustee. Also authorizes designation of an original 
beneficiary by will. Provides for reinstatement of insur- 
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ance which has lapsed. Amends manner of payment of 
benefits: (1) allowing beneficiaries to elect, in lieu of the 
usual method of payment (240 equal installments if under 
30 years of age or 120 installments if over 30), a refund 
life income in monthly installments for a period of not less 
than 120 months; (2) permanent and total disability pay- 
nfents may be in 240 installments of $5.51 monthly for each 
$1,000 of insurance; and (3) to the insured upon a ma- 
turity of an endowment contract. Provides for the waiver 
of premiums during continuous total disability of insured. 
Payment of benefits for total permanent disability shall 
not be discontinued, except for fraud, without proof that 
insured engaged in substantial gainful employment for 12 
months with no ill effects upon his health. Authorizes 
the Administrator, under conditions he shall prescribe, to 
include in a policy, upon application made by the insured 
subsequent to his discharge from service, a total disability 
clause. Provides for reinstatement of insurance which has 
lapsed and has not been surrendered for cash value or for 
paid up insurance.

Failure to give notice of injury or file a claim for the 
disability or death of a Government employee within the 
time prescribed shal] not bar the claim if the Employees’ 
Compensation Comniission finds such failure was beyond 
the control of the claimant or that such failure did not 
materially prejudice the interest of the United States 
[amending U. 8S. C. 5: 770]. Deletes the requirement 
that death result (1) from the injury within 6 years (2) 
within 1 year after the cessation of disability or (3) within 
1 year of injury where there has been no disability

Certificates of service and discharge of persons released 
or discharged from the armed forces shall be recorded 
without charge in the District of Columbia [amending 
D. C. Code 45: 701]. 
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H. R. 2385. Mr. Voorhis of California; February 27, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 


Federal credit unions may enter into contracts for 
group life insurance for their members [amending U. 8. C, 
12: 1757]. 


H. R. 2386. Mr. Elston; February 27, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Provides military status for women who served overseas 
in uniform with the United States Army during World 
War I. 

H. R. 2387. Mr. Hagen; February 27, 1945 (Agriculture), 

Effective 90 days after termination of the war, the 
base period for determining parity prices for agricul- 
tural commodities shall be July 1, 1919, to June 30, 1929, 
and farm wages (on the basis of national average in- 
cluding the wages of hired workers, operators, and mem- 
bers of their families engaged in work on the farm com- 
puted according to hired farm labor wage rates) shall 
be reflected in defining parity. 


H. R. 2388. Mr. May; February 27, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs).

Postmasters at third- or fourth-class post offices may be 
reimbursed for expenses incident to cleaning and oper: 

Necessary facing slips and mail 
pouch labels shall be furnished free to such postmasters. 


H. R. 2403. Mr. Curtis; February 28, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Peyote Tax Act of 1945—Provisions levying a transfert 
tax on dealings in marihuana and an occupational excise 
tax on dealers therein, and all laws and regulations (it 
cluding penalties) which apply to marihuana shall ap 
ply also to peyote. It shall be unlawful for any Federal 
officer or employee to encourage, etc., the use of peyote 
by American Indians. 
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H. R. 2404. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; February 
28, 1945 (Ways and Means) 


Public Debt Act of 1945—Increases the debt limit of the 
United States under the Second Liberty Bond Act from 260 
billions to 300 billions, The Secretary of the Treasury 
may authorize payments in connection with the redemp- 
tion of savings bonds to be made by savings and loan 
associations, building and loan associations (including 
cooperative banks), and credit unions, as well as by banks 
and trust companies, but no financial institution shall act 
as paying agent until it is qualified as such under regula- 
tions prescribed by the Secretary, nor unless it nfeets 
requirements as to incorporation, supervision, etc., pre- 
scribed by the act. An official finding of death, in the 
case of a member of the armed forces who is reported 
missing in action, etc., shall be a sufficient proof of death 
to support the allowance of credit in the accounts of any 
Federal Reserve bank or accountable Treasury Department 
officer in any case involving transfer, payment, etc., of 
obligations of the United States.

Means).

{amending 57 Stat. 87]. 

H. R. 2410. Mr. Harless of Arizona; February 28, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 


Gold held by the Treasury shall be revalued to $56 
per fine ounce. The gold content of the dollar shall be 
correspondingly adjusted. 
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H. R. 2411. Mr. Kefauver; February 28, 1945 (Judiciary). 


When disqualification of one or more Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the United States results in lack of a 
quorum, the Chief Justice may designate one or more 
retired Justices to make up the quorum. Designation shall 
be in the reverse order of retirement, and with the con- 
sent to the retired Justices named [amending U. S. C. 
28 : 321]. . 

When a quorum is lacking by reason of disqualifica- 
tion in the United States Supreme Court, and a quorum 
cannot be obtained by designation of retired justices, to 
consider equity cases appealed from District Courts 
under the Expediting Acts (Trusts and Interstate Com-

An individual paying an income tax on the basis of a 
fiscal year shall be allowed credit for the tax withheld at 
source on wages during those portions of calendar years 
which comprise the taxable year. 


H. R. 2420. Mr. Hendricks; March 1, 1945 (Library). 


Provides for the erection in the District of Columbia 
of a monument to the United States Marine Corps, to be 
based on a photograph showing marines planting the 
United States flag atop Mount Suribgchi, Iwo Jima Island. 


H. R. 2421. Mr. Knutson; March 1, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


For the purpose of net operating loss deductions and 
unused excess profits credit adjustment under the income 
tax law, in taxable years beginning after December 31, 
1941, when a railroad corporation acquires railroad prop- 
erty in a receivership proceeding, or in a proceeding under 
§ 77 of the National Bankruptcy Act and the basis of the 
property acquired is determined under § 113 (a) (20) of 
U. S. C. Title 26, the acquiring and the acquired corpora- 
tion shall be deemed the same taxpayer.

Federal housing projects or plants shall be subject to 
State and local taxation to the same extent, etc., as if 
privately owned. 


H. R. 2436 Mr. Cole of New York; March 2, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Conveys to the State of New York, for nautical educa- 
tion purposes, the Fort Schuyler Military Reservation. 


H. R. 2437. Mr. Elliott; March 2, 1945 (Appropriations). 

Appropriates funds for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1946, for agricultural salary and wage stabilization func- 
tions of the War Food Administration, but only as to com- 
modities subject to a specific wage ceiling regulation on 
July 1, 1945, unless a majority of producers of a commod- 
ity, not so regulated, request intervention. A specific wage 
ceiling regulation nfay be issued with respect to any agri- 
cultural commodity in any area in the interest of the war 
effort, etc. 


H. R. 2438. Mr. Gardner; March 2, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Broadens the term “dependent,” for income tax purposes, 
to include children under 18 being cared for in a taxpay- 
ers’ home (1) pursuant to an arrangement between the 
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taxpayer and a childrens’ home, or (2) under an arrange. 
ment between the taxpayer and a judicial authority 
[amending 58 Stat. 238]. 


H. R. 2489. Mr. Hagen; March 2, 1945 (Indian Affairs) 


Declares certain lands in Minnesota to be held in trust 
for the Minnesota Chippewa ‘Tribe. 


H. R. 2440. Mr. Lewis; March 2, 1945 (Military Affairs), 
Grants deferment, under the Selective Training and 
Service Act, to persons engaged in the mining of coal 
essential to the war effort. Change from such employ- 
ment without the approval of the local draft board shall 
result in reclassification to a class immediately available 
for military service [amending U. S. C. 50: App. 305]. 


H. R. 2441. Mr. McDonough; March 2, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

National service life insurance policies shall be ex- 
tended for 5 additional years automatically for persons 
serving overseas, and optionally (upon application within 
90 days of written notice of expiration) for persons serv- 
ing within the United States. Increased actuarial costs 
resulting from such extension shall be paid by the United 
States [amending U. S. C. 38: 801 (f) ]. 


H. R. 2442. Mr. Shafer; March 2, 1945 (Ways and Means). 
Levies a 10 per centum ad valorem tax on water-leaf 
paper [amending U.S. C. 10: 1001 par. 1409]. 


H. R, 2443. Mr. Spence; March 2, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Increases the amount of war-housing-insured mortgages 
allowed under the National Housing Act from $1,700, 
000,000 to $1,800,000,000 and extends the time within 
which such mortages may be insured to July 1, 1946. Au- 
thorizes the Federal Housing Administrator to insure 
mortgages executed in connection with the sale of prop- 
erty acquired under Titles Il (mortgage insurance) and 
VI (war housing insurance) without regard to limitations 
contained therein [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1738, 1743]. 


H. R. 2444. Mr. Stigler; March 2, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

All pay for service in the armed forces during the 
present war (now not more than $1,500 thereof) shall 
be exempt from Federal income tax [amending U. §. C. 
26: 22 (b) (18) ]. 


H. R. 2445. Mr. Walter; March 2, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Federal Corrections Act—A Board of Corrections, 
composed of 10 members appointed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and comprising a Division on Adult Corrections, a 
Youth Authority Division, and a Policy Division, is cre- 
ated in the Department of Justice. The Policy Division 
shall lay down general treatment and correctional poli 
cies to be carried out by the Director of the Board, and 
a Chief Parole Officer, appointed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, shall administer the parole system and the super- 
Vision of youthful offenders on conditional release. 

Whenever a judge determines that a sentence of more 
than 1 year should be imposed, the Division on Adult 
Corrections shall recommend the term of imprisonment 
to be fixed by the definite sentence. If the court does 
not file a definite sentence within 2 months, the recom- 
mendation by the Division shall become the definite 
sentence. 

In the case of youthful offenders, the Youth Authority 
may recommend that they be committed to its jurisdic- 
tion, and if the court does not act within 2 months, the 
recommendation shall be deemed affirmed. Youthful of- 
fenders so committed shall undergo treatments in train- 
ing schools, hospitals, farms, forestry, and other camps 
or be permitted to remain at liberty conditionally under 
supervision after complete study at classification centers 

The United States Board of Parole is abolished and 
its powers and duties vested in the Board of Corrections; 
all powers and duties of the Attorney General and the 
United States Board of Parole with respect to juvenile 
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delinquents and parole under section 4 of the Federal 
Juvenile Delinquency Act are transferred to the Youth 
Authority Division. 


H. R. 2446. Mr. King; March 2, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

All-American Flag Line Act of 1944—Creates as a pri- 
yate corporation under Federal Charter an All-American 
Flag Line to engage as an air carrier in foreign air trans- 
portation, Capital stock shall be divided into class A 
and class B. The total amount of class A stock shall be 
$200,000,000 and eligible subscribers thereto shall be air 
carriers holding certificates issued by the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Authority authorizing foreign air transportation, or 
authorizing interstate air transportation other than air 
transportation wholly within Alaska. Class B stock may 
be issued only in payment for assets purchased by the 
corporation from holders of class A stock. 


H. R. 2447. Mr. Richards; March 2, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for the issuance of death certificates in the 
case of persons dying in the military or naval service. 


H. R. 2448. Mr. McDonough; March 2, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Limits to 8 percent the interest charged after June 30, 
1945, on loans secured by liens on United States Govern- 
ment life (converted) insurance. 


H. R. 2449. Mr. Peterson of Florida; March 2, 1945 (Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries). 

Entitles veterans of the Merchant Marine of World 
War I to hospitalization, medical treatment, etc., at Public 
Health Service facilities and to care and treatment at the 
expense of such Service at facilities (public or private) 
other than its own when authorized by the officer in charge 
of the Public Health Service facility at which application 
for treatment is made. Domiciliary care shall be pro- 
vided for the permanently totally disabled. Upon the 
death of a veteran the Administrator, War Shipping Ad- 
ministration, shall furnish a flag to drape his casket, 
which flag shall be given to his next of kin [amending 
U. 8. C. 46: 1131-1182]. 


H. R. 2454. Mr. Bryson; March 5, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Enlisted personnel of the armed forces during the 
period of hostilities in the present war and 6 months 
thereafter, shall be entitled to annual leave at the rate of 
2% days per month, which may be accumulated. On dis- 
charge, or release from active duty such member shall be 
paid a lump sum representing pay and allowances due 
for any accumulated leave. 


H. R. 2455. Mr. Engle of California; March 5, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 


Authorizes the RFC, during the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1946, to pay subsidies and incur losses not to exceed 
$450,000,000 in the aggregate with respect to strategic 
metals and minerals and petroleum and petroleum prod- 
ucts. The premium price plan for copper, lead, and zine 
is extended on existing terms until June 30, 1946, except 
that all classes of premiums shall be noncancelable unless 
necessary to make individual adjustments of income to 
specific mines. Premiums and indemnities shall be ad- 
justed so as to return producers’ wartime investments. 


H. R. 2456. Mr. Harless of Arizona; March 5, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency).

Includes the Cumberland River Basin within the scope 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority Act of 1933 and under 
the jurisdiction of the Tennessee Valley Authority [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 16, ch. 12A]. 


H. R. 2459. Mr. Stigler; March 5, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation).

Extends the benefits of the Federal old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance and unemployment insurance, and pro- 
visions for employment taxes, to cover employees of any 
public utility which, previously operated under private 
ownership, is acquired by a municipality [amending U. 8. 
C. 42: 409 (b) (6), 1011 (b) (7), 1107 (c) (6)]. 

H. R. 2470. Mr. King; March 5, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Extends the jurisdiction of the United States district 
courts in suits against the United States from $10,000 to 
$50,000 [amending U. 8S. C. 28: 41 (20)]. 

H. R. 2471. Mr. Sheridan; March 5, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Suspends for the duration of the war, the statutory re- 
tirement ages for Regular Army officers and provides that 
all officers of the Regular Army, Army of the United 
States, National Guard, Reserve, etc., shall be retained in 
active military service unless found physically or other- 
wise unfit for duty. 

H. R. 2472. Mr. Short; March 5, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Raises the age limit for enlistment in the Women’s Army 
Corps to 52 years (now 50 years) [amending U. S. C. 50 
App: 1552). 

H. R. 2473. Mr. Sikes; March 5, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Officers or enlisted men who have actively served in 
World War I and World War II may be retired on 50 
percent of their active duty pay in the highest rank or 
rating attained upon completion of 20 years service, and on 
75 percent upon completion of 30 years service. 

H. R. 2474. Mr. Wickersham; March 5, 1945 (Military

Authorizes an expert medical corpsman badge for offi- 

cers and enlisted men in the Army Medical Corps who per- 

form their duties under enemy fire, and provides for addi- 

tional compensation of $10 a month, during the present 


war and for 6 months thereafter, to enlisted men who are 
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entitled to wear it. 


H. R. 2478. Mr. Randolph; March 5, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Enlisted personnel of the armed forces during the period 
of hostilities and for 1 year thereafter, shall be entitled 
to annual leave at the rate of 24% days per month, which 
nfay be accumulated. At the end of the period of service,

Mr. Beckworth; March 6, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Provides for a 10-day preference to veterans in purchase 
of surplus vehicles and small machinery [amending 58 
Stat. 773). 

H. R. 2493. Mr. Beckworth; March 6, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Provides for a 10-day preference to farmers in pur- 
chase of surplus vehicles or small machinery. 


H. R. 2494. Mr. Green; March 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes appointments to the United States Military 
Academy and the United States Naval Academy of sons 
of members of the armed forces who were killed in action 
or have died of injuries received, or disease contracted 
in active service during the present war [amending U. 8. 
C., Supp. III, 10: 1091a]. 
H. R. 2495. Mr. Hoffman; March 6, 1945 (Labor). 

Prohibits employers of six or more persons from dis- 
criminating in employment because of race, creed, color, 
national origin, or ancestry, and grants injured parties 
the right of recovery in damages. , 

H. R. 2496. Mr. Johnson of California; March 6, 1945 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Prohibits the use of the mails or instrumentalities of 
interstate commerce for the sale or delivery of any article 
or wearing apparel, or fabric or material made from or 
containing any synthetic fiber which contains any hazard- 
ous, explosive, or other substance in sufficient quantity to 
make it more highly inflammable than cotton cloth in its 
natural state. Penalty: a fine of not more than $500 
and/or imprisonment for not more than 6 months. In- 
junctions may be granted upon application of the Attorney 
General. 

H. R. 2497. Mr. Jackson (by request); March 6, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

Entitles Federal and District of Columbia employees 
(with certain exceptions) whose base salary is less than 
$3,800 to overtime at 1144 times the basic hourly rate of 
compensation and sets up an overtime pay schedule for 
those whose base salary is $3,800 or more tapering from 
$1,140 in the case of $3,800 employees to $654 for employees 
with salaries of $6,500 or more. Authorizes compensatory 
time off for irregular or occasional overtime work and 
provides a night pay differential of 10 percent of basic 
compensation. Effective upon termination of the war or 
such earlier time as the Congress or the President may 
designate, pay for holiday work shall be at 114 times the 
basic rate of compensation. Amends the Classification

Hospital Construction Act—Authorizing grants to the 
States for construction of hospitals, as follows: (a) 
$5,000,000 for surveys and planning, allocated on the 
basis of population, financial needs and other factors 
which the Surgeon General considers relevant; (b) for 
the fiscal year 1946, $100,000,000 for the construction 
of public and nonprofit hospitals and $5,000,000 for aid 
to State Agencies in meeting their administrative ex- 
penses, and for each fiscal year thereafter sufficient 
sums for such construction work and administrative 
expenses, payments to be made to the States whose 
plans for construction work have been approved by 
the Surgeon General and to political subdivisions of, 
and public or other nonprofit agencies in such States. 
Allotments to are to be based on (a) the population 
and (b) financial need, of the respective States, and 
(c) in the case of allotments for construction, the relative 
need therefore, or in the case of allotments for adminis- 
trative expenses, special administrative problems. For 
each fiscal year at the beginning of which all States do 
not have approved plans for construction work, allot- 
ments shall be computed on the basis of $100,000,000 and 
administrative expenses on the basis of $5,000,000, or 
such higher amount, in either case, as the Congress may 
specify. Provisions shall be administered by the Sur- 
geon General, who shall consult with a Federal Advisory 
Council consisting of himself as chairman ex officio and 
eight members appointed by the Federal Security Admtn- 
istrator. 

H. R. 2499. Mr. Case of South Dakota; March 6, 1945 
(Immigration and Naturalization). 

Permits admission into Alaska, as nonquota immi- 
grants, of Finnish persons or persons of Finnish descent 
who have served honorably in the armed forces of the 
United Nations, and their wives, unmarried children un- 
der 21, or parents. After residing in Alaska for 10 years 
such persons may move to other United States jurisdic- 
tions without application of the quota laws. 


H. R. 2500. Mr. Dondero; March 6, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Enlisted men of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps, 
retired after 30 years service (active and/or fleet reserve) 
who served honorably as commissioned officers between 
Apri!

additional pound or fraction of a pound thereafter. The 
new rates, increased according to the zone, range from 8 
cents for parcels weighing 8 to 12 ounces, 10 cents for 
parcels weighing 12 ounces to 1 pound, and 0.7 cent for 
each additional pound or fraction thereof, for local deliv- 
ery, to 12, 17, and 10.4 cents respectively for delivery 
within the eighth zone [repealing U. 8S. C. 39: 293; Post- 
master Generaks Order No. 2388; 58 Stat.

H. R. 2503. Mr. Trimble; March 6, 1945 (Agriculture). 

The label on each package of vegetable seeds shall show 
the origin of such seed, or, if the origin is unknown, shall 
contain a statement to that effect [amending U. 8. C. T: 
1571 (b)]). 

H. R. 2504. Mr. Cochran; March 6, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Discontinues the quarterly report of the head of each 
executive department or other Government establishment 
at the seat of the Government, as well as certain designated 
reports under the Departments of Agriculture, Commerce, 
Interior, Labor, Navy, Post Office, State, Treasury, and 
War, the Federal Security Agency, and the Government 
Printing Office. 

H. R 2505. Mr. Grant of Indiana; March 6, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

The benefits under the Federal old-age and survivors 
insurance provisions of the Social Security Act to an 
adopted child are no longer contingent upon adoption prior 
to the beginning of the twelfth month before the month in 
which the foster parent died [anfending U. S. C. 42: 409k]. 


H. R. 2506. Mr. McCormack; March 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

The Georgetown University Hospital, District of Colum- 

bia, may be erected to a height not to exceed 110 feet above 


the finished grade of the land [amending D. C. C. 5: 405]. 


H. R. 2507. Mr. Manasco; March 6, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

The General Accounting Office shall relieve any disburs- 
ing officer or agent acting for the Division of Disbursement, 
Treasury Department charged with responsibility on ac- 
count of loss or deficiency while in the discharge of his 
official duties, in the absence of fault or negligence on his 
part. 

H. R. 2519. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; March 7, 1945 (Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes $50,000 for rearing ponds and a fish hatchery 
at or near Charlevoix, Mich. 

H R. 2520. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; March 7, 1945 (Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes $50,000 for rearing ponds and a fish hatchery 
at or near Rogers City, Mich. 


H. R. 2521. Mr. Edwin Arthur Hall; March 7, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Authorizes a veterans’ hospital in Broome County, N. Y¥. 


H. R. 2522. Mr. Jarman; March 7, 1945 (Printing). 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to complete the com- 
pilation, ete., of the official papers of the Territories of the 
United States and provides for the printing and distribu- 
tion thereof. 


H. R. 2523. Mr. Lane; March 7, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Provides for lump payment of compensation for ac- 
cumulated annual leave and current accrued annua! leave 
to officers and employees who were involuntarily separated 
from the service of the United States as a result of the 
expiration of the Bituminous Coal Act of 1937. 
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H. R. 2524. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; March 7, 1945 
(Post Office and Post Roads). 

The Postmaster General may allow additional com- 
pensation to a star route contractor for unforeseen in- 
creased cost of operation occurring during the contract 
term and may renew any contract for four years and in- 
crease the compensation not more than 35 percent. He 
shall establish Rural Delivery Service in lieu of a star 
route when a star route meets the requirements for such 
service, and the contractor or subcontractor for the trans- 
ferred route may be appointed rural carrier for the route 
temporarily [amending U. S. C. 39: 434]. 

H. R. 2525. Mr. Sparkman; March 7, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Includes stepparents among persons to whom allow- 
ances may be paid under the Pay Readjustment Act of 
1942 [amending U. 8. C. 37: 104]. 


H. R. 2536. Mr. Bulwinkle; March 8, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Suspends the antitrust laws respecting agreements be- 
tween common carriers subject to part I, II, or III, or 
freight forwarders subject to part 1V, of the Interstate 
Commerce Act other than agreements relating to consoli- 
dations, etc., on a finding by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission that such suspension will further the national 
transportation policy. 


H. R. 2537. Mr. Randolph; March 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Confers upon the Court of Claims and the United States 
district courts original jurisdiction of claims for dam- 
ages resulting from the operation of aircraft by or for 
the United States. 


H. R. 2538. Mr. Springer; March 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates The Mothers of World War Number Two. 


H. R. 2539. Mr. Harless of Arizona; March 8, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Permits corporations created at the request of the Fed- 
eral Loan Administrator for essential war production, 
to continue subsidy payments and purchases (1) after 
June 30, 1945, in amounts necessary to fulfill obligations 
incurred prior to July 1, 1945, and (2) with respect to 
operations for the year ending June 30, 1946, which in- 
volve subsidies and anticipated losses relating to desig- 
nated materials and commodities (with specific refer- 
ence to rubber, meat, butter, flour, petroleum and its 
products, copper, lead, and zinc) in fixed maximum sums 
totaling $1,468,000,000. 


H. R. 2540. Mr. Bender; March 8, 1945 (Rivers and Har- 
bors). 

Creates an Ohio Valley Authority headed by a board 
of directors of three members, and an advisory commit- 
tee consisting of the principal officers of designated Fed- 
eral Government agencies, and nine residents of the area 
of the Authority, to be selected by the President, to rep- 
resent agriculture, commerce, and labor. 

The board shall employ necessary employees without 
regard to civil-service laws. No political test or qualifica- 
tion shall be permitted for employment or promotion. 
Collective bargaining is provided for. Compensation for 
injuries suffered in the performance of duty shall be avail- 
able to employees. Prevailing wages must be paid. 

Net proceeds shall be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury annually. Funds shall be provided by appropriations 
in accordance with the procedures of the Budget and Ac- 
counting Act, except as otherwise provided. The Comp- 
troller General shall nfake an annual audit and he shall 
make special report to the President and to the Congress 
of any transaction which conflicts with the statutory func- 
tions of the Authority. 

Not later than 2 years after this enactment, the Author- 
ity shall recommend to the President and the Congress a 
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complete plan for the unified control and utilization of the 
waters of the Ohio River system. The plan and recom- 
mendations submitted to the Congress shall remain avail- 
able for consideration for not more than 120 calendar days 
and if not affirmatively disapproved by concurrent resolu- 
tion within that period shall be deemed effective. The 
President may transfer to the Authority the use, posges- 
sion, etc., of any Federal dam or water-control project in 
the Ohio Valley region, or other Federal real or personal 
property of the United States. 

The Authority may acquire, construct, operate, ete, 
dams, locks, reservoirs, canals, reads, recreational facili- 
ties, and other projects; it may contract with States, local 
governmental units, public utility corporations, and other 
persons, firms or corporations for the relocation of rail- 
road tracks, highways, nyiills, ferries, electric-light plants 
and other properties and may cooperate in the readjust- 
ment of displaced populations ; it may construct or operate 
any project through or in conjunction with other Federal 
agencies, or States or local units. 

Public lands benefited by irrigation shall be divided into 
units consisting of family-type farms, none of which shall 
include more than 160 acres of irrigable land, and offered 
for occupancy or sale. Construction costs allocated to irri- 
gation purposes together with the annual costs of operation 
and maintenance of the project and distribution system 
shall be recovered from water users under repayment 
contracts, 

The Authority shall have access to the Patent Office of 
the United States for the purpose of copying methods, 
formulas, ete. 

In the disposition of lands, preference shall be given to 
veterans otherwise qualified under tests prescribed by the 
Corporation who are found eligible on account of service 
for any of the benefits of the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act of 1944. 


H. R. 2541. Mr. May; March 8, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

During the present war, and for 6 months thereafter, 
the President may, without the consent of the Senate, 
reduce the temporary grade of any member of the Army 
who, since August 27, 1940, has been appointed, with the 
consent of the Senate, to the temporary grade of major 
general or to any higher grade and whose appointment to 
such grade has been terminated. 


H. R. 2542. Mr. Bland; March 8, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to lend or give 

obsolete guns, projectiles, etc. to war veteran associations, 

nonprofit museums, etc. [amending U. 8S. C. 84: 546]. 


H. R. 2543. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; March 8, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 
Requires weekly, semiweekly, and triweekly, newspapers 
enjoying mailing privileges to file sworn statements as to 
their circulation. 


H. R. 2548. Mr. Coffee; March 9, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Increases from $10,000 to $25,000 the specific exemption 
for the purposes of excess-profits tax [amending 58 Stat. 
54]. 


H. R. 2549. Mr. Fenton; March 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes a national cemetery in the eastern section 
of Pennsylvania. 

H. R. 2550. Mr. Priest; March 9, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Neuropsychiatric Institute Act—Authorizes: 
(1) $4,500,000 for erection by the Federal Works Admin- 
istration of a National Neuropsychiatric Institute, and 
(2) $10,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 380, 1946, 
and necessary sums thereafter for the Administration of 
the Institute, which shall be established in the Public 
Health Service for the purpose of conducting researches, 
investigations, experiments, and demonstrations relating 
to the cause, diagnosis, and treatment of neuropsychiatri¢ 
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disorders. The Surgeon General of the Public Healti 
Service as administrative officer may assist, through 
grants, etc., States, counties, health districts, and other 
political subdivisions, and nonprofit agencies, in measures 
for the prevention, treatment and control of such disorders 
and may make grants-in-aid to universities, hospitals, 
laboratories, other public and private institutions, and 
to individuals for research projects. A National Advisory 
Mental Health Council, composed of the Surgeon General 
(ex officio) as chairman and 6 members appointed by him, 
with the approval of the Federal Security Administrator, 
from among leading medica! and scientific authorities, 
shall review research projects, applications for grants-in- 
aid, etc. and make recommendations with respect to the 
administration of the Institute. 


H. R. 2551. Mr. Barry; March 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Veterans’ Readjustment Pay Act of 1945—Members of 
the armed forces honorably discharged or released from 
active duty after December 7, 1941, and before the cessa- 
tion of hostilities and 6 months thereafter, shall be entitled 
to have their pay continued for an additional 12 months 
or for a period equal to their length of service if less than 
12 months. No payment shall be made for any day for 
which a readjustment allowance was received under the 
Servicemen's Readjustment Act of 1944. 


H. R. 2552. Mr. Randolph; March 9, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Congressional automobile tags (District of Columbia) 
shall be valid only for the Congress in which they are 
issued, and not to be displayed longer than 30 days after 
the opening of the next Congress [amending D. C. C. 40: 
603 (¢)]. 


H. R. 2553. Mr. Sasscer; March 9, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Funds collected from the operation of the midshipmen’s 
tailor shop at the United States Naval Academy shall 
hereafter be accounted for as public moneys, and em- 
ployees of the shop shall be deemed Government employees. 


H. R. 2554. Mr. Sasscer; March 9, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Permits Government employees to serve as judges or 
clerks of elections [amending 53 Stat. 1147].

Funds collected from operations of the midshipmen’s cob- 
bler and barber shops at the United States Naval Academy 
shall hereafter be accounted for as public moneys, and 
employees of such shops shall be deemed Government 
employees. 


H. R. 2557. Mr. Sasscer; March 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Officers below the grade of Colonel (or corresponding 
grade) and each warrant officer and enlisted men below 
the grade of master sergeant (or corresponding grade) of 
the military and naval forces serving in the Philippine 
Islands or on Wake or Guam on December 8, 1941, and who 
are now prisoners of war, shall be advanced one grade, 
effective December 8, 1943, and a similar promotion for 
each year thereafter. Additional service pay for special 
duty shall continue during such person’s status as a pris- 
oner of war. 


H. R. 2558. Mr. Sasscer; March 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Members or beneficiaries of members of the Oflicers’ Re- 
serve Corps and the Enlisted Reserve Corps of the Army 
who were physically injured in line of duty while perform- 
ing active-duty or while engaged in authorized training be- 
tween February 28, 1925, and July 15, 1939, are allowed an 
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additional 6 months to make claims for benefits under the 
United States Employees Compensation Act [amending 
U. 8S. C. 5: 798]. 

H. R. 2559. Mr. Sasscer; March 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


World War veterans serving in the armed forces of the 
present war shall be restored to the highest rank, grade, or 
rating held during World War I, with equal opportunity 
for advancement and in no instance shall a lower rank, 
etc., now be given. 


H. R. 2560. Mr. Sasscer*; March 9, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Service rendered and deductions made or taxes paid by 
any person under the Civil Service Retirement Act of May 
29, 1930, any other Federal retirement act, or the Social 
Security Act, may be credited for the purposes of any other 
such act. 


H. R. 2561. Mr. Mansfield of Montana; March 9, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the RFC, during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1946, to pay subsidies and incur losses not to exceed 
$450,000,000 in the aggregate with respect to strategic 
metals and minerals and petroleum and petroleum prod- 
ucts. Extends to June 30, 1946, the premium price plan for 
copper, lead, and zinc, and unless necessary to make in- 
dividual adjustments of incomes to specific mines all 
classes of premiums shall be noncancelable. 


H. R. 2562. Mr. Walter; March 9, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Extends to justices of the District Courts of Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and the Canal Zone, the 
retirement privileges which have been granted to the 
justices of the supreme court, and judges of the district 
court, of Hawaii [amending U. 8S. C. 48: 684 b, c]. 


H. R. 2563. Mr. Jackson (by request); March 9, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 


Reserves certain public lands in Utah as an addition to 
the Goshute Indian Reservation, subject to all valid exist- 
ing rights. 

H. R. 2564. Mr. Lynch; March 9, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Employers and employees engaged in the operation of 
American vessels on navigable waters within or within 
and without the United States may be required by the legis- 
Jature of the State in which the operating office is main- 
tained to contribute to the unemployment funds of such 
State. The term “employment” for employers’ excise tax 
purposes shall include service outside the United States on 
or in connection with an American vessel under contract of 
service which is entered into within the United States or 
during the performance of which the vessel touches at a 
United States port. The provision excepting from the 
term “employment” service as seamen in navigable waters 
of the United States is superseded by a provision except- 
ing therefrom service performed outside the United States 
on or in connection with a vessel not an American vessel, 
and service performed in the catching, harvesting, etc., of 
aquatic forms of animal] and vegetable life, other than serv- 
ice performed (1) in the catching of salmon or halibut for 
commercial purposes and (2) on or in connection with a 
vessel of more than 10 net tons. The term “American 
vessel” is defined to mean any vessel documented or num- 
bered under the laws of the United States, and includes any 
vessel not so numbered or documented if its crew is em- 
ployed solely by citizens or residents of the United States 
or corporations organized under the Federal or State law 
[amending U. S. C. 26: 1606, 1607 (c), (c) (4)]. 


H. R. 2565. Mr. McMillan; March 9, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

No alcoholic beverage license shall be issued or trans- 
ferred to premises (excluding hotels) within 600 feet of 
District of Columbia schools, churches, playgrounds, public 
libraries, ete. Licensees shall not advertise, distribute 
price lists or display or leave them where they can be seen 
from the street or carried away by customers. 
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H. R. 2566. Mr. Randolph (by request); March 9, 1945 
(District of Columbia). 
Permits veterans to obtain, without charge, copies of 
their marriage records in the District of Columbia for use 
in presenting claims to the Veterans’ Administration. 


H. R. 2567. Mr. Wickersham; March 9, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Service on inactive duty shall be credited toward the 90- 
day period of service required of servicemen eligible for 
educational benefits provided by the Bervicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Act of 1944 [amending 58 Stat. 288]. 


H. R. 2568. Mr. Wickersham; March 9, 1945 (Banking 
and Currency). 

Amends the National Housing Act (U. S. C. 12:1709 
(d)) to eliminate the requirement that not less than 15 
percent of the principal of insured mortgages upon farm 
property be expended for improvements. 


H. R. 2580. Mr. Beckworth; March 12, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Veterans of World War II shall, for the puypose of old 
age and survivors insurance benefits under the Social 
Security Act, be deemed to have been paid wages during 
such service of $160 a month, excepting periods for which 
credit is allowed under various retirement laws unless 
such credit is waived. 

H. R. 2581. Mr. Bland; March 12, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

The manufacture, sale, possession, or display of any 
insignia, decoration, medal, award, etc., pertaining to serv- 
ice in the merchant marine is prohibited, except as author- 
ized by law [supplementing U. 8S. C. 50: 751-753 (e)]. 

H. R. 2582. Mr. Bunker; March 12, 1845 (Ways and 
Means). 

Compensation not in excess of $25 per month for casual 
labor shall be disregarded in determining need for old-age 
assistance [amending U. 8S. C. 42: 302]. 

H. R. 2583. Mr. Lane; March 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Enlisted men of the armed forces shall be granted 30 
days’ leave with pay prior to honorable discharge. 

H. R. 2584. Mr. Rivers; March 12, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for a Dental Division in the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery of the Medical Department of the Navy. 
H. R. 2585. Mr. Hartley; March 12, 1945 (District of 

Columbia). 

The sale or purchase of striped bass (now striped bass 
or rockfish or black bass) less than 16 inches (now 9) in 
length is prohibited in the District of Columbia [amend- 
ing D. C, C. 22: 1605]. 

H. R. 2586. Mr. Jackson; March 12, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Authorizes leases of restricted Indian lands, with the 
consent of the individual, tribe, etc., concerned, for bene- 
ficial purposes for not to exceed 25 years. 

H. R. 2587. Mr. Martin of Massachusetts; March 12, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Any application for benefits under the Servicemen's 
Readjustment Act of 1944, the Servicemen’s Dependents 
Allowance Act of 1942, or any law, etc., administered 
by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, which is 
declared to be made under the penalties of perjury shall 
be deemed to have been made under oath or affirmation. 


H. R. 2588. Mr. Mott; March 12, 1945 (Agriculture). 
Authorizes a bee-culture laboratory at Corvallis, Oreg. 
H. R. 2589. Mr. Murdock; March 12, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 
Authorizes pasment to San Carlos Apache Indians for 
certain lands ceded by them to the United States, and 
reopens such lands to mineral entry. 
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H. R. 2590. Mr. Traynor; March 12, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Provides for blanket bonding of Government officers 
and employees. 


H. R. 2591. Mr. White; March 12, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Permits corporations created at the request of the 
Federal Loan Administrator for essential war production, 
to continue subsidy payments and purchases (1) after 
June 30, 1945, in amounts necessary to fulfill obligations 
incurred prior to July 1, 1945, and (2) with respect to 
operations for the year ending June 30, 1946, which 
involve subsidies and anticipated losses relating to desig- 
nated materials and commodities (with specific reference 
to rubber, meat, butter, flour, petroleum and its products, 
copper, lead, and zinc) in fixed maximum sums totaling 
$1,468,000,000. 


H. R. 2592. Mr. Wickersham; March 12, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 
Establishes a Naval Aviation Academy in Oklahoma 
in the combined area of the bases at Clinton, Hobart, 
and Delhi. 


H. R. 2593. Mr. Ellsworth; March 12, 1945 (Public Lands). 

Extends the authority of the Secretary of the Interior 
with respect to the administration of revested Oregon 
and California railroad-grant lands, to all unpatented 
lands except those specifically placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of another department by an Act of Congress. The 
Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary of the Interior 
may exchange administrative jurisdiction of revested 
lands within a national forest and national forest lands 
of equal value. Revested lands, except power sites, shall 
be open for exploration, location, entry and disposition 
under the mineral land laws. An unpatented mining 
claim on these lands shall be recorded within 180 days 
after this enactment with respect to a prior location, 
and within GO days respecting a location subsequently 
made.

Provides for maximum assistance of $75 per month to 
blind persons (citizen residents who are 21 years 
of age or over having not more than 20/200 of visual 
acuity in the better eye with maximum correction, etc.) 
whose annual income is less than $1,200. The sum of 
the annuity plus income from other sources shal] not 
exceed a monthly average of $100. Provides for the 
employment of persons with impaired vision by the 
Social Security Board and for the utilization of services 
of State and local agencies. Carries maximum penalties 
of $500 fine and/or 1-year imprisonment for fraudulent 
claims. 
H. R. 2599. Mr. Angell; March 13, 1945 (Civil Service). 
Annuities of civil service employees retired before 
January 24, 1942, under provisions of the act of May 22, 
1920, shall be recomputed in accordance with 56 Stat. 18 
§ 4, i. e., on the basis of salary for any 5 consecutive years. 
at the employee’s option [amending U. S. C. 5: 736c). 


H. R. 2600. Mr. Lea; March 13, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 
ixtends from June 30, 1945, until June 30, 1947, the 
authority granted the President under act of July 30, 
1941, to facilitate the construction, extension, or com- 
pletion of interstate petroleum pipe lines related to 
national defense [amending U. S. C., Supp. III, 15 
Prec. 715}. 
H. R. 2601. Mr. Ervin; March 13, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 
A person eligible for educational benefits under Vet- 
erans Regulation Numbered 1 (a), part VIII [added by 
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58 Stat. 284 § 400 (b)] may elect a short intensive post- 
graduate or vocational training course. An ordinary 
school year is defined as an academic year of not less 
than 30 nor more than 38 weeks of full-time class or 
apprenticeship training or its equivalent; however, re- 
specting a short intensive postgraduate, or vocational, or 
trade course the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may 
within the limits fixed pay the regular rate established 
by an institution for such a course, which shall, if less 
than 30 weeks in length be deemed an ordinary school 
year. Courses provided are intended to qualify for a 
specific job objective. 


H. R. 2602. Mr. Gwynne; March 13, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Fair Government Practices Act—Except where mili- 
tary, naval, or diplomatic functions require secrecy every 
Federal agency shall publish in the Federal Register 
descriptions of its organization, substantive regulations 
and rules of procedure (which shall be adopted only 
after. notice and hearing) and shall preserve and make 
available to public inspection rulings on questions of 
law directly affecting the public or the rights of persons, 
and adjudicative orders. Unpublished releases for gen- 
eral public information or of general application shall be 
filed with the Federal Register for public inspection. 

No agency shall issue publicity reflecting adversely upon 
any person, product, commodity, security, private activity 
or enterprise except by issuing the full texts of public docu- 
ments, impartial summaries of the positions of all parties 
to a controversy, or legal notice of public proceedings. 

No agency shall impose penalties or forbid or require 
action not specified by statute and expressly delegated to 
it. 

Investigative powers may be exercised and reports re- 
quired only within prescribed limits. 

Every person subject to administrative authority and 
every party or intervenor in any administrative proceeding 
Shall have the right to appear in person or by counsel, 
and an opportunity for negotiation, etc. 

Any final administrative order shall be subject to judi- 
cial review through proceeding established, or in the ab- 
sence thereof through legal action. Any preliminary or 
intermediate order shall be direetly reviewable if there is 
no other adequate judicial remedy. Interim relief is pro- 
vided. Judgments of original courts of review shall be 
appealable in accordance with existing law, and in cases 
where there is no appeal thereto as of right, they may be 
reviewed by the Supreme Court by certiorari. 

Investigative and prosecuting functions shall not be per- 
formed by deciding officers. 

Where administrative hearing is required (except to the 
extent that the law and the facts may be tried de novo 
in any court), parties directly affected must be served with 
written notice of the proceedings and interested parties 
must be afforded (1) an opportunity for informal submis- 
sion and consideration of facts, offers of settlement, etc., 
and (2) thereafter, to the extent that the controversy can- 
not be determined by consent, formal hearing and decision. 

Declaratory rulings shall be issued upon petition, except 
on tax and patent matters. 

Hearings must be presided over by officers designated in 
the statute, and the rules of evidence prescribed by the 
Statute must be observed. 


H. R. 2603. Mr. Rabaut; March 13, 1945 (Appropriations). 


Carries the 1946 fiscal year appropriations for the State, 
Justice, and Commerce Departments, the Judiciary, and 
the Federal Loan Agency. 


H. R. 2604. Mr. Corbett; March 13, 1945 (Judiciary). 


The term of office for civilian officers of the executive 
branch of the Government who are appointed by the Presi- 
dent with the consent of the Senate shall expire the first 
Monday in March of the year a new Congress convenes for 
its first session. The present term for such officers shall 
expire the first Monday in March 1947, 
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H. R. 2605. Mr. Hefferman; March 13, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Authorizes the Superintendent of the United States Mili- 
tary Academy and the Superintendent of the United States 
Naval Academy to confer the degree of bachelor of nursing 
upon commissioned officers of the Army Nurse Corps and 
the Navy Nurse Corps respectively, and prohibits the con- 
ferring of this degree by other institutions. 


H. R. 2606. Mr. Byrne of New York; March 13, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Provides for accommodation of 500 additional bed pa- 
tients at the Veterans’ Administration facility at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y. 

H. R. 2608. Mr. Bailey; March 14, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 
Establishes a Model Aircraft Division in the Civil Aero- 


nautics Administration to encourage American youth in 
the science of aeronautics. 


H. R. 2609. Mr. Celler; March 14, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 

Extends naturalization privileges to Eastern Hemisphere 
Indians of India and their descendants, and to certain per- 
sons with mixed blood of the various classes eligible for 
naturalization, and provides for allocation, under the quota 
system, of those admitted. For purposes of admission, 
Eastern Hemisphere Indians of India shall mean of one- 
half Eastern Hemisphere Indian of India blood, and 
Chinese persons shall mean persons of one-half Chinese 
blood, eligibility for naturalization being required for 
either class. 

H. R. 2610. Mr. Gibson; March 14, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes participation of correspondence schools in 
the program for the education of veterans [amending part 
VIII of Veterans Regulation No. 1 (a) ]. 


H. R. 2611. Mr. Latham; March 14, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Establishes a Department of Veterans’ Affairs to admin- 
ister all powers and functions relating to veterans and 
their dependents, and provides for an Advisory Council on 
Veterans’ Affairs. 


H. R. 2612. Mr. Bailey; March 14, 1945 (Patents). 
Declares contracts involving the use of American pat- 
ents between a domestic person and a foreign person which 
(1) fix prices, ete., and production, or sales quotas on 
articles of commerce, (2) exclude domestic or foreign per- 
sons from territorial fields of business activities, (3) ex- 
clude articles from commerce or limit the supply thereof, 
(4) monopolize commerce in patented articles, or (5) sup- 
press technology or invention, to be contrary to public 
policy and illegal, and fixes a penalty of fine of not more 
than $25,000 and/or imprisonment for not more than 2 
years for activities in furthering them. In an action for 
infringement of patent rights the defendant may prove 
that the patent was transferred, etc., pursuant to an ille- 
gal contract. No patent shall issue if the application there- 
for or any interest therein has been sold, transferred, etc., 
under a contract declared illegal by statute, and any pat- 
ent sold, ete., or the subject of any such contract shall be 
declared null and void in a suit brought by the Attorney 
General. District courts shall have jurisdiction in such 
cases and suits against residents of foreign countries may 
be served by publication or otherwise as the court may 
direct [amending U. 8. C. 28: 41 (7), 113; 35: 40, 69]. 


H. R. 2613. Mr. Fernandez; March 14, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the War Food Administrator or the Secretary 
of Agriculture to adjust boundary disputes by settling 
claims to certain so-called Sebastian Martin Grant Lands 
in New Mexico. 
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H. R. 2614. Mr. Hare; March 14, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Requires substitute rural letter carriers to serve their 
routes on national holidays at the expense of the United 
States [amending U. S. C. 39: 201]. 


H. R. 2616. Mr. Jenkins; March 14, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Establishes in the Department of Agriculture a Food 
Administration, the Administrator of which shall be the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Transfers to that new agency 
various functions of the Price Administrator and War 
Food Administrator, and authorizes the Food Administra- 
tor to perform certain statutory duties of the President in 
connection with food administration. The Administra- 
tor shall exercise his duties with a view to securing maxi- 
mum production and maintaining stable prices. The pro- 
visions of this act shall cease to be in effect upon the 
termination of title I of the First War Powers Act, 1941. 


H. R. 2617. Mr. Patman; March 14, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


New, rebuilt, retreaded, and recapped motor vehicle 
tires, casing and tubes, camelback, etc., shall be sold or 
delivered in the course of trade or business only by or 
through independent tire dealers, except as to contracts or 
agreements in effect or by retail mail order and tire 
businesses in such business prior to June 1, 1942, and farm 
cooperatives. 


H. R. 2624. Mr. May; March 15, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for the retention as well as the acquisition of 
strategic and critical materials for defense purposes, and 
for the conservation as well as the development of their 
sources, and imposes duties in connection therewith upon 
a Stock Pile Board consisting of the Secretaries of War, 
State, Navy, Interior, and Commerce. Stock piles shall 
consist of materials recommended for stock piling in the 
report submitted to the Congress by the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board, January 2, 1945 and such additional 
materials as the Board deems appropriate [amending 
U.S. C. 50 § 98-98f]. 


H. R. 2625. Mr. May; March 15, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Extends the Selective Training and Service Act to the 
date of termination of hostilities or such earlier date as 
may be specified by concurrent resolution of the two 
Houses of Congress [amending U. S. C. 50 App: 316 (b)]. 


H. R. 2626. Mr. Ramspeck; March 15, 1945 (Civil Service). 

The compensation of inspectors in the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service be adjusted, and positions shall be 
allocated to the services and grades of the Classification 
Act of 1923. A statutory salary schedule is repealed 
{amending U. S. C. 8:109; repealing U. S. C. 5: 681 (d) 
(TX) ]}. 


H. R. 2627. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 15, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Extends period within which veterans may apply for 
loans for the purchase of homes, farms, and business prop- 
erty to 5 (now 2) years after the end of the war or 
separation from the armed forces, but not later than 7 
(now 5) years after the end of the war. 

Provides for guaranty of any farm or business property 
loan (other than real estate loans) if the service charge 
does not exceed 11% percent and the maturity is not more 
than 5 years. 

Authorizes approval of (1) the purchase of supplies and 
construction of buildings in connection with farm loans, 
and (2) the purchase of merchandise and the construction, 
repair, etc., of property in connection with business loans. 

Where an interest, acquired by a veteran through a loan 
for purchase of business property, is represented by capi- 
tal stock or a partnership share, such stock or partnership 
share shall be pledged for the loan or credit, whether or not 
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the loan or credit has been secured by the reservation of 
rights in tangible property acquired. 

The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may insure 
loans or credits for the purchase of business property but 
the veteran shall not be required to pay insurance 
premiums thereon. No guaranty shall be issued on in- 
sured credits, and the 50 percent limitation on loans shall 
not apply thereto. In computing the $2,000 maximum 
benefit to which each veteran may be entitled, any insured 
obligation shall be included at 15 percent of their principal 
amount. 

The minority of a veteran or the spouse of a veteran 
shall not preclude the guaranty of a loan if he is other- 
wise eligible therefor. 

The Administrator may adjust claims arising under 
guaranties, take necessary action in foreclosures and other 
legal proceedings, etc. [amending 58 Stat. 284]. 


H. R. 2628. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; March 15, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 


Extends the Renegotiation Act to December 31, 1945. 
Profits are now determined under regulations prescribed 
by the War Contracts Price Adjustment Board to be 
reasonably allocable to performance prior to the close of 
the termination date [amending 58 Stat. 87]. 


H. R. 2629. Mr. Walter; March 15, 1945 (Judiciary). 


An officer, agent, or employee of the United States 
engaged in the administration of an act of Congress who 
prevents or attempts to prevent Members of Congress from 
attending a hearing or conference which he is conducting 
and which is open to the persons affected thereby shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $1,000 and/or im- 
prisonment for not more than one year. 


H. R. 2630. Mr. Boykin; March 15, 1945 (Patents). 


Provides for public registration of patents available 
for licensing. 


H. R. 2631. Mr. Boykin; March 15, 1945 (Patents). 


The term of a patent shall begin with its issuance and 
shall terminate within 20 years from the date of filing by 
the applicant in the United States of his earliest applica- 
tion disclosing the invention covered by any of the claims 
of the patent. This period may be extended before the 
patent issues for not to exceed 2 years to compensate for 
unavoidable delays during the pendency of the application 
which are not chargeable to the applicant. Special pro- 
vision is made for patents which have become the property 
of the Government and which have been certified as im- 
portant to the armament or defense of the United States 
[amending U. S. C. 35:40]. 


H. R. 2632. Mr. Boykin; March 15, 1945 (Patents). 


Licenses under patents, applications for patents, and 
agreements relating to terms of such licenses, or assign- 
ments, etc. of patents shall be in writing and recorded in 
the Patent Office within 8 months after execution. Agree- 
ments executed before the effective date of this act which 
contain restrictions as to price, quantity of production, 
geographical area, or field of use, or where a party does 
not reside in the United States, must be recorded within 
83 months of the effective date of this enactment. Where 
the parties are residents of the United States only, the 
seller, assignor, grantor, or licensor must record the agree- 
ment; where the parties are resident of both the United 
States and a foreign country, the residents of the United 
States must record the agreement. Penalty for failure 
to record: not more than $500 for each offense and not 
more than $25 for each day of the continuance thereof, 
to be in a civil action by the United States [amending 
U. S. C. 35: 47]. e 


H. R. 2633. Mr. Bland; March 15, 1945 (Merchant Marine 


and Fisheries). 


Authorizes payment to American shippers by the War 
Shipping Administrator of sums collected for owners or

H. R. 2639. Mr. Somers of New York; March 15, 1945

Savannah Valley Authority Act—Creates a Savannah 
Valley Authority to erect, maintain, and operate works for 
the improvement, ete., of the Savannah River and its trib- 
utaries in the interest of: (1) Flood control; (2) naviga- 
bility ; (8) storage and delivery of waters for domestic and 
municipal uses, and (4) development of electric power. 
Preference in purchase of electric power shall be given to 
States, counties, and municipalities. Payments in lieu of

Census data on age and citizenship shall be furnished 
free to applicants for benefits under the Social Security 
Act, or for proving citizenship when seeking employment in 
defense industries.

H. R. 2753. Mr. Sumners of Texas; March 23, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 
Witnesses seeking immunity from prosecution under cer- 
tain acts must claim their privilege against self-incrimina- 
tion. 


H. R. 2754. Mr. Stigler; March 23, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Validates title to certain lands conveyed by the Indians 
of the Five Civilized Tribes since April 26, 1931. Con- 
veyances subject to attack upon grounds other than the 
insufficiency of approval or lack of approval not affected. 
Restrictions applicable to the conveyance of lands under 
the act of January 27, 1983 (47 Stat. 777), shall not 
apply to lands conveyed after that date which were not 
restricted against alienation at the time of acquisition.

Makes it unlaw- 
ful for a subsidiary bank to consolidate or merge with 
another bank or arrange to acquire more than 10 percent 
of the assets of another bank (inapplicable to acquisitions 
of assets in open market for cash and not as part of a 
plan to bring about the liquidation, consolidation or merger 
of the bank from which the assets are being acquired). 
Permits a bank holding company, however, to acquire or 
retain the voting shares of any bank, and permits a sub- 
sidiary to consolidate or merge with, or acquire assets of 
another bank, with official approval. 

Requires every bank holding company to use all net 
earnings over 6 percent of the book value of its own shares 
to accumulate a reserve fund consisting of cash and readily 
marketable assets in an amount equal to 12 percent of the 
aggregate par value of all bank shares owned by it. Also 
requires every such company to register with, and make 
reports to, the Federal Reserve Board, which shall have 
regulatory and investigatory powers. Provides for court 
review of the Board’s orders. 

Regulates loans to bank holding companies and sub- 
sidiaries and loans to affiliates of insured banks. Requires 
reports.from and provides for examinations of, affiliates 
and prohibits security affiliates. 

Provides penalties for violations. Amends pertinent 
sections of the Federal Reserve Act (38 Stat. 251), and 
U. S. C. 12:61, 161 (repealed), 221a; 26:14 (a), 26 (d), 
102 (D) (ce). 

H. R. 2777. Mr. Horan; March 26, 1945 (Ways and 
Means).

H. R. 2780. Mr. Flood; March 26, 1945 (Military Affairs), 

Provides for the presentation by the President through

H. R. 2781. Mr. Marcantonio; March 26, 1945 (Insular 
Affairs). 


Withdraws sovereignty of the United States over Puerto 
Rico and grants independence to its people. The legislature 
of Puerto Rico shall provide for an elected constitutional 
convention to draft a constitution for the government 
of the Republic of Puerto Rico, which shall be submitted 
to the President of the United States for approval, and 
thereafter to the people of Puerto Rico for ratification 
or rejection.

Grants to the Arkansas Agricultural Mechanical and 
Normal College lands of the Lake Dick project of the 
Farm Security Administration, provided such property 
will be used in the training of veterans in agricultural 
pursuits. 


H. R, 2830. Mr. Lemke; April 2, 1945 (Banking’and Cur- 
rency). 


Creates the Bank of the United States, with a Board of 
Control consisting of one member from each State and 
Territory elected in the same manner as Congressmen. 
A vacancy shall be filled by the Governor, until the next 
Statewide primary or general election. 

The Board of Control may acquire all requisite property 
and rights, including the Federal Reserve Banking Sys- 
tem. The Board shall elect an executive committee of 
seven members, who have a wide experience in banking 
and financial matters, to supervise and manage the opera- 
tion of the bank. The Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Comptroller of the Currency shall be ex officio members 
with full powers of the executive committee. 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall furnish the bank 
notes for circulation in the sum of $10,000,000,000 and such 
additional sum as may be necessary to carry out the act. 
Such notes shall be full legal tender at their face value 
for all public and private debts, and shall be the capital 
and revolving fund of the bank. 

All Government funds, except gold coin and bullion, 
silver bullion, and postal-savings funds shall be deposited 
in the bank, which is designated the sole depository and 
the sole fiscal agent of the Government of the United 
States. 

The bank shall receive deposits from States, Terri- 
tories, political subdivisions, State and National banks, 
and citizens or residents of the United States. Such 
deposits shall be fully guaranteed by the United States. 
All surplus funds and excess reserves of national banks 
and banking institutions under the jurisdiction of the 
United States shall be deposited in the bank. 

All demand instruments and items of exchange sent 
by the bank to national banks shall be remitted for 
at par. 

The bank may deposit funds in State or National banks 
within the United States and its Territories, if secured 
by United States bonds or approved bonds of any State, 
Territory, or political subdivision. 
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The bank may transfer: (1) available funds to the 
credit of the Treasurer of the United States for the ger- 
eral fund, if secured by United States bonds, etc., and 
(2) funds to the Veterans’ Administration for use in 
making rehabilitation loans to veterans, if secured by 
paid-up life-insurance policies or other acceptable securi- 
ties. The bank may make loans to States, Territories, 
or political subdivisions for public improvements; to 
State or National banks, if secured by United States 
bonds or State, Territorial, or political subdivision 
approved bonds. 

Loans to States, Territories, or political subdivisions 
shall be given preference whenever unemployment or wage 
scale for common labor is below $1 per hour for a 40-hour 
week. The bank shall also make loans to the Farm Credit 
Administration, Federal land banks, Farmers’ Home Cor- 
poration, and Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, if secured 
by farm-loan or home-loan bonds. 

Loans and transfers shall not be for more than 30 years, 
nor shall they be made to individuals or private corpora- 
tions, ete. 

The Board of Control shall fix a service charge on trans- 
fers, loans, and outstanding deposits of not exceeding 1 
percent per annum. 

The bank shall not deal in foreign exchange, money, or 
securities or make loans to foreign governments, banks, 
or corporations, The bank shall call in outstanding United 
States bonds, etc., calling those with the highest interest 
rate first. Such bonds, etc., shall remain outstanding 
obligations of the United States but from the time the 
bank acquires them the interest shall be one-half of 1 
percent per annum. 

Whenever the bank requires additional notes to carry out 
the act they shall be issued in the amount of retired bonds, 
ete., of the United States, the States, Territories, or politi- 
cal subdivisions delivered by the bank. 

The bank shall control and regulate the money and credit 
of the Nation and may act as a clearing house for banks 
making it a reserve depository. The executive committee 
of the bank shall stabilize the dollar at the average value 
thereof between January 1, 1920, and January 1, 1945. 

The Federal Reserve Banking System is abolished. 

After the establishment of the bank, “United States 
money” shall be the only paper money issued and all 
Federal Reserve notes, United States bank notes, Treasury 
notes, etc. (except Lincoln greenbacks), shall be presumed 
retired after 10 years, 

The net earnings of the bank shall be appropriated 
annually by Congress for governmental expenditures. Con- 
gress shall cause an annual audit.

Extends for years (until June 12, 1947) the authority 
of the President to enter into foreign trade agreements 
{amending U. S. C. 19: 1852 (¢)]. 
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H. R. 2839. Mr. Randolph; April 5, 1945 (District -of 
Columbia). 
The salary of the executive secretary of the Nurses’ Ex- 
amining Board of the District of Columbia shall be fixed 
in accordance with the Classification Act of 1923 (maxi- 


mum salary now $200 per month) [amending 2 D. C. C. 
408]. 


H. R. 2840. Mr. Robinson of Utah; April 5, 1945 (Roads). 

Increases the authorization for the construction, main- 
tenance, and improvement of access roads to military and 
naval reservations, defense industries, etc., to $805,500,000 
(from $290,000,000) , of which $35,000,000 (now $27,500,000) 
shall be available for access roads to sources of raw ma- 
terials [amending U. S. C. 23: 106].

Written statements required by law and verified by a 
written declaration made under penalty of perjury need 
not be verified by oath or affirmation, except in judicial 
proceedings. 

H. R. 2859. Mr. Mansfield, Montana; April 9, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). ; 

Honorably discharged 90-day veterans of World War I, 

or those discharged prior to the 90 days because of a 
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service-incurred disability, and are now unable to earn a 
support shall be entitled each month to: $20 for one- 
tenth disability ; $25 for one-fourth disability ; $35 for one- 
half disability; $50 for three-fourths disability; $75 for 
total disability or upon reaching 65 years of age; and 
$100 if such persons become so helpless or blind as to re- 
quire the attendance of another person. 


H. R. 2860. Mr. Mundt; April 9, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Names the Veterans’ Administration facility to be con- 
structed at Sioux Falls, 8.

Agricultural Equality Act of 1945—The Secretary of 
Agriculture shall: (1) determine for each year the aver- 
age cost of production to farmers of each agricultural 
product (shown to have had a farm value in excess of 
$30,000,000 for preceding marketing year) ; (2) determine 
an average-cost-of-production price for each basic grade, 
ete., of such products at interior primary markets; (3)

Whenever the 
price of products for export falls below the cost-of-produc- 
tion price the dealers shall pay the producers the cost-of- 
production price for products for domestic consumption 
and the world price for products for export. A cotton 
producer who decreases his production may sell his export 
quantity, if properly marked, the next year, at the cost- 
of-production price, to the amount equal to the quantity 
he would have sold on the domestic market if his crop had 
been the same as the previous year. 

Dealers in foreign commerce shall not buy, sell, or ex- 
change, products for export in domestic markets when 
the world price is lower than the cost-of-production price 
without license from the Secretary. They may sell at 
prices above the world price such products to be processed 
or manufactured into finished or semifinished products but 
may not sell either the processed or unprocessed (origi- 
nally for export) in the domestic market unless an export 
surplus no longer exists. Bond is required to assure fair 
trading. 

The Secretary shall make necessary adjustments in 
quantities and percentages for domestic use to meet the 
demand.

Fixes $45,000 as the charge against non-Indian owned 
lands for construction of the Crow irrigation project in 
Montana, exclusive of the Willow Creek Storage Works. 

No further construction work on the Crow Indian 
Reservation shall be undertaken by the United States 
without the prior consent of the Crow tribe, the irrigation 
district or districts affected, the Congress of the United 
States, and without the prior execution of repayment 
contracts by the non-Indian water users, or irrigation 
districts. 


H. R. 2867. Mr. Colmer; April 12, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes annual payments to the States, for the 
benefit of their .local political subdivisions, of 2 percent

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years after the date of this act. Until determination 
and certification of the fair value of such lands is com- 
pleted payments to States shall continue under authority 
of U. 8.

Mr. Manasco; April 12, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 


Provides for uniform allowances for the transportation 
of civilian officers and employees, their families, and 
effects, upon permanent transfer from one official station 
to another or from one Federal Agency to another [repeals 
the Transportation Allowance Act (U. 8. C. 5: 78e-1)]. 
H. R. 2870. Mr. Manasco; April 12, 1945 (Expenditures 

in the Executive Departments). 

Permits allowances to Government officers and employees 
for transportation in excess of minimum first-class accom- 
modations during the period of the present war [amending 
U. S. C. 5: T3b). 

H. R. 2871. Mr. Mansfield of Montana; April 12, 1945 
(Foreign Affairs). 
Creates the Alaskan International Highway Commission. 


H. R. 2872. Mr. Martin of Iowa; April 12, 1945 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the city of Keokuk, Iowa, to purchase, main- 
tain, and operate a toll bridge across the Mississippi 
River. 

H. R. 2873. Mr. May; April 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes an increase of 250 officers in the Officers’ 


Corps of the Regular Army in initial grades not above the 
grade of captain.

Means). 


Excludes from gross income of members of the armed 
forces (for income-tax purposes): (a) all compensation 
received for any month during which more than 15 days 
service is performed outside the United States or in 
Alaska, and (b) so much of such compensation for any 
other month as does not exceed $125, this in lieu of the 
present exemption up to $1,500.

H. R. 2894. Mr. Vinson; April 16, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Restricts the disposition of naval vessels and facilities. 


H. R. 2895. Mr. Philbin; April 16, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the granting of National Service Life In- 
surance, or an increase in such insurance without further 
physical examinations to members of the armed forces 
whose applications have been rejected for physical reasons 
who, during the present war, either serve outside the 
continental United States or in Alaska or are rated by 
proper medical authority physically fit for such service 
{amending U. 8. C. 88: 802 (d)]. 
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H. R. 2896. Mr. Vinson; April 16, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Advances Vice Admiral Emory 8. Land, retired, to the 
rank of Admiral. 


H. R. 2897. Mr. Hook; April 16, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the President to award, posthumously, in the 
name of Congress, a Medal of Honor to Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. 


H. R. 2907. Mr. Sheppard; April 17, 1945 (Appropria- 
tions). 


Naval Appropriation Act, 1946—Carries appropriations 
for the Navy Department and the naval service. 


H. R. 2998. Mr. Brumbaugh; April 17, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Amends the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 to 
extend to veterans of World War I, the War with Spain, 
the Philippine Insurrection, and the China Relief Ex- 
pedition the benefits of title III of such Act, relating to 
loans for purchase and construction of homes, farms, and 
business property. 


H. R. 2909. Mr. Courtney; April 17, 
Affairs). 


Officers of the Regular Army under 64 years of age 
with not Jess than 7 years’ active service who were 
retired between January 25, 1921, and January 1, 1942, 
or who were retired between April 26, 1934, and July 1, 
1935, by reason of the limitation on the number of com- 
missioned officers, shall be restored to active duty at the 
rank and pay held at retirement, or the following rank

Remuneration at the rate of $160 per 
month shall be deemed to have been paid for such service 
after September 7, 1939, and the first day after which a 
serviceman is no longer required to continue in active 
service. Lump-sum death payments shall not be made

Broadens the term “dependent”, for income tax purposes, 
to include children under 18 being cared for in a tax- 
payers’ home (1) pursuant to an arrangement between the

H. R. 2915. Mr. Traynor; April 17, 1945 (Labor). 

Makes the United States Employment Service a Federal 
agency to be operated under such executive department 
or independent establishment as the President may de- 
termine.

Provides for payment by the Administrator of Veterans’

Provides for furnishing the Congressional Record to Fed- 
eral judges [amending U. 8S. C. 44: 183]. 


H. R. 2920. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; Avril 17, 1945 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Establishes a Department of Veterans’ Affairs. 


H. R. 2921. Mr. Stigler; April 17, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Veterans being discharged from the armed forces who 
are in need of hospital treatment, shall be transferred to 
Veterans’ Administration facility nearest their home. 

H. R. 2922. Mr. Flannagan; April 17, 1945 (Agriculture). 

National Fertilizer Policy Act of 1945—Establishes a 
fertilizer policy providing for Federal cooperation with 
state and local agencies for the restoration and mainte- 
nance of the Nation’s soil resources. Provides for the 
selection of State advisory committees and a National 
Fertilizer Policy Committee to formulate the policy and 
to obtain the maximum degree of participation of farmers 
in the administration of the program. 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall be responsible for a 
test-demonstration program whereby farmers in humid and 
irrigated areas shall be provided with sufficient mineral 
nutrients with which to determine the best methods to use 
such materials in the restoration of soil resources, ete. 
State and local administration of the program shall be 
conducted by the land-grant college of each State in co- 
operation with farmers and farmer organizations. The 
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Tennessee Valley Authority shall be responsible for con- 
tinuing and intensifying the existing program of such tests, 
as a pilot region for the national program. 

Additional plant capacity is authorized to be constructed 
by the Government and farmers’ cooperatives. The Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority shall construct a plant at or near 
Mobile, Ala., for the manufacture of phosphatic fertilizers 
and materials, and acquire phosphate lands in Florida to 
supply the Mobile plant as well as the Authority’s Muscle 
Shoals plant. Two other plants shall be located so as to 
utilize western potash and phosphate deposits and to serve 
the largest geographic area of greatest agricultural need, 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall make loans to 
farmers’ cooperatives for financing acquisition of mineral 
reserves, and for acquisition, construction, etc., of fertilizer 
plants. 

The Government reserves the right, in time of war or 
national defense, to require that properties constructed, 
etc., under this Act shall be devoted to the manufacture of 
munitions or to other war purposes. 

A policy of holding the remaining reserves of phosphate 
and potassic mineral in the public domain by the Govern- 
ment as a public trust in perpetuity is declared. 


H. R. 2923. Mr. Horan; April 17, 1945 (Rivers and Har- 
bors). 

Columbia Valley Cooperative Authority Act—creates a 
Columbia Valley Cooperative Authority headed by a board 
of directors of 5 members, at a salary of $15,000 a year 
each, and a Columbia Valley Advisory Council, consisting 
of the Governors of Idaho, Oregon, Montana, and Wash- 
ington, the mémbers of suggested State commissions, and 
the Director of Conservation and Development of the State 
of Wyoming. 

The authority shall formulate and present to the Presi- 
dent and Congress proposals for the utilization and con- 
trol of the waters in the Columbia Valley, first submitting 
them to the Advisory Council for review. They shall 
lie before Congress for not more than 4 legislative months, 
and if not affirmatively disapproved by joint resolution 
within that period, shall be deemed effective as of that 
date. 

The Authority shall have the exclusive use, possession, 
and control of the Bonneville project. 

The Authority may construct and operate necessary proj- 
ects, except that it may not acquire the electric or water 
system of any county, municipality, ete., through the exer- 
cise of eminent domain, if the political subdivision opposes 
such acquisition, nor may it dispose of any real property 
on which is located a permanent dam, power plant, or 
munitions plant which has a value in excess of $1,000,000. 
Payments in lieu of taxes shall be made on property ac- 
quired and operated by the Authority. 

Uniform rate schedules shall be provided for the equli- 
table distribution of electric energy. Assistance, advice, 
and credit shall be given to purchasers or potential pur- 
chasers in order to facilitate the disposal of surplus water 
and power. 

The authority shall hire and fix the compensation of 
employees and require bonds. Collective bargaining is 
provided for. Xmployees shall be protected to sub- 
stantially the same extent as employees under the civil 
service laws (including tenure). Employment and pro- 
motion shall be on the basis of merit and efficiency, and 
no political qualifications shall be considered, although an 
expression of belief in the possibility and wisdom of, the 
Act may be required. Permanent employees shall come 
under the civil service retirement act except when a 
contract with employee representatives provides for bene- 
fits under the Social Security Act. If a contract provides 
for unemployment compensation benefits, the Corporation 
may make payments to State unemployment compensation 
funds. Prevailing rates of wages must be paid. 

Net proceeds shall be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury annually. The Comptroller General shall make an 
annual audit and shall make report thereon in quadrupli-

In- 
creases from $30 to $35 the monthly pensions of widows of 
veterans of the War with Spain, the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion, or the China Relief Expedition [amending U. 8.

H. R. 2951. Mr. Sumners of Texas; April 18, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary).

United States Foreign Service Academy Act—Estab- 
lishes a Foreign Service Academy to provide for an efficient 
Foreign Service Corps. The academy shall be under the 
general supervision of a Board of Trustees composed of 
the Secretary of State, the president of the faculty, and 
the chairmen of the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions and the House Committee on Foreign Affairs.

H. R. 3001. Mr. Hagen; April 23, 1945 (Ways and Means).

[amending U. S. C. 26: 3540]. 


H. R. 3002. Mr. Lesinski (by request); April 23, 1945 
(Education). 


Authorizes $550,000,000 annually for Federal aid to 
the States in financing education, with additional sums 
for surveys of educational needs. Reserves explicitly to 
the States and their local subdivisions control over educa- 
tion. Creates in the Federal Security Agency a National 
Board of Apportionment composed of five representative 
citizens appointed by the President with the consent of 
the Senate, to formulate policies for the allocation of 
funds and to review the operation of programs. The 
State legislature or other State authority shall provide 
for the administration of funds allocated to public schools 
and the National Board shall appoint, from among three 
or more persons named by the Governor of a State, a 
trustee to receive and disburse funds allocated to non- 
public schools.

Only 1 percent 
of the funds received by any State may be used for 
administrative expenses. 

No funds authorized or appropriated under any act of 
Congress shall be paid to a State or local unit for build- 
ings for educational purposes unless plans are submitted 
to the National Board. 

Of the total amount authorized $300,000,000 shall be 
allocated to the States, on a basis of relative need, to: 
(1) eradicate illiteracy; (2) keep schools open for not 
less than 9 months, or make provisions for the education 
of pupils affected by closed schools; (3) reduce over-

school teachers with not less than 75 percent of the funds 
received (none of the funds to be used for payment of 
teachers’ salaries in nonpublic schools) ; $100,000,000 shall 
be available (50 percent on total population basis and 50 
percent on relative need basis) for current expenditures 
for transportation, library facilities, health programs, 
ete., and to promote the health, welfare, and safety of 
school children, and $150,000,000 shall be allotted on the 
basis of the total population in each State between the 
ages of 14 and 20 and shall be available to (1) persons 
between 16 and 21 who are regularly attending an edu- 
cational institution or training center, and (2) parents 
of needy persons between 14 ard 16 who are regularly 
attending such an institution. 
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H. R. 3024. Mr. Johnson of Oklahoma; April 24, 1945 
(Appropriations). 
Interior Department Appropriation Act, 1946—Carries 
sums for the fiscal year 1946. 


H. R. 3025. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; April 24, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 


Authorizes the conveyance of certain lands to the city 
of Cheyenne, Wyo. 

H. R. 3026. Mr. Shafer; April 24, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Credits active service in the armed forces of Canada, 
as military service for purposes of the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act of 1937 if such service pccurs while Canada 
and the United States are allies in war [amending 
U. 8. C. 45: 228c]. 

H. R. 3027. Mr. Stockman; April 24, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Confers jurisdiction upon the United States Court of 
Claims with respect to suit No. E-846, involving certain 
Indian tribes. 


H. R. 3028. Mr. Bonner; April 24, 1945 (Public Lands). 

Extends for 5 years (to August 17, 1952) the time 
within which certain lands in North Carolina may be 
conveyed to the United States for the establishment of 
the Cape Hatteras National Seashore Recreational Area 
[amending U. 8. C. 16: 459a-2]. 

H. R. 3032. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; April 25, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Increases the subsistence allowances to veterans re- 
ceiving education or training under the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944 to $75 (now $50) a month 
for those without dependents and $100 (now $75) for 


those with dependents [amending Veterans Regulation 
1 (a) part VIIT}. 


H. R. 3033. Mr. Bennet of New York; April 25, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 
Extends for 2 years the time for filing application 
for the payment of World Wur adjusted-service certifi- 
cates [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 686b (a)]. 


H. R. 3035. Mr. Burch; April 25, 1945 (Post Office and Post 
Roads). 

Reclassifies the salaries of postmaster, officers, and 
employees of the Postal Service and establishes uniform 
procedures for computing compensation, etc. 

Introduced as a clean bill in lieu of H. R. 2071. In- 
cludes provisions for special delivery messengers, and 
principal review clerks in the Inspection Service. 

H. R. 3036. Mr. Hand; April 25, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Provides for the post-war construction and operation 
by the Federal Government of a system of transconti- 
nental and north-south superhighways (14 main lines), 
and airports, to be financed by $10,000,000,000 in Govern- 
ment-guaranteed bonds and paid for by tolls (not to 
exceed 1 cent per mile for passenger automobiles). The 
program is under the direction of a National Superhigh- 
way Commission. The maintenance and regulation of 
airports is under the Civil Aeronautics Authority. DEm- 
ployment is restricted to unemployed American citizens, 
and only until private employment of approximately equal 
rank is available to them. Veterans preference, und 
standard wages are required. Discrimination on account 
of race, religion, or origin is prohibited. All materials 
shall be produced in America by American business. 
Bans on political activity of employees, etc., are imposed. 


H. R. 3037. Mr. Lane; April 25, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Prior to discharge enlisted personnel of the armed 
forces shall be granted 30 days’ leave (in addition to 
time consumed traveling to place of residence) with full 
pay, to terminate in discharge at place of residence. 
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H. R. 3038. Mr. Lea; April 25, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 

Extends to May 16, 1946, the period during which freight 
forwarders and common carriers by motor vehicles may 
operate under joint rates or charges [amending U. S. C, 
49: 1009]. 

H. R. 3039. Mr. Wickersham; April 25, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Interest shall not be assessed against income-tax defi- 
ciencies resulting from the ineffectiveness of the Oklahoma 
community property law. 

H. R. 3040. Mr. Harless of Arizona; April 25, 1945 
(Agriculture). 
Defines rights conferred by mining locations in Coro- 


nado National Forest and regulates cutting of timber 
thereon. 


H. R. 3041. Mr. Sabath; April 25, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Grants to the State of Illinois all rights, etc., of the 
United States to the land comprising the right-of-way of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal, and to 90 feet of land 
on each side thereof. 


H. R. 3054. Mr. Beall; April 26, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Annuities of civil-service employees retired before Jan- 
uary 24, 1942, under provisions of the act of May 22, 1920, 
or the act of May 29, 1930, shall be recomputed in accord- 
ance with 56 Stat. 13 § 4, i. e. on the basis of salary for any 
5 consecutive years, at the employee’s option [amending 56 
Stat. 17]. 


H. R. 3055. Mr. Landis; April 26, 1945 (Education). 

Physical Education and Vocational Guidance Act of 
1945—Authorizes $40,820,000 to aid the States in a more 
adequate development of school programs of physical edu- 
cation, educational health service, wider recreational use 
of school facilities, and vocational guidance. States are 
to receive $92,000 annually for each congressional dis- 
trict, $46,000 for physical education and a like sum for 
vocational guidance. 

H. R. 3056. Mr. Bennet of New York; April 26, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Amends the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 to 
authorize the guaranty of loans to be used as working 
capital or for the acquisition of merchandise. 

H. R. 3057. Mr. Boren; April 26, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Provides for the donation under the Surplus Property 
Act of 1944 of an ambulance to each post or chapter of 
each veterans’ organization chartered by act of Congress 
[amending 58 Stat. 770 § 13]. 

H. R. 3058. Mr. Jackson (by request); April 26, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 

Authorizes the use of certain Seneca Indian school lands 
in Oklahoma to provide for additional storage space in the 
Pensacola Reservoir of the Grand River Dam project, and 
provides for compensating that school for damages in 
flood of 1943. 

H. R. 3059. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; April 26, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 

Extends for another year (until June 30, 1946) the au- 
thority granted the Postmaster General to use post-office 
clerks and city letter carriers interchangeably [amending 
U. 8S. C. 39: 103 note]. 


H. R. 3060. Mr. Gerlach; April 26, 1945 (Public Buildings 


and Grounds). 


Releases the reversionary rights of the United States to 
certain property in Allentown, Pa. 
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H. R. 3061. Mr. Jackson (by request); April 26, 1945 
(indian Affairs). 

Declares that the United States holds certain lands in 
Montana, acquired under the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, etc., in trust for Indian use. 

H. R. 3062. Mr. Jackson (by request); April 26, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 

Declares that the United States holds certain lands in 
North and South Dakota, acquired under the National 
Industrial Recovery Act, etc., in trust for Indian use. 

H. R. 3066. Mr. Merrow; April 27, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Ceiling prices on processed agricultural products (in- 
cluding livestock) shall allow a margin for processing of a 
particular kind of commodity from the processing of which 
such product results [amending 56 Stat. 766 § 3). 

H. R. 3067. Mr. Randolph; April 27, 1945 (Civil Service). 

No person shall be discriminated against in the admin- 
istration of the civil-service laws and rules because of total 
or partial blindness unless normal eyesight is absolutely 
indispensable in the work to be performed by him [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 5: 633). 

H. R. 3069. Mr. Grant of Indiana; April 27, 1945 (Patents). 

Extends unexpired patents for periods equal to the 
length of time such patents shall have been in force during 
the war. 

H. R. 3070. Mr. May; April 27, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes waiver, for duration of the war and 6 months 
thereafter, of any part of the examination for promotion 
of officers of the Medical, Dental, and Veterinary Corps of 
the Regular Army,-*except physical examination. 


H. R. 3071. Mr. Hook; April 27, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Provides for a method of liquidating Farm Security 
project No. RRMO21, in southeastern Missouri. 


H. R. 3077. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; April 30, 
1945 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Prohibits the naturalization of German citizens for 25 
years following the termination of hostilities with Ger- 
many [amending U. 8. C. 8: 701]. 


H. R. 3078. Mr. Bartlett; April 30, 1945 (Flood Control). 

Authorizes a preliminary survey of Gold Creek, Alaska, 
and its tributaries, for flood control, run-off and water- 
flow retardation, and soil-erosion prevention. 


H. R. 3079. Mr. Chenoweth; April 30, 1945 (Labor). 

Limits the time that action may be maintained by em- 
ployees under the Fair Labor Standards Act, to 6 months 
from date of cause [amending U. S. C. 29: 216]. 


H. R. 3080. Mr. Coffee; April 30, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides for the additional district Judge for the eastern 
district of Washington. 

H. R. 3087. Mr. Dickstein; May 1, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 

Corrects an error in Public Law 428, 78th Congress re- 
lating to court fees for naturalization [amending U. 8. C. 
8: 742 (b) (8) ]. 

H. R. 3088. Mr. Geelan; May 1, 1945 (World War Veterans’ 
Legislation). 

Permits the granting of national service life insurance 
without examination to members of the armed forces 
on foreign duty or sea duty, and extends the conversion 
privilege of such insurance to include conversion to endow- 
ment policies [amending U. 8. C. 38: 802 (a), (f)]}. 

H. R. 3089. Mr. Kefauver; May 1, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Veterans who have been admitted to practice before the 
Supreme Court of the United States or the highest court 
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of any State, district, or Territory shall on motion, with- 

out examination, etec., be admitted to practice before all 

Federal courts, departments, and agencies. 

H. R. 3090. Mr. Rees of Kansas; May 1, 1945 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 

Creates a Congressional Bureau of Efficiency which shall 
investigate, make reports and recommend legislation to 
Congress concerning nonessential Federal expenditures, 
overlapping and duplication of Federal activities and func- 
tions, excessive personnel, the procurement and disposal 
of Federal property, requests for appropriations, and any 
other specific problems réquested by a joint resolution of 
Congress. 

H. R. 3091. Mr. Sasscer; May 1, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Members of the Enlisted Reserve of the Army who have 
received or are receiving training under the Army spec- 
ialized training program shall be considered to have been 
on active duty during the course of such training and 
shall be entitled to disability and death benefits. 

H. R. 3092. Mr. Sasscer; May 1, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 

Authorizes the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia to grant relief in claims for refund of special assess- 
ments paid for paving roadways between July 21, 1914, and 
February 11, 1929, and for laying curbs and gutters between 
August 7, 1894, and February 11, 1929 [amending D. C. C. 
1: 903). 

H. R. 3093. Mr. Wickersham; May 1, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

The community property law of Oklahoma, in the case 
of a husband and wife who elected to have the benefits 
of such law, shall, for the purpose of determining the Fed- 
eral income-tax liability of such husband and wife for 
tuxable years prior to September 30, 1944, be considered 
as having created a legal, and not a consensual, community. 
H. R. 3101. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; May 2, 1945 (World 

War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Broadens the term “child” as used in the National Serv- 
ice Life Insurance Act of 1940 so as to include as bene- 
ficiaries, stepchildren, illegitimate children, and children 
to whom the deceased stood in loco parentis. Also broad- 
ens the term “parent” so as to include stepparents [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 38: 801 (e) (f)]. 

H. R. 3102. Mr. Rankin (by request); May 2, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, until 
1 year after the end of the war, to pay the travel ex- 
penses of new employees of the Veterans’ Administration 
from the place of recruitment to the first post of duty. 

H. R. 3103. Mr. Rankin; May 2, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

World War II veterans who apply within 5 years after 
discharge or within 5 years after the end of the war 
shall be paid a readjustment allowance of $20 a week for 
52 consecutive weeks (replaces provision in GI bill 
for allowances to unemployed veterans but shall be in 
addition to any other amount payable by the United 
States in pursuance of law) [amending 58 Stat. 284]. 
H. R. 3104. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; May 2, 1945 (Mili- 

tary Affairs). 

Defines “child”, under the law providing for 6 months 
pay to dependents of an officer or enlisted man whose 
death is not a result of misconduct, to mean: a legitimate 
or adopted child; stepchild, if a member of the household 
of the deceased; child to whom deceased stood in loco 
parentis; and an illegitimate child if deceased had been 
judicially ordered to contribute to its support, or decreed 
the putative father, or had acknowledged parentage in 
writing. 
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H. R. 3105. Mr. Barry; May 2, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 

A Federal Trade Commission order to cease and desist, 
based upon unfair and deceptive practices relating to 
false advertisements of food, drugs, devices, or cosmetics, 
may require that the person, partnership, or corporation 
complained of shall give publicity to the order in such a 
manner as the Commission may deem necessary [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 15: 45 (b)]. 

H. R. 3106. Mr. Lane; May 2, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Creates a Federal Civilian Retirement Administration 
and transfers thereto all functions of the Civil Service 
Commission pertaining to civil-service retirement activ- 
ities. 

H. R. 3107. Mr. Weiss; May 2, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Reduces from 65 to 60 the eligible age under the pro- 
visions of Federa) Old-Age and Survivors Insurance bene- 
fits [amending U. 8. C. 42: 402). 

H. R. 3109. Mr. O’Neal; May 3, 1945 (Appropriations). 

Legislative Branch Appropriation Act, 1946—Carries 
appropriations for the Legislative branch of the govern- 
ment (including the Congress, Architect of the Capitol, 
Botanic Garden, Library of Congress, and the Government 
Printing Office). 

H. R. 3110. Mr. Lane; May 3, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Increases from 5 years to 10 years the period of service 
at the completion of which retirement-fund deductions 
from the compensation of a classified civil-service em- 
ployee shall be returned in the event of separation from 
the service or transfer to unclassified status [amending 
U. S. C. 5: 724]. 

H. R. 3111. Mr. McGehee; May 3, 1945 (Claims). 

Makes the law providing settlement of claims for dam- 
ages up to $5,090 caused by United States armed forces 
in foreign countries applicable to claims of inhabitants of 
the Philippines [amending U. S. C. 31: 224d]. 

H. R. 3112. Mr. Morrison; May 3, 1945 (Coinage, Weights, 
and Measures). 

Authorizes the coinage of 10-cent pieces bearing the 
likeness of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 

H. R. 3113. Mr. Rankin; May 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
accept gifts, devises, and bequests in behalf of the general 
post fund for use of veterans. Property other than 
moneys received hereunder, may be sold or conveyed and 
the proceeds covered into the post fund. 


H. R. 3114. Mr. Rankin; May 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Amends the National Service Life Insurance Act of 
1940. Includes stepparents and stepchildren among those 
who may be beneficiaries. For the purpose of determin- 
ing benefits to a widow or widower, cohabitation as the 
ostensible spouse of some person shall be deemed the 
equivalent of remarriage. Any person in active service 
on or after October 8, 1940, who has filed a written appli- 
cation for insurance while performing full duty and has 
been denied insurance because of his health, and who 
thereafter continued to perform his duty for 30 days or 
until ineurrence of a disability resulting in death shall 
be deemed to have been granted insurance in an amount 
which when added to any other insurance in force under 
the War Risk Insurance Act, the World War Veterans’ 
Act, or this act, will aggregate $5,000. Where life con- 
tingencies are involved in calculating benefits for death 
or injury traceable to the extra hazard of military or 
naval service, such calculation shall be based upon a 
mortality table prescribed by the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs, with 3-percent interest. Beneficiaries to 
whom benefits are first payable may, with the consent 
of contingent beneficiaries (if any) assign their interests 
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but such assignment shall be payable only in two hundred 
and forty equal monthly installments. Persons having 
custody of incompetent adult Indians or minor Indians 
may exercise the option as to the manner of payment of 
benefits provided under this act. Automatie protection 
is no longer provided for aviation students and flying 
eadets whose deaths result from aviation accidents in- 
curred in line of duty [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 601, 602, 
607, 616}. 

H. R. 3115. Mr. Rankin; May 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 

erans’ Legislation). 

Repeals all laws administered by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration relating to hospital treatment, medical care, 
domiciliary care, and prosthetic appliances, and enacts 
comprehensive new provisions in lieu thereof. Liberalizes 
or clarifies existing laws, or enacts new provisions, deal- 
ing with guide dogs and mechanical electronic equipment 
for blind veterans, furnishing of clothing to veterans, 
pensions and other monetary benefits to veterans receiv- 
ing hospital treatment or institutional or domiciliary care 
(including special provisions relating to the insane), 
acquisition of Veterans’ Administration facilities, admin- 
istration of benefits to widows and children, payments to 
citizens or nationals of the United States confined or 
interned by an enemy nation, and payment of burial 
expenses of veterans. 


H. R. 3116. Mr. Barden; May 3, 1945 (Education). 
Establishes a temporary Commission on Emergency Fed- 
eral Aid to Higher Educational Institutions and author- 
izes it to make contracts with higher educational institu- 
tions to aid them in maintaining staff and facilities at an 
effective level to meet the educational needs of veterans and 
others. Authorizes $25,000,000 for the fiscal year 1946 and 
necessary sums thereafter, not more than 1 percent for any 
year to be used for administrative expenses. 
H. R. 3117. Mr. Dingell; May 3, 1945 (Ways and Means). 
Permits the dumping and repackaging (at 18-month in- 
tervals) of alcoholic spirits of the same kind (differing only 
in proof) of the same distiller at the same distillery, and 
subject to the same outage limitation. Abates the tax 
on losses on dumping and repackaging, which shall not 
exceed 1 percent of the spirits dumped [amended U. S. C. 
26: 2901]. 
H. R. 3118. Mr. Rankin; May 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Grants priorities to the Veterans’ Administration equal 
to the highest granted any department or agency of the 
Government in personnel, service, space, equipment, sup- 
plies, and material. During the war and for 6 months 
thereafter the Administrator may employ additional per- 
sonnel without regard to civil-service laws, and procure 
necessary space for administrative and other purposes. 
Personnel so employed shall have the right to qualify by 
competitive examination for civil-service status, and em- 
ployment of those not receiving such status shall termi- 
nate not later than 1 year after the end of the war [amend- 
ing 58 Stat. 284]. 

H. R. 3119. Mr. Rankin; May 3, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Liberalizes and clarifies vocational rehabilitation and 
education and training laws administered by the Veterans’ 
Administration. Vocational training periods may exceed 
4 years if approved by the Administrator and such training 
may be afforded for 7 (now 6) years after the end of the 
war. While pursuing such training veterans whose pen- 
sion, compensation, etc., is less than the amount provided 
for such training shall be paid an increased pension which 
when added to the other benefits will aggregate the fol- 
lowing rates: (1) veteran with no wife or child $105; 
(2) wife but no child $115; (3) wife and one child $125, 
with $7 for each additional child; (4) no wife but one 
child $115, with $7 for each additional child; and (5) $15 
additional for each dependent parent. 
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A veteran entitled to educational or training benefits 
shall be eligible therefor regardless of whether or not his 
education was impeded, delayed, etc., because of entry into 
service. The period of education to which he is entitled 
shall not exceed the time he was in active service after 
September 16, 1940 (he now gets at least 1 year). Sub- 
sistence allowance when added to pension or retirement 
shall not exceed the amount payable under Veterans Regu- 
lation 1 (a) part VII (vocational rehabilitation). <A vet- 
eran who is eligible for education and training and also 
for vocational rehabilitation may be provided with a com- 
bination of such courses. An ordinary school year shall 
mean an academic year of 30 to 38 weeks. The range of 
benefits is broadened to include (1) short intense post- 
graduate or vocational training courses which shall be 
paid for at the regularly established rates and which shall 
be deemed to constitute an ordinary school year, and (2) 
correspondence courses without any maintenance allow- 
ance. Payments to institutions may be readjusted from 
time to time in consideration of increased or decreased 
enrollment and available contributions. Books, supplies, 
ete., may be turned in to institutions for credit under cer- 
tain terms [amending Veterans Regulation No. 1 (a) parts 
VII and VIII; and 58 Stat. 290]. 

H. R. 3120. Mr. Weiss; May 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

No returned veteran shall be subject to a physical exami- 
nation to qualify for his former job except to the extent 
necessary to determine whether or not he has the use of 
the members and faculties essential to its performance 
{amending U. 8. C. 50: 308 (b)]. 

H. R. 3129. Mr. Boron; May 4, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 

Limits the power of the Securities Exchange Commis- 
sion to regulate transactions in exempted securities 
[amending U. 8. C. 15: 78ce, 780 (ec) (1)]). 

H. R. 3130. Mr. Harless of Arizona; May 4, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to issue 
to eligible veterans who wish to establish small business 
enterprises certificates exempting them from priorities, 
allocations, ete. in purchases of materials not exceeding 
$5,000. 


H. R. 3131. Mr. De Lacy; May 4, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Establishes a Light Metals Administration as an inde- 
pendent Government agency and provides for the appoint- 
ment of an Administrator whose duty it shall be to (1) 
control production and distribution of light metals (in- 
cluding procurement of aluminum and magnesium for the 
war effort), (2) assist in the disposal of surpluses to 
private owners, (3) maintain Government-owned light- 
metals facilities until disposed of under the Surplus Prop- 
erty Act of 1944, and (4) undertake the cancelation of 
existing operating leases of the Aluminum Co. of America 
at Government owned plants whenever replacement of 
management will not affect the war effort and will promote 
free private enterprise. 


H. R. 3132. Mr. Price of Illinois; May 4, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Excludes from gross income, for income tax purposes, in 
the case of any person in the armed forces of the United 
States or any of the other United Nations, $2,500 for each 
taxable year while in active service, and for the tax year 
preceding the first such taxable year, during the period 
between January 1, 1939, and one year after termination 
of the war as proclaimed by the President [amending 
U. S. C. 26: 22n, 28, 1621 (a) ]. 


H. R. 3133. Mr Smith of Virginia (request); May 4, 1945 
(Judiciary). 


Authorizes the Supreme Court of the United States to 
- prescribe a uniform rule for admission of attorneys to 
practice in courts of the United States, excepting the 
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District Court for the District of Columbia [amending 
U. S. C. 28: 304). 


H. R. 3138. Mr. Geelan; May 7, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


For income tax purposes, the phrase “engaged in trade 
or business within the United States” shall include the 
sale or exchange of commodities, stocks, or securities by 
nonresident aliens present in the United States. Retro- 
active to 1940 [amending U. S. C. 26: 211 (b)]. 


H. R. 3139. Mr. Bland; May 7, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 


Authorizes the Coast Guard to investigate and employ 
new methods of promoting safety at sea and aiding 
navigation. 


H. R. 3140. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; May 7, 1945 (Flood 
Control). 


Authorizes $12,000,000 for emergency flood-control 
work. Priorities in farm machinery and equipment shall 
be given to farmers who suffered damages in 1945 floods. 
The balance of the $15,000,000 granted in the Second 
Deficiency Act of 1943, for flood restoration loans is 
made available until June 30, 1946. 


H. R. 3141. Mr. Starkey; May 7, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Authorizes the use of penalty envelopes of the Veter- 
ans’ Administration by veterans receiving hospital treat- 
ment or domiciliary care furnished by the Veterans’ 
Administration. 


H. R. 3142, Mr. Dingell; May 7, 1945 (Insular Affairs). 


Postpones for 20 years the imposition of import duties 
and other restrictions on imports from the Philippines 
[amending U.S. C. 48: 1236, 1243]. 


H. R. 3143. Mr. Flannagan; May 7, 1945 (Agriculture). 


National School Lunch Act—Authorizes $100,000,000 an- 
nually beginning with the fiscal year 1946 (the school- 
lunch fund in the 1946 Agricultural Appropriation to be 
available immediately) to aid in supplying agricultural 
commodities and other foods for school-lunch programs 
in public or nonprofit private schools of high-school grade 
or under. The Secretary of Agriculture shall apportion 
among the States not less than 75 percent of the yearly 
appropriation ($3,000,000 for Alaska, ‘Territory of 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands) on the basis 
of the number of school children between 5 and 17 years 
in the State and the need for assistance as indicated by 
the relation between per capita income of the State and 
that of the United States. The remainder of each year’s 
funds, less 4 percent for administrative expenses, may be 
expended directly by the Secretary for foods to be dis- 
tributed among the States and participating schools. 
Funds apportioned to a State shall be matched by the 
State, equally for 1946-50; by one and one-half to one 
for 1951-55 ; and by three to one thereafter. 

Authorizes $15,000,000 annually to enable the Commis- 
sioner of Education, under the direction of the Federal 
Security Administrator, to aid the States in their school- 
lunch and nutrition-education programs, training of per- 
sonnel, ete. Apportionment to the States shall be made 
in the same manner as for the food program, except that 
no State shall receive less than $10,000 and the appor- 
tionment to Alaska, Territory of Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands shall not exceed $450,000. 

Benefits of this act shall be available only to States 
and schools whose plans provide for serving lunch, with- 
out cost, to children who are unable to pay and without 
making any physical segregation or other discriminations 
because of such inability, and, if the State maintains 
separate schools for the majority and minority races, for 
the equitable distribution of funds granted hereunder for 
the benefit of the minority races. 
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H. R. 3146. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; May 8, 1945 (Appro- 
priations). 

Second Supplemental Appropriation Act, 1945—Carries 
supplemental appropriations for the Departments of Agri- 
culture, Commerce (Census), and Labor (Bureau of Labor 
Statistics). 

H. R. 3147. Mr. Adams (by request); May 8, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Authorizes appointment of medical technologists as 
commissioned officers in the Army and in the Naval 
Reserve. 


H. R. 3148. Mr. Brehm; May 8, 1945 (Mines and Mining). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to make avail- 
able to the several States geological and mining data 
assembled by the Department of the Interior. 


H. R. 3149. Mr. May; May 8, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes settlement of mileage and other travel al- 
lowance accounts of all military personnel in the same 
manner as is now provided for officers under U. S. C. 
10: 870. 


H. R. 3150. Mr. Pittenger; May 8, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Reenacts the law authorizing the city of Duluth to con- 
struct a toll bridge across the St. Louis River between 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


H. R. 3151. Mr. Price of Illinois; May 8, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Honorably discharged veterans with 90 days or more 
service are granted 5 years from date of discharge in 
which to pay (without interest) Federal income taxes 
which have accrued during their service. 


H. R. 3152. Mr. Sasscer; May 8, 1945 (Civil Service). 


A person who, prior to January 1, 1942, was given a 
temporary appointment in the executive branch of the 
Government, shall, upon recommendation of the head of 
his agency within 1 year from date of this act, and 
upon passing a noncompetitive examination, acquire a 
civil-service status [amending U. S. C. 5: 631 b]. 


H. R. 3154. Mr. Celler; May 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 


A civilian officer of the United States serving in the 
armed forces shall be considered as on furlough or leave of 
absence and shall be entitled to restoration to his former 
position or to a position of like seniority, status, and pay, 
if, (a) discharged or released under honorable conditions, 
(b) still qualified to perform the functions of the office,

H. R. 3156. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; May 8, 1945 

(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

Requires the use of cotton to the fullest practicable extent 
in articles and facilities produced for the United States, 
and permits use of Government supplies when so specified. 
H. R. 3164. Mrs. Bolton; May 9, 1945 (World War Vet- 

erans’ Legislation). 

Establishes in the Veterans’ Administration the office of 


adviser to the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs on mat- 
ters affecting negro veterans. 
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H. R. 3165. Mr. Robertson of North Dakota; May 9, 1945 
(Agriculture). 


Extends for 2 years (to July 1, 1947) the reduced rate 
of interest on Land Bank Commissioner loans [amending 
U. 8S. C. 12: 1016 (i) 1. 


H. R. 3166. Mr. Ellsworth; May 9, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Provides aid for housing for veterans who are attending 
educational institutions under title II of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act, and their families by: (1) authorizing 
the United States Housing Authority to make loans to 
public agencies for construction of housing at such insti- 
tutions; (2) amending the Defense Housing Act (54 Stat. 
1125) to permit the Federal Works Administrator to con- 
struct such housing (reduced rentals for veterans provided 
for under the two foregoing provisions), and (3) increas- 
ing the subsistence allowance by $15 a month for a veteran 
without dependents and $20 for a veteran with dependents 
available. 
if living quarters at reduced rentals are not made 


H. R. 3167. Mr. Holmes of Washington; May 9, 1945 
(Judiciary). 
Changes the terms of the District Court for the Eastern 
District of Washington [amending U. S. C. 28:193]. 


H. R. 3168. Mr. Sparkman; May 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Retired Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
enlisted men ordered into active service since September 8, 
1939, shall be eligible for promotion, and when relieved of 
active service shall be retired with the pay and allowances 
of the rank held at time of relief. 


H. R. 3169. Mr. Lane; May 9, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Persons receiving injury or death benefits under the 
Employees’ Compensation Act may be paid by the United 
States for other services but such pay shall not be for the 
same disability or death from the same cause [amending 
U.S. C. 5: 757). 

H. R. 3170. Mr. Lea; May 9, 1945 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Federal Aid Airport Act—Authorizes $650,000,000 for 10 
fiscal years beginning with the fiscal year 1946 (not more 
then $100,000,000 in any 1 year and not more than 5 
percent of that sum for planning, research, and administra- 
tion )*for development of public airports, 75 percent of the 
funds available each year to be apportioned among the 
States (one-half on the basis of population and one-half on 
the basis of area), and the remaining 25 percent to pay 
the United States pro rata share of the cost of approved 
projects, without regard to the State of location. All 
projects must be approved by the Administrator of Civil 
Aeronautics, who shall formulate a national public airport 
plan.

H. R. 3172. Mr. Robinson of Utah; May 9, 1945 (Foreign 
Affairs). 

Increases the appropriation for the Inter-American High- 
way from $20,000,000 to $15,000,000, of which $17,500,000 
may be spent without regard to matching of funds by 
Central American republics [amending 55 Stat. 860]. 
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H. R. 3173. Mr. McGlinchey; May 9, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

A public officer or employee who is entitled to retired pay 
for service as a commissioned officer of the armed forces 
may, in lieu of accepting a reduction in his retired pay to 
keep within the prescribed maximum of $3,000 a year as 
the combined income from such retirement pay and com- 
pensation for civilian employment, accept a like reduction 
in compensation from his civilian office or position. 


H. R. 3180. Mr. Vinson; May 10, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Except as hereinafter provided, (1) no _ battleship, 
cruiser, aircraft carrier, destroyer, or submarine shall be

Provides for a Franklin Delano Roosevelt Memorial in 
the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 3184. Mr. Price of Florida; May 10, 1945 (Foreign 
Affairs). 


The terms of peace to be imposed upon Germany and 
Japan shall include agreements by such countries to pay 
to American military and civilian prisoners indemnities 
of $10 for each day of imprisonment. 


H. R. 3187, Mr. Lanham; May 11, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 


Authorizes an additional $30,000,000 for community fa- 
cilities in connection with national defense housing and 
fixes a new maximum sum of $120,000,000 which may be 
contributed to public and private agencies for the main- 
tenance and operation of defense public work after July 1, 
1943. The $20,000,000 available to the Federal Works Ad- 
ministrator for public works shall be available until 
June 30, 1946 (now 1945) [amending U. 8S. ©. 42: 1521- 
1534, Public Law 40, 79th Cong. ]. 


H. R. 3188, Mr. Sheridan; May 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Includes parents through adoption among those persons 
to whom allowances may be paid under the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942 [amending U. 8S. ©, 37: 104]. 
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H. R. 3189. Mr. Smith of Wisconsin; May 11, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Members of the armed forces who have served in the 
European theater continuously for 12 months shall be en- 
titled to be returned to the United States and upon arrival 
be granted a 80-day furlough plus 1 day for every month 
served in the European theater, but not to exceed 15 addi- 
tional days. 


H. R. 3190. Mr. Buckley (by request); May 11, 1945 
(Patents). 


Reserves exclusive rights to copyright holders to make 
any duplicate or recaptured recording of an acoustic re- 
cording. Any such recording thus protected shall be manu- 
factured in the United States. Deletes from the copyright 
laws the provision that rendition of musical composition 
by coin-operated machines shall not be deemed public 
performance for profit unless an admission fee is charged 
[amending U. 8S. C. 17:1, (f), 5 (e), 6, 11, 12, and 15). 


H. R. 3191. Mr. O’Neal (by request); May 11, 1945 (Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries). 


Requires vessels of 200 horsepower operating on navi- 
gable waters of the United States to carry on board cer- 
tified crews, under penalty of $100 fine, and vessels of 500 
horsepower to have on each watch at least two able deck- 
hands, Requires the Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation to establish rules and regulations governing 
the issuance and expiration of certificates of service. 


H. R. 3192. Mr. Patrick; May 11, 1945 (Labor). 
Establishes a Division of Blind Placement Agents in the 
United States Employment Service.

Veterans shall not be denied care or treatment in Vet- 
erans’ Administration facilities for mental or nervous dis- 
orders because they have not been adjudged mentally in- 
competent. 

H. R. 3201. Mr. Randolph;. May 14, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 
Permits occupancy of alley dwellings in the District of 


Columbia until July 1, 1946 (now 1944) [amending D. C. C. 
25 : 26, 27a]. 
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H. R. 3202. Mr. Winstead; May 14, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Makes national service life insurance effective as of the 
date of application (now the first day of the calendar month 
following application). Retroactive to October 8, 1940 
[amending U. 8S. C. 88: 802 (p)]. P 
H. R. 3203. Mr. Case of South Dakota; May 14, 1945 (In- 

terstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Directs payment by the United States of any tax levied 
by a State or Territory or by the District of Columbia in 
connection with the operation of any commercial trans- 
portation system taken over by a Government agency. 

H. R. 3204. Mr. Rankin (by request); May 14, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, until 
1 year after the end of the war, to pay the travel expenses 
of new employees of the Veterans’ Administration from the 
place of recruitment to the first post of duty. 

H. R. 3205. Mr. Case of South Dakota; May 14, 1945 
(Invalid Pensions). 

Grants a 15-percent increase in pensions received under 
special acts of Congress on account of service in the land 
or naval forces. 

H. R. 3206. Mr. Monroney; May 14, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides that the succession to the Presidency shall be 
as follows: (1) Vice President, (2) Speaker of the House;

H. R. 3219. Mr. Stigler; May 15, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Gratuitous expenditures by the United States for the 
benefit of an Indian tribe shall not be offset against any 
claim asserted unless made with the express approval of 
the tribe concerned [amending U. 8. C. 25: 475 a]. 
H. R. 3220. Mr. Randolph; May 15, 1945 (District of 

Columbia). 

Establishes a boundary line between the District of 
Columbia and the Commonwealth of Virginia. 
H. R. 3221. Mr. Flannagan; May 15, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Agricultural Credit Act—Creates the Agricultural Credit 
Agency to which shall be transferred all functions, powers, 
and duties of the Farm Credit Administration and the Farm 
Security Administration, including those conferred upon 
the Secretary of Agriculture by the Bankhead-Jones Farm 
Tenant Act and under the items “Loans, grants, and rural 
rehabilitation” and “Farm tenancy” in the Agriculture Ap- 
propriation Act, 1946. In the Agency there shall be an 
Agricultural Credit Board, which shall appoint an Admin- 
istrator. The Agency shall be divided into five divisions, 
to: (1) supervise loans to farmers’ cooperatives ; (2) super- 
vise short-term loans by cooperative lending institutions 
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and long-term farm-mortgage loans; (3) supervise and 
administer direct lending to farmers; (4) supervise fi- 
nancing and lending activities; and (5) carry out apprais- 
als, examinations, ete. The Board shall promote a sys- 
tem of agricultural cooperative credit banks, assist vet- 
erans, farm tenants, farm laborers, and sharecroppers to 
become farm owners, and help farmer borrowers to qualify 
for membership in the system. The Agency shall maintain 
a public appraisal system. Land-bank appraisers shall be 
known as Federal farm appraisers and shall make ap- 
praisals for the public. Certain farm credit offices are 
abolished and the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation is 
transferred to the new Agency. The Agricultural Credit 
Administrator shall serve as director and chairman of the 
Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation, in lieu of the Gover- 
nor of the Farm Credit Administration, and a Deputy Ad- 
ministrator shall serve as a director of that Corporation 
in lieu of the Land Bank Commissioner. Labor supply 
centers, labor homes, camps, etc., under the War Food 
Administrator or the Farm Security Administration are 
transferred to the Agency. 


H. R. 3230. Mr. Farrington; May 16, 1945 (Merchant Ma- 
rine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes studies, demonstrations, and explorations in 
the interest of developing the fishery resources of Hawaii 
and of adjacent waters of the Pacific Ocean, 

H. R. 3231. Mr. May; May 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

The right of officers of the Army Dental Corps to com- 


mand is no longer limited to command of such corps [delet- 
ing U. S. C. 10: 130). 


H. R. 3232. Mr. May; May 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Extends for 1 year (until June 30, 1946) the authority 
of the President to requisition military or naval equip- 
ment, or munitions, or component parts thereof, or ma- 
chinery, tools, or materials, etc., manufactured or procured 
for export, the export of which has been prohibited [amend- 
ing 56 Stat. 467). 
H. R. 3233. Mr. May; May 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Permits members of the armed forces, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and Public Health Service, and their dependents, 
to occupy certain Government housing facilities on a rental 
basis without loss of rental allowances, 


H. R. 3234. Mr. May; May 16, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Extends to June 30, 1946, the authority of the President 
to requisition property for defense purposes, and extends 
to December 381, 1946, his authority to return it to the 
owner [amending 58 Stat. 624 § 1]. 


H. R. 3235. Mr. McKenzie; May 16, 1945 (Post Offices and 
Post Roads). 


Revises postage rates on bound books consisting of not 
less than 50 percent of reading matter other than advertis- 
ing matter. The revised rates shall range from 5 cents for 
the first pound, 1 cent for each additional pound up to 10, 
and 0.7 cent for each pound or fraction thereof over 10, 
for local delivery, to 12, 5, and 4.8 cents for delivery within 
the eighth zone. Rates on books (including the Holy 
Bible) sent by public libraries and other nonprofit organiZa- 
tions shall range from 8 cents for the first pound or frac- 
tion thereof and 0.7 cent for each additional pound or frac- 
tion thereof for local delivery, to 5, and 3.5 cents for deliv- 
ery within the eighth zone [repealing U. S. C. 39: 293 a-1, 
and 58 Stat.

H. R. 3236. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; May 16, 1945 
(District of Columbia). 


Empowers the Commissioners of the District of Columbia 
to isolate, quarantine, and restrict the movements of per- 
sons who are or are believed to be affected by or carriers 
of communicable disease. Authorizes the Health Officer to 
cause the removal of and detention in an institution of 
such persons [D. C. C. 6: 118, 119]. 
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H. R. 3237. Mr. Piitero (by request); May 16, 1945 (In- 
sular Affairs). 


Provides for a referendum in Puerto Rico on three alter- 
native forms of political status: (1) independence, (2) 
statehood, (3) dominion. 

H. R. 3238. Mr. Roe of Maryland; May 16, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 

Revises the postage rates on parcels weighing 8 ounces 
to 10 pounds, containing catalogs and similar printed mat- 
ter in bound form consisting of less than 50 percent of 
reading matter other than advertising. The revised rates 
shall range from 5 cents for the first pound or fraction 
thereof and 1 cent for each additional pound or fraction 
thereof for local delivery, to 12 cents and 5 cents for deliv- 
ery in the eighth zone [repealing 58 Stat. 69 § 403 insofar as 
it pertains to the foregoing revised rates]. 

H. R. 3239. Mr. Lynch; May 16, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Exempts mechanical pencils having precious metals as 
essential parts from the retailers’ excise tax on jewelry 
[amending U. 8. C. 26: 2400). 

H. R. 3240. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; May 16, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 

Extends for 3 years (until June 12, 1948) the authority 
of the President to enter into foreign trade agreements.

Articles used or resold for use as equipment or stores 
for civil aircraft engaged in foreign trade are granted 
the same privileges as to credits and refunds of manu- 
facturers’ excise taxes as are applicable in case of vessels 
so engaged [amending U. 8. C. 26: 3448 (a) (3) (A) (ii) ]. 
H. R. 3242. Mr. Rankin; May 16, 1945 (Un-American 

Activities). 

Declares as un-American any activity intended to ac- 
complish or aid in the overthrow or change in the form 
of the Government of the United States or any impair- 
ment of constitutional rights. Penalty: fine of $10,000 
and/or imprisonment for not more than 10 years. Con- 
viction of a naturalized citizen shall invalidate his 
citizenship. 


H. R. 3243. Mr. O’Toole; May 16, 1945 (Library). 


Whenever the head of any government agency shall 
specify in writing restrictions on use of records being 
considered for transfer to the custody of the Archivist of 
the United States, th Archivist shall impose such restric- 
tions when the records are transferred, and such restric- 
tions shall not be removed without concurrence in writing 
of the head of the agency. Statutory limitations and 
restrictions placed on records which were applicable to the 
agency having custody thereof shall likewise be applicable 
to the National Archives.

Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

An honorably discharged member of the armed forces 
of the United States who requires hospitalization or dom- 
iciliary care shall be entitled to transportation, subsist- 
ence, and other expenses incident thereto, including ad- 
vances of necessary sums, from the place of his discharge 
to the Veterans’ Administration facility (or contracting 
facility) nearest his place of residence which furnishes 
the required type of treatment and is able to accommodate 
him.

Municipal Hospital in the District of Columbia. Effec- 
tive during the war and for 6 months thereafter. 

H. R. 3258. Mr. Starkey; May 17, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Enlisted army personnel having sufficient points on 
their adjusted-«ervice card to make them eligible for dis- 
charge shall receive an additional 50 percent of base pay 
for a period between such eligibility and discharge, but 
not to exceed 6 months after the President declares the 
termination of the wur.

H. R. 3264. Mr. Hagen; May 18, 1945 (Interstate and For- 


eign Commerce). 

Authorizes the village of Baudette, Minn., to construct 
and operate a bridge across the Rainy River. 

H. R. 3265. Mr. Johnson of California; May 18, 1945 (Pub- 
lic Buildings and Grounds). 

Releases to San Joaquin County, Calif., reversionary 
rights in the United States to the old post-office site at 
Stockton. 

H. R. 3266. Mr. Lea; May 18, 1945 (Interstate and Foreign 


Commerce). 

Requires the Federal Security Administrator to provide 
for the certification of batches of drugs composed wholly 
or partly of penicillin or any derivative thereof, and brings 
such drugs under the law relating to misbranded drugs, 
ete. [amending U. S. C. 29: 502]. 

H. R. 3267. Mr. Bland; May 18, 1945 (Merchant Marine

H. R. 3297. Mr. Fogarty; May 24, 1945 (Military Affairs).

H. R. 3308. Mr. Grant of Indiana; May 25, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 


Repeals the motor vehicle use tax as of June 30, 1945 
{amending U. S. C. 26: 3540]. 

H. R. 3309. Mr. Phillips; May 25, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Grants to persons who served under General Aguinaldo 
in the campaign against Manila the right to wear the 
Spanish Campaign Ribbon and the Spanish Campaign 
Badge. 

H. R. 3310. Mr. Rankin; May 25, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Establishes in the Veterans’ Administration a Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery which shall include a Medi- 
cal Corps, Dental Corps, Nurse Corps, and Administrative 
Corps.

Upon 
request of the Fund or the Bank any Federal Reserve 
Bank shall act as its depository or fiscal agent. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall use $1,800,000,000 of the sta- 
bilization fund provided for in the Gold Reserve Act of 
1934 to pay part of the United States subscription to the 
Fund; he may pay the balance of $950,000,000 of the 
subscription to the I°und and the subscription of the United 
States to the Bank from time to time when payments are 
required, and he may, for the purpose of making these pay- 
ments, use as a public-debt transaction $4,125,000,000 of 
the proceeds of any securities hereafter issued under the 
Second Liberty Bond Act; and he shall, for the purpose of 
keeping to a minimum the cost to the United States of 
participation in the Fund and the Bank, after paying the 
subscription to the Fund and any part of the required sub- 
scription to the Bank, issue special notes at par and de- 
liver them to the Fund and the Bank in exchange for dol- 
lars to the extent permitted by the Articles of Agreement. 
The President may require the furnishing of data requested 
by the Fund and data of the type which may be required 
under section 5 (b) of the Trading With the Enemy Act. 
The Johnson Act (prohibiting financial transactions with 
foreign governments in default) shall not apply to the sale 
or purchase of bonds, securities, etc., while any foreign 
government is a member of the Fund and the Bank, 
United States district courts shall have original jurisdic- 
tion of suits involving the United States and the Fund and 
the Bank. Provisions are included which would insure: 
(1) the power of the Bank to authorize long-term stabili- 
zation loans and (2) limitation of the use of the Fund to 
temporary aid in connection with emergency fluctuations 
of members’ balances for current transactions and nonuse 
of the Fund for relief or reconstruction facilities or to 
meet a large or sustained outflow of any member’s capital.

Rewrites provisions of law on protection and conser- 
vation of wild life, and the functions of the Fish and 
Wild Life Service. Investigations as to the effect of 
polluting substances on wild life shall be made hy the 
Fish and Wild Life Service and the Bureau of Mines.

Reorganizatign Act of 1945—The President shall in- 
vestigate all Government departments and agencies, de- 
termine necessary organizational changes, and prepare 
reorganization plans and transmit them to Congress. Any 
such plan shall take effect 60 days after its transmission 
to Congress if within that time neither House passes a 
resolution disfavoring it. No plan shall provide for the 
abolition or transfer of an executive department or es- 
tablishment of a new one nor for the transfer, consolida- 
tion, or abolition of 21 specifically named agencies. Title 
I of the First War Powers Act, 1941 (U. 8S. C. 50 App. 
601-605) is repealed. 


H. R. 3326. Mr. May; May 26, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Requires consent of the Congress for the disposal of 
real estate under the control of the War Department. 
H. R. 3327. Mr. Voorhis of California; May 26, 1945 

(Banking and Currency). 

The taking, charging, etc., by Federal credit unions of 
a greater interest on notes, ete., than that agreed upon 
to be a forfeiture of the entire interest. Recovery of 
the entire interest thus paid shall be allowed. Permits 
issuance of credit union shares in joint tenancy but no 
joint tenant may vote, obtain loans, or hold office unless 
he is a qualified member. Allows loans up to $300 (now 
$100) without adequate security. Extends provisions 
Federal Credit Union Act to include the Panama Canal 
Zone {amending U. 8. C. 12: 1757, 1759, 1760]. 

H. R. 3330. Mr. Lesinski; May 28, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 

Requires approval of political subdivisions before ex- 
penditure of appropriations for national defense housing 
therein [amending U. S. C, 42: 1545]. 

H. R. 3331. Mr. Cole of Kansas; May 28, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Money paid into the pay of the Army deposit fund 

may be repaid upon discharge, at the option of the sol- 


dier, in three or six equal monthly installments [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 10: 906]. 
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H. R. 3332. Mr. Barry; May 28, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

No veteran who applies for domiciliary care and hos- 
pital treatment in Veterans’ Administratior facilities 
shall be required to state: (1) the value of his real and 
personal property, or (2) whether or not he is financially 


able to pay the necessary expenses or his transportation 
{amending U. S. C. 38: 706]. 


H. R. 3333. Mr. Bland; May 28, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes $65,000 for aid in rebuilding Yorktown 
courthouse in Colonial National Historical Park. 
H. R. 3334. Mr. Corbett; May 28, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretaries of War and Navy to lend 
or donate surplus camping or sports equipment to Boy 
and Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls, to certain other boys’ 
and girls’ clubs, and to veterans’ organizations [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 10: 1259]. 
H. R. 3335. Mr. Hagen; May 28, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


A serviceman’s monthly allowance for children, where 
there is a wife or former wife divorced shall be $42 for 
one child (whether legitimate or illegitimate) who is 
not living in the household of such wife or former wife, 
with an additional $20 for each additional child. 

H. R. 3336. Mr. Henshaw; May 28, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes additional pay for enlisted men of the Army 
technical service who are entitled to wear the expert 
technician insignia ($5 a month) or the combat technician 
insignia ($10 a month). 


H. R. 3337. Mr. Harless of Arizona; May 28, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 


Provides aid for housing for veterans who are attending 
educational institutions under title II of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act, and their families by: (1) authorizing 
the United States Hqusing Authority to make loans to 
public agencies for construction of housing at such insti- 
tutions; (2) amending the Defense Housing Aet (54 Stat. 
1125) to permit the Federal Works Administrator to con- 
struct such housing (reduced rentals for veterans pro- 
vided for under the two foregoing provisions), and (3) 
increasing the subsistence allowance by $15 a month for 
a veteran without dependents and $30 for a veteran with 
dependents if living quarters at reduced rentals are not 
made available. 

H. R. 3338. Mr. Reed of Illinois; May 28, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides for appointment, reappointment, and removal 
of referees in bankruptcy. Grants salaries from $3,000 
to $10,000 per annum for full time and not more than 
$2,500 per annum for part-time referees. They shall not 
be directly or indirectly interested in any property or 
proceeding concerned, nor shall they be relatives of judges 
of the district wherein they are appointed. All referees 
in bankruptcy and all employees in their offices shall be 
deemed to be officers and employees of the judicial branch 
of the Government within the meaning of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act. Provides for filling vacancies and for 
handling fees for petition, plans, ete. [amending U. 8. C. 
Title 11]. 

H. R. 3344. Mr. Ervin; May 29, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation) 

Authorizes approval of a loan to a veteran for purchase, 
at reasonable value, of stock in a corporation owned or 
controlled by other veterans if he is to be employed by the 
corporation, if the stock will aid in his employment, and 
if his ability and experience are such that he is likely to 
succeed in the occupation involved. 

H. R. 3345. Mr. Vinson; May 29, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes discharge, with pay and allowances, and 
payment of transportation in kind and subsistence from 
place of discharge to their home, of personnel of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard (when operating as a part 
of the Navy) who were under age at the time of enlist- 
mént. ‘Repeals Public Law 398, 78th Congress. 
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H. R. 3346. Mr. Henry; May 29, 1945 (Judiciary) 


Designates the fourth Saturday in September of each 
year as American Indian Day. 


H. R. 3347. Mr. White; May 29, 1945 (Coinage, Weights 
and Measures). 


Reduces the number of trial pieces of coins at each 
delivery from 1 for each 2,000 to 1 for each 10,000. 


H. R. 3348. Mr. Geelan; May 29, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Income tax liability of persons who served in the armed 
forees after September 1, 1940, shall be canceled for (1) 
the last taxable year ending prior to entry upon such serv- 
ice, (2) each taxable year ending during such service, and 
(3) the first two taxable years beginning after separation 
from service. Any assessment for the foregoing period 
shall be abated, and if paid shall be credited or refunded. 


H. R. 3349. Mr. Hare; May 29, 1945 (Roads). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to provide for a defense 
highway and additional auxiliary defense highways, to 
connect the inter-American Highway and the Alaskan 
Highway for military and national defense purposes. 


H. R. 3350. Mr. Judd; May 29, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the release from active duty in the armed 
forces of men who have completed at least 1 year of service 
and have completed a substantial portion of their medical, 
dental, premedical, or predental education. Such release 
shall be conditioned upon, and shall not be made prior to, 
acceptance by an accredited médical school. Also author- 
izes the deferment under the Selective Service Act of men 
to be enrolled in a national medical and dental education 
program. 


H. R. 3351. Mr. Slaughter; May 29, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 


tmergency fire-fighting equipment purchased by the 
Office of Civilian Defense and now in the position of any 
political subdivision of a State or any volunteer fire com- 
pany shall, upon application, be given to such subdivision 
or company, subject to agreement that in case it is sgld 
or exchanged the sale or exchange price will be paid to 
the United States. 


H. R. 3352. Mr. Smith of Ohio; May 29, 1945 (Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures). 


In order to increase the reserves of the Federal Reserve 
banks and reduce the Federal debt, gold certificates repre- 
senting all the free gold in the stabilization fund shall be 
used to purchase and retire Government securities from 
Federal Reserve banks. The remainder of the stabiliza- 
tion fund shall be liquidated by June 30, 1945, and all cash 
assets covered into the general fund of the Treasury. 


H. R. 3356. Mr. Beckworth; May 30, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Provides for a guaranty of 100 percent of a loan to a 
veteran (interest at 3 percent and maturing in 35 years), 
for the purchase of a farm. 


H. R. 3357. Mr. Beckworth; May 30, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Permits any national banking association to make loans 
guaranteed under title III of the Servicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Act regardless of limitations in the Federal Reserve 
Act as to security and period of loan [amending U. S. C. 
12: 371]. 


H. R. 3361. Mr. Farrington; May 31, 1945 (Territories). 


The use of any lands in the Territory of Hawaii by the 
United States for war or defense purposes which may pre- 
vent the performance of any condition of sale, shall not 
cause forfeiture of the lands, but shall extend the period 
during which such condition may be complied with 
[amending U. S. C. 48: 673]. 
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H. R. 3367. Mr. Buck; June 1, 1945 (Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries). 


Makes the existing provisions as to the return to pri- 
vate ownership of fishing vessels, etc., applicable only to 
those which were acquired after January 1, 1940. Re- 
moves the limitation to vessels acquired through purchase 
or requisition. In the case of gift vessels, return to their 
owners may be made conditional upon an adjustment of tax 
benefits received by their owners in connection with the 
original transfers of the vessels to the United States 
{amending U. 8S. C. 50 App. 1301). 

H. R. 3368. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; June 1, 1945 (Ap- 
propriations). 

National War Agencies Appropriations Act, 1946—Car- 
ries appropriations for Office of Emergency Management, 
Office of Censorship, Office of Strategic Services, Petro- 
leum Administration for War, Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion, Selective Service System, and War 
Relocation Authority. 

H. R. 3370. Mr. Flannagan; June 4, 1945 (Agriculture). 


National School Lunch Act—Authorizes $50,000,000 an- 
nually beginning with the fiscal year 1946 (the school- 
lunch fund in the 1946 Agricultural Appropriation to be 
available immediately) to aid in supplying agricultural 
commodities and other foods for school-lunch programs 
in public or nonprofit private schools of high-school grade 
or under. The Secretary of Agriculture shall apportion 
among the States not less than 75 percent of the yearly 
appropriation ($1,500,000 for Alaska, Territory of Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands) on the basis of the 
number of school children between 5 and 17 years in the 
State and the need for assistance as indicated by the rela- 
tion between per capita income of the State and that of 
the United States. The remainder of each year’s funds, 
less 3 percent for administrative expenses, may be ex- 
pended directly by the Secretary for foods to be distrib- 
uted among the States and participating schools. Funds 
apportioned to a State shall be matched by the State, 
equally for 1946-47; by two to one for 1948; by three to 
one for 1949-50; and by four to one thereafter. 

Authorizes $15,000,000 annually to enable the Commis- 
sioner of Education, under the direction of the Federal 
Security Administrator, to aid the States in their school- 
lunch and nutrition-education programs, training of per- 
sonnel, ete. Apportionment to the States shall be made 
in the same manner as for the food program, except that 
no State shall receive less than $10,000 and the apportion- 
ment to Alaska, Territory of Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and 
the Virgin Islands shall not exceed $450,000. 

Benefits shall be available only to States and schools 
whose plans provide for serving lunch, without cost, to 
children who are unable to pay and without making any 
physical segregation or other discriminations because of 
their inability to pay. 


H. R. 3371. Mr. Gearhart; June 4, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Money or property in the hands of the Alien Property 
Custodian (to be known as the Alien Enemy Property 
Administrator) under the Trading with the Enemy Act 
(40 Stat. 411, 1020), shall be disposed of as follows: 
All money or funds shall be transferred to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for deposit in special accounts, one for 
each nation of which the former enemy owners were 
nationals, or in special mixed accounts; all property seized 
shall be immediately sold, including enemy patents, trade- 
marks, and copyrights, except those exempt by Executive 
order of the President as necessary to the prosecution 
of the war. Money deposited in these special accounts 
shall be invested in war bonds of the United States, and 
all rights and claims of the former owners are forever 
barred and foreclosed, and the funds shall be used to 
indemnify American nationals for damage or injury in- 
flicted upon their person or property by measures or 
actions of enemy governments subsequent to January 1, 
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1931. United States courts shall have full jurisdiction 
over the adjudication of such claims. This act shall in 
no way limit or modify the liability of any enemy nation 
for injury or damage, and such nations shall be required 
to reimburse their citizens for full value of the money 
or property held or seized hereunder. 
H. R. 3372. Mr. Hendricks; June 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Amends the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 
to prohibit reinduction of military personnel after release 
from the armed forces by reason of total service, overseas, 
combat, and parenthood credits, as evaluated by the head 
of the department concerned. 


H. R. 3373. Mr. Kirwan; June 4, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes reconstruction of the Spring Common Bridge 
across the Mahoning River, in Youngstown, Obio. 

H. R. 3375. Mr. Randolph; June 4, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 

Authorizes domestic life-insurance companies in the 
District of Columbia to make loans or investments (not 
exceeding 5 percent of their assets) which are not per- 
mitted under their charters or under existing laws. 


H. R. 3376. Mr. Randolph; June 4, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 


District of Columbia Teachers’ Salary Act of 1945—In- 
creases the salaries of teachers, school officers, and other 
employees of the Board of Education of the District of 
Columbia. 


H. R. 3377. Mrs. Norton; June 4, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 


Makes $1,800,000 of Lanham Act funds available for 
improving and expanding the Columbia Hospital for 
Women in the District of Columbia [amending U. 8. C. 
42 : 1531-1534]. a 
H. R. 3379. Mr. Celler; June 5, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Any United States citizen over 21 years of age is eligible 
for service as a grand or petit juror in his district unless 
disqualified because of (1) a penal conviction involving 
moral turpitude, (2) inability to read, write, speak, or un- 
derstand English, (3) physical or mental infirmities, or (4) 
active service while a member of the military or naval 
forces. Persons who have served on a State or Federal 
jury for 5 days within the last year and public officers and 
employees may claim exemption at their option. Service 
of an ineligible person on a grand or petit jury shall not, 
unless affirmative prejudice can be shown, be grounds for 
invalidating an indictment, setting aside, vacating, or 
modifying a verdict or judgment, or granting a new trial. 
Persons may be excused from duty within the discretion 
of the senior district judge. This act shall not apply to 
the judicial districts of Alaska, Hawaii, the Canal Zone, 
Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. 


H. R. 3380. Mr. Celler; June 5, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the compensation of jury commissioners, 
the manner of drawing prospective jurors, the use of a 
questionnaire or personal interview system in determining 
the qualifications of jurors, and special provisions as to 
duties of jury commissioners and drawing of jurors in the 
District of Columbia [amending U. 8S. C. 28: 412]. 


H. R. 3381. Mr. Celler; June 5, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Jurors in the United States courts (except district 
courts of the territories and possessions) shall receive 
per diem compensation not exceeding $10 for each day in 
excess of 30 required in any single case, and additional 
travel allowances or subsistence not to exceed $2 per day 
when travel by common carrier is not practicable [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 28: 600]. 


H. R. 3382. Mr. Celler; June 5, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Permits foreign and domestic merchandise to be manu- 
factured, sampled, exhibited, and blended in foreign-trade

House Bills 


zones without being subject to the customs laws of the 
United States [amending U. 8. C. 19: 81c]. 


H. R. 3383. Mr. Lea; June 5, 1945 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Amends the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938 so as to clarify 
the distinction between domestic and foreign air carriers, 
navigation, or transportation. Federal and State courts 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction over regulation of civil 
aeronautics. Provides for cooperation between the Fed- 
eral Government and the States, Territories, and posses- 
sions in order to develop a uniform regulation of air 
navigation and air transportation [amending U. 8. C. 49: 
401 (2, 8, 20, 21), 481 (1) (i) (2), 483 (a), 601, 642 (d, 
g, i)]. 

H. R. 3384. Mr. Rankin; June 5, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 

Membership in a labor or other organization shall not be 
required of an honorably discharged veteran as a condi- 
tion of employment. 


H. R. 3385. Mr. Welch; June 5, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

For income-tax purposes seamen’s wages for voyages of 
not less than 1 month which began in one taxable year 
and ended in another may be accounted for with respect 
to each taxable year according to the rates of the number 
of days’ voyage in each year [amending U. S. C. 26: 107]. 
H. R. 3386. Mr. Murdock; June 5, 1945 (Irrigation and 

Reclamation). 


Authorizes the Bureau of Reclamation to make payment 
out of funds appropriated for Federal reclamation projects 
to school districts as compensation for education of chil- 
dren of Federal employees residing on federally owned 
property. 

H. R. 3387. Mrs. Smith of Maine; June 5, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to appoint addi- 
tional qulified midshipmen (75 percent from alternates or 
candidates nominated by Members of Congress and 25 per- 
cent from alternates or candidates qualified under other 
provisions of law) to maintain the regiment at the Naval 
Academy at authorized strength. 


H. R. 3393. Mr. Jackson; June 6, 1945 (Civil Service). 


With certain exceptions (department heads, etc.) all 
civilian officers and employees of the executive department 
of the Government, the Library of Congress, the Botanic 
Garden, the Office of the Architect of the Capitol, the Ad- 
ministrative Office of the United States Courts, and classi- 
tied employees of the District of Columbia whose basic 
salary does not exceed $2,980 shall receive overtime pay at 
1% times the basic hourly rate of compensation; those 
whose basic compensation is $2,980 or more shall be paid 
overtime according to a schedule tapering from $894 for 
$2,980 employees to $628.33 for employees with salaries of 
$6,440 or more. A night pay differential of 10 percent of 
basic compensation is established. Effective upon termi- 
nation of the war or such earlier time as the Congress or 
the President may designate, pay for holiday work shall 
be at 144 times the basic rate of compensation. Employees 
whose basic pay rate is fixed on an annual or monthly 
basis and adjusted from time to time by wage boards shall 
be paid overtime in accordance with the act of March 28, 
1934 (U. S. C. 5: 678¢). 

Legislative and judicial employees (except elected offi- 
cials, judges, etc.) shall receive temporary additional com- 
pensation in lieu of overtime, for the period extending 
from July 1, 1945, to June 30, 1947, at the rate of 10 per- 
cent of (a) the sum of the rate of basic compensation plus 
the basic increase, or (b) the rate of $2,900 a year, which- 
ever is smaller. 

Amends the Classification Act of 1923 principally as 
follows: authorizes establishment of a minimum rate of 
pay for classes of positions within grades but such mini- 
mum shall not exceed the middle rate of the grade except 
when necessary in order to reduce pay inequities within 
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the same Government organization caused by differences 
in pay levels between classified employees and wage- 
schedule employees paid prevailing rates; provides 
within-grade advancements beginning the next month 
(now quarter) following completion of 12 (now 18) 
months of service for employees in grades in which the 
compensation increments are less than $200 (now $60 or 
$100) and 18 (now 30) months for employees in grades in 
which the compensation increments are $200 (now $250) 
or more; permits employees with “good” or better than 
“good” efficiency ratings to advance to the maximum rate 
of their grade; makes veterans (including merchant ma- 
rine service), who left their positions to enter the armed 
forces, entitled to receive credit, under the within-grade 
salary-advancement law, for military service; liberalizes 
provisions for superior accomplishment rewards by (1) 
authorizing one advancement for superior accomplish- 
ment in addition to any periodic increase, within any.one 
waiting period, and (2) empowering the Civil Service 
Commission to delegate to department heads the authority 
to approve such rewards without prior approval by the 
Commission; increases the basic rates of compensation 
provided by the Classification Act by adding to such rates 
amounts equal to 20 percent of that part not in excess of 
$1,200, 10 percent of that part from $1,200 to $4,600, and 
5 percent of that part over $4,600. 

Directs the heads of the departments and agencies to 
establish a 40-hour basic administrative workweek and to 
provide biweekly rather than semimonthly pay periods. 
Excess personnel, determined as such by the Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget from information furnished by 
department heads, shall be released. 

Miscellaneous provisions relating to certain inspectional 
groups, vessel employees, ete., are included [amending 
U. S. C. 5: 662, 667, 673; repealing U. 8S. C. 5:26 (a), 
29, 84]. 

H. R. 3394. Mr. Patman; June 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Amends the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 to provide 
that an officer shall not be denied rental allowance because 
his wife is a member of the armed forces, unless she is 
an officer entitled to an allowance in her own right. 


H. R. 3395. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; June 6, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Extends the Renegotiation Act to December 31, 1945. 
Makes the renegotiation provisions applicable in the case 
of profits which are determined under regulations pre- 
scribed by the War Contracts Price Adjustment Board te 
be reasonably applicable to performance prior to the ter- 
mination date. Also extends provisions regarding repric- 
ing of war contracts to December 31, 1945 [amending 58 
Stat. 87, 92]. 

H. R. 3402. Mr. Fulton; June 7, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Establishes a United States Women’s Naval Academy. 
H. R. 3403. Mr. Fulton; June 7, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Establishes a United States Women’s Military Academy. 
H. R. 3404. Mr. Fulton; June 7, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for a United States Naval Aviation Academy. 
H. R. 3405. Mr. Fulton; June 7, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for a United States Military Aviation Academy. 
H. R. 3406. Mr. Fulton; June 7, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for a threefold increase in the number of 
midshipmen at the United States Naval Academy. 

H. R. 3407. Mr. Fulton; June 7, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for a threefold increase in the number of cadets 
at the United States Military Academy. 

H. R. 3409. Mr. Randolph; June 7, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 

District of Columbia Servicemen’s Readjustment En- 
abling Act of 1945—Removes disability of minority of a 
resident of the District of Columbia who is otherwise 
eligible for guaranty of a loan pursuant to the Service- 
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men’s Readjustment Act of 1944. Permits building asso- 
ciations, savings and loan associations, etc., operating 
under D. C. laws to invest funds in (1) property-improve- 
ment loans insurable under the National Housing Act; 
(2) loans to veterans of World War II when guaranteed 
by a loan-guaranty certificate; and (3) other loans for 
property alteration, repair, etc. No unsecured loan shall 
exceed $2,000 and the total amount invested in unsecured 
loans shall not exceed 15 percent of the association’s assets. 
Associations may also lend money to World War II vet- 
erans upon the security of a first deed of trust or first 
mortgage upon real estate, 

H. R. 3410. Mr. Robertson of North Dakota; June 7, 1945 

(interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Consents to construction and operation by the States of 
North Dakota and Montana, jointly or severally, of a free 
highway bridge across the Yellowstone River near Fair- 
view, Montana. 

H. R. 3411. Mr. Robertson of North Dakota; June 7, 1945 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Consents to construction and operation by the State of 
North Dakota of a free highway bridge across the Missouri 
River. 

H. R. 3412. Mr. Brehm; June 7, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 

Authorizes necessary sums to enable the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Public Health Service to provide grants to aid 
States, political subdivisions, etc., in developing and main- 
taining dental health programs. Creates an advisory Na- 
tional Dental Health Council consisting of the Surgeon 
General, the Assistant Surgeon General (Dental), and six 
other members who shall be dental authorities not other- 
wise employed by the United States. 

H. R. 3413. Mr. Lemke; June 7, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

A disabled officer who has served in a commissioned 
status during two of the following wars: Spanish War, 
World War I, or World War II, shall be advanced one 
rank or grade on the retired list if he received the pay and 
allowances of the higher rank or grade and was recom- 
mended for promotion thereto while in active service. 
Such promotion shall not exceed the rank of colonel in 
the Army and Marine Corps or of Captain in the Navy and 
Coast Guard. 

H. R. 3414. Mr. Traynor; June 7, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes necessary sums to enable the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Public Health Service to provide grants to aid 
States, political subdivisions, etc., in developing and main- 
taining dental health programs. Creates an advisory Na- 
tional Dental Health Council consisting of the Surgeon 
General, the Assistant Surgeon General (Dental), and six 
other members who shall be dental authorities not other- 
wise employed by thé United States. 

H. R. 3415. Mr. Lyle; June 7, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for the continuance during the present war of 
the payment of munthly family allowances to dependents 
of enlisted men who die in service. Such allowances shall 
be subject to termination or modification upon a change in 
status of the dependents [amending U. S. C. 37: 207]. 

H. R. 3416. Mr. Cannon of Florida; June 7, 1945 (Public 
Buildings and Grounds). 


Directs the Secretary of War to determine, upon applica- 
tion made within 1 year, the fair compensation for the use 
of hotels and apartment buildings leased by the United 
States to house, feed, and sefvice personnel of the War 
Department or the Army, authorizes supplementing of 
present payments to such fair compensation, and provides 
for mutual cancellation rights between the lessor and the 
lessee (United States). 
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H. R. 3420. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; June 8, 1945 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides for refunds to railroad employees in cases 
where employee amounts were paid from a State unem- 
ployment insurance fund to the (Federal) Unemployment 
Trust Fund. Such refunds shall be in proportion to the 
contributions paid by the employee into the State fund. 


H. R. 3421. Mr. Flannagan; June 8, 1945 (Education). 


Administrators, directors, supervisors, and teachers 
necessary in the several States to carry out the provisions 
of the Vocational Education Act shall be appointed in 
accordance with the laws of the respective States [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 20:16]. 

H. R. 3422. Mr. Flannagan; June 8, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Agricultural Credit Act—Creates the Agricultural 
Credit Agency to which shall be transferred all functions, 
powers, and duties of the Farm Credit Administration and 
the Farm Security Administration including those con- 
ferred upon the Secretary of Agriculture by the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act and under the items “Loans, 
grants, and rural rehabilitation” and “Farm Tenancy” in 
the Agriculture Appropriation Act, 1946. In the Agency 
there shall be an Agricultural Credit Board, which shall 
appoint an Administrator. The Agency shall be divided 
into five divisions: (1) to supervise loans to farmers’ 
cooperatives; (2) to supervise short-term loans by cooper- 
ative lending institutions and long-term farm mortgage 
loans; (3) to supervise and administer direct lending to 
farmers; (4) to supervise financing and lending activi- 
ties; and (5) to carry out appraisals, examinations, etc. 
The Board shall promote a system of agricultural coopera- 
tive credit banks, assist veterans, farm tenants, farm 
laborers and sharecroppers to become farm owners, and 
help farmer borrowers to qualify for membership in the 
system. The Agency shall maintain a public appraisal 
system. Land bank appraisers shall be known as Federal 
farm appraisers and shall make appraisals for the public. 
Certain farm credit offices are abolished and the Federal 
Farm Mortgage Corporation is transferred to the new 
Agency. The Agricultural Credit Administrator shall 
serve as director and chairman of the Federal Farm Mort- 
gage Corporation, in lieu of the Governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration, and a Deputy Administrator shall 
serve as a director of that Corporation in lieu of the Land 
Bank Commissioner. The Deputy Administrator in 
charge of the division for supervising loans to farmers 
cooperatives shall serve as a director and chairman of the 
board of directors of the Central Bank for Cooperatives 
in lieu of the Cooperative Bank Commissioner. Labor 
supply centers, labor homes, camps, etc., under the War 
Food Administrator or the Farm Security Administration 
are transferred to the Agency. 

H. R. 3423. Mr. Halleck; June 8, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 


Reestablishes the Civil Aeronautics Board, the Office of 
the Administrator of Civil Aeronautics, and the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority as an independent agency of the Goy- 
ernment to be known as the Civil Aeronautics Authority. 
H. R. 3424. Mr. Lanham; June 8, 1945 (Patents). 

The President may extend the time for renewal of trade- 
marks registered in the United States by foreign proprie- 
tors, who are nationals of countries which grant substan- 
tially equal treatment to citizens of the United States, who 
have been unable to comply with the prescribed formalities 
because of disruption or suspension of facilities essential 
for such compliance. 

H. R. 3425. Mr. Peterson of Florida; June 8, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to adju 
dicate claims for World War emergency officers’ retire- 
ment in accordance with the act of May 24, 1928 where 
30 percent or more service-connected permanent disability 
has been or may later be established. Such benefits shall 
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not be denied because of failure to file claim within the 
required period, or because an officer was not, prior to 
the act of March 20, 1933, granted retirement with pay 
{amending U. S. C. 38 :710]. 


H. R. 3426. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; June 8, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides continued ratings of permanent total disability 
where active tuberculosis has been established during or 
after active military or naval service. Repeals provisions 
of law or veterans regulations requiring reduction of com- 
pensation, pension, or retirement pay of veterans without 
dependents during hospital treatment or domiciliary care. 


H. R. 3427. Mr. Vinson; June 8, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes conveyance of the Casa Dorinda estate, Cali- 
fornia, to Robert Woods Bliss and Mildred B. Bliss. 


H. R. 3428. Mr. Latham; June 8, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 
Authorizes $6,800,000 for a veterans’ hospital in the 
Borough of Queens, New York City. 


H. R. 3429. Mr. Kefauver; June 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Extends to November 1, 1950, the date of termination of 
jurisdiction of bankruptcy courts in railroad adjustment 
proceedings [amending U. S. C. 11: 1255]. 


H. R. 3436. Mr. Andrews of New York; June. 11, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Authorizes a medal for honorable service in the armed 
forces during the present war. 


H. R. 3437. Mr. Granahan; June 11, 1945 (Claims). 


Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims of the 
United States to consider claims arising after January 1, 
1926, out of paragraph 802 of schedule 8 (distilled spirits) 
of the Tariff Act of 1922. 


H. R. 3438. Mr. Heffernan; June 11, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Government employees who are members of the United 
States Coast Guard temporary reserve shall be entitled to 
special leave for ordered military duty, for a number of 
days equal to the difference between the number they are 
entitled to by law and 52 days. 


H. R. 3439. Mr. Woodruff of Michigan; June 11, 1945 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


For the purpose of awarding annuities to certain em- 
ployees engaged in the construction of the Panama Canal 
the term “citizen of the United States” shall include those 
who, through naturalization, became citizens between 
March 31, 1914, and May 29, 1944 [amending 58 Stat. 257]. 


H. R. 3440. Mr. May; June 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes $8,000,000 annually to enable the National 
Academy of Sciences to carry out a permanent program of 
scientific research in the interest of national security. 


H. R. 3446. Mr. Bulwinkle; June 12, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Prescribes allocation formulas for the distribution to the 
States of the taxable base for air carriers engaged in inter- 
State commerce, for taxes on (1) property, capital stock, 
etc., and (2 net income. Allocations shall be made at 
least once a year, beginning on or before April 1, 1946. 
Real property and tangible personal property permanently 
located within a State shall have a situs in that State and 
the allocation formula shall be applied to all other operat- 
ing property. State license or registration fees shall not 
be required of airmen operating aircraft engaged in inter- 
state or foreign air commerce. The Secretary of the 
Treasury shall consult with fiscal authorities of the States 
and within 12 months recommend to Congress a program 
for State and Federal taxation of aviation fuel. The 
Civil Aeronautics Board, assisted by an Advisory Com- 
mittee, shall administer the provisions of this act. 


H. R. 3447. Mr. Kearney; June 12, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Amends and supplements provisions relating to guaranty 
of loans to veterans of World War II under the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act. Extends from 2 years after 
separation from the service or termination of the war to 
5 years thereafter (whichever is the later date) the time 
within which a veteran may apply for a guaranty, and 
from 5 years to 10 years after the termination of the war 
the final date for such application. Loans for farm pur- 
poses may be used for purchase of seed, feed, and fertilizer. 
As to non-real-estate business loans: (a) the Administrator 
of Veterans’ Affairs may reimburse a federally or State 
supervised financial institution for losses which it may 
sustain from loans which would be eligible for a guaranty, 
up to 15 percent of the total amount of loans of that type 
which it makes, except as to loans for more than $4,000 or 
carrying interest at more than 4 percent; (b) the guaranty 
privilege of a veteran shall be charged with 50 percent of 
any such loan [amending U. S. C. 88: 694, 694b, 694c]. 

All national banks, and all other banks and trust com- 
panies in the District of Columbia and other Territories 
and possessions of the U. S. may make loans which are 
guaranteed. 

Federal savings and loan associations may make loans 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act, property im- 
provement loans to veterans of World War II or others 
under title I of the National Housing Act (housing renova- 
tion and modernization), and other secured or unsecured 
loans for property improvement or home equipment (maxi- 
mum amount of an unsecured loan, $2,000; maximum total 
of unsecured loans, 15 percent of an association’s assets) 
{amending U. S. 12: 1464]. 

A Federal Home Loan bank may make advances to its 
members upon the security of notes of veterans of World 
War II or others, insured or insurable under title I of 
the National Housing Act or guaranteed under the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 1430a], 

The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may adjust 
claims, ete., arising out of loan guaranties. The minority 
of a veteran, or the spouse of a veteran, shall not preclude 
the guaranty of aloan. The amount of guaranty available 
shall be measured: by the entire value of a veteran’s 
property, including the interest of his or her spouse. 


H. R. 3448. Mr. O’Neal; June 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


A Regular Army officer who has resigned from active 
service pursuant to U. S. C. 10: 948a (voluntary application 
after competion of not less than 15 nor more than 29 years’ 
service) shall be placed on the getirement list as of the 
date of his resignation. 

H. R. 3449. Mr. Brooks; June 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Advances the rank of the commanding officer of the 
Women’s Army Corps from colonel to major general, and 
specifically requires that general officers shall be subject 
to confirmation by the Senate [amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 
1553]. 

H. R. 3450. Mr. D’Alesandro; June 12, 1945 (Ways and 


Means). 

Exempts from taxation all amounts received as income 
by a member of the armed forces during the present war. 
Effective with respect to taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1941 [amending U. S. C. 26: 22 (b) (18)). 

H. R. 3451. Mr. Izac; June 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

A person retired in any service covered by the Pay 
Readjustment Act of 1942 (military and naval forces, 
ete.), shall receive, in addition to retirement pay, 75 per- 
cent of the rental and subsistence allowances to which he 
would be entitled if on the active list. 

H. R. 3452. Mr. Vinson; June 12, 1945 (War Claims). 

Provides relief to residents of Guam through settlement 
of claims up to $5,000 for damage or injury arising in Guam 
as a result of United States military activities. Claims in

excess of $5,000 may be certified to Congress by the Secre- 

tary of the Navy. This act is not applicable to claims 

arising out of activities of the Coast Guard when operating 

under the Treasury Department. 

H. R. 3459. Mr. Robertson of Virginia; June 13, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

Rewrites provisions of law on protection and conserva- 
tion of wildlife and the functions of the Fish and Wild- 
life Service. Investigations as to the effect of polluting 
substances on wildlife shall be made by the Fish and Wild- 
life Service and the Bureau of Mines. Disposition and 
sale of surplus animals and grants of privileges shall be 
in accordance with U. 8S. C. 16: 715s [amending U. 8. C. 
16 : 661-666 ]. 

H. R. 3460. Mr. Robertson of Virginia; June 13, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to permit shoot- 
ing on 25 percent of any national wildlife refuge. 

H. R. 3461. Mr. Robertson of Virginia; June 13, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

The Secretary of the Interior may issue permits, at a fee 
of not more than $5, to allow supplementary feeding of 
waterfowl in order to preserve breeding stock and prevent 
starvation and disease. 

H. R. 3462. Mr. Voorhis of California; June 13, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Whenever the validity, scope, or infringement of any 
United States patent is involved in any action in any court 
of the United States the court shall certify such fact to the 
Attorney General, and may permit the United States to in- 
tervene and become a full party to the action. Except as 
to a patent or patent agreement to which the United States 
is a party and which is made for the benefit of the United 
States, all conveyances of patents and all patent agree- 
ments shall be in writing, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Attorney General within 30 days. Penalties 
for violations are prescribed. Any use of a patent or patent 
application which extends the monopoly granted by a pat- 
ent beyond the invention covered by the grant is declared 
illegal, and shall render the patent or patent application 
null and void. Violation of, or conspiracy to violate, the 
foregoing provision is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
of not more than $5,000 and/or imprisonment for not more 
than one year. The invalidity or limited scope of a patent 
or patent rights may be set up as a defense. 

H. R, 3463. Mr. Voorhis of California; June 13, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Creates a National Veterans’ Hospital Board to advise 
the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs in: matters pertain- 
ing to the care of veterans, including the selection of a 
National Executive Director of all veterans’ hospitals and 
other personnel matters, to provide for continued re- 
searching in medicine and psychiatry, to prepare salary 
and classification schedules, training programs, etc. Au- 
thorizes appropriations (a) to support veterans hospitals 
generally and for increases in compensation of personnel, 
especially employees in neuropsychiatric hospitals, and (b) 
to build additional hospitals, particularily to relieve the 
shortage of facilities for care of tubercular veterans. 


H. R. 3464. Mr. Wolcott; June 13, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


The management of the Export-Import Bank of Wash- 
ington shall be vested in a board of directors of 5 persons 
appointed by the President with consent of the Senate. 
Except as to the foregoing provision, all acts and Executive 
orders in respect to the bank shall remain in effect until 
Congress provides otherwise and no functions of the bank 
shall be transferred unless authorized by Congress. The 
Bank shall have a capital of $1,100,000,000. The Treasury 
of the United States, upon request of the Bank, may pur- 
chase acceptable obligations of the Bank in an amount not 
in excess of its paid-in capital. There shall not be out- 
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standing at any time loans and guaranties in excess of 
$2,200,000,000. 


H. R. 3465. Mr. Chelf; June 13, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 

The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs shall, upon re- 
quest, detail to the office of any Representative in Congress 
an employee of the Veterans’ Administration (a resident 
of such Representative’s District) who is a World War II 
veteran and who is qualified to answer inquiries received 
by the Congressman’s office on veterans’ affairs. 


H. R. 3466. Mr. Fisher; June 13, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


Extends for an additional year, i. e., until October 14, 
1946, the period for which citizens of the United States 
residing abroad may retain their nationality. A natural- 
ized person who shall have become subject to the presump- 
tion that he has ceased to be an American citizen, shall be 
subject to that presumption for a similarly extended period 
unless he overcomes the presumption during such period 
[amending U. 8. C. 8; 809]. 


H. R. 3467. Mr. Horan; June 13, 1945 (Banking and Cur. 
rency). 


Requires the Price Administrator when he takes action 
contrary to the recommendations of an industry advisory 
committee, to furnish to the Committee a written state- 
ment of his reasons. He shall not use his powers to compel 
changes in business practices, other than in cost or rental 
practices in certain cases, or in means or aids to distribu- 
tion, established in any industry. In cases where an inter- 
pretation of a regulation or order in one regional office 
differs from the interpretation in other offices, proof of 
such fact shall be presented to the Administrator, and this 
notice shall constitute a defense in any prosecution for 
alleged violation of such regulation or order unless prior 
to the alleged violation the Administrator has acted to 
bring about uniformity in interpretation [amending U. 8. 
C. 50 App. : 902 (a) (h) ; adding 925 (h)]. 

H. R. 3468. Mr. Horan; June 13, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Maximum prices on perishable fruits and vegetables 
shall be suspended whenever it is determined the national 
supply will be normal or larger during the marketing sea- 
son [amending U.S. C. 50 App. : § 903). 

H. R. 3473. Mr. Barry; June 14, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 

Increases allowance for burial of a war veteran from 
$100 to $250 [amending Veterans’ Reg. 9 (a) Par. II and 
III}. 

H. R. 3474. Mr. Rankin (by request); June 14, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Veterans’ benefits shall be extended to citizens of the 
United States and their dependents for service performed 
in the armed forces of allied nations in the present war, 
unless similar benefits are received from the nation under 
which they served. 

H. R. 3475. Mr. Rankin (by request) ; June 14, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes $1,000,000 for Veterans’ Administration hos- 
pital and domiciliary facility at Seward, Alaska. 

H. R. 3476. Mr. Rankin (by request); June 14, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes $1,000,000 for a Veterans’ Administration hos- 
pital and domiciliary facility in southeastern Alaska. 

H. R. 3477. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; June 14, 1945 (Rivers 
and Harbors). 


Authorizes the improvement of Savannah Harbor, 
Georgia. 
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H. R. 3478. Mr. Quinn of New York; June 14, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 

Authorizes conveyance of Fort Schuyler Military Res- 
ervation to the State of New York, on the conditions that: 
(1) if the State shall fail to maintain the structures, ete., 
which formerly constituted the old fort as an historical 
monument, or shall cease to use the property for nautical 
education purposes, or, in the alternative, shall fail to main- 
tain it as a public park, title shall revert to the United 
States, and (2) in time of national emergency the United 
States shall have the right to reenter and use the property 
for military purposes. 


H. R. 3479. Mr. Sumners of Texas; June 14, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 


Property transferred to the Alien Property Custodian 
(except property acquired by the United States prior to 
December 18, 1941) may be returned by the President or an 
agency designated by him when it is determined (1) that 
the claimant was the owner of the property immediately 
prior to its transfer, (2) that the owner is not an enemy 
country, or certain corporations, individuals, ete., con- 
nected with an enemy country, (3) that the property was 
not used since September 1, 1939, with the assent of the 
owner, pursuant to any arrangement to conceal property 
within the United States of any person ineligible to receive 
a return under the foregoing provision, and (4) that such 
return is in the interest of the United States. No return 
shall bar any lawsuit against a person to whom return has 
been made which existed at the time of vesting. Thirty 
days before making returns to persons other than United 
States residents, corporations, etc., notice of intention must 
be published in the Federal Register during which time the 
property shall be subject to attachment, enforcement of 
judgment, ete. The Alien Property Custodian may retain 
or recover from any property amounts equal to expenses 
incurred in connection therewith. 


H. R. 3487. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; June 18, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 


“Tax Adjustment Act of 1945” to facilitate reconversion 
by speeding certain postwar tax refunds, and increasing 
the excess-profits tax specific exemption from $10,000 to 
$25,000 for tax-years beginning after December 31, 1945. 
Postwar refunds of 10 percent of the excess-profits tax are 
to be speeded by providing that (1) bonds previously issued 
on account thereof will mature on January 1, 1946, rather 
than 2 to 6 years after cessation of hostilities, and (2) 
credits not represented by bonds will be taken currently 
from tax liabilities of 1944 and subsequent years. 

Refunds of taxes paid in a prior year, resulting from 
carrying back of losses and unused excess-profits credits 
of a current year, or resulting from a recomputation of 
amortization deductions on emergency facilities ceasing 
to have status as such, will (in general) be required to 
be paid to the taxpayer within 90 days of application 
therefor, without the usual audits and delays. In lieu of 
a refund with respect to a carry-back, current tax pay- 
ments for a preceding year may be deferred on the basis 
of anticipated losses or unused excess-profits tax credits. 
Although refunds are made largely on the basis of informa- 
tion in the taxpayer’s application, the Commissioner may 
deny the privileges where it appears that substantially 
incorrect statements have been made therein. Provision 
is also made for interest and penalties on refunds and tax 
deferments subsequently found to be incorrect. 


H. R. 3488. Mr. Ramspeck; June 18, 1945 (Civil Service). 
Field positions in the United States civil service shall be 

allocated in accordance with the Classification Act. 

H. R. 3489. Mr. Randolph; June 18, 1945 (Appropriations). 


Authorizes advancement of $600,000 of the Federal Works 
Administration appropriation to the National Memorial 
Stadium Commission for studies, designs, ete., for a World 
Wars memorial stadium in the District of Columbia. 
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H. R. 3490. Mr. Spence; June 18, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The Export-Import Bank of Washington: (1) is con- 
tinued in existence until January 22, 1957 (now January 22, 
1947, or such earlier date as may be fixed by the President) ; 
(2) may guarantee (as well as discount). notes, drafts, 
and other instruments of indebtedness; (3) may borrow 
money and rediscount notes, etc., without the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury; (4) shall have a capital 
of $1,000,000,000 which shall be subscribed by the United 
States. The Secretary of the Treasury may purchase from 
time to time acceptable obligations of the Bank not in ex- 
cess of two and one-half its paid-in capital; (5) shall not 
have at any one time loans and guarantees in excess of 
$3,500,000,000 (now $700,000,000). Provision is made for 
the transfer of all heretofore issued stock to the Secretary 
of the Treasury who in turn shall repay to the RFC the par 
value of the preferred stock plus dividends. Certificates 
evidencing stock ownership of the United States shall be 
issued by the Bank to the President. The statutory ban 
on loans to any Government which was in default in the 
payment of its obligations to the United States on April 13, 
1934 (48 Stat. 574) is repealed. Semiannual reports shall 
be made to Congress [amending U. S. C. 15: 713b]. 


H. R. 3491. Mr. Ramspeck; June 18, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes medal for members of the armed forces who 
fought in the first battle for the Philippine Islands in the 
present war. 

H. R. 3492. Mr. Ramspeck; June 18, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Prohibits withholding or recovery of any civil service 
retirement moneys on account of any certification or pay- 
ment made by a former officer or employee of the Govern- 
ment in discharge of his duties unless the head of the 
department or agency on whose behalf certification or pay- 
ment was made certifies that fraud was involved. 


H. R. 3493. Mr. Scrivner; June 18, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Before issuance of any proposed regulation or order

U. S. C. 38: 364g]. 


H. R. 3500. Mr. Randolph; June 19, 1945 (Merchant Ma- 
rine and Fisheries). 


Extends the war-risk insurance on seamen to eover death 
from any marine risk. 
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H. R. 3501. Mr. Patrick; June 19, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Rural Electrification Act to provide for 
rural telephone service, authorizing the RFC to loan $50,- 
000,000 annually to the REA to be used in making 35-year 
self-liquidating, 154 percent loans to persons, corporations, 
States, territories, municipalities, cooperatives, nonprofit 
or limited-dividend associations, and mutuals for the pur- 
pose of providing and improving such service. Authorizes 
$25,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 1946, to carry 
out the purposes of this act. Fifty percent of the annual 
sums made available shal] be allotted the States in the 
proportion which the number of farms not then receiving

H. R. 3520. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; June 30, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Widows and children of veterans of World War I or 
World War II who were receiving compensation, etc., for 
service-connected disability at the time of their death 
shall receive increased compensation at the following 
monthly rates: Widow $50; widow with one child $60 
with $5 for each additional child ; one child $18; two chil- 
dren $27; three children $36 with $4 for each additional 
child. 


H. R. 3521. Mr. Vursell; June 20, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the city of Saint Francisville, Ill., to con- 
struct and operate a toll bridge across the Wabash River. 


H. R. 3522. Mr. Rankin; June 20, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Repeals all laws administered by the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration relating to hospital treatment, medical care, domi- 
ciliary care, and prosthetic appliances, and enacts com- 
prehensive new provisions in lieu thereof. Liberalizes or 
clarifies existing laws, or enacts new provisions, dealing 
with guide dogs and mechanical electronic equipment for 
blind veterans, furnishing of clothing to veterans, pen- 
sions and other monetary benefits to veterans receiving hos- 
pital treatment or institutional or domiciliary care (in- 
cluding special provisions relating to the insane), acquisi- 
tion of Veterans’ Administration facilities, administration

Except as to emergency cases, preference in hospital 
care shall be given to those unable to defray the expense 
thereof.

Provides citizenship for (1) all Spanish subjects resid- 
ing in Guam on April 11, 1899, (2) all natives of Guam 
who were temporarily absent from that island on said 
date, and (3) all natives of Guam born subsequent to 
such date, if residing in Guam or other territory of the 
United States and who are not citizens under any other 
act. 

H. R. 3529. Mr. Sparkman; June 21, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


The base pay of enlisted men, warrant officers, and 
nurses (female) shall be increased by an additional 9 
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percent for each 12 months of total accumulated sea duty 
or duty outside the United States [amending U. S. C. 
$7: 102]. 

H. R. 3530. Mr. Knutson; June 21, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Upon discharge from the armed forces veterans shall be 
given certificates of seniority credit for employment pur- 
poses. Such credit shall equal the number of days of 
the veterans’ service after September 16, 1940. Every 
sixth day shall count as a day and one-half, and every 
seventh day and every holiday shall count as 2 days. 
For the purposes of hiring, discharging, ete. (irrespective 
of laws, etc., providing otherwise), an employer shall 
recognize seniority credit to the same extent as if the 
number of days of such credit had constituted days of 
work for such employer.

Clarifies applicability of certain provisions of law re- 
lating to Bureau of Reclamation funds. 


H. R. 3535. Mr. Plumley; June 21, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Until 6 months after the end of the war with Japan, 
overtime compensation paid to Government employees 
under Public Law 821, 77th Congress, and Public Law 49, 
78th Congress, shall be construed as basic pay for com- 
puting the highest average salary for 5 consecutive years, 
as a factor in computing annuity, if the employee volun- 
tarily contributes 5 percent of the total of the overtime 
pay received. 

H. R. 3536. Mr. Rankin; June 21, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1945—Amends and 
supplements provisions relating to guaranty of loans to 
veterans of World War II under the Servicemen’s Read- 
justment Act. Loans for farm purposes may be used for 
purchase of seed, feed, and fertilizer. As to non-real- 
estate business loans: (1) the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs may reimburse a federally or State supervised 
financial institution for losses which it may sustain from 
loans which would be eligible for a guaranty, up to 15 per- 
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cent of the total amount of loans of that type which it

Federal savings and loan associations may make loans 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act, property im- 
provement loans to veterans of World War II or others 
under title I of the National Housing Act (housing renova- 
tion and modernization), and other secured or unsecured 
loans for property improvement or home equipment (maxi- 
mum amount of an unsecured loan, $2,000; maximum total 
of unsecured loans, 15 percent of an association’s assets) 
[amending U. S. C. 12: 1464c]. 

A Federal home loan bank may make advances to its 
members upon the security of notes of veterans of World 
War II or others, insured or insurable under title I of the 
National Housing Act or guaranteed under the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 1480a]. 

The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may adjust 
claims, etc., arising out of loan guaranties. The minority 
of a veteran, or the spouse of a veteran, shall not preclude 
the guaranty of a loan. The amount of guaranty avail- 
able shall be measured by the entire value of a veteran’s 
property, including the interest of his or her spouse. 

Extends from 2 to 5 years after discharge the period in

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H. R. 3545. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; June 22, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Repeals the motor vehicle use tax as of June 30, 1945, 
and until the rationing of gasoline has been discontinued 
[amending U. S. C. 26: 3540]. 

H. R. 3546. Mr. Farrington; June 22, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

Confers citizenship on (1) all natives of American 
Samoa who on February 20, 1929, resided thereon or be- 
ing then absent therefrom are now permanently residing 
within the jurisdiction of the United States, and (2) all 
natives of such islands born subsequent to such date, if 
they are residing on the date of this act in American 
Samoa or other territory of the United States and are 
not citizens under any other act.

H. R. 3548, Mr. Bartlett; June 22, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 

Authorizes $15,000,000 for the location and construction 
of a highway to connect the road system of British 
Columbia in the vicinity of Prince George, with Alaska 
Highway in: the vicinity of Whitehorse, Yukon Territory. 
H. R. 3549. Mr. Plumley; June 22, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes conveyance of certain Weather Bureau 
property to Norwich University, Northfield, Vt.

Military Appropriation Act, 1946—Carries appropria-

Requires that loans to veterans guaranteed by the 
Veterans’ Administrator pursuant to the Servicemen’s Re- 
adjustment Act be approved by the agency, corporation, 
or person making the loans [amending 58 Stat. 284]. 
H. R. 3560. Mr. Celler; June 23, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Salaries of all civilian employees including elected and 
appointed officers, of the United States, its instrumentali- 
ties and agencies, including the District of Columbia 
shall, with certain exemptions of small sums, be subject 
to garnishment, execution, or trustee process. 

H. R. 3561. Mr. Priest; June 23, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Hospital Construction Act—Adds to the Public Health

War Security Act—Defines the following as hostile acts, 
when committed against the United States, for the purpose 
of aiding the enemy: (1) injuring, destroying, etc. real 
or personal property; (2) acquiring, compiling, obtaining 
access to, or transmitting data relating to the war effort; 
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(3) acquiring or possessing any money, weapons, explo- 
sive, means of communication or transportation; (4) 
killing, injuring, confining, obstructing, or otherwise in- 
terfering with another; (5) harboring, concealing, shelter- 
ing, lodging, or otherwise assisting another person who 
has committed a hostile act; (6) intercepting, delaying, 
suppressing, diverting or otherwise tampering with any 
communication or means of communication, or transmit- 
ting false or misleading information; (7) entering, travel- 
ing within, or departing from the United States, Canal 
Zone, or any territory, ete., subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States; (8) any other act intended and rea- 
sonably adapted to aiding the enemy. Provides punish- 
ment for the commission of such acts, and failure to re- 
port knowledge of such commission by another. Author- 
izes the Attorney General to request precedence for trial 
of actions arising under the provisions of the act. Directs 
courts at request of Attorney General to preverit disclosure 
out of courtroom of information valuable to the enemies 
of the United States. Provides that bail shall be taken 
in any of the above instances only in accordance with the 
provisions of R. S. 1016 (U. S. CG. 18: 597).

H. R. 3580. Mr. Bartlett; June 25, 1945 (Territories). 

Authorizes municipalities and public utility districts in 
Alaska to issue revenue bonds for public-works projects. 
H. R. 3581. Mr. Bartlett; June 25, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes service medals for members of the armed 
forces for service in the Aleutians or elsewhere in Alaska 
west of Sitka between December 7, 1941, and the termina- 
tion of hostilities in the present war. 

H. R. 3582. Mr. Eberharter; June 25, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the appointment of a committee of outstand- 
ing citizens who are not officers or employees of the Gov- 
ernment to make recommendations with respect to the 
compensation of the President, Vice President, Members 
of Congress, and Cabinet members. 

H. R. 3583. Mr. Hare; June 25, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Repeals the use tax on motor vehicles as of June 30, 
1945 [amending U. S. C. 26: 3540]. 

H. R. 3584. Mr. Randolph (by request) June 25, 1945 (Dis- 
trict of Columbia). 

Creates an Apprenticeship Council and establishes a 


Program of voluntary apprenticeship for the District of 
Columbia. 
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H. R. 3585. Mr. Anderson of New Mexico; June 25, 1945 
(Flood Control). 

Middle Rio Grande Flood Control and Reclamation Act 
of 1945—Authorizes flood control and reclamation projects 
in the Rio Grande Valley in New Mexico, provides for the 
financial rehabilitation of the Middle Rio Grande Con- 
servancy District, and permits marketing of surplus elec- 
trical energy. 

H. R. 3586. Mr. Engel of Michigan; June 25, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Gives widows of veterans of the World War and the 
Spanish War (including the Philippine Insurrection and 
Boxer Rebellion) entitled to service-connected death com- 
pensation, credit for each child regardless of number 
removing the present maximum of $100 monthly [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 38: 731]. 

H. R. 3587. Mr. Sumners of Texas; June 25, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

In the event of death, removal, resignation, or inability 
both of the President and Vice President, the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives shall, upon his resignation 
as Speaker and as Representative, act as President until 
the disability be removed or a new President be elected or, 
if no President shall be so elected, until the expiration of 
the then current Presidential term. If no Speaker is able 
to qualify as Acting President, then the President pro 
tempore of the Senate, upon his resignation as President 
pro tempore and as Senator, shall succeed to that office. 
Next in line of succession are the Cabinet members in the 
order designated under existing law, with the Secretaries 
of Agriculture, Commerce, and Labor added to the list. 
Any of the foregoing officers next in line after the Speaker 
of the House shall act as President until a President is 
elected or a Speaker is qualified, or, if no President is 
elected, then until the end of the then current Presidential 
term, but not after a Speaker of the House is qualified and 
a prior-entitled individual is able to serve. 

A Speaker of the House or a President pro tempore of 
the Senate may succeed to the office of President only if 
constitutionally eligible for that office; a Cabinet member, 
to be eligible for succession, must have been appointed 
prior to the death, resignation, etc., of the President pro 
tempore, and must not be under impeachment at the time 
the duties of the office of President devolve upon him. 

If a double vacancy in the office of both President and 
Vice President occurs more than 90 days before a midterm 
Congressional election a special election shall be held for 
President and Vice President [repealing U. S. C. 3: 21, 22]. 
H. R. 3588. Mr. Thomas of Texas; June 25, 1945 (Naval 

Affairs). 

Authorizes the granting of a right-of-way easement to 
the Houston Lighting and Power Company of Houston, 
Tex., over certain public lands. 

H. R. 3589. Mr. Gore; June 25, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation to make 
loans on fire-cured tobacco, at 75 percent of the loan rate 
for burley tobacco, and on dark air-cured and Virginia sun- 
cured tobacco at not less than 6624 percent of such rate. 


H. R. 3592. Mr. Beckworth; June 26, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Permits use of war housing insurance fuuds to insure 
mortgages on property held by an institution furnishing 
education or training to veterans and designed for living 
quarters for use by married veterans receiving such edu 
cation or training [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 1743 (b) (2)). 
H. R. 3593. Mr. Rizley; June 26, 1945 (Public Lands). 

When public.land in Oklahoma between the Cimarron 
base line and the Texas boundary has been improved in 
connection with abutting land and has been held adversely 
for 10 years by a citizen, his ancestors, or grantors, a 
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patent may be granted to such person or persons, upon 

payment of $1.25 per acre, with a reservation of mineral 

rights to the United States. 

H. R. 3594. Mr. Rogers of Florida; June 26, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Veterans’ Administrator to reimburse ac- 
credited hospitals for emergency hospitalization and treat- 
ment (not exceeding 10 days) of veterans. 

H. R. 3595. Mr. Engle of California; June 26, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Revises provisions authorizing the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to make loans for mining purposes. 
Hereafter such loans may be made whenever the Corpora- 
tion deems them to be advantageous to, or in furtherance 
of, the national security or the national economy, and they 
may include loans for the maintenance, development, re- 
habilitation, and operation of gold mines, or other mines 
the operation of which has ceased or has been curtailed by 
order of the War Production Board, or by any other 
Government restriction. Terms, conditions, and maturi- 
ties of loans shall be determined by the Corporation. The 
limitation of $20,000 ($40,000 in certain cases) on loans 
to any one corporation, individual, or partnership is re- 
moved. The maximum sum authorized for loans is in- 
creased from $10,000,000 to $25,000,000 [amending U. S. C. 
15 : 606d]. 

H. R. 3596. Mr. Welch; June 26, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Allows citizen employees of the Panama Canal, Panama 
Railroad, and Isthmian Canal Commission, who have ren- 
dered 30 years’ of service including leaves of absence dur- 
ing wars to retire on annuity, regardless of age [amending 
U. &. C. 48:1371b (b)]. 


H. R. 3597. Mr. Winstead; June 26, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Makes the Army point system with respect to discharge 
or release applicable to the release of conscientious objec- 
tors from the work to which they have been assigned. 
H. R. 3598. Mr. Harless of Arizona; June 26, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 


Authorizes annual payments to the States for the bene- 
fit of their local political subdivisions, of 2 percent of the 
fair value of national-forest lands situated therein as de- 
termined by the Secretary of Agriculture within 3 years 
after the date of this act. Until determination and certi- 
fication of the fair value of such lands is completed pay- 
ments to States shall continue under authority of U. 8. C. 
16: 500 after which time said section shall be repealed. 
The initial evaluation shall be based on the value of the 
lands at the time of acquisition. Redeterminations shall 
be made every 10 years. Improvements made at the ex- 
pense of the United States and coal, oil, gas and other 
mineral and subsurface resources shall not be included in 
the value of such lands but as to the latter 3744 percent of 
the gross amounts received from production under license, 
lease, or permit of the Department of Agriculture shall be 
paid to the States for distribution to the counties wherein 
such production occurred. 


H. R. 3600. Mr. Jackson (by request); June 27, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 

Authorizes the use of the funds of any Indian tribe for 
liability insurance premiums [amending U. S. C. 25: 123a]. 
H. R. 3601. Mr. Jackson (by request); June 27, 1945 

(indian Affairs). 


Reserves certain public lands in Névada for an addition 
to the Summit Lake Indian Reservation. 
H. R. 3602. Mr. Rankin; June 27, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1945—Amends and 
supplements provisions relating to guaranty of loans to 
yeterans of World War II under the Servicemen’s Read- 
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justment Act. Loans for farm purposes may be used for 
purchase of seed, feed, and fertilizer. As to non-real-estate 
business loans: (1) the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs 
may reimburse a federally or State supervised financial 
institution for losses which it may sustain from loans 
which would be eligible for a guaranty, up to 15 percent 
of the total amount of loans of that type which it makes, 
except as to loans of more than $4,000 or carrying in- 
terest at more than 4 percent: (b) the guaranty privilege 
of a veteran shall be charged with 50 percent of any such 
loan [amending U. S. C. 38: 694, 694b, 694c]. 

All national banks, and all other banks and trust com- 
panies in the District of Columbia and other Territories 
and possessions of the United States may make loans which 
are guaranteed. 

Federal savings and. loan associations may make loans 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act, property im- 
provement loans to veterans of World War II or others 
under title I of the National Housing Act (housing reno- 
vation and modernization), and other secured or unse- 
cured loans for property improvement or home equipment 
(maximum amount of an unsecured loan, $2,000; maxi- 
mum total of unsecured loans, 15 percent of an association's 
assets) [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 1464c]. 

A Federal Home Loan bank may make advances to its 
members upon the security of notes of veterans of World 
War II or others, insured or insurable under title I of 
the National Housing Act or guaranteed under the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act [amending U. S. C. 12: 1480a]. 

The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may adjust 
claims, etc., arising out of loan guaranties. The minority 
of a veteran, or the spouse of a veteran, shall not preclude 
the guaranty ofaloan. The amount of guaranty available 
shall be measured by the entire value of a veteran’s prop 
erty, including the interest of his or her spouse. 

Readjustment allowances now provided shall be for 
“former members of the armed forces who are unemployed.” 
A new title is added (no. V—A) for veterans of World War 
II, which extends from 2 to 5 years after discharge, the 
period in which application may be made for an unem- 
ployment readjustment allowance, such allowance to be 
at the rate of $20 a week for 52 consecutive weeks, re 
gardless of the period of an individual’s service, and deletes 
disqualification provisions and certain eligibility require- 
ments in connection therewith [amending U. 8. C. 
38: 696a-m]. 


H. R. 3603. Mr. Bland; June 27, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 


Merchant Ship Sales Act, 1945—The Maritime Commis- 
sion may sell or charter any of its oceangoing vessels of 
2,000 gross tons or more, suitable for commercial use, 
which have been constructed by or for the United States 
between January 1, 1941, and the cessation of hostilities, 
or constructed between September 3, 1939, and the cessa- 
tion of hostilities and acquired by the United States dur- 
ing that period. .The Commission shall publish in the 
Federal Register the prewar domestic cost, based on the 
average construction costs of about January 1, 1941. For 
dry-cargo vessels there is established a statutory sales 
price, which is 55 percent of the prewar domestic cost of 
the vessel (50 percent to an unsubsidized operator) and 
75 percent of the prewar domestic cost in the case of a 
tanker, with adjustments, but no adjustment shall be 
made which will reduce such price, in the case of a dry- 
cargo vessel, to less than 35 percent for an unsubsidized 
operator, or 40 percent for any other operator, of the 
average construction cost of vessels of the same type 
delivered in 1944, or in the case of a tanker, less than 
50 percent of the average cost in that year. Vessels may 
be sold to any American citizen at the statutory sales 
price on the basis of 25 percent down and the balance in 
20 equal annual installments at 3% percent interest on 
the unpaid balance. Dry-cargo vessels may be chartered 
for bare boat use after an offer to sell has not been ac- 
cepted within 3 months. Vessels other than a passenger 
type and other than a bulk dry-cargo Liberty type, may 
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be sold to noncitizens under certain conditions. Prefer- 
ence in sale and charter of vessels shall be given to citi- 
zens over noncitizens, and to citizen applicants to pur- 
chase over citizen applicants to charter. Exchange of 
vessels by the Commission is provided for. Adjustments 
may be made on sales to citizens between December 31, 
1940, and the date of this act. The Commission shall 
place in a national defense reserve fleet (1) such vessels 
as, after consultation with the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, it deems necessary therefor, (2) all vessels owned 
by it after 2 years from cessation of hostilities for which 
no contract of sale has been made, except those of insuf- 
ficient value for commercial and defense purposes. Con- 
tracts for sales to citizens must include provisions for 
reacquisition of the vessels by the United States. 

No sale or charter shall be made under provisions of 
this act after 2 years from date of cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

H. R. 3604. Mr. Patterson; June 27, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Confers jurisdiction on the United States Court of 
Claims with respect to claims of Indians of California 
who were not parties to certain 18 unratified treaties. 

H. R. 3605. Mr. Patterson; June 27, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Provides for a roll to be made of California Indians 
for the purpose of determining the distribution of certain 
funds now in the United States Treasury. 

H. R. 3606. Mr. Patterson; June 27, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Sets up the procedure by which the Indians of Cali- 
fornia may choose an attorney or firm of attorneys to 
represent them. 

H. R. 3611. Mr. Camp; June 28, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Rewrites provisions relating to inspection of process 
or renovated butter to be shipped in interstate or for- 
eign commerce, and of ingredients thereof. Ingredients 
unfit for use shall be marked “U. S. Inspected and Con- 
demned” and shall be denatured or destroyed; others 
shall be marked “U. S. Inspected and Passed.” Process 
or renovated butter that is fit for human food shall be 
marked “U. 8S. Inspected and Passed;” that which is 
unfit shall be destroyed. Inspection shall be withdrawn 
from factories that do not meet standards prescribed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, Process or renovated butter 
and the containers thereof shall be marked “Process 
Butter.” Forgery, misuse, etc., of labels, ete., are pro- 
hibited. The maximum fine that may be imposed for an 
offense is increased from $500 to $1,000. 

H. R. 3612. Mr. Randolph; June 28, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Fixes a maximum fee of 50 cents for recording an 
assignment or release of an automobile lien on certificate 
of title, in the District of Columbia. 

H. R. 3613. Mr. Bailey; June 28, 1945 (Invalid Pensions). 

Provides for pension of $25 a month, beginning July 
1, 1946, for cooperative observers of the Weather Bureau 
who have served as such for 30 years and who are 65 
years old. 

H. R. 3614. Mr. Farrington; June 28, 1945 (Territories). 

Ratifies Act 83 of Session Laws of Hawaii, 1945, ex- 
tending the time within which municipal bonds may be 
issued for self-liquidating water, sewer, gas and electric 
systems under Revised Laws of Hawaii 1945, chapter 118. 
H. R. 3615. Mr. Lea; June 28, 1945 (Interstate and For- 

eign Commerce). 

Federal Aid Airport Act—Authorizes annual grants for 
the development of public airports in an aggregate sum 


of $650,000,000 for projects in the States and an aggregate 
of $50,000,000 for projects in the Territories and posses- 


sions, over a period of 10 fiscal years beginning with the 


fiscal year 1946. No more than $100,000,000 shall be 
granted to the States in any 1 year, and 75 percent of 
fach such annual appropriation shall be apportioned one- 
half on the basis of population and one-half on the basis 
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of area, of the States, the remaining 25 percent to be used 
to pay the United States pro rata share of the cost of 
approved projects, regardless of the State where located. 
No more than $10,000,000 shall be available for projects 
in Alaska, $15,000,000 for projects in Hawaii, and $10,- 
000,000 for projects in Puerto Rico. No more than 5 per- 
cent of any annual appropriation may be used for 
planning, surveys, and administrative expenses. An ad- 
ditional $3,000,000 is authorized immediately upon en- 
actment for preliminary planning and surveys. No more 
than 50 percent of the cost of any project may be paid 
by the United States (75 percent in Alaska). All proj- 
ects must be approved by the Administrator of Civil 
Aeronautics, who shall formulate a national public airport 
plan. 

The Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938 is amended to sub- 
stitute the word “airport” or “airports” for “landing area” 
or “landing areas” throughout. Existing provisions deal- 
ing with powers of the Administrator of Civil Aeronautics 
in relation to air navigation facilities are broadened; 
acquisition and disposal of property for such facilities are 
regulated, and provisions relating to expenditures of funds 
are revised. No exclusive right shall be granted for the 
use of a civil airway established by the Administrator of 
Civil Aeronautics, or (except to the United States Govern- 
ment) for the use of any airport or other air navigation 
facility in connection with which Federal funds have been 
expended [amending U. S. C. 49: 401-681]. 

The Coast and Geodetic Survey shall compile, publish, 
ete., charts, maps, and related data for air navigation, 
conduct research in aeronautical cliarting and related 
surveying and mapping activities in collaboration with 
the Administrator of Civil Aeronautics and establish and 
coordinate international exchange of aeronautical chart- 
ing information. 

Fuel, supplies, ete., may be sold and services furnished, 
to aircraft on Government-owned airports or emergency 
landing fields in the United States irrespective of whether 
or not such action is necessary to the continuance of the 
aircraft on its course [amending U. S. C. 49:175 (d)}. 
H. R. 3625. Mr. Andrews of New York; June 29, 1945 

(Military Affairs). 


Members of the armed forces discharged or relieved 
from active service on their own initiative, in order to 
accept employment, are entitled to mustering-out pay- 
ments. Formerly payments were allowed in such cases 
only when active service was outside the United States 
orin Alaska. In the case of persons heretofore discharged, 
applications for payment must be made within 1 year of 
enactment of this act [amending 58 Stat. 8]. 

H. R. 3626. Mr. Landis; June 29, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Provides direct Federal old-age assistance at the rate 
of $40 per month to citizens 60 years of age or over. 


H. R. 3627. Mr. Rankin; June 29, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Liberalizes and clarifies vocational rehabilitation and 
education and training laws administered by the Veterans’ 
Administration. Vocational training periods may exceed 
4 years if approved by the Administrator and such train- 
ing may be afforded for 7 (now 6) years after the end of 
the War. While pursuing such training veterans whose 
pension, compensation, etc., is less than the amount pro- 
vided for such training shall be paid an increased pension 
which when added to the other benefits will aggregate the 
following rates: (1) veterans with no wife or child $105; 
(2) wife but no child $115; (3) wife and one child $125, 
with $7 for each additional child; (4) no wife but one 
child $115, with $7 for each additional child; and (5) 
$15 additional for each dependent parent. 

A veteran entitled to educational or training benefits 
shall be eligible therefor regardless of whether or not his 
education was impeded, delayed, etc., because of entry into 
service. The period of education to which he is entitled 
shall be 1 year plus the time such veteran was in active 
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service after September 16, 1940. Subsistence allowance 
when added to pension or retirement shall not exceed the 
amount payable under Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a) part 
VII (vocational rehabilitation). Courses in an institu- 
tion outside the United States may be elected only if 
approved by the Administrator. The range of benefits pro- 
vided is broadened to include (1) short intense post 
graduate or vocational training courses of less than 30 
weeks, and (2) correspondence courses without any main- 
tenance allowance. Payments to institutions may be re- 
adjusted in consideration of changes in enrollment and 
available contributions. Books, supplies, etc., may be 
turned in to institutions for credit under certain terms 
[amending Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a) parts VII and 
VIII, and 58 Stat. 290]. 

H. R. 3628. Mr. Randolph; June 29, 1945 (Foreign Af- 

fairs). 

Creates a Department of Peace headed by a Secretary 
of Peace, to formulate and publicize educational programs, 
encourage. interchange of ideas, etc., relating to interna- 
tional relations, international cooperation, and the prob- 
lems of peace. 

H. R. 3629. Mr. Maloney; June 29, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes $2,500,000 for a Veterans’ Administration 
hospital and domiciliary facility, in or near New Orleans, 
for women veterans of any war. 

H. R. 3630. Mr. Sikes; June 29, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes generally, for yeterans, private hospital care 
under contract [amending paragraph XIX of Veterans’ 
Regulation No. 10}. 

H. R. 3631. Mr. Sikes; June 29, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 

The War Labor Disputes Act shall not apply to common 
carriers or employees thereof subject to part I of the 
Interstate Commerce Act, which deals with railroad and 
pipe-line carriers. 

H. R. 3632. Mr. Sikes; June 29, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Repeals the Hatch Act (political activities), as amended 
(U. 8. C. 18: 61-61%). 

H. R. 3633. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; June 29, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 


“Tax Adjustment Act of 1945” to facilitate reconversion 
by speeding certain tax refunds, and (effective January 1, 
1946) increasing the excess-profits tax specific exemption 
from $10,000 to $25,000; for years beginning in 1945 and 
ending in 1946, corporations will prorate the exemption. 

Refunds of the postwar credit of 10 percent of the excess- 
profits tax are to be speeded by providing that (1) bonds 
previously issued on account thereof will be payable (at 
the taxpayer’s option) on January 1, 1946, rather than 2 
to 6 years after cessation of hostilities, and (2) credits 
not represented by bonds will be available currently from 
tax liabilities of 1944 and subsequent years. 

Refunds (to individuals or corporations) of a prior 
year’s taxes, resulting from (1) a carry-back of net oper- 
ating losses or unused excess-profits credits of a year end- 
ing on or after September 30, 1945, or (2) resulting from 
a recomputation of amortization deductions on emergency 
facilities ceasing to have status as such, will (in general) 
be required to be paid to the taxpayer within 90 days of 
application therefor, without the usual audits and delays. 
In addition, tax payments being made (by a corporation) 
on account of a liability for an immediately preceding 
year may be deferred on the basis of anticipated losses or 
unused excess-profits tax credits for a year ending on or 
after September 30, 1945. Although refunds or deferred 
payments will be allowed largely on the basis of informa- 
tion set forth in the taxpayer's application, the Commis- 
sioner may deny the privileges where it appears that sub- 
stantially incorrect statements have been made therein. 
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Provision is made for interest on sums deferred, and pen- 
alties and interest on refunds and tax deferments subse- 
quently found to be substantially incorrect. 

Reorganized railroads which have received a new char- 
ter hereafter will have the right to carry-back and carry- 
over losses and unused excess-profits tax credits of the 
old corporation. 


H. R. 3634. Mr. Randolph; June 29, 1945 (Judiciary). 

No Government construction contract shall be awarded 
to an alien or to a corporation or business association 
any officer of which is an alien. Effective upon the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. 

H. R. 3635. Mr. Sikes; June 29, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 

A widow of a veteran of World War I or II who has 
remarried shall be entitled to compensation or pension if 
it can be shown that her subsequent marriage has been 
dissolved, either by the death of the husband, or by divorce 
on any ground except adultery on the part of the wife 
[amending U. 8S. C. 38: 505a and paragraph V of Veterans’ 
Regulation No. 10]. 

H. R. 3636. Mr. Smith of Virginia; June 29, 1945 (District 
of Columbia). 


Striped bass (rockfish) sold or purchased in the District 
of Coumbia prior to July 1, 1947, shall not be less than 11 
(now 9) inches in length and on or after said date not 
less than 12 inches [amending D. C. C. 22: 1605]. 

H. R. 3643. Mr. Farrington; June 30, 1945 (Territories). 


Provides for statehood for Hawaii, for a constitutional 
eonvention, and for adoption of the constitution. The 
State of Hawaii shall assume all debts of the Territory, 
retain all public property, except that used by the United 
States, and establish a system of public schools. Hawaii 
shall be entitled to one Representative, two Senators, two 
United States judges, one United States attorney, one 
marshal, and shall constitute one judicial district. 

H. R. 3644. Mr. Rankin; June 30, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Increases compensation or pension rates for specific 
service-incurred disabilities in excess of total disability. 


H. R. 3645. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; June 30, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Increases compensation or pension rates for specific 
service-incurred disabilities in excess of total disability. 


H. R. 3648. Mr. Voorhis of California; July 2, 1945 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 


Monetary Stabilization and Debt Reduction Act of 
1945—Creates the Monetary Authority of the United States 
and constitutes it the sole agent of the Congress to create 
money, except as to existing provisions for coinage by the 
Mint and the issuance of gold and silver certificates by the 
Treasury. All powers over the issuance of Federal Re 
serve notes are transferred to the Authority, which may 
alter gold reserve requirements therefor. 

An institution handling demand deposits must be li- 
censed to do so, and no license shall be granted unless 
the actual physical momey behind demand deposits is 100 
percent. To facilitate transition to the new system, a 
bank may borrow from the Authority, at 1 percent interest, 
Federal Reserve notes in the amount necessary to bring 
their reserves up to the full 100 percent. The demand 
deposit department of a bank, as agent for the Authority, 
may make service charges for transferring money by check. 
Such department shall have no lending power. 

Time or savings deposits shall continue to be governed 
by existing laws. The Authority shall establish and en- 
force such uniform regulations for the withdrawal of 
savings and time-deposit funds from banks as may be nec- 
essary to separate the demand-deposit department from 
the time- and savings-deposit department. Depositors 
must give such notice of withdrawal of time and savings 
deposits as the Authority may require. 
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The Chairman of the Authority shall be ex officio a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation, which shall insure in full the pay- 
ment of demand deposits. 

The Authority shall assemble, and-keep current, statis- 
tical information as a guide to controlling the supply of 
money so as to prevent both inflation and deflation, and it 
shall develop reliable indices of the cost of living and of 
the average wholesale commodity price level. Not later 
than 1 year after the end of hostilities in the present war, 
the Authority shall declare the average price level as indi- 
cated by the cost-of-living index on that date to be the 
stabilization level. When deflation is indicated, the Au- 
thority shall issue new money in the form of Federal Re- 
serve notes, with which it shall buy, in the open market, 
outstanding securities of the United States, which will be 
immediately retired, thus reducing the public debt. To 
prevent: inflation, when it is indicated, the Authority shall: 
(1) issue no more money until the inflationary condition 
has been corrected; (2) recommend to Congress the impo- 
sition of appropriate taxes designed to eliminate inflation- 
ary tendencies, and (3) if necessary, sell obligations of 
the United States. 

Until the end of the present war, whenever the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall notify the Authority that he finds it 
impracticable to raise by taxation or by the sale of Govern- 
ment securities or by any other noninflationary method, 
sufficient funds to meet congressional appropriations, the 
Authority shall buy from the Treasury the necessary se- 
curities by issuing Federal Reserve notes, notwithstanding 
any resultant inflationary increase of money.

National War Agencies Appropriation Act, 1946—Car- 
ries appropriations for Office for Emergency Management, 
Office of Censorship, Office of Strategic Services, Petro- 
leum Administration for War, Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion, Selective Service System, and War Re- 
location Authority. 


H. R. 3650. Mr. Boren; July 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for the enlargement of the Arlington National 
Cemetery, authorizing $550,000 for purchase of building 
and land from Abbey Mausoleum, Incorporated. 


H. R. 3651. Mr. Clason; July 3, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


Parents of veterans of World War II who (1) have re- 
sided continuously in the United States for 10 years, (2) 
are not enemy aliens, and (3) are not of an ineligible class, 
shall be entitled to naturalization upon filing a petition 
within 5 years after the date of this act. 


H. R. 3652. Mr. Farrington; July 3, 1945 (Territories). 


Increases the compensation of certain officials in Hawali

Ratifies and confirms Act 32, Session Laws of Hawaii, 
1945, relating to electric light and power for districts of 
Kau and South Kohala, in county of Hawaii. 


H. R. 3658. Mr. Fellows; July 3, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Brings sea food within the term “agricultural commodi- 
ties” in connection with requirements that OPA price 
schedules, orders, etc., be approved in writing by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture within 90 days [amending U. S. C., 
50 App.: 908 (e) ]. 


H. R. 3659. Mr. Hale; July 3, 1945 (Territories). 


Provides for statehood for Hawaii, for a constitutional 
convention, and for adoption of the constitution. The 
State of Hawaii shall assume all debts of the Territory, 
retain all public property, except that used by the United 
States, and establish a system of public schools. Hawaii 
shall be entitled to one Representative, two Senators, two 
United States judges, one United States attorney, one 
marshal, and shall constitute one judicial district.

No corporation shall be created hereafter by- any officer 
or agency of the Federal Government or by any Govern- 
ment corporation, except by congressional authorization. 

No wholly owned Government corporation created under 
State or local law or under the laws of the District of 
Columbia shall continue after June 30, 1948, as an instru- 
mentality of the United States. Prior to that date, how- 
ever, any such corporation may be reincorporated by Act 
of Congress. 

H. R. 3661. Mr. Bartlett; July 3, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Residence requirements for salmon fishing in Moser 
Bay and Olga Bay areas (with stake or set net), and for 
the area between Capes Karluk and Uyak (with beach 
sieve) shall be 5 years continuous residence within 75 
miles of fishing areas, but for the salmon-fishing season of 
1946, residence after June 1, 1945, is sufficient [amending 
U. S. G. 48: 222.] 

H. R. 3662. Mr. Farrington; July 3, 1945 (Territories). 

The adjutant genera] of Hawaii shall be appointed by 
the governor instead of by the President [amending 
U.S. C. 32:12; 48: 546]. 

H. R. 3663. Mr. Gossett; July 3, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 

Denies admission to the United States, and naturaliza- 
tion, to aliens who have served in the armed forces of 
countries at war with the United States, or who have 
been members of parties or organizations supporting 
naziism or fascism,’or who have been classed as war 
criminals. Reduces by one-half for 10 years, beginning 
July 1, 1945, immigration quotas determined under the act 
of 1924, but retains the minimum quota of 100 for any 
nationality [amending U. S. C. 8: 1386, 224 (c)].

Repeals the Hatch Act (political activities), as amended 
(U. S. C. 18: 61-61x). 

H. R. 3678. Mr. Brown of Georgia; July 5, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Repeals the motor vehicle use tax as of June 30, 1946 
[amending U. S. C. 26: 3540]. 

H. R. 3679. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; July 5, 1945 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 

Terminates daylight saving time in December 1945 
{amending 56 Stat. 9]. 

H. R. 3680. Mr. Case of South Dakota; July 5, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 


Authorizes $500,000 annually for the purchase of re- 
stricted Indian lands from heirs or from Indians over 60 
years of age. Lands so acquired shall be held in trust for 
the Indian tribe of the reservation upon which the lands 
are located.

Removes all restrictions on property of Indians who 
serve in the arméd forces in time of war.

Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard personnel, 


retired after 80 years’ active service, shall be deemed to 
be retired for disability incurred in line of duty.

H. R. 3693. Mr. Hartley; July 5, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 
Books of 16 pages or more, consisting wholly of reading 
matter or a combination of reading matter and blank 
spaces for students’ notations, and containing no adver- 


tising matter other than incidental announcements of 
books, shall be transferred from fourth-class mail matter 
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to second-class mail matter and shall be subject to second- 
class mail rates. 
H. R. 3694. Mr. Hartley; July 5, 1945 (Patents). 
Patentability of inventions and discoveries and improve- 
ments thereof shall be determined objectively by the na- 
ture of the contribution to the advancement of the art, and 
not subjectively by the nature of the mental process by 
which the invention or discovery, or the improvement 
thereof, may have been accomplished. 


H. R. 3695. Mr. LaFollette; July 5, 1945 (Agriculture).

H. R. 3705. Mr. Hoffman; July 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Changes the registration age under the Selective Train- 
ing and Service Act to 21-55 (now 18-65). Provides ior 
induction of the physically and mentally fit who, before 
registering, were engaged in war work and had refused 
for 5 days to work at their regular job or to accept other 
war work. If unfit for the armed forces such persons shall 
be assigned to Army or Navy officials in their own military 
area for a period of 1 year during which time they shall 
render such services as they may be capable of rendering 
and shall receive compensation equal to, but not more 
than, that provided for enlisted men [amending U. S. C. 
50 App. 302]. 


H. R. 3706. Mr. Fulton; July 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Permits civilian dependents of members of the armed 
forces to go to any overseas theater, base, or command 
where such members are located, if not incompatible with 
military requirements. The Civil Service Commission 
shall make a survey to determine what work now per- 
formed by personnel of the armed forces can be done by 
civilians, and shall publish lists of civilian positions which 
are available overseas. Preference in filling such posi- 
tions shall be given to dependents of members of the armed 
forces who are in such overseas theaters, bases, ete. 


H. R. 3707. Mr. Vinson; July 6, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to acquire and 
convert to naval use 200,000 tons of auxiliary vessels. 
Vessels acquired from the Maritime Commission without 
reimbursement shall not be disposed of except by return 
thereto. 


H. R. 3708. Mr. White; July 6, 1945 (Roads). 


Provides for construction of the uncompleted portion of 
the Salmon River Highway between the cities of Salmon 
and Riggins, in Idaho. 

H. R. 3709. Mr. Burch; July 6, 1945 (Post Office and Post 
Roads). 


Deletes provisions of the postal laws which allow credit 
only for postage collected in addition to regular rates on 
business reply letters, cards, and envelopes, in figuring the 
compensation of postmasters [amending U. S. C. 39: 303; 
58 Stat. 131 § 3]. 


H. R. 3710. Mr. Case of South Dakota; July 6, 1945 
(indian Affairs). 


Indian Emancipation Act—An Indian who: (1) has an 
honorable discharge from service in the armed forces; 
or (2) has graduated from a standard high school or its 
equivalent (3) has a certificate of competency on the joint 
recommendation of the tribal council and the superinten- 
dent of his Indian reservation; or (4) has passed the re- 
quirements for the naturalization of aliens shall be 
emancipated. 
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H. R. 3711. Mr. Fernandez; July 6, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes issuance of leases and prospecting permits to 
promote the development of oil and gas on lands acquired 
under the Appalachian Forest Act. Revises methods of 
leasing oil and gas lands and fixes new basis for payment 
of royalties and rentals thereon. Grants a 5-year renewal 
preference to holders of lands not within a known geologi- 
cal structure of producing fields. All leases shall be con- 
ditioned on an advance rental payment of 25 cents per 
acre annually before discovery of oil, gas, ete., and a roy- 
alty payment of $1 per acre plus 12% percent of the value 
of the production after discovery. The number of acres 
which may be held by one person in any State (all of which 
may be in the same producing field) is increased to 15,360 
(now 7,680). The provisions of law (U. S. C. 16: 520) 
relating to regulations as to mineral] resources, insofar as 
inconsistent with this Act are repealed [amending U. S. C. 
30: 181, 184, 187, 192, 226]. 

H. R. 3712. Mr. Lesinski; July 6, 1945 (Invalid Pensions). 

No reduction of a veteran’s compensation, pension, or 
retirement pay shall be made during his hospitalization or 
domiciliary care. 

H. R. 3713. Mr. Ramspeck (by request); July 6, 1945 
(Civil Service). 

Temporary members of the Coast Guard Reserve are not 
entitled to preference in Federal employment under Sec- 
tion 2 of Veterans’ Preference Act (Public Law 359, 78th 
Cong.) unless they performed regular active full-time duty 
with military pay and allowances. 

H. R. 3714. Mr. Randolph; July 6, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Provides for the appointment of a conservator for prop- 
erty in the District of Columbia owned by persons serving 
in the armed forces who have been reported missing, in- 
terned, etc., and who have not otherwise provided for the 
care of such property. 


H. R. 3715. Mr. Rankin (by request); July 6, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Loans to veterans under the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act shall be insured by the Veterans’ Administrator up to 
75 percent of the net loss incurred by the lender. The 
amount insured with respect to any one veteran shall not 
exceed $3,000. Business- and farm-loan provisions are 
liberalized to permit insurance of loans used for the ac- 
quisition of working capital, supplies, and merchandise. 
Second loans to cover the remainder of the purchase price 
or cost may be insured in the full amount if they do not 
exceed 20 percent of the purchase price or cost and the 
rate of interest thereon does not exceed that on the prin- 
cipal loan by more than 1 percent. Upon the approval of 
the Secretary of Agriculture qualified veterans shall be 
eligible for benefits of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant 
Act [amending U. 8. C. 38 : 694-694e]. 

H. R. 3716. Mr. Wigglesworth; July 6, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Specifically prohibits use of the radio to advocate over- 
throw of the United States Government by force or violence. 
No radio station shall deny to any citizen the right to use 
its communication facilities, or discriminate against a citi- 
zen in connection with its station facilities by reason of any 
opinion expressed by him which is not prohibited on the 
ground of obscenity, etc., or the ground of advocating such 
vivlence, in respect of any matter pertaining to or affect- 
ing the interests of the United States. A person alleging 
denial of his rights, or discrimination, may bring an action 
in the district court. Licensing powers of the Federal 
Communications Commission are restricted in line with the 
foregoing provisions [amending U. 8. C. 47: 326]. 

H. R. 3717. Mr. O’Konski; July 6, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Repeals the “Indian Liquor Laws” insofar as they apply 


to all parts of Wisconsin, except the Indian reservation and 
Indian school or hospital lands. 
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H. R. 3718. Mr. O’Konski; July 6, 1945 (Indian Affairs), 
Subjects all Indians and Indian reservations in Wiscon- 
sin to the civil and criminal laws of that State, with cer- 
tain exceptions (taxation of trust lands, ete.). The act 
shall not extend to the Indian Reservations until otherwise 
provided by Congress or until favorably voted on in tribal 
elections. 
H. R. 3719. Mr. Patterson; July 6, 1945 (Labor). 

Brings agriculture within the provisions of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act and fixes a minimum hourly wage of 
75 cents and a workweek of 35 hours for employment coy- 
ered by that act. Wages shall exclude tips [amending 
U. S. C. 29:202, 203, 205-208, 216; renealing U. S. ©. 
29: 213]. 

H. R. 3728. Mr. Bryson; July 9, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Active service in the armed forces between September 
16, 1940, and the 180th day after the termination of the 
war shall be credited in determining old-age and survivors 
insurance benefits under the Social Security Act. Re- 
muneration at the rate of $160 a month shall be deemed to 
have been paid for such service, except during periods for 
which credit is allowed under various retirement laws un- 
less such credit is waived. The 2-year period in which to 
claim parent’s insurance benefit, or in which to apply for 
lump sum death payments in the case of certain relatives 
or distributees begins to run from this enactment respect- 
ing claims based on deaths prior thereto. 

H. R. 3729. Mr. Combs; July 9, 1945 (Rivers and Harbors). 

Modifies the existing project for the Neches and Angelina 
Rivers, Texas, in the interest of local cooperation. 

H. R. 3730. Mr. Randolph; July 9, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Grants consent to the State of West Virginia to construct 
and operate a free highway bridge across the Mononga- 
hela River at or near Star City. 

H. R. 3731. Mr. Randolph; July 9, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Requires Budget officers of the government departments 
and establishments to include in the Budget estimates and 
information with respect to payments on account of dis- 
ability or death of employees from personal injuries sus- 
tained in the performance of duty [amending U. 8. C. 
81; 22]. 

H. R. 3732. Mr. Rankin (by request); July 9, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

In determining the dependency of parents of deceased 
veteruns under laws administered by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration, income received by such parents through any 
governmental agency shall be disregarded. 

H. R. 3733. Mr. Reed of New York; July 9, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Terminates the use tax on motor vehicles and boats as of 
June 30, 1946 [amending U. 8. C. 26: 3540]. 

H. R. 3734. Mr. Voorhis of California; July 9, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Incorporates the National Committee for All War 
Widows. Provides for a War Widows Memoir Day. 

H. R. 3735. Mr. Dingell; July 9, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes $1,500,000 for a site, buildings, and the fur- 
nishing thereof, for the use of the diplomatic and con- 
sular establishment of the United States at Warsaw, 
Poland. 

H. R. 3736. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina (by request); 
July 9, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

During the reconversion period (fifth Monday after 
date of this enactment to June 30, 1947) the Federal 
Government shall supplement the unemployment benefits 
paid under State laws, through agreements with States. 
Such agreements shall provide: a maximum weekly bene- 
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State laws; of 26 weeks compensation in a benefit year; 
and coverage for Federal and maritime employees; they 
may also provide for coverage of additional groups of 
workers and for higher weekly benefits to all covered 
workers up to two-thirds of the individuals’ previous 
weekly earnings, not to exceed $25 a week. The agree- 
ments shall be entered into on behalf of the United States 
by the Director of War Mobilization and Reconversion. 
If a State fails to enter into an agreement or to make 
specified payments, the Director shall make payments to 
individuals substantially equivalent to payments which 
would have been made from Federal funds had the State 
entered into an agreement. For the purpose of the tax 
on employers the definition of employer (U. S. C. 26: 1607) 
is amended to include employers of one or more persons 
(now 8 or more). 


H. R. 3737. Mr. Kelly of Illinois; July 9, 1945 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Marine Mothers Club of America. 


H. R. 3738. Mr. LeCompte; July 9, 1945 (Flood Control). 


Provides for a reexamination and resurvey of the Chari- 
ton River, in the States of Iowa and Missouri, for flood 
control. 


H. R. 3745. Mr. Domengeaux; July 10, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Exempts from the gross income of an individual who 
served in the armed forces and entitled to loan benefits 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944, for the 
tax year in which his discharge was received and the 
following tax year his total earned income and 75 per- 
cent and 50 percent, respectively, of such income for the 
second and third years thereafter. 


H. R. 3746. Mr. Knutson; July 10, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Upon discharge from the armed forces veteran shall be 
given certificates of seniority credit for employment pur- 
poses, which shall be good for 1 year, except that 90 days 
in one position shall bar reuse. Such credit shall equal 
the number of days of service after September 16, 1940. 
Every sixth day shall count as a day and a half, and 
every seventh day and every holiday shall count as 2 
days. For the purposes of hiring, discharging, etc., 
(irrespective of laws, ete., providing otherwise), an em- 
ployer shall recognize seniority credit to the same extent 
as if the number of days of such credit had constituted 
days of work for such employers. A holder of a certifi- 
cate shall not be required, as a condition to employment, 
to join any labor union or organization, or make any 
payments thereto. Reemployment benefits are liberalized 
to provide for restoration to reclassified positions, or 
positians of like seniority, status, and pay [amending 54 
Stat. 858, 885]. 


H. R. 3747. Mr. Lea; July 10, 1945 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Makes it unlawful for any employee of a common car- 
rier to demand, solicit, or receive any bribe for a pas- 
senger ticket. Authorizes the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in case of congested traffic, shortage of 
equipment, or other emergency, to prescribe fair and 
reasonable maximum prices (for the particular locality) 
to be charged for passenger tickets by persons other than 
employees of a common carrier, and maximum service 
charges by such persons for securing accommodations 
and to require a bond to be furnished by such persons to 
assure financial responsibility to the public. The Presi- 
dent, in time of war, may certify to the Commission 
that is essential to establish such maximum charges and 
to require insurance of such responsibility [amending 
U. S. C. 49:1 (17)]. 


H. R. 3748. Mr. Woodruff of Michigan; July 10, 1945 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Extends the benefits under the Act of May 29, 1944, 
providing annuities for civilian construction employees 
of the Panama Canal to persons who, through naturaliza- 





fit of $25 for those entitled to maximum benefits under 
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tion, became citizens on or before that date [amending 
58 Stat. 257, § 2). 


H. R. 3749. Mr. Rankin; July 10, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 


Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1945—Amends and 
broadens the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944. 

Extends from 2 to 4 years after discharge or termina- 
tion of the war the period within which an educational 
course may be initiated, and from 7 to 9 years after the 
end of the war the period in which this educational 
program shall be in effect. Permits application for an 
intensive, postgraduate or vocational training course of 
less than 30 weeks. Increases the subsistence allowance 
for veterans, while taking courses, from $50 to $60 a 
month if there are no dependents, and from $75 to $85 
if there are dependents. Permits veterans to take cor- 
respondence courses. 

Increases from 2 to 6 years after discharge or the ter- 
mination of the war the period in which application may 
be made for a loan, and from 5 to 8 years after the 
termination of the war the time within which such appli- 
cations will be accepted. Loans may be made by the 
Federal Reserve Bank, any national, state, or private 
bank or building and loan association, or insurance 
company, or mortgage and loan company established prior 
to this act, and any other lending institution approved 
by the Veterans’ Administrator. And when a loan is 
made the lender is automatically guaranteed 50 percent 
thereof by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs. Loans 
need not be approved by the Administrator. 

Regulations or orders drafted pursuant to this act by 
any Government Agency must be approved by the Senate 
Finance Committee and the House Committee on World 
War Veterans’ Legislation [amending U. S. C. 38: 694; 
701; Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a), pt. VIII]. 


H. R. 3750. Mr. Sumrers of Texas; July 10, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 


Property transferred to the Alien Property Custodian 
(except property acquired by the United States prior to 
December 18, 1941) may be returned by the President or an 
agency designated by him when it is determined (1) that 
the claimant was the owner of the property immediately 
prior to its transfer (2) that the owner is not an enemy 
country, or certain corporations, individuals, ete., con- 
nected with an enemy country (3) that the property was 
not used since September 1, 1939, with the assent of the 
owner, pursuant to any agreement to conceal property 
within the United States of any person ineligible to receive 
a return under the foregoing provision and (4) that such 
return is in the interest of the United States. No return 
shall bar any lawsuit against a person to whom return has 
been made, to establish any right which existed at the time 
of vesting. Thirty days prior to making returns to persons 
other than United States residents, corporations, etc., 
notice of intention must be published in the Federal Regis- 
ter. Such publication shall confer no right of action to 
compel the return of property and may be revoked by 
appropriate notice in the Federal Register. After publica- 
tion such property shall be subject to attachment, etc. 
The Alien Property Custodian may recover or retain from 
any property amounts equal to expenses incurred in con- 
nection therewith. 


H. R. 3755. Mr. Short; July 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Establishes in the Medical Department of the Army an 
Optometry Corps of 60 commissioned officers. 


H. R. 3756. Mr. Boykin; July 11, 1945 (Patents). 


Assignments, grants etc., of any interest in patents shall 
be void unless recorded in the Patent Office within 30 days 
(now 3 months) after execution. Licenses under patents 
for an invention, applications for such patents, and agree- 
ments providing for the exchange of technical information, 
any of the parties to which is not a resident of the United 
States, or agreements containing restrictions as to price, 
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quantity of production, geographical area, or field of use, 
must be recorded within 3 months after execution. ; 

Where the parties are residents of the United States 
only, the assignee, grantee, or licensee must record the 
agreement; where the parties are resident of both the 
United States and a foreign country, the residents of the 
United States must record the agreement. Penalty for 
failure to record: Not more than $500 for each offense and 
not more than $25 for each day of the continuance thereof, 
to be in a civil action by the United States [amending 
U. S. C. 35; 47]. 


H. R. 3757. Mr. Boykin; July 11, 1945 (Patents). 


Provides for public registration of patents available for 
licensing. 


H. R. 3758. Mr. Bradley of Pennsylvania; July 11, 1945 
(Library). 


Authorizes the erection in the District of Columbia, by 
G. H. Stephenson, of a monument in memory of Brigadier 
General William Mitchell. 


H. R. 3759. Mr. McGehee; July 11, 1945 (Claims). 


For the purpose of settling claims arising out of Naval 
activities the Secretary of the Navy shall have authority 
to exercise the powers conferred upon the Secretary of 
War under 57 Stat. 372 as amended by Public Law 67, 
79th Congress. 


H. R. 3760. Mr. Peterson of Florida; July 11, 1945 
(Claims). 


Provides for payment of claims for damages resulting 
from the Mediterranean fruit-fly eradication campaign in 
Florida. 


H. R. 3761. Mr. Welch; July 11, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Liberalizes benefits under the Longshoremen’s and Har- 
bor Workers’ Compensation Act. Extends coverage to in- 
clude any injury, death, disease or infection arising out 
of the cost of employment, or to which the employment 
contributes, irrespective of whether the injury or death 
was accidental or the disease or infection occupational. 
Persons employed on docks, wharves, or on land immedi- 
ately adjacent to navigable waters to load, unload, service 
or repair vessels engaged in interstate or foreign commerce 
are specifically brought within the term “employee”; 
masters and crews of vessels on the Great Lakes or on 
high seas are excluded. 

Compensation shall be allowed from date of disability, 
and the 7-day waiting period waived, if an injury results 
in temporary disability for more than 21 days, instead of 
in a disability for more than 49 days. 

The maximum and minimum weekly benefits are in- 
creased from $25 to $30, and from $8 to $15 respectively 
(the minimum to be the minimum for total disability), and 
a corresponding change is made as to cases where weekly 
wages are less than the minimum. 

The Compensation Commission shall establish for each 
compensation district schedules for minimum charges and 
fees for medical treatment and care of an employee, and 
it shall establish panels of qualified physicians, surgeons, 
specialists, consultants, laboratory or X-ray technicians, 
and fix a schedule of fees which they may charge. An 
injured employee may select an attending physician from 
the foregoing panel. 

Benefit periods for permanent partial disability are ex- 
tended. The age limit of 18 for surviving children of a 
deceased employee, to whom benefits are payable is re- 
moved. 

The amount of disability or death compensation other- 
wise recoverable, shall be increased by one-half if injury 
is caused by serious and wilful misconduct or gross negli- 
gence of an employer or a supervisory employee. 

Death benefits are increased, the total amount payable 
being raised from 6624 percent of average weekly wages of 
the employee, and the maximum and minimum average 
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weekly wages to be considered are increased from $37.50 
and $12 to $45 and $22.50, respectively. Additional com- 
pensation, not exceeding $10 a week, shall be allowed to a 
widow or a dependent undergoing vocational education and 
training; for maintenance. 

The wage value of work performed in self-employment 
may be considered in computing compensation. The aver- 
age annual earnings of an employee shall be not less than 
200 nor more than 300 times his average daily wage or 
salary. 

The time limit on filing claims is extended from 1 year to 
2 vears after injury or death. 

The limitation of the total compensation payable for 
injury or death to $7,500 is repealed. 

Other amendments relate to review of compensation 
orders, modification of awards, fees for services, compen- 
sation for injuries where third persons are liable, admin- 
istration, and review. 


H. R. 3762. Mr. Brooks; July 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Extends to all war officers who have been awarded re- 
tirement benefits on the basis of disabilities incurred in 
line of duty the exemption from the $3,000 limitation on 
total amount of retired pay and pay from a civilian office 
[amending U. 8. C. 5: 59a]. 7 


H. R. 3763. Mr. Green; July 11, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


No tax shall be imposed on any message from a camp 
telephone or radio message limited to members of the 
armed forces [amending U. 8. C. 26: 3466]. 


H. R. 3771. Mr. Spence; July 12, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Export-Import Bank Act of 1945—The Export-Import 
Bank of Washington: (1) is continued as an independent 
government agency, with management vested in a board 
of directors consisting of the Administrator of the Foreign 
Economie Administration as Chairman, the Secretary of 
State, and three persons appointed by the President (a 
fourth member to be appointed by the President in the 
event the Foreign Economic Administration ceases to exist 
in the Office for Emergency Management in the Executive 
Office of the President), and with an advisory Board com- 
posed of the Chairman of the Bank, the Secretaries of 
State, Treasury, and Commerce, and the Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System; (2) 
shall have a capital stock of $1,000,000,000, subscribed by 
the United States; (3) may issue obligations not exceeding 
214 times its capital stock; (4) may have outstanding at 
one time loans and guaranties equal to 314 times its capital 
stotk (present limit $700,000) ; (5) shall make semi-annual 
reports to Congress. 

Capital stock of the Bank shall be paid for as follows: 

$1.000,000 by surrender of outstanding common stock; 
$174,000,000 by surrender of outstanding preferred stock 
which has been purchased by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, and the balance ($825,000,000) at any time, 
at the call of the Directors, by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who may finance such payments as public-debt trans- 
actions. Certificates evidencing stock ownership shall be 
issued by the bank to the President of the United States. 

Notwithstanding the statutory ban on financial trans- 
actions with a foreign government in default of its obli- 
gations to the United States (Johnson Act) any person, 
including any corporation, etc., may act for or participate 
with the Bank in any transaction or may acquire any obli- 
gation issued in connection with any operation or trans- 
action engaged in by the Bank [repealing 49 Stat. 4, ch. 2]. 


H. R. 3772. Mr. Winstead; July 12, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 


Prohibits application of a point system for the release 
of conscientious objectors assigned to work of national 
importance under civilian direction pursuant to section 5 
(g) of the Selective Training and Service Act, except in 
cases of undue hardship. 
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H. R. 3773. Mr. Izac; July 12, 1945 (Immigration and 
Naturalization). 


Prohibits, for 30 years, the naturalization and the immi- 
gration of nationals of any country with which the United 
States was at war in World War IL 


H. R. 3774. Mr. Lemke; July 12, 1945 (Claims). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior, through the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, to adjust claims for damages 
to crops by migratory birds. In case of failure to agree, 
the claimant may bring an action in the United States 
District Court. The price of migratory-bird hunting 
stamps is increased from $1 to $2, the additional dollar 
to be used to pay such claims. Necessary additional funds 
are authorized, 


H. R. 3775. Mr. Lemke; July 12, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Requires registration, Jabeling, and inspection of fer- 
tilizer and fertilizer materials shipped in interstate com- 
merce, regulates manufacture thereof, and requires li- 
censing of persons and firms making shipments. Nothing 
in this act shall be taken to modify or interfere with any 
State law, and the powers granted are intended to supple- 
ment and to assist State officials in the enforcement of 
State laws. 

H. R. 3776. Mr. Rogers of Florida; July 12, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). : 

Provides for return to the States of the title and right to 
any oil, gas, and minerals in and under real property ac- 
quired by the United States from the States for purposes 
other than the production thereof, in cases where title and 
right to such products were not reserved to the State or 
compensation therefor was not expressly provided in the 
conveyance, act of cession, or condemnation decree trans- 
ferring the property to the United States. Subjects the 
title acquired by the State to restrictions on mining and 
development of the oil, gas, and minerals. 


H. R. 3777. Mr. Gillespie; July 12, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to purchase 
lands within the boundaries of the Pike National Forest in 
the interest of minimizing soil erosion, flood damage, and 
efficient administration. 


H. R. 3778. Mr. May; July 12, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
The Secretary of War may permit, upon designation of 

the President of the United States, not exceeding 20 per- 

sons at a time from the American Republics (other than 


the United States) to receive instruction at the United 
States Military Academy. 
H. R. 3779. Mr. Stevenson; July 12, 1945 (Pensions). 
Increases by 15 percent the monthly pension payable to 
veterans of the Spanish-American War, the Boxer Re- 
bellion, and the Philippine Insurrection under laws reen- 
acted by the Act of August 13, 1935 (U. S. C. 38: 368), not 
included in the Act of May 24, 1938 or the Act of March 
1, 1944 (U. S. C. 88: 865, 370). Increases from $30 to $35 
a month the pension payable to widows of veterans of the 
War with Spain, the Philippine Insurrection, and the 
China Relief Expedition under U. 8. C. 88: 364a. 


H. R. 3797. Mr. Wasielewski; July 13, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


_ Authorizes $500,000 for the erection in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery of a shrine dedicated to the “Unknown 
Heroine of World War II.” 


H. R. 3798. Mr. Church; July 13, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


ixtends to enlisted men and reservists, as well as to 
officers, the provision whereunder retired pay of a mem- 
ber of the armed forces who served. therein prior to No- 
vember 12, 1918, and who is hereafter retired, shall, 
unless he is entitled to retired pay of a higher grade, be 


75 percent of his active duty pay at the time of his 
retirement, 
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H. R. 3799. Mr. Lane; July 13, 1945 (World War Veterans’ 
Legislation). 

Names the Veterans’ Administration facility at West 
Roxbury, Mass., the William P. Connery, Junior, Memorial 
Veterans’ Hospital. 

H. R. 3800. Mr. Green; July 13, 1945 (World War Veter- 
ans’ Legislation). 

Prohibits requirement of payment of poll tax by vet- 
erans of World War II as a prerequisite to voting in any 
primary or other election for national officers. 

H. R. 3801. Mr. Martin of Massachusetts; July 13, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Provides for a $25,000 annuity to ex-Presidents of the 
United States. 

H. R. 3802. Mr. Bland; July 13, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Amends Publie Law 41, 78th Congress, which authorizes 
refunds of sums collected as freight for transportation in 
frustrated yoyages, to provide that sums collected by or 
for the account of any corporation more than 75 percent 
of which is owned by the United States shall be deemed 
to be collected for the account of the United States. 

H. R. 3803. Mr. Curtis; July 13, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Permits deduction from gross income, for income tax 
purposes, of farmers’ expenses in leveling farm land 
[amending U. S. C. 26:23 (a) (1) (A), 24 (a) (2)]. 

H. R. 3804, Mr. Fernandez; July 13, 1945 (Public Lands). 

Grants to the State of New Mexico certain public lands 
for the use and benefit of public institutions of that State. 
H. R. 3805. Mr. Granger; July 13, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides for the disposition of tribal funds of the Ute 
Indians without specific appropriation. 

H. R. 3810. Mr. Anderson of California; July 17, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Extends loan guaranty provisions of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944 to veterans of World War I 
[amending U. 8. C. 38: 694]. 

H. R. 3811. Mr. Flannagan; July 17, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Readjusts the boundaries of the Kaibab National Forest, 
the Grand Canyon National Game Preserve, and Arizona 
Grazing District No. 1. 

H. R. 3812. Mr. Gary; July 17, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Redefines “property used in the trade or business’, in 
connection with income tax provisions relating to capital 
gains and losses, so as to include not only property used 
in the trade or business, but also property acquired in carry- 
ing on the trade or business, held for more than 6 months, 
which is not of a kind which would properly be included in 
the inventory of the taxpayer if on hand at the close of the 
taxable year. 

H. R. 3813. Mr. Johnson of California; July 17, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Authorizes a survey of the advisability of establishing a 
military academy on the west coast of the United States, 
with branches at various locations along the coast. 

H. R. 3814. Mr. Peterson of Florida; July 17, 1945 (Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries). 

Temporary members of the United States Coast Guard 
Reserve, upon discharge, shall receive a certificate of honor- 
able service or honorable discharge. Such reserves, and 
members of the Auxiliary who have completed 600 hours 
of active duty or patrol duty, shall receive a certificate 
showing same, and shall be included under the Veterans 
Preference Act, 1944, as if duty had been performed in 
Regular Coast Guard. 

For purposes of pensions, disability or death benefits, 
hospital treatment, ete., physical injury to any temporary 
member of the Reserve or of the Auxiliary shall be deemed 
to have been incurred in line of duty of the Regular Coast 
Guard [amending 58 Stat. 757]. 
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H. R. 3815. Mr. Peterson of Florida; July 17, 1945 (Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries). 

Extends to temporary members of the United States 
Coast Guard Reserve who were Government employees of 
the Coast Guard enrolled therein for active duty, without 
pay other than that from their civilian positions, all rights 
and benefits of the Coast Guard Reserve. Compensation 
for their civilian position shall be considered as military 
pay and allowances. Other temporary members of the 
Reserve on active duty without pay other than that from 
their civilian positions shall be exempt from Federal in- 
come tax to the extent their pay equals the pay they would 
have received for duty in the Coast Guard Reserve. 
Effective as of February 19, 1941. 

H. R. 3816. Mr. Priest; July 17, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Institute of Dental Research Act—Establishes 
in the National Institute of Health of the United States 
Public Health Service a National Institute of Dental Re- 
search, and creates the National Advisory Dental Research 
Council. Authorizes $1,000,000 for a building for the In- 
stitute and $730,000 ennually for research work, etc. 

H. R. 3817. Mr. Robe ‘tson of North Dakota; July 17, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

Prohibits Federal Land Banks from refusing to make 
mortgage loans in states whose laws prohibit the rendering 
of deficiency judgments [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 791]. 

H. R. 3818. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; July 17, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Increases compensation or pension rates for specific serv- 
ice-incurred disabilities in excess of total disability. 

H. R. 3819. Mr. Sheppard; July 17, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes reinstatement of National Service Life In- 
surance which has lapsed for nonpayment of first premium 
after discharge, without payment of premiums due prior to 
reinstatement and without medical examination, if appli- 
cation is made within 90 days of notice [amending U. 8. C. 
38: 802 (m)]. 

H. R. 3820. Mr. Trimble; July 17, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Increases from $500 to $600 (1) the normal tax, surtax, 
and dependents exemption for income tax purposes, and 
(2) the amount of income on which a declaration of esti- 
mated tax and fiduciary return must be made [amending 
U. S. C. 26: 25 (a), 51 (a), 58 (a), 142 (a) ]. 

Allows farmers to deduct 6 percent of the assessed value 
of their farm from their gross income (for income tax pur- 
poses) if two-thirds of their total gross income is from 
farming. 

H. R. 3821. Mr. Robertson of Virginia; July 17, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

Federal funds to States for wildlife restoration shall 
be so apportioned that no State shall receive less than 
one-half of 1 percent nor more than 5 percent of the total. 
After July 1, 1945, expenditures for maintenance of com- 
pleted wildlife projects in a State shall be limited to 25 
percent of the State’s total apportionment [amending 
U. S. C. 16: 699 (c), (g)]. 


H. R. 3835. Mr. Bioom; July 18, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Extends existing programs for the interchange of per- 
sons, knowledge, and skills between the peoples of the 
United States and the peoples of other American countries, 
the Philippines, and Liberia so as to provide for such inter- 
change with other countries. Vests power to develop the 
program in the Secretary of State, who may also, in con- 
nection therewith: (1) take grants of money or property 
to governmental institr tons, non-profit organizations, and 
individuals, (2) pay e.penses for meetings of interested 
societies, (3) use the facilities of the Government agen- 
cies; (4) accept reimbursements for funds expended on any 
part or all of any such program; and (5) create such 
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advisory committees as may be of assistance. Orders, 
purchases, rental, travel expenses, etc., incidental to the 
exchange of persons may be made without regard to 
existing laws. Necessary appropriations are authorized 
[amending U. 8. C. 5: 118e]. 

Repeals provisions of law authorizing the President to 
utilize services of Government agencies in carrying out 
certain reciprocal undertakings with the American Repub- 
lics (U. 8. C. 22: 501-502). 

H. R. 3836. Mr. Engle of California; July 18, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 

Repeals the act which withdrew certain public lands 

in California from settlement (46 Stat. 1530). 


H. R. 3837. Mr. Huber; July 18, 1945 (Labor). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act. Raises the 40- 
cent minimum hourly wage rate to 65 cents for the first 
year beginning 120 days after the enactment of this act, T0 
cents for the second year, and 75 cents thereafter. Upon 
recommendation of an industry advisory committee, and 
after hearing interested parties, the Administrator of the 
Wage and Hour Division may: (1) establish the 75-cent 
minimum for unskilled job classifications in a particular 
industry prior to the time prescribed by this act, and (2) 
fix minimum rates higher than the 65-75 cent rate for job 
classifications other than unskilled, in order to maintain 
reasonable wage differentials between the minimum for 
unskilled labor and the rates for interrelated job classifica 
tions within the industry.

H. R. 3838. Mr. Morrison; July 18, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


A member of the armed forces who has had two or more 
brothers or sisters who have lost their lives in the present 
war as a result of injury or disease incurred in the land 
or naval forces of the United States or the merchant 
marine may be granted a discharge. 

H. R. 3839. Mr. Price of Illinois; July 18, 1945 (Labor). 

Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act. Raises the 
40-cent minimum hourly wage rate to 65 cents for the 
first vear beginning 120 days after the enactment of this 
act, 70 cents for the second year and 75 cents thereafter. 
Upon recommendation of an industry advisory committee, 
and after hearing interested parties, the Administrator

H. R. 3841. Mr. Hook; July 18, 1945 (Labor). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act. Raises the 
40-cent minimum hourly wage rate to 65 cents for the 
first year beginning 120 days after the enactment of this 
act, 70 cents for the second year, and 75 cents thereafter. 
Upon recommendation of an industry advisory commit- 
tee, and after hearing interested parties, the Admin- 
istration of the Wage and Hour Division may: (1) estab- 
lish the 75-cent minimum for unskilled job classifications

Amends the act which prohibits the unauthorized wear- 
ing, manufacturing, or selling of military insignia to in- 
clude veterans’ discharge buttons (U. 8. C. 10: 1425). 

H. R. 3843. Mr. Mansfield of Montana; July 18, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 

Tribal funds of the Confederated Salish and Kootenai 
Tribes of Indians of the Flathead Reservation in Montana 
shall be available for purposes designated by the tribal 
council and approved by the Secretary of the Interior. 


H. R. 3844, Mr. O’Toole; July 18, 1945 (Labor). 

Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act. Raises the 40- 
cent minimum hourly wage rate to 65 cents for the first 
year beginning 120 days after the enactment of this act, 
70 cents for the second year, and 75 cents thereafter. 
Upon recommendation of an industry advisory commit- 
tee, and after hearing interested parties, the Admin 
istrator of the Wage and Hour Division may: (1) estab- 
lish the 75-cent minimum for unskilled job classifications 
in a particular industry prior to the time prescribed by 
this act, and (2) fix minimum rates higher than the 
65-75-cent rate for job classifications other than unskilled, 
in order to maintain reasonable wage differentials be- 
tween the minimum for unskilled labor and the rates for 
interrelated job classifications within the industry.

Adds to the Public Health Service Act provisions au- 
thorizing grants to the States for construction of hos- 
pitals, as follows: (a) $5,000,000 for surveys and plan- 
ning, allocated on the basis of population, financial needs 
and other factors which the Surgeon General considers 
relevant; (b) for the fiscal year 1946, $100,000,000 for 
the construction of public and nonprofit hospitals and 
$5,000,000 for aid to State agencies in meeting their ad- 
ministrative expenses, and for each fiscal year thereafter 
sufficient sums for such construction work and admin- 
istrative expenses, payments to be made to the States 
whose plans for construction work have been approved 
by the Surgeon General and to political subdivisigns of, 
and public or other nonprofit agencies in such States. 
Allotments to are to be based on (a) the population and 
(b) financial need, of the respective States, and (c) in 
the case of allotments for construction, the relative need 
therefor, or in the case of allotments for administrative 
expenses, special administrative problems. For each 
fiscal year at the beginning of which all States do not 
have approved plans for construction work, allotments 
shall be computed on the basis of $100,000,000 and ad- 
Ministrative expenses on the basis of $5,000,000, or such 
higher amount, in either case, as the Congress may 
specify. Provisions shall be administered by the Surgeon 
General, who shall consult with a Federal Advisory Coun- 
til consisting of himself as chairman ex-officio and eight 
Members appointed by the Federal Security Adminis- 
trator. 
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H. R. 3851. Mr. Colmer; July 19, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Provides for a surplus Property Administration headed 
by an Administrator appointed by the President, at $12,- 
000 a year, to take the place of the Surplus Property 
Board. 


H. R. 3852. Mr. Mills; July 19, 1945 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 


National Research Foundation Act of 1945—Hstablishes 
as an independent Government agency a National Research 
Foundation to: (a) develop and promote a national policy 
for scientific research and scientific education; (b) initiate 
and support basic scientific research and development in 
the mathematical, physical, and biological sciences through 
contracts, grants, or other forms of assistance, (c) initiate 
and support scientific research and development on matters 
relating to the national defense (also through contracts, 
grants, or other forms of assistance), (d) to discover and 
develop scientific talent, particularly in American youth, 
(e) to grant scholarships and fellowships in the mathe- 
matical, physical, and biological sciences, (f) to foster the 
interchange of scientific information among scientists, and 
(g) to correlate the Foundation’s scientific research and 
scientific programs with those undertaken by public and 
private research groups. To this Foundation shall be 
transferred all functions of the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development, and its constituent committees. 

A 9member board shall be appointed by the President, 
to serve without compensation except for expenses. The 
board shall appoint a director at $15,000 a year. 

Within the Foundation there shall be 5 divisions to carry 
out programs relating respectively to: (1) medical re- 
search, (2) physical sciences, (3) national defense, (4) 
scientific personnel and education, (5) publications and 
scientific collaboration. The board may create other 
divisions. Within each division there shall be a commit- 
tee of at least 5 members, appointed by the board after 
receiving recommendations from the National Academy of 
Sciences. On the committee within the Division of Na- 
tional Defense there shall be two additional members, one 
designated by the Secretary of War and the other by the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

The Foundation shall establish a National Science Re- 
serve, consisting of those who receive fellowships in science 
and medicine from the Foundation. Members of such 
reserve shall be available for call into Government service 
for scientific and technical work in time of war or other 
national emergency. 

Necessary sums are authorized. 

The Foundation shall not, itself, operate any scientific 
or technical facilities of its own. 

H. R. 3853. Mr. Engle of California; July 19, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Appropriates $100,000,000 for grants in aid to colleges 
and universities for the erection of housing for use pri- 
marily by student veterans of World War II and their 
wives and dependent children. 

H. R. 3860. Mr. Randolph; July 20, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


National Research Foundation Act of 1945—Establishes 
as an independent Government agency a National Researeh 
Foundation to: (a) develop and promote a national policy 
for scientific research and scientific education; (b) ini- 
tiate and support basic scientific research and development 
in the mathematical, physical, and biological sciences 
through contracts, grants, or other forms of assistance, (c) 
initiate and support scientific research and development on 
matters relating to the national defense (also through con- 
tracts, grants, or other forms of assistance) ; (d) to dis- 
cover and develop scientific talent, particularly in Ameri- 
can youth; (e) to grant scholarships and followships in 
the mathematical, physical, and biological sciences; (f) to

public and private research groups. To this Foundation 
shall be transferred all functions of the Office of Scientific 
Research and Development, and its constituent committees. 

A 9-member Board shall be appointed by the President, 
to serve without compensation except for expenses. The 
board shall appoint a director at $15,000 a year. 

Within the Foundation there shall be 5 divisions, to 
carry out programs relating respectively to: (1) medical 
research, (2) physical sciences, (3) national defense, (4) 
scientific personnel and education, (5) publications and 
scientific collaboration. The board may create other divi- 
sions. Within each division there shall be a committee of 
at least 5 members, appointed by the board after receiving 
recommendations from the National Academy of Sciences.

H. R. 3861. Mr. Bland; July 20, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Prescribes rules for preventing collisions of vessels 
navigating the harbors and inland waters emptying into 
the Gulf of Mexico from the north bank of the Rio Grande 
to and including the Caloosahatchee River, Florida, up to 
Ortona lock, and navigating the Gulf Intracoastal Water- 
way. 

H. R. 3862. Mr. Cochran; July 20, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for a memorial museum, in St. Louis, commem- 
orative of World War II. 

H. R. 3863. Mr. Fallon; July 20, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Imposes a tax upon imported liquors, wines, beers and 
lubricating oils equivalent to that paid upon similar do- 
mestic products. 

H. R. 3864. Mrs. Norton; July 20, 1945 (Labor). 

Provides for an Under Secretary of Labor and three As- 
sistant Secretaries of Labor, to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent at $10,000 a year. Abolishes the existing offices of 
Assistant Secretary of Labor and Second Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor. 

H. R. 3865. Mr. Peterson of Florida; July 20, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to acquire by 
exchange any non-Federal property within areas admin- 
istered by the National Park Service. 

H. R. 3866. Mr. Jones; July 20, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Provides for payments to holders of adjusted-service 
certificates who did not accept payment in bonds under 
the Adjusted Compensation Payment Act, 1936. 

H. R. 3867. Mr. Randolph; July 20, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Trust companies which are required to make at least 
three reports a year to the Comptroller of the Currency 
under the National Bank Act (U. 8S. C. 12:161) need not 
make and publish annual reports under District of Colum- 
bia Code 26: 318. 

H. R. 3868. Mr. Randolph; July 20, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Veterans may obtain copies of public records of the 
District of Columbia, without payment of any fees, for 
use in presenting claims to the Veterans’-Administration. 
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H. R. 3869. Mr. Randolph; July 20, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Exempts buildings of the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace from the real property tax in the District 
of Columbia. Effective as of December 24, 1942. 

H. R. 3870. Mr. Engle of California; July 20, 1945 (Rivers 
and Harbors). 

Names the dam at the Upper Narrows site on the Yuba 
River the Harry L. Englebright Dam. 

H. R. 3871. Mr. Walter; July 20, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes an additional judge for the District of 
Kansas. 

H. R. 3872. Mr. Randolph; July 20, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Subjects the rolling stock of all railroads operating in 
the District of Columbia to the District of Columbia per- 
sonal property tax, the tax to be computed on the ratio 
between the mileage traveled by the cars in the District 
to the total mileage traveled. 

H. R. 3873. Mr. Randolph; July 20, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). : 

Authorizes conveyance to the State of Maryland of cer- 
tain land for a public road through the District of Colum- 
bia Training School property. 

H. R. 3874. Mr. Bartlett; July 20, 1945 (Territories). 

Authorizes $2,000,000 for a geophysical institute at the 
University of Alaska. 

H. R. 3875. Mr. Bartlett; July 20, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Judges of the District court for Alaska shall hereafter be 
appointed to hold office during good behavior. 

H. R. 3876. Mr. White; July 20, 1945 (Coinage, Weights, 
and Measures). 

Scales operated under the Packers and Stockyards Act 
for weighing livestock for sale and purchase shall be so 
operated that a card or slip shall be made showing the 
name of seller, the name of the buyer, and the number, 
grade, weight, and price of the animals sold and weighed, 
and two copies thereof shall be delivered to the seller. 

H, R. 3887. Mr. Cochran; July 21, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Surplus Property Act of :1945—Establishes a Surplus 
Property Administration as an independent Government 
agency, headed by an Administrator appointed by the 
President at $12,000 a year. Establishes a Surplus Prop- 
erty Advisory Board composed of the heads of various 
Government departments and agencies. In addition to 
making quarterly progress reports to Congress, the Admin- 
istrator shall submit to each House copies of regulations 
which he prescribes. 

No Government agency shall dispose of any surplus Gov- 
ernment-owned plant for the production of synthetic rub- 
ber, or aluminum, which cost the Government $5,000,000 
or more, except pursuant to an option therefor, until six 
morths after a report on the proposed disposition has 
been made to Congress, which may provide by law for 
other disposition. A disposal agency may, however, lease 
any such surplus plant for 5 years. (Provisions of exist- 
ing law relating to disposal of plants apply to a greater 
number of classes of property and to plants which cost 
the Government $1,000,000 or more). 

Former owners of agricultural lands in the United States 
acquired by the Government after July 1, 1940 shall be 
allowed a reasonable time for repurchase at the price 
paid by the Government, except where the value of the 
land has been increased by the Government; otherwise, 
such land shall be sold, as far as practicable, in family 
sized parcels to persons who expect to live upon and culti- 
yate the land. 

Effective for 3 years after the cessation of hostilities, 
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H. R. 3888. Mr. Colmer; July 21, 1945 (Flood Control). 


Authorizes $3,000,000 to rehabilitate and replant oyster 
beds destroyed as a result of opening Bonnet Carre spill- 
way into Lake Ponchartrain, and to make reparation for 
damages. 


H. R. 3889. Mr. Ervin; July 21, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Any power, duty, function, etc., of the President may be 
performed by another Government officer designated by 
the President unless (1) a particular law prohibits such 
action or specifically designates a certain person to act, or 
(2) the exercise of such power, etc., shall be contrary to 
the basic principles of the Constitution. A person per- 
forming such duties for the President shall not continue 
to do so if Congress passes a resolution of disapproval. 


H. R. 3890. Mr. Forand; July 21, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Members of the armed forces shall be granted accumula- 
tive leave at the rate of 244 days for each month of active 
service between September 16, 1940, and 1 year after 
termination of the war. At time of discharge a lump sum 
payment (computed at rate of pay and allowances received 
at that time) shall be made to cover the accumulated ieave. 


H. R. 3891. Mr. Forand; July 21, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


During the reconversion period (fifth Monday after date 
of this enactment to June 30, 1947) the Federal Govern- 
ment shall supplement the unemployment benefits paid 
under State laws through agreements with the States. 
Such agreements, which shall be entered into by the Direc- 
tor of War Mobilization and Reconversion on behalf of the 
United States, shall provide a maximum weekly benefit of 
$25 for those entitled to the maximum benefit under State 
laws, 26 weeks’ compensation in any 1 year, and coverage 
for Federal employees, maritime workers, and agricultural 
processing workers. Compensation payable to Federal 
employees and maritime workers shall be equal to amounts 
payable under the District of Columbia Unemployment 
Compensation Act to persons covered by that act. Agree- 
ments may also provide for coverage of other groups of 
workers not now covered by State laws and for higher 
weekly benefits to all covered workers up to two-thirds of 
the individual's previous weekly earnings, not to exceed 
$25 a week. If a State fails to enter into an agreement, 
or to make the specified payments, the Director shall make 
payments to individuals substantially equivalent to pay- 
ments which would have been made from Federal funds 
had the State entered into an agreement. 

The United States Employment Service may pay trans- 
portation allowances to civilians who have been employed 
in war work from the place of such employment to any 
place at which the Service certifies that job opportunities 
are available. 

A veteran who has had 90 days of active military or 
naval service is eligible for readjustment allowances in 
amounts equal to 52 times his allowance for a week of 
total unemployment. Weekly unemployment allowances 
for veterans are increased from $20 to $25 a week, plus $5 
for one or more dependents. 


H. R. 3892. Mr. Green; July 21, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides for issuance to each honorably discharged mem- 
ber of the armed forces of World War II, in grade not 
above that of major or lieutenant commander, of wearing- 
apparel coupons in amount of $150, the coupons to be ex- 
changeable at registered mercantile establishments for 
wearing apparel of equivalent value at current prices in 
the establishment of the transferee, and redeemable by 
banking institutions in cooperation with the Treasury De- 
partment and the General Accounting Office. Necessary 
appropriations are authorized. Rules and regulations to 
carry out the provisions of the act shall be issued by the 
Secretaries of War and Navy. Forgery, misuse, etc., of 
coupons are penalized. Veterans to whom the coupons are 
issued shall have priority in the right to purchase wearing 
apparel from registered establishments. 
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H. R. 3893. Mr. Hartley; July 21, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes payment to enlisted personnel of the Navy, 
Coast Guard, and Marine Corps, upon discharge, for their 
unused furlough time. 


H. R. 3894. Mr. Hartley; July 21, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes payment to enlisted personnel of the Army, 
upon discharge, for their unused furlough time. 


H. R. 3895. Mr. Ludlow; July 21, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Anyone who shall knowingly and willfully injure, or 
conspire to injure the person or property of a postal em- 
ployee while such employee is performing his oflicial duties 
shall be fined not more than $5,000 and/or imprisoned not 
more than 5 years. 


H. R. 3897. Mr. Bartlett; July 21, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Provides that permanent warrant officers of the Regular 
Army who have held commissions in World Wars I and II 
may retain their commissions at the rank in which they 
were originally activated in World War II, and shall be 
eligible for retirement with the retired pay and allowances 
of the rank held at the time of retirement. 


H. R. 3898. Mr. Bartlett; July 21, 1945 (Territories). 


Admits Alaska to Statehood. The constitution shall be 
republican in form, securing perfect toleration of religious 
sentiment; and the State of Alaska shall assume all debts 
of the Territory, retain all public property, except that 
used by the United States, including Indian lands, school 
lands, ete., and establish a system of public schools. 
Alaska shall be entitled to one Representative, two Sena- 
tors, two United States district judges, one United States 
attorney, one marshal, and one United States judicial 
district. 

H. R. 3899. Mr. Patrick; July 21, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Allows income tax credit for expenses of reconverting 
industrial plants, ete. from wartime to peacetime business, 
for the period ending 3 years after the cessation of 
hostilities. 


H. R. 3900. Mr. Randolph; July 21, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Aliens, employed by a contractor performing secret, 
confidential, or restricted Government work shall not have 
access to the plans or specifications or work under the 
contract, or participate in contract trials, unless written 
consent is given by the head of the Government depart- 
ment concerned. A penalty of not more than $10,000 
and/or imprisonment of not more than 5 yeurs shall be 
imposed for violation of the foregoing provision, or upon 
an alien who obtains emplyment in such work through 
misrepresentation.

Provides for a Surplus Property Administration headed 
by an Administrator appointed by the President, at 
$12,000 a year, to take the place of the Surplus Property 
Board. 

H. R. 3908. Mr. Lesinski; September 5, 1945 (Invalid 
Pensions). . 

Increases pensions to members of the armed forces for 
service-connected disability incurred during peacetime 
service [amending Vet. Reg. No. la, pt. II, par. 11]. 
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H. R. 3909. Mr. Earthman; September 5, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Stops inductions under the Selective Training and Serv- 
ice Act. Provides a 3-year enlistment (or reenlistment) 
for men who are to be discharged, the volunteers to retain 
their present rank and grade and to be granted 30 days 
leave as soon as requirements of the service permit. In- 
creases the base pay of enlisted men and officers of the 
armed forces. Provides an educational program for per- 
sons who enlist or reenlist under this act: (1) equivalent 
to two 9-month high-school terms, (2) equivalent to two 
9-month college terms, and (3) suitable courses in voca- 
tional training. Provides for extension of benefits under 
the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act relating to education, 
loans, employment, and unemployment adjustment allow- 
ances to take into consideration the period of enlistment.

No citizen of the 
United States shall be liable for training and/or service 
in armed forces except by voluntary enlistment [repealing 
U.S. C, 50 App. : 302, 303]. 


H. R. 3914. Mr. Hook; September 5, 1945 (Labor). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act. Raises the 40- 
cent minimum hourly wage rate to 65 cents for the first 
year beginning 120 days after the enactment of this Act, 
70 cents for the second year, and 75 cents thereafter. 
Upon recommendation of an industry advisory committee, 
and after hearing interested parties, the Administrator of 
the Wage and Hour Division may: (1) establish the 75- 
cent minimum for unskilled job classifications in a particu- 
lar industry prior to the time prescribed by this Act, 
and (2) fix minimum rates higher than the 65-75 cent rate 
for job classifications other than unskilled, in order to 
maintain reasonable wage differentials between the mini-

Provides for the release, upon request, of any member 
of the armed forces who is the father of a child born prior 
to September 1, 1942, and with whom he maintains a bona 
fide family relationship in his home. Men so released 
shall be transferred to a reserve component.

Maternal and Child Welfare Act of 1945—Provides for’ 


Federal aid to the States for care of mothers and children, 
in sums totalling $100,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 
1946, and thereafter in amounts sufficient to carry on. 
Authorizations for 1946 are: (1) $50,000,000 for complete 
maternity care including prenatal and postnatal service, 
and for preventive, curative, and corrective services for 
children in home, school, and clinic; (2) $25,000,000 for 
medical care and other services to crippled and otherwise 
handicapped children; (8) $20,000,000 for strengthening 
the public child-welfare services in the States, and for suit- 
able care and protection for children without parental care 
and supervision, designed to curb juvenile delinquency ; 
(4) $5,000,000 for administrative purposes, Allotments 
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made to States under each program shall be matched dollar 
for dollar by the State, except that under the child-welfare 
services program States whose per capita income is less 
than that of the United States shall contribute not less 
than 25 percent of total expenditures nor greater than the 
percentage which bears a ratio to 50 percent as the per 
capita income of the State bears to the United States. 
Other funds shall be allocated on the basis of local medical 
care costs, special maternal and child-health problems, and 
the financial need of the State for help in carrying out its 
program, State plans must provide that there shall be no 
racial or religious discrimination and no residence re- 
quirements.

Mr. Roe of Maryland; September 5, 1945 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 

Terminates daylight saving time as of October 27, 1945 
[repealing 56 Stat. 9]. 

H. R. 3933. Mr. Sabath; September 5, 1945 (Election of 
President, Vice President, and Representatives in 
Congress). 


Miscellaneous amendments to the soldier voting law 
provisions in 58 Stat. 136. Extends provisions to apply to 
all civilians outside the United States who are officially 
attached to and serving with the armed forces. Authorizes 
the United States War Ballot Commission to function at 
any time when the Nation is at war (existing authority 
terminates 6 months after present war). Includes warrant 
officers among those authorized to administer oaths in 
connection with voting. Permits the use of a supplemen- 
tary Federal ballot by a citizen of a State whose Governor 
has, prior to May 1 (now July 15) of the election year, 
certified that the use of such ballot is authorized by the 
State law, and if such citizen states on oath after October 1 
of such year that he has not received a State absentee 
ballot. Recommends that the States (1) cause to be 
printed or stamped across the face of each ballot envelope, 
between horizontal red bars, the words “Official Election

press instructions that the voter may use pencil, pen, 
crayon, or other suitable method in marking his ballot, if 
not in conflict with State laws, and that States whose exist- 
ing laws would be violated by compliance with such an 
instruction cause necessary changes to be made in their 
laws; (4) express voting instructions in simple terms and 
supply preaddressed envelopes for the return of ballots;

Revives the act of April 2, 1941 (55 Stat. 87) authorizing 
a bridge across the Hudson River between Mechanicville 
and Schaghticoke, N. Y. 

H. R. 3951. Mr. May; September 6, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Armed Forces Voluntary Recruitment Act of 1945—Until 
June 30, 1947, enlistments in the Regular Army and Navy 
shall be accepted from male persons over 18. The Secre- 
tary of War shall make a quarterly report to Congress 
on enlistments in the Regular Army under this act. Pro- 
vides for: (1) voluntary retirement after 20 but not more 
than 29 years’ service (persons so retiring are required to 
be examined physically and to serve 2 months’ active duty 
each 4 years), (2) travel allowance of 5 cents a mile for 
those who are discharged after June 1, 1945, and reenlist 
and have been granted a furlough, (3) payments under the 
Mustering-Out Pay Act at time of discharge or release for 
purpose of enlistment in the Regular Army or Navy (ap- 
plicable in cases of enlistments in the Navy after February 
1, 1945, and June 1, 1945, for the Army), (4) enlistment 
allowances based on the highest grade held at time of 
discharge or release from last period of service, (5) elec- 
tion by an enlisted man of the first, second, or third grade 
to receive either a monetary allowance in lieu of quarters 
for dependents or have his dependents receive family allow- 
ance, (6) free postage to members of the armed forces on 
first-class letter mail until December 31, 1947, and (7) 
provides for extension of benefits under the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act relating to education, loans, employ- 
ment, and unemployment adjustment allowances to take 
into consideration the period of enlistment. Strikes out 
from the Pay Readjustment Act the provision limiting the 
effectiveness of the act to war time, as to increased pay 
for sea or foreign duty [amending Public 72, 79th Congress; 


U. 8S. C. 38: 691 (b), (c), 693; 37: 110, 208}. 
H. R. 3952. Mr. Beall; September 6, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Terminates the use tax on motor vehicles as of June 
80, 1946 [amending U. S. C. 26: 38540]. 

H. R. 3953. Mr. Brumbaugh; September 6, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Terminates daylight saving time as of October 1, 1945 
[amending 56 Stat. 9]. 

H. R. 3954. Mr. Flood; September 6, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Reduces the individual income tax by increasing the 
normal tax and the surtax exemptions from $500 to $1,000 
and exemptions for dependents from $500 to $800, and 
amends provisions relating to returns and to declaration

Extends indefinitely the provisions of the Selective 
Training and Service Act relating to the service and health 
certificate, and employment and reemployment rights of 
veterans [amending U. 8. C. 50 App. : 316].

Provides for the burial in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, Va., of the remains of an unknown American 
soldier who lost his life while serving overseas in the 
armed forces during the Second World War.

Federal Printing Control Act of 1945—Establishes in 
the Bureau of the Budget a Division of Printing Control, 
which, with the aid of an advisory committee consisting 
of representatives of Government departments and agen- 
cies, the Government Printing Office, and the Joint Com- 
gressional Committee on Printing, shall establish policies 
and standards for Government printing, binding, and 
blankbook work. Thereafter, all such work shall be se 
cured by executive departments and agencies through the 
Procurement Division of the Treasury Department, which 
shall order the work done by the Government Printing 
Office. When the Government Printing Office cannot com- 
ply with an order because of lack of manpower oF 
printing facilities.the Procurement Division shall enter 
into contracts with private commercial sources upon al 
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open competitive bidding basis. The term “printing” 

shall include pamphlets, books, etc., of a permanent 

character but shall not include official matter reproduced 

by mimeograph, stencil, etc., if no binding, sewing, or 

trimming operations are required in connection therewith.

Authorizes the Federal Housing Administrator to insure 
mortgages in localities where the President finds that 
ari acute shortage of housing exists or impends which 
would affect the opportunity of veterans to find suitable 
housing rather than where such shortage would impede 
war activities.

The principal amount of all obliga- 
tions is limited to $100,000,000 (instead of $1,700,000,000) 
[amending U. S. C. 12: 1736-1743].

Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to appoint boards 
to recommend retirement of Regular Navy and Marine 
officers below the ranks of rear admiral and major gen- 
eral. Navy officers serving in the ranks of rear ad- 
miral or commodore and Marine officers in the ranks of 
major general or brigadier general approved for retire- 
ment by the President upon recommendations of the board 
shall be retired at the highest rank held on active duty 
with retired pay equal to 75 percent of the highest pay 
received on active duty. Officers in the rank of captain 
(Navy) and colonel (Marine Corps) or below shall be 
retired in the highest rank held if performance in such 
rank was satisfactory and if otherwise, in the next lower 
rank and his retired pay shall be at the rate of 244 per- 
cent of the active duty pay of the rank in which retired 
multiplied by the number of years service (not to exceed 
75 percent of active duty pay). The President may dis- 
charge Regular officers who have less than 7 years of

the war). The statutory retirement age in both services 
is lowered from 64 to 62 years for all officers below the 
rank of fleet admirals but retirement of 10 such officers 
may be deferred at the discretion of the President. Pro- 
visions providing for retirement of General officers in the 
Marine Corps to create vacancies (U. 8. C. 34: 384) and 
for retirement at 64 in both services (U. 8. C. 34: 687) 
are repealed.

Increases the permanent enlisted strength of the Reg- 
ular Navy to 500,000 and that of the Regular Marine 
Corps to 20 percent of the Navy’s strength.

H. R. 4103. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; September 18, 1945 
(Appropriations). 

Reduces 1946 appropriations as follows: Civil Service 
Commission, $2,032,000 ; Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, $930,000; Division of Geography, Department of In- 
terior, $20,000; and War Relocation Authority, Depart- 
ment of Interior, $5,000,000. 

H. R. 4104. Mr. Curley; September 18, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Directs the Secretary of War to arrange for the polic- 
ing of Japan and other territory in the Far East by 
Chinese military forces under supervision of the United 
States Army officers. 

H. R. 4105. Mr. Smith of Ohio; September 18, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 

Directs the discharge from the armed forces of every 
member of the armed forces who: (a) has a wife or child 
with whom he maintains a bona fide family relationship 
in his home; (b) has any person wholly dependent on 
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him for support; (c) is 26 years old; (d) has had 
combat service during the period December 7, 1941-—Sep- 
tember 2, 1945, or (e) has had 6 months’ service overseas 
or in Alaska during the foregoing period. Members of 
the Regular Army and Navy are excepted. Not later than 
April 1945 all persons serving with the occupation forces 
in either the European or Pacific area shall be members 
of the Regular Army and Navy. 

H. R. 4106. Mr. Smith of Ohio; September 18, 1945 (Mili- 

tary Affairs). 

Stops inductions under the Selective Training and Sery- 
ice Act. 

H. R. 4107. Mr. Traynor; September 18, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits the importation, and the transportation in 
interstate commerce, of obscene literature, or any matter 
of indecent character. Penalty: Fine of $5,000 and/or 
imprisonment for 5 years. 

H. R. 4108. Mr. Church; September 18, 1945 (Pensions). 

Increases to $100 the monthly pension rate of totally 
disabled veterans of the War with. Spain, the Philippine 
Insurrection, or the China Relief Expedition, who are 6 
years old [amending U. S. C. 38: 365]. 

H. R. 4109. Mrs. Douglas of California; September 18, 1945 
(Immigration and Naturalization). 

Alien Chinese wives of American citizens shall be ad- 
mitted to the United States as nonquota immigrants, re- 
gardless of date of marriage [amending U. 8. C. 8: 212a, 
2138 (c)]. 

H. R. 4110. Mr. Priest; September 18, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Prohibits the admission of any person for training under 
the Nurses Training Act after October 15, 1945, and pro- 
vides that not more than 30,000 student nurses shall be 
admitted under said act between June 30, 1945, and Oc- 
tober 16, 1945 [amending U. 8. C. 50, App. 1460]. 

H. R. 4111. Mr. Stigler; September 18, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Increases membership of Board of Parole from 8 to 5, 
transfers power to appoint members from the Attorney 
General to the President, provides for a chairman at 
$12,000 a year, and increases the annual salary of each 
of the other members from $7,500 to $10,000 [amending 
U. 8S. C. 18: 723a]. ‘ 

H. R. 4124. Mr. Gallagher; September 19, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 

Provides for approval of United States-Canadian agree- 
ment for improvement of the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
Basin, and for the disposition of electric power. 

H. R. 4125. Mr. Rankin; September 19, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Directs the discharge or release from active duty, upon 
request, of any member of the armed forces who: (1) has 
had 18 months’ active service since September 16, 1940; 
(2) has a wife or child with whom he maintains a bona 
fide relationship in his home; (3) has a mother or father 
dependent upon him for chief support; or (4) wishes to 
resume his education or training by enrolling at an educa- 
tional or training institution, if his education and training 
was impeded, etc., by entrance into the service. A person 
who was not over 25 years of age when he entered the 
service shall be deemed to have his education impeded, ete. 
H. R. 4126. Mr. Burch; September 19, 1945 (Military 

Affairs). 

Stops inductions under the Selective Training and 
Service Act for 90 days during which time the Secretaries 
of War and Navy shall conduct surveys to determine the 
number of men now in the armed forces who are willing 
to remain in such forces 6 months or longer after becoming 
elig’ble for discharge or release. The results of such sur 
veys shall be reported to Congress within the 90-day period. 
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H. R. 4127. Mr. Burch; September 19, 1945 (Post Office 
and Post Roads). 


Amends U. S. C. 39: 49 relating to adjustment of claims 
of postmasters and Navy mail clerks for losses by burglary, 
fire, etc., so as to include mail clerks and assistant mail 
derks of the Coast Guard and the Army. Makes the 6 
months’ time limitation for presenting claims inapplicable 
with respect to losses occurring during wartime in cases 
where clerks and postmasters are outside the United States.

Provides for the coinage of a 3-cent piece. 
H. R. 4129. Mr. Manasco; September 19, 1945 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 


Reorganization Act of 1945—The President shall investi- 
gate all Government departments and agencies, determine 


necessary organizational changes, and prepare reorganiza~ 


tional plans and transmit them to Congress. No reorgani- 
zation shall be effective unless the plan is transmitted 
before July 1, 1948. The President may suggest the trans- 
fer, abolition, or consolidation in whole or in part of 
agencies or of their functions. Any plan shall take effect 
60 calendar days after its transmission to Congress if 
within that time both Houses have not passed a concurrent 
resolution stating that Congress does not favor it. No

Fixes a minimum wage rate of 65 cents an hour after 
December 81, 1945. 


H. R. 4131. Mr. Heffernan; September 19, 1945 (Judici-

Designates September 2 as a legal holiday to be known 
as Victory Day. 


H. R. 4132. Mr. Larcade; September 19. 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the discharge or release from active duty of 
members of the armed forces desiring to resume their edu- 
cation or training. Regular officers and men serving under 
enlistment are excepted. 


H. R. 4133. Mr. Lane; September 19, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Any Civil Service employee who retires at any age before 
60, after 30 years’ service, may contribute the 5 percent of 
deductions from his salary yearly and have his annuity 
tfecomputed annually until he arrives at the age of 60, 
at which time his annuity shall be computed under which- 
ever plan he is entitled to by law [amending U. S. C. 
5: 691 (d)]. 


H. R. 4134. Mr. Rankin (by request); September 19, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to pro-

Damages, in the case of a patent infringement, shall be 
general damages which shall compensate for making, using, 
or selling the invention, not less than a reasonable royalty 
therefor, plus interest from time of infringement [amend- 
ing U. 8S. C. 35: 70}. 

H. R. 4144. Mr. Izac; September 20, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Extends the retired pay provision of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942 to officers who retired prior to enactment 
of said Act [amending U. 8. C. 37: 115). 

H. R. 4145. Mr. May; September 20, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Authorizes payment for accumulated and accrued annual 
leave to persons whose civilian appointments were termi- 
nated pursuant to the act of December 22, 1942 (56 Stat. 
1072), which ‘provided for ineluding female dietetic and 
physical therapy personnel in the Medical Department of 
the Army during the war and 6 months thereafter. 


H. R. 4146. Mr. McGlinchey; September 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Directs the discharge from the armed forces of all men 
with two or more dependents. Officers of the Regular 
Army and Navy and persons serving a contract period of 
enlistment are excepted. 

H. R. 4147, Mr. Traynor; September 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Establishes in the Medical Department of the Army a 
Chiropody (Podiatry) Corps consisting of 25 commis- 
sioned officers of the same grade and proportionately dis- 
tributed among such grades as provided for the Dental 
Corps, including the right to retirement. Appointees shall 
be between the ages of 23 and 32 years, be graduates of a 
recognized chiropody and/or podiatry college, and shall 
have been engaged in practice for at least 2 years; they 
shall hold the rank of first lieutenant with automatic pro- 
motion to captain after 3 years’ service, to major after 12 
years’ service, and to Jieutenant colonel after: 20 years’ 
service. Provision is also made for a Chiropody (Podi- 
atry) Corps Reserve. 

H. R. 4148. Mr. Dickstein; September 20, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 


Citizens born in the Canal Zone or Panama on or after 
February 26, 1904, may apply for certificates of citizenship, 
take their oath of allegiance in the Canal Zone, and be 
awarded the certificates even though they are on the 
Isthmus of Panama at the time [amending U. S.C. 8: 739]. 


H. R. 4149. Mr. Dickstein; September 20, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 

Eliminates the registration requirement, in connection 
with naturalization, for aliens not subject to deportation 
who entered the United States prior to July 1, 1924 [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 8: 728-30, 732 (c), 742 (b) ; 746 (1) repealed]. 
H. R. 4150. Mr. Celler; September 20, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Contract Settlement Act (U. 8S. C. 41:101- 
125) to provide severance pay fo employees whose em- 
ployment has terminated by reasc.. of cancellation or ter- 
mination of Government war contracts. Such pay, based 
on all periods of employment for war contractors, shall be: 
3 to 6 months’ employment, 1 week’s pay ; 6 months to one 
year’s employment, 2 weeks’ pay ; 1 to 2 years’ employment, 
4 weeks’ pay ; and over 2 years’ employment, 8 weeks’ pay. 
The severance pay for 1 week shall be the basic hourly wage

elsewhere [amending U. S. C. 16: 581g). 

H. R. 4155. Mr. Folger; September 24, 1945 (Military

armed forces who (1) is under 21 years of age, (2) has 
a wife and child, to whom he bears a bona fide relationship 
in his home, or (3) is 35 years old. Also prohibits further 
inductions of these classes. 

H. R. 4156. Mr. Hoch; September 24, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Authoriges the immediate discharge frem the armed 
forces of members thereof who were, for 30 days or more, 
in enemy custody as prisoners of war. Regular officers and 
men serving under an enlistment contracted after release 
from imprisonment are excepted. 

H. R. 4157. Mr. Lyle; September 24, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes preservation as a national memorial of the 
aircraft carrier Enterprise as a tribute to men of the 
United States Navy in World War II. 

H. R. 4158. Mr. McConnell; September 24, 1945 (Public 
Buildings and Grounds). 

Authorizes conveyance to Montgomery County, Pa., of a 
parcel of land on which the Norristown Post Office is lo- 
cated, as a site for an additional annex to the courthouse. 
H. R. 4159. Mr. O’Toole; September 24, 1945 (Civil Serv- 

ice). 

Provides a 25-percent increase in the basic rates of com- 
pensation of officers and employees of the Federal Govern- 
ment [amending 59 Stat. 295]. 

H. R. 4160. Mr. Reed of Illinois; September 24, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Provides for appointment, reappointment, and removal 
of referees in bankruptcy. Conciliation commissioners 
and special masters may qualify as referees. Part-time 
referees may be either conciliation commissioners or super- 
vising conciliation commissioners. Grants salaries from 
$3,000 to $10,000 per annum for full time and not more than 
$2,500 per annum for part-time referees. They shall not be 
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directly or indirectly interested in any property or pro 
ceeding concerned, nor shall they be relatives of judges of 
the district wherein they are appointed. All referees in 
bankruptcy and all employees in their offices shall be 
deemed to be oflicers and employees of the judicial branch 
of the Government within the meaning of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act. Provides for filling vacancies and for 
handling fees for petition, plans, etc. [amending U. S. ©, 
Title 11]. 

H. R. 4161. Mr. Rogers of Florida; September 24, 194 

(Military Affairs). : 

No veteran of World War II shall be denied mustering- 
out payment on account of being under age for service in 
the armed forces. Retroactive. 

H. R. 4162. Mr. Walter; September 24, 1945 (Judiciary),

(Judiciary). 

Prohibits aliens from voting or acting as officers or 
agents in any organization engaged in interstate commerce, 
or in any labor organization and prohibits persons who 
have been convicted of a felony from acting as officers or 
agents of such organizations. Violations shall be punish- 
able by fines up to $1,000 and/or imprisonment up to 6 
months. Also prohibits any such organization from per- 
mitting an individual to violate the foregoing provisions, 
upon penalty of a fine not to exceed $5,000.

Government Corporation Liquidation Act of 1945—Pro- 
vides for the liquidation of certain Government corpora 
tions. 

H. R. 4170. Mr. Stigler; September 24, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Dispenses with the maximum income requirements neces 
sary to establish eligibility for pensions for widows and 
children of veterans of World War I [amending U. 8. @ 
38: 503 (c)]. 
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H. R. 4177. Mr. Kunkel; September 25, 1945 (Banking 
and Currency). ° 

The Price Administrator may not institute an action 
under the Emergency Price Control Act for a violation of 
maximum price regulations, orders, ete., which (1) arises 
from the selling of a commodity at a price later permitted 
to be charged ; (2) arose because the seller acted with the 
advice of the Administrator or his agent; (3) arose by 
virtue of an interpretation of the regulation, order, etc., 
with which the seller was not provided until after 
the violation; (4) is a violation which the Administrator 
or his agent could have discovered with the application of 
reasonable diligence; or (5) did not occur in a deliberate 
effort to violate a regulation, ete., of which the seller had 
knowledge or reasonable opportunity to acquire knowledge 
{amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 925 (e)]. 

H. R. 4178. Mr. Lyle; September 25, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Allows veterans of World War II an exclusion from 
gross income (for income tax purposes) at the rate of $125 
per month for that number of months after discharge as is 
equal to the number of months active duty performed after 
September 15, 1940, and prior to the end of the war or 
the first period of enlistment contracted after May 31, 
1945, whichever is later. Applicable to taxable years 
beginning after December 31, 1940. 

H. R. 4179. Mr, Miller of California; September 25, 1945 
(Immigration and Naturalization). 

Alien Chinese wives of American citizens shall be ad- 
mitted to the United States as nonquota immigrants re- 
gardless of date of marriage [amending U. S. C. 8: 212a, 
218 (c)}. 

H. R. 4180. Mr. Sumners of Texas; September 25, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

The provision punishing larceny in interstate or foreign 
commerce is broadened to include: (1) breaking and en- 
tering vessels, aircraft, motortrucks, and wagons or other 
vehicles (as well as railroad cars) with intent to commit 
larcency; (2) embezzlement (as well as theft, etc.) of 
money, baggage, goods, or property (now chattels) from 
the types of carriers now specified in the law, to which 
are added aircraft, airports, aircraft terminals, and air- 
navigation facilities; (3) embezzlement by employees of 
funds accruing from transportation and unlawfully con- 
verting such funds to their own use [amending U. S. 18: 
409-411]. 

H. R. 4181. Mr. LaFollette; September 25, 1945 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 

Full Employment Act of 1945—The President shall 
transmit to the Congress at the beginning of each regu- 
lar session a National Production and Employment Bud- 
get setting forth for the ensuing fiscal year or for 
such longer period as he may deem appropriate: (1) 
the estimated size of the labor force, including the 
self-employed in industry and agriculture; (2) the esti- 
Mated aggregate volume of investment and expendi- 
ture by private enterprises, consumers, State and local 
governments, and the Federal Government, required to 
produce the full employment volume of production, i. e., 
such volume of the gross national product at the expected 
level of prices, as will be necessary to provide employ- 
ment opportunities under fair employment standards and 
Practices for such labor force, and (3) the estimated ag- 
gregate volume of prospective investment and expenditure, 
private and governmental. 


The extent, if any, by which the estimated aggregate 
Yolume of prospective investment and expenditure is less 
than the estimated aggregate volume required to assyre 
a full employment volume of production and services shall 
be regarded as a prospective deficiency in the National 
Budget, and when there is a prospective deficiency, the 
President shall recommend a general program for en- 
COuraging such increased non-Federal investment and ex- 
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penditure, particularly investment and expenditure which 
will promote employment opportunities by private enter- 
prise, as will prevent such deficiency to the greatest pos- 
sible extent. To the extent, if any, that increased non- 
Federal investment and expenditure are deemed insuffi- 
cient to provide a full employment volume of production 
and services, the President shall transmit a general pro- 
gram for Federal investment and expenditure to assure 
such yolume. Any programs calling for the construction 
of public works by the Federal Government shall provide 
for the performance of construction work by private con- 
cerns under contracts awarded in accordance with appli- 
cable laws which will insure that the work will be done 
under fair labor employment standards and practices 
except in special instances, 

If the estimated aggregate volume of prospective invest- 
ment and expenditure for any period is more than the 
estimated aggregate volume required to assure a full em- 
ployment volume of production and services, the Presi- 
dent shall recommend a general program to prevent 
inflation, ete. 

The programs recommended by the President shall in- 
clude measures necessary to prevent monopolistic 
practices, 

The National Budget shall include a report. on the vol- 
ume of goods by accepted categories produced and the 
services rendered, and the distribution of the national 
income, for the preceding fiscal year or for a longer period 
in the discretion of the President, together with an evalu- 
ation of the effect upon the national income of the 
programs set. forth, 

The President may establish advisory boards or com- 
mittees representing industry, agriculture, labor, and 
State and local governments, and others. 

A congressional joint committee on the National Budget 
shall study the Budget transmitted by the President and 
shall report to each House not later than March 1 of each 
year its findings and recommendations with respect there- 
to, together with a joint resolution setting forth a general 
policy for the ensuing year. 

Trade secrets are protected. 

In the interest of a study of full employment under 
fair labor employment standards and practices, and of the 
effect upon such full employment of the operation of in- 
dustrial plants by workers’ cooperatives or of Govern- 
ment ownership and operation, as compared with the 
method of private-employer ownership and employee work- 
ers, and of the relative efficiency of such means of opera- 
tion the President shall withhold from sale as surplus two 
Government-owned war plants. One of the two plants 
shall be sold or leased to a workers’ cooperative, the 
terms of sale or lease to be submitted to the Congress 
with the first National Budget for approval or alteration. 
A plan shall be prepared by a Government agency (upon 
order of the President) for Government operation of the 
other plant for the purpose of producing consumer goods 
under conditions that will constitute fair competition with 
private industries, and this plan shall also be submitted to 
Congress with the first National Budget. 

Fair labor employment and standards are defined as 
meaning employment subject and pursuant to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act and the Walsh-Healey Act and amend- 
atory or supplementary acts, and under labor practices 
under which no person shall be denied the right to work 
at any job which he is qualified to perform by reason of 
his skill or hold by reason of his character habits, because 
of race, creed, color, national origin, or ancestry. 

H. R. 4182. Mr. Patterson; September 25, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

Provides a 20-percent increase in the basic rates of com 
pensation of officers and employees of the Federal Govern- 
ment [amending 59 Stat. 295]. 
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H. R. 4183. Mr. McDonough; September 25, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 


Any commissioned Army officer of World War I who was 
discharged under the War Department Appropriation Act 
of June 30, 1922, who had, at the time of his discharge, a 
disability resulting from service-incurred injury or disease, 
and who is rated as 30 percent permanently disabled as the 
result thereof, shall be placed on the retired list with the 
grade held when discharged and receive retired pay of 75 
percent of his active duty pay at that time, in lieu of all 
disability compensation. 


H. R. 4184. Mr. Dingell; September 25, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 
Establishes an additional 
Academy in Colorado. 


H. R. 4185. Mr. Bell; September 25, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Philippine Trade Act of 1945—For 20 years, beginning 
January 1, 1946, trade relations with the Philippine Islands 
shall be governed by the provisions of title II1, § 301, of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, except as hereinafter provided. 

Quotas on imports into the United States or withdrawals 
from warehouses for consumption in any calendar year 
shall be as follows: (1) sugar, 850,000 long tons, not more 
than 50,000 long tons of which shall be refined sugars; (2) 
cordage, 6,000,000 pounds, net commercial weight; (3) 
coconut oil, 200,000 long tons, net commercial weight; (4) 
cigars and cigarettes, 200 million; (5) scrap tobacco and 
stemmed and unfilled filler tobacco, 6,500,000 pounds, net 
commercial weight; (6) pearl or shell buttons, 850,000 
gross; (7) Philippine embroideries, the same number of 
pounds as in 1940. Provisions are made for allocation of 
all the foregoing products to Philippine producers, ex- 
porters, etc. 


On and after January 1, 1948, Congress may establish 
quotas for Philippine articles other than the above, which 
may come into substantial competition with like United 
States articles, if the Tariff Commission finds that the 
cost of producing the Philippine article is 20 percent 
below the cost of production of the United States article, 
no such quota to be less than the amount of the article 
imported during the 12 months preceding the Commis- 
sion’s investigation. 

During the first 9 months of any year, holders of quota 
allotments whose facilities for manufacture, etc., have 
been impaired by war, fire, or any other casualty may 
assign their allotments. 

No processing tax or other internal-revenue tax shall] be 
imposed: (1) by the United States on (a) Philippine 
coconut oil or. coconut oil extracted in the United States 
from Philippine copra which is unfit for food, or (b) 
Manila (abaca) fiber not dressed or manufactured; (2) 
by the United States on imports from the Philippines, or 
by the Philippines on imports from the United States, at 
arate higher than the rate in force on November 30, 1941; 
(3) by either country on its imports into the other for the 
use of the Government of the exporting country. No 
export tax shall be imposed by either country on its ex- 
ports to the other. The Philippine Government shall not 
necord preferential treatment to other countries (as com- 
pared with treatment of the United States) in the matter 
of import duties. 

Citizens and corporations of the United States shall en- 
joy in the Philippine Islands the same rights as to prop- 
erty, residence, and occupation as citizens of the Philip- 
pines. Each country shall accord to citizens of the other 
privileges of immigration and naturalization not less fa- 
vorable than the same privileges which it accords to any 
other nation. A citizen of either country who was domi- 
ciled in the other for 3 years prior to November 30, 1941, 
shall be considered a legal resident of the country in 
which he was domiciled. 


Philippine currency shall be as now provided by law, 
except that for the purpose of computing the ratio of the 
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xchange Standard Fund to Philippine money in cir 
culation and available for circulation, treasury certifi 
cates shall not be included as money in circulation, ete 
Neither Government shall impose any restrictions on 
exchange between the two countries, or impose unusual 
regulations respecting currency and banking. 

The President of the United States is authorized to 
enter into an executive agreement with the President, 
of the Philippines (terminable by either party on 2 years’ 
notice) whereunder trade relations between the two coun- 
tries shal] continue on the same basis as under the above 
provisions after the independence of the Philippines has 
been proclaimed and until January 1, 1967. No third 
country (including Cuba) shall be entitled to any benefits 
granted to the Philippines under this act or under any 
agreement made pursuant to the foregoing authorization, 
If the agreement is not entered into and ratified by the 
Philippine Congress within such time after the inde 
pendence. of the Philippines has been proclaimed as the 
President deems reasonable, or if the agreement is termi- 
nated by either party, the President shall proclaim that 
fact, and thereafter the provisions of this act shall cease 
to be in effect. 

H. R. 4186. Mr. Bell; September 25, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


The proceeds of the excise taxes on coconut and other 
vegetable oils, and of the import taxes on fish, animal 
and vegetable oils (special Philippine funds in the United 
States Treasury) shall, to the extent of any arrears (de 
termined by the Treasurer of the United States) in sink- 
ing-fund payments required to be made by the Philippine 
Government for the retirement of bonds, be immediately 
paid into the general funds of the Treasury of the 
Philippines. 

H. R. 4188. Mr. Beckworth; September 26, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Extends the benefits of the Mustering-Out Payment Act 
to veterans discharged or released from active duty be- 
tween September 16, 1940, and December 7, 1941. Also 
extends time for making applications for mustering-out 
payments to 2 years after enactment of this bill [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 88: 691la (a), 691c]. 

H. R. 4189. Mr. Beckworth; September 26, 1945 (World 
War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Extends for 3 years the time within which veterans 
may apply for educational, loan, and unemployment bene 
fits of the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act. The periods 
for which educational and unemployment benefits may 
he received are extended 3 and 5 years, respectively. 
With respect to loan benefits, applications therefor may 
not be made later than 10 (now 5) years after termina- 
tion of the war [amending U. 8. C. 38: 694, 696; Veterans 
Regulation No. 1 (a), part VIIT}. 

H. R. 4190. Mr. Gavin; September 26, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Permits the Pennsylvania Railroad Company to construct 
and operate a bridge across the Allegheny River at or near 
Warren, Pa. 

H. R. 4191. Mr. Mason; September 26, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

Extends from January 13, 1941, to January 13, 1947, 
the time within which an American citizen, who has ac 
quired foreign nationality through the naturalization of his 
parent or parents and who is abroad and has not volun- 
tarily expatriated himself, may return to the United States, 
take up permanent residence therein, and thereafter be 
deemed to have elected to be a citizen thereof [amending 
U. S. C. 8: 801 (a)]. 

H. R. 4195. Mr. D’Ewart; September 27, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). . 

Fixes $45,000 as the charge against non-Indian owned 

lands for construction of the Crow irrigation project in 
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Montana, exclusive of the Willow Creek Storage Works. 

No further construction work on the Crow Indian Res- 
ervation shall be undertaken by the United States without 
the prior consent of the Crow tribe, the irrigation district 
or districts affected, the Congress of the United States, 
and without the prior execution of repayment contracts 
by the non-Indian water users, or irrigation districts. 


H. R. 4196. Mr. D’Ewart; September 27, 1945 (Indian 
Affairs). 


Removes all restrictions on property of Indians who 
serve in the armed forces in time of war. 


H. R. 4197. Mr. Miller of Nebraska; September 27, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 
Terminates rationing of beef. 


H. R. 4198. Mr. Vinson; September 27, 
Affairs). 


Makes the provisions of U. S. C. 34: 854b providing for 
the transfer of enlisted men of the Regular Navy or Naval 
Reserve to the Fleet Reserve applicable with respect to 
(1) persons enlisting in the Regular Navy after July 1, 
1925, and prior to 120 days after the date of this act, or 
(2) persons discharged between those dates who reenlist 
within 3 months after discharge. After transfer their 
pay (except when on active duty) shall be 24% percent of 
their base pay at time of transfer plus all permanent addi- 
tions multiplied by the number of years’ service (not to 
exceed 75 percent of active-duty pay). Enlisted men trans- 
ferred after 16 or 20 years’ service to the Fleet Reserve or 
retired list of the Regular Navy who performed active 
duty between September 8, 1939, and December 7, 1941, 
shall be entitled to compute such service toward retainer 
or retired pay on resumption of inactive status, Enlisted 
men (now only officers) retired by reason of physical dis- 
ability incurred while serving under a temporary appoint- 
ment at a higher rank shall be advanced on the retired 
list to such higher rank at 75 percent of the active-duty 
pay thereof. The provision suspending enlistment allow- 
ances during war or national emergency for enlisted men 
of the Marine Corps, Coast Guard, and Navy (U. S. C. 
37: 110) is repealed. Officers and enlisted men of the 
Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve who while on 
active duty were temporarily advanced to a higher rank 
Shall revert to their permanent rank upon the termination 
of their temporary status but when placed on inactive duty 
it shall be with the highest rank held on active duty 
See aans U.S. C. 384: 350g (c), 350g (e), 350i, 854b, 854e; 

: 110). 


H. R. 4199. Mr. Vinson; September 27, 1945 (Civil Serv- 
ice). 


Civil Service Retirement Extension Act of 1945—Ex- 
tends the Civil Service Retirement Act to elective and 
appointive Federal officers. Elective officers who wish to 
be covered must give notice to that effect: (1) within 
6 months of the date of this act if serving on such date, 
or (2) within 6 months of taking the oath of office if not 
serving on the date of this act. Credit for service as an 
elective officer or as a department head may be allowed, 
notwithstanding failure to make deposit therefor, if a 
deposit of at least $2,500 is made before retirement, but 
the annuity shall be reduced by the amount which the 
deposits not made would purchase, unless the ofticer or 
employee elects to eliminate the service for which deposit 
was not made from his service credit [amending U. 8. C. 
5: 698, T36b). 

H. R. 4200. Mr. Patman; September 27, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

In computing the net income of a chain store operating 
at a loss in any year, the amounts which under other cir- 
cumstances would be deductible shall not be allowed as 


deductions and the amounts includible in gross income 
shall be excluded therefrom. 


1945 (Naval 
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H. R. 4201. Mr. Patman; September 27, 1945 (Judiciary). 


After 60 days from date of this act a seller shall not 
sell any commodity at a price or discount, by reason of 
quantities sold, seasonal orders, or any other reason, 
unless he makes such price or discount known and avail- 
able to all custdmers alike [amending U. 8. C. 15:13 (a)}. 


H. R. 4202. Mr. Doyle; September 27, 1945 (Public Build- 
ings and Grounds). 


Emergency Child-Care Act of 1945—Authorizes $5,000,- 
000 for the fiscal year 1946 ($4,000,000 to the Office of 
Education and $1,000,000 to the Children’s Bureau) for the 
development of cooperative programs with the State de- 
partments of education and welfare to meet the emergency 
needs caused by termination of wartime child-care services 
(not more than 1% percent for administrative expenses). 
State plans must be submitted to the Office of Education 
and the Children’s Bureau. 


H. R. 4203. Mr. De Lacy; September 27, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Extends the benefits of the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act to widows of persons whose deaths result from service- 
connected injuries or disease sustained between September 
16, 1940, and the end of the war. No widow shall receive 
benefits after remarriage but such remarriage shall not 
affect the guaranty of any loan made prior to remarriage. 


H. R. 4204. Mr. Kearney; September 27, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Broadens the law relating to the unlawful wearing, 
manufacture, or sale of Congressionally authorized medals, 
ete., awarded by the War Department so as to include such 
medals awarded by the Navy Department and to specifi- 
cally include veterans’ discharge buttons awarded by the 
War or Navy Departments [amending U. 8. C. 10 : 1425). 


H. R. 4205. Mr. Roe of New York; September 27, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Fixes a fine of $250 and/or imprisonment for 6 months 
for the unauthorized wearing, manufacturing, or sale of 
the veterans’ discharge button [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 
1425]. 

H. R. 4206. Mr. Schwabe of Oklahoma; September 27, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 


Increases the basic estate tax exemption in the case of 
members of the armed forces who died in active service 
during the present war from $100,000 to $200,000. 


H. R. 4207. Mr. Vinson; September 27, 1945 (Naval 
Affairs). 


Members of the naval forces who are not entitled to 
accumulated leave credit under other laws and regulations 
shall be entitled to such leave credit at the rate of 2% days 
per month for service performed from date of beginning 
of their active service or September 16, 1940, whichever is 
later, and ending on date of separation from service or 
1 year after termination of hostilities of present war, 
whichever is earlier. At the end of the period of service a 
lump sum payment may be made to cover accumulated 
leave not in excess of 120 days. Payments shall be based 
on pay and allowances for quarters and subsistence at 
time of separation from service, or, if the leave was 
accumulated during more than one status, then on pay 
and allowances received at the time of termination of 
active service in each status. 


H. R. 4218. Mr. Mansfield of Montana; October 1, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Provides for lump-sum payments, in addition to pen- 
sions, to disabled veterans who, as a result of service- 
incurred disability are totally blind or have lost limbs— 
$2,000 for blindness and $1,000 for each limb lost. 
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H. R. 4219. Mr. Beckworth; October 1, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Directs the Secretaries of War and Navy, wherever 
practicable, to furnish such transportation and housing 
facilities for the immediate family of a member of the 
armed forees on duty outside the United*States as will 
enable them to reside at or conveniently near the place 
where such member is assigned to duty. 


H. R. 4220. Mr. Biemiller; October 1, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Directs the Navy Department to pay additional com- 
pensation at the hourly rate of 8 cents for time worked 
during regular shifts and 12 cents for time worked outside 
of regular shifts to all persons who were in its employ 
as molders and coremakers under civil service from Octo- 
ber 6, 1941, to September 22, 1944. 

H. R. 4221. Mr. Byrnes of Wisconsin; October 1, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Excludes officers and directors of corporations, who per- 
form nominal services without compensation, in détermin- 
ing whether such corporation is subject to the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act. Retroactive to calendar year 
1936 (inclusive). 

H. R. 4222. Mr. Celler; October 1, 1945 (Labor). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act. Raises the 40- 
eent minimum hourly wage rate to 65 cents for the first 
year beginning 120 days after the enactment of this Act, 
70 cents for the second year, and 75 cents thereafter. 
Upon recommendation of an industry advisory committee, 
and after hearing interested parties, the Administrator 
of the Wage and Hour Division may: (1) establish the 
75-cent minimum for unskilled job classifications in a par- 
ticular industry prior to the time prescribed by this Act, 
and (2) fix minimum rates higher than the 65-75 cent rate 
for job classifications other than unskilled, in order to 
maintain reasonable wage differentials between the mini- 
mum for unskilled labor and the rates for interrelated job 
classifications within the industry. Overtime pay at time 
and a half will be based on the new wage rates, and on 
a 40-hour week. Employment of oppressive child labor 
by an employer engaged in interstate commerce or in the 
preduction of goods for such commerce is prohibited. Cov- 
erage is extended to include seamen and individuals within 
the area of production in handling, storing, canning, etc., 
of agricultural products for market or in making dairy 
products [amending U. S. C. 29: 202, 203, 206-208, 212, 213, 
216]. An action by an employee to recover liability for 
unpaid minimum wages or unpaid overtime compensation 
may be brought within 5 vears after accrual of the liability. 
H. R. 4223. Mr. Clason; October 1, 1945 (Civil Service). 

Provides for retirement, under the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Act, after 25 years of service, irrespective of age, 
and optional retirement after 15 vears of service if 62 years 
of age or over [amending U. S. C. 5: 691 (a) (b) (d), 698 
(b)}. 

H. R. 4224, Mr. Miller of Nebraska; October 1, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 

Limits the size of the Army of the United States, after 
July 1, 1946, to 1,000,000. 


H. R. 4225. Mr. Rankin; October 1, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 


Establishes in the Veterans’ Administration a Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery under a Surgeon General. 
The Department shall include: Office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Nurse Corps, Auxiliary 
Corps, and Reserve Corps. Each corps shall include a 
commissioned Regular Corps _and a Reserve Corps with 
commissioned and noncommissioned personnel. Commis- 
sioned officers of the Regular Corps shall receive the same 
pay and allowances as officers of corresponding grades of 
the Medical Department of the Army, and officers of the 
Reserve Corps shall receive the same pay and allowances 
when on active duty as commissioned oflicers of the Regu- 
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lar Corps. Pay of noncommissioned personnel shall range 
from $1,500 to $3,000 annually. Separation trom the serv- 
ice, retirement, military benefits, uniform allowances and 
injury and death benefits are provided for. In time of 
war the President may declare the Department a part of 
the military force. 


H. R. 4226. Mr. Vinson; October 1, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Provides for a permanent Under Secretary of the Navy. 
H. R. 4227. Mr. Barrett of Pennsylvania; October 1, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Allows credit of one-fourth the number of points needed 
for discharge to members of the armed forces who have 
had a member of their immediate family killed in the war, 
between December 7, 1941, and September 2, 1945. 

H. R. 4228. Mr. Havenner; October 1, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Terminates the 20 percent war tax rate on furs and 
makes the normal rate of 10 percent applicable thereto 
[amending U. 8. C. 26: 1650]. 

H. R. 4229. Mr. Poage, October 1, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for Gold Star Mothers pins to be furnished by 
the Secretaries of War and Navy to mothers of persons 
who die as the result of service in the armed forces in time 
of war. 

H. R. 4230. Mr. Sumners of Texas; October 1, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Provides for additional officers and employees for circuit 
courts of appeals and district courts. 

H. R. 4231. Mr. Sumners of Texas; October 1, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Grants district courts original jurisdiction of prizes 
captured during war and brought into a locality in the 
temporary or permanent possession or occupation of the 
armed forces of the United States. Permits appointment 
of active naval officers as prize commissioners. Author- 
izes the prize courts to adjudicate seized property (taken 
for use of United States) on the basis of an inventory and 
survey and an appropriate undertaking by the United 
States to respond for the value of such property without 
the necessity for appraisement or a deposit of the value 
of the prize [amending U. 8. C. 34: 1137, 1140, 1159]. 

H. R. 4232. Mr. Sumners of Texas; October 1, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Prohibits any circuit or district judge from entertaining 
any application for a writ of habeas corpus to inquire 
into the detention of any person pursuant to a judgment 
of any Federal or State court if it appears that the 
legality of the detention has been determined on a prior 
application for such a writ and the petition presents no 
new ground. Permits the judge who determines an 
application for a writ of habeas corpus, or his successor, 
to grant a rehearing at any time. Regulates habeas 
corpus proceedings in Federal courts. 

H. R. 4233. Mr. Sumners of Texas; October 1, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Denies to Federal circuit or district judges jurisdiction 
to issue a writ of habeas corpus to inquire into the 
validity of the imprisonment of a prisoner held in custody 
pursuant to a conviction of a State court, or to release 
such prisoner in any habeas corpus proceeding if the peti- 
tioner has adequate remedy in the courts of the State. 
Where any prisoner so held, claiming the right to be 
released on the ground that the judgment has been 
obtained in violation of the Constitution or laws of the 
United States, files a petition for writ of habeas corpus 
before a Federal circuit or district judge the judge shall, 
if he finds reasonable grounds therefor, issue the writ 
and provide for a hearing thereon by a special three- 
member court, whose decision shall be reviewable by the 
Supreme Court on writ of certiorari; if he does not find 
reasonable ground for issuing the writ he shall dismiss 
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the petition, from which action appeal shall be to the 
circuit court of appeals upon filing of a certificate of 
probable cause. 

A prisoner in custody pursuant to a conviction of a 
Federal court, claiming the right to be released on the 
ground that judgment has been obtained in violation of 
the Constitution or laws of the United States, or that the 
court was without jurisdiction, or that the sentence was in 
excess of the legal maximum or otherwise open to col- 
lateral attack may apply by motion to the court in which 
judgment was rendered to vacate or set aside the judg- 
ment, notwithstanding the expiration of the term at which 
judgment was rendered. That court shall cause notice 
of the motion to be served on the United States attorney 
and grant prompt hearing thereon, find the facts with 
respect to the issues thereon, and, in accordance with the 
findings, either vacate and set aside the judgment and 
discharge or resentence the prisoner, or grant a new 
trial, or correct the sentence, or deny relief. An appeal 
from an order granting or denying the motion shall lie 
to the circuit court of appeals. No Federal circuit or 
district judge shall entertain an application for writ of 
habeas corpus in behalf of any person who is authorized 
to apply for relief by motion pursuant to the foregoing 
provisions, unless it is not practicable to determine his 
rights to discharge from custody on such a motion because 
of his inability to be present at the hearing thereon, or 
for other reasons.’ When a prisoner has sought relief on 
such a motion and the circuit or district judge concludes 
that it has not been practicable to determine his rights 
thereon, the findings, order, or judgment on the motion 
shall not be asserted as a defense to the prisoner’s appli- 
cation for relief on habeas corpus. 

H. R. 4234. Mr. Rees of Kansas; October 1, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Repeals the motor vehicle use tax as of June 30, 1946 
[amending U. 8S. C. 26: 3540]. 

H. R. 4255. Mr.. Kefauver; October 2, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Longshoremen’s and Harbor Workers’ Com- 
pensation Act to provide that where an injured person re- 
covers from a third person, such recovery shall be deemed 
for the benefit of the employer or the insurance carrier 
and such employer or insurance carrier shall have a lien on 
the proceeds thereof. 

H. R. 4256. Mr. McDonough; October 2, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Permits extension of insurance of Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration loans for such additional periods as may be 
necessary to allow the mortgagees to extend the maturity 
dates of mortgages of ex-service men and women for pe- 
riods equivalent to their periods of service in the armed 
forces [amending U. S. C. 12: 1709 (b) (3)]. 

H. R. 4257. Mr. Rizley; October 2, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Terminates the rationing of beef and pork. 

H. R. 4258. Mr. Roe of Maryland; October 2, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 


Provides for the return of employment services to the 


States. The Social Security Board shall certify (within 
80 days after enactment) to the Secretary of the Treasury 
the amount deemed necessary for the operation of offices 
and activities of the unemployment services for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1946, such amounts shal] be trans- 
ferred to the Board from the War Manpower Commission 
appropriations for 1946. Within 60 days after enactment, 
the Secretary of Labor shal) return al) records and prop- 
erty loaned by the States and transfer all records and 
property used by the United States Employment Service 
hecessary for operation of employment services by the 
States, The United States Employment Service shall, in 
cooperation with the States, continue to perform its func- 
tions with respect to employment services for veterans. 
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H. R. 4259. Mr. Whitten; October 2, 1945 (Flood Control). 
Increases from 25 percent to 100 percent the amount 

paid to States from moneys received by the United States 

on account of certain leases in connection with the Mor- 

ganza and Eudora floodways [amending U. 8. C. 33: 

702a-11}. 

H. R. 4260. Mr. Beall; October 2, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Provides the same exemptions from distraint on wages 
in connection with the collection of Federal taxes as are 
allowed under the applicable State laws [amending U. S. C. 
26: 3691 (a) ]. 

H. R. 4261. Mr. Celler; October 2, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Increases the salaries of the Vice President and the 
Speaker of the House to $25,000 and Members of Congress, 
Delegates from Territories, and Resident Commissioner 
from Puerto Rico to $20,000 [amending U. 8. C. 2: 31, 
3: 44]. Repeals the provision of the Legislative Branch 
Appropriation Act, 1946 (Public Law 85, 79th Congress) 
which allows Representatives, Delegates, and the Resident 
Commissioner from Puerto Rico, $2,500 a year for expenses. 
H. R. 4262. Mr. Johnson of California; October 2, 1945 

(Military Affairs). 

Directs the Secretary of War to cancel War Department 
leases on State fairgrounds, and deliver up possession 
of such grounds, upon request of the Governor of the 
State involved. 

H. R. 4263. Mr. Kefauver; October 2, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Presidential Succession Act of 1945—If both the Presi- 
dent-elect.and the Vice-President-elect fail to qualify, the 
House of Representatives shall select an individual to act 
as President. The same action shall be taken in case of 
the death, resignation, removal from office, or inabili¢y of 
an individual acting as President under the foregoing 
provision and in case of the disqualification or failure to 
qualify of such an individual. If the House does not make 
a selection, or if the individual selected is disqualified or 
has failed to qualify, then a Cabinet member (order of 
succession listed) shall act as President. No individual 
shall act as President under this Act if he is constitu- 
tionally ineligible tothe office of President or if he is 
under impeachment. 

H. R. 4271. Mr. H. Carl Andersen; October 3, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Establishes an import quota on butter. 

H. R. 4272. Mr. Bunker; October 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for court review of judgments of general courts 
martial of the Army imposing death sentences or terms of 
imprisonment exceeding 6 months. 

H. R. 4273. Mr. Bunker; October 3, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for court review of judgments of general courts 
martial of the Navy imposing death sentences or terms of 
imprisonment exceeding 6 months. 

H. R. 4274. Mr. Gordon; October 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for the discharge from the armed forces of 
members thereof who have two or more dependents and 
were inducted prior to the cessation of hostilities with 
Japan. Officers of the Regular Establishments and mem- 
bers serving contract periods of enlistments are excepted. 
H. R. 4275. Mr. Lane; October 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Directs the immediate discharge from the armed forces 
of members thereof who have been awarded the Purple 
Heart or are entitled to that award. Officers of the Regu- 
lar Establishments and certain personnel serving under 
enlistment are excepted. 

H. R. 4276. Mr. Lanham; October 3, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 

Public Buildings Act of 1945—Authorizes the Federal 
Works Administrator to acquire land for public-building 
projects outside the District of Columbia which have been 
previously selected, to have specifications prepared there-

for, and to have work incidental thereto performed, not- 
withstanding appropriations for such work have not been 
made. Makes available for such projects the balances 
of appropriations and contractual authorizations hitherto 
made for their construction, permits cancelation of any 
such projects and the selection of others but limits the 
revised total limit of cost for all such projects to $95,000,- 
000. Authorizes $98,000,000 for new projects selected by 
the Federal Works Administrator (and the Postmaster 
General where his department is involved) from the list 
contained in their revised report of September 25, 1945. 
Authorizes the Federal Works Administrator to construct, 
in and near the District of Columbia, designated public 
buildings under specified total limits of cost. Provision 
is made for surveys by the Commissioner of Public Build- 
ings relative to the most economical and advantageous 
use of space by Government agencies. He shall also con- 
tract for storage space and food service, operate com- 
munication facilities between buildings, have custody of 
equipment, etc. 


H. R. 4277. Mr. LeCompte; October 3, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 
Provides for the discharge of remaining sons in a 


family where one son has lost his life in the armed 
services. 


H. R. 4278. Mr. Ludlow; October 3, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Amends Public 134, 79th Congress, to allow credit for 
periods of past service of postal employees in making as- 
signments to salary grades. 

H. R. 4279. Mr. Lane; October 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes $50,000 for research with respect to the 
cause and cure of hay fever. 


H. R. 4280. Mr. May; October 3, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Atomic Energy Act of 1945—Establishes an Atomic 
Energy Commission of nine members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate. Gives the Com- 
mission plenary supervision and control, so far as the 
jurisdiction of the United States extends, over all sources 
of atomic energy and over all matters connected with 
research on the transmutation of atomic species, the pro- 
duction of nuclear fission, and the release of atomic 
energy and plenary power to set up rules and regula- 
tions for the handling and transmission of data and 
equipment connected with research in the atomic field. 
Authorizes the President to establish necessary advisory 
boards to assist the Commission. Provides for the trans- 
fer of certain Government property to the Commission 
and for the acquisition, etc., of other necessary property by 
the Commission. Contains provisions for disposal of sur- 
plus property, audits, security regulations, penalties, and 
general administrative regulations. 

H. R. 4283. Mr. Randolph; October 4, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Requires that for each new government building erected 
in the District of Columbia accessible parking space shall 
be provided for automobiles of not less than 10 percent 
or more than 20 percent of persons employed in the 
building. 

H. R. 4284. Mr. Case of South Dakota; October 4, 1945 
(interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Provides for the issuance of temporary certificates for 
air transportation (180 days unless extended by 2d War 
Powers Act). 

H. R. 4285. Mr. Springer; October 4, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Makes August 14 of each year a legal holiday to be 
known as World War II Victory Day. 
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H. R. 4286. Mr. Rankin; October 4, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 


Authorizes construction of a new post office at Fulton, 
Miss. 

H. R. 4287. Mr. Rankin; October 4, 1945 (Public Buildings 
and Grounds). 

Authorizes construction of a new post office at Iuka, 
Miss. f 
H. R. 4288. Mr. Manasco; October 4, 1945 (Expenditures 

in the Executive Departments). 

Per diem employees of the Federal Government em- 
ployed intermittently as consultants or experts shall re- 
ceive the regular government travel expenses while away 
from home, including per diem in lieu of subsistence. Per- 
sons serving without compensation or at $1 per year shall 
receive regular travel allowance (not to exceed 3 cents a 
mile for private automobile) and not to exceed $10 per 
diem in lieu of subsistence. 

H. R. 4289. Mr. Traynor; October 4, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 

Provides payment by the United States of premiums 
on all bonds given the United States by Post Office 
employees. 

H. R. 4290. Mr. Hand; October 4, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Directs the discharge of any member of the armed forces 
(except a Regular enlisted man before September 16, 1940, 
one whose service has not been honorable, or an officer 
necessary to the service) who: (1) has seen at least 2 
years’ service since September 16, 1940; (2) has seen 18 
months service overseas; (8) has 12 months combat serv- 
ice; (4) can establish proof of extreme personal or family 
hardship; or (5) because of experience or skill is needed in 
peacetime employment. 

H. R. 4291. Mr. Hand; October 4, 1945 (Ways and Means). 

Terminates the war tax rates on: (1) cabarets, roof 
gardens, ete., (2) jewelry, (3) furs, and (4> toilet prepara- 
tions, reduces the regular rates on the latter three from 
10 to 5 percent, and substitutes a 5 percent tax on luggage 
for the 20 percent war tax thereon. 

H. R. 4292. Mr. Hand; October 4, 1945 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Removes the time limit (January 22, 1947) on loans by 
the Disaster Loan Corporation which are made necessary 
for floods or other catastrophes. Loans to states or politi- 
cal subdivisions shall be for not more than 20 years, with 
interest of not more than 144 percent. 

H. R. 4293. Mr. Weiss; October 4, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the United States Navy Veterans. 

H. R. 4294. Mr. Davis; October 4, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to requisition 
materials and equipment, which constitute surplus prop- 
erty under the Surplus Property Act of 1944, and which 
are suitable for erosion control and soil and water con- 
servation, and are needed in such work. Such equipment 
shall be used on lands administered under Title III of 
the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act (retirement of 
submarginal land), for distribution through the Soil Con- 
servation Service by grant or loan to soil conservation, 
drainage, irrigation, grazing, etc., districts, and for forest- 
fire prevention and forest improvement. 

H. R. 4307. Mr. Gwynne of Iowa; October 5, 1945 (Ju- 
diciary). 

Extends original jurisdiction of bankruptcy courts for 
the composition of indebtedness of local agencies (here- 
tofore limited to taxing agencies) to cover composition 
of indebtedness payable out of income derived from any 
income-producing property. Includes under such agencies, 
incorporated authorities, commission, or similar public 
agencies organized for the purpose of constructing, main- 
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taining, and operating reserve-producing enterprises. Lim- 
its the power of the judge to refer special issues of fact 
to a special master in cases where it will expedite court 
business, and where it appears such issues are necessary. 
As a rule a general reference of a case shall not be made 
to a master. State laws prescribing a method of composi- 
tion of indebtedness of local agencies, and judgments 
entered under such state laws shall not be binding upon a 
creditor unless he consents to the composition [amending 
U. 8S. C. 11: 401-403). ‘ 
H. R. 4308. Mr. De Lacy; October 5, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 
Increases wage board rates of pay for Navy Department 
employees to bring the regular rate of basic compensation 
for a 40-hour week equivalent to the amount which would 
have been received for a 48-hour week if this act had not 
been adopted. 
H. R. 4309. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; October 9, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 


Revenue Act of 1945—-Individual income tares.—Effec- 
tive January 1, 1946, the present surtax exemptions are 
made applicable to the normal tax, thus eliminating the 
normal tax exemption of $500 for each income recipient 
and substituting an exemption of $500 for each taxpayer, 
his spouse and each dependent. Reduces by 4 percentage 
points the rate applicable to each surtax bracket and 
further revises the rates so that generally the reduction 
in surtax and normal tax combined will not be less than 
10 percent. 

Corporate tares.—The excess-profits tax rate shall be 
60 percent (now 85% percent) for the calendar year 1946. 
The corporate surtax rate is reduced 4 percentage points as 
of January 1, 1946. Repeals the capital stock tax begin- 
ning with the tax payable on July 31, 1946. Also repeals 
the declared-value excess-profits tax beginning with the 
related year. 

Excise tares.—Reduees the “war tax rates” to the 1942 
rates effective July 1, 1946. Provides for refunds of the 
additional wartime excise taxes on all floor stocks of dis- 
tilled liquors, held for sale or use on July 1, 1946, and for 
similar refunds on manufacturers excise tax on electric 
light bulbs. The motor vehicle and boat use tax is 
repealed. 

Employment tares.—Continues through 1946 the 1 per- 
cent employment tax for the old age and survivors in- 
surance program. 

H. R. 4310. Mr. Bennett of Missouri; October 9, 1945 (Mili- 
tary Affairs). 

Members of the armed forces during the war service 
period (December 7, 1941, to termination of active service) 
shall be entitled to annual leave at the rate of 24% days a 
month. On discharge or release from active duty a lump 
sum payment (computed at the rate of pay and allowances 
received at that time) shall be made to cover the acumu- 
lated leave. Persons entitled to acumulative leave under 
another law may elect to come under this act. 


H. R. 4311. Mr. Anderson of California; October 9, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Effective with respect to taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1940, all amounts received by members of 
the armed forces as compensation for active service in 
such forces during World War II shall be exempt from 
taxation [amending U. 8S. C. 26:22 (b) (13)]. 


H. R. 4312. Mr. Arends; October 9, 1945 (Labor). 


Brings first processing of buttermilk into dairy products 
within the exceptions to the maximum work week provi- 
sions of the Fair Labor Standards Act [amending U. S. C. 
29: 207 (c)]. 


H. R. 4313. Mr. Butler; October 9, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Directs the discharge of a member of the armed forces 
(except a Regular member serving under an enlistment) 
who has: (1) a wife or child with whom he maintains a 
bona fide relationship in his home; (2) any dependents; 


(3) attained the age of 26; (4) seen combat service; (5) 

served overseas or in Alaska for 6 months; or (6) been on 

active duty for 2 years or more since September 16, 1940. 

H. R. 4314. Mr. Celler; October 9, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Requires that intention to file an application for renewal 
of a broadcast station license shall be advertised in a news- 
paper. Defines “public interest,’ with respect to broad- 
cast matters, as including the interest of all listeners 
within the service area of the broadcast stations concerned, 
and prohibits a finding of public interest in any broadcast 
matter unless the Federal Communications Commission 
finds that excessive use of the station has not been made 
and will not be made for commercial advertising purposes, 
Requires the Commission to fix percentages of sustaining 
time to be allocated without charges for nonprofit pro- 
grams or nonprofit activities, such percentages to be set 
forth as conditions of operation in each station license. 
Directs the Commission to prescribe the form of accounts, 
records, and memoranda to be kept by broadcast stations, 
and requires that all financial reports filed with the Com- 
mission shall be open to public inspection. Prohibits the 
approval of a transfer or assignment of any station li- 
cense if the total considerntion to be paid for broadcast 
property, tangible and intangible, exceeds the fair value 
of the property, which fair value shall be not more than 
double the depreciated cost value of the tangible broadcast 
property transferred or assigned [amending U. 8S. C. 47: 
153, 308, 307, 310). 


H. R. 4315. Mr. Robertson of North Dakota; October 9, 
1945 (Indian Affairs). 


Confers jurisdiction on the State of North Dakota over 
offenses committed by or against Indians on the Devils 
Lake Indian Reservation. 

H. R. 4316. Mr. Talle; October 9, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Makes the education and training provided for by the 
Servicemen'’s Readjustment Act of 1944 available without 
regard to age lamending 58 Stat. 287). 


H. R. 4317. Mr. Vinson; October 9, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Establishes in the Navy Department an Office of Naval 
Research headed by a Chief of Naval Research, appointed 
by the President with the consent of the Senate from 
among line officers of the Navy not below the grade of 
lieutenant commander. The Secretary of the Navy may 
establish a Naval Research Advisory Committee of seven 
civilians preeminent in the fields of science and research. 


H. R. 4318. Mr. Clason; October 9, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Provides for the return of amounts deducted from 
compensation ins all cases where employees have become 
separated from positions within the purview of the Civil 
Service Retirement Act before becoming eligible for re- 
tirement thereunder. The provision of law allowing 
deferred annuities to employees separated from serv- 
ice before becoming eligible for retirement is repealed 
except that persons already receiving such annuities shall 
continue to do so. Provisions retroactive to January 24, 
1942 lamending U. 8S. C. 5: 724 (b); repealing U. 8. C. 
5: 733]. 

H. R. 4319. Mr. Luther A. Johnson; October 9, 1945 (Agri- 
culture). 


Authorizes the transfer of certain land and personal 
property comprising the Mexia Colony project of the 
Farm Security Administration in Limestone County, 
Texas, to the State of Texas for use for the benefit and 
rehabilitation of convalescent or handicapped residents 
of the State. 


H. R. 4320. Mr. Sasscer; October 9, 1945 (Agriculture). 
Continues the farm labor supply program conducted 

pursuant to the Farm Labor Supply Appropriation Act, 

1944 (U. S. C. 50 App. 1351-1355) to December 31, 1946. 
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H. R. 4321. Mr. Welch; October 9, 1945 (Ways and Means). 


Annuity payments under the Canal Zone Retirement 
Act which do not exceed $1,800 a year shall be exempt 
from taxation [amending Canal Zone Code 2: 106]. 


H. R. 4342. Mr. Dickstein; October 10, 1945 (Immigration 


and Naturalization). 

Authorizes service of process in cancellation of natural- 
ization proceedings, upon a naturalized person by a 
United States marshal in any judicial district within the 
United States where he may be found, or by an American 
diplomatic or consular officer in a foreign country [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 8: 788 (b) ]. 


H. R. 4343. Mr. Fernandez; October 10, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 


Provides for the extension to December 31, 1946, of any 
5-year oil and gas leases expiring before December 31, 
1946, which are maintained according to statutory re- 
quirements [amending U. S. C. 30: 226b]. 


H. R. 4344. Mr. Hoffman; October 10, 1945 (Labor). 


Right to Work Act of 1945—Establishes a national 
policy for assuring continuing employment in a free com- 
petitive economy. Provides that whenever interstate or 
foreign commerce shall be obstructed or interfered with 
thereby it shall be unlawful (1) for employees to enter 
upon, or take possession or contro] of property, or inter- 
fere with the use of property against the will of the owner, 
force others to belong to labor organizations, or picket 
so as to interfere with ingress to or egress from a place 
of employment, or for more than four consecutive hours, 
and (2) for employers to interfere with the formation or 
adminstration of labor organizations, discriminate in hir- 
ing, or require joining or refraining from joining a labor 
union. Penalty: of $1,000 and/or 1 year’s imprisonment. 


H. R. 4345. Mr. Hoffman; October 10, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Strikes out the exemption of labor organizations from 
the provisions of the Anti-Racketeering Act [amending 
U. S. C. 18: 420a (a), 420d]. 


H. R. 4346. Mr. Jensen; October 10, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Establishes, after January 1, 1946, an import quota on 
eggs. 
H. R. 4347. Mr. McCormack; October 10, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Limits the retailers’ excise tax on watches, clocks, etc., 
to those externally ornamented with precious or semi- 
precious stones or imitations thereof [amending U. §. ©.

H. R. 4348. Mr. Ludlow; October 10, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Makes penalty provisions for killing a Federal officer 
applicable to persons who kill any officer or employee of 
the Post Office Department (now only post-office inspectors 
are included in the list of Federal officers for the killing 
of whom such penalty applies) [amending U. S. C. 18: 
253]. 

H. R. 4349. Mr. Kelley of Pennsylvania; October 10, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Establishes in the War Department the United States 
Police Force for the occupation of Japan and Germany, 
headed by a Commissioner appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate at an annual salary of $10,000. 
Authorizes the Commissioner to appoint other necessary 
personnel and sets up a pay scale for members of the 
Police Force ranging from $1,700 to $4,500. Contains pro- 
visions for furnishing quarters, rations, etc., to personnel, 
and brings them under the U. S. Employees’ Compensa- 
tion Act, and the Civil Service’ Retirement Act. Directs 
the Commissioner to establish a training school for volun- 
ee who need training to qualify for service in the Police 

orce. 
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H. R. 4350. Mr. Manasco; October 10, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 


Gives authority solely to the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue substitute checks to replace originals which have 
been lost, destroyed, ete. (in certain cases this authority 
may be delegated and/or redelegated by the Secretary). 
Sets up a special deposit account in the name of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to handle the issuance of substitute 
checks. Substitute checks for originals drawn on a de- 
pository outside the United States may be issued by any 
officer designated to do so by the Secretary of the Treasury 
with the concurrence of the head of the department upon 
whose behalf the original was issued. An undertaking of 
indemnity shall not be required for checks not in excess 
of $200 (now for checks less than $50) [amending U. 8. C. 
31: 528; repealing U. S. C. 31: 119). 

H. R. 4351. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; October 10, 1945 


(Post Office and Pest Roads). 

Amends Public Law 134, 79th Congress (relating to com- 
pensation of postal employees) to provide that substitute 
railway postal clerks on the rolls prior to June 30, 1945, 
shall be assigned to the grade that most nearly equaled 
their base pay plus $400. 

H. R. 4362. Mr. Bates of Massachusetts; October 11, 1945 
(Agriculture). 

Abolishes the Parker River National Wildlife Refuge 
in Massachusetts, and directs the restoration to the former 
owners of the land comprising it. 

H. R. 4363. Mr. Dirksen; October 11, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, on the 
advice and recommendation of an advisory board, to 
establish not more than 10 universities for physically 
handicapped veterans of World War II in various sections 
of the country according to (1) the location and popula- 
tion of the veterans’ hospitals and (2) the accessibility 
of industries and housing and of transportation facil- 
ities. Attached to each university shall be a veteran’s 
institute offering precollege courses and facilities. The 
advisory board shall consist of the Surgeon General of 
the Army, the Surgeon General of the Navy, the U. 8. 
Commissioner of Education, the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs, who shall serve as Chairman, and 5 civil- 
ians with experience in the field of education and voca- 
tional education or industry. The Administrator may 
make agreements with industries, oifices, and schools for 
supplemental training, demonstrative work, and co- 
ordinated courses and for the placement of veteran 
trainees; he may, with the advice of the advisory board, 
establish a schedule of allowances for trainees who are 
eligible for this special training which shall be sufficient 
to provide for the veteran and his dependents together 
with necessary hospital facilities, and he shall provide 
motor transportation for the veterans to and from the 
university and institute and to industries with which the 
work is coordinated and to such recreational facilities 
as may be provided. 

H. R. 4364. Mr. Lane; October 11, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Abolishes the Parker River National Wildlife Refuge 
in Missachusetts, and directs the restoration to the 
former owners of the land comprising it. 


H. R. 4365. Mr. Lane; October 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Extends the provisions of the Mustering-Out Payment 
Act to any person who was relieved from active service in 
the armed forces on his own initiative to accept employ- 
ment. The full amount due to an individual under the 
Act shall be paid at time of relief or discharge. Retro- 
active to February 3, 1944 [amending U. S. C. 38: 691a 
(b), 691b (b)]. 


H. R. 4366. Mr. Lewis; October 11, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Makes eligible for immediate discharge from the Navy 
all persons who have served 12 months or more at sea. 
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H. R. 4367. Mr. Lewis; October 11, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Makes eligible for immediate discharge from the Army 
all persons who have served 12 months or more overseas. 


H. R. 4368. Mr. Bloom; October 11, 1945 (Foreign Affairs). 


Extends existing programs for the interchange of per- 
sons, knowledge, and skills between the peoples of the 
United States and the peoples of other American coun- 
tries, the Philippines and Liberia so as to provide for such 
interchange with other countries. Vests power to develop 
the program in the Secretary of State, who may also, in 
connection therewith: (1) make grants of money or prop- 
erty, and, at his discretion, furnish, sell or rent educational 
and informational materials to governmental institutions, 
non-profit organizations, and individuals; (2) use such 
foreign facilities as he deems necessary; (3) rent, pur- 
chase, construct, ,etc., buildings and lands outside the 
United States for libraries, information centers, ete., (4) 
furnish entertainment; (5) provide for exchange of 
funds, (6) employ temporary personnel, and aliens (out- 
side the United States); (7) furnish State Department 
employees having a permanent station in a foreign coun- 
try, for duty under this act, the regular travel and related 
expenses of a foreign service officer; (8) pay expenses 
for meetings of interested societies; (9) use the facilities 
of the Government agencies; (10) accept reimbursements 
for funds expended on any part or all of ajy such pro- 
gram; and (11) create advisory committees. Orders, 
purchases, rental, travel expenses, etc., incidental to the 
exchange of persons may be made without regard to 
existing laws. Necessary appropriations are authorized 
{amending U. 8S. C. 5: 118e]. 

Repeals provisions of law authorizing the President to 
create advisory committees in carrying out certain under- 
takings under tfeaties, resolutions, etc., with the American 
Republics (U.S. C. 22: 502). 

H. R. 4369. Mr. Bennett of Missouri; October 11, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Excise Tax Reduction Act of 1945—Effective the first 
day of the first month which begins at least 10 days from 
date of this act the war tax rates on certain excise taxes 
(U. S. C. 26: 1650) and the tax increase on billiard and 
pool tables and bowling alleys (U. 8S. C. 26: 3268) are 
terminated, the retailers excise tax on luggage (U. S. C. 
26: 1651) shall be reduced from 20 to 10 percent, and the 
present war rate of drawback on distilled spirits used in 
manufacture of certain nonbeverage products (U. S. C. 
26: 3250 (1) (5) shall be terminated [repealing U. S. C. 
26: 1654-55]. 

H. R. 4370. Mr. Norrell; October 11, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


The Surplus Property Act shall not be deemed to author- 
ize (1) the commercial operation by any Government 
agency of any plant declared to be surplus property, or 
(2) the disposal of any such plant upon terms which 
obligate the United States or any Government agency to 
pay losses resulting from or otherwise to subsidize the 
commercial operation of such plant [amending U. 8. C. 
50 App. 1624]. 

H. R. 4376. Mr. Schwabe of Oklahoma; October 15, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Releases from active duty in the armed forces for a 
period of one year members who desire to resume their 
education and training and provides that satisfactory 
evidence of passing grades during such year of release 
shall entitle such members to honorable discharge from the 
service. 


H. R. 4378. Mr. Schwabe of Oklahoma; October 15, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the payment of pension under the World War 
Widow’s and Dependent Children’s Act to a childless 
widow, or a child, of a veteran of World War I or II whose 
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annual income does not exceed $2,500 (now $1,000) 
{amending U. 8. C. 38: 508 (c)]. 


H. R. 4379. Mr. Voorhis of California; October 15, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Encourages employment of veterans with service-con- 
nected disability by authorizing the Veterans’ Administra- 
tor to reimburse the insurer upon death or injury of a 
veteran resulting in liability under State compensation 
laws [amending Vet. Reg. No. 1 (a) ]. 


H. R. 4384. Mr. Barden; October 16, 1945 (Education). 


Vocational Education Act of 1945—Rewrites the Voca- 
tional Education Act of June 8, 1936 (U. 8. C. 20: 15 h-p). 
To provide Federal-aid to the states and territories in 
maintaining adequate vocational education programs there 
is appropriated for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1945, 
and annually thereafter, for training in the fields indi- 
cated: (1) agriculture, $20,000,000; (2) home economics, 
$14,000,000; (3) trades and industry, $14,000,000; (4) vo- 
cational guidance, $3,000,000; (5) public service occupa- 
tions, $1,500,000; (6) office occupations, $4,000,000; (7) 
distributive occupations, $5,200,000; (8) for area yoca- 
tional schools, $16,000,000, and for supervision of industrial 
arts, training, $500,000. Appropriations shall be appor- 
tioned on the basis the total population of a state bears to 
the total of all states except in the case of vocational 
education in agriculture and home economics which shall 
be based on rural population, and in the case of vocational 
education in trades and industry which shall be based on 
nonfarm population. The minimum for each state shall 
be: $90,000 for area vocational schools; $80,000 each for 
training in agriculture, home economics, and in trade and 
industry ; $20,000 each for vocational guidance, distribu- 
tive, office, and public service occupations; and $5,000 for 
industrial arts, States are required to match by state 
and/or local funds, 50 percent of the Federal appropria- 
tions until 1950, thereafter an additional 10 percent an- 
nually until 1956 the states shall match 100 percent of 
such funds. Payments of Federal funds shall be made to 
the state custodian of vocational education funds as desig- - 
nated under the Smith-Hughes Act. Appropriations shall 
be in addition to appropriations made under the Smith- 
Hughes Act, but shall be subject to the same conditions and 
limitations, with certain modifications. Appropriates to 
the Office of Education, for vocational education, annually 
for studies, investigations, etc., $350,000 (this similar to 
provision in the Act of June 8, 1936) and for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1945, and annually thereafter, for 
general administrative and fiscal services, $60,000. 


H. R. 4385. Mr. Farrington; October 16, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Service in the Organized Defense Volunteers, Territory 
of Hawaii, from December 7, 1941, to June 20, 1945, shall 
be considered as service in the armed forces of the United 
States, 


H. R. 4386. Mr. Jackson (by request); October 16, 1945 
(Indian Affairs). 


Facilitates the administration of laws governing Indian 
affairs by authorizing the Secretary of the Interior to 
delegate his powers and duties thereunder to the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs and similarly authorizing the 
Commissioner, under the supervision of the Secretary, to 
delegate such powers and duties to assistant com- 
missioners. 


H. R. 4387. Mr. Lane; October 16, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Makes the provisions of law authorizing lump sum pay- 
ment.to Federal employees for accumulated annual leave, 
upon death or transfer to agencies operating under dif- 
ferent leave systems applicable only with respect to leave 
accumulated on or after September 8, 1939 [amending 
U. S. C. 5:61 b-e]. 
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H. R. 4388. Mr. Lane; October 16, 1945 (Civil Service). 
The provisions of law authorizing lump sum payments 
to Federal employees for accumulated or accrued leave 
upon death or upon transfer to agencies operating under 
different leave systems shall be limited to payment in case 
of deaths or transfers accruing after September 8, 1939 


{amending U. S. C. 5: 61 ¢, 61 da). 
H. R. 4389. Mr. Ploeser; October 16, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Provides for the continuance of reemployment rights 
of veterans after the Selective Training and Service Act 
becomes inoperative. 

H. R. 4390. Mr. Scrivner; October 16, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Provides for the purchase of surplus property by veter- 
ans for their personal use, as well as for business pur- 
poses, etc. Limits the aggregate of sales to any one vet- 
eran to $25,000. Disposal of surplus property to veterans 
shall be given priority next after States and political sub- 
divisions [amending U. S. C. 50 App. 1611 (f), 1625). 

H. R. 4391. Mr. Vinson; October 16, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes temporarily the allowances of leave to offi- 
cers of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard retired 
subsequent to September 8, 1989, and retained on active 
duty, to the same extent as if such officers had not been 
retired. 


H. R. 4392. Mr. Vinson; October 16, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for adjustment between the proper appropria- 
tions, of unpaid balances in the pay accounts of naval per- 
sonnel on the last day of each fiscal year. 


H. R. 4393. Mr. Engle of Californa; October 16, 1945 (War 
Claims). 


Owners of gold mines which were closed or had their 
operations curtailed pursuant to order L-208 of the 
W. P. B., may, after 6 months from date of this act, file 
a claim for losses, including cost of reopening mine. Such 
‘claims shall be certified by an examiner to the Secretary 
of Treasury for payment. Appeal shall lie from any deci- 
sion of the examiner to a United States District Court. 
H. R. 4394. Mr. Shafer; October 16, 1945 (Military 

Affairs). 

Relieves from liability under the Selective Training 
and Service Act persons who completed service in the 
merchant marine. 


H. R. 4395. Mr. Peterson of Florida; October 16, 1945 


(Public Lands). 

Authorizes Federal grants-in-aid to the States in the 
acquisition and development of systems of State parks. 
Moneys appropriated for the purpose shall be apportioned 
as follows: (1) 80 percent on a population basis; (2) 20 
percent on an area basis. No state shall receive less than 
one-half of 1 percent of each years’ allotment. 


H. R. 4407. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; October 17, 1945 
(Appropriations). 


First Supplemental Surplus Appropriation Recission 
Act, 1946—Reduces miscellaneous appropriations and con- 
tract authorizations availab'e for the fiscal year 1946. 
Provisions of law prohibiting the payment of compensation 
to noncitizens shall not apply to Navy personnel during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1946. Except as the Presi- 
dent may direct otherwise, the armed forces shall de- 
mobilize their personnel strength as rapidly as necessary 
to keep within the amounts available for their pay in 
consequence of the provisions of this act. Thirty days 
after enactment the unexnended balances of appropria- 
tions for “Employment Office Facilities and Services” in 
the Labor-Federal Security Appropriation Act, 1946, shall 
be carried to, the surplus fund and covered into the 
Treasury. 
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H. R. 4408. Mr. Harris; October 17, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Notarial acts performed by commissioned officers of the 
armed forces by or for (1) members of the armed forces 
(2) merchant seamen outside the United States and (3) 
persons officially outside the United States in connection 
with war activities shall have the same effect as though 
performed in the District of Columbia. Before being 
admitted in evidence or recorded, instruments acknowl- 
edged hereunder shall be certified by the Secretary of War 
or Navy or a duly authorized representative thereof. 

H. R. 4409. Mr. Mason; October 17, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

With respect to compensation received after December 
31, 1941, an additional $1,500 shall be allowed military and 
naval personnel in computing net income. Lump-sum 
payments of accumulated service pay to released prison- 
ers of war shall be treated for tax purposes as if it had 
been received regularly when earned [amending U. S. C. 
26:22 (b) (138)]). 

H. R. 4410. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; October 17, 
1945 (District of Columbia). 


Empowers the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia to isolate, quarantine, and restrict the movements of 
persons who are or are believed to be affected by or car- 
riers of communicable disease. Authorizes the Health 
Officer to cause the removal of and detention in an institu- 
tion of such persons. Empowers the court to authorize 
the Health Officer to administer treatment to minors. 
Hearings as to detentions shall be private unless a public 
hearing is requested by the person detained [amending 
D. C. C. 6: 118, 119]. 

H. R. 4411. Mr. Vinson; October 17, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

For the effective period of this Act (July 10, 1944 until 
six months after the termination of the war as declared 
by Presidential proclamation or by concurrent resolu- 
tion of the Congress), (1) pay and allowances of the 
Navy Nurse Corps (including the Naval Reserve while 
on active duty) shall be the same as that of the officers 
of the Regular Navy of corresponding rank and length 
of service, full time during which appointments or com- 
missions were held to be credited for pay purposes, and 
dependents’ allowances and benefits to be included after 
October 1, 1944; (2) retirement pay, if retirement is for 
service-incurred disability and if retirement proceedings 
are instituted prior to the expiration of the foregoing 
period, shall be 75 percent of active-duty pay at the time 
when the disability was incurred. Retroactive as to re- 
tirement for service-incurred disability between December 
22, 1942 and the date of this Act. 

H. R. 4412. Mr. Vinson; October 17, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Navy postgraduate school to confer 
masters or doctors degrees in engineering or related fields. 


H. R. 4413. Mr. Vinson; October 17, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Until June 30, 1948, the requirements as to number, 
position, range, or are of visibility of lights to be displayed 
by vessels shall not apply to Navy and Coast Guard ves- 
sels, that by reason of special construction, find it im- 
possible to comply therewith. 


H. R. 4420. Mrs. Douglas of California; October 18, 1945 
(District of Columbia). 

Conditions the tax exemption on Constitution Hall which 
is accorded to the Daughters of the American Revolution 
on their not denying the commercial use or rental of the 
hall by reason of race, creed, color, or national origin. 

H. R. 4421. Mr. Izac; October 18, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Increases the permanent enlisted strength of the Regular 
Navy to 500,000 and that of the Regular Marine Corps to 
20 percent of the Navy’s strength. The number of com- 
nyissioned officers shall equal 8 percent of the enlisted 
strength. The policy of Congress is declared to be that 
there shall be no discrimination against any officers 
regardless of the source from which they received their 
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appointments. The President may appoint to permanent 
warrant grades or (with the consent of the Senate) to 
permanent commissioned grades in the Regular Navy 
and Marine Corps: (1) male officers of the Reserve Corps, 
(2) regular officers without permanent appointments, (3) 
commissioned warrant officers of the regular establish- 
ment with temporary appointments in higher grades, and 
(4) certain other persons who served in World War II 
as officers and were hdnorably separated therefrom. Offi- 
cers appointed hereunder who have unused leave credit 
may, subsequent to appointment, be granted such leave 
without loss of pay or allowances. Provisions made for 
regulating such appointments shall include regulations 
determining precedence in the case of officers permanently 
elevated to their highest active duty rank in World War II. 
Officers receiving permanent appointments in the same 
grade in which they are serving on active duty shall 
retain the precedence then held by them. Conflicting pro- 
visions (27 Stat. 730; 28 Stat. 826; 29 Stat. 97, 361; 38 
Stat. 408: 39 Stat. 572, 575, 576, 612; 40 Stat. 84; 41 Stat. 
137, 830; 52 Stat. 944, 952; 56 Stat. 3) are repealed. 

H. R. 4422. Mr. Kunkel; October 18, 1945 (Military 

Affairs). 

Enlisted personnel of the armed forces during the war- 
service period (December 7, 1941, to 6 months after ter- 
mination of hostilities) shall be entitled to annual leave 
at the rate of 24% days per month. On discharge, or 
release from active duty, a lump-sum payment (computed 
at the rate of pay and allowances received at that time) 
shall be made to cover the accumulated leave. 

H. R. 4423. Mr. Morrison; October 18, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

tecommends that colleges and universities give appro- 
priate credit for work done and educational courses taken 
by individuals while serving in the armed forces. 

H. R. 4424. Mr. Sheridan; October 18,. 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Repeals the provisions of the War Labor Dispute Act 
(U. S. C. 50 App. 1508) requiring notice of threatened 
strikes and in certain cases secret strike ballots. 

H. R. 4425. Mr. Traynor; October 18, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Directs the discharge of physicians, dentists, and 
veterinarians serving in the armed forces as commissioned 
officers who (1) have served 2 years since September 16, 
1940, and have reached the age of 36, (2) have served 
overseas One year or more, or (3) were prisoners of war 
for 30 days or more during World War II. 

H. R. 4426. Mr. Wickersham; October 18, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Allows veterans to exclude from gross income (for in- 
come tax purposes) up to $3,000 of their earnings in the 
first year after discharge. In the case of veterans with 
overseas services the same exemption shall continue for 
the number of years overseas service. 

H. R. 4427. Mr. Wickersham; October 18, 1945 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 


Grants members of the armed forces the same prefer- 
ence as are granted to veterans in the purchase of surplus 
property [amending U. S. C. 50 App. 1682 (f), (g)]. 

H. R. 4428. Mr. Spence; October 18, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Specifies that after June 30, 1945, the dividends paid by 
the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation on 
its capital stock shall be at a rate equal to the average 
interest rate on the bonds of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation outstanding during the period with respect 
to which such dividends are paid or accumulate. Pre- 
mium rates of the Feedral Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation are reduced from one-eighth to one-twelfth of 
1 percent. Insured institutions charged in excess of one- 
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twelfth of 1 percent after June 30, 1945, shall receive credit 

for such excess payment upon future premiums [amending 

U. 8. C. 12: 1725, 1727]. 

H. R. 4429. Mr. Bartlett; October 18, 1945 (Mines and 
Mining). 

Extends for 1 year the suspension of annual assessment 
work on mining claims in the United States and Alaska 
[amending U. 8. C. 30: 28a note}. 

H. R. 4430. Mr. Celler; October 18, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Repeals the Act to incorporate the National Society of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution. 


H. R. 4431. Mr. Chenoweth; October 18, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Terminates the Selective Service Act, with the exception 
of a few provisions, and transfers functions of the Director 
of Selective Service to the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs. 

H. R. 4432. Mr. Corbett; October 18, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Authorizes disposal agencies under the Surplus Prop- 
erty Act to lend or donate surplus camping or sports equip- 
ment, to Boy and Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls, Boys’ Clubs 
of America, National Boards of the Y. M. C. A. and the 
Y. W. C. A., National Federation of Settlements, National 
Jewish Welfare Board, Associated Youth Serving Organi- 
zations, to certain other boys’ clubs and girls’ clubs, and 
to veterans’ organization [amending U. 8. C. 10: 1259). 
H. R. 4433. Mr. Grant of Alabama; October 18, 1945 

(Naval Affairs). 


Provides for the conveyance of Fort Morgan military 
reservation to the State of Alabama for use as a public 
park. 

H. R. 4434. Mr. Edwin Arthur Hall; October 18, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Directs the discharge from the armed forces, upon appli- 
cation, and as rapidly as discharge facilities will permit, 
of every person who has a wife and child with whom he 
maintains a bona fide family relationship in his home. 


H. R. 4435. Mr. Lemke; October 18, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Establishes the Theodore Roosevelt National Park in 
North Dakota and authorizes erection of a monument to 
Theodore Roosevelt in Medora, N. Dak. 


H. R. 4436. Mr. Patterson; October 18, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Conditions the tax exemption on Constitution Hall which 
is accorded to the Daughters of the American Revolution 
on their not denying the commercial use or rental of the 
Hall by reason of race, creed, color, or national origin. 


H. R. 4437. Mr. Ramspeck; October 18, 1945 (Labor). 


Requires that public employment offices shall be re- 
turned to State operation on or before June 30, 1947. 
Returns to the Department of Labor all functions of the 
United States Employment Service transferred to the 
Social Security Board by Reorganization Plan No. 1, and 
to the Secretary of Labor all functions relating to the 
United States Employment Service transferred to the 
Federal Security Administration [amending U. 8. C. 
5: 133t note]. 

Amends the Act which provided for the establishment 
of a national employment system and for cooperation 
with the States in the promotion thereof, as follows: (1) 
the Director of the United States Employment Service 
shall be appointed by the Secretary.of Labor at an annual 
salary of $10,000; (2) officers and employees of the Serv- 
ice are brought under the civil-service laws and the 
Classification Act; (3) provision is made for additional 
special service programs, cooperation between public em- 
ployment services and unemployment compensation pro- 
grams, and cooperation with State, local, and private 
agencies in the promotion of employment programs; (4) 
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the Service is required to aid in assuring the free move- 
ment of workers seeking employment; (5) Puerto Rico 
is brought under the provisions of the Act; (6) appor- 
tionment of funds to the States for the maintenance of 
public employment office systems shall be not only on the 
basis of population of the State, but also on (a) the basis 
of the number of persons who will be served, (b) an 
estimate of the cost of efficient administration of the 
State system, and (c) such other factors as the Secretary 
of Labor deems relevant; (7) personnel standards of 
cooperating State agencies must be on a merit basis; (8) 
in any fiscal year a State-wide system of public employ- 
ment offices under the control of the Secretary of Labor 
may be established in a State which has no public em- 
ployment service or is not eligible for funds under the 
Act; (9) cooperating State systems must maintain re- 
ferral standards which will assure equal referral oppor- 
tunities for equally qualified applicants and the referral 
of workers to jobs on the basis of their qualifications and 
at prevailing wages and working conditions; (10) mem- 
bers of the Federal Advisory Council shall receive $25 per 
diem; (11) local advisory councils are provided for. 

Certification of funds for payment to a State shall be 
contingent upon certain provisions for the protection of 
Federal officers and employees who had been employed in 
employment-service functions in the State. 

H. R. 4438. Mr. Whitten; October 18, 1945 (Flood Control). 

Increases the payments to the States from the proceeds 
of leases of flood control lands, for county school and road 
purposes, from 25 percent of such proceeds to 50 percent 
thereof. 

H. R. 4449. Mr. Anderson of California; October 19, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Provides for the continuance of reemployment rights of 
veterans after the Selective Training and Service Act 
becomes inoperative. 

H. R. 4450. Mr. Vinson; October 19, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes payment of travel allowance and transpor- 
tation to their homes (including transportation of de- 
pendents and shipment of household effects) of members 
of the naval forces upon separation from active service. 
H. R. 4452. Mr. Wickersham; October 19, 1945 (Education). 

Establishes a temporary commission on Emergency Fed- 
eral Aid to Higher Educational Institutions and author- 
izes it to make contracts with higher educational institu- 
tions to aid them in maintaining staff and facilities at an 
effective level to meet the educational needs of veterans 
and others. The Commission shall allot each State agency 
the proportional amount required to meet the needs of the 
higher education institutions in the State under standards 
and policies established hereunder. Funds shall be avail- 
able 70 percent to match State funds and 30 percent for 
outright grants. Institutions receiving grants shall re- 
ceive priorities in personnel, equipment, or materials. 
Authorizes $275,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1946, $325,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 380, 
1947, not more than $25,000,000 to be expended under the 
contractual provisions in any one year. 

H. R. 4453. Mr. Wickersham; October 19, 1945 (Civil 
Service). 

Honorably discharged veterans who entered upon active 
service after May 1, 1940, and who, while on terminal leave 
enter or reenter employment of the United States, its 
political subdivisions or corporations, shall be entitled 
to pay for accrued, etc., military or naval leave. Retro- 
active as to persons reentering employment prior to this 
act. 

H. R. 4454. Mr. Gossett; October 19, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Research Foundation Act of 1945—Bstablishes 
as an independent Government agency a National Research 
Foundation to: (a) promote and support fundamental 
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research and development projects in all matters pertain- 
ing to the defense and security of the Nation, (b) promote 
and support research in the basic sciences, (c) promote 
and support research in medicine, public health and allied 
fields, (d) provide financial assistance in the form of 
scholarships and grants for young men and women of 
proved scientific ability, (e) coordinate and control diverse 
scientific activities now conducted by the departments and 
agencies of the Federal Government, (f) to make fully, 
freely, and publicly available to commerce, industry, agri- 
culture, and academic institutions the fruits of research 
financed by Federal funds. To this Foundation shall 
be transferred all functions of the Office of Scien- 
tific Research and Development, and its constituent com 
mittees. 

A nine-member Board shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, to serve without compensation except for expenses, 
The Board shall appoint a Director at $15,000 a year. 

Within the Foundation there shall be five divisions, to 
carry out the programs relating respectively to: (1) Medi- 
cal Research, (2) Physical Sciences, (3) National Defense, 
(4) Scientific Personnel and Education, (5) Publications 
and Scientific Collaboration. The Board may create other 
divisions. Within each Division there shall be a committee 
of at least five members, appointed by the Board after 
receiving recommendations for the National Academy of 
Sciences. On the committee with the Division of National 
lDbefense there shall be two additional members, one des- 
ignated by the Secretary of War and the other by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

The Foundation shall establish a National Science Re- 
serve, consisting of those who receive fellowships in science 
and medicine from the Foundation. Members of such 
Reserve shall be available for call intoGovernment service 
for scientific and technical work in time of war or other 
national emergency. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The Foundation shall 
not, itself, operate any scientific or technical facilities of 
its own. 

H. R. 4455. Mr. Smith of Wisconsin; October 19, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Establishes import quotas on cheese as of January 1, 
1946. The quota for any calendar year of any type or 
kind and grade shall be 1 percent of the quantity of such 
type or kind and grade produced in the United States 
in the preceding calendar year. 

H. R. 4456. Mr. Hébert; October 19, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Re-writes the law regulating the practice of optometry 
in the District of Columbia. 

H. R. 4461. Mr. Cole of New York; October 22, 1945 
(Library). 

Provides for a commission, with congressional represen- 
tation, to make recommendations for a monument in 
honor of Glenn Hammond Curtiss. 


H. R. 4462. Mr. Randolph; October 22, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

Prudent-Man Investment Act—Prescribes standards for 
investment of trust funds in the District of Columbia. 
H. R. 4463. Mr. Shafer; October 22, 1945 (Military 

Affairs). 

Supervisory employees of war contractors may not or- 
ganize for collective bargaining. 

H. R. 4464. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; October 22, 
1945 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Prohibits reduction of the pension, compensation, or 
pay of a veteran during his hospitalization or domiciliary 
eare, 

H. R. 4467. Mr. August H. Andresen; October 23, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Requires immediate discharge from, the armed forces, 

upon request, of a person who: (1) has had 18 months of 
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active duty since September 16, 1940, (2) has a wife or 
child with whom he maintains a bona fide family relation- 
ship in his home; (8) has a dependent mother or father; 
(4) wishes to resume his education or training by enroll- 
ing in an educational or training institution; (5) is essen- 
tial to the operation of a farm (certification by county 
agricultural agent required) ; or (6) wishes to be returned 
to his business or profession. 

Provides for terminal leave for enlisted personnel and 
noncommissioned officers. 


H. R. 4468. Mr. Gossett; October 23, 1945 (Expenditures 


in the Executive Departments). 

Surplus property of the War and Navy Departments 
shall be held for a reasonable time by the Departments 
(in lieu of being transferred to a disposal agency) and 
offered for sale to veterans applying therefor. A veteran 
may purchase up to $2,500 worth of such property. Prices 
to veterans shall not exceed the prices in effect generally 
on January 1, 1941, less appropriate acjustments for 
depreciation and obsolescence [amending U. 8S. C. 50 App. 
1625}. 

H. R. 4469. Mr. Gossett; October 23, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Allows veterans of World War II an exclusion from 
gross income (for income-tax purposes) at the rate of 
$125 per month for each month after discharge and prior 
to the month of January 1947. Applicable to taxable years 
beginning after December 31, 1940 [amending U. 8. C. 
26:22 (b)1. 

H. R. 4470. Mr. Sumners of Texas; October 23, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Permits officers or attorneys of the Department of Jus- 
tice or any attorney or counselor specially appointed by 
the Attorney General to conduct, without the specific 


direction of the Attorney General, any kind of legal pro- 


ceedings which district attorneys may be by law authorized 
to conduct [amending U. S. C. 5: 310]. 
H. R. 4471. Mr. White; October 23, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes postponement of induction of persons be- 
tween the ages 18 and 26 who are pursuing a course of 
instruction at an educational or training institution until 
completion of such education or training [amending 
U. 8S. C. 50 App. 305 (f)]. Directs the discharge or re- 
lease from active duty of members of the armed forces 
who wish to resume their education or training by enroll- 
ing at an educational or training institution, if their edu- 
cation and training was impeded, etc., by entrance into 
the service. 

H. R. 4480. Mr. Bland; October 24, 1945 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Requires the Governor of the Panama Canal to investi- 
gate means of increasing the capacity and security of 
the Panama Canal. 

H. R. 4481. Mr. Cole of Missouri; October 24, 1945 (Post 
Office and Post Roads). 

Seniority Act of Rural Mail Carriers—Prescribes 
methods of advancement for rural mail carriers. Seniority 
shall commence on the day of appointment as a regular 
rural carrier. New entrants shall be assigned to the least 
desirable route and shall rise to the more desirable routes 
by seniority only. Promotions and preferential assign- 
ments shall be based upon seniority and ability. A 90- 
day trial period is allowed in a new assignment. A 
senior rural carrier whose application for a new or 
vacant route has been denied shall have the right to 
appeal, 

H. R. 4482. Mr. Hedrick; October 24, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Designates May 8 of each year (surrender of Germany) 
4 legal holiday to be known as Freedom Day. 

H. R. 4483. Mr. May; October 24, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Time limitations (40 Stat. 845, 871; 56 Stat. 748, 744) 
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governing the award of certain military and naval decora- 
tions shall not apply to any case in which (1) the act 
or service justifying the award was performed during 
the period commencing December 7, 1941, and ending with 
the date of the termination of hostilities in the present 
war and (2) the recommendation for official recognition 
of such act or service was initiated not later than 6 
months after the latter date. 


H. R. 4484. Mr. Outland; October 24, 1945 (Military 


Affairs). 


Permits the Secretary of War to authorize the Monterey 
County Trust & Savings Bank, Salinas, Calif., to construct 
and maintain (for banking purposes) permanent buildings 
and improvements on the Fort Ord Military Reservation. 
H. R. 4485. Mr. Richards; October 24, 1945 (World War 

Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the payment of pension under the World War 
Widows’ and Dependent Childrens’ Act to a childless 
Widow, or a child of a veteran of World War I or II whore 
annual income does not exceed $1,500 (now $1,000) 
[amending U. 8S. C. 38: 503 (e) ]. 


H. R. 4486. Mr. Sikes; October 24, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Abolishes the Santa Rosa Island National Monument, 
Fla. 


H. R. 4487. Mr. Sikes; October 24, 1945 (Interstate and 


Foreign Commerce). 

Requires every cominon carrier by railroad subject to the 
provisions of the Interstate Commerce Act to maintain 
suitable reflectors on the sides of all railroad cars as a 
safety measure for the protection of motorists approaching 
grade crossings. Fixes a penalty of $100 for each day of 
refusal or failure to comply with provisions. 


H. R. 4488. Mr. Walter; October 24, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits any person in the employ of the United States, 
other than special, temporary, or volunteer employees or 
retired military or naval personnel not on active duty, from 
recciving any compensation, other than that paid him by 
the United States, for aid or assistance rendvred in con- 
nection with any governmental proceeding (witness fees 
excepted). Prohibits any former government employee 
or any special, temporary, or voluntary employee from 
rendering aid or assistance to any person, firm, corporation, 
etc., other than the United States, in connection with any 
governmental proceeding to which he has given official 
consideration or as to facts of which he gained personal 
knowledge in connection with the peformance of his official 
dutics. Makes it unlawful for retired officers and person- 
nel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard not 
on active duty to represent any person, firm, corporation, 
ete., in the sale of anything to, or the purchase from, the 
Government through the departments in which they hold 
retired status. Makes it unlawful for any former govern- 
ment employee, other than a special, temporary, or volun- 
teer employee, for 2 years after such employment has 
ceased, to participate in proceedings involving the ageney 
in which he was employed in violation of regulations issued 
by a Government Practitioners’ Board which is established 
by this act. 


H. R. 4489. Mr. Doughton of North Carolina; October 24, 


1945 (Ways and Means). 


Grants to officers and employees of international organi- 
zations (1) power to contract, acquire and dispose of real 
and personal property, and institute legal proceedings ; 
(2) immunity from judicial process, search, and confisca- 
tion with respect to their property unless expressly waived ; 
(3) privilege, exemption, and immunity accorded foreign 
governments under similar circumstances with respect to 
customs duties, internal revenue taxes, registration of for- 
eign agents, and treatment of official communications. 

With respect to taxable years after December 31, 1948, 
international organizations shall be exempt from income 
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tax and the wages, fees, or salary of employees thereof 
received as compensation for official services shall be 
excluded from gross income for income tax purposes. Ef- 
fective January 1, 1946, the definition of employment for 
the purposes of the Social Security Act Federal Unem- 
ployment Tax Act, and Federal Insurance Contributions 
Act shall include service performed in the employ of an 
international organization. International organizations 
shall also be exempt from the communications tax, taxes on 
transportation of persons and property, and the property 
tax [amending U. S. C. 26:116 (e), 1426 (b), 1607 (e), 
1621 (a) (5), 3468 (a), 3469 (f) (1), 3475 (b) (1), 3797 
(a) ; 42: 409 (b)]. 

Representatives in or to international organizations 
shall be admitted to the United States in a manner similar 
to that accorded officers and employees of foreign govern- 
ments. The Immigration Act (U. 8. C. 8: 2038, 215) is 
amended to except from the definition of immigrant alien 
officers and employees (including families, servants, etc.) 
of international organizations. 

No person shall be entitled to the benefit of this act 
unless (1) he shall have been duly notified to and accepted 
by the Secretary of State as a representative, officer or 
employee; (2) shall have been designated by the Secretary 
of State as a prospective representative, officer, or em- 
ployee; or (3) is a member of the family or is a servant 
of an accepted or designated representative, officer, or 
employee. 

H. R. 4497. Mr. Jackson; October 25, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Establishes, for a 10-year period, an independent Indian 
Claims Commission to hear and determine all claims 
against the United States or Alaska which are presented 
within 5 years after the date of the act. Suits pending 
in the Court of Claims shall be transferred to the new 
agency.

father: (4) wishes to resume his education or training by 
enrolling in an educational or training institution; (5) 
is essential to the operation of a farm; or (6) wishes to 
be returned to his business or profession. No commanding 
officer may declare anyone essential who meets the fore- 
going requirements. 

Provides for terminal leave for enlisted personnel and 
noncommissioned officers. 


H. R. 4499. Mr. Neely; October 25, 1945 (Education). 


Educational Facilities Act of 1945—Authorizes, for aid 
to the States for public educational plant facilities, (1) 
$5,000,000 for surveys of needs, to be earmarked as follows : 
(a) one-fourth of 1 percent for each State, (b) 25 percent 
on basis of gross area; (c) 53 percent on basis of popula- 
tion, ages 5 through 24, and (d) 10 percent for the Office 
of Education for personnel, travel, printing, etc., and to 
be available until the fiscal year ending June 30, 1948; 
(2) $40,000,090 for preparation by the States of drawings 
and specifications, 99 percent on the basis of population, 
ages 5 through 25, and 1 percent for the Office of Education 
for personnel, etc., Federal funds to be matched by the 
States and local units, and to remain available until the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1950; (3) $1,500,000,000 for 
acquisition, construction or improvement of plant facili- 
ties, one-tenth of 1 percent for the Office of Education for 
personnel, etc., and 99x percent on the basis of an index 
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arrived at by a computation involving (a) per capita net 
income (the States to be classified into 5 apportionment 
groups, and the percentage to range from 40 percent for 
the highest income group to 60 percent for the lowest in- 
come group) and (b) population, ages 5 through 24, funds 
to remain available until the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1952. 

H. R. 4500. Mr. Price of Florida; October 25, 1945 (Mili- 

tary Affairs). 

Any citizen who volunteered his services in the armed 
forces of the United States during a war emergency, and 
who made any false or fraudulent statement, or con- 
cealed any past act in order to become eligible for military 
service, and who actually served, shall be relieved of such 
act and be granted an honorable discharge and be restored 
equal rights of other honorably discharged veterans. 
H. R. 4501. Mr. Beckworth; October 25, 1945 (Naval 

Affairs). 

Provides a 50 percent pay increase for Navy personnel 
engaged in mine-sweeping activities, and a similar increase 
for Army personnel engaged in the discovery and removal 
of land mines.

(Agriculture). 

Rewrites provisions of law on protection and conserva- 
vation of wildlife and the functions of the Fish and Wild- 
life Service. In accordance with general plans covering 
the use of waters impounded, ete., by any Federal depart- 
ment or agency, approved jointly by (1) the head of the de- 
partment or agency exercising primary administration 
thereof, (2) the Secretary of the Interior, and (3) the head 
of the agency exercising administration over the wildlife 
resources of the State wherein the waters lie, such waters 
(and surrounding areas, etec., acquired in connection there- 
with) shall be made available without cost for adminis- 
tration by (a) the State agency if management for the 
conservation of wildlife relates to other than migratory 
birds; or (b) the Secretary of the Interior, if the waters 
and’ other interests have particular value in carrying out 
the national migratory bird management program. In- 
vestigations as to the effects of polluting substances on 
wildlife shall be made by the Fish and Wildlife Service 
and the Bureau of Mines. Disposition and sale of surplus 
animals and grants of privileges shall be in accordance 
with U. S. C. 16: 715s [amending U. S. C. 16: 661-666). 
H. R. 4510. Mr. Chenoweth; October 29, 1945 (Irrigation 

and Reclamation). 


Grants consent and approval of Congress to the Costilla 
Creek compact betWeen Colorado and New Mexico. 
H. R. 4511. Mr. Gillie; October 29, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Requires immediate discharge from the armed forces, 


‘upon request, of a person who: (1) has had 18 months of 


aetive duty since September 16, 1940; (2) has a wife or 
child with whom he maintains a bona fide family relation- 
ship in his home; (8) has a dependent mother or father; 
(4) wishes to resume his education or training by enrolling 
in an educational or training institution; (5) is essential 
to the operation of a farm (certification by county agricul- 
tural agent required) ; or (6) wishes to be returned to his 
business or profession.

National Mental Health Act—Amends the Public Health 
Service Act by establishing within the Public Health Serv- 
ice a National Advisory Mental Health Council to promote 
research relating to psychiatric disorders and to aid in the 
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development of more effective methods of prevention, 
diagnosis and treatment thereof. The Council shall be 
composed of the Surgeon General (ex officio) and six mem- 
bers appointed by him, with the approval of the Federal 
Security Administrator, from among leading medical and 
scientific authorities. An annual increase of $10,050,000 
is authorized in the appropriations for the establishment 
and maintenance of public health services. There is also 
authorized $4,500,000 for the erection and equipment of a 
National Institute of Mental Health. The Federal Works 
Agency shall prepare the plans and supervise the construc- 
tion of the Institute. The Surgeon General may, for the 
purposes of study, admit and treat at the Institute volun- 
tary patients and patients of Saint Elizabeths Hospital 
[amending U. 8. C. 42: 201-246]. 


H. R. 4513. Mr. Barlett; October 29, 1945 (Agriculture). 
Permits the Secretary of Agriculture to make available 
certain tracts of land (not exceeding 80 acres per tract) in 
the national forests of Alaska, in addition to that author- 
ized by the act of March 15, 1915, for such structures and 
land improvements, including hospitals, churches, clubs, 
certain industrial plants, ete., as, in his opinion, will con- 
tribute to the development and utilization of national- 
forest resources. Increases from 5 acres to 80 acres the 
maximum size of tracts that may be set aside for recreation, 
public convenience, ete., except tracts for private uses, 
such as summer homes, for which the 5-acre maximum is 
retained [amending U. 8S. C. 16: 497]. 
H. R. 4514. Mr. Murray of Wisconsin; October 29, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Requires immediate discharge from the armed forces, 
upon request, of a person who: (1) has had 18 months of 
active duty since September 16, 1940; (2) has a wife or 
child with whom he maintains a bona fide family relation- 
ship in his home; (3) has a dependent mother or father ; 
(4) wishes to resume his education or training by enrolling 
in an educational or training institution; (5) is essential 
to the operation of a farm (certification by county agricul- 
tural agent required) ; or (6) wishes to be returned to his 
business or profession. 

Provides for terminal leave for enlisted personnel and 
noncommissioned officers. 


H. R. 4515. Mr. Rizley; October 29, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Requires the discharge from the armed forces of any 
person who requests such discharge and is in any 
of the following categories: (1) has reached the age of 
35 years, or (2) has served 18 months or more since 
September 16, 1940, or (3) has a wife and one or more 
children, or (4) has a dependent parent; or (5) wishes 
to resume his education or training (must show that such 
education was impeded, etc.), or (6) is an essential farm 
operator or laborer (certification by county agricultural 
agent or by board of agricultural adjustment agency re- 
quired), or (7) has a business or profession which was 
discontinued or placed in other hands when inducted. 
Allows enlisted personnel and noncommissioned officers 
the same terminal leave as commissioned officers. Pro- 
vides that no person under 21 years of age shall be re- 
quired to register under the Selective Training and Serv- 
ice Act or any other law. Repeals all conflicting laws, 
directives, or orders. 


H. R. 4516. Mr. Dirksen; October 29, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 


Authorizes preliminary survey of Lake De Pue, IIl., and 
connecting channels with the Illinois River for the pur- 
pose of maintaining navigable water levels and eliminat- 
ing pollution, 


H. R. 4517. Mr. Doyle; October 29, 1945 Military Affairs). 


Permits settlement, without legal proceedings, of the 
entire amount due a deceased member of the armed 
forces. Includes widowers among those listed as being 
entitled to inheritance [amending U. S. C. 10: 868, re- 
pealing 34: 941]. 
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H. R. 4518. Mr. Bennett of Missouri; October 29, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Requires immediate discharge from the armed forces, 
upon request, of a person who: (1) has had 18 months 
of active duty since September 16, 1940, (2) has a wife * 
or child with whom he maintains a bona fide family rela- 
tionship in his home; (3) has a dependent mother or 
father; (4) wishes to resume his education or training 
by enrolling in an educational or training institution; 
(5) is essential to the operation of a farm; or (6) wishes 
to be returned to his business or profession. No com- 
manding ofticer may declare any one essential who meets 
the foregoing requirements. 

Provides for terminal leave for enlisted personnel and 
noncommissioned officers, 


H. R. 4519. Mr. Kefauver; October 29, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Extends provisions restricting the acquisition by one 
commercial corporation of the stock of another such cor- 
poration to include the acquisition of the whole er any 
part of the assets of another corporation. Prohibits cor- 
porations from acquiring any part of the stock or other 
share capital, or assets of another where the effect would 
be to substantially lessen competition (a) between cor- 
porations whose stock was acquired and any other cor- 
poration, engaged in commerce, owned and controlled by 
the acquiring corporation; or (b) between any two or 
more corporations whose stock or assets are so acquired. 
Transactions consummated pursuant to authority given 
to certain designated agencies (Civil Aeronautics Author- 
ity, ete.) are not covered by the restrictions. Where the 
consummation of any agreement, etc., by any corporation 
or subsidiaries thereof engaged in commerce subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Federal Trade Commission under 
the Clayton Act would result in the control of corpora- 
tions such agreement shall not be consummated unless that 
Comnission finds that it would be in the public interest, 
and also finds that it will not restrain trade or tend to 
create a monopoly or materially lessen effective competi- 
tion, that the acquiring corporation has not indulged in 
unlawful methods or otherwise violated provisions of the 
Federal Trade Commission Act [amending U. 8. C. 15: 
18, 21]. 

H. R. 4520. Mr. Lemke; October 29, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Federal land banks may not refuse to make mortg>ge 
loans, under the Federal Farm Loan Act, in any State 
for the reason that State laws do not specifically discrimi- 
nate against a Federal land bank as compared with any 
other leading agency [amending U. 8S. C. 12: 791}. 


H. R. 4521. Mr. Rees of Kansas; October 29, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Permits settlement, without legal proceedings, of the 
entire amount due a deceased member of the armed forces. 
Includes widowers among those listed as being entitled 
to inheritance [amending U. 8. C. 10: 868, 34: 941]. 

H. R, 4530. Mr. Ludlow; October 30, 1945 (Appropria- 
tions). 


Appropriates $50,000 for the erection of a memorial to 
the American newspaper, newsreel, and magazine corre- 
spondents, and associated radiomen and photographers 
who lost their lives in World War II. 

H. R. 4531. Mr. Patterson; October 30, 1945 (Immigration). 


Provides that: (1) a Chinese person who, after May 
27, 1941, received a certificate (Form 431) under the act 
of September 13, 1888, as amended (exclusion of Chinese 
laborers, U. 8S. C. 8: 277) authorizing him to return to 
the United States shall be permitted to return (or pro- 
hibited from returning) to the United States subject to 
the same provisions of law under which he would be per- 
mitted to return or be prohibited from returning, if the 
aforementioned act had not been repealed and as if the 
certificate wus issued on the date of this enactment; (2) 
any wife or child of a Chinese merchant and any Chinese 
wife of a citizen of the United States who after May 27, 
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1941, and before this enactment received a permit (Form 
631) to reenter the United States shall be permitted to 
reenter as though the permit was issued on the date of 
this enactment, and (3) any person temporarily admitted 
to the United States as a wife or child of a Chinese mer- 
chant shall be considered, for purposes of reentry permit, 
as having been admitted to the United States for per- 
manent resident. 


H. R. 4532. Mr. Sikes; Octeber 30, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the discharge from the armed forces of any 
person requesting it who (1) has had 24 months active 
service since December 7, 1941; or (2) has served 12 
months since such date and (a) has a wife and one or 
more children with whom he maintains a bona fide family 
relationship in his home, or (b) has a dependent parent, 
or (c) desires to resume his education or training (must 
show that education or training was impeded, etc.). 
H, R. 4533. Mr. Whitten; October 30, 1945 (Flood Control). 

Where the tax loss by a State on account of the leasing 
of lands by the United States for flood control purposes 
would be greater than the present 25 percent reimburse- 
ment provided therefor, a sum equal to the annual tax 
loss shall be paid [amending U. S. C. 23: T01c-3]. 

H. R. 4534. Mr. Abernethy; October 30, 1945 (Flood 
Control). 

Where the tax loss by a State on account of the leasing 
of lands by the United States for flood control purposes 
would be greater than the present 25 percent reimburse- 
ment provided therefor, a sum equal to the annual tax 
loss shall be paid [amending U. S. C. 33: 701c-3]. 

H. R. 4535. Mr. Jackson; Cctober 30, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Authorizes the transfer of certain property constructed 
on the Colorado Indian Reservation by the War Reloca- 
tion Authority as a means of compensating the Colorado 
Indian Tribes for the use of part of the Reservation as a 
site for the temporary housing of evacues from certain 
areas. Surplus equipment and supplies from the Reloca- 
tion Center shall be turned over to the Tribe without 
compensation therefor. 

H. R. 4536. Mr. Luther A. Johnson; Octeber 30, 1945 
(District of Columbia). 

A person who has completed 3 years of study in a 
recognized law schoo) in the District of Columbia, has 
been awarded a degree of bachelor of laws by that school, 
and has served for not less than 3 years in the armed 
forces or in the Merchant Marine, shall be admitted to 
practice law in the District upon motion, without further 
evidence of qualification. 

H. R. 4549. Mr. Granahan; October 31, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

The continued use of the penthouse on the building at 
2400 Sixteenth St. NW., District of Columbia, for living 
accommodations, shall not be prohibited or restricted by 
reason of building height restrictions. 

H. R. 4550. Mr. Outland; October 31, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits unauthorized use of name or insignia of Future 
‘armers of America. 

H. R. 4551. Mr. Jackson; October 31, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Reduces from 65 to 60 the eligible age under the Federal 
old-age and survivors’ insurance system. Broadens the 
system to extend disability protection for workers who are 
disabled 6 months or more. Modifies the benefit formula 
to permit a maximum monthly benefit $120 (now $85). 
The existing provision which permits an insured individual 
to earn $15 a month and still draw insurance benefits is 
liberalized to increase the amount which may be earned 
to $25. Coverage is extended to other groups of employees 
including (1) self-employed, (2) employees of States and 
local subdivisions, if authorized by voluntary compact. 
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Contributions required for the social insurance program 
shall be 2 percent each for employer and employee, except 
that in the case of a self-employed individual it shall be 
4 percent of his income from trade, ete., up to $3,600 in 
any year. Social security protection shall be extended 
to members of the armed forces by granting “wage credits” 
of $160 monthly for military service. A National Advisory 
Social Security Policy Council is set up to formulate pol- 
icies, review administrative operations, and discuss prob- 
lems relating to social security. A National Social Insur- 
ance Trust Fund is created to replace the Federal Old-Age 
and Survivors’ Insurance Trust Fund as a depository for 
contributions. 


H. R. 4552. Mr. Gillespie; October 31, 1945 (Invalid 
Pensions). 

Increases from $100 to $125 the monthly rate of pension 
for Civil War veterans and Spanish War veterans who are 
blind or helpless or so nearly so as to require regular aid 
and attendance [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 275). 


H. R. 4553. Mr. Kefauver; October 31, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Allows veterans of World War IT (including merchant 
marine veterans) an exclusion from gross income (for 
income-tax purposes) at the rate of $125 per month for that 
number of months after discharge as is equal to the num- 
ber of months active duty performed after September 15, 
1940, and prior to the end of the war or the first period of 
enlistment contracted whichever is later. Applicable to 
tuxable years beginning after December 31, 1940. 

H. R. 4554. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; October 31, 
1945 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Increases pension rates for amputations or blindness by 
(1) $55 per month if incurred in wartime service, and (2) 
$41.25 per month if incurred in peacetime service. ‘The 
rates shall increase by $35 (wartime service-incurred) or 
$6.25 (peacetime service-incurred) for each such loss but 
shall not exceed $300 per month (wartime service-incurred) 
or ¥225 per month (peacetime service-incurred) [amend- 
ing Veterans Regulation No. 1 (a) ]. 

H. R. 4561. Mr. Ludlow; November 1, 1945 (Library). 

Appropriates $50,000 for the erection of a memorial to 
the American newspaper, newsreel, and magazine corre- 
spondents, and associated radiomen and photographers 
who lost their lives in World War II. 


H. R. 4562. Mr. Murdock; November 1, 1945 (Mines and 
Mining). 

Technical and economic records of domestic sources of 
ores of metals and minerals shall, when no longer required 
by the governmental agencies dealing with such matters, 
be transferred to the Bureau of Mines for preserva- 
tion, and microfilms thereof shall. be delivered to the 
National Archives, 

H. R. 4563. Mr. Rivers; November 1, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Grants to Reserve officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard the right to purchase articles of ordnance 
property in the same manner as these articles are now 
purchased by the Regular officers. 

H. R. 4564. Mr. Robinson of Utah; November 1, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Authorizes conveyance of certain lands within the Fort 
Douglas Military Reservation to the Shriners’ Hospitals 
for Crippled Children. 


H. R. 4565. Mr. Trimble; November 1, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Authorizes the War Food Administrator, and the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy to reimburse any person for losses 
sustained because of the failure of the United States to 
purchase poultry pursuant to a contract, agreement, etc., 
except (1) in cases in which such losses may be recovered 
under a written contract, or (2) with respect to poultry 
hatched before June 1, 1945, or after November 1, 1945. 
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H. R. 4566. Mr. May; November 1, 1945 (Military Affairs). 


Atomic Energy Act of 1945—Establishes an Atomic 
Energy Commission of nine members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, and provides for 
the appointment of an Administrator and a Deputy Ad- 
ministrator by the Commission. Transfers to the Com- 
mission control over all Government pwoperty now used 
in connection with nuclear fission. Gives the Commission 
plenary supervision and control over all fissionable sub- 
stances and directs it to adopt the policy of: (1) Full 
encouragement of free research in the field of nuclear 
energy and related fields; (2) noninterference of private 
research in these fields where the release of actual amounts 
of atomic energy involved are not deemed by the Commis- 
sion to be of military or industrial value or to constitute 
a national hazard; and (3) employing other Government 
agencies, educational and research institutions, and pri- 
vate enterprise to the maximum extent consistent with the 
accomplishment of the objectives of this act. Promotes 
the development, exploitation, and use of processes and 
methods for the release of atomic energy for industrial and 
other civilian purposes and provides for the distribution 
of licenses to persons and Government agencies for this 
purpose. Authorizes the President to establish advisory 
boards to assist the Commission. Contains provisions for 
disposal of surplus property, security regulations, penal- 
ties, and general administrative regulations. 


H. R. 4567. Mr. Robinson of Utah; November 1, 1945 (In- 
dian Affairs). 


In connection with claims of Ute Indians, services 
rendered by attorneys before Members and committees of 
Congress, Government departments and commissions, and 
the courts, shall be considered in determining the amount 
of fees payable to them, and tribal funds are made ayail- 
able to pay expenses incurred by them in prosecuting 
suits [amending 52 Stat. 1211]. 


H. R. 4568. Mr. Wickersham; November 1, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Entitles enlisted men and noncommissioned officers of 
the armed forces to the same number of days annual leave 
and to the same privileges of accumulation, ete., as are 
granted to officers. Retroactive to December 7, 1941. 


H. R. 4569. Mr. Judd; November 1, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Service rendered by members of the Women’s Army 
Corps in the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps shall, for 
the purpose of laws and regulations applicable to the 
Women’s Army Corps (except those providing injury or 
death benefits), be credited as service in the Women’s 
Army Corps. 


H. R, 4570. Mr. May; November 1, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Extends the reemployment benefits of the Selective 
Training and Service Act to former members of the Wom- 
en’s Army Auxiliary Corps who, within 90 days after 
termination of their service in that corps, enlisted or were 
appointed in the Women’s Army Corps without having 
accepted pean employment during the 90-day period 
[amending U. S. C. 50 App. 357]. 


H. R. 4571. Mr. Sumners of Texas; November 1, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Introduced as a new bill for H. R. 3750. Property trans- 
ferred to the Alien Property Custodian (except property 
acquired by the United States prior to December 18, 1941) 
may be returned by the President or an agency designated 
by him when it is determined (1) that the claimant was 
the owner of the property immediately prior to its transfer, 
(2) that the owner is not an enemy country, or certain 
corporations, individuals, etc., connected with an enemy 
country (but property may be returned directly to stock- 
holders or beneficial owners, if they are American citi- 
zens or corporations, and ownership existed prior to 
vesting in the Custodian), (3) that the property was not 
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used since September 1, 1939, with the assent of the owner, 
pursuant to any agreement to conceal property within the 
United States of any person eligible to receive a return 
under the foregoing provision, (4) that neither the Cus- 
todian nor the claimant has no actual or potential liability 
under the Renegotiation Act, or in the alternative has pro- 
vided security adequate to assure satisfaction of liabilities, 
etc., and (5) that such return is in the interest of the United 
States. Permits persons to whom property is returned to 
petition the Tax Court of the United States, within 90 
days after such return, for a redetermination of any final 
order of the War Contracts Price Adjustment Board de- 
termining excessive profits, made-against the Custodian, or 
of any determination, not embodied in an agreement, of 
excessive profits, so made by or on behalf of a Secretary. 
Persons having interest in inventions returned shall be 
bound by agreements, ete. under the Royalty Adjustment 
Act. A person to whom a return is made shall have the 
same rights and obligations as if the property had never 
been vested in the Custodian, but no cause of action shall 
accrue to such person with respect fo any deductions or 
retention of property or interest or proceeds made for 
taxes, costs, or expenses. Provides for tolling the statute 
of limitations during the period of the vesting in the 
Alien Property Custodian. No return shall bar any lawsuit 
against a person to whom return has been made, to es- 
tablish any right which existed at the time of vesting. 
Thirty days prior to making returns to persons other than 
United States residents, corporations, etc., notice of in- 
tention must be published in the Federal Register. Such 
publication ‘shall confer no right of action to compel the 
return of property and may be revoked by appropriate 
notice in the Federal Register. After publication such 
property shall be subject to attachment, ete. The Alien 
Property Custodian may recover or retain from any prop- 
erty amounts equal to expenses incurred in connection 
therewith. Requires a schedule of fees for services to be 
furnished to and approved by the President or officer 
designated by him, or the court. No fees shall exceed a 
fair compensation for services rendered, and in no case 
shall the aggregate of all fees exceed 10 percent of prop- 
erty returned, unless special circumstances of unusual 
hardship warrants an additional allowance, Permits an 
ap) wal to a district court of the United States of the deter- 
mination of fees to be charged. 


H. R. 4572. Mr. McMillan; November 1, 1945 (World War 


Veterans’ Legislation). 

Eliminates the requirement of an oath in connection 
with applications for benefits under all laws and regula- 
tions administered by the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs. 

H. R. 4573. Mr. Hendricks; November 1, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 

Authorizes $2,000,000 to establish an agricultural re- 
search laboratory in Florida. 

H. R. 4581. Mr. Bennett of Missouri; November 5, 1945 
(Flood Control). 

Modifies the Osceola (Mo.) Dam and Reservoir flood- 
control project to provide for the construction of a multi- 
purpose dam and reservoir and for the development of 
hydroelectric power. 

H. R. 4582. Mr. Bennett of Missouri; November 5, 1945 

(Flood Control). 

Repeals the authorization for construction of the Osceola 
Dam on the Osage River, Mo. (Public Law 761, § 4, 75th 
Cong.). 

H. R. 4583. Mr. Boren; November 5, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Designates the regulations to be followed in ascertaining 
the heirs of certain enrolled members of the Seminole Tribe 


of Indians of Oklahoma, to whom payments are to be 
made under Public Law 645, 77th Congress. 
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H. R. 4584. Mr. Hébert; November 5, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Makes the antitrust laws applicable to any officers, 
agents, or representatives of labor organizations who re- 
ceive compensation or profits from such organizations 
{amending U. 8. C. 15: 17]. 


H. R. 4585. Mr. Johnson of Indiana; November 5, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 


Requires the discharge from the armed forces, within 
90 days of the effective date of this act, of any person 
who requests such discharge and who: (1) has served 18 
months or more since September 16, 1940, or (2) has 
served 12 months or more overseas, or (3) has a wife or a 
child with whom he maintains a bona fide family rela- 
tionship in his home, or (4) has a dependent parent, or 
(5) has reached the age of 3) years, or (6) wishes to 
resume his education or training by enrolling in an educa- 
tional or training institution, if his education or training 
was impeded, delayed, etc., by his induction, or (7) is 
essential to the operation of a farm (certification by 
county agricultural agent required) or (8) wishes to be 
returned to his business or profession. Any person dis- 
charged under this act may voluntarily reenlist. No per- 
son under 21 years of age shall be required to register 
under the Selective Training and Service Act or any other 
law. 


H. R. 4586. Mr. Manasco; November 5, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 


Amends and supplements provisions for travel expenses, 
subsistence allowances, etc., of civilian officers and em- 
ployees of the Government as follows: (1). provides for 
uniform allowances for the transportation of such offi- 
cers and employees, their families, and effects, upon per- 
manent transfer from one official station to another or 
from one Federal agency to another; (2) allows ferry 
fares and bridge, road, and tunnel tolls in addition to 
mileage allowances in case of travel by private automo- 
bile; (3) permits per diem allowances in lieu of sub- 
sistence expenses while traveling outside the continental 
United States; (4) grants per diem employees employed 
intermittently as consultants or experts the standard travel 
expenses while away from home, including per diem in 
lieu of subsistence, and those serving without compensation 
or at $1 a year the regular travel allowance and not to 
exceed $10 per diem subsistence at place of employment; 
(5) permits allowances for transportation in excess of 
minimum first-class accommodations whenever such ac- 
commodations are not available or when the use of other 
accommodations is required for purposes of security; (6) 
makes departmental appropriations, other than those for 
the Foreign Service of the State Department, available for 
travel expenses of new appointees, their families and ef- 
fects, to and from positions outside the United States, pro- 
vided they agree to remain in the service for one year. 
Allows heads of departments to trade in their old equip- 
ment when purchasing new cars, boats, etc. Waves re- 
quirement for advertising for Government supplies or serv- 
ices when the amount involved is less than $100 or when 
there is only one source of supply, or when the services 
are to be performed by the contractor in person on a time 
basis. Allows witnesses at departmental hearings the 
same fees and mileage, or expenses in the case of Gov- 
ernment officers and employees. as provided for witnesses 
in United States courts. Permits advance of public money 
when authorized by the appropriation concerned or other 
law. Authorizes the heads of Government departments to 
delegate certain powers relating to the administration of 
personnel, expenditures, etc., makes appropriates for 
supplies and material or equipment available for purchase 
of protective clothing for personnel. Permits payment of 
cash awards to Government officers and employees and to 
persons in civil life for suggestions and inventions for 
improving the operation of the Government, and expendi- 
tures for entertainment, when authorized in the appropria- 
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tion concerned or other law. Authorizes exemptions from 
the limitation on amounts which may be paid for rent and 
repair of buildings used for Government purposes. Per- 
mits department heads, when authorized in an appropria- 
tion or other Act to procure temporary or intermittent 
services of experts or consultants, including stenographic 
and reporting services without regard to civil-service and 
classification laws. Removes certain restrictions on main- 
taining or operating Government vehicles for personal use. 
Repeals (a) restrictions on departmental expenditures for 
newspapers, lawbooks, etc. (b) the ban on the advertise- 
ment for contracts for public services in the District of 
Columbia papers unless such services are to be furnished 
in the District, and (ce) limitation on rate of compensation 
to be paid for newspaper advertising in the District of 
Columbia. Provisions of the act relating to travel ex- 
penses, cash awards, etc., shall not apply to persons whose 
pay and allowances are established by the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942 [amending U. 8S. C. 5: 78, a, b, 77, 78; 
£1: 529: 41:5; and repealing U. S. C. 5: T3c—1, 102; 19: 48, 
1645a ; 31: 678; 44: 321, 323]. 
H. R. 4587. Mr. May; November 5, 1945 (Military Affairs). 
Provides for increasing the commissioned strength of 
the Regular Army to 25,000 officers by the appointment of 
qualified commissioned officers of World War II. Allows 
such officers credit for their period of service since Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, or for the number of years their age at the 
time of appointment exceeds 25 years, whichever is greater. 
With less than 3 years service an officer shall be appointed 
in the grade of second lieutenant ; with 3 to 5 years of first 
lieutenant; with 10 to 17 years of captain; with 17 to 23 
years of major. A service credit scale is also provided 
for appointments in the other branches of the Army 
(Medical Corps, chaplains, ete.). 


H. R. 4588. Mr. Vinson; November 5, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Naval Prisoners of War Promotion Act—An officer of 
the Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard, and the reserve 
components thereof, serving in a grade below that of cap- 
tain in the Navy or Coast Guard or colonel in the Marine 
Corps, who was a prisoner of war between December 7, 
1941, and the date of this act shall be given the same pro- 
motion (except a temporary promotion) and of the same 
date, as received by an officer who was his nearest junior 
officer in precedence among those promoted during the 
period of his imprisonment. 


H. R. 4589. Mr. Schwabe of Oklahoma; November 5, 1945 
(Public Lands). 


Transfers the land on which is located the Oklahoma 
Ordnance Works from the jurisdiction of the United States 
to the jurisdiction of the Secretary of the Interior for use 
as a homestead project for veterans of World War II, and 
also the prefabricated individual housing units at Pryor, 
Okla., which were constructed for the use of employees of 
the Oklahoma Ordnance Works from the jurisdiction of 
the Federal Public Housing Authority to the jurisdiction 
of the Secretary of Interior for use on such project. 


H. R. 4590. Mr. Martin of Massachusetts; November 5, 
1945 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury, for 2 years 
after this enactment, to sell or lease for manufacturing 
uses to any person, partnership, association, corporation, 
or Government department any silver held or owned by 
the United States at not less than 71.11 cents per fine 
tray ounce. 

H. R. 4591. Mr. Powell; November 5, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Entitles war service indefinite employees in the Postal 
Service to the same rights and benefits with respect to 
annual and sick leave that accrue to classified substitute 
employees in proportion to the time employed in a pay 
— Retroactive to July 1, 1945 [amending 59 Stat. 
436). 
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House Bills 


H. R. 4603. Mr. Welch; November 6, 1945 (Merchant Ma- 
rine and Fisheries). 

Broadens the definitions of officers of vessels of the 
United States, to include radiotelegraph operators, thus 
imposing upon such operators a citizenship requirement, 
and amends laws relating to licenses, watches and hours 
of duty, oaths of, and exhibition of licenses of such offi- 
cers to include radiotelegraph operators [amending U. S. C. 
46: 221, 226, 231, 232, 673). 

H. R. 4604. Mr. Brooks; November 6, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Directs the discharge of all members of the armed forces 
with two or more years of active service. Regulars and 
men serving under contract periods of enlistment are 
excepted. 

H. R. 4605. Mr. Dickstein; November 6, 1945 (Immigra- 


tion and Naturalization). 

Residence in any foreign state shall not result in loss 
of citizenship of naturalized veterans of World War II, 
their wives, children, or dependent parents [amending 
U. 8. C. 8: 806]. 


H. R. 4606. Mr. Lemke; November 6, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Amends and supplements provisions of the bankruptcy 
law relating to agricultural compositions and extensions. 
Prohibits the bankruptcy court from appointing a special 
master to serve as a conciliation commissioner or a super- 
visory conciliation commissioner. Removes the limita- 
tion that bankruptcy petitions by farmer-debtors be filed 
before March 4, 1946. Filing of a petition shall constitute 
notice to all Federal and State officials and courts, and 
shall stay all official or judicial proceedings, or legal 
processes against the debtor or any of his property. All 
allowances and exemptions provided for under the Bank- 
ruptey Act shall be set aside for the use of the debtor in 
the same manner as for bankrupts. The conciliation com- 
missioner shall call a meeting of the creditors within 10 
days after the receipt of the petition. If an agreement 
between the creditors and the debtor cannot be reached 
as to the value of the debtor's property the meeting shall 
be adjourned for 10 days, in which time they may come 
to an agreement.

Provides for a stay of all proceedings against 
the debtor for 3 years, within which he may refinance 
himself on payment of one-third of the gross income from 
his farming operations annually on that part of the un- 
exempt property in his possession. At the end of 3 years 
he may pay into courts the judicially determined value of 
the property plus 4 percent interest. If after 3 years one- 
half the value of the property has been paid the court may 
continue the stay from year to year for 2 additional years. 
Allows the conciliation commissioner additional fees above 
the regular fee of $25, not to exceed $50 in any one case. 
Lien holders shall have no interest in increase on livestock 
or annual crops unless embryonically in existence at the 
date of the filing of the bankruptcy petition. This act 
shall apply to partnership, common, entirety, joint, com- 
munity ownerships, or farming corporations where at least 
75 percent of the stock is owned by farmer-debtors 
[amending U. 8S. C. 11: 203]. 

H. R. 4610. Mr. Bloom; November 7, 1945 (Library). 

Authorizes the painting of the signing of the United 
Nations Charter for placement in the Capitol Building. 

H. R. 4611. Mrs. Smith of Maine; November 7, 1945 (Agri- 
culture). 


Provides for participation by the United States in the 
development of an international basic meteorological re- 
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porting network in the Arctic region of the Western 
Hemisphere, 


H. R. 4612. Mr. Hoffman; November 7, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 


Declares it to be the policy of the United States to 
eliminate the causes of obstructions which render it im- 
possible for the Government to function fully by requiring 
those operating certain quasi-public businesses to serve 
the public. 

Directs the Capital Transit Co. to (1) employ for 60 
days all qualified applicants whose services may be neces- 
sary to the full and efficient operation of its transporta- 
tion system, and (2) pay such employees up to 50 percent 
more than the present wage scale in order to secure their 
services. Preference in such hiring shall be given to 
servicemen and ex-servicemen. The Sccretaries of War 
and Navy are ordered to release, temporarily, all willing 
and eapable individuals necessary to fill positions which 
cannot be filled by the company through the hiring of 
civilians. 

As soon as the company shall be able to obtain employees 
it shall enter into a new collective-bargaining contract 
with such employees and those employed under this act 
may, upon request, be released. 

The Federal Government shall reimburse the company 
in an amount equal to the difference between the pres- 
ent wage scale and the amount paid the employees under 
this act. 

H. R. 4613. Mr. Patterson; November 7, 1945 (Roads). 

After July 1, 1946, the States shall provide 26 days 
annual leave with pay (2% days per month in the case of 
temporary employees) to all persons employed on Federal- 
aid highway projects [amending U. S. C. 23: 7] 

H. R. 4614. Mr. Patterson; November 7, 1945 (Civil Serv- 
ice). 

Annual leave provisions applicable to other Government 
employees shall be applicable to employees of the Post 
Office Department after December 31, 1945 [amending 
U. 8. C.5:301). 

H. R. 4618. Mr. Bloom; November 8, 1945 (Foreign Af- 
fairs). 

United Nations Participation Act of 1945—Authorizes 
the President to appoint, subject to Senate confirmation, a 
representative of the United States at the seat of the 
United Nations with the rank of Ambassador and annual 
salary of $20,000, and a deputy representative with the 
rank of Minister and annual salary of $12,000. The rep- 
resentative shall represent the United States in the Se- 
curity Council and perform such other functions in connec- 
tion with participation of the United States in the United 
Nations as the President may direct; the deputy repre-, 
sentative shall represent the United States in the Security 
Council in the absence or disability of the representative. 
The President may also appoint from time to time: (a) 
not more than 5 representatives to attend designated ses- 
sions of the General Assembly of the United Nations, and 
(b) representatives to other agencies of the United Nations 
with annual salaries not to exceed $12,000. Such repre- 
sentatives shall at all times act in accordance. with the 
instructions of the President. The President shall report 
to Congress at least once a year on activities of the United 
Nations, and shall make special current reports on de- 
cisions of the Security Council to take enforcement meas- 
ures under the Charter. The President may, when called 
upon by the ‘Security Council pursuant to article 41 of 
the Charter regulate or forbid economic relations or com- 
munications between any foreign country and any person 
in the United States. 

The President is authorized to negotiate an agreement 
with other members of the Security Council as to what 
armed forces etc., the United States will allocate for the 
maintenance of peace in accordance with article 43 of 
the Charter. Such agreement shal] be subject to Con- 
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gressional approval. The President is not required to 
secure the authorization of Congress to make available to 
the Security Council on its call, in order to take action 
under article 42 of the Charter and pursuant to such special 
agreements, the armed forces, etc., provided for therein. 


H. R. 4619. Mr. Flannagan; November 8, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 

Pink Bollworm Act—Authorizes the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, in order to protect cotton and cottonseed produc- 
tion, to cooperate with agencies within the States and 
Mexico for the eradication of the pink bollworm. 

H. R. 4620. Mr. Lemke; November 8, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Extends a conciliation commissioner’s term of office to 
4 years (now 2). Amends and supplements provisions of 
the bankruptcy law relating to agricultural compositions 
and extensions. Prohibits the bankruptey court from 
appointing a special master to serve as a conciliation com- 
missioner or a supervisory conciliation commissioner. 
Removes the limitation that bankruptcy petitions 
by farmer-debtors be filed before Mareh 4, 1946. 
Filing of a petition shall constitute notice to all Federal 
and State officials and courts, and shall stay all official 
or judicial proceedings, or legal processes against the 
debtor or any of his property. All allowances and ex- 
emptions provided for under te Bankruptcy Act shall be 
set aside for the use of the debtor in the same manner as 
for bankrupts.

If an agreement between the 
creditors and the debtor cannot be reached as to the value 
of the debtor’s property the meeting shall be adjourned 
for 10 days, in which time they may come to an agreement. 
Such agreement, once made, shall be binding and shall not 
be subject to review or appeal. If an agreement cannot 
be reached the commissioner shall aproint appraisers of 
the property, and shal] approve or modify such appraisal 
if requested, within 20 days of the appraisal, to do so. 
An appeal that the decision of the commission be submitted 
to a jury may be filed within 10 days. Reasonable attor- 
ney fees shall be deducted from the estate in cases of 
appeal where such services are necessary to protect the 
farmer-debtor. Provides for a stay of all proceedings 
against the debtor for 3 years, within which he may re- 
finance himself on payment of one-third of the gross income 
from his farming cperations annually on that part of the 
unexempt property in his possess’on. At the end of 3 
years he may pay into courts the judicially determined 
value of the property plus 4 percent interest. If after 
8 vears one-half the value of the property has been paid 
the court may continue the stay from year to year for 2 
.additional years. Allows the conciliation commissioner 
additional fees above the regular fee of $25, not to exceed 
$50 in any one case. Lien holders shall have no interest 
in increase on livestock or annual crops unless embry- 
onically in existence at the date of the filing of the bank- 
ruptcy petition, This act shall apply to partnership, com- 
mon, entirety, joint, community ownerships, or farming 
corporations where at least 75 percent of the stock is 
owned by farmers as well as to farmer-debtors [amending 
U. S. C. 11: 208]. 
H. R. 4621. Mr. Savage; November 8, 1945 (World War 

Veterans’ Legislation). 


Veterans’ Job and Integrated National Program Act of 
1945—Directs the National Retraining and Reemployment 
Administration to formulate a veterans’ job and integrated 
national program for assuring maximum work opportuni- 
ties and careers for veterans through the concerted efforts 
of industry, agriculture, labor, foreign trade, private 
agencies, State and local governments, and the Federal 
Government. The Administration is authorized to exer- 
cise all the powers conferred upon it by the War Mobiliza- 
tion and Reconversion Act of 1944, and its authority to 
supervise activities of Government agencies relating to 
retraining, reemployment, etc., of veterans is extended to

H. R. 4622. Mr. Vinson; November 8, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Repeals the provisions of the Vinson-Trammell Act, as 
amended and supplemented, which limits profits allowed 
on contracts for the construction of naval ships and air- 
craft [amending U. S. C. 34: 496, 41 note preceding sec. 1, 
10: 310 (t) (note). 


H. R. 4623. Mr. Bailey; November 8, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Eliminates the income limitation for eligibility for pen- 
sion for nonservice connected disability in the case of 


persons who have a service-connected disability [amending 


par. II (a) pt. III, Veterans Regulation No. 1 (a)] 
H. R. 4624. Mr. Boykin; November 8, 1945 (Patents). 


The Commissioner of Patents may extend, for citizens 
or subjects of countries providing substantially reciprocal] 
privileges to our citizens, the period of priority on patents 
previously patented abroad for 6 months from the date 
of the passage of this act, but no such extension shal) 
apply to a patent unless a request in writing therefor was 
made during the pendency of the application for the patent 
in the United States Patent Office or in cases where patents 
are already granted unless a request is filed within 6 
months after passage of this act. 

A patent shall not be refused or held invalid by reason 
of having been described in any printed publication or 
used in public prior to the filing of the application, unless 
such action was prior to the filing of the foreign application, 

An application for a patent on an invention communi- 
cated to or articles supplied to the United States pursuant 
to mutual agreement between the United States and a 
foreign government for the supply or mutual exchange 
of information or articles for use for national defense pur- 
poses during the periods of national emergencies incident 
to World War II shall not be refused or held invalid be- 
cause the invention had been in public use or sale, ete., 
provided: (a) an application is filed within 6 months of 
date of this act; (b) sufficient information in writing as 
to what was supplied is furnished to the Commissioner 
of Patents in order to enable him to identify the invention ; 
and (c) substantially equivalent provisions are made un- 
der the laws of the foreign country. Any court of the 
United States for any district or territory may call upon 
any department or agency to produce information con- 
cerning such communications or articles but the depart- 
ment head may refuse to comply with such call if in his 
opinion compliance would be injurious to the public 
interest. 

No patent granted or validated by reason of any exten- 
sion of time shall abridge or affect the right of any citizen 
of the United States to continue any manufacture, use, 
or sale commenced before the passage of this act. 

A patent granted between June 15, 1945, and September 
15, 1945, on an application filed in the United States by a 
person who had previously filed an application in a foreign 
country shall have the same force and effect as the same 
application would have if filed in the United States on the 
same date it was filed in the foreign country. No person 
shall be debarred from receiving a patent for an invention 
made in the United States nor shall any patent issued for 
such invention be deemed invalid because authorization 
to file an application in a foreign country was not first ob- 
tained from the Commissioner of Patents. 

The effective date of applications accepted by the Patent 
Office between September 8, 1989, and the pasage of this 
act which were executed by an agent of the applicant 
shall be the date on which the papers signed by the agent 
were deposited in the United States Patent Office. 

An applicant for a patent shall not be permitted to estab- 
lish a date of invention or discovery by reference to know]l- 
edge or use thereof in a foreign country, other than by the 
filing in a foreign country of an application for a patent 
for the same invention or discovery. 
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No patent right granted under this act shall extend 
longer than 20 years from the filing date of the first appli- 
cation regularly filed in any country disclosing the same 
invention. 

No claim shall be made or action brought in respect of 
the use since September 8, 1939, up to the passage of this 
act by the Government of the United States, or govern- 
ments allied with the United States in World War II under 
any patent rights owned since September 8, 1939, by a 
national of any country with which the United States shall 
have been at war, or the sale, offering for sale, or use at any 
time of any products whatsoever manufactured during 
such period. 


H. R. 4625. Mr. Hays; November 8, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Authorizes a program for the construction of county 
agricultural buildings in counties where agriculture is a 
predominant industry in order to provide centralized hous- 
ing and facilities for Federal, State, and local offices en- 
gaged in administering agricultural programs. The Fed- 
eral Government shall bear not more than 30 percent of the 
cost of the project (exclusive of the cost of the land) except 
where counties certify to the Secretary of Agriculture that 
their financial status is not sufficient to meet the require- 


. ment, in which case the Federal Government may bear 


50 percent of the cost. 
H. R. 4626. Mr. Kilday; November 8, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


In computing the gross income (for income tax 
purposes under U. 8S. C. 26: 251) of United States citi- 
zens or domestic corporation from sources in the 
United States possessions which during the war were 
captured by the Japanese, the 80 percent and 50 percent 
requirement shall, for taxable years beginning after De- 
cember 31, 1940, and before January 1, 16, be determined 
without regard to income from sources outside such pos- 
sessions. 

H. R. 4627. Mr. Mills; November 8, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Directs the Surplus Property Administrator to establish 
at least one center in each State at which surplus property 
shall be assembled for sale to veterans. Items sold to 
veterans shall not exceed the average cost of such items 
to the Government. The surviving spouse and the sur- 
viving minor children of deceased veterans shall be 
eligible for the benefits of this act.

Limits to 7 years (now 10 years) after declaration of 
intention has been made the time within which an appli- 
cant for naturalization shall make and file a_ petition 
therefor in the office of the clerk of a naturalization 
court [amending U. S. C. 8: 732]. 


H. R. 4629. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; November 8, 
1945 (Worid War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Veterans’ Job and Integrated National Program Act of 
1945—Directs the National Retraining and Reemployment 
Administration to formulate a veterans’ job and _ inte- 
grated national program for assuring maximum work op- 
portunities and careers for veterans through the concerted 
efforts of industry, agriculture, labor, foreign trade, pri- 
vate agencies, State and local governments, and the Fed- 
eral Government.

Veterans’ Job and Integrated National Program -Act 
of 1945—Directs the Veterans’ Administration to formu- 
late a veterans’ job and integrated national program for 
assuring maximum work opportunities and careers for 
veterans through the concerted efforts of industry, agri- 
culture, labor, foreign trade, private agencies, State and 
local governments, and the Federal Government. 


H. R. 4648. Mr. Ludlow; November 12, 1945 (Foreign 
Affairs). 


Establishes a Department of Peace and Good Will headed 
by a Secretary who shall have cabinet rank to activate the 
forces of good will and mutual understanding throughout 
the world and to foster amity among nations, 


H. R. 4649. Mr. Bloom; November 12, 1945 (Foreign 
Affairs). 


Authorizes an additional $1,350,000,000 for participation 
by the United States in the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration and extends for 1 year 
(until June 30, 1947) the termination date of the act 
authorizing such participation [amending U. S. C., 50 Supp. 
157). 

H. R. 4650. Mr. Dworshak; November 12, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Effective as of March 7, 1942, for purposes of seniority 
and precedence the pay and allowances of military, naval 
and civilian personnel of the U. S. Government promoted 
while missing, interned or captured shall be computed 
from the date the promotion was made effective [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 50 App. 1002]. 


H. R. 4651. Mr. Ramspeck (by request); November 12, 
1945 (Civil Service). 

A recovered Civil Service disability annuitant whose 
annuity is discontinued after June 30, 1945, and who fails to 
obtain reemployment through no fault of his own shall be 
considered as having been involuntarily separated from the 
service as of the date he was retired for disability and 
shall be entitled to an annuity applicable to persons so 
separated, computed at the age of annuitant at the date 
of discontinuance of the disability annuity [amending 
U. S. C. 5: 713). 


H. R. 4652. Mr. Burch; November 12, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Upon appointment to a regular position in the postal 
service substitute employees shall receive credit for actual 
substitute service, including time served as special delivery 
messengers. Such employees shall be placed in salary 
grades four grades higher than the ones to which they 
would have progressed had their original appointments 
been to regular positions of grade 1.

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H. R. 4662. Mr. 1945 (Military 


Affairs). 

Registrants under the Selective Training and Service 
Act who are regularly engaged in agriculture shall be 
deferred from training and service so long as they remain 
so engaged [amending U. S. C. 50: App. 305 (k) }. 

H R. 4663. Mr. Farrington; November 13, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Judges of the District Court for the District of Hawaii 
Shall be appointed to hold their offices during good 
behavior. 

H. R. 4664. Mr. Mansfield of Montana (by request); No- 
vember 13, 1945 (Indian Affairs). 

Provides for the adjustment of repayment contracts and 
cancellation of irrigation charges in connection with the 
Flathead Indian irrigation project, authorizes the United 
States to condemn tribal lands of the Confederated Salish 
and Kootenai Tribes determined necessary for use of the 
project, and authorizes $1,000,000 to continue construction 
and to settle certain obligations due the aforementioned 
tribes. 

H. R. 4665. Mr. Mason; November 13, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Exempts from the Sherman Antitrust Act the activities 
and operations of mutual news-gathering cooperatives 
[amending U. 8. C. 15: 1-7, 15]. 

H. R. 4666. Mr. Miller of California; November 13, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

With respect to taxable years beginning after December 
31, 1945 retirement annuities of State, county and munici- 
pal employees not exceeding $1,440 annually may be ex- 
cluded from gross income for income tax purposes [amend- 
ing U. S. C, 26: 22 (b)]. 

H. R. 4667. Mr. O’Toole; November 13, 1945 (Claims). 

Authorizes $2,500,000 to reimburse stevedores, checkers, 
and dock clerks employed in the ‘New York Port of Em- 
barkation during the national emergency for the differ- 
ence paid by the New York Port of Embarkation and the 
prevailing wage rate paid for similar work in private 
enterprise in the port of New York. 

H. R. 4668. Mr. Talbot; November 13, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Directs the discharge from the armed forces of any male 
member who was legally married at the date of his in- 
duction or enlistment and who now maintains a bona fide 
relationship with such wife. 

H. R. 4669. Mr. Engle of California; November 13, 1945 
(Coinage, Weights, and Measures). 

Repeals the provisions of the Gold Reserve Act of 193 
(U. 8. C. 31: 442, 443) regulating the acquisition and use 
of gold and providing penalties for violation thereof. 

Grants the President power to fix the weight of gold 
and silver dollars and to provide for the unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver at a fixed ratio (similar provisions for 
such power in the President expired June 30, 1943). The 
rate established by the President shall not be less than $35 
per ounce. Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to pro- 
vide for coinage of gold coins in the values of $10, $20, and 
$50 for the purpose of paying for gold purchased and 
redeeming gold certificates, and authorizes him to issue

gold certificates in lieu of standard gold coins at the 
option of the tenderer of gold [amending U. 8S. C. 381:

H. R. 4676. Mr. Bell; November 14, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Philippine Trade Act of 1945—For 20 years, beginning 
July 4, 1946, trade relations with the Philippine Islands 
shall be governed by the provisions of title III, § 301, of 
the Tariff Act of 1930, except as hereinafter provided. 

Between July 4, 1954 and July 3, 1979 an exclusively 
preferential duty equal to 4 percent of the duty of the 
respective countries shall be collected by each country on 
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imports from the other. On each succeeding July 4 there- 
after these preferential rates shall be progressively in- 
creased by an additional 4 percent. No United States duty 
shall be levied on Philippine imports during the period 
commencing with enactment of this act and ending July 
4, 1946. 

Quotas on imports into the United States or withdrawals 
from warehouses for consumption in any calendar year 
shall be as follows: (1) sugar, 850,000 long tons, not more 
than 50,000 long tons of which shall be refined sugars; 
(2) cordage, 6,000,000 pounds, net commercial weight; (3) 
coconut oil, 200,000 long tons, net commercial weight; (4) 
cigars and cigarettes, 200 million; (5) scrap tobacco and 
stemmed and unfilled filler tobacco, 6,500,000 pounds, net 
commercial weight; (6) pearl or shell buttons, 850,000 
gross; (7) Philippine embroideries, the same number of 
pounds as in 1940. Provisions are made for allocation 
of all the foregoing products to Philippine producers, 
exporters, etc. 

On and after January 1, 1948, Congress may establish 
quotas for Philippine articles other than the above, which 
may come into substantial competition with like United 
States articles, if the Tariff Conimission finds that the cost 
of producing the Philippine article is 20 percent below the 
cost of production of the United States article, no such 
quota to be less than the amount of the article imported 
during the 12 months preceding the Commission’s 
investigation. 

During the first 9 months of any year, holders of quota 
allotments whose facilities for manufacture, etc., have 
been impaired by war, fire, or any other casualty may 
assign their allotments. 

No processing tax or other internal-revenue tax shall 
be imposed: (1) by the United States on (a) Philippine 
coconut oil or coconut oil extracted in the United States 
from Philippine copra which is unfit for food, or (b) 
Manila (abaca) fiber not dressed or manufactured; (2) 
by the United States on imports from the Philippines, or 
a rate higher than the rate in force on November 30, 1941; 
(3) by either country on its imports into the other for 
the use of the Government of the exporting country. No 
export tax shall be imposed by either country on its 
exports to the other. The Philippine Government shall 
not accord preferential treatment to other countries (as 
compared with treatment of the United States) in the 
matter of import duties. 

Citizens and corporations of the United States shall 
enjoy in the Philippine Islands the same rights as to prop- 
erty, residence, and occupation as citizens of the Philip- 
pines. Taxes or assessments levied on American citizens 
shall not be hfgher than those levied on citizens of the 
Philippines. Each country shall accord to citizens of the 
other privileges of immigration and naturalization not 
less favorable than the same privileges which it accords 
to any other nation. A citizen of either country who was 
domiciled in the other for 3 years prior to November 80, 
1941, shall be considered a legal resident of the country 
in which he was domiciled. 

Philippine currency shall be as now provided by law, 
except that for the purpose of computing the ratio of the 
Exchange Standard Fund to Philippine money in circu- 
lation and available for circulation, treasury certificates 
shall not be included as money in circulation, etc. Neither 
Government shal] impose any restrictions on exchange 
between the two countries, or impose unusual regulations 
respecting currency and banking. 

The President of the United States is authorized to 
enter into an executive agreement with the President of 
the Philippines (terminable by either party on 2 years 
notice) whereunder trade relations between the two 
countries shall continue on the same basis as under the 
above provisions after the independence of the Philippines 
has been proclaimed and until July 4, 1979. No third 
country (including Cuba) shall be entitled to any benefits 
granted to the Philippines under this act or under any 
agreement made pursuant to the foregoing authorization. 
If the agreement is not entered into and ratified by the 
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Philippine Congress within such time after the independ- 
ence of the Philippines has been proclaimed as the Presi- 
dent deems reasonable, or if the agreement is terminated 
by either party, the President shall proclaim that fact, 
and thereafter the provisions of this act shall cease to be 
in effect. 

H. R. 4677. Mr. Boren; 

Affairs). 


Directs the discharge of members of the armed forces 
who have served 2 years, within 30 days after application 
for discharge. Regulars and members serving under volun- 
tary enlistment are excepted. 

H, R. 4678. Mr.. Jennings; November 14, 1945 (Pensions). 

Extends the benefits of the laws granting pensions to 
veterans of the Spanish War to persons who served as 
teamsters with the armed forces of the United States 
during such war. 

H. R. 4679. Mr. Hedrick; November 14, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Grants compensation of $50 per month for life to hon- 
orab‘y discharged veterans of World War II who (1) per- 
formed active service between December 7, 1941, and 
September 2, 1945, (2) have received treatment in a Vet- 
erans’ Administration hospital for pulmonary tuberculosis 
and have been diagnosed as having the disease; and (3) 
have been discharged from such hospital because the dis- 
ease has been completely arrested. 

H. R. 4680. Mr. Patterson; November 14, 1945 (Civil Serv- 
ice). 

Makes annual and sick leave provisions for the depart- 
mental service applicable to employees of the Post Office 
Department, wherever stationed [amending U. 8S. C. 5: 
30b, 30f; repealing U. 8. C. 5: 301). 

H. R. 4681. Mr. Patterson; November 14, 1945 (Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization). 

Provides that: (1) a Chinese person who, after May 27, 
1941, received a certificate (Form 431) under the act of 
September 13, 1888, as amended (exclusion of Chinese 
laborers, U. S. C. 8: 277) authorizing him to return to 
the United States shall be permitted to return (or pro- 
hibited from returning) to the United States subject to 
the same provisions of law under which he would be 
permitted to return or be prohibited from returning, if 
the aforementioned act had not been repealed and as if 
the certificate was issued on the date of this enactment; 
(2) any wife or child of a Chinese merchant and any 
Chinese wife of a citizen of the United States who after 
May 27, 1941, and before this enactment received a permit 
(Form 631) to reenter the United States shall be per- 
mitted to reenter as though the permit was issued on the 
date of this enactment, and (3) any person temporarily 
admitted to the United States as a Chinese merchant 
having property, debts, or a family in the United States or 
as a wife or child of a Chinese merchant shall be con- 
sidered, for purposes of reentry permit, as having been 
admitted to the United States for permanent residence. 
H. R. 4682. Mr. Schwabe of Oklahoma; November 14, 1945 

(Pensions). 

Grants disability pensions to veterans of the Spanish 
War, the Philippine Insurrection, or the China Relief 
Expedition who served less than 70 days. Such pensions 
shall be the same as those now payable to 70-day veterans 
{amending U. S. C. 88: 3658 b}. 

H. R. 4683. Mr. Spence; November 14, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Authorizes the Export-Import Bank of Washington to 
extend its operations to include the Philippine Islands 
famending 59 Stat. 526]. 


H. R. 4684. Mr. Bland; November 14, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to dispose of ves- 
fels, trophies, relics, and material of historical interest 


November 14, 1945 (Military 
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to States, Territories, municipal corporations, museums, 
nonprofit organizations, veterans associations, etc. 


H. R. 4699. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; November 15, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Extends to bentonite the percentage depletion rate on 
minerals (15 percent), for computing net income for in- 
come tax purposes [amending U. S. C. 26:1114 (b) (4) 
(A)]. 

H. R. 4700. Mr. Wickersham; November 15, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 


Provides for pensions of $40 a month to women 60 years 
old and men 65 years old who (1) are not entitled to old 
age and survivors insurance or insurance benefits under 
any Federal law equal to that sum, and (2) have been 
citizens of the United States and have resided herein for 
21 consecutive years prior to applying for benefits. Re- 
quires any person who receives such pension to pay to 
the Secretary of the Treasury $3 per quarter in advance 
of benefits, for the first eight quarters of coverage. Re- 
peals title I of the Social Security Act which provides for 
Federal aid to the States for old-age assistance. 

H. R. 4701. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; November 15, 1945 
(Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Grants the consent of Congress to the States of Utah, 
Idaho, and Wyoming to enter into a compact for the divi- 
sion of the waters of the Bear River and its tributaries. 


H. R. 4702. Mr. Bartlett; November 15, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Authorizes enlisted men and warrant officers of the 
Regular Army who have served as commissioned officers 
in World Wars I and II to retain their commissions or 
be retired in the highest rank attained with retired pay 
appropriate to such rank. 

H. R. 4703. Mr. Sheppard; November 15, 1945 (Public 
Lands). 

Reduces and revises the boundaries of the Joshua Tree 
National Monument in the State of California, 

H. R. 4704. Mr. Spence; November 15, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Permits any Federal Reserve bank to enter into a con- 
tract for the erection of a branch bank building and to 
authorize the erection of such building even though the 
cost of the building proper exceeds $250,000 [repealing 
U. 8. C. 12: 522]. 

H. R. 4705. Mr. Bailey; November 15, 1945 (Rivers and 
Harbors). 

To prevent the contamination of streams by the escape 
of sulfur water from abandoned coal mines, the Secretary 
of the Interior, acting through the Bureau of Mines, is 
directed to enter abandoned coal mines and construct nec- 
essary stoppings, brattices, or other obstacles, 

The owner, lessee, or other person having control of a 
coal mine shall, prior to its abandonment, take whatever 
action is necessary to prevent sulfur water from escaping 
from the mine. 


H. R. 4706. Mr. Elston; November 15, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the appointment of members of the Navy 
Nurse Corps as commissioned officers in the Naval Reserve. 
H. R. 4707. Mr. Rabin; November 15, 1945 (Ways and 

Means). 

The Secretary of the Treasury may designate certain 
buildings and other inclosures as foreign-trade ware- 
houses, in which foreign and domestic merchandise may 
be stored, repacked, sorted, etc., but not exhibited or man- 
ufactured, without being subject to the customs laws of 
the United States, unless such goods has been shipped from 
a foreign-trade warehouse. Such merchandise may be 
sent into customs territory within two years upon 
payment of such liquidated duties therein; if this is 
not done it must be disposed of under regulations of the 
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Treasury Department. Domestic articles and imported 
goods upon which duty has been paid may be taken into 
a foreign-trade warehouse from the customs territory 
of the United States and brought back again free of duty 
[amending U. 8. C. 19: 1555]. Rewrites U. S. C. 19: 1556 
(to establish regulatioys establishing bonded warehouses ) 
to include foreign-trade warehouses. 

H. R. 4708. Mr. Johnson of California; November 15, 

1945 (Claims). 


Authorizes payment of subrogation claims arising out 
of insurance payments for damages sustained as the 
result of explosions at Port Chicago, Calif., on June 17, 
1944. 

H. R. 4717. Mr. Rankin; November 16, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Abolishes the present medical service in the Veterans’ 
Administration and establishes a Department of Medicine 
and Surgery which shall include an Office of the Chief 
Medical Director, a Medical Service, Dental Service, 
Nursing Service, and Auxiliary Service. Authorizes the 
Administrator to appoint a Chief Medical Director ar 
$12,000 a year, a Deputy Medical Director at $11,500 a 
year, eight Assistant Medical Directors at $11,000 a year, 
a Director of Nursing Service at $8,000 a year, a chief 
pharmacist, chief dietitian, and chief physical and oceu- 
pational therapists at $6,000 a year. These appointments 
shall be for a 4-year period subject to removal by the 
Administrator for cause. Sets up annual pay scales for 
doctors, dentists, and nurses ranging from $2,320 to 
$9,800 and provides for their appointment without regard 
to civil-service requirements. The annnual salary range 
for attendants shall be $1,572 to $1,902. 

All persons appointed to the Department shall be sub- 
ject to the provisions of the Civil Service Retirement Act. 
A special medical advisory group composed of members 
of the medical and allied scientific professions shall be 
established to advise the Administrator in matters per- 
tinent to the Department. 

H. R. 4718. Mr. Forand; November 16 ,1945 (Civil Service). 

Government employees separated from the service be- 
tween August 14, 1945, and August 14, 1947, after 25 years 
of service, shall be paid an annuity computed under the 
present retirement law. 

H. R. 4719. Mr. Lanham; November 16, 1945. 
Buildings and Grounds). 


Authorizes $10,300,000 for construction of a building for 
the United States Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia and the District Court of the United States for 
the District of Columbia. 

H. R. 4720. Mr. Ramspeck; November 16, 1945 (Civil Serv- 
ice). 

Amends the act of December 7, 1944, which validated 
payments in excess of maximum compensation paid in the 
Government service for overtime from December 1, 1942, 
to April 30, 1943, by increasing the maximum of payments 
that may be validated from %o of $5,000 to %o of that 
sum [amending U. S. C. 5:29 note}. 

H, R. 4721. Mr. Robertson of North Dakota; November 
16, 1945 (Agriculture). 

Transfers the Burlington farmstead and coal-mine prop- 
erty in Ward County, N. Dak., to the State, through the 
Industrial Commission of North Dakota, in the interest of 
rural rehabilitation and the rehabilitation of the State’s 
disabled veterans. 

H. R. 4722. Mr. Wickersham; November 16, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Family earnings of $3,000 per year received since Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, and for the first year after discharge, in the 
case of veterans and their wives and children under 18, 
shall be exempt from gross income for income-tax pur- 
poses. An additional year shall be allowed for each full 
year of overseas service [amending U. 8. C. 26:22 (b)]. 


(Public 
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H. R. 4729. Mr. Chelf; November 19, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Directs the discharge from the armed forces of all 
members who (1) have 35 points or more; (2) have served 
as war prisoners for any length of time; or (3) have been 
awarded the Purple Heart. Requires that Navy points be 
computed on the same basis as Army points. Authorizes 
terminal leave for enlisted personnel (retroactive to 
June 1, 1940). 


H. R. 4730. Mr. Dingell; November 19, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


National Health Act of 1945—Provides for Federal-State 
programs in medical care of needy persons, public health 
services (amending U. S. C. 42: 246), and maternal and 
child health and welfare services under plans submitted 
by the States which include provisions for extension of 
services to all political subdivisions of the State. The 
Federal Government shall contribute from 50 to 75 per- 
cent of the total public funds expended, on the basis of 
the State’s per capita income. Authorizes the appropria- 
tion of sufficient funds. Services for crippled children are 
extended to children who are otherwise physically handi- 
capped. State plans for medical care of needy persons 
may not require citizenship or any term of residence, nor 
exclude persons receiving other forms of public aid from 
eligibility. 

Provides prepaid personal health service benefits in- 
cluding general and special dental and medical benefits, 
home-nursing, laboratory and hospitalization benefits, to 
persons insured under the Social Security Act, their de- 
pendents, and persons entitled to monthly benefits from 
such insurance. The Surgeon General of Public Health 
services shall administer these provisions, under the direc- 
tion of the Federal Security Administrator, and after con- 
sultation with a National Advisory Medical Policy Council 
consisting of the Surgeon General and 16 members of the 
medical profession, ete. and of the public, selected from 
panels of names submitted by professional organizations, 
The Advisory Council shall advise on matters of general 
policy and administration including professional standards, 
designation of specialists and consultants, incentives for 
attainment of high gtandards, standards for participating 
hospitals, method Fates adequacy of personal health 
services, and grants-in-aid for professional, education and 
research projects. 

Individuals insured under this act may select their 
physician from a list of qualifying practitioners ; payment 
may be made on a fee for service, a per capita, or a salary 
(whole or part time) basis or by a combination of these 
methods as the majority of practitioners in each local area 
shall elect or as the Surgeon General may provide for 
those who do not elect the method of the majority. Hear- 
ings and reviews are provided in regard to decisions 
against hospitals seeking participation, complaints from 
insured persons, and from practitioners under the act 
Matters relating to professional practice and conduct shall 
be heard by a board consisting of such professional per- 
sons. Workmen's compensation cases are not covered by 
the act. Benefits may be limited or fees for certain serv 
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training in medical, dental, and related fields shall be given 
veterans, 


H. R. 4731. Mr. Bartlett; November 19, 1945 (Territories). 


Authorizes the Alaska Railroad to operate oceangoing 
vessels between Alaska and the United States. 


H. R. 4732. Mr. D’Alesandro; November 19, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 


Includes “Star-Spangled Banner Day, September 14,” 
among the special days on which the United States flag 
should be displayed [amending U. 8S. C. 36: 174 (d) ]. 


H. R. 4733. Mr. Dondero; November 19, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Makes it a felony to willfully coerce, compel, etc., an 
owner or operator of a broadcasting statjpn to prevent 
him, against his will, from broadcasting a noncommercial 
educational or cultural program, for which the participants 
receive no compensation, and the owner or operator neither 
gives nor receives any money or article of value. Penalty: 
Imprisonment for not more than 2 years and/or fine of 
5,000. 


H. R. 4734. Mr. Hagen; November 19, 1945 (Post Office 
and Post Roads). 

Effective January 1, 1946, the rate of postage on air 
mail shall be decreased from 6 to 5 cents per ounce or frac- 
tion thereof and the temporary provision for a 2-cent 
increase in the regular rate shall cease to be in effect 
{amending U. S. C. 39: 463; 58 Stat. 69). 


H. R. 4735. Mr. Hagen; November 19, 1945 (Post Office 
and Post Roads). 


Provides for a United States 3-cent air mail postal card 
and authorizes the transmission by air mail of private 
mailing cards (post cards) at the rate of 8 cents each 
{amending U. 8. C. 39: 463]. 

H. R. 4736. Mr. Lane; November 19, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Prior to discharge enlisted personnel of the armed forces 
shall be granted 30 days’ leave (in addition to time con- 
sumed in traveling to place of residence) with full pay 
and allowances, to terminate in discharge at place of 
residence. 

A person discharged from the armed forces between 
December 7, 1941 and the date of this act shall, upon 
application within 90 days of this act, be paid a lump sum 
equal to the amount of pay and allowances which he would 
have received on terminal leave had this act been in effect 
at the time of his discharge. 


H. R. 4737. Mr. Lea; November 19, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Makes it a felony to willfully coerce, compel, ete., an 
owner or operator of a broadcasting station (1) to hire 
employees or otherwise obligate himself for services not 
wanted, or (2) to pay tribute for the use of broadcasting 
Materials, or (3) to prevent such owner or operator, 

gainst his will, from broadcasting a noncommercial edu- 
ation or cultural program, for which the participants 
receive no compensations and the owner or operator 
neither gives nor receives any money or article of value. 
Penalty: Imprisonment for not more than 2 years and/or 
y a fine of not more than $5,000. 


R. 4738. Mr. Lea; November 19, 1945 (World War 


Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the erection of a Veterans’ Administration 
eneral medical-surgical hospital facility near Ukiah, 
endocino County, Calif. 


R. 4739. Mr. Lea; November 19, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the erection of a Veterans’ Administration 
eneral medical-surgical hospital facility in Humboldt 
Vounty, Calif. 


H. R. 4740. Mr. Lea; November 19, 1945 (Agriculture). 


Authorizes the acquisition of 20,000 acres of land in 
California for a wild-life management area. 


H. R. 4741. Mr. Lea; November 19, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the erection of a Veterans’ Administration 
general medical-surgical hospital facility at Paradise, 
Butte County, Calif. 


H. R. 4742. Mrs. Luce; November 19, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Establishes a Veterans’ Housing Bureau in the Veterans’ 
Administration to assist veterans in the procurement of 
homes or farms. Gives veterans priority on materials for 
farm and home improvements and special preference on 
available housing lists. Liberalizes the loan provisions of 
the Servicemens’ Readjustment Act by increasing from 
$2,000 to $5,000 the aggregate amount which may be guar- 
anteed and provides that the Federal Government shall 
absorb all interest in excess of 2 percent [amending U. S. C. 
38: 694 (a), (e)]. 

H. R. 4743. Mr. Pace; November 19, 1945 (Military Affairs). 

Enlisted personnel of the armed forces during the war- 
service period (September 29, 1940, to 6 months after ter- 
mination of hostilities) shall be entitled to annual leave at 
the rate of 244 days per month. On discharge, or release 
from active duty, a lump-sum payment (computed at the 
rate of pay and allowances received at that time) shall 
be made to cover the accumulated leave. 

H. R. 4744. Mr. Rankin; November 19, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Entitles discharged members of the armed forees to an 
overcoat and a raincoat and all other items of clothing 
and equipment (except firearms) issued to him and in 
his possession at time of discharge. 

H. R. 4745. Mr. Russell; November 19, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Makes rairoad companies responsible in damages to 
passengers for injuries suffered by reason of the drinking 
of alcoholic beverages on trains. 

H. R. 4746. Mr. Welch; November 19, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Extends provisions for the care and treatment of sea- 
men by the Public Health Service to former seamen who 
have not changed their occupation and who by reason of 
age or disability are not able to work [amending U. S. C. 
42: 201 h}. 

H. R. 4747. Mr. Wickersham; November 19, 1945 (Ways 
and Means). 

Rewrites title I of the Social Security Act which pro- 
vided for Federal Aid to the States for old-age assistance 
and provides for payment of direct Federal old-age as- 
sistance of $10 a month to women 60 years old and men 
65 years old who are not entitled to old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance or insurance benefits under any Federal 
law equal to that sum, and whose income for the previous 
year was insufficient to require the payment of an in- 
come tax. A recipient must be a citizen of the United 
States, resident therein for the 21 years preceding his ap- 
plication ; he must withdraw from all fields of competitive 
earning. 

H. R. 4748. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; November 19, 1945 
(Public Lands). 

Authorizes the State of Tennessee to convey a railroad 
right-of-way through Montgomery Bell Park. 

H. R. 4749. Mr. Curley; November 19, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Provides for the burial in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, Va., of the remains of an unknown American 
soldier who lost his life while serving overseas in the 
armed forces during the Second World War. 
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H. R. 4758. Mr. Kearney; November 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Provides for retirement of officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men 50 years of age who have conypleted 15 years 
of service in the reserve armed forces, 7 years of which 
were active duty service. Retirement pay shall be at the 
rate of 244 percent of the annual Federal pay received 
at the time of release from active duty multiplied by the 
number of years of active Federal service plus one-fifth 
the number of years of active non-Federal service, not 
to exceed a total credit of 20 years active Federal service. 
Benefits under this act shall not be paid concurrently with 
active-duty pay or any other compensation, pension, or 
retirement pay authorized by laws for Federal personnel 
of any class whatever. 

H. R. 4759. Mr. Kearney; November 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Provides for the return to the United States of the 
remains of one unknown American service man or woman 
from each theater of war, who lost his or her life while 
serving overseas in the arnyed forces during the Second 
World War, one of whom shall be selected for burial in 
the National Cemetery at Arlington, Va. 

H. R. 4760. Mr. Weichel; November 20, 1945 (Merchant 


Marine and Fisheries). 

Directs the President, State Department, Maritime Com- 
mission, and War Shipping Administration to immediately 
secure our ships from foreign nations and use them for 
the returning of overseas servicemen. 

H. R. 4761. Mr. Patman; November 20, 1945 (Banking 


and Currency). 

Establishes the Office of Housing Stabilization headed by 
a Director appointed by the President with the consent 
of the Senate. The Director shall develop a comprehensive 
national program to effectuate the purposes of this act 
and shall have authority to: (1) make studies and investi- 
gations of the housing situation; (2) set maximum sales 
prices for housing accommodations if an undue rise in 
price threatens (with advice and recommendations of rep- 
resentative members of industries, and State and local 
officials) : (3) establish maximum sales prices for housing 
constructed after enactment of this bill in accordance 
with certain standards; (4) regulate or allocate mate- 
rials when a shortage is apparent; (5) give preference in 
purchase or renting of new accommodations, with par- 
ticular regard to veterans; and (6) subsidize construction 
of new low-cost housing when there is no practical alter- 
native method available. 


H. R. 4766. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; November 21, 1945 


(Agriculture). 

Directs the conveyance of a portion of Marquette Na- 
tional Forest to the county of Chippewa, Mich., for private 
use and development. 

H. R. 4767. Mr. Curley; November 21, 1945 (Ways and 


Means) 

Provides for payments to holders of adjusted-service 
certificates who did not accept payment in bonds under 
the Adjusted Compensation Payment Act, 1936. 

H. R. 4768. Mr. Flannagan; November 21, 1945 (Agricul- 


ture). 

Broadens the loan programs under the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act. Permits loans to (1) repair or im- 
prove family-type farms, (2) enlarge undersized farms, 
(3) refinance indebtedness against undersized or under- 
improved farm units when loans are being made by the 
Secretary of Agriculture to enlarge or improve them, and 
(4) aid in making improvements, ete., needed to adjust 
farming operations to changing conditions. 

Makes a veteran who is found by reason of his ability 
and experience, including training as a vocational trainee, 
to be likely to carry out successfully the undertakings 
required of him eligible for a loan to the same extent 
as if he were a farm tenant. A loan may be made to a 
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veteran with pensionable disabilities to acquire, improve, 
ete., a farm unit of sufficient size to meet his farming 
capabilities and afford him an income which, together 
with his pension, will enable him to meet living and 
operating expenses and the amounts due on his loans. 

Loans may not be made for the acquisition or enlarge- 
ment of farms whose value, as acquired, enlarged, or 
improved, exceeds the average value of efficient family- 
type farm-management units in the county, parish, or 
locality where it is located. 

The sum of $100,000 is fixed as the maximum to be 
distributed in any fiscal year to each State or Territory 
to finance loans. Special appropriations for the benefit 
of veterans may be allocated equitably among the States 
on the basis of need, irrespective of farm population and 
the prevalence of tenancy. Administrative costs are no 
longer included in the annual appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 ; they may be provided for by necessary additional 
appropriations. ’ 

Provisions relating to rehabilitation loans are amended 
to: (1) permit grants to eligible individuals, where neces- 
sary to aid in their rehabilitation and to cooperative asso- 
ciations furnishing medical, dental or hospital service to 
such individuals; (2) make veterans who desire the 
practical guidance in farm and home operations supplied 
by the Farm Security Administration to its borrowers 
eligible for benefits, and (3) to authorize necessary 
appropriations. 

Adjustments which may be made pursuant to agree- 
ments entered into pursuant to the Act may include the 
release from personal liability, without payment of fur- 
ther consideration of borrowers who have transferred 
their farms, or whose farms have been acquired by the 
Secretary, in certain cases. Additional compensation is 
allowed to county committeemen lamending U. 8. C. 
7 :1001, 1008, 1004, 1006, 1007, 1009, 1015}. 

H. R. 4769. Mr. Flannagan; November 21, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 

Cotton crop reports issued by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture need no longer be passed upon by a five-member board 
[amending U. S. C. 7: 475]. 

H. R. 4770. Mr. Holmes of Massachusetts; November 21, 
1945 (Ways and Means). 

Establishes an annual import quota on watches and 
watch movements of not more than 25 percent of the total 
United States production in 1940. 

H. R. 4771. Mr. Morrison; November 21, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 

Provides for direct Federal aid in sum of $40 a month 
to any citizen of the United States who is either (1) per- 
manently and totally disabled (2) blind or (3) 65 years 
of age and whose annual income does not exceed $500, 
H. R. 4772. Mr. Morrison; November 21, 1945 (Labor). 

Requires that all contracts for highway construction 
financed in whole or in part by Federal funds contain pro- 
visions for payment of the prevailing wages in the locality 
in which the contract is being performed. 

H. R. 4773. Mrs. Smith of Maine; November 21, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Requires the registration with the Clerk of the House 
and the Secretary of the Senate of legislative counsel and 
lobbyists and of their employers, the addresses of each, 
With the date and subject matter of the employment. 
Weekly lists of registrations shall be forwarded to the 
committees and members of Congress. The employment 
of lobbyists and legislative counsel on contingency fees 
is prohibited. Carries maximum penalty of $10,000 and 
5 years imprisonment. False entries are punishable by a 
fine of $1,000. 

H. R. 4774. Mr. Wood; November 21, 1945 (Military 


Affairs). 
Provides for payment ($1 per day), uniforms, and equip- 
ment to men between 18 and 23 who are taking a qualified 
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course of instruction in military science at an approved 

school or college. Effective June 1, 1946. 

H. R. 4775. Mr. Wood; November 21, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Requires every radio broadcasting station operating 
under Government license to (1) properly distinguish be- 
tween programs consisting of news items and those based 
on persona! opinion or propaganda; (2) properly describe 
and identify every person regularly engaged in broadcast- 
ing propaganda and to keep on file for public inspection a 
sworn strtement of facts giving birthplace, name, nation- 
ality and ..slitieal affiliations of such persons; (3) publish 
and file with the Federal Communications Commission 
rules and regulations governing the broadcasting of pro- 
grams of every description; and (4) nominate and main- 
tain in the District of Columbia and in each State within 
500 air-line miles of a station a legal agent upon whom 
legal process may be served, the names and addresses of 
such agents to be filed with the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

H. R. 4779. Mr. Reed of Illinois; November 23, 1945 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Enables debtor railroad corporations, whose properties 
during a period of 7 years have provided sufficient earn- 
ings to pay fixed charges, to effect a readjustment of their 
financial structure without further proceedings under § 77 
of the Bankruptcy Act, as amended. 

H. R. 4780. Mr. Sumners of Texas; November 23, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Amends the Second War Powers Act (U. 8S. C, 50, App. 
631-646) to: (1) eliminate the power to acquire real prop- 
erty for war purposes; (2) repeal the provision dealing 
with free postage for members of the armed forces (bene- 
fits of this provision are now included in Public Law 190, 
§ 10, 79th Cong.); (3) narrow the scope of authority 
granted to accept conditional gifts to further the war pro- 
gram so that such authority shall be exercised only for 
the benefit of the armed forces stationed abroad; (4) make 
December 31, 1945 (now December 31, 1936) the date upon 
which the Treasury shall return to the minting of 5-cent 
pieces of the prewar metallic content; and (5) continue 
for six additional months (to June 30, 1946) the operation 
of titles I to V and VII, X1, and XIV of the act. 

H. R. 4781. Mr. Allen of Louisiana (by request); Novem- 
ber 23, 1945 (Census). 

Requires the Director of the Bureau of Census to (1) 
take and publish every fifth year (beginning 1947) the 
censuses of manufactures, of mineral industries, and of 
business or distribution; and (2) collect and publish at 
appropriate intervals statistics and reports relating to 
marriages, annulments, and divorces. Authorizes surveys 
to furnish annual and other current data on subjects cov- 
ered by census provided for in this and other acts. 

H. R. 4782. Mr. Case of South Dakota; November 23, 1945 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Authorizes donation of surplus office equipment of the 
OPA to local governments in return for services furnished 
{amending 50 App. 1622]. 

H. R. 4783. Mr. Dirksen; November 23, 1945 (Labor). 

Fair Employment Practice Act—Declares a_ policy 
against discrimination in employment because of race, 
creed, color, national origin, or ancestry. Establishes a 
Fair Employment Practice Commission (to supplant the 
Committee on Fair Employment Practice) empowered to 
investigate and make recommendations in regard to: (1) 
alleged discrimination by agencies and instrumentalities 
of the United States; (2) alleged discrimination by em- 
ployers having contracts with the United States; and (3) 
alleged discrimination in employment by others. Confers 
upon the Commission investigatory powers. All Gov- 
ernment contracts shall include antidiscrimination pro- 
visions unless specifically exempt by regulation and no 
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such contract shall be awarded to persons found to have 
engaged in such discrimination unless the Commission 
shall otherwise direct. This act is not applicable to dis- 
crimination in employment against nationals of countries 
with which the United States has, after December 7, 1941, 
been at war. 


H. R. 4784, Mr. Feighan; November 23, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Grants veterans suitable priorities in the acquisition of 
surplus property useful in maintaining their own small 
business, professional, or agricultural enterprises. Re- 
quires the Smaller War Plants Corporation to give veter- 
ans priority for purchase of surplus property bought by 
the corporation for resale [amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 1625, 
1626e]. 

H. R. 4785. Mr. Barflett; November 23, 1945 (Territories). 

Authorizes $1,000,000 for a geophysical institute at the 
University of Alaska, College, Alaska. 

H. R. 4786. Mr. Angell; November 26, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


In any sale of real property by the United States, pursu- 
ant to the terms of which title is retained by the United 
States for any period, such property shall not be exempt 
during such period from taxation by the State or local 
taxing unit in which it is located. 


H. R. 4787. Mr. Barry; November 26, 1945 (Post Office 
and Post Roads). 


Authorizes a special series of 3-cent stamps to com- 
memorate the bicentennial anniversary of the birth of 
Commodore John Barry. 


H. R. 4788 Mr. Daughton of Virginia (by request) ; 
November 26, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 


Establishes Naval Reserve training fleets for the Atlantie 
and Pacific coasts. 


H. R. 4789. Mr. Smith of Virginia; November 26, 1945 
(Naval Affairs). 


Bands or members thereof in the United States Govern- 
ment service (including the Marine Band) may furnish 
musie at any charitable or patriotic function, or at any 
other function without remuneration {amending U. 8. C. 
34: 702). 


H. R. 4790, Mr. Daughton of Virginia (by request); 
November 26, 1945 (Coinage, Weights, and Measures). 


Authorizes coinage of 10-cent pieces bearing the likeness 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 


H. R. 4791. Mr. Earthman; November 26, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Requires the discharge from the armed forces of any 
person who requests such discharge and is in any of the 
following categories: (1) is under the age of 21 years; 
(2) has reached the age of 26 years; (3) has served 18 
months or more since September 16, 1940; (4) has a wife 
and one or more children; (5) has a dependent parent; 
(6) wishes to resume his education or training (must 
show that such education was impeded, ete.); (7) is an 
essential farm operator or laborer (certification by county 
agricultural agent or by board of agricultural adjustment 
agency required) ; (8) has a business or profession which 
was discontinued or placed in other hands when inducted ; 
(9) has 35 discharge points as of November 15, 1945; (10) 
served as prisoners of war for any length of time; or (11) 
has been awarded the Purple Heart. Where one son has 
lost his life in the service, other sons in the same family 
shall be given an opportunity for immediate discharge. 
Allows enlisted personnel and noncommissioned officers the 
same terminal leave as commissioned officers (retroactive 
to December 7, 1941). Provides that no person under 21 
years of age shall be required to register under the Selec- 
tive Training and Service Act or any other law. Repeals 
all conflicting laws, directives, or orders, 
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H. R. 4792. Mr. Hays; November 26, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Whenever the survivors of a veteran are not satisfied 
with the headstone or marker furnished by the War De- 
partment, an amount equal to the value thereof shall be 
paid the person supplying another one, to be applied to 
the purchase price. 

H. R. 4793. Mr. Lyndon B. Johnson; November 26, 1945 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

In the disposition of surplus property under the Surplus 
Property Act veterans shall be given priority over all 
other disposals except transfers to Government agencies 
{amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 1625]. 

H. R. 4794. Mr. Judd; November 26, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Enlisted men on the retired list o{ the Regular Navy 
or in the Fleet Reserve who performed active duty during 
World War II and who were recommended by their su- 
perior officer to a higher rating which they have not re- 
ceived shall be promoted thereto.

Includes “Star Spangled Banner Day, September 14” 
among the special days on which the United States flag 
should be displayed [amending U. S. C. 36: 174 (d)]. 

H. R. 4807. Mr. Bennet of New York; November 27, 1945

the acquisition, no such agreement shall be consummated, 
unless that Commission finds that it would be in the 
publie interest, that it will not restrain trade or tend to 
create a monopoly or materially lessen effective competi- 
tion, and that the acquiring corporation has not indulged in 
unlawful methods or otherwise violated provisions of the 
Federal Trade Commission Act. The Commission shall 
enter a cease and desist order where it finds that a con- 
templated acquisition is not consistent with the public 
interest. Such orders are subject to review by the circuit 
court of appeals in the manner of procedure provided by 
the Clayton Act.

Provides for domiciliary and hospital care, including 
medical treatment, to honorably discharged veterans of 
any war who (1) have reached the age of 65, or (2) have 
served outside the continental United States, or (3) are 
permanently and totally disabled, when in need of hos- 
pital treatment.

Waives the present restrictions barring physically and 
mentally defective aliens entering the United States

etc., in the case of alien spouses or alien children of citi- 
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zens serving in or discharged from the armed forces-during 

the Second World War. Such persons may be admitted 

as nonquota immigrants if they are otherwise admissible

H. R. 4870. Mr. Granger; December 3, 1945 (Irrigation 
and Reclamation). 

Grants the consent of Congress to the States of Utah, 
Idaho, and Wyoming to enter into a compact for the divi- 
sion of the waters of the Bear River and its tributaries. 
H. R. 4871. Mr. Lea; December 3, 1945 (Interstate and 

Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the President to appoint three additional 
Assistant Secretaries of Commerce at annual salaries of 
$10,000. The, Secretary of Commerce may transfer to 
them or to other officers of the Department such functions, 
services, and personnel, together with necessary funds 
appropriated for the fiscal year 1946 from the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce as he may determine. 

H. R. 4872. Mr. Lea; December 3, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes reparation awards against motor carriers, 
freight forwarders, and carriers by water irrespective of 
lanes, ete. Fixes at 2 years the period in which carriers 
by water may institute suit for recovery of their charges, 
and reduces to 2 years (now 8) the period for bringing 
suit against such carriers for damages or overcharges 
{amending U. 8S. C, 49: 908]. 

H. R. 4873. Mr. Flannagan; December 3, 1945 (Agri- 
culture). 

Agricultural Credit Act—Creates the Agricultural Credit 
Agency to which shall be transferred all functions, powers, 
and duties of the Farm Credit Administration and the 
Farm Security Administration including those conferred 
upon the Secretary of Agriculture by the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act and under the items “Loans, grants, 
and rural rehabilitation” and “Farm Tenancy” in the Agri- 
culture Appropriation Act, 1946. In the Agency there shall 
be an Agricultural Credit Board, which shall appoint an 
Administrator. The Agency shall be divided into six divi- 
sions: (1) to supervise loans to farmers’ cooperatives; (2) 
to supervise short-term loans by cooperative lending insti- 
tutions; (3) to supervise long-term farm mortgage loans; 
(4) to supervise and administer direct lending to farmers ; 
(5) to supervise financing and lending activities; and (6) 
to carry out appraisals, examinations, etc. The Board 
shall promote a system of agricultural cooperative credit 
banks, assist veterans, farm tenants, farm laborers and 
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sharecroppers to become farm owners, and help farmer 
borrowers to qualify for membership in the system. The 
agency shall maintain an appraisal system. Land bank 
appraisers shall be known as Federal farm appraisers and 
shall make appraisals for the public. Certain farm credit 
offices are abolished and the Federal Farm Mortgage Cor- 
poration is transferred to the new Agency. The Agricul- 
tural Credit Administrator shall serve as director and 
chairman of the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation, in 
lieu of the Governor of the Farm Credit Administration, 
and a Deputy Administrator shall serve as a director of 
that Corporation in lieu of the Land Bank Commissioner, 
The Deputy Administrator in charge of the division for 
supervising loans to farmers cooperatives shall serve as a 
directur and chairman of the board of directors of the 
Central Bank for Cooperatives in lieu of the Cooperative 
Bank Commissioner. 

H. R. 4874. Mr. Veorhis of California; December 3, 1945 

(Military Affairs). 

Provides for gold star emblems to be furnished by the 
Secretaries of War and Navy to mothers and fathers of 
men who lost their lives in the armed services of the 
United Statesi n World War II. 

H. R. 4875. Mr. Smith of Virginia; December 3, 1945 
(Labor). , 

Deprives a labor organization of its status as a labor 
organization under the National Labor Relations Act 
when it knowingly or negligently permits any member 
of the Communist Party of the United States, the Young 
Communist League, the German-American Lund, or the 
Kyffhauserbund, or a person who has been convicted of 
a felony involving moral turpitude to hold office in its 
organization, 

It shall be unlawful to conduct a lock-out or a strike 
until 30 days after notice of intention has been given to 
the Secretary of Labor. 

It shall be unlawful: (1) to use force or threats to 
prevent any individual from working for an employer; 
(2) for any person who was not an employee immediately 
prior to a labor dispute to engage in picketing; (3) for 
an employer to hire a person to interfere by force or 
threats with peaceful picketing or with the employees’ 
rights of self-organization and @ollective bargaining; (4) 
to engage in sympathy strikes, jurisdictional strikes, or 
to refuse to work on the articles produced by any person 
in an attempt to induce such person to recognize, comply 
with the demands of, or to employ members of any labor 
organization. 

Federal district courts shall have jurisdiction to enjoin 
any of the above acts; and a person who commits any of 
them shall: (1) be civilly liable for damages resulting 
therefrom; (2) cease to be entitled to (a) the status of 
an employee for the purposes of sections 7, 8, and 9 of 
the National Labor Relations Act or to the status of a 
representative for the purposes of such act; (b) any 
employment or other benefits under any act making ap- 
propriations for relief purposes, or (3) any unemploy- 
ment compensation or other benefits under title III or 
title IX of the Social Security Act. Any person other 
than an individual guilty of any of the foregoing viola- 
tions shall cease to have the status of a labor organiza- 
tion and the National Labor Relations Act and the pro- 
tection of the act of March 23, 1982, which prohibits the 
issuance by Federal courts of injunctions against certain 
acts relating to labor organization and strikes, 

Requires every labor organization in which employees 
of any defense contractor participate to register its iden- 
tity with the National Labor Relations Board and to 
give the Board required information relating to its organ- 
ization, membership, and finances. 

Creates in the Executive Office of the President the 
National Mediation Board composed of representatives 
of employers, employees, and the public. The Board shall 
have jurisdiction of a labor dispute (not within the 
purview of the Railway Labor Act) which the Chairman 
determines substantially affects the public interest and 
which cannot be expeditiously adjusted by collective bar- 
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gaining or other conciliation and mediation procedures. 

The Board may use a mediation panel consisting ex- 

clusively of disinterested persons representative of the 

public or consisting of representatives of employers, em- 
ployees, and the public. 

The Chairman or the mediation panel may at any time 
request the parties to a dispute to negotiate by collective 
bargaining or to meet with any representatives of the 
Board. If the dispute is not settled by these means, the 
Chairman may authorize a panel consisting of the media- 
tion panel or of a different panel or of the full Board 
to investigate the issues involved and to make findings 
of fact and formulate recommendations; and the Board 
shall submit such report to the parties and to the public. 

After the Board has taken jurisdiction of a dispute, 
the Chairman may issue an order requiring any person 
to refrain from calling, or assisting in a strike arising out 
of the dispute, or an order requiring the employer to re- 
frain from any practices which change the situation 
existing at the time the dispute arose. Such order shall 
terminate within 5 days after the findings and recommen- 
dations of the Board or within 60 days from its issuance, 
whichever first occurs. 

Orders of the Board are enforceable only at the suit of 
the Attorney General made in the proper Federal district 
eourt. The jurisdiction of district courts when granting 
temporary relief or restraining order to enforce such 
orders of the Board shall not be limited by the act of 
March 28, 1932. 

Ii. R. 4893. Mr. Mansfield of Montana; December 4, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Enlisted personnel of the armed forces during the war- 
service period (December 7, 1941, to 6 months after ter- 
mination of hostilities) shall be entitled to annual leave 
at the rate of 24% days per month. On discharge, or re- 
lease from active duty, a lump-sum payment (computed 
at the rate of pay and allowances received at that time) 
shall be made to cover the accumulated leave. 

H. R. 4894. Mr. Smith of Wisconsin; December 4, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Stops inductions under the Selective Training and Serv- 
ice Act of 1940. 

H. R. 4895. Mr. Vinson; December 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes payment on a commuted basis of the costs 
of transportation of: (1) dependents of persons missing, 
dead, etc., as a result of enemy action (retroactive to 
September 8, 1939); (2) dependents of personnel of the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard ordered to or from 
duty under secret orders (retroactive to Octgber 1, 1940) ; 
(3) dependents of personnel of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard on change of station where for military 
reasons dependents are not permitted to join them (retro- 
active to December 7, 1941); and (4) dependents of per- 
sounel of the Army under certain conditions and of 
civilian personnel assigned to foreign service (effective 
on various dates according to the provisions of the Act of 
June 5, 1942, amended hereby) [amending U. 8S. C, 50 App. 
763, 764, 831, 883a, 1012]. 

H. R. 4896. Mr. Vinson; December 4, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes transportation, at Government expense, of a 
person separated from the naval forces under conditions 
other than honorable, to his home or place of entry into 
active service. 

Payment for land travel at the rate of 4 cents a mile for 
dependents over 12 years of age and of 2 cents a mile for 
dependents from 5 to 12 years of age may be provided, in 
lieu of transportation, for dependents of Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard personnel. 

H. R. 4897. Mr. Vursell; December 4, 1945 (Election of 
President, Vice President and Representatives in 
Congress). 

With minor changes, provisions for absentee voting by 
military personnel in time of war are extended to peace 
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time as well. Provisions relating to the Federal ballot 
are eliminated. The provision that no person in military 
service shall be required to pay a poll or other tax as a 
condition of voting in an election for President and cer- 
tain other Federal officers remains applicable in time of 
war only [amending U. S. C. 50: 301-347]. 

Prohibitions against various type of political activity 
in the armed forces are applicable generally, and are 
not limited to time of war [amending U. 8S. C. 18: 6lv- 
61x}. 

H. R. 4898. Mr. Anderson of California; December 4, 1945 
(Military Affairs). 

Amends the act which prohibits the unauthorized wear- 
ing, manufacturing, or selling of military insignia to in- 
clude veterans’ discharge buttons and imposes a penalty 
for violation of a fine of $1,000 and/or imprisonment for 
1 year [amending U. S. C, 10: 1425]. 

H. R. 4899, Mr. Patterson; December 4, 1945 (Banking 
and Currency). 

General Housing Act of 1945—Title I: Establishes a 
permanent National Housing Agency, headed by a policy- 
making Administrator appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate, at an annual salary of $12,000. 
Within the Agency there shall be a Federal Home Lean 
Bank Administration, a Federal Housing Administration, 
und a Federal Public Housing Authority, each headed by a 
coilumissioner appointed by the President, with the consent 
of the Senate. Subject to the over-all responsibilities of 
the Administrator, there are transferred to, and vested: 
(a) in the Federal Home Loan Bank Commissioner, the 
functions of the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, the 
board of trustees of the Federal Savings and Loan Insur- 
ance Corporation, and the Board of directors of the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation, all of which boards are abol- 
ished; (b) in the Federal Housing Commissioner the funce- 
tions of the Federal Housing Administrator (which office 
is abolished), and the functions of the Federal Loan Ad- 
ministrator with respect to the Federal National Mortgage 
Association; (c) in the Federat Public Housing Commis- 
sioner, the functions of the Administrator of the United 
States Housing -Authority (which office is abolished), 
functions relating to war and defense housing (except that 
located on military or naval reservations, posts or bases) 
other than the policy making functions which are vested 
in the National Housing Administrator, the functions of 
various agencies relative to temporary shelter, together 
with the functions of the Federal Loan Administrator with 
respect to the Defense Homes Corporation (which shall 
be administered by the Commissioner) and of the Farm 
Security Administration with respect to housing projects 
for other than farm families. 

Title II: To enable private enterprise and localities to 
meet more of the need for housing and related commu- 
nity development through their own efforts, the National 
Housing Administration shall: (a) make studies and pub- 
lish reports relating to (1) building materials and methods 
of production, residential design and construction, zoning 
laws, ete., to develop standards of safety, durability, 
livability, and health in housing and related community 
development and to reduce housing costs, and (2) im- 
provement of employment and investment opportunities 
in house building, better methods of home financing, etc., 
such studies to draw upon or be undertaken cooperatively 
with other Federal, State or local agencies where feasible ; 
and (b) give financial aid to localities, on a matching 
basis (50-50) to make studies of their own housing needs 
and markets and surveys for related community develop- 
ment. The sums of $12,500,000 and $25,000,000 are au- 
thorized over an initial period of five years for the studies 
and surveys provided for under the foregoing provisions 
(a) and (b) respectively. Studies and plans in prepara- 
tion of land assembly projects or low-rent housing projects 
for which Federal aid is provided by title VI of this act 
(see below) or by the United States Housing Act may 
be financed by loans from the administering agency. 
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Title III: Amends existing aids to privately financed 
housing in the interest of moderate income groups and re- 
turning veterans. Expands the lending powers of Federal 
home loan banks and of federally chartered savings and 
loan associations. Improves the insurance protection pro- 
vided by the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corpo- 
ration and reduces its cost. Authorizes improvements in 
the Federal Housing Administration operations with re- 
spect to home modernization and improvement loans, home 
mortgage loans, and rental housing mortgage loans 
[amending U. S. C. 12: 1464 (c), 1430 (a), (b), 1431, 1440, 
and various sections of the National Housing Act (U.S. C. 
12: 1701-1743) ]. 

Title IV. Supplements existing systems of mortgage 
insurance under the National Housing Act with special 
systems of mortgage insurance for families of lower in- 
comes who require more favorable terms than existing 
systems offer. Offers two supplemental programs, one 
for small home ownership with Federal Housing Admin- 
istration insurance, and one for Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration or private financing for mutual home owner- 
ship or rental projects. The first plan, which is limited to 
houses where the princpal loan is not more than $5,000 
raises the amount of a mortgage eligible for insyrance 
from 80 or 90 percent of the cost of the housing to 95 
percent, thus reducing the down payment required on 
an individual family home to 5 percent, extends the period 
of amortization from 20 or 25 years to 32 years, reduces 
the maximum interest rate allowable from 5 to 4 percent, 
provides additional insurance protection, and authorizes 
firm commitments to builders in amounts up to 85 per- 
cent of the cost of the house. The second plan, which 
provides for Federal Housing Administration insurance 
of private financing for mutual home ownership or rental 
projects, authorizes an insured mortgage as high as 
95 percent in the case of mutuals or public instrumen- 
talities and 90 percent in other cases, provides for a 
40-year amortization period (subject to extension), for 
a maximum interest rate of 3% percent, for lapsing, when 
necessary, Of principal and interest payments and for 
additional insurance benefits, and authorizes the Federal 
National Mortgage Association to make loans and deal 
in an underwrite mortgage lending under the plan [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 12: 1709 (b), 1710 (a), 1718, and adding 
1713 ql]. 

Title V: Adds to the National Housing Act title VII, 
which sets up a “yield insurance system” for direct in- 
vestment by individuals, companies, corporations, etc., 
in rental housing for families of moderate means, the 
system to be administered by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, The insurance provided for would guar- 
antee to those who assume the obligation to invest in 
housing projects on a 50-year basis at an annual return 
ranging from 314 to 4 percent on outstanding investment 
a minimum annual return of (1) 2 percent of the original 
investment and (2) 2% percent of that portion which re- 
mains unamortized as of the particular year involved 
until such time as only 10 percent of the original capital 
investment remains unamortized. An annual premium 
charge of not more than one-half of 1 percent of the 
investment outstanding for the year for which such charge 
is payable, and reasonable fees (not in excess of one-half 
of 1 percent of the estimated capital investment) for Fed- 
eral Housing Administration examination and inspection 
of the project during construction, are authorized. A 
housing investment insurance fund is set up as a revolving 
fund to carry out the foregoing provisions and for admin- 
istrative expenses. 

Title VI: Provides for Federal aid to localities for the 
acquisition and preparation of land for redevelopment 
in part by private enterprise. - Authorizes: (1) $500,000,- 
000 in 5-year loans to finance the undertaking of projects 
prior to definitive financing thereof ; (2) $50,000,000 a year, 
for 5 years for loans which must be repaid within 45 
years; and (3) $4,000,000 a year for 5 years for subsidies, 
which must be matched (at least 50-50) by the localities. 
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Title VII: Authorizes Federal contributions for low- 
rent housing, in sum of $22,000,000 annually for 4 years, to 
localities which assume community responsibility and in- 
itiative in estimating their own needs and demonstrating 
that their needs cannot fully be met by private enterprise 
and without Federal aid, with preference to servicemen 
and veterans in administration of the program. Federal 
aid shall be given only where there is a gap of at least 20 
percent between the upper rental limits for admission to 
the proposed low-rent housing and the lowest -rents at 
which private enterprise is providing a substantial supply 
of decent, safe, and sanitary housing. Also authorizes 
Federal aid for the rehabilitation of existing dwellings 
[amending various sections of United States Housing Act 
of 1887 (U. 8. C. 12: 1401-1480) ]. 

Title VIII: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing 
on farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture: (a) to owners of farms to provide 
decent dwellings for themselves, their tenants, share- 
croppers, or laborers, in cases where such Owners cannot 
elsewhere receive the necessary credit on terms compa- 
rable to those provided in the bill, i. e., repayment within 
40 years, interest at 3 percent on unpaid balances, and 
repayment in installments in accordance with amortiza- 
tion schedules provided by the Secretary, and (b) to farm 
owners, or groups of farm owners to provide adequate 
housing for seasonal agricultural workers, upon terms 
Similar to the foregoing terms, except that the loans must 
be capable of being repaid within the useful life of the 
housing. Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to bor- 
row from the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
finance such loans, upon the security of obligations of 
borrowers. Authorizes annual contributions of $5,000,- 
000, which limit is to be increased by further amounts of 
$5,000,000 at the beginning of each of the second, third, 
fourth, and fifth years, after the date of enactment, for 
a program to be undertaken by the Federal Public Hous- 
ing Authority, in cooperation with the Department of 
Agriculture (or the Department of the Interior in the case 
of farms included in reclamation projects of that De- 
partment) to aid local public agencies in providing housing 
including nonfarm housing in rural areas for families of 
low income, with preference to servicemen and veterans, 
and to facilitate home ownership by such families. Aid 
may also be given in the form of loans running for not 
more than 45 years, with interest at the applicable going 
Federal rate. 

Title IX: Provides for the sale of permanent war hous- 
ing and other federally owned housing to a local public 
agency, for low-rent housing purposes, whenever the local 
governing body finds that it would be in the best interests 
of the community or of the families of servicemen or 
veterans (to whom a preference is given) to make such 
housing available to families of low income. 

Title X : Requires the National Housing Authority shall, 
at least once a year, make a complete inventory of housing 
needs and programs and shall, at least once a year, trans- 
mit a report thereon to the Congress. 


H. R. 4900. Mr. Roe of New York; December 4, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Clarifies the terms “compensation” and “pension” in 
connection with payments to veterans. Payment for 
service-connected disability or death shall be designated 
compensation; payment for non-service-connected disa- 


bility or death shall be designated pension [repealing 
U. 8. C. 38: 700]. 


H. R. 4901. Mr. Roe of New York; December 4, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

To facilitate settlement of veterans’ claims the Veterans’ 
Administrator may (1) accept prima facie evidence of 
relationship, age, or death, subject to verification by public 
record or satisfactory secondary evidence in the absence of 
public record; (2) accept unnotarized claims for benefits 
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under veterans’ laws if signed and witnessed according to 
prescribed regulations; and (3) waive any statutory or 
regulatory limitations in cases where it is found that 
failure to file a claim or to submit evidence within the pre- 
scribed time was due to circumstances beyond the control 
of the person seeking benefits. 

H. R. 4902. Mr. Roe of New York; December 4, 1945 

(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Veterans’ Administrator to pay to any 
person entitled to benefits under any law administered by 
the _Veterans’ Administration the amount of withheld 
foreign checks covered into the Treasury on his account as 
miscellaneous receipts together with such amount as may 
be to his credit in the special deposit account entitled 
“Secretary of the Treasury, Proceeds of Withheld Foreign 
Checks.” 

H. R. 4907. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; December 5, 1945 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Authorizes conveyance of Fort Brady, Mich., to the city 
of Sault Sainte Marie. 

H. R. 4908. Mrs. Norton; December 5, 1945 (Labor). 

“Labor Fact-Finding Boards Act”’—The Secretary of 
Labor shall certify to the President any labor dispute 
where the government's attempts to mediate or to induce 
the parties to submit to arbitration have failed and where 
a stoppage of work seriously affecting the national public 
interest or interstate or foreign commerce has resulted 
or threatens to result. 

Within 5 days after such certification the President may 
appoint a fact-finding board of three or more persons, none 
of whom has any private interest in the parties to the 
dispute, to investigate all relevant facts, giving the parties 
a full and fair hearing. Within 20 days after its appoint- 
ment, unless such time is extended by agreement of the 
parties with the approval of the President, the Board shall 
submit to the President a report containing its findings of 
fact, together with recommendations. Appropriate pro- 
visions of sections 9, 10, and 11 of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act shall apply with respect to the investigatory 
powers, the functions of members and agents, and the 
powers of the Board. 

The parties to such labor dispute shall continue opera- 
tions and work under the. conditions in effect immediately 
prior to the dispute for a 30-day period, consisting of the 
5 days following the certification of the dispute by the 
Secretary of Labor, the 20-day period provided for hearing 
and investigation by the Board, and 5 days after the 
Board’s report is submitted (5-day waiting period after 
certification if no board is appointed). During this period 
it shall be unlawful for any person to coerce, instigate, 
induce, conspire with, or encourage any person to inter- 
fere with the continuation of work and operations by lock- 
out, strike, or otherwise, or to aid any such lock-out or 
strike by giving direction or guidance, by providing funds 
for the conduct or direction thereof, or for the payment of 
strike or other benefits to those participating therein. 
This act does not apply to any labor dispute subject to the 
Railway Labor Act. 


H. R. 4909. Mr. Rees of Kansas; December 5, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 

Provides for the discharge of members of the women’s 
reserves of the armed forces, except those needed at the 
separation centers and in the service hospitals. 

H. R. 4911. Mr. Harris; December 6, 1945 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 

Authorizes the Public Utilities Commission of the Dis- 


trict of Columbia to limit the number of taxicabs in the 
District. 


H. R. 4912. Mr. O'Hara; December 6, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Imposes liability upon air carriers or foreign air carriers 
or owners of aircraft for bodily injury or death to persons 
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and damage to property occurring on the surface of the 
earth caused by the operation of an aircraft or by the 
falling of an object therefrom when the aircraft is in the 
possession or control of a carrier or subject thereto, unless 
the carrier can prove affirmatively (1) that it had taken all 
measures to avoid the injury, damage, etc., or that it was 
impossible for it to take such measures, or (2) that the neg- 
ligence of the person injured contributed to the injury, or 
(3) that the person injured, or the property damaged, etc., 
was within certain areas of an airport, in which event the 
carrier shall be liable only upon proof by the elaimant that 
the carrier was negligent. Actions for damages against air 
carriers must be brought within 1 year after the accident. 

Persons having a security interest in or title to an air- 
craft are liable for injury resulting from its operation only 
when the aircraft is in their possession or control. A per- 
son operating an aircraft without the consent of the car- 
rier having the right to its control shall be liable for dam- 
age caused by such operation; the carrier is liable jointly 
if it was negligent in preventing the unauthorized use. 

The liability of a carrier arising from one accident is 
limited for personal injuries to $10 per pound of the maxi- 
mum landing weight of the aircraft, not to exceed 
$1,400,000; for property damage, $4 per pound, not to ex- 
ceed $600,000; where the amount for one class of claims is 
exhausted, any unused part for claims of the other class 
may be used. 

An air carrier may institute action in the proper Federal 
district court to make effective this limitation of liability. 
H. R. 4913. Mr. Traynor; December 6, 1945 (World War 

Veterans’ Legislation). 

Strikes out the 90-day service requirement in grading 
permanent total non-service-connected disability pensions 
to World War I veterans. Extends period of World War 
I to April 1, 1920, in case of a person who served in 
Russia. 

H. R. 4914. Mr. Talle; December 6, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Revives the act of December 21, 1944, authorizing the 
construction of a bridge across the Mississippi River at 
Clinton, Iowa, and Fulton, Ill. 

H. R. 4921. Mr. Green; December 7, 1945 (Civil Service). 


Provides for payment of twice the regular basic rate 
of compensation for work performed on holidays by Fed- 
eral employees covered by the Federal Employees Pay 
Act of 1945 [amending 59 Stat. 298]. 

H. R. 4922. Mr. Smith of Wisconsin; December 7, 1945 
(Foreign Affairs). 

Incorporates the American Field Service. 

H. R. 4927. Mr. Crosser; December 7, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission to in- 
vestigate and regulate railroad train-dispatching service. 
H. R. 4928. Mr. Fulton; December 7, 1945 (Military Af- 

fairs). 

Extends the servicemen’s free mailing privilege to in- 
clude air mail and to provide for the free issuance to 
servicemen of postal money orders [amending Public Law 
No. 190, 79th Cong.]}. 

H. R. 4929. Mr. Ramspeck; December 7, 1945 (Education). 


Educational Equalization Act of 1945—Authorizes 
$50,000,000 for the fiscal year 1947 and $100,000,000 in 1948 
for the purpose of more nearly equalizing public elemen- 
tary and public secondary-school opportunities among the 
States and Territories. Provides a method of computing 
the amount of federal aid to a state based on the number 
of children of school age in the state in relation to its 
annual income payments as compared with the ratio for 
the United States as a whole. Each State shall define its 
program of public education for the purposes of this act. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races, 
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In no case shall the apportionment be used to reduce State 
expenditures for education. 


H. R. 4930. Mr. Sikes; December 7, 1945 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Establishes a Department of National Defense with a 
Secretary of National Defense, and Under Secretaries for 
the Army, for the Navy, and for Air. Creates the United 
States Chiefs of Staff to carry on the strategic planning, 
supply planning, and operational direction of all the armed 
forces ; the members shall be a Chief of Staff to the consti- 
tutional Commander in Chief, a Chief of Staff of the Army, 
a Chief of Staff for the Navy, and a Chief of Staff for the 
Air Forces. Creates the Office of Director of Supply, with 
administrative supervision of the common supply services 
of all the armed forces [repealing the acts of August 7, 
1789, ch. 7 and April 30, 1789, ch. 35, § 1.

Authorizes the establishment of the Travertine Bridge 
National Monument in Gila County, Ariz. 
H. R. 4934. Mr. Hoffman; December 10, 1945 (Labor). 

Amends the definition of unfair labor practices in the 
National Labor Relations Act. The following are no 
longer included as unfair labor practices: (1) discrimina- 
tion in regard to employment for the purposes of en- 
couraging or discouraging membership in any labor 
organization (2) discrimination against or discharge of 
an employee for filing charges or giving testimony under 
the act and (3) refusal by an employer to bargain col- 
lectively with the representatives of his employees. Per- 
sons other than employers may commit unfair labor prac- 
tices—by threatening, restraining or coercing employees 
in the exercise of the rights guaranteed in § 7 of the act, 
or by dominating or interfering by threat, restraint or 
coercion with the formation or administration of a labor 
organization. An employer shall not contribute financial 
or other support to a labor organization, but he may pro- 
vide without charge facilities for its meetings, and may 
permit employees to confer with him during working hours 
without loss of time or pay. Nothing in the act shall 
prevent an employer and his employees from discussing 
problems of common interest [amending U. 8S. C. 29: 158}.

Strikes out the exemption of labor organizations from 
provisions of the Anti-Racketeering Act [mending U. S. C. 
18: 420d].

An employee shall have the right not to join (as well 
as the right to join) a labor organization; and other 
employees shall not, except by peaceful argument, inter- 
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fere with the exercise of either right [amending U. S. C. 
29: 157). 
H. R. 4937. Mr. Hoffman; December 10, 1945 (Labor). 

The National Labor Relations Board shall not exercise 
its powers in behalf of a union or union member guilty 
of an unfair labor practice for a period, not to exceed 1 
year, which the Board shall determine. When an ap- 
preciable number of a union’s members have engaged in an 
unfair labor practice, or violated a contract with the em- 
ployer, it shall forfeit its right to bargain collectively 
for a period of not less than 6 months nor more than 1 
year as the Board shall determine [amending U. S. C.

Affairs). 

A retired Army officer shall be advanced one grade for 
each of the following bases on which he qualifies: if he

Insurrection or the China Relief Expedition, and did not 
receive any permanent promotion after April 5, 1917; (3) 
has received any medal, citation, or decoration from the 
United States for gallantry or conduct in action; (4) has 
received the Purple Heart. Service outside the conti- 
nental United States shall be counted for double the time 
of actual service in determining promotion based on 
length of service. No advancement in grade higher than 
that of major general shall be made under this act.

Grants consent of Congress to the State of Connecticut 
to construct and operate a toll bridge across the Connecti- 
cut River at or near Old Saybrook. 

H. R. 4941. Mr. Sumners of Texas; December 10, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Administrative Procedure Act—Except where any func- 
tion of national defense or diplomacy, or where the 
internal management of an agency is involved, every Fed- 
eral agency shall (a) publish its rules (including a 
description of its organization), and (b) publish or make 
available to public inspection its final opinions and 
orders. Except as otherwise required by statute, matters 
of official record shall be available to persons directly 
concerned unless information is held to be confidential 
for good cause found. Except in matters relating to 
national defense or diplomacy, or to agency management, 
or to public property, loans, grants, benefits, or contracts, 
every Federal agency shall publish general notice of 
proposed substantive rule-making, afford interested 
parties an opportunity to participate therein; and afford 
such parties an opportunity to petition for issuance, 
amendment, or repeal of a rule. The required publication 
or service of any substantive rule (with certain excep- 
tions) shall precede by not less than 30 days the effective 
date, except as otherwise provided by the agency upon 
good cause shown. 

In any case where administrative hearing is required, 
notice thereof must be given, and an opportunity afforded 
for settlement of the controversy by consent, etc. 

Functions of investigation and prosecution are separated 
from functions of decision and review. 

Declaratory orders may be issued. 

So far as the conduct of public business permits, every 
interested person shall have the right to appear in person 
or by counsel or other qualified representative for nego- 
tiation, adjustment, etc. of a controversy, and every per- 
son appearing or summoned shall have the right to be 
accompanied and advised by counsel or other duly quali- 
fied representative. Investigatory powers may be exer- 
cised only within prescribed limits. Subpenas authorized 
by law shall be issued to any party upon request and, as 
may be required by rules of procedure, upon a statement 
or showing of general relevance, necessity, or reasonable 
scope of evidence sought. Prompt notice must be given 
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of denial of an application, or other request of any person. 

Hearings shall be presided over by representatives of 
the agency involved, or by one or more examiners ap- 
pointed in accordance with the Statute. Rules of evi- 
dence prescribed by the Statute must be observed. 

No sanction shall be imposed or substantive rule or 
order be issued except within jurisdiction delegated to 
the agency and as authorized by law. Limitations are 
placed on the powers of agencies to withdraw licenses. 

Judicial review of administrative decisions is author- 
ized, and declaratory judgments or writs of injunction 
or habeas corpus are provided for. Interim relief may 
be granted by a reviewing court. 

Examiners shall be appointed by and for each agency; 
they may be removed from the agency only for good cause 
determined by the Civil Service Commission and shall 
receive compensation independently of agency recom- 
mendations or rating.

Makes it unlawful to induce or require recognition of 
labor organizations or employment of members thereof, 
etce., (1) by means of concerted refusal on the part of 
employees of property carriers for hire to transport, prop- 
erty, or (2) by means of strikes against any person or 
concerted refusal to work on, handle, or otherwise deal 
with articles or materials belonging to another person, 
where such concerted refusal or strike directly affects in- 
terstate or foreign commerce. Also makes it unlawful for 
any labor organization to require its member to per- 
form any act which violates the foregoing provisions. 
Penalty: Fine of $100 to $1,000 and/or imprisonment for 
30 days to 1 year; for violation by a labor organization, 
suspension of its status under the National Labor Relations 
Act for 90 days to 6 months.

Grants a 25 percent increase of pension to children who 
are entitled to receive a pension by reason of being chil- 
dren of deceased persons who served in the armed forces.

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ceeding process may be served a parent anywhere in the 

United States or possession thereof, or in the Canal Zone 

[amending U. S. C. 28:41]. 

H. R. 4954. Mr. King; December 11, 1945 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


All-American Flag Line Act of 1945—Directs the Civil 
Aeronautics Board to initiate investigations and studies 
and negotiations looking forward to the formation of a 
community company to engage in international air trans- 
portation as a private corporation under Federal Charter, 
and to be known as the All-American Flag Line. 

Common stock, issued in three special series, each to be 
20 percent of the proposed initial common-stock capitaliza- 
tion, shall be offered to (a) all domestic air carriers, (b) 
all Gass 1 carriers by railroad subject to the I. C. C, Act 
(other than terminal switching companies and carriers 
not citizens of the United States), and (c) citizens who 
are common carriers by water in foreign commerce or in 
commerce between the United States and its: possessions. 

Provisions are made for (1) the continued-employment 
of present employees of companies merged into the com- 
munity company, (2) reemployment of personnel who since 
August 27, 1940, have left positions in such companies to 
enter the armed forces, and (3) preference in employment 
to citizens engaged after December 7, 1941, in the operation 
of transport aircraft overseas directly under the War or 
Navy Departments or by contract. Collective-bargaining 
agreements made previous to the merger of any company 
shall be respected. 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code by providing that 
no gain or loss shall be recognized as to property trans- 
ferred by a corporation to the Company or upon the re- 
linguishment or extinguishment of stock or securities in a 
corporation pursuant to such consolidation. The value of 
property transferred by a merger shall remain the same as 
it would have been in the hands of the corporation from 
which it was acquired, increased in the amount of gain 
recognized to the corporation whose property was so 
acquired. 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to negotiate agree- 
ments with foreign governments in the name of the United 
States for the benefit of the Flag Line. No agreements with 
a foreign government restricting the air-operations of the 
United States or its nationals or allowing a foreign gov- 
ernment to operate other than as a foreign air carrier shall 
be made except by treaty. 

Foreign military aircraft shall not be operated in the 
United States, including the Panama Canal Zone, except 
upon authorization by the Secretary of State. 

H. R. 4955. Mr. King; December 11, 1945 (Public Lands). 

Natural Resources Act of 1945—Establishes a Natural 
Resources Council to be composed of the Secretaries of 
Interior and Agriculture (ex officio) and three members 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
Directs the Council to (1) encourage development and 
utilization of natural resources; (2) keep a natural re- 
sources inventory: (3) acquire and hold a natural re- 
sources stock pile which shall include critical and strategic 
materials; (4) make studies and estimates with respect 
to all phases of natural resources and all foreign patents 
relating thereto which are held by the Alien Property 
Custodian; (5) stimulate research by private enterprise 
and State and local governments on new or improved 
technologies; and (6) utilize the facilities of any Govern- 
ment agency to carry out the purposes of this act. The 
Secretary ,of the Interior shall conduct a continuing pro- 
gram of exploration and development of domestic mineral 
deposits and the Secretary of Agriculture shall accelerate 
the surveys for making a comprehensive appraisal of the 
agricultural and forest resources. 

H. R. 4956. Mr. De Lacy; December 11, 1945 (Immigration 
and Naturalization). 

An alien merchant seaman, regardless of age, who has 
served honorably for at least 3 years on board an American- 
owned vessel, between September 1, 1989, and the cessation 
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of hostilities, may be naturalized upon compliance with 
the naturalization laws except that no certificate of ar- 
rival, declaration of intention, or period of residence, or 
fulfillment of educational standards is required. The 
petitioner may file his petition in any court having natural- 
ization jurisdiction, but he must include affidavits from 
two citizens of the United States, as to his character and 
loyalty, show evidence of maritime service, and aver he 
continued in such employment as long as the United States 
was at war unless he was prevented by illness, disability, 
or causes beyond his control. Petition must be filed within 
1 year after cessation of hostilities. 

H. R. 4960. Mr. Andrews; December 12, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Labor Organizations Incorporation Act—Requires labor 
organizations to incorporate and to file annual financial 

reports. Amends the National Labor Relations Act to in- 
* elude incorporation under this act in the definition of a 
labor organization [amending U. S. C. 29: 152 (5)]. 

H. R. 4961. Mr. Morrison; December 12, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Persons in the Civil Aeronautics Administration War 
Training Service who after December 14, 1942, received 
$50 per month, as persons subject to service in the Army 
but not on active duty therein, shall be paid in a lump sum 
$25 per month additional compensation for flying. 

H. R. 4962. Mr. Farrington; December 12, 1945 (Territo- 
ries). 

Provides for 10-year (now 4) terms of office for justices 
of the Supreme Court of Hawaii [amending U. 8. C. 48: 
633]. 

H. R. 4963. Mr. Beckworth; December 12, 1945 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

All property of German, Japanese, or Italian Govern- 
ments and of their nationals seized or demanded by the 
United States since December 7, 1941, shall be retained by 
the United States to satisfy claims of its citizens against 
those governments for damage growing out of their acts 
since December 7, 1941, which resulted in deprivation 
of liberty, cruelty, maltreatment, or impairment of earn- 
ing capacity as a consequence of capture or internment ; 
or the claims of persons who as surviving dependents of 
such American citizens suffered damages. Creates an 
Enemy Property Commission to adjudicate these claims. 


H. R. 4964. Mr. Rabaut; December 12, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Extends to two years after date of this act the statute 
of limitations with respect to suits by customs officers 
and employees for extra pay for holiday and Sunday serv- 
ices performed under U. 8. C. 19: 267 since November 14, 
1929. Gives the United States Court of Claims jurisdiction 
over such suits and directs the Commissioner of Customs 
to furnish any claimant with an itemized statement of 
Sunday and holiday services performed by him. 


H. R. 4965. Mr. Rankin; December 12, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 


Amends the National Service Life Insurance Act. In- 
cludes among those who may be beneficiaries under a policy 
any dependent parent who last bore that relationship. 
Permits conversion to endowment policies. Provides that 
all level premium term policies shall cease and terminate 
at the expiration of the term period. A beneficiary may 
be any person so designated by the insured. All policies 
shall provide optional modes of settlement: (1) in one 
sum; (2) in equal monthly installments of from.36 to 240, 
in multiples of 12, (3) in equal monthly installments for 
120 months certain with such payments continuing for 
the life of the first beneficiary ; (4) as a refund life income 
in monthly installments payable for such period certain 
as may be required in order that the sum of such install- 
ments certain shall equal the face value of the contract, 
with such payments continuing for life of the first bene- 
ficiary. In case of an incompetent or minor beneficiary 
such an option as to a mode of settlement may be exercised 
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by his fiduciary, or a person recognized by the Adminis- 
trator as having custody of the person or estate of such 
beneficiary. Directs the Administrator, upon application, 
to include in any policy certain provisions for total dis- 
ability benefits. Policies or contracts shall be incontest- 
able except for fraud, nonpayment of premium, or on the 
ground that applicant was not a member of the armed 
forces. An assignment of an assignor’s interest may be 
made by a designated beneficiary to a widow, widower, 
child, parent, or grandparent, brother or sister of the 
insured when the designated contingent beneficiary, if any, 
joins as assignor, and if the assignment is delivered to the 
Veterans’ Administration before any payments have been 
made to the assignor. 

H. R. 4966. Mr. Flood; December 12, 1945 (World War 

Veterans’ Legislation). 

Extends to widows of World War II veterans the bene- 
fits of the education and training provided for under Part 
VIII of Veterans Regulation 1 (a). 

H. R. 4967. Mr. Folger; December 12, 1945 (Banking and

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation shall provide 
for the operation of the Big Inch and Little Big Inch pipe 
lines as common carriers for petroleum and petroleum 
products by either directly operating them, or by leasing 
or selling them to a private agency or agencies. 

H. R. 4968. Mr. Landis; December 12, 1945 (Ways and 
Means).

Vests power to develop 
the program in the Secretary of State, who may, in connec- 
tion therewith (1) provide for the preparation and dissem- 
ination abroad of information about the United States, its 
people and its policies, through press, publications, radio, 
motion pictures, and other information media; (2) make 
grants to governmental institutions, public or private non- 
profit organizations, and individuals, in the United States 
and elsewhere, so as to provide for interchange of students, 
professors, and outstanding persons in various fields, for 
technical projects by the United States with some govern- 
ment or nonprofit organization, for dissemination of infor- 
mation materials abroad, distribution and interchange of 
educational materials, development of better methods for 
teaching English abroad, and for assistance to American- 
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sponsored schools, libraries, and community centers 
abroad; and (3) provide to a foreign government the tem- 
porary services of persons in the employ of the United 
States who have special scientific or other technical or pro- 
fessional qualifications (but this does not authorize the 
detail of military personnel to develop the armed forces of 
a foreign government) [amending U. 8S. C. 5: 118e]. 

In carrying out these purposes, the Secretary is author- 
ized, in addition to the authority otherwise vested in him, 
to (a) use the facilities of governmental agencies, (b) fur- 
nish entertainment, (c) maintain reception centers for 
foreign students and visitors, (d) pay expenses for meeting 
of interested societies, (e) lease for 10 years buildings and 
grounds outside the United States for libraries, information 
centers, ete., (f) provide for exchange of funds, (g) pro- 
vide for publication abroad of announcements of programs 
undertaken under this Act, (h) provide for printing and 
binding outside the United States without regard to exist- 
ing laws, (i) employ aliens as temporary personnel or 
outside the United States, (j) furnish State Department 
employees having a permanent station in a foreign country, 
for duty under this act, the regular travel and related 
expenses of a foreign service officer, and (k) create ad- 
visory committees. 

Orders, purchases, rental, travel expenses, ete., incidental 
to the exchange of persons may be made without regard to 
existing laws. Deposits of funds to be expended or reim- 
bursements for funds expended in any program under this 
uct may be accepted. 

H. R, 4983. Mr. D’Ewart; December 13, 1945 (Indian Af- 
fairs). 

Fixes $45,000 as the charge against non-Indian lands for 
construction of the Crow irrigation project in Montana, 
exclusive of the Willow Creek Storage Works, and author- 
izes the Secretary of the Interior to eliminate from the 
project some 500 acres described in the district engineer's 
report of November 29, 1945. Pursuant to the findings 
of the report referred to $676,891.83 of operation and main- 
tenance assessments against Indian and non-Indian owned 
lands is canceled. 

No further construction work on the Crow Indian Reser-

Directs the President, Maritime Commission, and War 
Shipping Administration to immediately make available 
for returning our soldiers from overseas the 7,500 ships 
under their control. Members of the Commission and 
the Administration shall attend public hearings for 


examination as to their failure to use these ships for the 
return of our soldiers. 


H. R. 5004. Mr. Angell; December 14, 1945 (Public Lands). 


Provides for the protection of wildlife in Mount McKin- 
ley National Park from wolves and other predatory ani- 
mals [amending U. S. C. 16: 352]. 

H. R. 5005. Mr. Rivers; December 14, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Requires the Smaller War Plants Corporation to give 
priority to veterans in the disposal of property under the 
mn Property Act [amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 1627 (e), 
( ‘ 

H. R. 5006. Mr. King; December 14, 1945 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes the construction of a T-tunnel connecting 


San Pedro, Wilmington, Long Beach, and Terminal Island, 
Calif. 
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H. R. 5012. Mr. Doyle; December 17, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Dispenses with the requirement that a veteran be 
unable to pay hospital expenses in nonservice-connected 
“ases as a condition to hospitalization and domiciliary 
care in Veterans’ Administration facilities. Transporta- 
tion shall be paid in cases of undue hardship [amending 
U. S. C. 38: 706]. 

H. R. 5013. Mr. Curtis; December 17, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Prohibits the exportation of logs, lumber, and certain 
lumber products during 1946 and until the housing and 
other construction requirements for lumber in the United 
States are being currently met. 

H. R. 5014. Mr. Lyndon B. Johnson; December 17, 1945 
(Banking and Currency). 

Federal Hospital Aid Act—Authorizes the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to spend $500,000,000 in grants 
of 40 percent of the costs, and in loans for a 40-year term 
at 2 percent interest toward the planning, construction, 
improvement and extension of hospitals, and public-health 
centers. 

Forty percent of the capacity of a hospital or public- 
health center receiving such aid is subject, at the request 
of the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, to use of the 
treatment of veterans. 

H.R. 5015. Mr. McGehee; December 17, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


An officer or enlisted man relieved subsequent to De 
cember 7, 1941, from active Federal military service after 
15 years’ service, 4 years of which were active Federal 
service, shall be entitled to retirement pay at the rate of 
2% percent of his base pay, including longevity, at the 
time of retirement for each year of active Federal serv- 
ice, and at the rate of 144 percent for each year’s service 
in the National Guard or Organized Reserves, 

H. R. 5016. Mr. Patman; December 17, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Extends the types of insurance into which national 
service life insurance may be converted so as to include 
20-year endowment, 30-year endowment, endowment at 
age 62, and 5-year level premium term. Provides for pay- 
ment of benefits in one lump sum, at the option of the 
insured [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 802 (f), (h)]. 

H. R. 5017. Mr. Thomas of Texas; December 17, 1945 
(Ways and Means). 

Imposes a duty of 2 cents per pound on patna rice im- 
ported for use in the manufacture of canned soup 
[amending U. 8. C. 19: 1001, par. 727]. 


H. R. 5018. Mr. Case of South Dakota; December 17, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Grants compensation of $50 per month for life to hon- 
orably discharged veterans of World War II who (1) per- 
formed active service between December 7, 1941, and 
September 2, 1945; (2) have received treatment in a Vet- 
erans’ Administration hospital for pulmonary tubercu- 
losis and have been diagnosed as having the disease; and 
(3) have been discharged from such hospital because the 
disease had been completely arrested. 

H. R. 5019. Mr. Rains; December 17, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

Stops inductions under the Selective Training and Serv- 
ice Act. 

H. R. 5020. Mr. Rains; December 17, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides compensation of $6 per day and travel expenses 
for sheriffs or other law enforcement officers who trans- 
port mentally incompetent veterans to a Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration hospital or home [amending Veterans’ Regu- 
lation No. 10, par. XIV]. 
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H. R. 5021. Mr. Biemiller; December 17, 1945 (Agricul- 
ture). 


Increases the price of migratory-bird hunting stamps 
from $1 to $2. Provides that 50 percent of the areas ac- 
quired through the use of receipts from the sale of bird- 
hunting stamps may be used primarily as wildlife manage- 
ment areas not subject to the prohibitions (U. 8. C. 16: 
765i) against the taking of birds, or nests or the eggs 
thereof [amending U. S. C. 16: 718b, d]. 


H. R. 5022. Mr. Brooks; December 17, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 


Entitles Regular Army officers transferred to the retired 
list subsequent to June 30, 1942, upon aftaining the age 64, 
while serving under temporary appointment in a higher 
grade, to retired pay of 75 percent of the active-duty pay 
of such higher grade. 


H. R. 5023. Mr. Lemke; December 17, 1945 (Judiciary). 


Amends and supplements provisions of the bankruptcy 
law relating to agricultural compositions and extensions. 
Extends a conciliation commissioner’s term of office to 
4 years (now 2). Prohibits the bankruptcy court from ap- 
pointing a special master to serve as a conciliation commis- 
sioner or a supervising conciliation commissioner. Re- 
moves the time limit (March 4, 1946) on filing of bank- 
ruptey petitions by farmers-debtors. Filing of a petition 
shall constitute notice to all Federal and State officials and 
courts, and shall stay all official or judicial proceedings, or 
legal processes against the debtor or any of his property. 
All allowances and exemptions provided for under the 
Bankruptcy Act shall be set aside for the use of the debtor 
in the same manner as for bankrupts. The conciliation 
commissioner shall call a meeting of the creditors within 10 
days after receipt of the petition. If an agreement be- 
tween the creditors and the debtor cannot be reached as 
to the value of the debtor’s property the meeting shall 
be adjourned for 10 days during which time they may come 
to an agreement. Such an agreement, once made, shall be 
binding and shall not be subject to review or appeal. If 
an agreement cannot be reached, the commissioner shal] 
appoint appraisers of the property, and shall approve or 
modify such appraisal if requested, within 20 days of 
the appraisal, to do so. An appeal that the decision of 
the commissioner be submitted to a jury may be filed 
within 10 days. Provides for a stay of all proceedings 
against the debtor for 3 years, within which he may re- 
finance himself on payment of one-fourth of the gross in- 
come from his farming operations annually on that part 
of the unexempt property in his possession. At the end 
of 3 years he may pay into court the judicially determined 
value of the property plus 4 percent interest. If after 5 
years one-half the value of the property has been paid 
the court may continue the stay from year to year for 2 
additional years. Allows the conciliation commissioner 
additional fees above the regular fee of $25, not to exceed 
$50 in any one case. Lien holders shall have no interest in 
increase on livestock or annual crops unless embryonically 
in existence at the date of the filing of the bankruptcy 
petition. This act shall apply to any individual, executor, 
administrator, or personal representative, any partner- 
ship, ownership, or corporation who or which is a farmer- 
debtor as defined by the act (§75) [amending U. S. C. 
11:1 (17), 208]. 


H. R. 5040. Mr. Howell; December 18, 1945 (Labor). 


Provides that 30 percent of the emyployees in any one 
of several plant units under one employer or group of 
employers, ete., may petition the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board for an election to determine the proper collec- 
tive-bargaining unit for employees of such plant unit, 
regardless of whether any one collective-bargaining unit 
represents any unit or units of another plant or plants of 
such employer [amending U. 8. C. 29: 159 (b)1]. 
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H. R. 5041. Mr. Weaver; December 18, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
furnish domiciliary care and medical and hospital treat- 
ment to members of local selective-service boards on the 
same basis as for veterans. 

H. R. 5042. Mr. Case; December 18, 1945 (World War Vet- 
erans’ Legislation). 

Provides a pension of $35 a month to an unmarried 
woman veteran of World War I or II who has a non- 
service-connected disability rated less than permanent and 
total. 

H. R. 5043. Mr. Wickersham; December 18, 1945 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 

First preference, rather than qualified preference, is 
given to veterans in the purchase of surplus property useful 
in the establishment and maintenance of their own small 
business, professional, or agricultural enterprises, and a 
similar preference is extended to servicemen [amending 
U. S. C. 50 App. 1625). 

H. R. 5044. Mr. Kefauver; December 18, 1945; (Military 
Affairs). 

Provides for payment of Army allowances for their 
period of attendance to commissioned officers who were 
members of the first and second classes at Civil Affairs 
Training School, University of Chicago. 

H. R. 5045. Mr. Ramspeck; December 18, 1945 (Civil Serv- 
ice). 

Officers and enyployees under the Civil service Retire- 
ment Act may retire on an annuity at age 70 after 5 years 
of service; except in a few instances where automatic 
retirement does not apply [amending U. 8S. C. 5: 691, 715). 
H. R. 5056. Mr. Rankin; December 19, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Provides that the Federal Bureau of Investigation shall 
be an independent agency of the Government. 

H. R. 5057. Mr. Bryson; December 19, 1945 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Grants to veterans priority in the purchase of surplus 
property for their personal use and for business purposes 
{amending U. S. C. 50 App. 1622, 1625, 1627 (e)]. 

H. R. 5058. Mr. Brooks; December 19, 1945 (Military Af- 
fairs). 

National Military Training Act of 1945—Requires 1 
year’s military training of all able-bodied male persons 
when 18 years of age or upon graduation from high school, 
whichever is later. The training shall consist of 4 months 
basie training, and a second period, for which the follow- 
ing options are open to the trainee, within required quotas: 
(1) if qualified, he may complete the advanced course of 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps while attending col- 
lege; (2) he may enlist in the National Guard or an or- 
ganized unit of the Organized Reserve Corps for a period 
of 3 years; (3) if qualified, he may pursue advanced tech- 
nical or basic scientific training which may be given in 
the armed forces, in industry, or in a college; (4) he may 
continue his advanced training in the regular armed forces 
for 8 months; or (5) he may enlist in the regular forces 
for a normal enlistment period. 

Upon completion of his training, each young man shall 
be enrolled as a reservist in the armed forces for 6 years. 
A Military Training Board shall administer this program. 


H. R. 5059. Mr. Burch; December 19, 1945 (Post Office and 
Post Roads). 


Provides aditional compensation for postmasters, offi- 
cers, and employees in the postal service at the rate of 
$300 a year for regular employees. Employees paid on an 
hourly or part-time basis shall be paid an additional 15 
cents an hour; postmasters at post offices of the fourth 
class shall receive an increase of 15 percent of their basic 
annual salary. Effective until terminated on date 
prescribed by Congress by joint resolution. 
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H. R. 5060. Mr. McMillan; December 19, 1945 (District of 
Columbia). 

The extra compensatoin provided for certain members 
of the Metropolitan Police Force is made part of their basic 
salary. Effective date July 1, 1924 [Pub. Law 148, May 
27, 1924]. 

H. R. 5061. Mr. Rabin; December 19, 1945 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Authorizes the President to provide for the construc- 
tion of housing facilities in areas where it is determined 
an acute shortage exists, and provides for sale of such 
housing, and for lease, ete., prior to sale. Grants the 
President the same powers in respect to the acute hous- 
ing shortage as he had under the Second War Powers 
Act. Provisions of the Renegotiation Act apply to con- 
tracts and subcontracts made pursuant to this act. Au- 
thorizes necessary appropriations. 

H. R. 5062. Mr. Case of South Dakota; December 19, 1945 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


The Smaller War Plants Corporation may purchase sur- 
plus government property for resale, and may make or 
guarantee loans to veterans to aid them in acquiring sur- 
plus plants and facilities [amending U. S. C. 50, App. 1627 
(e) (f)). 

H. R. 5063. Mr. Green; December 19, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

Repeals provision which suspends unemployment re- 
adjustment allowance of a veteran while he is unem- 
ployed on account of a strike [repealing U. S. C. 38: 696a 
(b) }. 

H. R. 5064. Mr. Green; December 19, 1945 (World War 
Veterans’ Legislation). 

A veteran shall not be disqualified for unemployment 
readjustment allowance, even though his unemployment is 
due to a strike, if he is entitled to unemployment compen- 
sation under the laws of the State in which he was 
employed [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 696a (b)]. 

H. R. 5066. Mr. Sheppard; December 19, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


The pay and allowances for personnel of the Philippine 
Scouts and members of the Philippine Commonwealth 
Army while in the service of the armed forces of the 
United States shall be fixed by the Secretary of War and 
shall not exceed or be of other classes than those author- 
ized for the Regular Army [amending U. 8. C. 10: 334]. 


H. R. 5074. Mr. Kefauver; December 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


National Fertilizer Policy and Program Act—Directs 
the Tennessee Valley Authority to report to Congress, not 
later than 6 months after the enactment of this act, a 
national fertilizer policy and program. The Authority 
may acquire sufficient phosphate lands in Florida to supply 
its plants for 50 years. To the extent permitted by re- 
quirements for the production of phosphorus for war 
purposes, the Mobile plant and another fertilizer plant 
to be built in the Tennessee Valley shall be operated for at 
least 5 years after their completion at as near full capacity 
as possible for the production of phosphatic fertilizers and 
materials for defense and agricultural purposes, 50 percent 
of the estimated production to be utilized to augment the 
Authority’s farm-test-demonstration program, and the re- 
mainder to be distributed on a commercial basis, prefer- 
ence in sales to be given to farmers’ cooperatives (as de- 
fined in the act), and thereafter the plants with their 
equipment, etc., may be leased for a term of not more than 
50 years to a farmers’ cooperative organization under cov- 
enants prescribed by the act. 

H. R. 5075. Mr. O’Toole; December 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Individuals employed as stevedores, checkers, or dock 
clerks in the New York Port of Embarkation by the War 
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Department since May 27, 1941, shall receive an amount 

sufficient to make the wages they have received equal to 

the prevailing rate of wages for similar employment in 

the port.of New York. 

H. R. 5076. Mr. Peterson of Florida; December 20, 1945 
(World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

National service life insurance shall not lapse after the 
insured’s discharge from active duty in the armed forces 
until 90 days from the date the first premium after dis- 
charge falls due, or until 90 days after notice of such due 
date, whichever is the later date. Insurance lapses after 
60 days from the mailing of a letter of notification for 
which no delivery can be made [amending U. S. C. 38: 802]. 
H. R. 5077. Mr. Peterson of Florida; December 20, 1945 

(Ways and Means). 

Employment in the Federal Government may be credited 
as employment under the Social Security Act where the 
employee was covered by the Civil Service Retirement Act 
of 1930 and had amounts returned under 12 (b) thereof. 
To secure this credit, a person shall file a statement of 
election with the Social Security Board, and shall pay to 
the Board an amount equal to the taxes he would have 
paid under the Social Security Act with 4 percent interest 
per year from the date the taxes would have been due. 
His election must be made within 6 months after this act, 
within 60 days after the termination of Federal service, 
or within 60 days after he begins employment creditable 
under the Social Security Act, whichever date is latest. 
H. R. 5078. Mr. Sumners of Texas; December 20, 1945 

(Judiciary). 

Foreign documents in custody of Allied authorities of 
occupation, or copies thereof, shall be admissible in the 
trial of any civil action without a jury when authenticated 
by a proper certificate of an Allied military or civil author- 
ity of occupation, 

H.R. 5079. Mr. Sumners of Texas; December 20, 1945 
(Judiciary). 

Prohibits soliciting or accepting fees for referring per- 
sons for employment in the United States Government. 
H. R. 5080. Mr. Weichel; December 20, 1945 (Expenditures 

in the Executive Departments). 

Gives former owners first rights to purchase lands taken 
by the Government for use in the war effort and now or 
hereafter declared surplus. 

H. R. 5081. Mr. Celler; December 20, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits sale, etc., by the Alien Property Custodian of 
motion-picture films made in Nazi Germany and Austria 
until a formal treaty of peace is signed between the Reich 
and the United States [amending U. 8. C. 50 App. 1-81]. 
H. R. 5082. Mrs. Douglas; December 20, 1945 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits sale, etc., by the Alien Property Custodian of 
motion-picture films made in Nazi Germany and Austria 
until a formal treaty of peace is signed between the Reich 
and the United States [amending U. S. C. 50 App. 1-31]. 
H. R. 5083. Mr. Jackson; December 20, 1945 (Rivers and 

Harbors). 

Columbia Valley Authority Act. Creates a Columbia 
Valley Authority to be headed by a board of directors 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
Each director shall maintain his residence in the Columbia 
Valley Region. 

Not later than 2 years after this enactment, the Au- 
thority shall recommend to the President and the Con- 
gress a complete plan for the integrated control and 
utilization of the waters of the Columbia Valley region. 
Plans shall be sent to the President and Congress and if 
not affirmatively disapproved by joint resolution within 
120 calendar days they shall be deemed effective as of that 
date. 

The exclusive use, possession, and control of the Bonne- 
ville project, the Columbia Basin project, the Hungry 
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Horse project, thé Umatilla project, and the Bonneville 
transmission system, together with all real estate, power- 
houses, and other appurtenances thereto, shall be entrusted 
to the Authority, which may, however, operate each project 
through the agency from which it is transferred. The 
Corporation may have other Federal water control projects 
in the region involved transferred to itself. 

The authority shall construct, operate, etc., various 
types of projects, including dams, reservoirs, and trans- 
mission lines, through or in cooperation with States and 
local political subdivisions or cooperative, educational, sci- 
entific, charitable, or nonprofit agencies; it may sell and 
dispose of surplus electric energy and surplus water, pref- 
erence and priority te be given, after needs of Federal 
agencies have been met, to State and political subdivisions, 
and to cooperatives, etc., and it may contract for the sale 
or disposition thereof (at wholesale in the case of electric 
energy) for resale or direct consumption. 

Veterans shall have a 90-day preference in the purchase 
of lands on Corporation projects, for 20 years after the 
act becomes effective. 

The Authority shall employ necessary personnel, fix their 
compensation, and require bonds. Collective bargaining is 
provided for. Employees shall be protected to substan- 
tially the same extent as employees under the civil service 
laws. Employment and promotion shall be on the basis of 
merit and efficiency. Permanent employees shall come 
under the civil service retirement act. If a contract pro- 
vides for unemployment compensation benefits, the Cor- 
poration may make payments to State unemployment com- 
pensation funds. Prevailing rates of wages must be paid. 
The Social Security Act and the Internal Revenue Code 
are amended so as to include certain employees of the 
Authority for social security purposes. 

Net proceeds shall be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury annually. The Comptroller General shall make «an 
annual audit and shall make report in quadruplicate, one 
for the President, one for public inspection, one for the 
Chairman of the Board, and one for Congress, and he shall 
make a special report to the President and to Congress 
of any transaction which conflicts with the statutory func- 
tions of the Corporation. 

The Authority may issue bonds, to mature in not more 
than 50 years, and use the proceeds to acquire electrical 
utilities facilities. 

Consent is given to interstate compacts to further the 
purposes of the act, but no such compact shall become 
binding until it has been submitted to the Corporation 
and ratified by Congress. 

H. R. 5084. Mr. Plumley; December 20, 1945 (Ways and 
Means). 


Annuity payments not exceeding $1,440 a year received 
by a person for service as a teacher in a public school 
or state college or normal school shall be exempt from 
the Federal income tax [amending U. S. C. 26:22 (b)

H. R. 5085. Mr. Wickersham; December 20, 1945 (Military 
Affairs). 


Makes mustering-out pay provisions applicable to serv- 
ice in the armed forces during the present war after 
September 8, 1940, and extends eligibility therefor to 
members of the armed forces (1) who were relieved from 
active service on their own initiative to accept employ- 
ment or (2) who as Air Corps Reserve officers are en- 
titled to a lump sum payment under U. S. C. 10:300a 
or (3) whose total periods of service were spent as 
students, or (4) whose service ended in entrance at the 
Army, Navy, or Coast Guard Military Academy, or (5) 
whose sole services were as cadets in such Academy or (6) 
who as commissioned officers were not relieved from active 
service within 3 years after the termination of the war. 

Military personnel who served outside the continental 
limits of the United States are eligible for payment of 
$300; those who served in the United States, for $200, 
irrespective of length of service. Payments of $300 shall 
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be made two-thirds at the time of discharge, the re- 
mainder 1 month later; payments of $200 are paid at 
time of discharge [amending U. 8. C. 38: 691a, 691b].

Court of Claims for property so held. Such suit shall be 
dismissed unless the plaintiff establishes that he is a per- 
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son entitled to just compensation under the fifth amend- 
ment to the United States Constitution prohibiting the 
taking of private property for public use without just com- 
pensation. The value of any property returned to the 
plaintiff or of any property tendered to him shall be con- 
sidered in computing such compensation. Notice of claim 
for return or suit for compensation or on debt claims 
must be instituted within 4 years after the vesting of the 
property in the Alien Property Custodian. Prescribes re- 
lief and remedy relating to debt claims. Property vested 
in the Alien Property Custodian shall be subject to all 
usual tax liabilities. Such property may be insured in 
necessary amounts to protect against its loss.

ability, there is no prior entitled individual able to act, 


-and he shall serve until the expiration of the term for 


which elected, but not after a qualified and prior entitled 
individual is able to act. Congress may by law provide for 
the case where, under the foregoing provisions, there is 
no individual to discharge the powers and duties of the 
Presidency, declaring who shall then act as President, or 
the manner in which one who is to act shall be selected, 
but such a person shall act only until a qualified and 
prior entitled individual is able to do so. 
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The three Vice Presidents shall be elected in the same 
manner and for the same term as in the case of the Vice 
President under existing Constitutional provisions, but 
electors of any State may not vote for more than two can- 
didates who are inhabitants of that State. No individual 
constitutionally ineligible to the office of President shall 
be eligible for any Vice Presidency. 

The Second Vice President shall be President of the 
Senate but shall have no vote except in case of a tie. 
The President pro tempore of the Senate shall act in the 
absence of the Second Vice President, or when he becomes 
or acts as President. 

The President shall assign to the First Vice President 
and the Third Vice President duties in the executive 
branch which he thinks will qualify them to execute the 
office of President, and such officers may be appointed by 
the President to an executive office.
